GOVERNOR  JAMES  H.  BUDD.

To  the  Senate  and  Assembly: 

Gentlemen:  I  yield  to  my  successor  with  greater  pleasure  than  I 
received  from  my  predecessor,  the  Governorship  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia. When  I  was  inaugurated,  the  financial  condition  of  the  State 
was  deplorable;  and  the  task  before  me,  with  a  Legislature  composed 
of  political  opponents,  was  a  formidable  one. 

For  a  number  of  years  the  State  had  been  under  a  financial  cloud, 
and  had  pursued  a  slip-shod,  down-at-the-heel,  borrow-from-Peter-to- 
pay-Paul  policy. 

Payments  of  its  debts  were  delayed,  and  its  warrants  were  at  a  dis- 
count on  the  street — a  condition  of  affairs  disgraceful  at  home  and  dis- 
astrous abroad. 

Its  institutions  were  under  neither  systematic  nor  uniform  laws,  the 
asylums  were  filling  with  those  not  entitled  to  shelter,  and  deficiencies 
were  the  order  of  the  day. 

Bounties  were  paid  on  coyote  scalps  and  the  indigent  laws  made  the 
basis  of  gross  frauds. 

The  Controller's  estimates  continued  to  increase  from  report  to  report, 
and  the  Legislatures  augmented  the  amounts  beyond  all  reason. 

State  ))roperty  was  at  loose  ends;  no  account  was  taken  thereof;  and 
no  inventories  given  or  required. 

Imitations  of  food  filled  the  markets,  to  the  detriment  of  the  real 
products  of  the  State. 

Adulteration?  abounded  everywhere,  and  the  laws  of  health  were 
openly  ignored. 

Our  roads  were  a  disgrace,  and  the  money  spent  uj)on  them  largely 
wasted  through  ignorance  of  the  art  of  road-building. 

County  governments  existed  by  permission  only,  as  there  was  no  con- 
stitutional law  regulating  them. 

Tax-sharks  thrived  on  the  distress  of  the  people. 

Our  Codes  were  practically  shapeless,  and  my  predeceBSor  had  urged 
the  creation  of  a  commission  to  put  them  in  form. 

The  University  of  California  suffered  from  lack  of  funds,  and  proper 
buildings  had  twice  been  denied  the  Afliliated  Colleges. 

Needless  taxation  was  placed  on  the  people  for  the  useless  institutions 
that  had  sprung  up. 
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This  was,  in  part,  the  condition  of  the  State  when  I  assumed  the 
responsibilities  of  this  office.  As  I  relinquish  them,  I  am  glad  to  say- 
that  all  these  conditions  have  undergone  a  radical  and  permanent 
change. 

FINANCES. 

Of  the  many  State  funds  there  are  four  which  derive  their  revenue, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  from  a  tax  on  real  and  personal  property.  These 
are : 

1.  The  University  Fund,  for  which  the  law  provides  annually  two 
cents  on  every  hundred  dollars  of  value  of  property  in  the  State.  This 
is  a  fixed  charge  and  a  "continuing"  appropriation. 

2.  The  Interest  and  Sinking  Fund,  which  provides  $141,435  annually 
for  interest  on  certain  bonds  of  1873,  held  by  the  State  Treasury  in 
trust  for  the  State  School  Fund  and  University  Fund — and  for  interest 
on  moneys  belonging  to  the  Endowment  Fund  of  the  University.  The 
amount  to  be  raised  for  this  fund  is  also  fixed  by  law. 

8.  The  State  School  Fund.  This  is  the  fund  from  which  the  State's 
portion  of  the  expenses  of  our  conamon  schools  are  apportioned. 

4.  The  General  Fund.  This  is  the  fund  from  which  the  ordinary 
expenses  of  the  State  Government,  other  than  for  school  purposes,  are 
paid. 

The  only  three  of  these  funds  which  are  included  in  the  Tax  Levy  Bill 
and  law  are: 

1.  The  Interest  and  Sinking  Fund. 

2.  The  School  Fund. 

3.  The  General  Fund. 

The  first  of  these  (the  Interest  and  Sinking  Fund)  has  but  one 
source  of  revenue — taxes.  The  second  (the  School  Fund)  has  several 
minor  sources  of  revenue,  but  the  principal  one  is  the  ad  valorem  tax 
on  real  and  personal  property.  The  amount  to  be  raised  for  the  School 
Fund  does  not  depend  upon  the  action  of  the  Legislature,  nor  the  Gov- 
ernor, for  it  is  fixed  on  the  basis  of  each  census  child  between  the  ages 
of  five  and  seventeen.  Its  expenditure  is  in  no  manner  controlled  by 
either  the  Legislature  or  Governor,  nor  do  its  accounts  pass  the  scrutiny 
of  the  State  Board  of  Examiners.  It  is  apportioned  "  by  the  Super- 
intendent and  paid  out  upon  the  Controller's  warrants." 

The  third  fund  (the  General  Fund)  is  made  up  principally  from  a  tax 
on  real  and  personal  property,  fixed  by  the  tax  levy  law  at  each  session 
of  the  Legislature.  It  is  the  fund  from  which  appropriations,  claims 
against  the  State,  and  ordinary  expenses  are  usually  paid.  The  amount 
included  in  the  tax  levy  bill  for  this  fund  determines  whether  we  will 
have  high  or  low  taxes.  All  the  others — the  Interest,  the  University, 
and  School  Funds — are  fixed  by  existing  laws  and  determined  by 
established  conditions. 

It  is  the  theory  of  the  Government  that  the  amounts  included  in  the 
Tax  Levy  Bill  for  that  fund  shall  be  sufficient,  with  moneys  on  liand, 
to  pay  off  all  appropriations  made  during  the  session. 

Wliether  nr  not  the  amount  of  the  vetoed  items  or  bills  be  included 
in  the  Tax  Levy  Bill,  the  veto  itself  is  a  saving  to  the  people,  for,  but 
for  it,  the  amounts  vetoed  must  be  paid. 

As  its  name  indicates,  the  General  Fund  is  the  all-important  one. 
This  has  been  recognized  by  Governors,  by  Treasurers,  and   by  Con- 
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trollers,  and  the  condition  of  this  fund  has  excited  their  utmost  care 
and  solicitude,  because  when  it  is  exhausted  the  credit  of  the  State  is 
impaired,  and  the  claims  against  it  go  unpaid.  To  maintain  this  fund, 
to  pay  the  creditors  of  the  State  as  their  debts  accrue,  and  to  prevent 
the  hawking  of  the  Controller's  warrants  on  the  street,  are  things  most 
desirable.  Yet  so  careless  has  the  State  been  in  the  past,  so  intent  its 
officials  in  straining  every  energy  to  gain  what  is  called  a  low  tax  rate 
(a  thing  of  no  particular  significance,  unless  related  to  a  fixed  valuation 
of  property,  as  will  be  shown  hereafter)  that  the  State  has,  year  by 
year,  willfully  permitted  the  General  Fund  to  become  exhausted,  and  its 
creditors — the  merchants  and  mechanics,  the  contractors  and  laborers, 
doing  business  with  the  State — to  wait  for  months  at  a  time  for  their 
money,  or  has  compelled  the  Controller  to  make  transfers  of  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  dollars  annually  to  save  its  credit. 

CONDITION   OF   THE   GENERAL    FUND    WHEN    I    BECAME    GOVERNOR. 

When  I  became  Governor  the  balance  in  the  General  Fund  was  so 
small,  and  the  demands  against  it  so  large,  that  its  exhaustion  long 
prior  to  the  commencement  of  my  first  fiscal  year  was  a  certainty.  The 
fund  became  exhausted  in  May,  1895 ;  it  became  exhausted  again  in 
July,  1895,  and  so  remained  until  December,  1895,  when  the  first  in- 
stallment of  taxes  for  the  forty-seventh  fiscal  year  was  paid  into  the 
General  Treasury. 

This  condition  of  afiairs  was  the  usual  one.  Against  it  a  previous 
Governor  had  protested,  the  retiring  State  Treasurer  in  1894  had  de- 
tailed with  much  feeling  the  dishonor  in  this  conduct  of  the  State,  and 
the  State  Controller,  in  his  report  of  December  15,  1894,  said: 

'"On  June  9,  1893,  the  General  Fund  became  exhausted,  and  at  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year,  June  30th,  it  had  been  overdrawn  to  the  extent 
of  $136,012  06,  as  is  shown  in  the  foregoing  summary.  Cash  payments 
were  not  resumed  until  the  first  of  January  following,  at  which  time 
this  amount  of  outstanding  warrants  was  over  $1,500,000." 

This  statement  the  Legislature  should  ponder,  for  the  spectacle  of  a 
great  State  like  California  having  its  warrants  in  the  streets  to  the 
amount  of  $1,500,000  at  a  time,  is  most  discreditable.  This  occurred  in 
December,  1893.     Further  and  properly  the  Controller  said: 

"That  such  a  condition  of  affairs  should  exist  at  any  time  is  to  be  de- 
plored, but  it  was  especially  unfortunate  at  that  particular  time,  as  the 
State  was  suffering  greatly  from  the  general  financial  distress  then  pre- 
vailing, and  to  have  the  State  suspend  payment,  subjected  numbers  of 
contractors,  merchants,  and  employes  of  the  State  to  great  inconvenience 
and  no  small  pecuniary  loss.  This  condition  of  the  General  Fund  is 
not  unui^ual.  It  has  been  exhausted,  with  few  exceptions,  ever  since 
the  foundation  of  the  State,  but  it  can  and  should  be  guarded  against  in 
the  future,  and  I  cannot  impress  too  strongly  upon  your  P^xcellency  and 
the  Legislature  the  necessity  of  so  doing." 

In  1894  the  Controller  was  compelled  to  make  a  transfer  of  $860,000 
from  other  funds  with  which  to  meet  the  demands  against  the  General 
Fund.     (See  Controller's  letter,  Appendix  A.) 

The  matter  was  so  serious  that  I  made  this  condition  of  the  General 
Fund  my  special  care,  and  determined  to  remedy  the  evil  during  my 
term  of  office. 
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To  that  end  I  required  appropriation  bills  (concerning  which  I  con- 
ferred with  the  Legislature)  to  contain  a  clause  making  the  appropria- 
tions not  available  until  the  January  following.  I  made  it  clear  to  the 
chairmen  of  the  Finance  Committees  of  the  two  houses  that  the  Tax 
Levy  Bill  for  the  forty-seventh  fiscal  year  must  provide  sufficient  to  pay 
the  debts,  deficiencies,  overdrafts,  and  outstanding  warrants  of  previous 
administrations,  and  such  claims  as  might  legitimately  come 
against  the  fund;  that  a  one  twenty-fourth  clause  should  be  inserted 
in  the  General  Appropriation  Act  to  prevent  deficiencies  in  the  future; 
and  that  a  sufficient  surplus  must  be  provded  to  leave  a  balance  with 
which  to  pay  demands  between  the  beginning  of  a  fiscal  year  and  the 
payment  of  the  first  installment  of  taxes. 

My  requests  were  cheerfully  followed. 

Two  millions  of  appropriations  made  by  the  Legislature  were  vetoed, 
and  the  expenditures  from  the  fund  were  lessened  by  some  half-million 
of  dollars  a  year  by  laws. 

Through  these  matters  combined,  and  with  $427,533  less  in  the  Tax 
Levy  Bill  for  the  General  Fund  than  in  the  bill  for  the  two  years  end- 
ing June  30,  1891,  the  State  has  been  placed  upon  a  firm  cash  basis. 

As  the  Controller  said  in  his  report  of  December  15,  1896: 

"  The  General  Fund  is  now  in  a  most  healthy  condition,  and  should  not 
be  allow^ed  to  again  become  exhausted.  As  is  shown  in  the  foregoing 
summary,  the  balance  in  the  fund  on  June  30th  last  was  $2,557,290  10, 
and  at  writing  there  still  remains  a  heavy  balance." 

And  in  his  report  of  December  15, 1898,  only  a  few  days  ago,  he  says: 

"  During  the  two  fiscal  years  covered  by  this  report  there  has  been  no 
deficiency  in  this  fund.  The  balance  on  June  30,  1898,  as  shown  in  the 
foregoing  summary,  was  $2,001,093  71.  At  this  writing  (December  1, 
1898)  there  is  a  balance  of  $665,538  06,  and  this  will  be  largeh"-  increased 
during  the  present  month  by  the  incoming  first  installment  of  State 
taxes." 

Here,  certainly,  are  changes  in  the  financial  affairs  of  the  State  of 
great  benefit  to  it,  accomplished  under  and  by  this  administration.  At 
the  same  time  expenditures  from  the  General  Fund  have  been  reduced 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  annually. 

The  results  of  attempting  to  conduct  this  State  on  overdrafts  and 
transfer  funds  is  shown  in  the  following  table:

On  September  1,  1S94,  transferred  from  other  funds  to  General  Fund,  $710,000,  and 
again  on  November  6,  1S94,  an  additional  $150,000,  in  order  to  carry  the  Cieneral  Fund 
on  a  paying  basis  until  the  December  settlements  of  that  year.  But  for  this  action 
the  funcl  would  have  been  exhausted  on  September  7,  and  before  payments  could

GENERAL    FUND    RECEIPTS. 

The  balance  of  January  1,  1895,  was  only  $1,145,016  34.  Against 
which  was  $1,766,563  32  of  available  appropriations  (demands),  not 
including  the  estimated  expenditures  for  orphans,  indigents,  etc.  (Con- 
troller Colgan's  letter  of  March  11,  1895.  Appendix  B).  Nor  were  the 
debts,  deficiencies,  etc.,  of  the  past  included. 

GOVERNOR  MARKHAM's  TRUE  BALANCE  FROM  GOVERNOR  WATERMAN. 

Governor  Waterman,  during  the  entire  first  half  of  the  fiscal  year, 
from  July  1,  1890,  to  January  1,  1891,  received  from  property  taxes 
only  $187,218  94  in  the  (leneral  Fund,  and  left  therein  when  his  term 
expired,  about  January  1,  1891,  $125,019  82,  to  which  was  added  during 
the  month  of  Januarv,  1891,  the  first  month  of  Governor  Markliam's 
term,  the  sum  of  $1,819,711  57,  which  makes  $1,944,731  39  the  true 
balance  chargeable  to  Governor  Markham. 

CHANGE  OF  LAW  IN  1891,  AND  CONSEQUENT  EXCESSIVE  RECEIPTS. 

The  law  providing  for  the  payment  of  taxes  in  two  installments  did 
not  take  effect  until  July  1,  1891,  so  my  predecessor  received  all  the 
taxes  paid  into  the  General  Fund  for  the  entire  year  covered  by  the 
last  six  months  of  Governor  Waterman's  and  the  first  six  months 
of  his  own  administration,  as  also  the  taxes  for  the  last  six  months  he 
served,  which  were  paid  in  the  month  of  December,  1894.  By  reason  of 
this  law  he  received,  during  his  first  six  months  in  ofiice,  $3,180,197  91, 
being  the  entire  tax  levy  for  the  full  forty-first  year,  of  which  he  served 
but  six  month.«,  and  the  sum  of  $2,198,775  21  for  the  last  six  months 
he  served;  making,  with  the  taxes  he  received  during  the  other  years  of 
his  terra,  $15,187,175  78. 

TAX    RECEIPTS. 

Since  my  first  fiscal  year  the  amount  of  the  Tax  Levy  Bill  for  the 
General  Fund  has  been  smaller  than  for  any  year  since  the  forty-third 
fiscal  year.  The  causes  of  the  smallness  of  that  year's  fund  are  stated 
in  the  Controller's  report  of  1892.  The  attempt  to  make  the  Tax  Levy 
Bill  for  the  forty-third   and   forty-fourth   fiscal   years  low  was  followed 
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by  consequences  which  might  have  been  foreseen,  i.  e.,  that  the  General 
Fund  in  1892  and  1893  was  overdrawn  and  exhausted  to  the  extent  of 
H!l,971,113,  a  condition  commented  upon  by  the  Controller  in  his 
report  of  1894  as  most  deplorable,  and  leaving  the  creditors  of  the 
State  to  hawk  their  warrants  on  the  public  streets.  (See  Controller's 
letter  of  December  8,  1897,  appended;  also,  Controller's  report  of 
December  15,  1894.) 

The  Tax  Bill  of  1895  for  the  General  Fund  was  nearly  half  a  million 
dollars  less  than  the  Tax  Levy  Bill  for  the  same  fund  for  the  two  years 
ending  June  30,  1891. 

The  Tax  Levy  Bill  for  the  last  two  years  of  my  administration  for 
this  fund  is  $5,107,204,  or  less  than  for  any  preceding  period  during 
eight  years. 

The  Appendix  shows  the  levy  for  this  fund  during  the  periods  from 
July  1,  1891,  to  and  including  June  30,  1899,  both  by  legislative  periods 
and  by  years,  as  well  as  the  overdrafts  or  the  immense  transfers  neces- 
sary to  make  the  appropriation  sufficient.

Or  nearly  two  million  dollars  less  received  into  this  fund  during  this 
than  during  the  preceding  administration.  (Balances  not  included  for 
reasons  given  above,  and  because  the  balance  turned  over  by  me  to 
Governor  Gage  is  far  greater  than  that  turned  over  to  me  by  my 
predecessor,  and  it  is  not  mortgaged  to  such  an  extent.) 

The  receipts  in  which  the  taxpayer  is  most  deeply  interested  are  the 
tax  receipts.     Hence  I  give  them  separately.

Or  one  million  and  a  half  less  during  the  last  four  years,  notwith- 
standing the  increase  of  State  institutions,  payment  of  past  debts, 
deficiencies,  etc. 

EXPENDITURES  FROM  GENERAL  FUND  FROM  1891  TO  1899. 

From  January  1,  1891,  to  January  1,  1895,  the  expenditures  from  the 
General  Fund  were  $15,025,961  06.  From  .January  1.  18'.t5,to  January 
1,  1899,  the  expenditures  from  the  General  Fund  arc  $18,257,144  07,  or 
less  expenditures  in  favor  of  this  administration  by  $1,708,816  99. 

This  is  shown  by  the  Controller's  figures,  A))pendix  D;  j.  <>.,  there  was 
expended  during  the  past  four  j'ears,  with  its  increased  institutions  jind 
inmates  thereof,  and  not  deducting  any  debts  of  the  former  four  years, 
nearly  two  million  dollars  less. 

But  as  the  expenditures  from  this  fund  for  this  administration  include 
the  Affiliated  C'oUeges  and  other  buildings,  the  exi>enditures  for  the 
previous  four  years  ought  to  include,  as  they  do  not,  certain  Ituildings 
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constructed  from  tax  funds  made  special  and  thus  prevented  from  being 
subject  to  drafts  on  the  General  Fund,  costing  in  all  $585,000. 

In  order  to  arrive  at  a  true  difference  between  the  cost  of  the  previous 
administration  and  this,  from  this  fund,  we  must  deduct  from  this 
administration  the  amount  it  paid  for  the  former  one,  and  add  to  the 
former  one  the  debts  paid  for  it  by  this. 

By  so  doing  and  assuming  the  least  possible  claimed  expenditure  for 
deduction,  we  have —

Thus  making  the  cost  from  the  General  Fund  properly  chargeable  to 
this  administration  -$3,768,816  99  less  than  for  the  preceding  adminis- 
tration. 

I  give  in  Appendix  D,  by  years  and  half-years,  the  Controller's  figures 
for  the  expenditures  from  this  fund. 

Should  we  include  buildings  above  mentioned,  the  difference  would 
be  over  $4,000,000.

The  balance  was  $227,247  at  the  beginning  of  my  first  fiscal  year 
Since  then  it  has  been  yearly  over  two  million  dollars.  Nor  has  there 
been  a  single  deficiency  in  the  General  Fund  since  December,  1895. 
And  the  balance  at  the  beginning  of  Governor  Gage's  first  fiscal  year, 
July  1,  1899,  should  be  over  two  million  dollars. 

With  the  Governor  and  both  branches  of  the  Legislature  of  the  same 
political  faith,  it  will  be  easy  to  i^eep  this  large  balance  in  the  General 
Fund,  and  to  maintain  the  credit  of  the  State  as  we  have  established  it. 

But  if  either  endeavor  to  economize  by  lessening  the  amount  of  the 
School  Fund  apportionment,  it  will  have  to  be  done  by  reducing  the 
amount  to  be  raised  each  year  for  each  school  census  child,  a  crippling 
of  the  schools,  and  a  reduction  of  the  salaries  of  the  teachers.  This  is 
a  proposition  that  has  been  advanced  heretofore,  but  has  not  found 
favor,  nor  should  it. 

The  number  of  State  institutions  and  inmates  maintained  during  the 
past  four  years  largely  exceed  those  maintained  in  former  years,  as  the 
following  table  shows:

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Thus,  with  more  institutions  and  more  inmates,  the  general  cost  to  the 
State  has  been  much  less  than  during  the  former  administrations. 

THE   controller's   ESTIMATES    AND    RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  laws  of  this  State  make  the  Controller  its  bookkeeper  and  the 
superintendent  of  its  finances.  His  functions  and  responsibilities  are 
greater  than  those  of  any  other  officer,  the  Governor  excepted,  and  his 
recommendations  entitled  to  the  most  profound  consideration. 

It  is  largely  because  of  the  lack  of  consideration  given  to  the  recom- 
mendations of  Controllers  that  the  affairs  of  this  State,  during  the 
eight  years  preceding  this  administration,  became  so  tangled  and  expen- 
sive, and  the  deficiencies  of  the  General  Fund  so  great.  While  the  State 
has  now  been  established  on  a  cash  basis,  and  there  is  a  very  large  sum 
in  the  General  Fund,  it  may  be  easily  dissipated  if  the  present  legislators 
disregard  the  Controller's  recommendations.  To  show  to  what  extent 
his  estimate  of  the  expenses  of  the  Government  has  been  ignored,  I  call 
your  attention  to  the  following  brief  table:

The  estimate  for  1896  (after  I  had  been  in  ofiice  two  years)  was  less 
by  over  a  million  of  dollars  than  the  estimate  of  1894,  and  the  Tax  Levy 
Law  cut  this  down  by  nearly  a  million  more.  It  was  the  first  reduction 
in  the  estimate  since  1888,  although  the  State  is  now  on  a  cash  basis, 
and  has  more  institutions  and  many  more  wards  to  maintain. 

SAVING   BY    MY    VETOES    OVER    •$4,000,000. 

In  accordance  with  my  avowed  policy,  I  have  vetoed  a  large  number 
pf  appropriation  bills  and  items.  This  was  necessary  to  keep  the 
expenses  of  the  State  within  a  certain  limit,  to  provide  for  proper  past 
claims,  to  place  the  State  on  a  cash  basis,  and  to  prevent  the  constant 
exhaustion  of  the  General  Fund. 

While  the  veto  of  items  may  or  may  not  have  been  included  in  the 
Tax  Levy  Bill,  still  each  appropriation,  and  each  item — had  it  been 
allowed — would  finally  have  become  a  claim  against  the  Treasury,  and 
been  paid  by  a  tax  upon  the  people. 

The  vetoes  for  the  sessions  of  1895  and  1897,  inclusive,  amounted  to 
$4,421,216  73.  of  whicli  four  millions  is  a  saving  to  the  people. 

Yet  when  we  consider  the  liberality  with  which  a}ii)ropriations  have 
been  allowed  during  this  administration — the  Debris  Fund.  $250,000; 
improvements  of  our  channels  and  rivers,  $30(^,0(K);  the  establishment  of 
a  Normal  School  at  San  Diego,  additional  buildings  elsewhere,  a  Uni- 
versity tax  of  two  cents  in  place  of  one,  and  an  increase  of  revenue 
sufficient  to  place  the  State  on  a  cash  basis  and  pay  off  the  deficiencies 
and  debts  of  previous  administrations — it  cannot  be  claimed  tliat  the 
veto  )»ower  was  too  severely  u,«t(l.  although  the  amounts  t-xceeded  the 
combined  vetoes  of  all  other  (iovernors  of  the  State  of  California. 

This  saving  of  over  four  niillions  of  dollars  by  vet^)es  in  two  sessions, 
or  an  amount  sufficient  to  conduct  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  State,

other  than  schools,  for  one  full  year,  is  a  matter  of  no  little  satisfaction 
to  myself,  and  of  material  benefit  to  the  taxpayers  of  this  State. 

TAX    LEVY    AND   APPROPRIATION    BILLS. 

At  the  close  of  each  session  of  the  Legislature,  and  usually  upon  the 
last  day,  it  passes  what  is  known  as  the  Tax  Levy  Bill.  This  bill  pro- 
vides that  the  Board  of  Equalization  shall  raise:  For  the  General 
Fund,  a  certain  amount  named;  for  the  Interest  and  Sinking  Fund,  a 
certain  amount  named;  for  the  School  Fund,  a  certain  amount  named. 
It  further  provides  that  five  per  cent  shall  be  allowed  for  defaults.  The 
theory  of  our  Government  is  that  the  tax  levy  shall  raise  a  sufiicient 
amount  to  pay  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  Government  and  the  appro- 
priations made  by  the  Legislature. 

Appropriation  bills  do  not  usually  provide  for  raising  the  amount 
appropriated,  but  they  direct  tliat  such  sums  shall  be  paid  from  any 
moneys  "  in  the  General  Fund  not  otherwise  appropriated."  Usually 
appropriations  have  been  largely  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  the  Tax 
Levy  Law.  This  is  a  vicious  practice.  It  requires  the  Governor  to 
either  use  the  veto  power  liberally,  or  allow  of  appropriations  that  will 
quickly  exhaust  available  moneys  in  the  treasury.  To  stop  such  con- 
ditions, and  to  lessen  the  burdens  of  the  taxpavers,  I  vetoed  upwards  of 
$4,421,216  73. 

And  I  also,  by  special  message  of  March  20,  1897,  demanded  a  reduc- 
tion of  the  Tax  Levy  Bill,  stating  that  unless  reduced  it  would  be  vetoed 
by  me,  and  in  this  manner  saved  nearly  one  million  of  dollars. 

When  the  Tax  Levy  Bill  is  pending,  the  Legislature  and  the  Executive 
calculate  a  tax  levy  of  so  many  cents  upon  the  hundred  dollars, 
assuming  that  the  valuation  of  property  in  a  growing  State  will  not 
fall.  The  tax  rate,  however,  is  a  matter  with  which  the  Legislature  has 
little  to  do,  although  a  high  rate  is  always  charged  against  it  as  a  sin 
of  commission.  The  tax  rate  is  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Equalization  and 
fixed  largely  in  an  arbitrary  manner. 

During  the  four  years  prior  to  my  inauguration,  the  value  of  property 
in  California  was  fixed  bv  the  Board  of  Equalization  at  never  less  for  any 
one  year  than  $1,200,000,000.  (See  Controller's  Report  for  1896.)  Yet 
the  first  year  after  my  inauguration  the  Board  dropped  the  valuation 
to  $1,133,282,013,  in  consequence  of  which  the  rate  per  one  hundred 
dollars  of  valuation  was  68^  cents,  though  under  the  least  valuation 
for  the  preceding  four  years   it  would  have  been  much  lower  than  this. 

The  year  following,  owing  to  differences  in  the  Board,  the  valuation 
was  restored  to  its  normal  figure,  being  $1,266,593,065,  and  the  tax  rates 
sunk  to  42j%  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars,  the  lowest  tax  rate  ever 
reached  in  the  State  of  California. 

The  following  year  the  valuation  of  property  was  dropped  again,  and 
the  rate  forced  to  51  cents  upon  the  one  hundred  dollars. 

This  year  certain  members  of  the  Board  of  Equalization  telegraphed 
to  Boards  of  Supervisors  suggesting  they  ask  for  a  reduction  in  the 
valuation  in  their  counties,  and  many  counties  were  reduced.  This 
kind  of  equalization  is  very  injurious  to  the  State, 

A  high  tax  rate  is  injurious  to  any  State,  because  people  abroad, 
-eeking  investment,  ask  the  rate,  and  do  not  understand  the  causes  that 
have  led  a  Board  of  Equalization  to  play  battledore  and  shuttlecock 
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witli  State  values.  They  do  not  understand  the  combinations  of  equal- 
iztrs.  Tliey  do  understand,  however,  that  the  constant  shrinkage  of 
values  would  ordinarily  indicate  a  retrograding  instead  of  a  progressing 
State,  and  that  low  tax  rates  destroy  property  as  a  basis  for  loans. 

The  amount  provided  to  be  raised  for  the  forty-ninth  fiscal  year  by 
the  Tax  Levy  Law  was  $5,010,000.  The  tax  rate  was  51  cents.  The 
amount  provided  by  the  same  law  to  be  raised  for  the  fiftieth  fiscal  year 
is  $5,010,000,  exactly  the  same  as  that  for  the  forty-ninth  fiscal  year, 
and  yet  the  rate  is  48^%  cents.  Thus,  to  raise  the  same  amount,  a 
change  of  value  makes  a  difference  of  2j\  cents  in  the  tax  rate. 

I  hojte  the  Legislature  may  find  some  means  of  correcting  this  evil. 

I  desire,  in  jjassing,  to  state  that  the  amounts  of  the  last  three  Tax 
Levy  Kills  are  over  a  million  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  less  than 
the  pledge  of  my  party. 

TAXATION, 

On  this  subject,  I  call  attention  to  my  former  recommendation: 

"To  equally  and  fairly  provide  for  and  collect  the  revenue  necessary 
for  the  supjiort  of  the  Government  is  always  the  most  serious  duty  of 
the  State.  The  burden  of  taxation  so  easily  falls  upon  the  material 
and  tangible  things,  the  real  and  personal  property  of  a  communit}^ 
that  the  tendency  is  to  levy  upon  such  property-holding  class  an  unjust 
share  of  taxation.  Another  numerous  class  of  our  people,  in  addition 
to  such  property,  and  often  almost  exclusive  of  it,  are  granted  and 
enjoy  under  our  laws  an  extremely  valuable  possession  in  the  nature  of 
corporate  rights,  privileges,  and  immunities.  Such  corporate  advan- 
tages are  always  beneficial,  and  often  the  source  of  great  profit.  This 
class  of  jiroperty  is  very  difiicult  to  assessor  value,  and  it  generally  fails 
to  contribute  its  just  share  of  revenue  for  the  support  of  that  Govern- 
ment by  the  sanction  of  which  alone  it  enjoys  its  existence.  Our 
Constitution-makers  undoubtedly  contemplated  that  this  class  should 
be  taxed  for  the  benefit  of  the  State.  I  would,  therefore,  recommend 
that,  under  Section  11,  Article  XIII  of  the  Constitution,  you  formulate 
and  impose  uj)on  all  corporations  in  this  State  doing  business  for  profit, 
a  graduated  income  tax,  so  adjusted  that  they  be  recjuired  to  pay  only 
such  sums  as  are  strictly  just  and  fair,  and  that  equal  justice  be  done 
among  them." 

The  deeper  one  investigates,  the  more  is  he  impressed  with  the  need 
for  some  change  in  our  system  of  taxation,  and  the  sooner  political 
parties  make  their  State  campaigns  solely  on  State  issues  and  matters 
of  local  concern  during  an  election  for  State  officers,  the  sooner  will  the 
matter  be  solved. 

The  extent  to  which  personal  property  of  a  peculiar  kind  escapes  tax- 
ation is  shown  by  referenof  to  seventy-one  estates  in  California,  and  by 
a  cfim])ariMm  of  thi-  appraised  value  of   this  class  of  property  with  its 
it  ion  for  taxation. 

Ill  paid  taxes  on  $19,279  of  personal  property,  whereas  his

II  1,94. '>.-'(»".  ;)ii.  as  against  an  assessed  value  for  taxation  of  $1.S8,414, 
and  nearly  ji  million  of  the  personality  escaped  assessment  entirely. 
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There  are  two  States  in  the  Union,  New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania, 
which  do  not  tax  lands  or  the  im})rovements  thereon  at  all  for  State 
purposes;  their  taxation  laws  have  been  in  operation  for  many  years 
and  have  stood  the  tests  of  State  and  National  courts.  They  place  the 
burden  where  it  belongs. 

THE    BOARD    OF    EXAMINERS. 

This  is  the  most  important  board  of  the  State.  Under  its  eye  must 
pass  every  item  of  expenditure  from  the  General  Fund,  except  those  of 
the  National  Guard. 

A  hurried  glance  at  the  proceedings  before  any  Board  of  Examiners 
during  the  past  eight  year?  will  prove  the  importance  of  this  body. 

One  of  the  first  acts  of  this  administration  was  to  endeavor  to  have 
passed  a  bill  enlarging  the  powers  of  this  Board.  The  bill  passed  the 
House,  but  was  defeated  in  the  Senate.  I  succeeded,  however,  in  having 
grafted  upon  the  General  Appropriation  Bill  a  clause  known  as  the 
*•  one-twenty-fourth  clause,"  by  which  all  institutions  and  departments, 
unless  excepted  therefrom  expressly,  should  expend  one-twenty-fourth 
part  only  of  the  two  years'  appropriation  during  any  one  month.  This 
gave  to  the  Board  absolute  control  over  these  expenditures,  and  con- 
cerning the  clause  the  report  of  the  present  Board  says: 

*•  Section  4.  General  appropriation,  and  the  one-twenty-fourth  pro- 
viso. In  years  prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  one-twenty-fourth  clause. 
State  institutions  frequently  overdrew  their  accounts,  and  toward  the 
end  of  the  fiscal  year  the  Board  of  Examiners  would  be  compelled  to 
grant  them  deficiencies,  as  prisons  and  insane  asylums  could  not  be 
closed  and  inmates  turned  out.  These  grants  ranged  from  five  thousand 
to  ninety  thousand  dollars  for  each  institution.  This  year  not  one 
institution  asked  for  a  deficiency,  as  the  Board  kept  strict  watch  on 
their  monthly  demands,  and  they  are  kept  within  their  limit." 

The  session  of  1895  allowed  over  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  defi- 
ciencies to  institutions  alone,  not  including  officers.  This  year  not  a 
single  institution  has  applied  for  a  deficiency.  The  financial  condition 
of  State  institutions  in  this  regard  from  the  forty-fifth  to  the  fiftieth 
year.is  shown  by  the  following  table:

The  Board  has  passed  on  claims  amounting  to  $7,519,256;  has  rejected 
claims  amounting  to  $46,840  79;  has  cut  off  claims  and  items  amount- 
ing to  $102,932  24,  being  a  total  saving  of  $149,773  02  during  the  past 
two  years,  not  including  the  saving  in  deficiencies.  And  if  we  take  the 
disallowances  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  for  the  two  previous  years 
ending  December,  1896,  it  makes  a  total  of  rejections  of  $898,769  29 
during  the  four  years.  I  commend  a  careful  perusal  of  these  reports  of 
this  Board. 
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RECOMMENDATION   FOR   A    RECONSTRUCTION   OF   THE    BOARD. 

I  make  the  following  recommendation: 

State  oflicers  phould  not  be  compelled  to  serve  as  members  of  the 
Board  of  Examiners,  bnt  if  the  Legislature  decides  that  it  must  consist 
of  them,  then  tlie  officers  should  be  the  Controller,  the  Secretary  of 
State,  and  the  Governor.  The  one  State  officer  who  might,  in  any  case, 
advantageously  serve  on  the  Board  is  the  Controller,  because  of  his 
position  as  superintendent  of  finance. 

A    CENTRAL    BOARD. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  Governor  and  two  State  officers,  to  be 
designated  by  him,  shall  constitute  a  Central  State  Board,  with  full 
powers  to  advertise  and  let  contracts  for  all  State  supplies,  with  the 
right  of  accepting  all  bids,  or  any  parts  thereof,  for  one  or  all  of  them. 
That  all  State  buildings,  if  the  cost  is  to  exceed  the  sum  of  five  thou- 
sand dollars,  be  planned  and  constructed  under  the  provisions  of  an  Act 
with  all  the  guarding  clauses  of  the  Building  Act  of  1876,  the  Governor 
and  other  members  of  the  Board  to  be  the  officers  who  shall  approve 
the  plans  and  specifications  thereof  and  changes  therein,  and  they  shall 
also  finally  approve  the  letting  of  any  contract  to  any  bidder  for  the 
construction  of  said  building  or  any  part  thereof.  In  this  connection  I 
wish  to  state  that  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners 
have  not  acted  under  the  Act  of  1876.  In  1895  I  endeavored,  as  Gov- 
ernor, to  have  the  Harbor  Commissioners  proceed  under  said  Act,  and 
urged  that  they  do  so.  The  Attorney-General  of  the  State,  W.  F.  Fitz- 
gerald, also  gave  his  opinion  that  the  Act  of  1876  was  the  one  under 
which  they  should  proceed.  The}'  refused  to  comply  with  the  Act  of 
1876,  either  as  to  the  original  plans  or  the  si)ecification8  thereof.  As 
Governor,  I  further  ol)jected  to  members  of  the  Board  expending  on 
that  Iniilding,  foundation,  and  superstructure  an  amount  in  excess  of 
$600,000,  which  I  deemed  the  full  amount  contemplated  by  the  people 
for  that  purpose.  Acting  under  legal  advice,  the  then  Board,  not  being 
of  my  appointees,  again  failed  to  comply  with  my  desires,  and  the  harbor 
building,  foundations,  and  superstructure  were  contracted  for  and  «con- 
structed  at  a  cost  of  about  $1,000,000,  and  not  in  any  manner  under  the 
Act  of  1870.  I  brought  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  Legislature 
in  my  IJicnnial  of  1897,  but  it  declined  to  interfere  with  the  action  of 
the  Board  (which  were  not  of  my  appointment)  or  to  change  the  laws. 
Modifications  of  the  original  j)lans  were  made  by  a  resolution  of  the 
Board  in  January,  1897,  which  modifications  are  the  basis  of  the 
cljaiiges  njade  tJHreafter.  The  construction  of  this  building,  from  the 
time  it  was  authorized  by  law  to  the  time  it  was  completed,  was  done  in 
direct  disregard  an<l  opposition  to  my  opinion,  expressed  to  the  Com- 
misfiionera  themselves,  and  to  tlie  Legislature  of  tlie  State  of  California. 

Tlie  projX)s«'<l  Central  lioard  sh«»ul<i  also  have  the  power  to  regulate 
tl»c-  salari«s,  wages,  and  number  of  employes  of  all  State  institutions, 
and  it  should  U-  re(|uired  to  equalize  such  wages  so  that  ecjual  services 
shall  receive  equal  pay  i>y*  those  employed  in  conducting  the  State's 
business.  It  cannot  now  be  done,  because  there  is  no  (ieneral  Board 
witli  full  powers,  and  the  local  pressure  is  often  too  great  for  the  local 
officials    to    withst.ind.     In    tlii-    ( <.iinection,    I    desire   to   sav    that   I

appealed  to  the  Legislature  in  my  biennial  message  to  permit  the  State 
Board  of  Examiners  to  limit  the  number  of  employes  on  tlie  waterfront 
of  San  Francisco,  and  to  regulate  their  wages.  I  recognized  that  when, 
in  March,  1890,  a  Democratic  Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners  turned 
the  offices  over  to  their  successors,  they  had  massed  for  the  State,  and 
there  was  in  the  treasury,  the  sum  of  $190,000,  and  that  such  moneys 
which  had  formerly  been  collected  would  not  be  saved  under  the  system 
in  vogue.  The  Legislature  again  refu.sed  to  allow  the  Board  of  Exam- 
iners to  interfere  with  the  employes  of  the  Republican  Harbor  Com- 
missioners, as  they  had  done  two  years  before. 

The  Central  Board  should  have  the  power  of  adopting  a  uniform  sys- 
tem of  bookkeeping  for  the  institutions  of  the  State.  It  is  one  of  our 
most  needed  reforms. 

The  Central  Board  should  be  given  enlarged  powers  of  inquiry,  gen- 
eral arid  supervisorial  powers  over  all  the  institutions  of  the  State,  and 
appellate  powers  over  the  action  of  any  board.  The  Legislature  will 
recognize,  as  I  said  in  my  Inaugural,  that  the  Governor  is  held  respon- 
sible in  the  eye  of  the  people  for  the  conduct  of  the  State,  and  especially 
of  his  appointees,  and  therefore  should  have  some  power  over  them. 

It  is  also  a  fact  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Legislature  to  legislate  for, 
and  of  the  Executive  branch  of  the  Government  lo  carry  on,  its  institu- 
tions, and  the  sooner  this  is  clearly  considered  and  defined,  the  better 
for  the  State  it  will  be  in  many  respects. 

ADULTERATIONS. 

People  who,  to  profit  themselves,  send  fruit  or  wine  or  other  products 
of  the  State  abroad  in  either  a  diseased  or  an  adulterated  condition, 
should  be  most  severely  punished.  The  fruit  products  of  this  State 
have  advanced  within  the  last  few  years  beyond  all  hope  of  home  con- 
sumption; and  unless  a  foreign  market  can  be  obtained  the  trees  or 
vines,  as  the  case  ma}'  be,  will  have  to  be  cut  down  and  the  lands  used 
for  other  purposes. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  on  the  13th  of  last  December, 
one  of  its  most  careful  and  conservative  members,  Regent  Hallidie, 
stated  that  of  our  fruits  shijjped  abroad  much  was  infested  with  scale, 
and  for  these  reasons  was  rejected.  If  publications  be  correct,  the 
markets  of  the  Old  World  are  being  closed  against  us  by  reason  of  this 
same  lack  of  care,  or  worse,  on  the  part  of  our  shi|ipers.  Within  the 
last  month  a  report  came  from  Mexico  of  the  seizure  of  California  wines 
because  of  their  injurious  adulteration.  When  the  battleship  "  Wis- 
consin "  was  launched  in  San  Francisco  recently,  a  prejudice  against 
our  wine  made  itself  manifest,  as  the  people  from  the  East  who 
christened  the  ship  did  so  with  wines  of  foreign  production. 

At  the  Peace  Jubilee,  our  wines  were  excluded  from  the  list.  During 
the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  a  pure  wine  law  bill  was  passed,  which 
I  could  not  approve  because  of  its  manifest  imperfections.  I  would 
recommend  that  a  law  be  enacted  making  it  a  felony  ora  misdemeanor — 
in  the  discretion  of  the  trial  court — for  any  person  to  ship  to  a  foreign 
market,  either  intentionally  or  through  criminal  negligence,  diseased 
fruits  or  adulterated  wine  or  food. 
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PURE    FOOD    LAW. 

No  improvement  can  be  made  on  the  Pure  Food  Law  of  March  26, 
1895.  The  law  is  short  and  comprehensive.  It  has  accomplished  great 
good  since  its  passage,  and  should  this  Legislature  impose  on  the  State 
and  local  boards  of  health  the  enforcement  of  the  same,  it  will  accom- 
plish Jill  that  can  be  desired  by  the  most  enthusiastic  advocates  of  food 
regulations. 

CATTLE    AND    QUARANTINE. 

Your  honorable  body  should  certainly  consider  the  passage  of  some 
proper  quarantine  law  for  cattle.  This  subject  has  been  the  cause  of 
much  hard  work  on  the  part  of  State  officials  and  boards.  Twice  have 
eminent  physicians  been  sent  to  Washington,  D.  C,  in  the  hope  of 
bettering  our  condition.  Twice  has  it  been  necessary  to  request  District 
Attorneys  to  enforce  strictly  the  criminal  statute  of  1893,  and  almost 
constantly  the  Executive  of  the  State,  or  the  Secretary  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  has  been  engaged  in  correspondence  and  investigations 
on  the  subject.  The  present  quarantine  law  is  insufficient.  Under  the 
opinion  of  the  Attorney-General  of  this  State,  the  Contagious  Disease 
Fund  is  applicable  to  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  of  human  beings 
only.  A  law  should  be  passed  giving  full  power  to  the  State  Board  of 
Health  to  employ  such  assistance  as  may  be  necessary,  and  the  moneys 
in  the  Contagious  Disease  Fund  should  be  made  to  apply  in  cases  of 
cattle  quarantine  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  that  they 
now  do  in  cases  of  human  quarantine. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  has  relieved  our  condition.  Its 
agents,  with  those  of  the  State,  have  worked  diligently.  The  quaran- 
tine lines,  to  meet  the  varying  conditions,  have  been  changed,  but  we 
have  no  proper  laws  to  protect  these  lines.  During  the  dry  season,  I 
was  compelled  to  appeal  to  the  Governors  of  other  States  for  permission 
to  transport  and  feed  inspected  cattle  in  their  States.  Had  the  cattle- 
men of  California  seen  the  necessity  for  action  in  this  matter  sooner, 
and  aided  the  efforts  of  the  Executive  to  secure  the  passage  of  a  proper 
law  as  recommended,  they  would  not  have  suffered  so  severely  during 
the  last  dry  season. 

It  may  seem  peculiar  that  a  State  which  has  spent  on  agricultural 
societies,  within  a  few  years,  $1,054,221),  should  not  have  on  the  statute 
books  a  i)ro]»er  law  to  i)rotect  its  cattle,  horses,  sheep,  or  other  animals 
or  fowls;  yet  such  is  the  fact,  and,  under  the  law,  public  funds  cannot 
be  directly  used  for  such  protection. 

HEALTH. 

During  the  administration,  the  subject  of  health  has  been  much  dis- 
cussed in  the  State,  owing  to  the  passage  of  pure  food  laws  by  the  Legis- 
lature, and  the  energetic  and  untiring  efforts  of  the  San  Francisco  Board 
of  Health,  who  have  established  and  enforced  the  best  sanitary  regula- 
tions in  that  city. 

NUISANCE   AT    POLSOM. 

I  again  call  attention  to  the  nuisance  at  Folsom.  The  State  Board  of 
Health  has  pronounced  against  it,  and  called  attention  to  the  unhealthy 
condition  of  affairs  existing  tliere.    The  last  liCgislature  failed  to  provide 
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means  to  remedy  the  evil,  though  it  was  recommended.  A  deficiency  was 
allowed  in  June,  1898,  by  the  State  Hoard  of  Examiners,  for  this  pur- 
pose. It  has  not  been  used,  as  the  Board  preferred  to  lay  the  matter 
before  the  Legislature.  This  evil  should  be  remedied,  for  there  is  no 
reason  why  the  waters  of  a  stream  from  which  the  people  of  the  Capital 
pump  water  for  domestic  purposes  should  be  polluted  in  this  manner. 

OUR    STATE   INSTITUTIONS. 

Prior  to  1889  there  were  in  California  but  eleven  State  institutions. 
The  population  of  these  was  but  5,479.  With  inexpensive  additions  to 
the  buildings  and  a  few  more  attendants,  the  State  could  have  handled 
the  natural  increase  of  inmates  for  twenty  years.  The  Legislature 
passed  laws  increasing  the  asylums  from  three  to  five,  although  it  had 
been  reported  two  years  previous  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Stockton 
Asylum  that  that  institution  had  carried  on  its  records  for  many  years 
a  large  number  of  inmates  not  entitled  to  admission  thereto.  If  we 
must  retain  this  class  in  State  institutions,  it  should  be  in  one  not  desig- 
nated as  an  insane  asylum. 

As  an  example  of  economical  and  efficient  management  of  a  public 
institution  of  this  class,  I  call  attention  to  the  San  Francisco  City  and 
County  Almshouse,  under  the  supervision  of  Capt.  E.  A.  Reddy,  where 
the  inmates,  averaging  961,  cost  but  29f'fr  cents  per  day,  included  in 
which  amount  are  numerous  and  valuable  improvements  which  have 
been  made  for  the  benefit  and  welfare  of  the  city's  wards. 

I  called  attention  to  recommendations  on  this  subject  in  my  first 
Biennial,  as  I  believe  the  State  should  be  conducted  on  business 
principles. 

THE   STATE   UNIVERSITY. 

This  institution  has  been  specially  favored  during  the  past  four  years, 
and  is  now  in  a  flourishing  condition.  In  1895,  the  Legislature  passed 
an  Act  appropriating  $250,000  for  the  construction  of  Afliliated  College 
Buildings  in  San  Francisco.  The  site,  a  magnificent  one,  was  donated 
by  the  late  Mayor  Sutro,  and  a  series  of  buildings  have  been  erected  and 
opened  without  the  Regents  calling  on  the  State  for  one  dollar  beyond 
the  actual  appropriation,  the  Regents  having  regarded  the  request  of 
the  Executive  that  the  construction  be  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Building  Act  of  1876. 

The  liberality  of  the  Legislature  is  appreciated  by  the  people  of  this 
■-tate.  It  was  a  proud  occasion  when  one  of  the  first  graduates  of  the 
University  of  California  could,  as  its  (Governor,  sign  such  a  law,  and  as 
President  of  its  Regents  assist  in  putting  it  into  effect,  l^esides  this, 
the  session  of  1897,  finding  the  University  crippled  for  funds,  passed  a 
bill  providing  that  two  cents  should  be  raised  for  the  I'niversity  in 
place  of  the  one  cent  it  had  had  before.  This  bill  passed  unanimously, 
and.  where  so  many  aided  manfully  in  the  good  cause,  it  would  be 
impossible  to  give  special  credit,  but — as  every  member  of  the  Legisla- 
ture will  recognize — the  unanimity  with  which  the  bill  was  pas.sed  was 
largely  due  to  the  efforts  of  Assemblyman  Wright,  of  Alameda.  Since 
these  two  generous  acts,  the  strides  of  the  University  have  been  powerful, 
and,  with  the  new  vigor  instilb'd  and  the  younger  l)loo(l  to  be  infused, 
we  may  expect  this  institution,  so  long  conducted  with  sucli  care  and 
2— B 
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propriety,  soon  to  take  its  place  among  the  great  Universities  of  the 
world.  For  its  material,  systematic,  and  harmonious  growth  we  are 
largely  indebted  to  our  private  citizens. 

In  the  name  of  the  State,  I  desire  to  publicly  thank  Mrs.  Phoebe 
Hearst,  Miss  .Jennie  Flood,  Louis  Sloss,  the  Alaska  Seal  Company,  and 
others,  for  their  munificent  gifts  to  this  great  institution  during  my 
administration. 

OUR    NORMAL    SCHOOLS. 

Our  normal  work  has  greatly  improved  under  the  new  laws.  Each 
institution  is  better  and  stronger  than  ever  before,  and  its  attendance 
much  larger.  The  presidents  all  commend  the  new  law,  which  has 
enabled  them  to  work  in  so  much  unison  and  to  such  great  advantage. 
I  cannot  better  express  my  opinion  on  this  subject  than  in  the  language 
of  the  reports  herewith  transmitted. 

OUR    STATE    PRISONS. 

For  the  reasons  stated  in  my  Biennial,  the  State  prisons  should  be 
consolidated.  The  Legislature  should  close  San  Quentin,  enlarge  Fol- 
som,  and  turn  one  of  our  reform  schools  into  a  prison  for  first-termers. 
In  any  event,  one  of  our  reform  schools  should  be  turned  into  a  prison 
for  first-termers,  work  given  to  fit  them  for  honest  employment,  and  ten 
per  cent  of  their  earnings  laid  aside  with  which  to  start  in  life  when 
their  terms  have  expired. 

The  long  sentences  prevalent  in  this  State  are  matters  for  severe  con- 
demnation. The  practice  not  only  fills  our  prisons,  but  shuts  out  hope 
from  the  offenders.  When  we  make  a  comparison  with  other  States  of 
the  Union,  we  find  our  sentences  for  first-termers  to  be  far  greater  than 
the  average  of  other  States.  The  youth  of  the  offender  should  be  con- 
sidered, and  Judges  should  be  compelled  to  inquire  into  the  circum- 
stances, to  which  I  alluded  in  my  Biennial: 

"I  would  advise  that  all  .Judges  be  required  to  in(iuire  as  to  the 
habits,  the  bringing-up,  the  business,  character,  and  antecedents  of  all 
persons  convicted,  and  as  to  all  facts  tending  to  influence  the  person  to 
commit  crime,  which  could  not  be  in  evidence  on  the  trial,  and  that 
a  record  be  kept  thereof  and  transmitted  to  the  persons  themselves,  for 
preservation  and  confirmation." 

The  law  as  to  burglary  should  be  divided  into  more  degrees,  and  the 
entry  of  out-houses,  barns,  sheds,  chicken-houses,  and  the  like,  should 
not  l>e  punished  with  the  severity  meted  out  for  the  entry  of  a  dwi-lling- 
hou.se,  with  felonious  intent,  which  cannot  be  too  severely  punished. 
So,  the  stealing  of  animals  should  be  grand  or  petty  larceny,  according 
to  the  value  of  the  animal  Stolen,  and  not  in  accordance  with  its  kind. 

DEAF,   DUMB,    AND    BLIND. 

Nothing  can  \)e  added  to  what  I  said  of  the  Deaf,  Dumb,  and  Blind 
Institute  in  my  first  Biennial,  and  the  same  might  well  be  re{)eated, 
exeej>t  as  to  figures.  I  am  still  of  the  opinion  that  well-to-do  i)arentH 
who  have  eliildren  in  this  institution  should  be  compelled  t<»  pay  for 
their  eluthing,  lx)ard,  and  tuition,  instead  of  requiring  the  State  to 
maintain  them,  as  it  does  to-dav. 
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GLEN    KLLEN. 

I  consider  this  one  of  the  best  conducted  and  most  useful  institutions 
in  the  State.  Here  minds  not  strong  enough  to  follow  the  teachings  of 
our  common  schools  are  brought  out,  improved,  and  developed  by  a 
system  novel  and  interesting.  Under  a  law  passed  in  1897,  it  has  been 
placed  in  better  condition  than  ever  before.  I  refer  to  tlie  abstract  of 
the  report  of  said  committee,  transmitted  hefewitli,  and  fully  indorse 
the  same. 

YOSEMITE  COMMISSION. 

The  work  of  this  Commission  has  continued  excellent,  as  is  shown  by 
the  synopsis  of  the  report  lierew'ith  transmitted.  A  larger  appropriation 
should  be  allowed  the  commissioners  than  heretofore.  A  building  of 
stone,  one  and  a  half  stories  high,  should  be  constructed  on  Glacier 
Point,  which  rivals  any  place  in  the  world  for  scenic  effects. 

DISTRICT  AGRICULTURAL  SOCIETIES. 

I  have  twice  vetoed  appropriations  for  these  societies,  because  the 
Legislature  granted  too  much  and  for  too  many. 

The  persistence  with  which  they  refused  a  proper  reorganization,  after 
the  findings  of  two  administrations  against  their  number  and  their 
methods,  is  unreasonable.  It  has  been  the  desire  of  this  administration 
to  see  them  reorganized  into  three,  five,  seven,  or  even  nine  societies,  as 
might  best  serve  the  interests  of  the  various  sections. 

The  benefit  they  might  be  to  the  State  and  to  each  other,  if  organized, 
is  apparent;  but  taking  .$150,000  of  the  people's  money  each  two  years, 
and  giving  it  to  these  societies,  half  to  be  spent  in  violation  of  law,  is 
unjust  and  improper.  I  well  understand  how  easy  it  is  to  receive  the 
applause  of  those  who  desire  the  benefit  of  these  gifts,  and  how  severe 
is  the  abuse  for  refusing  to  pillage  the  treasury,  but  I  now  repeat  that  the 
appropriations  claimed  are  outrages  upon  the  taxpayers  of  the  State. 

In  these  vetoes  alone,  I  have  saved  the  State  nearly  three  hundred 
thousand  dollars. 

ORPHANS. 

In  view  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Controller  to  change  the  laws 
relating  to  orphans  and  half-orphans,  l)ecause  of  the  large  amounts 
expended  therefor,  I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  this  Legislature  to 
the  fact  that,  in  the  past,  we  have  expended  large  sums  for  much  less 
worthy  purposes. 

In  this  connection,  I  desire  to  state  that  we  should  extend  the  period 
for  which  orphans  and  half-orphans  are  cared  for,  from  fourteen  to 
sixteen  years  of  age.  There  should  not  be  any  reduction  in  the  sum 
allowed  for  the  maintenance  of  those  children.  A  child  of  fourteen  is 
ordinarily  unable  to  care  for  itself. 

HOSPITAL  FOR  THE  INSANE. 

The  lunacy  laws  of  California  were  amended  during  the  year  1897, 
and  the  arrest  and  treatment  of  insane  persons  as  criminals  was  stopped. 
The  new  law  has  worked  well  and  economically  thus  far,  but  not  to  the 
extent  possible.  I  would  recommend  that  the  Superintendents  of  the 
five  hospitals  and  the  General  Superintendent  be  examined  and  their 
views  obtained  as  to  the  workings  of  the  law  .'iikI  flu-  dianges  needed. 
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COUNTY  CHARGE  FOR  MAINTENANCE. 

A  law  should  be  passed  making  a  fixed  charge  upon  counties  for  each 
person  sent  therefrom  to  an  insane  asylum.  In  two  classes  of  institu- 
tions such  a  charge  has  been  imposed  by  recent  laws,  and  in  each  case 
the  law  has  worked  to  the  benefit  of  the  State.  It  creates  little  friction 
when  once  inaugurated,  and  compels  the  county  officials  to  exercise  the 
greatest  care  in  looking  into  the  antecedents  of  applicants,  as  well  as 
into  their  ability  to  pay  for  accommodations.  Such  a  plan  would  pre- 
vent many  impositions.  It  is  impossible  for  an  officer  in  a  State  insti- 
tution hundreds  of  miles  from  the  patient's  home  to  inquire  into  the 
matters  as  effectually  or  as  cheaply  as  could  the  home  county  officials. 
How  a  similar  law  has  worked  in  the  reform  schools  is  told  by  Superin- 
tendent Banks  in  his  report  of  1806.     He  said: 

"  By  this  time  the  law  passed  in  1895  (which  put  half  the  burden  of 
expense  upon  the  county)  came  into  effect,  and  the  courts  became  very 
careful  in  making  commitments,  and  since  that  time  the  average  num- 
ber of  admissions  per  month  has  been  reduced." 

The  effect  is  shown  in  the  following  statement  as  to  the  population 
of  the  following  institutions: 

1896  1898 

Whittier,  population 407  316 

lone,  population 202  1-11 

The  Superintendent  of  lone  notes  this  decrease  in  population  and 
correctly  ascribes  the  cause  to  the  law.  At  Glen  Ellen,  a  similar  plan 
has  been  adopted  with  remarkable  success. 

governor's    RESPONSIBILITIES. 

I  leave  State  institutions  in  far  better  condition  and  under  better 
laws  than  they  were  when  I  became  Governor.  It  is  impossible,  how- 
ever, that  some  of  the  seventeen  State  institutions  shall  not  be  disturbed 
occasionally  by  some  outbreak  or  petty  quarrel  among  officials.  The 
correction  of  these  is  not  possible  until  the  Legislature  grants  more 
powers  to  the  Governor.  Now  when  a  trustee  is  appointed  the 
Governor's  power  ceases  entirely. 

As  I  said  to  the  Trustees  of  PrestonSchool  of  Industrv,  in  mv  pub- 
lished letter  of  November  IG,  1897: 

"Gentlemen:  You  were  appointed  under  the  Act  of  February,  1893, 
to  manage  the  Preston  School  of  Industry,  and  charged  by  said  Act 
'  with  tlie  general  government  and  supervision  of  said  school.' 

"  The  Governor  of  the  State  is  neitber  a  member  of  your  Board  nor 
has  he  authority  to  manage  said  institution;  his  powers  are  merely 
supervisory  and  advisory,  to  which  end  lie  may  require  information 
from  you  upon  aiiv  subject  relating  to  vour  duties.  (Article  V,  Sec.  5, 
Civil  Code).' 

But,  as  I  said  in  my  message  to  the  Legislature,  "If  the  Governor  is 
to  Ik-  held  responsible  for  the  conduct  of  the  departments  whose 
incumbents  he  names,  he  sliould  be  given  control  of  tliose  function- 
aries," etc.     Such  control  has  not  Ijeen  given. 

I  appealed  to  the  last  two  Legislatures  to  pass  some  law  empowering 
the  (iovernor  to  control  the  institution,  and  pointed  out  how  much  I 
had   l»een   embarrassed   by   the   hick  of  such  laws.     Both   Legislatures 
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refused  to  pass  the  requisite  bills,  and  I  found  myself  helplons  when 
occasion  arose  for  severe  and  determined  treatment. 

If  abuses  exist  they  are  the  direct  result  of  such  failure  to  pass 
the  bills  recommended.  I  again  recommend  that  '' for  cause  and  upon 
a  hearing "  the  Governor  be  given  the  power  to  remove  his  own 
appointees. 

What  little  power  a  Governor  now  has  was  exem[)lified  by  the 
matters  connected  with  the  San  Francisco  waterfront  until  it  became 
Democratic.  I  have  discussed  the  subject  in  my  remarks  concerning  a 
Central  Board. 

SCHOOL    MATTERS. 

There  have  been  a  number  of  suggested  attacks  on  the  State  School 
Fund  lately. 

This  fund  is  made  up  by  a  tax  of  a  certain  amount  for  each  school 
census  child.  I  have  little  doubt  that  some  persons,  economically  mad, 
may  attempt  to  lower  the  same  in  the  interest  of  a  claimed  economy. 

They  will  begin  by  attacking  the  amount  apportioned  by  an  admin- 
istration as  excessive.  The  Controller  says:  '' The  amount  to  be  raised 
for  the  State  School  Fund  by  an  ad  valorem  tax  is  seven  dollars  for  each 
census  child  between  the  ages  of  five  and  seventeen  years,  which  census 
is  reported  to  the  Controller  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  August  of  each  year."  And  again: 
"  The  census  returns  of  1898  made  by  the  County  Superintendents  and 
reported  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  give  the  aggre- 
gate number  of  school  children  of  the  requisite  age  as  374,624.  The 
amount  necessary  to  be  raised  bv  the  tax  lew  for  eacii  of  the  fifty-first 
and  fifty-second  fiscal  years  is  12,622,368."  '(Report  of  1898.)  Previ- 
ous reports  are  to  the  same  effect,  showing  that  the  amount  raised  is  a 
matter  of  calculation  merely. 

The  fact  that  my  second  year  required  only  $2,195,459,  while  my  suc- 
cessor's first  year  will  require  for  this  fund  $426,909  in  excess  of  this 
amount,  or  nearly  a  million  more  in  the  next  two  years,  is  a  matter  of 
calculation  only,  with  which  he  has  no  more  to  do  than  with  the 
increase  of  census  children.  Neither  can  he  thereby,  be  charged  with 
extravagance,  because  the  same  is  not  incliuied  in  the  general  cost  of 
the  government.  If  any  one  objects  to  the  increased  amount  paid  into 
the  school  fund,  he  must  reduce  the  amount  per  scholar— or  reduce  the 
scholars. 

I  am  proud  of  the  fact  that  the  only  tax  funds  of  my  term  tbat  have 
in  any  way  equaled  those  of  my  predecessor's  term  are  tiie  scbool  fund, 
where  of  necessity  and  without  my  cooperation  the  expenditure  has 
been  over  a  million  more  than  his,  and  the  University  Fund,  where  we 
have  increased  the  tax  one  cent.  The  other  two  tax  funds,  the  Interest 
and  the  General,  have  been  much  lower. 

THE   STATE   PRINTER. 

In  his  report  of  1896,  the  State  Printer  said  the  Legislature  of  1897 
could  easily  save  $20,000  in  its  printing  bills.  The  same  Legislature's 
experts  pointed  out  how  from  $15,000  to  $20,000  more,  also,  might  be 
saved.  Neither  suggestion  was  .icted  on.  The  Li-pislature  appropriated 
for  the  State  Printing  Oflice: 
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First— $40,000  for  the  School  Book  Fund.  This  was  not  needed.  The 
Revolving  Fund  was  sufficiently  full  for  all  practical  purposes.  The 
Controller  had  stricken  this  item  from  his  estimates  as  unnecessary, 
and  this  year  omits  a  recommendation  in  its  favor.  My  veto  of  this 
item  was'a  saving  of  $40,000,  which,  added  to  the  above  admitted  possi- 
ble savings,  would  aggregate  nearly  $80,000,  had  there  been  any  desire 
to  economize. 

Second — The  Legislature  also  included  an  item  of  $275,000  for  the 
Printing  Office.  This  amount  was  sufficient  to  conduct  the  office  until 
the  session  of  the  present  Legislature  only.  This  appears  from  the 
report  of  the  State  Printer  of  1896,  page  11. 

The  Legislature  of  1895  had  appropriated  for  the  Printing  Office 
$250,000  originally,  and  the  session  of  1897  added  to  this  $82,500  for 
completing  tlie  work  to  June  30,  1897,  a  total  of  $332,000 — an  immense 
sum.  the  benefits  of  which  are  not  so  easily  seen.  To  this  was  added 
$40,000  more  for  the  School  Book  Fund,  or  $372,000  for  this  office. 
With  all  this  appropriation,  marvelous  as  it  may  seem,  the  office  did 
not  finish  its  work  that  year. 

I  vetoed  this  last  item  of  $275,000  appropriated  by  the  Legislature  of 
1897.  It  was  excessive.  Since  July  1,  1897,  we  have  had  no  State 
printing,  and  there  has  been  no  great  inconvenience.  All  the  necessary 
printing  of  the  different  tax  departments  of  the  State,  and  all  that  is 
necessary  to  be  printed  of  the  reports,  could  have  been  done  during  this 
period  for  less  than  $50,000.  Of  course,  printing  cannot  be  done  cheaply 
if  tiie  Printer  be  compelled,  as  now,  to  do  all  kinds  of  work  requested 
l)v  the  various  offices  and  institutions,  nor  if  they  are  able  to  make  of  the 
printing  office  a  stationery  establishment,  nor,  yet,  if  legislators  can 
carry  their  friends  on  the  Printer's  list,  or  interfere  with  his  appropria- 
tions in  case  he  refuses  to  comply  with  their  reijuests. 

The  Printer  should  do  none  of  the  work  for  institutions  like  the  State 
Library,  the  Harbor  Commissioners,  the  Bank  Commissioners,  the 
Building  and  Loan  Commissioners,  and  the  numerous  other  boards 
wliich  are  not  supported  by  a  tax  on  the  people.  They  have  their 
sources  of  revenue  separate  and  apart  from  ordinary  State  revenues,  and 
should  pay  for  their  ))rinting  and  binding  therefrom. 

Each  institution  or  officer  accorded  printing  privileges  should  have 
cliarged  to  his  api)ropriation,  the  printing,  as  he  now  has  charged  any 
other  article  he  buys.  My  veto  has  demonstrated  the  cheapness  with 
which  the  work  can  be  done  in  this  manner. 

In  passing,  I  would  say  that  the  State  Printer  was  willing  to  print  in 
advance  work  for  the  Legislature  that  could  not  regularly  be  ordered  for 
it  prior  to  its  organization,  except  by  common  consent.  He  was  willing 
to  |>rint  also,  for  the  use  of  other  officials,  certain  re)>orts,  none  of  which, 
under  the  law,  are  for  delivery  to  your  honoraltle  l)odieP.  In  both  of 
tlu'.se  matters,  he  was  supported  by  the  State  Board  of  Examiners,  but 
some  members  of  your  body  did  not  wisli  it  .so. 

A  STATE  ROAD  8V.STEM. 

The  Legislature  of  1895  accepted  the  road  leading  from  Placerville  to 
Lake  Tahoe.  The  U'gislature  of  1897  made  a  proper  appropriation, 
and  we  now  have  one  of  the  finest  public  roads  in  the  mountains.  I 
had  hoped  ))efore  this  to  have  seen  completed  the  model  road  from  Sac- 
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ramento  to  Folsom,  thus  leaving  a  gap  of  but  thirty  miles,  which  the 
State  and  counties  could  have  closed  during  the  next  two  years.  In 
establishing  a  rock-crusher  at  Folsom  and  approving  the  Good  Roads 
Commission  law,  I  had  in  view  a  nucleus  for  a  great  system  of  highways 
for  this  State. 

Road-building  has  been  so  crude  that  the  money  spent  thereon  annu- 
ally (about  one  million  seven  hundred  thousand  dollars)  appeared 
largely  lost.  To  start  upon  a  road  system  in  all  directions  would  be  too 
great  an  undertaking;  but  to  begin  with  a  well-planned  road  like  the 
Tahoe  one;  to  establish  a  rock-crusher  that  could  force  down  the  price 
of  rock  values  in  Sacramento,  Stockton,  Marysville,  and  elsewhere;,  to, 
later,  build  a  model  road  to  Folsom,  join  it  with  the  Placerville  road; 
and  to  add  to  this,  in  time,  one  from  Sacramento  to  Stockton,  thence 
down  the  valley,  then  from  Sacramento  north,  would  establish  the  back- 
bone of  a  road  system  with  great  possibilities. 

As  Sacramento  County  cannot  vote  bonds  for  its  share  of  the  road  to 
Folsom  under  a  Supreme  Court  decision,  the  State  should  build  the 
road  itself. 

OUR    NAVIGABLE    RIVERS   AND    HARBORS. 

The  improvement  of  the  navigable  rivers  and  harbors  of  a  State  is  a 
matter  for  the  National  Government.  For  years,  however,  the  appro- 
priations for  the  improvement  of  the  navigable  waters  of  the  Sacra- 
mento, San  Joaquin,  and  other  channels  leading  to  the  bays  of  San 
Francisco,  Suisun,  and  San  Pablo,  have  been  so  small  as  not  to  meet 
requirements.  For  this  reason  in  my  first  biennial  message  I  recom- 
mended: 

"This  State  has  in  recent  years  expended  millions  of  dollars  in  the 
construction  and  furnishing  of  buildings  and  in  their  maintenance  for 
the  benefit  of  the  wards  of  the  State.  It  has  expended  thousands  of 
dollars  under  a  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  under  the  Act  of  1893; 
and  in  1893  passed  a  law  providing  for  the  expenditure,  by  a  Debris 
Commissioner,  of  a  quarter  of  a  million  of  dollars  for  the  protection  of 
the  sources  of  our  rivers,  while  upon  the  navigable  portion  of  those 
rivers  themselves  they  have  not  expended,  for  years  past,  one  dollar. 
Our  rivers  are  the  natural  arteries  of  the  State  for  commerce.  South  of 
the  Tehachapi  the  southern  harbors  have  and  will  receive  millions  of 
dollars  from  the  National  Government.  To  the  north,  Humboldt 
harbor  has  received  large  sums  for  its  improvement  from  the  same 
source.  For  the  mining  interest  Congress  voted  $250,000  and  our  State 
•t250,000,  or  half  a  million.  Yet  these  great  arteries  of  commerce  remain 
practically  neglected.  The  great  valleys  of  the  State  contain  of  avail- 
able land  25,000,000  arable  acres,  and  through  them  flow  these  mighty 
rivers,  daily  l>eing  ruined  by  neglect.  The  improvement  of  these  rivers 
should  be  by  the  National  Government,  but  where  it  hesitates,  nay, 
halts,  when  it  sbould  begin,  the  State  ought  to  step  in  and  do  the  work 
itself.  The  entire  State  is  deeply  interested  in  this  subject,  and  I 
recommend  to  your  honorable  bodies  that  you  consider  this  matter 
carefully,  devise  ways  and  means  of  giving  our  interior  the  relief  it 
needs,  and  enact  a  law  carrying  a  proper  appropriation  for  that  purpose.'' 

The  Legislature  by  the  of  Act  1897  appropriated  $300,000,  whicb  was 
expended  as  follows.  I  cannot  give  better  results  than  in  the  concise 
language  of  the  board: 
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"  It  is  estimated  that  to  complete  the  work  now  under  contract  will 
bring  the  total  expenditure  up  to  $125,000,  leaving  a  balance  in  the 
appropriation  of  $175,000. 

"  The  jurisdiction  of  this  department  should  be  extended  so  as  to 
include  all  of  the  Sacramento,  San  Joaquin,  Feather,  and  Tuolumne 
rivers,  and  Petaluma,  Alviso,  and  Napa  creeks.  The  State  should  take 
upon  itself  the  responsibility  of  improving  these  streams,  as  well  as 
completing  the  work  already  recommended  by  this  department.  The 
improvements  suggested  would  involve  an  expenditure  not  to  exceed 
$200,000,  and  would  result  in  a  great  saving  in  the  cost  of  transportation 
and  a  material  improvement  in  the  commercial  and  industrial  conditions 
of  the  State." 

I  indorse  the  recommendations  and  approve  the  work,  and  am  pleased 
that  a  start  has  been  made  in  the  right  direction.  All  navigable  waters 
entering  into  the  bays  of  San  Francisco,  San  Pablo,  and  Suisun  should 
be  included.  Ten  per  cent  of  the  receipts  of  harbor  dues  of  San  Fran- 
cisco should  be  paid  into  a  State  fund  to  be  expended  in  improving  the 
navigable  waters  leading  into  San  Francisco  Bay. 

CIVIL    SERVICE. 

In  my  Biennial  I  said: 

''  I  favor  placing  the  insane  asylums  and  other  similar  institutions  of 
the  State  absolutely  upon  a  civil  service  basis,  and  will  cooperate  with 
your  honorable  bodies  to  that  end,"  etc. 

I  advocated  the  clause  placing  our  hospitals  for  the  insane  under  civil 
service. 

It  is  now  a  part  of  the  asylum  laws  of  the  State. 

The  State  Normal  Schools  have  been  placed  on  even  a  better  basis. 

My  request  to  the  Board  of  Prison  Directors  is  shown  by  their  report: 

"Among  the  praiseworthy  acts  of  your  administration,  we  are  confi- 
dent that  you  will  look  back  with  more  satisfaction  to  none  than  the 
effort  you  have  made  to  remove  the  prisons  of  this  State  from  politics. 
At  the  outset  you  advised  the  members  of  our  board  that  it  was  your 
wisli  that  no  official  that  was  performing  his  duties  acceptalily  should 
be  disturbed  in  his  position.  This  rule  it  has  been  our  pleasure  to 
♦enforce.  As  a  result,  we  can  report  that  the  efficiency  of  the  service  at 
both  prisons  has  never  before  reached  so  high  a  point,  and  that  this  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  subordinates  understand  that  their  tenure  of  office 
depends  entirely  on  their  own  trustworthiness,  there  can  be  no  manner 
of  doubt.  Having  some  personal  knowledge  on  the  subject,  we  unhesi- 
tatingly assert  that  the  prisons  are  the  last  institutions  in  which  the 
official  lists  should  bo  held  out  as  prizes  for  political  service.  Men  who 
are  capable  of  dealing  with  the  complex  problems  of  convict  life  are 
rare,  and  when  found  should  not  be  displaced." 

Whenever  spoken  to  on  this  subject  by  trustees  of  State  institutions, 
I  have  insisted  that  none  l)ut  competent  persons  be  ompl<»yed.  and  that 
wherever  an  iiu-oinpctent  person  was  found  working  for  the  State  that 
person  should  bo  disobargod.  no  matter  by  whom  recommoiidod.  I  have 
refrained,  except  in  a  few  instances,  from  making  recommendations  for 
positions  in  such  institutions. 
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THIS    ADMINISTRATION. 

In  accordance  with  the  declaration  of  my  Inaugural  1  have  made  a 
careful  study  of  our  institutions.  I  have  devoted  the  full  time  of  my 
entire  term  to  the  duties  of  my  ofhce,  and  am  one  of  the  few  Governors 
of  this  Slate  who  has  given  up  his  occupation  to  serve  it. 

I  haii  two  legislative  sessions,  both  Republican,  with  which  to  work 
in  changing  old  and  framing  new  laws. 

When  the  last  Legislature  adjourned,  in  1897,  my  functions  as  a  part 
of  the  law-making  power  ceased,  and  my  duties  became  solely  execu- 
tive, largely  of  detail,  and  as  easily  performed  from  Stockton  and  San 
Francisco  as  at  Sacramento.  Until  the  close  of  the  session  of  1897  my 
time  was  devoted  to  studying  State  institutions,  their  needs,  the  laws 
governing  them,  and  the  manner  in  which  other  laws  could  benefit  the 
people.  During  this  period  I  passed  every  hour  possible — both  day 
and  night — in  Sacramento  on  State  atiairs. 

At  the  sessions  of  1895  and  1897  many  bills  of  my  suggesting  and  my 
devising  were  passed. 

Of  the  seventeen  State  institutions,  thirteen  were  beneficially  affected 
thereby,  and  ten  were  reorganized. 

Laws  affecting  pure  food,  our  dairies,  good  roads,  requiring  inven- 
tories of  State  property,  advancing  the  interests  of  the  University  and 
appropriating  money  for  its  colleges,  placing  asylums  and  the  normal 
schools  under  systematic  laws,  Glen  Ellen  and  the  reform  schools 
under  tax-saving  laws,  repealing  the  coyote  bill  and  the  indigent 
fraud,  reducing  the  expenses  of  the  Government  and  placing  it  on  a 
cash  basis,  and  improving  the  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  rivers,  are 
a  few  of  those  that  received  my  active  support. 

How  ill  I  became  is  a  matter  of  general  knowledge.  When,  and  only 
when,  the  session  of  1897  closed,  did  I  obey  the  peremptory  orders  of 
my  physician.  Sacramento  remained  my  official  residence,  as  it  is  tlie 
official  residence  of  all  State  oHicers,  but  as  late  laws  provided,  my 
home,  like  the  home  and  voting  place  of  other  officers,  was  elsewhere. 

I  have  devoted  my  strength  to  the  welfare  of  the  State,  and  although, 
on  account  of  illness,  granted  a  leave  of  absence,  I  remained  to  dis- 
charge my  duties,  in  answering  the  call  of  the  President  of  these 
United  States  for  volunteers. 

I  lay  down  the  office  without  health  or  ))ractice.  I  hope  my  successor 
may  not  be  compelled  to  hew  each  step  of  his  four  years  through  adverse 
Legislatures  to  maintain  his  pledges  to  the  people.

On  the  11th  of  April,  1893,  I  transferred  from  other  funds  to 
the  General  Fund  $300,000  to  prevent  the  latter  from  becoming 
exh ousted  until  after  the  May  settlements.  Again,  on  September  1, 
1894,  I  transferred  $710,000  from  other  funds,  and  on  November  16, 
1894,  an  additional  $150,000  in  order  to  carry  the  General  Fund  on  a 
paying  basis  until  the  December  settlements  of  that  year.  But  for  this 
action  the  fund  would  have  become  exhausted  on  the  7th  of  September, 
and  before  payments  could  have  been  resumed  the  fund  would  have 
been  overdrawn  to  the  extent  of  about  $895,000.

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  small  balance  left  by  my  predecessor  caused 
the  fund  to  be  exhausted  twice  before  my  first  tax  moneys  came  in.

To  His  Excellency  James  H.  Budd,  Governor  of  California: 

Sir:  Pursuant  to  the  requirements  of  law,  I  have  the  lionor  here- 
with to  present  the  following  report  of  the  financial  transactions  of  this 
department  for  the  forty-eightli  and  forty-ninth  fiscal  years,  ending 
June  30,  1898. 

I  feel  that  I  would  not  be  doing  my  whole  duty  if  I  did  not  call 
attention  to  the  fact  that  California  is  still  following  the  method  of  col- 
lecting money  semi-annually  from  the  people  and  storing  it  up  like  old 
junk,  when  the  object  and  only  object  of  money  is  circulation.  We 
also  pay  large  sums  of  money  for  the  transportation  of  money  to  and 
from  the  treasury,  which  is  a  most  useless  proceeding. 

When  I  took  charge  of  this  office  in  the  latter  part  of  April  last — 
just  before  another  tax-paying  time — I  found  $2,967,251  66  in  the 
vault,  and  after  the  June  settlements  there  was  $4,068,419  11  on  hand, 
and  I  found  that  the  monthly  balances  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30  last  averaged  $3,393,772  55.  When  I  considered  these  figures, 
together  with  the  large  amounts  continually  in  the  county  treasuries,  I 
could  not  help  thinking  that  it  was  a  condition  that  called  for  a  remedy, 
and  I  set  about  maturing  a  plan  that  would  make  the  people  perfectly 
safe,  put  the  money  in  circulation,  and  make  it  a  source  of  revenue 
instead  of  expense  as  at  present.  Upon  thorough  consideration  and 
investigation,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  system  of  State  and  county 
depositories  ought  to  be  established.  Taking  up  the  matter  of  State 
money  first: 

I  would  advertise,  asking  banks  to  reply,  stating  how  much  money 
each  bidder  would  handle,  and  how  much  interest  would  be  paid  on 
daily  balances  for  the  amount  proposed  to  be  taken.  A  minimum  bid 
should  be  fixed,  at  say  two  and  a  half  per  cent.  In  considering  bids 
preference  should  be  given  to  localities  in  which  are  Jocated  State  insti- 
tutions, so  as  to  avoid  transportation,  and  where  bids  are  the  same  a 
proper  disposition  of  the  money  between  bidders  should  be  made,  and 
locality  should  also  be  considered. 

Each  depository  should  be  required  to  deposit  bonds  of  the  United 
States,  this  State,  or  some  county  or  municipality  in  the  State,  to 
the  maximum  amount  of  the  money  deposited  with  the  depository,  as 
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security  that  checks  will  be  paid  when  presented.  The  Controller 
should  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  as  at  present,  and  the  latter 
draw  his  check  on  the  proper  depository,  keeping  in  view  as  nearly  as 
possible,  an  equal  distribution  of  the  amounts  drawn. 

To  make  home  bonds  equal  to  government  bonds  the  amount  of  taxes 
paid  on  bonds  deposited  should  be  deducted  from  the  interest  to  be  paid. 
A  board  of  deposits  should  be  created  from  some  three  of  the  State  officers, 
say  Governor,  Attorney-General,  and  Treasurer,  who  should  supervise 
the  letting,  and  settle  all  matters  of  dispute  that  might  arise. 

The  county  systems  might  be  almost  the  same,  except  that  there  could 
be  but  little  use  for  a  County  Treasurer.  The  Auditor  could  draw  his 
warrant  directly,  on  the  depository,  and  the  Tax  Collector  could  pay  into 
the  depository;  or  the  offices  of  Tax  Collector  and  Treasurer  might  be 
consolidated,  thus  doing  away  with  one  office.  Did  I  expect  to  be  active 
in  political  life  I  should  hardly  dare  to  suggest  a  decrease  in  the  number 
of  officers,  for  it  is  not  a  popular  suggestion.  I  am,  however,  trying  to 
tell  the  people  how  money  can  be  saved.  The  Supervisors  might  be  the 
board  of  deposits  for  the  county,  but  it  should  be  the  duty  of  the  State 
Treasurer  to  supervise  the  amount  and  kind  of  securities  presented,  and 
where  necessary  the  State  board  might  have  supervision  of  any  matters 
arising  out  of  the  matter  of  deposits. 

To  save  the  cost  of  so  much  transportation  a  system  of  checking  should 
be  arranged  between  the  depositories,  and  this  might  well  be  left  to  the 
State  board  of  deposits. 

The  law  should  provide  that  in  case  of  municipal  or  county  bonds, 
those  of  counties  or  municipalities  that  had  a  debt  greater  than  a  fixed 
percentage  of  the  assessed  value  of  the  property  should  not  be  taken. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  from  balances  taken  from  the  books  of  the  County 
Treasurers — I  did  not  get  all — that  the  monthly  balances  in  all  the  coun- 
ties will  foot  up  over  $5,000,000. 

I  have  no  means  of  determining,  even  approximately,  the  cost  of  the 
transportation  of  money,  but  $15,000  per  annum  is  a  conservative 
estimate. 

If  we  abolish  one  county  office  we  will  have  a  saving  of  about  $125,000. 
The  interest  on  the  State's  money  at  3  per  cent  would  amount  to 
over  $100,000,  and  the  county  money  at  the  same  rate  to  $150,000,  mak- 
ing a  grand  total  of  $390,000  per  annum.         ' 

There  are  many  millions  of  dollars  atloat  in  this  State  on  which  no 
taxes  are  collected,  and  yet  when  they  are  sold  every  bid  is  made  with 
the  assumption  that  the  Assessor  might  get  hold  of  thera,  or  that  the 
wear  and  tear  of  conscience  in  making  false  statements  under  oath  is 
worth  Homething.  The  plan  proposed  would  make  a  demand  for  this 
class  of  bonds,  and  the  price  would  advance,  making  another  material 
saving  to  the  people.  Neither  would  tliere  be  any  loss  on  account  of 
remitting  taxes,  for  we  do  not  get  any  t.ixes  on  them  now   to  speak  of. 
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But  great  as  the  saving  appears,  I  do  not  regard  that  as  of  as  mucli 
importance  as  the  letting  of  the  money  out  into  free  circulation,  reducing 
interest  on  money  to  all  the  people. 

Hoping  that  I  might  not  be  alone  in  these  ideas,  I  addressed  a  letter 
to  each  of  the  State  Treasurers,  asking  what  system  was  in  vogue  in  his 
State.  I  was  pleased  to  find  that  several  of  the  States  are  moving  up  to 
this  point,  and  that  some  have  nearly  reached  it,  and  that  in  those 
where  a  deposit  system  has  been  inaugurated  perfect  satisfaction  lias 
been  obtained. 

Missouri  comes  nearer  to  my  ideas  than  any  of  them.  There  money 
is  let  out  on  bids,  and  bonds  are  required  to  be  deposited  as  security, 
but  she  gets  only  1.62  per  cent  for  her  money. — Sessions  Acts  1895,  ]>. 
276. 

Minnesota  permits  the  State  Treasurer  to  deposit  money  in  banks  at 
3  per  cent  on  individual  security,  and  the  Treasurer's  bond  is  also 
liable. — General  Statutes,  Sec.  344. 

North  Dakota  makes  deposits,  and  requires  personal  security,  but  the 
Treasurer  is  not  responsible.  The  minimum  interest  is  2  per  cent. — 
Statutes  1895,  p.  157. 

South  Carolina  deposits  money  in  banks,  and  requires  deposit  of 
securities.     She  gets  4  to  5  per  cent. — Statutes  1898,  p.  735. 

Michigan  makes  deposits  on  "  good  and  ample  securitj^,  to  be  approved 
by  the  Treasurer,  Auditor-General,  and  Secretary  of  State."  From  2  to 
3  per  cent  is  realized. — Howell's  Annotated  Statutes,  Sees.  356,  397, 
and  398. 

In  Alabama  the  State  money  is  kept  in  the  vault,  but  the  Treasurer 
has  recommended  to  the  General  Assembly  that  met  in  November  that 
depositories  be  established,  and  that  deposited  bonds  be  required  as 
security. 

Florida  makes  deposits  in  banks  on  personal  security,  and  gets  2i  per 
cent. — Chapter  4586,  Laws  of  Florida,  1897. 

Rhode  Island  makes  deposits  on  mortgage  security,  but  requires  no 
security  from  national  banks  with  a  paid-up  capital  of  $500,000. — 
Title  6,  Chapter  33,  General  Laws. 

Kentucky  has  established  depositories,  and  requires  a  deposit  of  bonds 
as  security.     She  gets  2  per  cent. — Acts  1891,  2  and  3. 

As  all  the  States  did  not  answer  my  letter,  I  presume  that  there  are 
others  doing  the  same,  but  here  is  quite  an  array  of  States  striking  out-, 
as  I  think,  in  the  right  directioo.  Several  have  been  doing  so  for  a 
number  of  years,  and  all  express  satisfaction  with  it.  I  do  not  find 
that  any  of  them  have  carried  the  system  into  the  counties,  but  there 
seems  to  be  fully  as  much  reason  for  the  counties  as  for  the  State.

The  interest  when  due,  and  the  principal  on  county  bonds  when  redeemed,  are 
payable  at  the  offices  of  the  several  County  Treasurers,  thereby  causing  the  State  much 
expense  in  transporting  the  moneys  from  the  places  of  payment  to  the  State  Treasury. 
Bonds  of  counties,  in  most  cases,  can  only  be  bought  at  a  premium. 

United  States  bonds  are  only  purchasable  at  a  premium. 

On  account  of  these  necessary  expenditures  mentioned  above,  which  are  chargeable 
to  the  various  State  Funds  for  which  the  bonds  are  held  as  a  benefit,  the  bonds  net  a 
correspondingly  lower  rate  of  interest  than  is  indicated.

To  the  Hon.  James  H.  Budd,  Governor  of  the  State  of  California: 

Sir:  I  have  the  hosier  to  submit  my  report  for  the  two  years  ending 
September  15,  1898. 

It  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  repeat  here  what  was  said  in  niy  last 
report  concerning  the  large  increase  in  the  work  of  this  office  due  to  the 
amendment,  in  1895,  of  Section  472  of  the  Political  Code.  I  may  add, 
however,  that  the  work  was  still  further  increased  by  legislation  in  1897. 

Opinions  and  general  correspondence. 

The  Opinion  and  General  Correspondence  Department  of  the  office  has 
occupied  a  great  deal  of  my  time  and  attention.  Numerous  questions 
of  importance,  relating  to  and  affecting  the  administration  of  every 
department  of  the  State  Government,  the  duties  of  every  State  ofhcer 
and  board,  and  the  proper  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  every  State  institu- 
tion, as  well  as  the  administration  of  county  affairs  through  the  medium 
of  the  District  Attorneys,  are  constantly  referred  to  me  for  my  deter- 
mination. Some  slight  idea  of  the  scope  of  this  work,  though  not  of 
the  time  and  labor  devoted  to  it,  may  be  gathered  from  the  fact  that 
during  my  incumbency  the  official  letters  and  opinions  have  aggre- 
gated 5,096. 

CRIMINAL  CASES. 

The  facilities  afforded  by  our  laws  for  criminal  appeals  render 
them  very  numerous.  At  the  date  of  my  last  report  the  criminal 
cases  upon  the  docket  of  this  office,  appealed  from  the  Superior 
Courts  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State,  aggregated  177.  Sihce  then 
there  have  been  added  217,  making  an  aggregate  to  date  of  394.  As 
you  will  see  by  reference  to  the  criminal  docket  annexed,  the  percent- 
age of  affirmances  in  these  cases  has  been  excellent. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  work  of  the  criminal  department,  several 
habeas  corpus  cases  arose  last  year  in  the  Federal  courts.  In  each 
instance  these  cases  were  instituted  for  the  sole  purpose  of  delaying  the 
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execution  of  condemned  murderers.  It  seemed  for  awhile  as  if  the 
machinery  prescribed  by  the  Federal  statutes  could  and  would  be  suc- 
cessfully used  by  all  persons  under  sentence  of  death  to  indefinitely  stay 
the  execution  of  their  sentences.  However,  by  acting  promptly  and 
vigorously,  I  succeeded  in  getting  each  of  the  cases— five  in  number — 
advanced  upon  the  calendar  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States, 
and  in  having  them  summarily  disposed  of  as  soon  as  they  were  reached. 
I  also  succeeded  in  obtaining  from  the  Federal  courts  a  construction  of 
the  Federal  statutes  relative  to  the  law  of  habeas  corpus,  which  materi- 
ally curtailed  the  dilatory  uses  to  which  those  statutes  have  heretofore 
been  put  by  the  criminal  classes.  All  of  this  had  a  very  salutary  efiect. 
Each  of  the  murderers  on  whose  behalf  the  proceedings  in  question 
were  taken,  with  the  exception  of  one  who  has  been  reprieved  by  you, 
was  executed  shortly  after  their  cases  were  disposed  of;  and  no  further  . 
attempts  have  been  made  on  behalf  of  that  class  of  criminals  to  invoke 
the  aid  of  the  Federal  courts. 

CIVIL  CASES. 

(a)  Suits  against  the  State  under  the  Enabling  Act  of  1893. 

In  my  last  report  I  went  fully  into  the  history  of  all  the  cases  which, 
up  to  that  time,  had  been  instituted  against  the  State  under  the  provis- 
ions of  "An  Act  to  authorize  suits  against  the  State,  and  regulating  the 
procedure  therein,"  approved  February  28,  1893  (Stats.  1893,  p.  57). 

Of  those  suits  many  had,  at  that  date,  been  disposed  of — most  of 
them  in  favor  of  the  State.  In  fact,  as  was  shown  by  that  report,  out 
of  twelve  suits  (principally  for  damages),  ten  of  them,  involving 
$647,277  50,  had  been  determined  in  favor  of  the  State,  and  only  two, 
involving,  principal  and  interest,  but  $2,087  20,  had  been  lost. 

The  following  is  the  status  of  each  of  those  which  were  still  pending 
when  my  last  report  was  submitted: 

(1)  Denning  vs.  The  State,  for  $20,500  damages  alleged  to  have  been 
sustained  by  plaintiff,  through  the  negligence  of  the  State  Board  of 
Harbor  Commissioners,  while  in  the  employ  of  the  State.  This  case 
was  tried  in  the  Superior  Court  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
and  the  trial  resulted  in  a  verdict  of  $10,000  against  the  State.  The 
State  has  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court,  and  the  appeal  is  as  yet 
undetermined.     I  have  every  hope  of  reversing  the  judgment. 

(2)  and  (3)  Mdvin  vs.  The  State  and  De  Long  vs.  The  State.  These 
were  suits  for  damages,  growing  out  of  the  falling  of  a  stand  of  peats 
in  Agricultural  Park,  at  Sacramento,  during  the  progress  of  the  State 
Fair  in  1891.  The  Supreme  Court  has  finally  determined  tlu-m  in  the 
State's  favor.     (XV  Cal.  Dec,  j.]).  177-17.S.) 

(4)  Mullan  vs.  The  State.     This  case,  which  was   brought  by  Captain 
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John  Mullan,  of  Washington,  I).  C,  to  recover  the  sum  of  $45,616  50 
for  services  rendered  the  State  in  the  collection  of  certain  claims  from 
the  Federal  Government,  was,  at  the  date  of  niv  last  report,  pending  in 
the  Supreme  Court  on  an  appeal  from  a  judgment  in  favor  of  the 
State.     The  Judgment  has  since  been  atlirmed.      (114  Cal.,  578.) 

(5)   Indian  War  Bond  Casoi.     These  cases  are  of  two  classes: 

First — Those  brought  to  recover  the  principal  and  interest  upon  cer- 
tain bonds  and  coupons  issued  by  the  State  under  its  Indian  War  Bond 
Act  of  February  18,  1851  (Stats.  1851,  p.  250);  and, 

Second — Those  brought  to  recover  the  principal  and  interest  upon 
certain  bonds  and  coupons  issued  by  the  State  under  its  Indian  War 
Bond  Act  of  May  3,  1852  (Stats.  1852,  p.  59). 

In  the  first  class  of  cases,  the  liability  of  the  State  for  the  face  value 
of  the  bonds  and  coupons  issued  under  the  Act  referred  to  had  been 
determined  before  I  took  office;  The  question  of  interest,  however, 
which  was  of  much  greater  importance,  as  the  accrued  interest  claimed 
greatly  exceeded  the  principal,  had  not  been  finalh'  set  at  rest.  Upon 
that  question  alone  the  case  of  Molineaxiz  vs.  The  State  was  carried  to 
the  Supreme  Court  by  the  plaintiff,  and  it  was  there  held  that  no 
interest  could  be  recovered.     (109  Cal.,  378.) 

In  still  another  case,  however,  that  of  Davis  vs.  The  State,  an  appeal 
was  taken  to  test  the  question  of  interest.  That  appeal  was  still  ))end- 
ing  when  my  last  report  was  submitted.  It  has  recently  l)een  decided 
in  favor  of  the  State.     (XV  Cal.  Dec,  p.  216.) 

This  effectually  disposes  of  the  question  of  interest  upon  any  of  the 
bonds  or  coupons  of  either  class;  and  results  in  a  saving  to  the  State  of 
about  $415,000. 

In  the  second  class  of  cases — four  in  number — brought  to  recover 
upon  the  Indian  War  bonds  and  coupons  of  1852,  three  have  been 
decided  against  the  State,  so  far  as  the  face  value  of  the  bonds  and  cou- 
pons sued  upon  is  concerned.  No  judgment  for  interest  has  been  or  can 
be  recovered.  The  fourth  has  not,  as  yet,  been  tried.  The  State  has 
appealed  in  the  three  which  have  been  decided,  and  those  appeals  are 
now  pending. 

In  each  instance  where  the  state  has  been  compelled  to  pay  any  of 
these  Indian  War  bonds  or  coupons,  reimbursement  from  the  Federal 
Government  should  be  promptly  urged.  A  full  history  of  them  will  be 
found  in  a  "  Report  of  the  .Joint  Committee  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly 
on  the  Indian  War  Indebtedness,"  dated  February  21,  1872,  and  pub- 
lished in  Volume  II  of  the  ''Appendix  to  .Journals  of  Senate  and 
Assembly"  for  the  nineteenth  session  of  the  Logislature  of  this  State. 

Since  my  last  report  suit  has  been  instituted  against  the  State,  under 
the  provisions  of  this  enabling  .\ct  of  1893.  in  the  following  cases: 
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(1)  Hanijy  vs.  The  State,  in  the  Justice's  Court  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  to  recover  $197  70  damages  alleged  to  have 
been  sustained  by  reason  of  the  negligence  of  the  State  Board  of  Harbor 
Commissioners.     This  case  has  not  yet  been  tried. 

(2)  O^Malley  vs.  The  State  et  al.,  in  the  Superior  Court  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  to  recover  a  reward  of  $1,000  offered  by 
the  Governor  for  the  arrest  and  conviction  of  the  murderer  of  F.  H.  L. 
Weber  and  wife  of  Sacramento.  This  case  has  been  tried,  and  a  decis- 
ion in  favor  of  the  State  rendered. 

(3)  Daly  vs.  The  State,  in  the  Superior  Court  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  to  recover  the  sum  of  $10,000  for  professional  services 
rendered  in  the  case  of  The  Southern  Pacific  Company  vs.  The  Board  of 
Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State  of  California  et  al.,  now  pending  in 
the  United  States  Circuit  Court.  This  case  arose  out  of  the  employment 
of  Judge  J.  C.  Daly  by  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  as  one  of 
the  assistant  counsel  in  the  case  mentioned.  Owing  to  the  fact  that,  as 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  P^xaminers,  I  participated  in  hearing  evidence 
upon  and  fixing  the  amount  of  Judge  Daly's  fee  in  this  matter,  I  con- 
sidered it  best  that  this  case  should  be  defended  on  behalf  of  the  State 
by  special  counsel;  and,  upon  your  request,  I  authorized  the  employment 
of  Messrs.  Knight  &  Heggerty,  of  San  Francisco,  for  that  purpose.  They 
have  had  entire  charge  of  the  case  for  the  State,  and  I  am  informed  by 
them  that  a  demurrer  to  the  State's  answer  has  been  sustained;  that  no 
amendment  to  the  answer  is  possible;  and  that  judgment  in  favor  of 
the  plaintiff  will  doul^tless  be  entered  shortly. 

(b)     Southern   Pacific    Company  vs.    The  Board  of  Railroad   Commis- 
sioners of  the  State  of  California. 

At  the  date  of  my  last  report  the  motion  for  an  injunction  pendente 
lite  in  this  case  was  pending. 

At  page  11  of  that  report  (as  printed)  I  made  the  following  state- 
ments concerning  this  case,  and  the  character  of  injunction  sought  by 
the  Southern  Pacific  Company: 

On  September  12,  1895.  the  Hoard  of  Kailroad  Conimis'sioners  of  this  State  adopted  a 
resolution  to  subject  the  then  existing;  grnin  rates  of  the  Southern  Tacific  Company  and 
its  Ifased  lines  to  a  reduction  of  eight  per  cent. 

Subsequently,  a  schedule  of  rates  in  accordance  with  this  resolution  was  prepared  by 
the  l$oard.  and  on  September  'J6,  lsHf>,  served  upon  the  Southern  racitic  Company. 

On  Sepit-mber  13,  lH9r).  the  Board  passed  another  resolution  ronlenij>laiinp  an  inves- 
tigation of  the  general  freight  rates,  other  than  grain,  of  tlie  Southern  J'acilic  Company 
and  its  leased  lines,  and  a  twenty-five  jier  cent  reduction  of  those  rates  if  such  reduction 
was  found  to  be  feasible.  This  twenty-live  per  cent  reduction,  if  made,  was  to  include 
all  reductions  made  in  such  rates  by  the  companies  themselves  since  December  1,  1>'94 
No  action  whatever  was  taken  bv  the  Board  under  this  second  resolution. 

•On  Octobt'r  14,  1M)S,  a  bill  in  equity  was  filed  in  the  Cnited  States  Circuit  Court  for 
this  District  by  the  Southern  I'acilic  Company  (as  the  representative,  under  certain 
alleged  leases,  of  nine  railroad  corporations  comprisit^g  its  so-called  •'  I'acific  System  ") 
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against  the  Hoard  of  llailroad  Conmiissioners  of  this  State,  to  restrain  ilmt  Hoard  from 
taking  any  kinder  character  of  action  whatever  under  either  of  the  resolutions  above 
referred  to,  or  from  making  any  reduction  whatever  in  freight  or  passenger  rates  upon 
the  leased  lines  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company,  or  from  enforcing  or  attempting  to 
enforce  in  any  manner  any  schedule  or  schedules  of  reduced  rates  whatever  upon  sucii 
leased  lines. 

The  grounds  upon  which  this  application  for  an  injunction  was  made  were  numerous 
the  principal  ones  being,  that  any  reduction  in  rates  would  he  unreasonable  and  would 
render  it  impossible  for  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  and  its  lessors  to  meet  their 
expenses  of  operation  and  fixed  charges  ;  and  that  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of 
this  State,  creating  the  I>oard  of  Uailroad  Commissioners  and  prescribing  its  powers  and 
duties,  are  in  conllict  with  tiie  Fourteenth  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  ultimate  result  of  this  action  is  of  vital  importance  to 
every  citizen  of  the  State,  for  it  strikes  at  tl>e  very  existence  of  our  State  Board  of 
llailroad  Commissioners. 

The  complaint  was  accompanied  by  certain  afhdavits  in  support  of  the  application, 
for  the  injunction.  Upon  the  filing  of  this  complaint  and  these  aflidavits,  the  t  ourt 
issued  a  temporary  restraining  order  against  the  Railroad  Commissioners,  and  notice 
of  an  application  to  the  Court  for  an  injunction  jientlente  lite  was  at  once  served  upon 
the  Board. 

On  November  30,  1896,  Mr.  Justice  McKenna,  in  an  elaborate  opinion 
(78  Fed.  Rep.,  236-275),  sustained  the  constitutionality  of  the  provisions 
of  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  creating  the  State  Board  of 
Railroad  Commissioners;  but  found  that  upon  the  showing  made  by 
the  Southern  Pacific  Company  it  was  entitled  to  an  injunction  pendente 
lite  as  to  that  part  of  the  Board's  resolution  respecting  grain  rates,  and 
therefore  ordered  "that  that  part  of  the  order  staying  the  execution  of 
the  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  reducing  rates 
on  grain  eight  per  cent,  be  continued  until  the  further  order  of  the 
Court;  that  the  balance  of  the  restraining  order  be  dissolved."  (78  Fed. 
Rep.,  p.  27o.) 

As  soon  after  this  decision  as  possible  the  answer  of  the  Board  of 
Railroad  Commissioners  was  filed,  to  which  a  long  list  of  exceptions 
was  interposed  by  the  attorneys  for  the  Southern  Pacific  Company.  Tho 
entire  matter  was  then  referred  to  a  special  Master  in  Chancery  to  report 
upon  these  exceptions.  A  number  of  months  was  consumed  before  this 
report  was  filed,  and  many  more  were  consumed  in  arguments  to  the 
Court,  and  by  the  Court  in  considering  the  matter,  before  its  decision 
upon  the  Master's  report  was  finally  rendered.  Finally,  however,  this 
branch  of  the  case  was  disposed  of;  and  on  the  2d  of  May,  1898, 
the  complainant  filed  its  replication  to  the  defendants'  answer,  thus 
putting  the  case  at  issue.  Since  that  date  the  taking  of  testimony  has 
been  steadily  proceeding;  but  the  testimony  on  behalf  of  the  complainant 
has  not  yet  been  completed. 

(c)      OtJier  Casex. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  detail  at  length  the  proceedings  taken  in  the 
numerous  other  cases  upon  the  Civil  Docket  of  the  office.     That  docket 
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is  annexed  to  this  report.  The  total  number  of  cases  upon  it  for  the 
period  covered  by  this  report  is  296.  Many  of  these  have  been  finally 
disposed  of,  principally  in  the  State's  favor. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  civil  cases  there  are  112  cases  upon  the 
"Leave  to  Sue"  Docket,  which  is  also  annexed. 

The  total  number  of  Civil  and  "  Leave  to  Sue  "  cases  is  408. 


CLAIMS  OF  STATE  INSTITUTIONS. 

The  recovery  from  the  counties,  or  from  individuals,  of  the  claims 
due  to  the  various  State  institutions  for  the  maintenance  of  persons 
committed  to  such  institutions  has  proven  one  of  the  most  annoying 
and  difficult  matters  connected  with  this  office.  In  many  instances 
the  managers  of  the  institutions  have  permitted  the  claims  to  become 
stale;  in  others,  they  have  failed  to  take  the  steps  necessary  to  lay  the 
legal  foundation  for  a  recovery  upon  such  claims;  in  still  others,  the 
original  commitments  are  faulty.  In  fact,  vexatious  obstacles  of  every 
kind  present  themselves  in  nearly  every  instance,  which  prevent  a  col- 
lection of  the  claim  without  stubbornly  contested  litigation,  and  even 
then,  in  many  instances,  render  such  collection  extremely  doubtful.  I 
have,  it  is  true,  where  they  are  against  individuals,  succeeded  in  col- 
lecting a  large  number;  but  the  counties  seem  inclined  to  contest  every 
point.  This  is  particularly  true  of  the  claims  of  the  Whittier  State 
School.  That  institution  has  numerous  claims,  some  of  them  of  many 
years  standing,  aggregating  thousands  of  dollars,  which  the  counties 
seem  determined  not  to  pay.  I  have  experienced  extreme  difficulty  and 
met  with  innumerable  delays  in  my  attempt  to  obtain  from  that  insti- 
tution all  of  the  data  necessary  to  the  proper  commencement  of  pro- 
ceedings to  enforce  these  claims.  The  data  that  I  have  obtained  shows 
that  former  boards  of  trustees  have  been  ver}'  lax  in  taking  the  prelim- 
inary steps  necessary  to  so  perfect  these  claims  as  to  place  the  liability 
of  the  counties  beyond  question,  and  thus  obviate  the  necessity  for  liti- 
gation. I  have  instituted  several  suits  which  will,  I  hope,  determine 
the  entire  matter. 

CONCLUSION. 

I  have  annexed  a  statement  showing  the  status  of  the  various  funds 
appropriated  for  this  office  (other  than  those  for  salaries  and  rent)  at 
the  close  of  the  forty-eighth  and  forty-ninth  fiscal  years,  respectively. 

I  have  also  annexed  full  copies  of  all  tlie  dockets  of  the  office,  from 
which  you  can  readily  ascertain  the  exact  status  of  every  case.

GENERAL  FUND. 

All  moneys  received  into  the  State  Treasury,  not  specifically  appro- 
priated to  other  funds,  are  appropriated  to  the  General  Fund.  Its 
principal  revenue  is  derived  from  a  tax  on  real  and  personal  property. 
From  this  fund  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  State  government,  other 
than  for  school  purposes,  are  paid.

During  the  two  fiscal  years  covered  by  this  report  there  has  been  no 
deficiency  in  this  fund.  The  balance  on  June  30,  1898,  as  shown  in  the 
foregoing  summary,  was  $2,001,098  71.  At  this  writing  (December  1, 
1898)  there  is  a  balance  of  $665,538  06,  and  this  will  be  largely  increased 
during  the  present  month  by  the  incoming  first  installment  of  State 
taxes. 

STATE  SCHOOL  FUND. 

The  revenue  for  the  support  of  common  schools  arises  from  property 
tax,  poll  tax,  and  a  tax  on  collateral  inheritances;  from  interest  on 
unpaid  principal  due  from  sales  of  lands  granted  by  the  General  Gov- 
ernment to  the  State  for  educational  purposes,  known  as  State  school 
lands;  from  interest  on  bonds  held  in  trust  by  the  State  for  the  support 
of  common  schools,  and  from  the  sales  of  Geological  Survey  Reports. 
The  money  arising  from  all  these  sources  is  known  as  the  State  School 
Fund.  The  Controller  is  required  by  law  to  report,  on  the  first  Monday 
in  January  and  July  of  each  year,  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction,  a  statement  of  the  securities  belonging  to  the  School  Fund, 
of  the  moneys  in  the  State  Treasury  subject  to  apportionment,  and  the 
several  sources  from  which  they  accrued. 

The  money  is  apportioned  by  the  Superintendent  and  paid  out  on 
Controller's  warrants,  issued  on  presentation  of  the  Superintendent's 
drafts,  in  favor  of  the  several  County  Treasurers. 

The  amount  necessary  to  be  raised  for  the  State  School  Fund  by  an 
ad  valorem  tax  is  $7  for  each  census  child  between  the  ages  of  five  and 
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seventeen  years,  which  census  is  reported  to  the  Controller  by  the  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Instruction  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  August  of 
each  year. 

For  the  forty-eighth  fiscal  year  the  tax  levy  for  school  purposes  was 
$2,195,459.  The  amount  actually  collected  was  $2,209,953  44.  From 
other  sources,  the  receipts  were  $721,718  33. 

For  the  forty-ninth  fiscal  year  the  amount  levied  was  $2,314,963. 
The  amount  collected  was  $2,345,381  02,  and  other  receipts  amounted  to 
$784,806  22,  making  the  aggregate  receipts  for  the  year  $3,130,187  24. 
The  amount  apportioned  to  the  counties  was  $3,073,909  70,  an  amount 
equal  to  $9  29  for  each  school  child. 

The  census  returns  for  1898  made  by  the  County  Superintendents  and 
reported  to  me  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  give  the 
aggregate  number  of  school  children  of  the  requisite  age  as  374,624. 
The  amount  necessary  to  be  raised  by  the  tax  levy  for  school  purposes 
for  each  of  the  fifty-first  and  fifty-second  fiscal  years  is  $2,622,368. 

Following  is  a  table  showing  the  amounts  expended  annually  from  the 
State  School  Fund  for  the  past  seventeen  years:

Since  the  issuance  of  the  Controller's  last  biennial  report,  county 
bonds  held  in  trust  for  the  support  of  common  schools  have  been 
redeemed  to  the  amount  of  $'213,100.  During  the  same  time,  county 
and  San  Francisco  depot  bonds  were  purchased  to  the  amount  of  $260,- 
000.  The  increase  in  bonds  held  in  trust  for  the  support  of  common 
schools  is  therefore  $46,900. 
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STATE  SCHOOL  LAND  FUND. 

This  fund  is  contributory  to  the  State  School  Fund,  in  that  it  is  the 
recipient  of  the  proceeds  from  the  sales  of  State  school  lands,  which  are 
invested  in  bonds,  the  interest  on  which  is  paid  into  the  State  School 
Fund.

INTEREST  AND  SINKING  FUND. 

This  fund  is  intended  to  meet  the  interest  due  on  the  outstanding 
Funded  Debt  Bonds  of  1873,  held  in  trust  by  the  State  Treasurer  for 
the  benefit  of  the  State  School  Fund  and  the  University  Fund,  and  also 
the  interest  due  at  the  rate  of  6%  per  annum  on  the  sum  of  $79,750, 
belonging  to  the  Endowment  Fund  of  the  State  University,  but  by  mis- 
take withheld  therefrom  and  appropriated  to  other  State  purposes. 
The  amount  required  annually  to  meet  these  payments  is  $141,435. 
which  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  is  directed  to  raise.  All  moneys 
remaining  in  the  State  Treasury  to  the  credit  of  this  fund  on  the  3d  day 
of  January  each  year,  after  the  payment  of  the  interest  due,  the  Con- 
troller is  directed  to  transfer  to  the  General  Fund.  Following  is  a  state^ 
ment  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements:

UNIVERSITY   FUND. 

There  is  now  in  the  University  Fund  a  balance  of  $14,355.  This 
amount  will  be  increased  in  January  next  to  $16,747  oO,  and  represents 
the  amount  of  interest  due  on  the  $79,750  of  diverted  funds  of  the  State 
University,  provided  for  in  the  Act  of  the  Legislature,  approved  March 
3,  1893  (Stats.  1893,  p.  75).  This  Act  provides  for  the  payment  of  the 
interest  on  the  funded  debt  bonds  of  the  State  held  in  trust  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  common  schools  of  the  State  and  the  State  University,  and 
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also  on  the  sum  of  $79,750  belonging  to  the  Endowment  Fund  of  the 
University,  but  by  an  opinion  of  the  Attorney-General  rendered  Janu- 
ary 22,  1896,  he  declares  the  latter  provision  is  not  covered  by  the  title 
to  the  Act,  and  therefore  the  Act  is  to  that  extent  unconstitutional.  The 
amount  of  interest,  however,  is  annually  raised  for  the  Interest  and 
Sinking  Fund  and  paid  into  the  University  Fund,  where  it  remains  for 
the  want  of  a  provision  of  law  appropriating  it  to  the  uses  of  the  State 
University.  This  should  be  remedied  during  the  ensuing  session  of  the 
Legislature  and  the  money  made  available. 

The  amount  of  bonds  on  deposit  in  the  State  Treasury,  and  held  in 
trust  for  the  support  of  the  University,  is  as  follows:

STATE  UNIVERSITY  FUND. 

By  an  Act  of  the  Legislature,  approved  February  14,  1887,  there  was 
levied  annually  an  ad  valorem  tax  of  one  cent  upon  each  one  hundred 
dollars  of  value  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  State  for  the  support  of 
the  University  of  California.  By  an  Act  approved  February  27,  1897, 
an  additional  tax  of  one  cent  was  annually  levied  for  the  same  purpose. 
The  revenue  derived  from  this  tax  constitutes  the  State  University  Fund, 
and  is  appropriated  to  the  use  and  support  of  the  University  without 
reference  to  fiscal  years.

WHITTIER  REFORM  SCHOOL  FUND. 

By  the  Act  of  the  Legislature,  approved  March  11,  1889,  creating 
the  Whittier  State  School,  it  was  provided  among  other  things  that  the 
expense  which  any  county  may  be  liable  to  pay  on  account  of  any 
infant  committed  to  said  institution,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act, 
shall  be  paid  into  the  State  Treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  Whittier 
Reform  School  Fund,  and  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  institution. 
The  expense  alluded  to  is  the  county's  share  of  the  cost  of  supporting 
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infants  committed  to  the  institution  under  certain  conditions,  which 
amount  has  been  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  institution,  and 
approved  by  the  Governor,  at  $12  50  per  month  for  each  infant  so  sup- 
ported. 

A  later  Act  of  the  Legislature,  approved  March  26,  1895,  provides 
that  "for  each  and  every  person  hereafter  committed  to  either  the 
Whittier  State  School  or  the  Preston  School  of  Industry,  the  county 
from  which  the  commitment  is  made  shall  pay  into  the  State  Treasury 
the  sum  of  $132  per  annum,  and  at  that  rate  for  each  fraction  of  a 
year." 

Thus  two  classes  of  inmates  in  the  Whittier  State  School  are  created, 
one  class  comprising  those  infants  committed  prior  to  March  26,  1895, 
for  which  $12  50  per  month  is  charged,  and  another  class  comprising 
those  committed  since  March  26,  1895,  for  which  $11  per  month  is 
charged.  The  amounts  received  in  payment  for  the  support  of  the 
first-named  class  are  paid  into  the  Whittier  Reform  School  Fund,  and 
the  receipts  from  the  last-named  class  are  paid  into  the  General  Fund. 
There  is  no  good  reason  for  this  discrimination,  and  it  was  doubtless 
the  intent  of  the  Legislature  in  enacting  the  later  law  to  include  within 
its  provisions  all  the  inmates  of  both  institutions  for  whose  support  the 
counties  could  be  compelled  to  pay.  The  provisions  of  the  two  stat- 
utes are  confusing  and  should  be  harmonized  by  making  the  charge  of 
111  apply  to  both  classes  of  inmates,  and  all  receipts  from  this  source 
should  flow  into  the  General  Fund. 

There  is  now  a  balance  in  the  Whittier  Reform  School  Fund  of 
$79,162  81,  which  has  accumulated  in  the  past  few  years,  and  which  the 
trustees  of  the  institution  endeavored  to  apply  to  the  erection  of  new 
buildings,  in  my  opinion,  without  proper  legislative  authority.  In 
June  last,  I  declined  to  draw  any  warrants  against  the  fund  in  pay- 
ment of  a  claim  for  expenses  incurred  in  connection  with  this  plan,  and 
the  Board  of  Trustees  brought  a  suit  of  mandamus  against  me  in  the 
courts.  The  Supreme  Court  decided  in  my  favor,  holding  that  the 
fund  could  be  used  only  for  the  maintenance  of  the  institution. 

ESTATES  OF  DECEASED  PERSONS  FUND. 

In  my  last  report,  I  called  attention  to  the  transfer  of  $80,000  from 
the  Estates  of  Deceased  Persons  Fund  to  the  General  Fund  in  the  fol- 
lowing language: 

"By  an  Act  approved  March  19,  1891,  the  Legislature  authorized  and 
directed  the  transfer  of  $80,000  from  the  Estates  of  Deceased  Persons 
Fund  to  the  General  Fund,  as  a  loan  to  said  General  Fund,  without 
interest.  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law  the  transfer  was 
made,  and  the  amount  has  never  been  returned  to  the  fund  to  which  it 
belongs.  By  Section  4,  Article  IX,  of  the  Constitution,  'all  estates  of 
deceased  persons,  who  may  have  died  without  leaving  a  will  or  heir, 
*  *  *  shall  be  inviolably  appropriated  to  the  support  of  common 
schools  throughout  the  State.'  I  therefore  advise  and  recommend  that 
the  incoming  Legislature  authorize  the  transfer  of  $80,000  from  the 
General  Fund  to  the  Estates  of  Deceased  Persons  Fund,  in  repayment 
of  the  loan  heretofore  made,  and  further  authorize  and  direct  the  trans- 
fer of  $100,000  from  the  Estates  of  Deceased  Persons  Fund  to  the  State 
School  Land  Fund,  where  it  may  become  available  for  investment  in 
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securities,  the  interest  on  which  is  appropriated  to  the  support  of  our 
common  schools,  as  provided  in  the  Constitution." 

During  the  session  of  the  Legislature  immediately  following,  a  bill 
was  introduced  in  compliance  with  my  request  and  passed  the  Senate, 
but  met  with  opposition  in  the  Assembly,  and  was  defeated.  What 
caused  the  opposition,  or  upon  what  grounds  it  was  offered,  I  could  not 
learn.  I  desire  to  repeat  my  recommendation,  as  it  is  only  in  accord 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and  statutes,  and  certainly  there 
is  no  good  reason  why  it  should  not  be  followed  out. 

RAILWAY  TAX  CONTINGENT  FUND. 

There  is  now  in  the  above-named  fund  a  balance  of  $41,053  13, 
derived  from  penalties  charged  against  the  delinquent  taxes  on  rail- 
roads. According  to  the  provisions  of  Section  3668,  Political  Code,  all 
expenses  of  actions  against  delinquents  are  paid  from  this  fund,  and 
any  surplus  remaining  shall  go  into  the  General  School  Fund  of  the 
State.  As  the  expenses  of  suits  against  delinquent  railroad  companies 
are  little,  or  nothing,  at  this  time,  I  recommend  that  a  transfer  of 
$40,000  be  made  to  the  State  School  Fund  from  the  Railway  Tax  Con- 
tingent Fund,  and  that  proper  authority  be  given  me  so  to  do. 

THE  STATE  DEBT. 

With  the  exception  of  the  redemption  of  one  of  the  State  Funded 
Debt  Bonds  of  1857  of  the  value  of  $1,000,  the  condition  of  the  State 
debt  remains  as  last  reported.

TAX  ON  COLLATERAL  INHERITANCES. 

Since  the  date  of  my  last  report,  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State,  in 
the  matter  of  the  estate  of  Wilmerding,  deceased,  reported  in  Vol.  117, 
California  Reports,  at  page  281,  has  decided  that  the  Act  of  March  23, 
1893,  imposing  a  tax  on  collateral  inheritances,  is  constitutional  and 
valid.  The  same  court  has  also  decided,  in  the  matter  of  the  estate  of 
Leland  Stanford,  deceased,  that  the  exemption  from  the  provisions  of 
this  law  of  nephews  and  nieces  when  residents  of  this  State  (Stats. 
1897,  p.  77)  applies  equally  to  non-resident  nephews  and  nieces. 

The  receipts  into  the  State  Treasury  from  this  source  during  the 
forty-eighth  fiscal  year  amount  to  $60,667  13,  and  during  the  forty- 
ninth  fiscal  year  to  $83,550  21,  all  of  which  is  appropriated  to  the  sup- 
port of  the  common  schools. 

DELINQUENT     RAILROAD     TAXES. 

The  State  and  county  taxes  due  upon  assessments  made  by  tlie  State 
Board  of  Equalization  are  delinquent  and  unpaid,  as  follows: 

Atlantic  and  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  for  the  years  1894, 1895,  and 
1896. 
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California  and  Nevada  Railroad,  for  the  years  1895,  1896.  and  1897. 
Sierra  Valleys  Railway,  for  the  years  1896  and  1897. 
In  each  case,  suits  have  been  instituted  for  the  taxes  of  each  year, 
with  the  additional  penalties. 

SALE    OF    STATE    PROPERTY    IX    SANTA    CLARA    COUNTY. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  Act  of  the  Legislature, 
approved  March  19,  1891,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  California  Home 
for  the  Care  and  Training  of  Feeble-Minded  Children  have  sold  the  site 
and  buildings  formerly  occupied  by  said  institution  in  Santa  Clara 
County.  The  price  realized  at  the  sale  was  $8,200,  and  after  deducting 
the  expenses  of  the  sale,  amounting  to  $215  10,  the  balance  ($7,984  90) 
was  paid  into  the  General  Fund  of  the  State  Treasury  on  February  1, 
1898. 

PEOPLE,  ETC.,  vs.  YOSEMITE   AND  COULTERVILLE   TURNPIKE  CO.,  ET  ALS- 

In  my  last  report  I  called  attention  to  the  above-named  suit  and  to 
the  fact  that  judgment  had  been  rendered  in  favor  of  the  State  for  the 
principal  amount  sued  for  and  costs.  On  July  7,  1897,  the  amount  of 
the  judgment  and  interest  thereon,  aggregating  $677  44,  was  paid  into 
the  State  Treasury. 

In  this  connection  in  the  suit  of  the  Coulterville  and  Yosemite  Turn- 
pike Company  vs.  The  State,  etc.,  judgment  was  rendered  August  22, 
1892,  in  favor  of  the  State  for  costs  amounting  to  $38  50,  which,  with 
interest  thereon,  amounting  to  $13  05,  was  paid  into  the  State  Treasury 
June  24,  1897. 

OFFICIAL  DELINQUENCIES. 

The  suit  brought  against  N.  M.  Orr,  ex-Treasurer  of  the  Stockton  State 
Hospital,  for  recovery  of  money's  belonging  to  the  State,  is  yet  undeter- 
mined. 

In  the  case  of  J.  N.  E.  Wilson,  ex-Insurance  Commissioner,  noted  in 
previous  reports,  judgment  has  been  rendered  in  favor  of  the  State,  both 
in  the  Superior  and  Supreme  Courts,  but  remains  unsatisfied. 

INDIAN  WAR  BONDS. 

Since  my  last  report,  the  Supreme  Court  has  rendered  its  decision  in 
the  case  of  Davis  vs.  The  State,  involving  the  payment  of  the  interest 
coupons  cut  from  the  bonds  of  1851.  The  court  held  the  State  liable 
for  the  face  value  of  the  coupons,  and  the  judgment  amounting  to 
$35,260  has  been  paid. 

In  the  case  of  Scott  vs.  The  State,  the  judgment,  amounting  to  $1,600, 
has  also  been  paid. 

REDEMPTION  OF  DELINQUENT  PROPERTY. 

In  my  last  report,  I  made  reference  to  the  suit  of  the  Teralta  Land 
and  Water  Company  against  E.  E.  SchaiFer,  Auditor  of  San  Diego 
County,  involving  the  question  of  penalties  to  be  paid  in  redemption  of 
property  sold  to  the  State  for  delinquent  taxes.  At  that  time  a  decision 
had  been  rendered  by  the  Superior  Court  of  San  Diego  County  holding 
that  Section  3817,  Political  Code,  as  amended  in  1895,  could  not  be 
made  to  apply  to  sales  made  prior  to  the  date  of  the  approval  of  the 
law.     On  appeal,  this  decision  was  upheld  by  the  Supreme  Court. 
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securities,  the  interest  on  which  is  appropriated  to  the  support  of  our 
common  schools,  as  provided  in  the  Constitution." 

During  the  session  of  the  Legislature  immediately  following,  a  bill 
was  introduced  in  compliance  with  my  request  and  passed  the  Senate, 
but  met  with  opposition  in  the  Assembly,  and  was  defeated.  What 
caused  the  opposition,  or  upon  what  grounds  it  was  offered,  I  could  not 
learn.  I  desire  to  repeat  my  recommendation,  as  it  is  only  in  accord 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and  statutes,  and  certainly  there 
is  no  good  reason  why  it  should  not  be  followed  out. 

RAILWAY  TAX  CONTINGENT  FUND. 

There  is  now  in  the  above-named  fund  a  balance  of  $41,053  13, 
derived  from  penalties  charged  against  the  delinquent  taxes  on  rail- 
roads. According  to  the  provisions  of  Section  3668,  Political  Code,  all 
expenses  of  actions  against  delinquents  are  paid  from  this  fund,  and 
any  surplus  remaining  shall  go  into  the  General  School  Fund  of  the 
State.  As  the  expenses  of  suits  against  delinquent  railroad  companies 
are  little,  or  nothing,  at  this  time,  I  recommend  that  a  transfer  of 
$40,000  be  made  to  the  State  School  Fund  from  the  Railway  Tax  Con- 
tingent Fund,  and  that  proper  authority  be  given  me  so  to  do. 

THE  STATE  DEBT. 

With  the  exception  of  the  redemption  of  one  of  the  State  Funded 
Debt  Bonds  of  1857  of  the  value  of  $1,000,  the  condition  of  the  State 
debt  remains  as  last  reported.

TAX  ON  COLLATERAL  INHERITANCES. 

Since  the  date  of  my  last  report,  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State,  in 
the  matter  of  the  estate  of  Wilmerding,  deceased,  reported  in  Vol.  117, 
California  Reports,  at  page  281,  has  decided  that  the  Act  of  March  23, 
1893,  imposing  a  tax  on  collateral  inheritances,  is  constitutional  and 
valid.  The  same  court  has  also  decided,  in  the  matter  of  the  estate  of 
Leland  Stanford,  deceased,  that  the  exemption  from  the  provisions  of 
this  law  of  nephews  and  nieces  when  residents  of  this  State  (Stats. 
1897,  p.  77)  applies  equally  to  non-resident  nephews  and  nieces. 

The  receipts  into  the  State  Treasury  from  this  source  during  the 
forty-eighth  fiscal  year  amount  to  $60,667  13,  and  during  the  forty- 
ninth  fiscal  year  to  $83,550  21,  all  of  which  is  appropriated  to  the  sup- 
j)ort  of  the  common  schools. 

DELINQUENT     RAILROAD     TAXES. 

The  State  and  county  taxes  due  upon  assessments  made  by  the  State 
Board  of  Equalization  are  delinquent  and  unpaid,  as  follows: 

Atlantic  and  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  for  the  years  1894, 1895,  and 
1896. 
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California  and  Nevada  Railroad,  for  the  years  1895,  1896,  and  1897. 
Sierra  Valleys  Railway,  for  the  years  1896  and  1897. 
In  each  case,   suits  have  been  instituted  for  the  taxes  of  each  year, 
with  the  additional  penalties. 

SALE  OF  STATE  PROPERTY  IN  SANTA  CLARA  COUNTY. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  Act  of  the  Legislature, 
approved  March  19,  1891,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  California  Home 
for  the  Care  and  Training  of  Feeble-Minded  Children  have  sold  the  site 
and  buildings  formerly  occupied  by  said  institution  in  Santa  Clara 
County.  The  price  realized  at  the  sale  was  $8,200,  and  after  deducting 
the  expenses  of  the  sale,  amounting  to  $215  10,  the  balance  ($7,984  90) 
was  paid  into  the  General  Fund  of  the  State  Treasury  on  February  1, 
1898. 

PEOPLE,  ETC.,  vs.  YOSEMITE  AND  COULTERVILLE  TURNPIKE  CO.,  ET  ALS. 

In  my  last  report  I  called  attention  to  the  above-named  suit  and  to 
the  fact  that  judgment  had  been  rendered  in  favor  of  the  State  for  the 
principal  amount  sued  for  and  costs.  On  July  7,  1897,  the  amount  of 
the  judgment  and  interest  thereon,  aggregating  $677  44,  was  paid  into 
the  State  Treasury. 

In  this  connection  in  the  suit  of  the  Coulterville  and  Yosemite  Turn- 
pike Company  vs.  The  State,  etc.,  judgment  was  rendered  August  22, 
1892,  in  favor  of  the  State  for  costs  amounting  to  $38  50,  which,  with 
interest  thereon,  amounting  to  $13  05,  was  paid  into  the  State  Treasury 
June  24,  1897. 

OFFICIAL  DELINQUENCIES. 

The  suit  brought  against  N.  M.  Orr,  ex-Treasurer  of  the  Stockton  State 
Hospital,  for  recovery  of  moneys  belonging  to  the  State,  is  3'et  undeter- 
mined. 

In  the  case  of  J.  N.  E.  Wilson,  ex-Insurance  Commissioner,  noted  in 
previous  reports,  judgment  has  been  rendered  in  favor  of  the  State,  both 
in  the  Superior  and  Supreme  Courts,  but  remains  unsatisfied. 

INDIAN  WAR  BONDS. 

Since  my  last  report,  the  Supreme  Court  has  rendered  its  decision  in 
the  case  of  Davis  vs.  The  State,  involving  the  payment  of  the  interest 
coupons  cut  from  the  bonds  of  1851.  The  court  held  the  State  liable 
for  the  face  value  of  the  coupons,  and  the  judgment  amounting  to 
$35,260  has  been  paid. 

In  the  case  of  Scott  vs.  The  State,  the  judgment,  amounting  to  $1,600, 
has  also  been  paid. 

REDEMPTION  OF  DELINQUENT  PROPERTY. 

In  my  last  report,  I  made  reference  to  the  suit  of  the  Teralta  Land 
and  Water  Company  against  E.  E.  SchaiFer,  Auditor  of  San  Diego 
County,  involving  the  question  of  penalties  to  be  paid  in  redemption  of 
property  sold  to  the  State  for  delinquent  taxes.  At  that  time  a  decision 
had  been  rendered  by  the  Superior  Court  of  San  Diego  County  holding 
that  Section  3817,  Political  Code,  as  amended  in  1895,  could  not  be 
made  to  apply  to  sales  made  prior  to  the  date  of  the  approval  of  the 
law.     On  appeal,  this  decision  was  upheld  by  the  Supreme  Court. 
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SALE  OF  DELINQUENT  PROPERTY. 

At  my  suggestion,  Section  3897,  Political  Code,  providing  for  the  sale 
of  delinquent  property  at  public  auction  after  having  been  deeded  to 
the  State,  was  amended  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  to  permit 
the  Controller  to  use  his  judgment  in  the  selection  of  property  for  pur- 
poses of  advertisement  and  sale.  I  do  not  now  authorize  the  sale  of  any 
such  property  until  application  is  made  through  the  County  Tax 
Collector  by  a  bona  fide  purchaser.  By  this  practice  I  insure  the  State 
and  county  against  any  loss  by  reason  of  failure  to  sell.  Property  has 
been  advertised  for  sale  and  sold  under  the  provisions  of  this  law  in  the 
following  counties:  Contra  Costa,  Los  Angeles,  Humboldt,  Monterey, 
and  Napa,  and  sales  in  other  counties  are  now  under  way. 

EMERGENCY  FUNDS. 

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  two  very  important  facts: 

Should  any  of  the  State  institutions  be  destroyed  by  fire,  there  are  no 
means  provided  for  the  erection  of  new  buildings  until  a  meeting  of  the 
Legislature  and  the  passage  of  an  appropriation  bill. 

In  case  of  a  sadden  call  for  the  National  Guard  for  duty  in  the  event 
of  riot,  or  other  emergency,  there  are  no  funds  to  be  drawn  upon  for  the 
pay  of  the  men  or  the  purchase  of  supplies. 

With  the  exception  of  the  new  Agricultural  Pavilion  and  the  State 
Printing  Office  in  Sacramento,  the  State  no  longer  insures  any  of  its 
property.  The  insuring  of  any  other  State  building  or  property  is  pro- 
hibited by  law.  Nor  is  any  provision  made  for  the  accumulation  of  an 
insurance  fund,  and  it  cannot,  therefore,  be  said  that  the  State  provides 
its  own  insurance.  Many  corporations  and  individuals  doing  business 
on  a  large  scale  carry  their  own  insurance  by  providing  a  sinking  fund, 
to  which  is  credited  the  amounts  that  would  otherwise  be  paid  out  as 
premiums  on  insurance,  and  in  case  of  fire  the  loss  is  charged  to  this 
account.  In  my  opinion,  the  State  should  make  some  such  provision  as 
this,  and  set  aside  a  fund  which,  in  case  of  necessity,  could  be  drawn  upon 
for  the  expense  of  erecting  buildings  or  repairing  the  same  without  being 
obliged  to  await  an  appropriation  by  a  future  session  of  the  Legislature. 

The  same  argument  will  apply  in  the  case  of  the  National  Guard. 
An  emergency  fund  should  be  set  aside  to  be  drawn  upon  in  case  of 
need.  In  recent  years,  notably  during  the  strike  of  1894,  and  when  the 
call  to  arms  came  in  April  last,  the  necessity  for  such  a  provision,  as  I 
have  mentioned,  has  been  greatly  felt.  In  every  case  wherein  the  Guard 
has  been  called  out,  the  men  have  been  compelled  to  wait  for  months 
and  years  before  receiving  their  pay,  and  in  order  to  obtain  supplies  the 
State  has  been  obliged,  through  its  officials,  to  hawk  its  credit  among  the 
merchants  and  to  pay  outrageous  prices  because  of  the  uncertainty  of  pay. 

The  funds  set  aside  as  I  have  suggested  could  be  placed  under  the 
control  of  the  State  Board  of  Examiners,  to  be  drawn  upon  at  their 
demand  and  only  in  the  case  of  an  emergency.  Proper  safeguards  could 
be  thrown  about  them,  and  every  precaution  taken  to  prevent  their  use 
for  any  purpose  other  than  that  for  which  they  are  provided. 

NAPA  STATE  HOSPITAL. 

I  have  recently  begun  suit  in  the  Superior  Court  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  against  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Napa 
State  Hospital  to  secure  the  return  to  the  State  Treasury  of  $7,450  65, 
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which  amount  has  been  carried  in  cash  in  the  "  Maintenance  Fund  "  of 
said  hospital  since  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  June  30,  1889.  My 
demand  for  the  return  of  this  amount  is  resisted  by  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, on  the  ground  that  it  belongs  in  the  "  Contingent  Fund  "  of  the 
institution  and  has  no  place  in  the  State  Treasury.  As  it  is  entirely  a 
question  of  facts,  the  matter  has  been  left  to  the  courts  to  determine. 

REVENUE  FROM  STATE  INSTITUTIONS. 

"  Many  of  the  State  institutions,  notably  the  Insane  Asylums,  Asylum 
for  the  Deaf,  Dumb,  and  Blind,  at  Berkeley,  and  Home  for  Feeble-Minded 
Children,  are  constantly  in  receipt  of  large  sums  of  money  from  pay 
patients,  sales  of  products,  donations,  and  various  other  sources,  which 
are  exclusively  under  the  control  of  the  Boards  of  Directors.  This  policy, 
in  my  opinion,  is  open  to  serious  criticism,  and  I  recommend  that  it  be 
required  of  the  Directors  of  these  institutions  to  render  monthly  reports 
to  the  Controller  of  these  receipts,  and  turn  the  money  into  the  State 
Treasury,  to  be  paid  out  upon  properly  itemized  claims,  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Examiners  and  warrants  drawn  by  the  Controller. 

"This  course  is  required  of  the  State  Prisons  and  Adult  Blind  Home, 
each  of  which  has  its  individual  fund,  which  goes  to  augment  the  appro- 
priations made  by  the  Legislature  for  the  institutions. 

"  It  is  because  of  this  ill-advised  policy  of  taking  from  his  control  the 
keeping  of  these  accounts  that  the  Controller,  in  rendering  to  the  Legis- 
lature his  estimate  of  the  cost  of  supporting  the  State  government,  is 
often  misled,  and  the  State  suffers  in  consequence.  The  Controller 
should  have  full  and  complete  knowledge  of  all  financial  transactions  in 
which  the  State  is  interested." 

The  above  recommendation  appeared  in  my  report  of  December  15, 
1892,  and  I  repeat  it  here  with  added  emphasis.  All  State  institutions 
that  are  in  receipt  of  moneys  from  any  source  should  be  compelled  by 
law  to  pay  the  same  into  the  State  Treasury  and  render  an  accounting 
thereof  to  the  Controller.  A  possible  exception  might  be  made  of  moneys 
received  from  donations,  bequests,  etc. 

ESTIMATE  OF  EXPENDITURES. 

For  the  support  of  the  State  government  for  the  fifty-first  and  fifty- 
second  fiscal  years,  I  estimate  that  it  will  require  for  the  General  Fund, 
$6,561,048  66;  for  the  School  Fund,  $4,866,680;  and  for  the  Interest  and 
Sinking  Fund,  $282,870;  a  total  of  $11,710,598  66.  To  this  must  be 
added  the  amount  to  be  raised  for  the  State  University  Fund,  estimated 
at  $214,868.  making  a  grand  total  to  be  raised  by  taxation  of  $11,925,- 
466  66. 

These  figures  do  not  include  the  cost  of  any  new  buildings  or  improve- 
ments on  old,  but  cover  only  those  expenditures  with  few  exceptions 
already  provided  for  by  statute. 

In  the  estimate  for  military  purposes  I  have  included  the  amounts 
requested  by  the  Adjutant-General  without  change.  It  will  be  noticed 
that  the  estimate  calls  for  two  clerks,  $6,400;  purchase  of  uniforms, 
$30,000;  purchase  of  overcoats,  $40,000;  and  encampments,  $80,000. 
These  are  extraordinary  expenditures  and  are  not  covered  by  statute. 
The  Adjutant-General  has  this  to  sa}'  concerning  them: 

I  wish  to  state  in  explanation  of  the  item  of  |6,400  asked  for  additional  clerk  hire: 
The  war  has  made  much  additional  work  for  the  office,  which  it  will  take  many  months 
to  catch  up  with,  but  aside  from  that  fact,  the  regular  routine  work  of  the  office  has 
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grown  to  such  proportions  that,  if  properly  kept  up,  it  is  imperative  that  additional 
clerical  help  be  granted  the  office.  This  office  has  been  run  shorthanded  for  a  number 
of  years  past. 

The  appropriation  for  uniforms  and  for  overcoats  is  asked  for  to  replace  those  turned 
over  by  the  State  to  the  California  Volunteers,  for  which  claims  aggregating  over  $55,000 
have  been  filed  with  the  War  Department. 

The  estimates  for  the  Hospitals  for  Insane,  Home  for  Feeble-Minded 
Children,  Home  for  Adult  Blind,  and  State  Normal  Schools  show  an 
increase  over  the  amounts  estimated  for  the  preceding  two  fiscal  years. 
This  is  due  to  the  natural  increase  in  the  population  of  these  institutions 
and  the  necessity  of  enlarged  facilities  to  keep  pace  with  the  growth.  I  have 
kept  the  estimates  down  as  low  as  possible,  in  many  cases  much  lower 
than  requested  by  the  officers  in  charge  of  the  institutions.  It  will  be 
noticed  that  I  have  again  segregated  the  salaries  from  the  cost  of  support. 
I  think  this  a  wise  provision,  as  it  is  in  the  salary  roll  that  extrav- 
agance creeps  in,  and  it  is  just  as  well  to  curb  any  disposition  to  exces- 
sive expenditures  in  this  direction. 

I  have  cut  the  estimate  for  support  of  the  Whittier  State  School  from 
$108,000  to  150,000.  Under  the  head  of  the  "Whittier  Reform  School 
Fund,"  I  have  called  attention  to  the  large  balance  to  the  credit  of  this 
fund,  which  under  the  law  should  be  used  for  the  maintenance  of  this 
institution.  In  the  past  the  trustees  have  favored  this  fund  with  the 
idea  of  accumulating  a  large  balance  with  which  to  erect  new  buildings. 
The  Supreme  Court  having  decided  that  the  fund  cannot  be  applied  to 
this  purpose,  the  trustees  should  now  be  compelled  to  use  it  as  the  law 
directs. 

I  have  not  seen  the  reports  of  the  trustees  of  the  Whittier  State 
School  and  the  Preston  School  of  Industry,  but  I  am  informed  that 
there  has  been  quite  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  inmates  of  both  insti- 
tutions, notably  in  the  latter.  It  is  quite  probable,  therefore,  that  a 
material  decrease  can  be  made  in  the  appropriations  for  both  these  institu- 
tions. However,  this  may  be  left  with  safety  to  the  legislative  commit- 
tees having  the  appropriations  in  charge. 

I  have  again  included  in  my  estimate  the  amount  due  to  creditors  of 
the  State  for  bounty  on  coyote  scalps.  The  greater  part  of  these  are 
legitimate  claims,  and  the  State  is  morally  and  legally  responsible  for 
their  payment.  I  have  no  doubt  there  are  among  them  many  that  are 
fraudulent,  but  these  may  be  segregated  from  the  honest  claims,  and  the 
latter  should  be  paid  without  further  delay. 

Under  the  present  conditions  the  amount  required  for  the  support  of 
orphans,  half-orphans,  etc.,  is  $800,000  for  the  ensuing  two  fiscal  years. 
This  is  an  increase  over  my  previous  estimate  of  $125,000,  and  I  think  I 
have  now  placed  it  at  a  conservative  figure.  The  amount  of  claims  paid 
for  the  last  half  of  the  forty-eighth  fiscal  year  ending  .June  30, 1897, 
aggregated  $204,913  94;  for  the  first  half  of  the  forty-ninth  fiscal  vear, 
$195,520  92,  and  for  the  last  half  of  the  forty-ninth  fiscal  year,  $207,- 
969  92.  These  figures  do  not  include  any  amounts  paid  for  back 
claims,  which  also  amounted  to  several  thousands  of  dollars. 

I  believe  some  steps  must  be  taken  to  reduce  this  expenditure.  Either 
the  law  must  be  repealed  or  the  amount  now  appropriated  must  be 
reduced.  I  am  not  of  a  mind  to  recommend  the  former,  but  earnestly 
commend  the  alternative  to  your  consideration.

To  Hon.  James  H.  Budd,  Governor  of  the  State  of  California: 

Dear  Sir:  Herewith  will  be  found  my  second  biennial  report  of  the 
transactions  of  this  department  of  the  State  government,  for  the  forty- 
eighth  and  forty-ninth  fiscal  years,  commencing  July  1,  1896,  and  end- 
ing June  30,  1898,  together  with  facts  concerning  the  Capitol  building, 
statements  showing  expenditures,  and  necessary  recommendations  for 
the  future. 

ACTS  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE. 

The  records  of  this  office  show  that  pardons  have  been  granted  in 
3  felony  cases;  839  felons  were  restored  to  citizenship  at  the  expira- 
tion of  their  terms;  pardon  was  granted  in  1  misdemeanor  case;  the 
sentences  of  33  prisoners  were  commuted;  17  reprieves  of  sentence  were 
granted;  15  proclamations  oftering  rewards  in  murder  cases  were  issued; 
605  land  patents  signed;  1;546  notaries  public  and  30  commissioners  of 
deeds  commissioned;  344  executive  appointments  made,  and  20  bonds 
approved.

STATIONERY,  LIGHT,  AND  FUEL. 

Forty-eighth  Fiscal  Year. — A  deficiency  was  granted  by  the  State 
Board  of  Examiners  for  the  remainder  of  the  forty-eighth  fiscal  year, 
ending  June  30,  1897,  for  the  amount  of  $2,000,  in  favor  of  the  fund 
for  stationery,  light,  fuel,  and  supplies.  Of  the  sum  allowed,  bills  to  the 
amount  of  $1,551  98  were  presented  and  allowed  by  the  State  Board  of 
Examiners. 

Forty-ninth  Fiscal  Year. — The  appropriation  for  stationery,  light, 
fuel,  and  supplies  for  the  forty-ninth  fiscal  year,  was  $2,500  less  than  the 
allowance  for  any  previous  year  for  many  past  years.  A  deficiency  was 
asked  for  and  granted  by  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  for  $2,500,  and 
bills  to  the  amount  of  $2,473  81  were  sent  to  said  board,  and  they  will 
undoubtedly  be  approved. 

In  two  years  this  office,  by  adding  the  appropriations  usually  allowed, 
exceeded  the  expenditures  for  stationery,  light,  fuel,  and  supplies,  over 
previous  years,  by  the  sum  of  $1,525  79.  This  amount  is  the  net  extra 
expense  to  the  State  for  two  years. 

CAUSES. 

For  the  two  years  ending  June  30, 1896,.the  total  amount  of  stationery 
distributed  to  State  officers  and  the  Legislature  was  $6,001  71. 

There  was  distributed  during  the  past  two  years,  ending  June  30, 
1898,  $7,070  60,  being  an  excess  of  $1,068  89. 

The  extra  quantity  used  during  the  past  two  years  was  due  to  the 
closing  of  the  State  Printing  Office,  which  necessitated  the  officials  to 
draw  on  the  stationery  department  of  this  office  for  more  paper,  envel- 
opes, typewriting  supplies,  etc. 

During  the  past  two  years,  six  more  rooms  in  the  Capitol  have  been 
occupied  than  formerly,  the  heating  and  lighting  of  which  was  an 
additional  expense. 
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THE    STATE  CAPITOL. 
Since  my  first  biennial  report,  ending  June  30  189B   the  following 
reniir,  and  furnishings  have  been  made  within  the  building.

The"  of  has'been  thoroughly  repaired,  and  for  the  first  time  ,n  years 
tVip  huildine  is  free  from  leaks. 

Not  being'  able  to  purchase  wood  when  wanted  and  at  the  old  contrac 
pnce  I  had  to  purchase  coal;  hence,  bunkers  became  necessary.     Since 
the  op  ning  of  the  Capitol,  wood  only  has  been  consumed  in  generating 
steam      For  the  storage  of  coal,  a  large  bunker  was  erected  m  the  sink 
adia"ent  to  the  engine  room,  and  the  coal  is  kept  under  lock  and  key. 

The  walls  of  tne  basement  have  been  whitened,  and  the  same  wired 
for  electric  lights;  electricity  now  used  instead  ol  gas. 

The  many  flues  in  the  building  have  been  cleaned  and  put  m  older 
New  fire  grates  in  the  several  offices  have  replaced  the  old  ones,  which 
we  large°consumers  of  coal,  as  well  as  unsightly      The  new  grates  are 
not  only  useful,  but  ornamental.     Considerable  of  a  saving  ,n  coal  will 
he  made,  and  far  better  results  in  heating  obtained. 

In  th;  en»ine-room,  steam  pipes  have  been  covered  with  asbestos, 
steam  pumps  repaired,  elevator  plant  put  in  order,  and  as  g™«'>l  » 
overhauling  of  the  steam  and  power  plant  made  as  was  possible  wi,h 
our  limited  appropriation.  u„ild- 

A  well  was  bored  to  a  depth  of  150  feet,  at  the  e»st  side  of  the  build 
in-  at  a  cost  of  $13.5.'    The  water  consumed  on  the  third  floor  is  taken 
fiom  the  well,  and  last  year  a  saving  of  $150  for  -^t-,;-  "-^-_^  ^^^ 
Upon  the  cupola  of  the  dome,  at  an  elevation  of  240  feet  Irom  the 
ground,  12  arc  lights,  of  2,000  candle-power  each,  equal  in  volume  to 
2    000   andle-pow-er,  have  been  placed.     They  contribute  greatly  toward 
i.hting  the  grounds  as  well  as  the  city  generally.     The  expense  of  th  s 
li°ghtin°g  is  $60  per  mounth  for  all  night;  as  compared  with   he  rat 
charged  upon  entering  office,  similar  lights  would  have  cost  $180  per 
month,  until  1  o'clock.

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CONDITION    OF    THE    BUILDING. 


In  ray  biennial  report  for  the  forty-sixth  and  forty-seventh  fiscal 
years,  appeared  the  following:  "The  building,  for  the  health  of  its 
inmates,  should  be  ventilated,  because  when  it  was  erected  ventilation 
was  ignored  entirely.  The  basement  is  never  free  from  the  foulest  of 
air,  and  many  parts  therein  are  as  free  from  light  as  is  '  Egyptian 
darkness.'  There  is  no  fire  protection,  and  stand-pipes  should  be 
erected,  reaching  into  the  attic,  so  that  if  a  fire  should  start  in  that 
locality,  or  in  the  dome,  it  could  be  extinguished.  At  the  present  writ- 
ing, if  a  fire  should  start  above  the  third  floor  of.  the  building,  and 
gained  ordinary  headway,  the  entire  building  would  be  destroyed,  entail- 
ing a  loss  to  the  State  of  California  of  about  three  million  dollars.  The 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Sacramento  Fire  Department,  at  my  request, 
inspected  the  building  and  assured  me  of  the  facts  above  set  forth.  The 
several  lavatories  in  the  building  are  of  poor  plumbing,  are  antiquated, 
and  a  menace  to  health." 

No  provision  by  Legislature  has  since  been  enacted,  making  it 
possible  to  improve  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  Capitol.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  coming  Legislature  will,  by  a  suitable  appropriation, 
make  it  possible  for  my  successor  to  place  the  building  in  a  healthful 
and  satisfactory  condition.  With  the  exception  of  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  all  are  tastily  decorated.  New  carpets  are  needed  in 
the  rooms  of  the  State  Printer,  Secretary  of  State,  Clerk  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  Supreme  Court-room  (department  two),  and  two  minor  rooms. 
The  tiling  on  the  second  floor  is  in  bad  condition,  and  constantly  coming 
loose  in  places.  It  certainly  should  all  be  taken  up,  and  the  wooden 
floor  underneath  removed  and  the  tiling  relaid  in  solid  concrete  and 
cement.  The  brickwork  supporting  the  boilers  is  in  a  dilapidated  con- 
dition, and  unless  soon  repaired  the  boilers  will  become  useless.  I  have 
made  an  application  for  a  deficiency  with  which  to  put  the  building  in 
first-class  condition,  and  if  granted,  only  a  small  appropriation,  from 
time  to  time,  will  be  necessary  to  keep  the  Capitol  in  splendid  shape  for 
several  years. 

The  State  Library  is  fast  outgrowing  its  present  quarters.  Some  pro- 
vision should  be  made  for  the  law  library,  the  removal  of  which  from  its 
present  proximity  to  the  main  library  would  give  ample  shelf-room  for 
miscellaneous  books.  A  suitable  room  could  be  fitted  up  on  the  first 
floor  of  the  Capitol,  purposely  as  a  law  librar}^,  and  the  location,  as 
well  as  the  arrangement  of  the  books,  would  be  ver}'  advantageous  to 
members  of  the  bar  and  to  students.  No  additional  help  would  be 
necessary  after  making  the  change,  and  the  expense  for  shelving  and 
removal  would  not  be  great.  The  room  now  occupied  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Highways  would  be  very  suitable. 

More  ofiices  in  the  building  are  now  occupied  than  were  under  any 
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former  administration,  viz.:  By  the  Department  of  Highways,  one; 
State  Board  of  Horticulture,  two;  Code  Commissioners,  two;  Attorney- 
General,  one;  Commission  in  Lunacy,  and  State  Board  of  Health,  two; 
making  a  total  of  eight, 

CARE    OF   THE    BUILDING    DURING    SESSIONS    OF   THE    LEGISLATURE. 

Section  412  of  the  Political  Code  reads  as  follows:  "The  Secretary  of 
State  is  the  superintendent  and  has  charge  of  the  State  Capitol,  and  he 
must  keep  the  same,  together  with  all  property  therein,  in  good  order 
and  repair."  From  time  to  time  it  has  been  the  practice  of  the  legis- 
lators, during  the  session  of  the  Legislature,  to  appoint  watchmen,  por- 
ters, etc.  The  number  appointed  has  increased  to  such  an  extent  as  to 
be  a  great  and  useless  expense  to  the  State.  The  Secretary  of  State  is 
responsible  for  the  condition  of  the  Capitol  building  and  its  coritentsj 
and  I  respectfully  ask  the  incoming  Legislature  not  to  interfere  in  the 
discharge  of  his  duties  in  the  care  of  the  Capitol,  as  provided  by  law,  or 
until  such  time  as  the  present  law  is  repealed.  There  is  no  responsi- 
bility with  the  legislative  appointees,  nor  is  proper  care  taken  by  them 
of  the  property  of  the  State.  The  extra  force  needed  will  be  two  watch- 
men, six  porters,  one  elevator  attendant,  an  electrician,  an  engineer, 
and  a  fireman — twelve  persons  in  all.  At  the  last  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature thirty-five  persons  were  appointed  to  do  the  work,  which  can  the 
better  be  performed  with  twelve.  The  expense  was  about  $9,000,  and 
less  than  $3,300  will  suffice  for  all  purposes.  The  work  performed  by 
the  legislative  appointees  was  very  unsatisfactory,  and  there  is  no  reason 
why  employes  regularly  employed  by  the  State  during  the  year,  under- 
standing their  duties,  and  accountable  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  should 
be  supplanted  by  those  who  know  nothing  of  the  work  required,  and  as 
a  rule  care  less.  Of  the  six  porters  mentioned,  two  will  be  needed  for 
committee-rooms,  two  for  the  Senate,  and  two  for  the  Assembly,  includ- 
ing the  galleries  and  corridors. 

STATE  JANITOR. 

In  this  department  is  the  stationery,  statutes,  ballot  paper,  supplies, 
etc.  The  stock  of  stationery  is  in  good  condition  for  the  quality,  with  a 
few  exceptions  of  stock  of  the  value  of  $148  92  that  is  shopworn  and  out 
of  date.  The  stationery  room  and  stock  are  in  much  better  condition 
than  formerly,  and  most  of  the  accumulated  dead  stock  that  we  inher- 
ited has  been  disposed  of  without  loss.  The  stationery  on  hand  July  1, 
1896,  was  valued  at  $3,315  69,  as  compared  with  $3,558  12,  January  7, 
1895.  For  the  forty-sixth  fiscal  year,  ending  June  30,  1895,  the  value 
of  stationery  supplied  to  the  Legislature  was  $1,579  16,  and  to  State 
officials,  $2,363  60.     Under  the  same  conditions,  during  the  advent  of  a 
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new  administration  in  1891,  the  value  furnished  to  the  Legislature  was 
$1,787  49. 

The  table  that  follows  will  give  the  value  of  stationery  drawn  by  the 
Legislature  and  State  officials,  segregated:

The  increase  in  the  consumption  of  stationery  is  due  to  the  furnishing 
of  new  boards  and  commissions,  and  supplying  what  the  State  Printer 
supplied  formerly. 

ARCHIVES. 

Previous  to  1889,  no  provision  had  been  made  for  the  care  and  pres- 
ervation of  the  hundreds  of  thousands  of  State  papers  that  had  for  years 
been  accumulating  in  the  different  departments  of  the  State  government. 
At  the  session  of  the  Legislature,  held  in  that  year,  an  Act  was  passed 
providing  for  the  construction  of  a  vault  in  which  all  such  public  docu- 
ments could  be  safely  and  systematically  stored,  and  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  competent  person,  who  should  be  designated  as  "  Keeper  of 
the  Archives,"  who,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Secretary  of  State, 
should  have  charge  of  the  proposed  vault  and  all  State  records.  Since 
the  passage  of  this  law  the  work  of  finding  and  arranging  such  papers 
has  been  steadily  and  conscientiously  prosecuted,  not  only  during  my 
administration,  but  also  by  my  predecessor.  During  the  past  four 
years  great  progress  has  been  made  in  recovering  and  segregating 
important  State  papers,  and  it  is  with  pride  that  this  department  calls 
attention  to  the  fact  that  not  only  is  the  vault  constructed  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  of  1889  above  mentioned  filled,  but  a  second  vault 
upon  the  first  floor  of  the  Capitol  building  is  also  completely  filled. 
Each  document  is  now  in  a  place  where  it  may  be  properly  preserved 
and  easy  of  access.  The  magnitude  of  this  work  may  be  more  readily 
appreciated  when  your  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  these  papers, 
of  almost  priceless  value,  have  been  accumulating  for  almost  fifty  years, 
and  are  being  recovered  by  the  Keeper  of  the  Archives  after  being  filed 
away  in  every  conceivable  shape  and  condition,  in  bundles,  boxes» 
barrels,  in  fact  in  every  part  of  the  Capitol  building.     Many  records  of 
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the  most  important  character  had  been  filed  in  some  obscure  corner, 
covered  with  dust  and  mildew.  The  limited  space  at  present  provided 
for  the  custody  of  these  records  is  now  completely  and  systematically 
occupied.  During  the  latter  part  of  this  administration  the  work  of 
indexing,  under  the  card  system,  the  records  so  stored  and  arranged,  has 
been  carefully  and  steadily  conducted.  It  might  be  well  to  suggest  that 
provision  should  be  made  by  the  next  Legislature  for  more  space  or 
vault  room,  before  continuing  to  any  great  extent  the  indexing  of  the 
papers  that  are  now  crowded  into  these  two  vaults.  The  reason  for 
such  a  suggestion  is  that  at  the  present  time  there  are  many  thousands 
of  records  that  cannot,  now  be  segregated  or  properly  filed  away  for  lack 
of  space.  Should  an  index  of  the  contents  of  these  vaults  be  made  at 
this  time,  in  their  overcrowded  condition,  it  would  be  necessary,  when 
more  room  is  provided,  and  the  position  of  the  records  stored  in  them 
changed,  to  also  change  the  index,  which  would  require  months  of 
careful  and  expensive  labor;  As  before  stated,  these  vaults  are  now 
overcrowded  and  additional  space  is  necessary,  and  this  department 
would  respectfully  recommend  that  provision  should,  at  the  earliest 
possible  time,  be  made  for  the  immediate  construction  of  another  vault, 
which  should  be  furnished  with  steel  lockers  and  cases.  The  vault  now 
in  use  should  be  fitted  with  the  same,  in  place  of  the  cumbersome 
wooden  lockers  and  pigeon-holes  with  which  they  are  now  provided. 
Such  a  change  is  of  paramount  importance,  for  should  a  fire  in  anyway 
be  started  in  either  of  these  vaults  the  destruction  of  many,  if  not  all,  of 
these  valuable  State  papers  would  be  almost  an  absolute  certainty;  such 
a  loss  to  the  State  would  be  irreparable  and  inestimable.  The  vault 
now  in  use  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Capitol  building  should  be  provided 
with  some  means  of  ventilation,  for  at  present  it  is  practically  air- 
tight. Your  attention  is  further  called  to  the  fact  that  on  the  od  of 
January,  1899,  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  the  several  State 
officials,  many  thousands  of  papers  will  be  turned  over  to  the  Keeper  of 
the  Archives,  which,  with  the  records  of  the  coming  session  of  the 
Legislature,  he  will  have  no  place  to  properly  store  unless  additional 
vault  room  is  provided.  Should  a  new  vault  be  built  it  should  be 
located  where  light  and  air  could  reach  it,  and  not  in  the  basement, 
where  the  present  vault  is  situated,  which  is  too  dark  and  damp  for  the 
proper  preservation  of  its  contents,  and  is  an  actual  menace  to  the 
health  of  any  person  compelled  to  work  therein.  As  the  records  con- 
tained in  these  vaults  are  in  daily  demand  by  the  several  State  depart- 
ments, attorneys  and  taxpayers,  it  must  be  apparent  that  it  is  impor- 
tant, in  fact,  absolutely  necessary,  to  make  more  liberal  provision  for 
their  systematic  storage  and  perfect  safety. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS. 

POWER    (electricity). 

With  an  expenditure  of  a  few  hundred  dollars,  two  electric  motors, 
with  attachments  and  pump,  could  be  placed  in  the  basement  of  the 
Capitol.  The  elevator,  and  the  pump  for  pumping  water  into  tiie  tanks 
in  the  building,  could  be  run  by  electricity,  and  a  saving  made  to  the 
State  of  $2,000  or  more  annually.  Under  the  present  system  it  is  neces- 
sary to  keep  up  seventy  pounds  of  steam  in  the  boilers,  with  which  to 
run  the  elevator;  by  using  electricity,  at  a  monthly  cost  not  to  exceed 
$40,  no  fires  in  the  furnace  would  be  necessary  from  April  to  the  middle 
of  November,  or  first  of  December,  being  seven  months  during  the  year- 
The  fact  that  the  corridors  are  heated  by  steam  during  the  winter  season 
necessitates  keeping  fires  in  the  furnaces  for  five  months.  With  the 
electric  motors  in  place,  there  will  be  a  saving  to  the  State,  in  light  and 
fuel  within  the  building,  of  more  than  $4,000  a  year.  With  electricity,  in 
case  of  fire,  it  would  take  but  a  second  to  press  a  button,  and  the  pump 
would  start.  The  fire  engines  of  this  city  have  a  pressure,  in  forcing 
water  through  the  fire  department  hose,  of  85  pounds;  our  pressure 
would  be  120  pounds,  and  consequently  we  would  have  a  better  fire  pro- 
tection than  the  city,  and,  with  the  stand-pipes  erected  to  the  attic,  we 
could  force  water,  direct  from  the  city  main,  through  the  pipes  with 
sufiicient  force  to  throw  it  over  the  dome. 

OFFICES. 

The  following  rooms,  in  some  instances,  are  badly  in  need  of  repairs, 
while  in  others,  carpets  and  furniture  are  absolutely  necessary:  One 
large  room  of  the  Superintendent  of  State  Printing,  one  large  room  of  the 
Adjutant-General,  one  large  room  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  three  rooms 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  and  the  entrances  to  the 
Senate  and  Assembly  chambers.  The  carpet  in  the  room  occupied  by 
Department  Two  of  the  Supreme  Court  is  in  poor  condition,  and  the 
same  may  be  said  of  the  ones  in  the  ladies'  waiting-room  and  the  two 
legislative  chambers. 

Repairs,  furniture,  or  carpets  will  not  be  necessary  in  several  rooms  for 
some  years  to  come,  but  when  we  took  charge  of  the  Capitol  all  rooms 
were  more  or  less  in  a  deplorable  condition.  In  some,  the  walls  had  been 
decorated  artistically,  as  was  also  the  rotunda,  and  large  sums  of  money 
thus  expended,  but  the  offices  had  been  sadly  neglected,  to  which,  I 
believe,  every  official  will  testify. 

In  every  department  and  office,  documents  and  records  of  great  value 
are  rapidly  accumulating.  They  are  filed  away  in  wooden  cases—a 
practice,  in  my  judgment,  very  dangerous.     Every  care  and  precaution 
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should  be  exercised  for  their  preservation  in  case  of  fire,  and  to  that  end 
steel  cases  should  be  used. 

WATER. 

The  State  now  pays  $600  per  annum  for  water  used  in  the  building, 
and  $1,200  per  annum  for  water  for  irrigating  purposes,  a  total  of 
$1,800.  I  am  convinced  that  for  $500  a  well  could  be  sunk  which  would 
afford  ample  supply  for  the  building  and  for  irrigation,  and  of  a  quality 
better  than  now  furnished.  We  are  compelled  to  pump  the  water  used 
in  the  building  from  the  mains  into  tanks  situated  in  the  attic.  The 
same  power  would  lift  the  water  from  the  well.  The  only  additional 
expense,  after  the  completion  of  the  well,  would  be  the  erection  of 
tanks,  and  pumping  the  water  into  them  for  irrigation  purposes.  We 
now  have  an  engine,  pump,  engineer,  and  fireman,  and  no  additional 
expense  would  entail.  With  electricity  we  could  raise  the  water  for  the 
grounds  with  less  expense  than  the  present  cost  of  pumping  for  the  use 
of  the  building.  I  am  confident  that  a  saving  of  at  least  $1,200  per 
annum  could  be  made  to  the  State.  I  have  consulted  with  a  competent 
well-borer — one  who  has  had  a  large  experience  in  sinking  wells  in  Sac- 
ramento and  vicinity — and  he  assures  me  that  a  well  ample  for  all 
purposes  can  be  put  down  for  a  sum  less  than  mentioned  above.  I 
recommend  consideration  of  this  subject. 

HEATING. 

The  quantity  of  fuel  now  used  in  the  grates  in  the  several  rooms  is 
excessive,  and  the  results  in  heating  unsatisfactory.  In  all  modern 
public  buildings,  heaters  are  used  instead  of  grates,  and  not  only  is  it 
economy  to  use  them,  but  also  more  heat  is  obtained.  With  grates,  it  is 
estimated  by  competent  engineers  that  eighty  per  cent  of  the  heat  cre- 
ated goes  up  the  chimney.  The  heaters  also  do  away  with  the  expense 
and  trouble  in  starting  fires;  no  dust  or  soot  is  scattered  about  the  room, 
to  the  injury  of  its  furnishings  and  the  inconvenience  of  the  occupants. 
There  would  be  no  additional  expense  in  maintaining  the  extra  heaters, 
because  steam  is  kept  up  in  the  boilers  for  supplying  the  large  heaters 
now  in  use  in  the  several  corridors.  With  electricity  in  use  for  purposes 
mentioned  above,  forty  pounds  of  steam  kept  up  in  the  boilers  during 
five  months  of  the  year  would  be  sufficient  for  all  purposes,  while 
seventy  is  now  required  for  less  service;  hence,  I  am  confident  that,  with 
the  new  system,  a  saving  of  more  than  $2,000  per  annum  could  be 
made  in  fuel  used  in  the  grates  and  engine-room. 

STATE    BLUE    BOOK,    OR    ROSTER. 

The  Roster  is  compiled  and  published  in  pursuance  of  an  Act  of  the 
Legislature,  and  the  number  of  copies  issued  is  limited  to  five  thousand. 
More  than  half  of  the  edition  is,  by  law,  distributed  to  officials  (Legis- 
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lative,  State,  County,  and  City)  and  public  libraries.  The  demand 
greatly  exceeds  the  supply,  and  I  would  recommend  that  the  number 
of  copies  be  increased  to  ten  thousand.  The  book  is  in  constant  demand 
by  a  large  percentage  of  our  citizens,  and  by  many  teachers  and  scholars 
in  the  public  schools,  where  it  is  often  used  in  the  study  of  civil  govern- 
ment. It  is  hoped  that  the  Legislature  will  increase  the  number,  and 
thereby  relieve  this  office  from  the  necessity  of  informing  applicants  for 
the  Roster  that  the  supply  is  exhausted,  as  we  have  been  reluctantly 
compelled  to  do  in  hundreds  of  cases  during  the  past  twelve  months.

REPORT    OF    SURVEYOR-GENERAL. 


DELINQUENT  INTEREST  ON  STATE  SCHOOL  LANDS. 

In  May,  1897,  and  in  May,  1898,  complete  delinquent  lists  were  sent 
out  to  the  District  Attorneys  of  each  county  in  the  State  where  there 
were  delinquent  purchasers  of  State  school  lands. 


COUNTY  BOUNDARIES. 

On  January  11,  1896,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Lassen  County 
passed  an  order  requesting  the  Surveyor-General  to  survey  and  establish 
the  boundary  line  between  the  counties  of  Lassen  and  Shasta,  and 
recommending  that  Will  H.  Earl,  County  Surveyor  of  Lassen  County, 
be  appointed  to  make  said  survey.  In  compliance  with  said  request 
and  recommendation,  Mr.  Earl  was  appointed,  and  the  necessary 
instructions  issued  to  him  for  the  making  of  said  survey;  the  State  of 
California  not  to  be  responsible  for  any  part  of  the  expense  of  said 
survey. 

At  the  time  of  making  my  last  report  (August  1,  1896)  the  map  and 
field  notes  had  not  been  returned  to  this  office,  which  fact  was  stated  in 
said  report.  Since  that  time,  said  map  and  field  notes  were  received 
and  filed  in  this  office,  and  on  September  15,  1896,  were  approved  by 
the  Surveyor-General. 

No  other  boundary  survey  has  been  run,  under  instructions  from  this 
office,  during  the  two  years  covered  by  this  report.

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TULARE  LAKE. 

The  official  plats  made  from  the  early  surveys,  also  the  official  maps 
of  Tulare  County,  made  in  1877,  show  Tulare  Lake  at  that  time  to  have 
been  about  fifty  miles  in  length  and  about  thirty  miles  in  width,  it 
being  the  largest  inland  body  of  fresh  water  in  the  State.  Formerly, 
during  the  rainy  season  of  each  year,  a  large  amount  of  water  flowed 
into  this  lake  from  Kings  River,  Cross  Creek,  Tule  River,  Deer  Creek, 
and  many  other  smaller  streams,  all  being  fed  by  the  rainfall  and  melt- 
ing snows  on  the  western  slope  of  the  Sierra  Nevada  Mountains. 

Of  late  years  a  large  amount  of  land  lying  between  the  mountains 
and  Tulare  Lake  has  been  under  a  system  of  irrigation,  the  water  being 
taken  from  the  above-named  creeks  and  rivers.  This  appropriation  of 
the  water  from  these  streams,  together  with  seasons  of  light  rains  and 
snowfall  in  the  mountains,  have  so  changed  the  original  conditions 
that  for  the  past  two  years  no  water  whatever  has  flowed  into  the  lake 
from  them;  the  result  of  which  has  been  the  gradual  recession  of  the 
waters  of  this  lake  until  they  are  now  entirely  gone,  with  the  exception 
of  a  small  slough  near  the  former  center  of  the  lake,  where  there 
appears  to  be  some  water. 

During  the  time  covered  by  this  report,  applications  to  purchase  lands 
uncovered  by  the  recession  of  the  waters  of  this  lake  have  been  filed, 
under  the  Act  approved  March  24,  1893,  aggregating  88,932yV^  acres,  as 
appears  under  its  proper  heading  in  this  report. 

AN    ACT 

Regulating  the  Sale  of  the  Lands  Uncovered  by  the  Recession 
OR  Drainage  of  the  Waters  of  Inland  Lakes,  and  Unsegregated 
Swamp  and  Overflowed  Lands,  and  Validating  Sales  and 
Surveys  Heretoforf  Made. 

[Approved  March  24,  1893.] 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly, 

do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Any  person  desiring  to  purchase  any  of  the  lands  uncov- 
ered by  the  recession  or  drainage  of  the  waters  of  inland  lakes,  and 
inuring  to  the  State  by  virtue  of  her  sovereignty,  or  the  swamp  and 
overflowed  lands  not  segregated  by  the  United  States,  shall  make  an 
application  therefor  to  the  Surveyor-General  of  the  State,  which  appli- 
cation shall  be  accompanied  by  applicant's  affidavit  that  he  is  a  citizen 
of  the  United  States  or  has  declared  his  intention  to  become  such,  a 
resident  of  this  State,  of  lawful  age,  that  he  desires  to  purchase  such 
lands    (describing  the  same  by  legal  subdivisions,    or   by   metes  and

bounds,  if  the  legal  subdivisions  are  unknown)  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Act;  that  he  desires  to  purchase  the  same  for  his  own  use  and 
benefit,  and  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  no  other  person  or  persons  whom- 
soever, and  that  he  has  made  no  contract  or  agreement  to  sell  the  same, 
and  that  he  does  not  own  any  State  lands  which,  together  with  that  now 
sought  to  be  purchased,  exceeds  six  hundred  and  forty  acres. 

Sec.  2.  Upon  the  fiHng  of  said  application,  when  the  land  has  not 
been  sectionized,  the  Surveyor-General  shall  authorize  the  County  Sur- 
veyor of  the  county  where  the  whole  or  the  greater  portion  of  the  land 
lies,  to  survey  the  same,  who  shall  make  an  actual  survey  thereof,  at  the 
expense  of  the  applicant,  establishing  four  corners  to  each  quarter  sec- 
tion, and  connecting  the  same  with  a  United  States  survey;  and  he  must, 
within  thirty  days,  file  with  the  Surveyor-General  a  copy,  under  oath,  of 
his  field-notes  and  plat,  and  a  statement,  under  oath,  showing  whether 
or  not  the  land  is  occupied  by  any  actual  settler. 

Sec.  3.  If  the  surveyor  thus  authorized  shall  fail  to  make  his  return 
to  the  Surveyor-General  Mathin  the  time  specified  in  the  preceding  sec- 
tion, the  Surve3'or- General  may  designate  another  person  to  make  the 
said  survey. 

Sec.  4.  No  application  to  purchase  land  under  this  Act  shall  be 
approved  by  the  Surveyor-General  until  the  expiration  of  ninety  days 
from  the  filing  thereof  in  his  office,  and  meanwhile  the  land  shall  be 
subject  to  the  adverse  claim  of  any  actual  settler  who  has  resided  thereon 
when  the  said  application  was  filed. 

Sec.  5.  The  swamp  and  overflowed  lands  designated  in  this  Act  shall 
be  sold  and  patented  at  the  same  price,  and  on  the  same  terms  and  man- 
ner of  payment  as  at  present  provided  for  swamp  and  overflowed  lands. 
All  moneys  received  for  said  swamp  and  overflowed  lands  shall  be  paid 
into  the  Swamp  Land  Fund  of  the  county  in  which  the  lands  are  situ- 
ated, and  shall  be  treated  and  disposed  of  in  the  manner  as  moneys 
arising  from  the  sale  of  segregated  swamp  and  overflowed  lands.  If  any 
of  the  lands  are  suitable  for  cultivation  without  reclamation,  such  lands 
shall  be  sold  only  to  actual  settlers  in  tracts  not  exceeding  three  hun- 
dred and  twenty  acres.  Lands  uncovered  by  the  recession  or  drainage 
of  the  waters  of  inland  lakes  shall  be  sold  at  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
per  acre,  upon  the  same  terms  of  payment  as  for  swamp  and  overflowed 
land.  All  moneys  derived  from  the  sale  of  such  uncovered  lands  shall 
be  paid  into  the  School  Fund  of  the  county  where  the  land  lies. 

Sec  6.  Any  of  the  lands  designated  in  this  Act  which,  by  reason  of 
periodical  overflow,  need  and  are  susceptible  of  reclamation,  may  be 
reclaimed  by  the  formation  of  districts,  in  the  same  manner  and  subject 
to  all  of  the  provisions  of  law  regulating  the  reclamation  of  swamp  and 
overflowed  lands;  provided,  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  county 
in  which  the  lands,  or  the  greater  part  thereof,  are  situated,  must  first 
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determine,  upon  proper  petition  presented  therefor,  by  the  holders  of 
the  title,  or  evidence  of  title,  representing  one  half  or  more  of  any  body 
of  such  land,  that  such  reclamation  is  necessary  and  feasible. 

Sec.  7.  When  land  has  been  sold  under  this  Act,  no  contest  shall  be 
maintained  against  the  purchaser  on  the  ground  that  the  land  is  not  of 
the  character  stated  in  the  application,  unless  it  is  shown  that  it  is  not 
of  the  character  recited  in  section  one  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  8.  All  uncanceled  certificates  of  purchase  and  patents  hereto- 
fore issued,  and  payments  heretofore  made,  for  any  lands  as  swamp 
and  overflowed  lands,  which  lands  belong  to  any  of  the  classes  described 
in  section  one  of  this  Act,  whether  or  not  such  lands  were  segregated  or 
sectionized,  shall,  for  all  purposes,  be  valid,  and  shall  have  the  same 
force  and  effect  as  if  such  lands  had  been  at  all  times  subject  to  sale  as 
swamp  and  overflowed  lands;  provided,  however,  that  any  and  all  con- 
tests now  existing  between  settlers  and  holders  of  certificates  of  purchase 
shall  not  be  affected  by  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  9.  All  plats  of  any  of  the  lands  described  in  section  one  of  this 
Act,  which  have  been  heretofore  made  under  authority  of  the  United 
States  Surveyor-General,  and  which  plats  designate  the  same  as  swamp 
and  overflowed  lands,  shall  be  deemed  valid  and  effectual  as  surveys 
of  such  lands  from  and  after  the  date  thereof. 

Sec.   10.     This  Act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage. 

AN  ACT 

To  Define  the  Duties  of  and  to  License  Land  Surveyors. 
[Approved  March  31,  1891.] 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly, 

do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Every  person  desiring  to  become  a  licensed  land  surveyor 
in  this  State  must  present  to  the  State  Surveyor-General  of  this  State 
a  certificate  that  he  is  a  person  of  good  moral  character;  also  a  certifi- 
cate signed  by  three  licensed  surveyors,  or  a  certificate  signed  by  the 
Board  of  Examining  Surveyors  (provided  for  in  section  five  of  this 
Act),  which  certificate  shall  set  forth  that  the  person  named  therein  is, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  person  signing  the  same,  a  fit  and  competent  per- 
son to  receive  a  license  as  a  land  surveyor,  together  with  his  oath  that 
he  will  support  the  Constitution  of  this  State  and  of  the  United  States, 
and  that  he  will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  a  licensed  land  sur- 
veyor, as  defined  in  this  Act. 

Sec.  2.  Upon  receipt  of  such  certificate  and  oath  by  the  State 
Surveyor-General,   it  shall  be  his  duty  to  forthwith  to  issue  to  such 
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applicant  a  license,  without  charge,  which  license  shall  set  forth  the 
fact  that  the  applicant  is  a  competent  survej'^or,  or  that  he  has  had  at 
least  two  years'  experience  in  the  field  as  a  surveyor  or  assistant 
surveyor. 

Sec.  3.  Such  license  shall  contain  the  full  name  of  the  applicant; 
the  technical  institution  from  which  he  is  a  graduate  (if  he  be  a  grad- 
uate), or  if  he  be  not  a  graduate,  the  fact  must  be  stated  in  the  license; 
his  birthplace,  age,  and  to  whom  issued;  the  name  of  the  person  upon 
whose  certificate  the  license  is  issued,  and  the  date  of  its  issuance. 

Sec.  4.  All  papers  received  by  the  State  Surveyor-General  on  appli- 
cation for  licenses  shall  be  kept  on  file  in  his  ofiice,  and  a  proper  index 
and  record  thereof  shall  be  kept  by  him,  and  a  list  of  all  licensed  land 
surveyors  shall  be  kept  by  him,  and  he  shall  monthly  transmit  to  the 
County  Recorder  of  each  county  in  this  State  a  full  and  correct  list  of 
all  persons  so  licensed;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  such 
Recorders  to  keep  such  lists  in  their  ofiices  in  such  a  way  as  they  may 
be  easily  accessible  to  all  persons. 

Sec.  5.  AVithin  twenty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  the  Gov- 
ernor shall  appoint  three  surveyors  in  good  standing,  members  of  the 
Technical  Society  of  the  Pacific  Coast,  and  two  other  surveyors  in  good 
standing,  not  members  of  such  society,  as  a  Board  of  Examining  Sur- 
veyors, who  shall  conduct  such  examinations  and  make  such  inquiries 
as  to  them  may  seem  necessary  to  ascertain  the  qualifications  of  appli- 
cants for  surveyors'  licenses. 

Sec.  6.  A  majority  of  the  Board  of  Examining  Surveyors  shall  meet 
on  the  first  Friday  of  each  month  during  their  term  of  office,  in  the 
rooms  of  the  Technical  Society  of  the  Pacific  Coast,  in  San  Francisco, 
and  at  such  other  times  and  places  as  they  may  select.  The  members 
of  the  Board  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  one  year  from  the  date  of 
appointment,  and  shall  serve  without  compensation. 

Sec.  7.  Every. licensed  surveyor  shall  have  a  seal  of  office,  the  im- 
pression of  which  must  contain  the  name  of  the  surveyor,  his  principal 
place  of  business,  and  the  words  "Licensed  Surveyor  "  ;  and  all  maps 
and  papers  signed  by  him,  and  to  which  said  seal  has  been  attached, 
shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  in  all  the  courts  of  this  State. 

Sec.  8.  Surveyors'  licenses,  issued  in  accordance  with  this  Act,  shall 
remain  in  force  until  revoked  for  cause,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  9.  Ever}'  licensed  surveyor  is  authorized  to  administer  and 
certify  oaths,  when  it  becomes  necessary  to  take  testimony  to  identify 
or  establish  old  or  lost  corners;  or,  if  a  corner  or  monument  be  found  in 
a  perishable  condition,  and  it  appears  desirable  that  evidence  concern- 
ing -such  corner  or  monument  be  perpetuated  ;  or  whenever  the  impor- 
tance of  the  survey  makes  it  desirable,  to  administer  an  oath,  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  duty,  to  his  assistants.  A  record  of  such  oaths 
shall  be  preserved  as  a  part  of  the  field-notes  of  the  survey. 
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Sec.  10.  Every  licensed  surveyor  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  sur- 
veys relating  to  the  sale  or  subdivision  of  lands,  the  retracing  or  estab- 
lishing of  propert}'  or  boundar}'  lines,  public  roads,  streets,  alleys,  or 
trails;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  surveyor,  whenever  making  any 
such  surveys,  except  those  relating  to  the  retracing  or  subdivision  of 
cemetery  or  town  lots,  whether  the  survey  be  made  for  private  persons, 
corporations,  cities,  or  counties,  to  set  permanent  and  reliable  monu- 
ments, and  such  monuments  must  be  permanently  marked  with  the 
initials  of  the  surveyor  setting  them. 

Sec.  11.  Within  sixty  days  after  a  survey  relating  to  the  sale  or  sub- 
division of  lands,  the  retracing  or  establishing  of  property  and  boundary 
lines,  public  roads  or  trails,  original  cemetery  or  town  sites,  and  their 
subdivisions  has  been  made  by  a  licensed  surveyor,  he  shall  file  with 
the  Recorder  of  the  county  in  which  such  survey  or  any  portion  thereof 
lies,  a  record  of  survey.  Such  record  shall  be  made  in  a  good  draughts- 
manlike manner,  on  one  or  more  sheets  of  firm  paper  of  the  uniform 
size  of  twenty-one  by  thirty  inches.  This  record  of  survey  shall  be 
either  an  original  plat  or  a  copy  thereof,  and  must  contain  all  the  data 
necessary  to  enable  any  competent  practical  surveyor  to  retrace  the  sur- 
vey. The  record  of  survey  must  show:  All  permanent  monuments  set, 
describing  their  size,  kind,  and  location,  with  reference  to  the  corners 
which  they  are  intended  to  perpetuate;  all  bearing  or  witness  trees 
marked  in  the  field;  complete  outlines  of  the  several  tracts  or  parcels  of 
land  surveyed,  within  courses  and  lengths  of  boundary  lines;  the  angles 
as  measured  by  Vernier  readings,  which  the  lines  of  blocks  or  lots,  if  the 
record  relate  to  an  original  town-site  survey,  make  with  each  other  and 
with  the  center  lines  of  adjacent  streets,  alleys,  roads,  or  lanes;  the 
variations  of  the  magnetic  needle  with  which  old  lines  have  been 
retraced;  the  scale  of  the  map;  the  date  of  survey;  a  proper  connection 
with  one  or  more  points  of  an  original  or  larger  tract  of  land,  and  the 
name  of  the  same;  the  name  of  the  grant  or  grants,  or  of  the  townships 
and  ranges  within  which  the  survey  is  located;  the  signature  and  seal 
of  the  surveyor;  provided,  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  require 
record  to  be  made  of  surveys  of  a  preliminary  nature,  where  no  monu- 
ments or  corners  are  established. 

Sec.  12.  The  record  of  surveys  thus  filed  with  the  County  Recorder 
of  any  county  must  be  by  him  pasted  into  a  stub  book  provided  for 
that  purpose,  and  he  must  keep  a  proper  index  of  such  records,  by 
name  of  owner,  by  name  of  surve3'or,  by  nara^  of  grant,  city,  or  town, 
and  by  United  States  subdivisions;  and  he  shall  make  no  charge  for 
filing  and  indexing  such  records  of  surveys. 

Sec  13.  Upon  the  failure  of  any  licensed  surveyor  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  this  Act,  and  the  furnishing  of  satisfactory  proofs 
of  such  fact,  the  State  Surveyor-General  must  revoke  his  license,  and 
no  other  license  shall  be  issued  to  him  within  one  year  from  such  revo- 
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cation.  A  violation  of  section  eles'en  of  this  Act  shall  be  a  misdemeanor, 
and  any  person  convicted  of  such  violation  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
not  to  exceed  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail  not  exceeding  thirty  days. 

Sec.  14.  In  case  said  Board  shall  refuse  to  meet  and  examine  the 
applicants  for  licenses  as  in  this  Act  provided,  and  issue  to  such  appli- 
cants the  certificate  or  certificates  mentioned  in  this  Act,  if  such  person 
be  a  fit  and  competent  person  to  receive  the  same,  they  may  be  com- 
pelled to  do  so  by  mandamus;  and  if  upon  the  hearing  of  such  man- 
damus it  appears  that  they  have  willfully  and  wrongfully  refused  to 
examine  any  applicants,  or  to  issue  him  a  certificate  when  he  is  entitled 
to  the  same,  such  Board  so  refusing  or  failing  shall  be,  jointly  and  sever- 
ally, liable  for  all  cost  of  said  mandamus  proceeding,  including  attor- 
ney's fee  of  five  hundred  dollars,  and  shall  be  so  jointly  and  severally 
liable  to  any  person  aggrieved  by  such  refusal,  in  the  sum  of  five  hun- 
dred dollars,  as  fixed,  settled,  and  liquidated  damages,  which  may  be 
recovered  in  any  court  in  this  State,  and  the  judgment  (if  it  be  for 
plaintiff)  in  mandamus  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  such  injury  and 
damage  in  any  action  which  may  be  brought  to  recover  damages  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  15.  All  that  part  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  of  this  State 
relating  to  mandamus  is  hereby  made  applicable  to  the  provisions  of 
this  Act;  and  all  proceedings  in  mandamus  under  this  Act  shall  be  in 
accordance  therewith. 

Sec.  16.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  July,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-one.

To  the  Senate  and  Assembly  of  the  State  of  California: 

We  have  the  honor  to  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  transactions 
of  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  since  December  1,  1896. 

The  law  fixes  the  first  and  third  Monday's  of  every  month  as  the 
regular  meeting  days  of  this  Board,  but  the  great  volume  of  business 
coming  before  the  Board  for  consideration,  which  is  increasing  in 
amount  and  importance  with  the  growth  of  the  State,  requiring  careful 
consideration,  has  necessitated  more  frequent  meetings  to  keep  up  with 
the  business  Of  the  office,  and  to  enable  those  having  claims  against 
the  State  to  receive  prompt  payment.  In  nearly  every  instance  where 
a  State  institution  has  been  created,  a  special  law  has  been  enacted  to 
govern  it,  making  the  business  of  the  office  more  complicated.  It  has 
been  the  earnest  effort  of  this  Board  to  reduce  the  business  of  the  State 
to  a  more  uniform  system. 

Since  the  last  report,  the  Board  has  held  151  meetings — an  average 
of  over  six  per  month;  have  passed  upon  8,704  claims,  aggregating  the 
amount  of  $7,519,256 ;  have  rejected  35  claims,  to  the  amount  of 
$56,840  78;  the  items  cut  out  and  disallowed  from  other  claims  amount 
to  $102,932  24;  total  rejections,  $159,773  02.

PURCHASE  OF  BONDS. 

There  is  at  the  present  time  $200,000  in  the  State  School  Land  Fund. 
Section  680  of  the  Political  Code  directs  that  this  money  shall  be  used 
for  purchase  of  bonds  for  the  benefit  of  the  School  Fund,  but  this  Board 
has  been  unable  to  keep  this  money  invested  to  advantage.  The  United 
States  bonds  are  selling  at  a  very  high  premium,  the  State  is  issuing  no 
bonds,  and  the  counties  are  paying  off  their  bonds  and  issuing  very  few. 
These  three  classes  of  bonds  are  the  only  ones  that  the  law  allows  the 
Board  to  purchase,  therefore  the  Board  recommends  that  the  law  be 
amended  to  allow  the  purchase  of  municipal  bonds  also. 

We  further  recommend  that  in  the  future,  should  the  State  issue 
bonds,  the  Board  of  Examiners  should  have  the  right  to  purchase  the 
bonds  at  a  reasonable  rate  for  the  School  Fund.

DEFICIENCY  CLAIMS. 

Under  the  General  Appropriation  Bill  and  Act,  approved  March  23, 
1893  (Stats.  1893,  p.  285),  officers  of  the  vai'ious  departments,  boards, 
commissions,  and  institutions,  for  whose  benefit  and  support  appropri- 
ations are  made,  are  expressly  forbidden  to  create  any  indebtedness  in 
excess  of  such  appropriations,  except  the  unanimous  consent  of  the 
State  Board  of  Examiners  be  first  obtained,  and  a  certificate  in  writing, 
duly  signed  by  every  member  of  said  Board,  of  the  unavoidable 
necessity  for  such  expenditure. 

The  Board  has  exercised  great  care  in  granting  deficiencies,  but  it 
was  found  absolutely  necessary  to  grant  a  few.  The  following  is  a  list 
of  the  applications  made,  and  the  action  taken  by  the  Board  thereon:

Gentlemen:  In  our  estimate  of  the  probable  number  of  boys  tliat  we  would  be  called 
upon  to  care  for  during  the  forty-seventh  and  forty-eighth  liscal  years,  we  placed  the 
number  at  200,  and  that  number  was  reached,  and  we  are  now  caring  for  230,  and  with  a 
probabilitj'  of  going  above  that  number. 
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The  first  half  of  this  year  we  averaged  15  boys,  and  the  last  half  we  will  probably 
average  30  (or  more)  boys  than  we  had  estimated.  This  would  be  equivalent  to  45  boys 
for  the  half  year. 

In  view  of  this,  and  also  the  experience  of  the  last  few  months  in  trying  to  get  along 
without  asking  for  a  deficiency  and  finding  that  we  cannot  keep  the  expenses  down  to 
our  allotment,  we  are  forced  to  ask  that  a  deficiency  appropriation  be  allowed  to  cover 
the  extra  expenses  incurred  by  having  this  increased  number  of  boys. 

We  would  need  for  this  purpose  the  sura  of  $5,625,  if  we  were  to  figure  at  the  rate  of 
45  boys  for  six  months  at  .$250  per  year ;  but  we  think  that  the  sum  of  |4,500  will 
be  enough  to  keep  us  through  until  the  next  appropriation  is  available.  We  assure  you 
that  we  will  turn  back  into  the  treasury  any  moneys  that  are  not  absolutely  needed  to 
maintain  the  school  properly. 

We  were  very  much  in  hopes  that  we  could  get  along  without  asking  for  this 
deficiency,  and  regret  that  we  could  not  do  so. 

I  have  asked  Senator  Voorheis  to  introduce  a  bill  for  .'P4,500  for  the  purpose  stated, 
but  since  asking  him  to  do  so  I  thought  that  perhaps  I  had  superseded  my  authority, 
and  so  I  now  confess  and  hope  that,  if  I  have  erred,  I  may  be  forgiven.

The  appropriation  of  $50,000  for  use  of  the  thirty-first  session  was  insufl3cient,  falling 
short  nearly  $28,000,  which  overdraft  had  to  be  carried  to  the  appropriation  for  forty- 
seventh  and  forty-eighth  fiscal  years,  and  to  which  was  added  the  requisitions  for  the 
Code  Commission,  Bureau  of  Roads  and  Highways,  Dairy  Bureau,  and  an  unexpected 
demand  by  the  Railroad  Commissioners  for  more  than  $6000  for  work  incident  to  the 
prosecution  of  the  case  of  the  State  vs.  The  Southern  Pacific  Railroad. 

The  aggregate  demands  against  the  printing  department,  over  and  above  the  estimate 
furnished  the  Controller,  as  necessary  for  support  for  forty-seventh  and  forty-eighth 
fiscal  years,  is  nearly  $40,000  up  to  this  date,  and  the  sum  of  $75,000  will  be  required  to 
conduct  the  department  during  the  thirty-second  session,  and  for  remainder  of  the 
forty-eighth  fiscal  year.

Individuals  transacting  business  with  the  Commission  comment  on  the  general 
appearance  of  this  office,  in  comparison  with  similar  offices  of  the  State,  until  the 
Board  has  expressed  its  opinion  that  a  change  should  be  made,  and  respectfully  request 
that  you  give  this  j'our  immediate  attention. 

It  is  an  impossibility  to  purchase  the  articles  needed  from  the  appropriation  allowed 
$500  per  annum,  from  this  amount  having  to  provide  fuel,  telephone  service,  expressage, 
besides  deducting  $15  to  .$20  per  month  for  postage  stamps  used  in  mailing,  for  distribu- 
tion of  reports  and  maps  of  the  Commission. 

The  articles  re(iuired  are  carpets  for  two  rooms,  two  desks,  six  chairs,  one  letter-press, 
and  one  letter-tile.    Hoping  to  receive  a  favorable  reply,

Gentlemen  :  I  respectfully  call  j'our  attention  to  the  immediate  need  in  my  office  in 
the  Capitol  for  necessary  cases  to  properly  care  for  the  records  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

The  last  Legislature  had  this  matter  under  consideration,  and  after  a  thorough 
investigation  recommended  and  passed  an  appropriation  for  .$11,000,  to  fully  provide 
the  office  in  the  Capitol  with  the  latest  improved  steel  cases  and  furniture ;  but  on 
account  of  the  tax  rate  the  Governor  could  not  see  his  way  clear  to  approve  the  same, 
and,  therefore,  the  office  is  left  in  very  bad  shape  for  the  proper  care  of  the  records, 
which  have  greatly  accumulated.  I  have  prepared  plans  for  the  steel  cases  (similar  to 
the  case  now  in  my  office  and  made  in  view  of  later  and  additional  improvements) 
that  will  care  for  3,000  cases  or  records,  at  a  cost  of  $1,350  ;  and  I  can,  for  $2,500,  have  steel 
cases  put  in  that  will  accommodate  6,000  cases  or  records.  I  need  cases  for  6,000,  and 
request  the  same,  but  if  you  cannot  at  this  time  provide  for  that  number,  I  respectfully 
ask  that  your  Honorable  Board,  after  fully  satisfying  yourselves,  create  a  deficiency  in 
the  contingent  fund  of  my  office  for  the  sum  of  $1,350,  being  the  amount  sufficient  to 
enable  me  to  immediately  place  steel  cases  in  may  office  for  the  care  of  3,000  cases  or 
records,  and  authorize  me  to  proceed  accordinglj'.

there  being  present  Directors  Fitzgerald,  Wilkins,  Ray,  and  Haj'es ;  President  Fitzgerald 
in  the  chair. 

The  following  communication  was  received  from  the  Sacramento  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  addressed  to  the  Board  : 

'■  Sacramento,  Cal.,  May  19,  1898. 

"  Public  attention  havmg  been  called  to  the  sewage  dumped  into  the  American  River 
at  the  State  Prison  : 

They  stated  that,  "in  company  with  Mr.  William  Graham,  civil  and  hydraulic 
engineer,  of  Auburn,  met  by  aj^pointment  at  Folsom  and  rendered  material  and  valuable 
assistance  to  the  investigation. 

"Our  conclusion  was  that  a  request  to  abate  the  nuisance  would  be  entirely  within 
reason,  and  a  problem  very  simple. 

"We  found  the  evil  of  considerable  less  magnitude  than  the  community  had  been 
led  to  believe,  but,  nevertheless,  one  which  should  be  abated.  We  found  the  Prison 
authorities  alive  to  the  situation  and  abundantly  able  to  take  care  of  the  matter 
promptly  as  soon  as  funds  can  be  provided.  Their  efforts  to  render  the  evil  as  innoxious 
as  possible  with  the  present  facilities  of  disposal  are  to  be  commended.

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We  also  call  your  attention  to  Section  374  of  the  Penal  Code  of  California,  making  it 
a  misdemeanor  to  conduct  the  drainage  from  water-closets,  etc.,  into  any  stream  from 
which  water  is  drawn  for  the  supply  of  the  inhabitants  of  any  city,  city  and  county,  or 
any  town  in  this  State.

To  the  Honorable  State  Board  of  Examiners: 

Gentlemen  :  We,  the  undersigned,  the  Executive  Committee  i-epresenting  the  State 
Board  of  Horticulture,  hereby  represent  that  during  the  period  from  June  30, 1895,  to 
June  30,  1897,  said  board  was  without  funds,  none  having  been  provided  by  the  State, 
therefore  was  obliged  to  incur  an  indebtedness  to  carry  on  its  operations  during  that 
period.  It  managed  to  raise  through  private  donations  $3,720,  which  was  paid  for  rent 
of  offices  in  San  Francisco,  and  $560,  which  was  paid  for  current  expenses.  At  the  close 
of  the  fiscal  year,  June  30,  1897,  there  remained  |1,957  01  of  bills  which  were  necessarily 
incurred.  Owing  to  business  depression  and  short  crops  we  have  not  been  able  to  raise 
the  amount  from  growers,  and  therefore  ask  your  honorable  board  to  approve  the  said 
amount,  as  per  vouchers  herewith  attached,  and  recommend  the  same  for  payment  to 
the  incoming  Legislature.

DEFICIENCIES    GRANTED. 

Under  Section  4  of  the  General  Appropriation  Bill,  the  officers,  boards, 
commissions,  and  institutions  are  prohibited  from  expending  more 
than  one  twenty-fourth  of  the  amount  appropriated  for  each  two  fiscal 
years.  This  is  an  excellent  provision,  and  of  great  benefit  to  the  State. 
Prior  to  its  adoption,  many  institutions  overdrew  their  monthly  pro- 
portion, and  by  so  doing  before  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  the  appropria- 
tion would  be  exhausted,  and  they  came  to  the  Board  of  Examiners  for 
permission  to  create  deficiencies,  which  the  Board  would  be  compelled 
to  grant,  as  it  would  be  impossible  to  turn  out  the  inmates  of  an  asylum 
or  convicts  in  a  State  prison.  Several  institutions  overdrew  from  $5,000 
to  $90,000  each  in  two  years;  now  the  Board  keeps  close  watch  over 
their  monthly  demands,  and  requires  them  to  keep  within  their  limit.

Though  many  State  institutions  are  compelled  by  law  to  contract  for 
supplies,  some  are  exempt,  probably  through  carelessness  in  the  enact- 
ment of  the  law.  It  is  the  judgment  of  this  Board  that  a  general  law 
should  be  passed  requiring  all  State  institutions  to  purchase  their  sup- 
plies by  contract  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  State  Board  of 
Examiners,  who  may  specify  what  articles  shall  be  purchased  by  con- 
tract. At  the  present  time  many  staple  articles  are  purchased  at 
private  sales  in  large  quantities,  at  high  prices. 
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ADVERTISING   FOR   BIDS  FOR  SUPPLIES. 

The  method  employed  by  many  State  institutions  for  advertising  for 
bids  for  supplies  has  been  a  very  expensive  one.  The  custom  has  been 
to  advertise  almost  every  article  needed,  filling  one  or  two  columns  of  a 
daily  paper,  and  running  for  several  weeks,  costing  the  State  large  sums 
of  money,  when  all  State  institutions  are  taken  into  consideration. 
Better  results  can  be  obtained  by  a  short  advertisement,  notifying  bid- 
ders that  schedules  containing  the  list  of  supplies  to  be  bid  for  can  be 
obtained  at  the  office  of  this  Board. 

EXAMINATION   OF   CLAIMS. 

All  claims  presented  to  this  Board  are  carefully  examined,  and  the 
Board  requires  all  bills  to  be  clearly  itemized.  It  has  been  the  earnest 
endeavor  of  the  Board  to  audit  claims  as  speedily  as  possible. 

VOUCHERS. 

On  September  20,  1896,  the  Board  passed  the  following  order  and 
resolution : 

It  is  ordered  that  the  resolution  relating  to  receipts  and  vouchers,  passed  on  June  14, 
1895,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows,  to  wit : 

Resolved,  That  all  boards,  commissions,  officers,  and  agents  of  the  State,  presenting 
claims  against  the  State  to  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  for  its  approval,  must  itemize 
said  claims,  giving  dates  and  amounts,  stating  specifically  the  services  rendered,  and 
attaching  thereto  receipts  for  all  sums  paid  for  traveling  and  other  expenses,  including 
hotel  bills,  hack  hire,  postage,  expressage,  freight,  etc.  Receipts  need  not  be  produced 
for  railroad  fare  paid  within  the  State,  or  when  the  sura  paid  for  any  of  the  above  items 
is  one  dollar  or  less.    Claims  without  vouchers  will  be  returned. 

On  September  27,  1895,  a  circular  letter  was  issued  containing  said 
order  and  resolution,  and  sent  to  all  interested  parties. 

The  enforcement  of  the  above  resolution  has  been  attended  by  very 
satisfactory  results,  and  claims  are  now  very  seldom  returned  for  not 
being  properly  itemized. 

EXPERT  TO  BOARD  OF  EXAMINERS. 

In  1895  this  Board  appointed  an  expert,  whose  duty  it  would  be  to 
visit  the  institutions  of  the  State,  and  thoroughly  examine  their  system 
of  keeping  accounts  and  of  purchasing  supplies,  and  obtain  any  other 
information  that  would  be  of  benefit  to  this  Board.  The  expert's  reports 
on  the  several  State  institutions  were  generally  favorable,  with  only 
slight  irregularities.  He  investigated  the  claims  of  several  counties 
for  support  of  orphans  and  aged  indigents,  and  as  a  result  of  his  investi- 
gations the  State  has  saved  a  considerable  sum. 
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FIXING  THE  PRICE  OF  STATUTES. 

On  May  28,  1897,  the  Board  fixed  the  price  of  Statutes  of  1897  at  $3 
per  copy. 

COYOTE  SCALP  BOUNTY  CLAIMS. 

The  Act  fixing  a  bounty  on  coyote  scalps  was  approved  May  21, 1891, 
and  repealed  January  24,  1895.  There  are  at  present  on  file  in  this 
office  unpaid  certificates  of  scalps  to  the  amount  of  '1287,615,  and  though 
some  of  these  claims  are  fraudulent,  without  a  doubt  many  are  honest 
and  should  be  paid.  The  Board  therefore  recommends  that  an  appro- 
priation be  made  to  pay  such  claims  as  the  Legislature  may  deem  legal. 

FORECLOSING     THE     INTERESTS     OF     DELINQUENT     PUR- 
CHASERS OF  STATE  SCHOOL  LAND. 

The  Political  Code  provides  the  manner  of  foreclosing  the  interests  of 
delinquent  purchasers  of  State  school  land  and  getting  the  title  back 
into  the  possession  of  the  State  when  the  persons  holding  the  certificates 
of  purchase  of  land  fail  to  pay  interest  thereon.  The  present  law  is 
very  cumbersome  and  costly  and  should  be  repealed,  and  we  recommend 
to  the  Legislature  the  enactment  of  a  law  providing  a  more  simple 
manner  of  foreclosure,  which  will  be  the  means  of  saving  the  State  large 
amounts  of  money  annually.  Considerable  correspondence  takes  place 
between  this  office  and  newly-elected  District  Attorneys  after  each 
general  election,  owing  to  the  misunderstandings,  and  the  Attorney- 
General  is  frequently  asked  for  an  opinion  in  regard  to  the  law. 

STATE  COMMISSION  IN  LUNACY. 

There  has  been  great  need  for  a  more  economical  and  uniform 
method  in  the  government  of  the  various  State  institutions;  the 
manner  of  purchasing  supplies,  letting  of  contracts,  pay  of  employes, 
and  system  of  keeping  accounts. 

The  Legislature,  in  creating  the  various  institutions  of  the  State, 
provided  a  special  board  to  govern  and  a  different  system  for  each 
institution,  and  for  this  reason  it  is  difficult  for  this  Board  to  make 
general  rules  that  would  apply  to  all  the  State  institutions.  A  step  in  the 
right  direction  has  been  taken,  we  believe,  in  placing  all  the  State 
Hospitals  for  the  Insane  under  one  governing  board  and  adopting  rules 
that  will  apply  to  all.  We  believe  the  Lunacy  Commission  has 
already  proved  a  success  over  previous  methods,  and  Avill  in  the  future, 
when  its  machinery  has  been  thoroughly  adjusted,  continue  to  give 
increased  satisfaction. 
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INVENTORY  OF  PROPERTY. 

The  Legislature  of  1897  passed  an  Act  making  it  the  duty  of  all 
State  officers  and  departments  to  file  an  inventory  of  the  State  prop- 
erty, ninety  days  after  the  passage  of  the  act,  and  to  file  a  second 
inventory  on  the  31st  of  December,  1898.  The  first  report  was  not 
complete,  but  it  is  evident  from  the  reports  now  on  file  that  they  will 
be  valuable  to  the  State  if  intelligently  compiled,  showing  the  value  of 
the  property,  its  condition  and  whereabouts.  There  is  no  doubt  that  in 
the  past  State  property  has  been  stored  away  and  forgotten,  or  ruined 
for  lack  of  care,  or  lost  in  other  ways.

San  Francisco,  July  1,  1898. 
Hon.  James  H.  Budd,  Governor  of  California,  Sacramento,  CaL: 

Sir:  Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  2537  of  the  Political 
Code,  the  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners  in  charge  of  the  water- 
front, in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  herewith  respectfully 
submit  the  following  report  for  the  two  (2)  fiscal  years  commencing  July 
1,  1896,  and  ending  June  30,  1898,  embracing  a  complete  statement  of 
all  moneys  received  and  disbursements  made — from  what  source  received, 
and  for  what  purpose  expended.  .  These  and  other  statements  appear  in 
tabulated  form  under  the  following  exhibits:

Section  2524  of  the  Political  Code  contains  a  full  description  of  the 
waterfront  under  the  control  of  this  Board  acting  as  agents  for  the  State. 
Briefly  outlined,  it  commences  on  the  north  where  the  easterly  line  of 
the  Presidio  Reservation  intersects  the  waterfront  line  as  established  by 
the  Board  of  State  Tide  Land  Commissioners,  and  extends  to  the  south- 
ern boundary  line  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  The  dis- 
tance between  these  two  points,  measured  along  the  waterfront,  is  about 
53,000  feet,  or  a  little  over  ten  miles.  This  frontage  will  afford  ample 
room  for  the  construction  of  240  piers  600  feet  long  to  accommodate  at 
one  time  960  ships.  Allowing  each  vessel  one  month  to  discharge,  load, 
and  repair,  the  number  of  wharves  could  accommodate  11,520  ships  in 
a  year,  which  would  represent  a  tonnage  greatly  in  excess  of  that  of 
either  London  or  Liverpool. 
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Chief  Engineer  Arnold,  in  a  report  to  the  Board  in  1873,  referring  to 
this  harbor,  said: 

"The  area  of  the  Bay  of  San  Francisco,  exclusive  of  the  basins 
known  as  San  Pablo  and  Suisun  bays,  reckoned  to  the  line  of  high 
water,  is  two  hundred  and  fifty-seven  (257)  square  miles,  of  which 
seventy-nine  (79)  square  miles  are  within  the  three-fathom  contour  line 
and  navigable  for  large  sea-going  vessels.  The  anchorage  basin  proper, 
within  the  boundaries  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and 
immediately  adjacent  thereto,  embraces  an  area  of  fifty-nine  (59) 
square  miles,  and .  notwithstanding  its  great  extent,  ships  riding  at 
anchor  in  its  most  exposed  localities  are  seldom  damaged  by  the  most 
violent  gales  that  prevail  in  the  winter  months. 

"The  entrance  t5  the  harbor  between  Fort  Point  and  Lime  Point  is 
nine  tenths  of  a  mile  in  width,  and  the  depth  of  the  bar  is  thirty-three 
feet  at  low  tide.  The  earliest  charts  of  the  harbor  show  about  the  same 
depth  of  water,  which  seems  to  indicate  that  no  appreciable  portion  of 
the  vast  amount  of  sediment  which  is  being  constantly  discharged  into 
the  bay  effects  a  lodgment  upon  the  bar. 

"This  was  to  be  expected,  since  all  the  streams  of  any  magnitude 
which  flow  into  the  bay  enter  it  through  broad  and  deep  basins,  where 
the  river  currents  slacken  and  the  suspended  matter  is  deposited.  Com- 
pared with  San  Francisco  Bay,  the  harbor  of  New  York  seems  insignifi- 
cant. New  York  Bay  at  high  tide  covers  an  area  of  twenty-two  square 
miles,  of  which  but  nine  and  one  half  square  miles  are  within  the  three- 
fathom  line.  Add  to  this  the  deep  water  in  the  North  and  East  rivers, 
adjacent  to  the  city,  and  there  is  a  total  available  area  of  twenty-one 
and  one  half  square  miles.  The  entrance  at  the  Narrows  is  three  fourths 
of  a  mile  in  width,  very  nearly  as  wide  as  the  Golden  Gate,  but  the 
depth  on  the  bar  does  not  exceed  twenty-two  feet  at  low  water." 

From  this  accurate  outline  of  the  harbor  of  San  Francisco  it  becomes 
apparent  that  nature  has  been  indeed  generous  to  this  Western  metropolis. 

The  commercial  future  of  San  Francisco  cannot  be  overestimated. 
The  increase  in  trade  that  will  surely  follow  the  completion  of  the 
Nicaragua  Canal,  and  the  greatly  enlarged  traffic  with  Central  America 
and  the  islands  of  the  Pacific  that  now  seems  almost  assured,  will 
in  the  near  future  advance  this  port  many  points  on  the  list  of  the  great 
commercial  marts  of  the  world's  commerce. 

WHARVES  AND   BULKHEADS. 

Belonging  to  the  State,  and  at  present  operated  by  this  Board  for 
commercial  traffic  by  water,  are  31  wharves,  10  ferry  slips,  and  about 
3  miles  of  bulkheads. 
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The  material  used  in  the  construction  of  the  same  consists  of  piles 
and  lumber. 

The  approximate  number  of  piles  in  place  on  the  waterfront  is  62,254. 

The  estimated  quantity  of  lumber  now  in  the  wharves  and  bulkheads 
is  21,092,227  feet  (board  measure). 

Passing  over  these  wharves  and  bulkheads,  daily,  are  heavy  trucks, 
carts,  wagons,  etc.,  laden  with  merchandise,  to  and  from  vessels  lying 
alongside  of  wharves  in  the  harbor.  The  weight  of  merchandise  pass- 
ing over  the  State  property  described  will  aggregate  about  9,000  tons 
daily. 

In  addition  to  this  immense  traffic,  the  wharves  and  bulkheads  are 
also  used  by  pedestrians  and  the  traveling  public.  The  bulkheads  are 
open  thoroughfares  for  the  public  day  and  night. 

Some  idea  of  the  extent  of  the  wear  and  tear  on  these  plank  roadways 
can  therefore  be  readily  formed.  To  keep  the  same  in  good  condition 
at  all  times  is  a  matter  of  the  first  importance  to  the  shipping  interests, 
as  well  as  to  the  people  generally  who  have  more  or  less  business  on  the 
waterfront. 

The  Board  has,  therefore,  kept  constantly  employed  a  large  number 
of  men  on  the  repair  force,  and  we  are  pleased  to  say  that  the  wharves 
and  bulkheads  under  the  Board's  jurisdiction  are,  at  the  present  time, 
in  first-class  condition. 

PRESERVATION  OF  PILES  AND  TIMBER. 

The  most  important  subject  affecting  our  wharves  is  the  rapid  destruc- 
tion of  piles  forming  the  support  of  the  piers  and  bulkheads  over  the 
waters  of  the  bay.  This  rapid  destruction  is  caused  by  the  ravages  of 
the  marine  pests  known  as  the  Teredo  navalis  and  the  Livmoria  terebrans. 

Piles  driven  in  this  harbor  without  treatment  to  repel  the  attacks  of 
the  marine  worms  become  comparatively  vmsafe  to  sustain  much  weight 
in  from  two  to  four  years. 

The  teredo  and  limnoria  work  out  their  instinctive  system  of  pile 
destruction  by  different  methods. 

The  teredo  enters  the  pile  between  the  mud  line  and  the  low-water 
mark,  and  makes  its  way  across  the  grain  of  the  wood  and  into  the 
heart  of  the  pile.  It  then  bores  with  the  grain  upward  as  far  as  liigh- 
water  mark,  and  downward  to  the  line  of  the  mud.  When  it  enters  a 
pile  it  is  of  form  almost  invisible  to  the  naked  eye.     It  feed.s  and  fattens 
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in  the  pile  with  the  dust  of  the  wood  which  it  obtains  by  its  constant 
gnawing,  and  grows  to  twelve  or  fifteen  inches  in  length  and  three 
quarters  of  an  inch  in  diameter.  It  can  exist  only  in  sea-water.  By 
removing  from  the  salt  water  a  pile  which  it  inhabits,  the  teredo  will 
die  in  from  twenty-four  to  forty-eight  hours.  Remove  the  worm  from 
the  wood  and  it  dies  almost  instantly. 

The  limnoria  cuts  the  pile  across  the  grain  from  the  outside.  The 
portion  of  the  pile  on  which  it  operates  is  just  below  the  line  of  high 
water.     It  virtually  cuts  the  pile  in  two. 

Of  the  62,254  piles  in  place  on  the  waterfront,  52,285  are  exposed  to 
the  attacks  of  the  teredo  and  limnoria;  the  remaining  9,969  being  either 
below  the  mud  line,  or  are  encased  in  concrete,  and  therefore  free  from 
attack. 

The  approximate  cost  of  these  52,285  piles  and  placing  them  in  posi- 
tion, at  present  prices,  would  be  about  $637,877.  Renewing  these  piles 
every  four  years,  on  the  same  basis  as  to  expense,  during  a  period  of 
twenty  years  would  reach  the  enormous  sum  of  $3,189,385.  It  would 
even  exceed  this  figure,  for  the  reason  that  when  piles  are  replaced,  con- 
siderable tearing  up  of  wharf  superstructure  becomes  necessary,  and  the 
labor  incident  thereto  would  add  greatly  to  the  sum  stated. 

To  protect  piles  from  the  ravages  of  the  teredo  and  limnoria,  many 
methods  have  been  patented,  both  in  this  country  and  in  Europe.  The 
teredo  attacks  wood  exposed  to  salt  water  apparently  in  all  climes, 
although  in  some  places  it  only  operates  during  the  summer  months, 
while  in  San  Francisco  it  continues  its  work  of  destruction  in  both 
summer  and  winter. 

The  limnoria  is  not  known  to  exist  in  all  waters  as  general  as  the 
teredo,  but  in  our  bay  it  has  shown  itself  ambitious  to  keep  equal  pace 
with  the  teredo  in  its  destructiveness. 

These  patents  embrace  different  forms  of  artificial  covering  for  the 
piles,  while  others  call  for  the  injection  of  antiseptics  and  other 
chemical  matter  into  the  pile  itself,  which  is  accomplished  after  a  degree 
of  porousness  is  formed  in  the  wood  by  extraction  of  the  sap  and 
moisture  therefrom. 

It  has  been  demonstrated  that  it  is  no  economy  to  drive  piles  where 
they  will  be  exposed  in  the  salt  water,  as  they  come  from  the  forest,  with- 
out treating  them  so  as  to  repel  the  attacks  of  the  marine  worms.  It 
has  therefore  been  the  policy  of  this  Board  for  several  years  past  to  apply 
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such  treatment  to  the  piles  used  in  this  harbor  that  are  exposed  to  attacks 
by  the  teredo  and  limnoria,  as  observation  and  tests  elsewhere  have 
proved  meritorious  and  economical. 

We  feel  certain  that  the  good  policy  of  this  course  will  exemplify 
itself  in  the  prolonged  life  of  the  piles  so  treated,  and  result  in  a  corre- 
sponding reduction  in  repairs  to  wharves  hereafter. 

The  subject  of  timber-preserving  is  a  matter  also  of  great  importance. 
It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  timbers  exposed  to  the  air  and  varied  cli- 
matic changes  become  subject  to  dry-rot.  Caps  and  stringers  used  in 
wharf  construction  should  always  be  perfectly  sound.  In  conjunction 
with  the  piles,  these  caps  and  stringers  must  sustain  the  great  weight 
of  freight  piled  upon  the  different  wharves. 

The  caps  compose  the  heavy  timbers  (12  x  12's)  resting  across  the  top 
of  the  piles.  The  stringers  compose  the  heavy  timbers  (4x  12's)  resting 
across  the  caps,  to  which  the  floor  timbers  of  the  wharves  are  fastened. 

Experience  in  the  Eastern  States  and  Europe  has  now  made  it  almost 
a  settled  policy,  and  one  of  proved  economy,  to  treat  timbers  by  some 
preserving  process. 

This  Board,  in  constructing  the  last  two  wharves  built  on  the  water- 
front, viz:  Pacific  Street  Wharf  and  Folsom  Street  Wharf  No.  1,  have 
experimented  in  this  direction.  The  timbers  used  in  Pacific  Street  Wharf 
were  creosoted,  and  those  in  Folsom  Street  Wharf  No.  1  were  treated 
under  the  process  called  burnettizing. 

The  preservation  of  piles  and  timbers  is  the  one  over-shadowing 
question  in  the  administration  of  waterfront  affairs.  In  the  course 
of  a  trial  recently,  in  the  Superior  Court  of  San  Francisco,  involving 
a  consideration  of  the  merits  of  the  various  methods  of  preserving 
piles,  the  fact  was  brought  out,  upon  the  testimony  of  three  of  the  fore- 
most civil  engineers  on  this  Coast,  that  the  method  of  pile  treatment 
adopted  by  this  Board  will  preserve  the  piles  for  from  twenty  to  twenty- 
five  years. 

FREE  PUBLIC  MARKET. 

An  Act  of  the  Legislature,  approved  March  29,  1897,  authorized  this 
Board  to  establish  and  maintain  a  Free  Public  Market  upon  the  water- 
front, and  further  authorized  the  Board  to  set  apart,  upon  some  con- 
venient portion  of  the  waterfront,  a  sufficient  number  of  docks  and 
piers  contiguous  to  each  other  for  the  reception  of  all  perishable  prod- 
ucts   arriving    by  boat,    rail,    or    other    conveyance,    including   fruit> 
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vegetables,  eggs,  poultry,  game,  dairy  products,  and  fish,  and  to  permit 
the  sale  of  such  products  therein  by  or  for  account  of  producers  only, 
under  such  regulations  as  the  Board  may  prescribe. 

Considerable  attention  has  been  given  to  this  subject-matter  with  a  view 
to  carrying  out  the  mandate  of  the  law.  From  investigation  we  approxi- 
mate the  quantity  of  fruit,  vegetables,  and  perishable  products  generally 
arriving  in  this  port  annually  to  be  200,000  tons.  This  includes  arrivals 
by  vessel  and  rail.  The  quantity  arriving  by  vessel  we  approximate 
145,000  tons,  and  by  rail  55,000  tons. 

The  evident  intention  of  the  law  was  to  concentrate  the  fruit,  vege- 
table, and  perishable  product  industry  at  some  point  on  the  waterfront 
north  of  Market  Street,  and  to  have  sales  made  thereat  for  account  of 
producers  only,  with  power  of  regulation  vested  in  the  Board. 

It  is  a  fact  that  83  per  cent  of  the  fruit,  vegetables,  and  perishable 
products  have  been  landed  for  many  years  on  wharves  and  bulkheads 
contiguous  to  each  other,  viz:  from  Jackson  Street  Wharf  on  the  north  to 
the  Ferry  Wharf  on  the  south.  More  than  one  half  of  the  entire  volume 
of  perishable  products  arriving  at  this  port  is  now,  and  has  been  for 
years,  landed  at  Jackson  Street  Wharf;  so,  therefore,  the  volume  of  fruit 
and  perishable  products,  etc.,  arriving  by  the  Southern  Pacific  Company, 
at  Third  and  Townsend  streets,  approximating  about  35,000  tons 
annually,  constitutes  the  extent  of  these  products  not  landed  on  con- 
tiguous territory  to  Jackson  Street. 

To  arrange  for  the  transfer  of  these  products  now  landed  by  the 
Southern  Pacific  Company  at  Third  and  Townsend  streets,  to  a  point  on 
the  waterfront  north  of  the  Ferry  Depot,  is  a  matter  fraught  with  many 
diflSculties,  chief  among  which  is  that  the  Belt  Railroad  system  does  not 
extend  to  Third  and  Townsend  streets. 

•  The  Board,  after  having  given  the  question  of  the  Free  Market  earnest 
consideration,  and  while  it  realizes  the  difficulties  surrounding  the 
practical  execution  of  the  project,  have  determined,  and  will  at  an  early 
day  declare  by  a  resolution,  that  all  wharves  and  bulkheads  at  which 
fruit,  perishable  products,  etc.,  are  now  landed,  shall  constitute  a  Free 
Public  Market. 

The  Board  is  also  considering  the  subject  of  rules  and  regulations 
governing  the  sales  of  such  products  on  such  wharves  and  bulkheads, 
and  will  appoint  a  superintendent  to  take  charge  of  the  Market. 
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NEW  FERRY    DEPOT. 

The  new  Union  Depot  and  Ferry  House,  at  the  foot  of  Market  Street, 
is  completed,  and  will  be  opened  to  the  public  July  11,  1898. 

That  the  necessities  of  the  port  were  such  as  to  require  a  stately  pas- 
senger depot  at  the  gateway  to  the  "Metropolis  of  the  Pacific  "  is  a  fact 
universally  conceded.  The  building  just  completed,  in  point  of  archi- 
tecture, workmanship,  and  general  grandeur,  compares  favorably  with 
any  structure  dedicated  to  similar  use,  either  in  this  country  or  Europe. 

Through  its  magnificent  corridors,  arcades,  and  waiting-rooms  will 
pass  the  tourist  from  abroad,  with  whom  first  impressions  are  the  most 
lasting,  and  from  the  splendor  surrounding  the  entrance  leading  him 
within  the  portals  of  the  "City  by  the  Golden  Gate,"  will  he  judge  of 
the  enterprise  and  progressiveness  of  our  people,  and  will,  therefore, 
inspire  him  to  investigate  the  resources  of  our  great  commonwealth. 

The  dimensions  of  this  building  are :  Length,  659  feet ;  width,  156 
feet;  height  from  top  of  foundation  to  top  of  parapet  wall  is  54  feet. 

The  size  of  tower  is  32  feet  square,  and  the  height  from  foundation  to 
the  time-ball  on  top  is  245  feet. 

To  the  top  of  the  flagstaif  ball  is  275  feet,  which  is  the  extreme  height- 

As  described  by  Chief  Engineer  Holmes,  in  his  report  to  the  Board 
September  12,  1896: 

"The  foundation  of  the  approaches  to  the  Ferry  Slips  Nos.  2,  3,  4,  5, 
and  6,  which  will  also  serve  as  foundations  for  the  new  Union  Depot  and 
Ferry  House,  was  completed  September  1,  1895.  The  same  consists  of 
111  concrete  piers  of  the  dimensions  of  16  by  28  feet  at  the  base,  and  of 
8  feet  6  inches  by  28  feet  at  the  top,  with  depth  of  20  feet  below  city 
base,  and  also  portion  of  the  concrete  seawall  in  front  of  Sections  8a  and 
8b.  These  are  joined  together  by  a  series  of  groined  concrete  arches  (2 
feet  in  thickness  at  soflit)  into  one  immense  area  of  floor  space  160  feet 
in  width  by  670  feet  in  length.  This  enormous  foundation  rests  upon  a 
sub-foundation  of  grillage  supported  by  over  5,000  piles,  each  not  less 
than '80  feet  in  length.  28,000  cubic  yards  of  concrete  with  36,000  bar- 
rels of  cement  were  required  in  the  construction  of  the  arches  and  floors. 
Assuming  the  weight  of  concrete  to  be  4,000  pounds  per  cubic  yard,  the 
total  weight  of  this  structure  would  be  112,000,000  pounds,  or  56,000  net 
tons." 

On  this  foundation  rests  the  superstructure  for  the  construction  of 
which  the  State  has  issued  bonds  in  the  sum  of  $600,000,  payable  in 
nineteen  years  from  date  of  issuance.  The  sum  of  $4,631  is  transferred 
monthly  from  the  San  Francisco  Harbor  Improvement  Fund  to  the  San 
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Francisco  Depot  Sinking  Fund,  and  with  the  moneys  so  transferred 
principal  and  interest  will  be  fully  paid  off  in  nineteen  years  from  the 
date  of  the  issuance  of  the  bonds. 

On  the  sale  of  these  bonds  a  premium  of  $7,125  was  obtained,  which 
makes  the  amount  to  start  with,  in  the  San  Francisco  Depot  Fund, 
$607,125. 

Exhibit  H  of  this  report  contains  an  itemized  account  of  the  expendi- 
tures against  this  fund. 

It  will  be  observed  from  said  exhibit,  plus  additions  and  minus  deduc- 
tions from  original  contracts,  that  the  percentage  for  extra  work  amounts 
to  only  5.15  per  cent. 

The  lower  floor  of  the  Union  Depot  and  Ferry  House  will  be  occupied 
as  follows :  South  wing — Ticket  offices,  baggage  offices,  and  waiting-rooms 
of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company,  and  news  stand.  North  wing — Post 
Office,  Wells  Fargo  &  Co.,  and  ticket  office,  baggage  offices,  and  waiting- 
rooms  of  the  San  Francisco  &  North  Pacific  Railroad,  and  North  Pacific 
Coast  Railroad,  and  news  stands  in  the  different  waiting-rooins,  and 
Chief  Wharfinger's  office. 

The  second  floor  will  be  occupied  as  follows:  South  wing — Offices  of 
the  Harbor  Commission,  ticket  offices  and  waiting-rooms  of  the  Southern 
Pacific  Company,  and  news  stand.  North  wing — Business  department 
of  the  Post  Office,  Superintendent  of  the  Building;  Harbor  Pilots  Asso- 
ciation, and  ticket  offices  and  waiting-rooms  of  the  San  Francisco  & 
North  Pacific  Railroad,  and  the  North  Pacific  Coast  Railroad. 

There  are  three  offices  on  the  second  floor  for  which  no  arrangements 
have  been  yet  made  as  to  occupancy. 

Mezzanine  floor  (third  story)  will  be  occupied  by  the  State  Board  of 
Trade  and  the  State  Mining  Bureau,  where  exhibits  of  the  agricultural 
and  mining  industries  of  the  State  will  be  daily  open  to  the  public. 

Connected  with  the  second  story  of  the  building  are  passenger  bridges 
leading  to  the  upper  decks  of  the  different  steamers  landing  at  the  ferry 
slips  at  the  foot  of  Market  Street.  Attached  to  these  bridges  are  drop- 
aprons  worked  bv  hydraulic  power,  which  connect  with  the  steamers, 
and  give  the  passengers  who  travel  on  the  upper  deck  of  a  vessel  an  oppor- 
tunity of  going  direct  from  the  second  story  of  the  Ferry  Depot  to  the 
passenger  cabin,  and  vice  versa,  in  landing  on  the  San  Francisco  side 
of  the  bay,  without  having  to  pass  on  the  lower  deck,  as  has  been  the 
case  heretofore.  This  change  is  of  great  convenience  to  the  lady  passen- 
gers particularly. 
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In  the  second  story  of  the  building  is  a  grand  central  nave  or  hallway, 
659  feet  long  and  45  feet  wide,  with  mosaic  floor,  and  the  sides  of  the 
walls  lined  with  Tennessee  marble  to  a  height  of  12  feet  3  inches. 

DREDGING. 

There  is  more  or  less  shoaling  in  the  channels  between  and  alongside 
the  wharves. 

A  depth  of  water  at  different  piers  and  approaches  thereto  must  be 
maintained  at  all  times  for  vessels  of  the  deepest  draught.  This  neces- 
sitates the  constant  operation  of  a  dredging  plant  consisting  of  two 
dredgers,  four  mud  scows,  and  two  tow-boats.  Both  of  the  latter  are 
fully  equipped  with  all  the  modern  appliances  to  perform  fire  duty. 

During  the  last  two  fiscal  years,  1,337,200  cubic  yards  have  been 
dredged  out,  at  a  cost  of  $109,965.12,  which  includes  salaries  of  employes, 
repairs,  coal,  and  all  other  expenses  of  maintaining  the  dredger  plant. 
The  average  cost  of  dredging  during  the  last  two  years  has,  therefore, 
only  been  8.23  cents  per  cubic  yard. 

Exhibit  Q  contains  a  full  statement  of  the  cost  of  this  service  for  the 
last  twenty-four  years,  during  which  time  the  State  has  operated  its 
own  plant.  The  average  cost  per  year  for  dredging  during  this  period 
has  been  9.01  cents  per  cubic  yard.  When  dredging  was  done  by 
contract,  the  cost  varied  from  36  cents  to  50  cents  per  cubic  yard. 

BELT  RAILROAD. 

Exhibit  0  contains  a  full  financial  statement  in  connection  with  the 
construction  and  operation  of  the  Belt  Railroad. 

The  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners  were  authorized  to  con- 
struct such  a  railroad  by  Act  of  the  Legislature  approved  March  19, 1889. 

This  department,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board,  now  performs 
a  very  important  and  valuable  service  to  the  commercial  community, 
and  will  doubtless  become  in  the  future  more  general  in  its  operation. 
This  railroad  is  about  one  mile  in  length,  extending  from  Vallejo  Street 
to  Powell  Street.  Three  rails  are  used,  thus  making  it  serviceable  for 
standard  and  narrow  gauge  cars. 

The  railroad  companies  availing  themselves  of  the  service  of  the  Belt 
Line  are  the  San  Francisco  &  North  Pacific,  the  North  Pacific  Coast, 
and  the  branch  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company,  formerly  known  as 
the  South  Pacific  Coast  Railroad.     Of  late,  cars  of  the  Western  Division 
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of   the  Central  Pacific  (S.  P.  Co.  system)  have  been  operated  on  the 
Belt  Line. 

The  Board  has  built  for  these  several  companies  freight  depots  on 
waterfront  property,  alongside  of  which,  cars  are  switched  to  unload 
and  receive  freight. 

Cars  are  transported  on  steamers  operated  by  the  companies  them- 
selves. These  steamers  land  at  ferry  slips  adjoining  Lombard  Street 
Wharf.  From  these  steamers  the  Belt  Railroad  moves  the  cars  and 
places  them  at  proper  destination  on  the  waterfront,  and,  vice  versa, 
moves  cars  back  again  aboard  said  steamers. 

During  the  seven  years'  operation  of  the  Belt  Railroad,  98,902  cars 
have  been  switched  on  the  principle  above  set  forth. 

The  extension  of  the  Belt  Line  along  the  waterfront  south  of  its  present 
terminus  is  a  matter  beset  with  many  difficulties.  From  Pacific  Street 
on  the  north  to  Folsom  Street  on  the  south,  the  State  is  not  in  posses- 
sion of  any  property  that  could  be  used  for  yard  purposes,  which  is  a 
very  necessary  adjunct  for  the  proper  operation  of  a  raih'oad  of  this  kind. 

There  is  an  immense  traffic  at  the  foot  of  Market  Street.  Extending 
the  Belt  Railroad  south,  it  would  be  necessary  to  cross  this  point,  and 
in  this  another  difficulty  presents  itself.  The  seawall  is  now  extended 
to  a  point  between  Market  and  Mission  streets.  A  further  extension  to 
Folsom  Street  would  not  give  the  State  any  property  in  waterfront  lots 
on  the  thoroughfare.  When  the  seawall,  however,  is  extended  from 
Folsom  Street  south,  then  much  useful  property  on  the  south  end  will 
come  into  the  possession  of  the  State,  and  the  same  can  be  utilized  to 
advantage. 

SAN  FRANCISCO  DEPOT  SINKING    FUND. 

Commencing  January  1, 1893,  there  has  been  transferred  from  the  San 
Francisco  Harbor  Improvement  Fund  to  the  San  Francisco  Depot  Sink- 
ing Fund,  the  sum  of  $4,631  monthly. 

Such  monthly  transfers,  in  a  period  of  nineteen  years,  will  aggregate 
a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  principal,  and  interest  at  4  per  cent  per  a;nnum, 
on  the  $600,000  for  which  bonds  were  issued. 

The  bonds,  however,  were  not  sold  or  delivered  until  July  12,  1894. 
Therefore,  no  interest  has  been  or  will  be  paid  on  any  bonds  from  Jan- 
uary 1, 1893,  to  July  ],  1894,  a  period  of  eighteen  (18)  months,  although 
the  amount  transferred  to  the  Depot  Sinking  Fund  during  that  period 
includes  interest  money  amounting  to  $36,000. 
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We  would  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  a  bill  by  the  Legisla- 
ture authorizing  the  transfer  of  $36,000  from  the  San  P^ancisco  Depot 
Sinking  Fund  to  the  San  Francisco  Harbor  Improvement  Fund. 

COMPLETION  OF  THE  SEAWALL. 

The  bill  passed  by  the  last  Legislature,  providing  for  an  issue  of 
$1,000,000  in  bonds  for  the  completion  of  the  seawall  from  its  present 
southerly  terminus  between  the  foot  of  Market  Street  and  the  foot  of 
Mission  Street,  and  which  the  Governor,  owing  to  some  material  fault 
in  the  drafting  of  the  measure,  declined  to  sanction,  should  be  readopted 
by  the  next  Legislature.  Nothing  is  so  much  needed  on  the  waterfront 
to  place  it  in  a  condition  permanently  to  meet  the  requirements  of  com- 
merce as  the  completion  of  the  seawall.  For  reasons  which  were  set 
forth  in  full  by  our  Chief  Engineer  to  the  committee  of  the  last  Legisla- 
ture, and  which  are  familiar  to  every  one  connected  with  the  main- 
tenance of  the  vast  area  of  wooden  structures  from  Mission  Street  to  the 
Mail  Dock,  it  would  be  a  matter  of  great  economy  and  in  accordance 
with  ordinary  business  sagacity  to  anticipate  the  revenues  and  build  the 
wall  at  once.  The  saving  in  repairs,  not  to  speak  of  the  reclamation  of 
valuable  seawall  lots,  would,  in  the  twenty  years  covered  by  the  life  of 
the  bonds,  be  more  than  sufficient  to  meet  the  interest  and  sinking  fund 
demands  and  leave  a  handsome  surplus.  The  seawall  would  thus  be 
obtained  without,  in  realit}^,  the  expenditure  of  a  single  dollar;  whereas, 
if  it  is  not  built  in  this  way,  twenty  years  from  now  will  not,  in  all 
probability,  see  it  built  for  more  than  a  fraction  of  the  distance  proposed. 

In  this  connection  it  is  worth  while  to  observe  that  the  proposed  bonds 
would  not  fall  as  a  burden  upon  the  taxpayers  of  the  State,  as  a  popular 
error,  finding  expression  occasionally  in  the  newspapers,  assumes  that 
the  depot  bonds  fall.  These  latter,  as  well  as  the  proposed  seawall 
bonds,  would  be  met,  principal  and  interest,  by  the  ordinary  revenues 
of  the  Harbor  Commission,  These  revenues  are  derived  from  rents, 
dockage  upon  vessels,  and  tolls  upon  cargoes.  It  might  be  said  that,  as 
a  tax  levied  upon  commodities  is  paid  by  the  last  consumer,  these  taxes 
are,  after  all.  State  taxes,  resting  in  the  final  analysis  upon  citizens  in 
remote  sections  as  well  as  near  by.  But  this  can  be  true  only  of  the 
comparatively  small  percentage  of  products  sent  out  of  this  State  by 
producers  or  brought  in  for  consumption  here.  There  is  no  tax  at  all 
upon  cereal  products,  while  the  great  bulk  of  other  things,  being  pro- 
duced outside  of  this  State,  and  designed  for  consumption  outside  of  this 
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State,  as  for  example  cargoes  from  the  Orient  en  route  to  the  East,  pays 
tolls  only  as  it  passes  by.  It  is  with  money  thus  derived  that  the  Ferry 
Building  and  all  other  improvements  on  the  waterfront  have  been  con- 
structed, and  not,  as  the  popular  error  referred  to  has  it,  with  taxes 
levied  in  an  indirect  way  upon  the  people  of  the  State. 

FIRE  AT  FOLSOM  STREET  WHARF. 

About  3  p,  M.  on  June  29,  1897,  a  fire  occurred  on  the  new  Folsom 
Street  Wharf  which  had  just  been  completed.  The  superstructure  of  the 
wharf  w^as  mostly  destroyed.     The  cause  of  the  fire  is  unknown. 

Contracts  were  immediatel}'  awarded  for  the  re-construction  of  same, 
amounting  to  $19,833.27. 

This  is  the  first  loss  by  fire  in  the  history  of  the  waterfront. 

EXPERTING  ACCOUNTS. 

Exhibit  S  is  a  report  of  J.  B.  Harries,  Expert  Accountant. 
In  this  connection  we  desire  to  say  that  the  books  and  accounts  of 
the  Commission  are  experted  quarterly. 

REPORT  OF  CHIEF  ENGINEER. 

Special  attention  is  directed  to  the  report  of  Howard  C.  Holmes,  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Board,  which  is  embraced  in  Exhibit  T. 

During  the  months  of  September  and  October,  1897,  by  direction  of 
the  Board,  he  visited  the  ports  of  New  York,  Boston,  and  Philadelphia, 
and  examined  into  the  system  of  wharf  building  and  harbor  improve- 
ments generally  at  the  places  named. 

The  Chief  Engineer,  with  careful  detail,  reports  the  results  of  his 
investigations  while  East,  and  the  information  obtained  and  set  forth 
in  his  report  will  be  found  useful  to  this  and  future  Boards. 

REPORTS  OF  ATTORNEY  AND  ARCHITECT.

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During  the  last  two  fiscal  years  there  was  collected  the  sura  of 
$1,143,784.10,  and  expended  $1,078,702.47,  exclusive  of  the  money 
transferred  by  the  Controller  from  the  San  Francisco  Harbor  Improve- 
ment Fund  to  the  San  Francisco  Depot  Sinking  Fund.  The  money 
thus  transferred  to  the  Depot  Sinking  Fund  by  authority  of  an  Act 
approved  March  17,  1891,  during  the  last  two  fiscal  years,  amounts  to 
$111,144,  which  would  bring  the  total  expenditures  to  $1,189,846.47.

Seawall. 

It  has  been  impossible  to  make  any  extension  to  the  Seawall  during 
the  past  two  3^ears.  The  cost  of  the  construction  of  the  approaches  to 
Ferry  Slips  2,  3,  4,  5,  and  6,  on  which  the  Union  Depot  and  Ferry 
House  is  erected,  and  the  entire  rebuilding  of  old  wharves  in  a 
more  substantial  manner  than  has  heretofore  been  attempted,  but  at 
greater  expense,  has  depleted  the  San  Francisco  Harbor  Improvement 
Fund.  The  policy  adopted  by  the  Board,  of  making  all  repairs  to 
wharves,  etc.,  of  a  more  enduring  character,  has  prevented  accumula- 
tions of  funds  which  could  be  spared  for  seawall  construction.  Another 
factor  has  been  the  transference,  monthly,  of  the  sum  of  -14,631  from 
the  San  Francisco  Harbor  Improvement  Fund  to  the  San  Francisco 
Depot  Sinking  Fund.  This  drain  upon  the  resources,  amounting  in 
two  years  to  $111,144,  would  be  about  sufficient  to  complete  a  section 
of  seawall  one  thousand  feet  in  length.

The  errors  found  by  me  in  the  course  of  my  quarterly  examinations 
covering  the  two  years  ending  June  30,  1898,  being  only  clerical,  few  in 
number,  and  of  a  trivial  nature  not  affecting  the  financial  accounting, 
were  corrected  on  discovery.  I  have,  therefore,  great  pleasure  in  report- 
ing everything  correct. 

All  the  financial  statements  contained  in  the  present  Biennial  Report 
have  also  been  carefullv  examined  by  me,  verifying  them  by  the  Harbor 
Commissioners'  books,  with  which  they  are  in  strict  consonance. 

REMARKS. 

The  present  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  San  Francisco  Harbor  Im- 
provement Fund,  •$36,382.60,  may  appear  small  when  compared  with 
balance  of  former  years,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Depot  Sinking  Fund  has  been  created  by  a  monthly  transfer  of 
$4,631  from  the  former  to  the  latter,  in  conformity  with  the  Act  of  the 
Legislature,  which   for  sixty-five  months  amounts  to  $301,015.     This, 
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added  to  the  sum  of  $336,202.60  paid  out  of  the  same  fund  for  the 
foundations  of  the  new  depot,  would  bring  the  present  balance  to  the 
credit  of  the  San  Francisco  Harbor  Improverrient  Fund  to  the  sum  of 
$673,600.20 — a  greater  sum  than  has  heretofore  been  reached. 

As  to  the  payment  of  the  $600,000  San  Francisco  Depot  Bonds,  the 
financial  situation  is  highly  satisfactory,  having  already  enough  in  the 
sinking  fund  to  cover  over  one  third  of  the  amount, 

The  general  rule  is  that  all  large  undertakings  cost  more  than  first 
estimates,  and  the  new  Ferry  Depot  is  no  exception;  but  the  benefits  to 
the  general  public  must  be  considered  fully  commensurate  with  the  out- 
lay, and  the  imposing  structure  will  ever  stand  as  a  fitting  monument 
to  the  enterprise  of  California  and  the  intelligence  of  the  Commission- 
ers and  others  concerned. 

With  regard  to  the  Secretary's  books  and  accounts,  they  merit  a  meed 
of  well-earned  praise,  as  they  evince  more  than  ordinary  care  and  cor- 
rectness.

REPORT  OF  CHIEF  ENGINEER. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners: 

Gentlemen:  Pursuant  to  a  resolution  passed  by  the  Board  on  August 
17,  1897,  I  visited  the  Atlantic  ports  of  New  York,  Boston,  and  Phila- 
delphia, for  the  purpose  of  investigating  their  methods  of  wharf  con- 
struction and  other  improvements  pertaining  to  waterfront  matters. 

I  spent  some  eighteen  days  in  New  York,  twelve  days  in  Boston,  and 
four  in  Philadelphia.  During  those  periods  I  investigated  the  subjects 
of  wharf  and  dock  building  generally,  the  methods  of  ferry-slip  con- 
struction, the  question  of  timber  and  pile  preservation,  and  of  seawall 
and  harbor  embankment  construction.  I  also  looked  somewhat  into 
the  question  of  freight  handling  between  ship  and  car  (involving  the 
matter  of  belt  railroads),  and  in  a  general  way  the  question  of  pave- 
ment as  applied  to  the  roadways  of  piers  and  approaches  thereto. 

After  a  general  description  of  the  waterfront  of  these  three  cities  and 
their  method  of  regulation,  I  propose  to  take  up  the  above-mentioned 
subjects  seriatim. 

NEW   YORK. 

The  ownership  of  the  wharves  and  docks  of  New  York  is  about 
evenly  divided  between  the  municipality  and  private  parties,  but  the 
waterfront  is  controlled  by  a  Department  of  Docks  consisting  of  three 
commissioners.  Said  Department  was  established  in  1870.  Before  that 
time  there  had  been  no  systematic  plan  for  the  construction  of  wharves 
around  the  city,  private  owners  building  to  suit  their  own  convenience. 
Under  the  management  of  the  Department,  with  the  advice  of  their 
Chief  Engineer,  Mr.  G.  S.  Greene,  Jr.,  a  systematic  construction  of  piers 
and  seawall  is  continuously  going  on. 

In  1890,  a  bulkhead  or  seawall  line  was  established  by  a  Board  of 
United  States  Engineers,  around  the  entire  island;  all  new  work  is  made 
to  conform  to  this  line.  The  Department  has  already  built  some  three 
miles  of  solid  masonry  wall  in  conformity  thereto,  which  will  be  con- 
tinued until  the  whole  island  is  surrounded.  All  wharves  constructed 
by  private  parties  are  now  made  to  conform  to  the  established  water- 
front line. 

The  Department  at  the  present  time  is  engaged  in  the  reclamation  of 
a  portion  of  the  waterfront  on  North  River  above  West  Eleventh  Street. 
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This  section  was  filled  in  many  years  ago  (by  authority  of  the  Legis- 
lature), but  it  has  narrowed  the  river  to  such  an  extent  that  it  makes  it 
impossible  to  build  piers  of  sufficient  length  to  suit  the  demands  of 
commerce  in  this  portion  of  the  city  for  nearly  a  mile. 

The  reclamation  above  spoken  of  consists  in  the  removal  of  all 
obstructions  to  a  depth  of  at  least  thirty  feet  of  water.  These  obstruc- 
tions consist  of  wharves,  crib  work,  solid  filling,  and  buildings  from 
three  to  six  stories  in  height.  I  saw  at  work  in  this  locality  ten  dredgers 
and  five  pile-drivers.  The  area  to  be  removed  at  present  is  about  700 
feet  wide  and  2,000  feet  long,  and  this  reclamation,  together  with  the 
new  proposed  piers  and  seawall,  will  cost  not  less  than  seven  millions  of 
dollars.  It  contemplates  a  marginal  street  at  the  head  of  the  piers  250 
feet  in  width  for  the  accommodation  and  better  handling  of  the  immense 
traffic  which  centers  at  this  location. 

All  new  piers  are  built  b}'  the  commissioners,  and  are  leased  for  a  term 
of  years,  but  all  sheds  and  upper  works  are  planned  and  built  by  and 
at  the  cost  of  lessees  to  suit  their  needs;  the  plans,  however,  are  approved 
by  the  Department  of  Docks. 

The  commissioners  have  just  completed  on  the  pier  at  the  foot  of  East 
Twenty-fourth  Street,  a  shed  that  is  known  as  a  recreation  building; 
it  is  two  stories  in  height  and  some  60  feet  in  width  and  600  feet  in 
length.  The  lower  story,  or  wharf  proper,  is  open,  and  is  used  as  a 
landing  place  for  general  merchandise.  The  upper  floor  is  devoted  to 
the  free  use  of  the  general  public,  and  is  partially  closed  b}'-  means  of 
drop  sides  and  ornamental  railing;  the  entire  floor  (with  the  exception 
of  a  band  stand,  refreshment  counter  located  in  the  center,  and  seats 
around  the  sides)  is  clear.  The  roof  construction  is  of  steel,  having 
arched  trusses,  and  is  ornamental  in  design  and  finish.  The  interior) 
when  lighted  with  electric  lights,  is  very  attractive,  and  on  the  warm 
nights  of  midsummer  is  crowded  to  its  fullest  extent  with  the  poorer 
classes.  The  commissioners  intend  building  two  more  of  these  structures 
in  other  locations  on  the  waterfront. 

All  the  repairs  on  the  waterfront,  all  of  the  concrete  blocks  used  in 
the  construction  of  the  seawall,  and  a  large  part  of  the  construction 
are  done  directly  by  the  employes  of  the  commission.  Some  of  the 
larger  contracts,  such  as  dredging,  furnishing,  and  filling  of  material, 
are  done  by  contract.  There  is  in  charge  of  this  construction  and 
repair  department  a  chief  engineer  and  forty  assistant  engineers;  aggre- 
gating an  annual  payroll  for  this  Department  of  $64,500.  In  addition 
to  this  there  are  employed  some  two  hundred  and  seventy-five  laborers 
and  dock  builders.  The  Department  has  a  floating  property,  which 
consists  of  one  100-ton  derrick,  three  12-ton  derricks,  one  10-ton  der- 
rick, two    tugboats,  sixteen    pile-driving  scows,  one  steam  launch,  two

naphtha  launches,  twenty  scows  for  lumber  and  building  material,  and 
thirty-eight  yawl  boats. 

I  desire  to  say  to  this  commission  that  I  was  treated  both  by  the  Har- 
bor Board  and  their  Chief  Engineer,  Mr.  George  S.  Greene,  Jr.,  with 
the  greatest  courtesy,  and  was  given  every  facility  for  obtaining  infor- 
mation and  data.  Mr.  Greene  accompanied  me  on  the  Department 
tugboat  up  both  rivers  and  to  the  various  construction  departments, 
and  furnished  me  with  plans  and  specifications  of  all  the  larger  work. 

BOSTON. 

Boston  harbor  consists,  essentially,  of  an  outer  and  inner  harbor, 
each  accessible  from  the  sea  by  a  distinct  channel  and  united  by  a  deep 
waterway.  The  inner  harbor,  or  harbor  proper,  lies  to  the  north  and 
westward  of  Long  Island.  Four  rivers  discharge  their  waters  into  the 
basin  of  this  harbor:  the  Charles,  Mystic,  and  the  Chelsea  rivers  from 
the  north,  and  the  Neponset  from  the  south.  The  direct  entrance  from 
the  sea  is  by  Broad  Sound.  The  harbor  is  subdivided  into  several  minor 
harbors,  and  contains  many  islands  which  provide  shelter  from  storm 
during  anchorage.  The  range  of  tide  varies  from  9  to  12  feet.  The  area 
of  water  inside  the  harbor  all  west  of  a  line  extended  from  Point  Aller- 
ton,  Lovells  and  Deer  islands,  is  forty-six  square  miles,  thirteen  of  which 
have  a  depth  of  18  feet  at  mean  low  water,  and  eight  of  the  thirteen  a 
depth  of  24  feet  and  over.  The  shore  frontage,  without  reference  to  its 
use  or  occupation,  is  some  forty-foyr  and  five-eighths  miles,  divided  as 

follows:

Of  the  49,370  feet  of  the  actual  wharf  frontage  below  the  bridges  (not 
including  the  Navy  Yard),  8,400  are  owned  by  railroads,  30,970  by 
private  individuals,  land  companies,  and  other  corporations;  9,150  feet 
of  the  waterfront  on  the  south  side  of  the   harbor  east  of  Fort  Point 
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Channel  and  extending  to  the  reserve  channel,  as  yet  partially,  and  in 
some  cases  not  at  all  developed,  is  owned  by  the  Commonwealth,  and 
about  1,000  feet  of  frontage  on  the  peninsula  is  owned  by  the  Munici- 
pality. 

Below  the  bridges  there  is  an  excess  of  two  hundred  wharves,  all 
owned  by  railroad  companies  and  private  parties.  However,  all  new 
structures  and  the  replacing  of  old  into  the  tidewaters  are  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Harbor  and  Land  Commissioners.  This 
board  was  created  in  1879;  it  consists  of  three  members,  who  are 
appointed  by  the  Governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council, 
to  serve  a  term  of  three  years,  a  new  commissioner  being  appointed 
before  the  first  day  of  July  of  each  year.  They  have  charge  of  all  the 
land,  flats,  and  rights  in  tidewater  belonging  to  the  Commonwealth. 
The}'  have  charge  of  the  Connecticut  River,  having  the  same  powers  as 
regards  to  it  as  they  have  in  relation  to  tidewater.  All  fresh-water 
ponds  in  the  Commonwealth  over  ten  acres  in  area  are  placed  in  their 
charge,  with  substantially  the  same  power.  They  control  the  removal 
of  material  from  all  beaches  or  bars,  in  order  to  prevent  removal  in  any 
case  where  they  consider  such  removal  is  liable  to  interfere  or  injure 
navigability  of  the  waters  in  the  vicinity.  It  is  also  their  duty  to 
remove  from  tidewaters,  wrecks  which  are  obstructing  navigation,  an 
annual  appropriation  of  $5,000  being  made  for  that  purpose. 

They  have  the  right  to  lease  for  purposes  not  injurious  to  navigation 
any  parts  of  the  land  of  the  Commoijwealth  for  periods  not  exceeding 
five  years.  They  also  have  the  right  to  sell,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Governor,  lands  on  the  back  bay  at  public  auction,  or  by  private  sale, 
single  lots  not  exceeding  100  feet  frontage. 

They  can  make  contracts  for  the  improvement,  use,  or  other  dispo- 
sition of  the  lands  at  or  near  South  Boston,  known  as  Commonwealth 
Flats. 

The  board  has  the  power  to  license  any  person  to  build  or  to  extend 
a  wharf,  pier,  dam,  seawall,  bridge,  or  other  structure,  or  to  fill  land  or 
flats,  or  to  drive  piles  over  the  tidewater,  upon  such  terms  as  they  may 
prescribe,  so  long  as  it  is  within  the  established  harbor  line.  The 
parties  or  corporation  desiring  such  proposed  structure  must  submit 
plans  of  same,  and  the  board  shall  appoint  a  time  for  hearing  all 
parties  that  may  be  in  any  way  interested  in  the  proposed  structure. 

The  amount  of  tidewater  displaced  by  any  structure  below  high-water 
mark  must  be  ascertained  by  the  board,  and  they  must  require  the 
parties  causing  such  displacement  to  make  compensation  therefor  by 
either  excavating  between  high  and  low  water  some  part  of  the  harbor 
to  such  an  extent  as  to  create  a  basin  for  an  equivalent  amount  of  tide- 
water as  the  amount  displaced,  or  by  paying  in  lieu  of  such  excavation 
a  sum  not  exceeding  37  cents  per  cubic  yard  for  the  tidewater  displaced; 
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the  reason  for  the  same  being  the  maintenance  of  the  tidal  area  of  tlie 
harbor. 

The  anchorage  and  placing  of  vessels  are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Police  Department,  the  Harbormaster  being  a  deputy  of  the  Chief  of 
Police  and  captain  of  the  police  boat. 

On  April  17,  1895,  by  authority  of  the  Legislature,  a  State  Board  on 
Docks  and  Terminal  Facilities  (for  the  Port  of  Boston)  was  appointed 
by  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Council,  consisting  of 
three  persons,  one  being  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Harbor  and 
Land  Commissioners.  Their  duties  were  to  investigate  the  policy  of 
public  ownership  and  control  of  the  docks  and  wharves.  This  board 
reported  to  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Common- 
wealth, in  April,  1897.  The  summary  of  their  report,  which  is  the  gist 
of  their  conclusions,  is  as  follows: 

"  That  a  portion  of  the  foreshore  should  forever  be  preserved  in  the 
ownership  and  control  of  the  people  for  uses  and  purposes  such  as  the 
need  of  changing  conditions  may,  from  time  to  time,  require,  but  that 
it  is  neither  necessary  nor  desirable  that  the  entire  foreshore  of  the  har- 
bor should  be  thus  held;  on  the  contrary,  a  diversified  ownership  is 
believed  to  be  the  healthiest,  and,  therefore,  the  acquisition  of  certain 
parcels  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  hereinbefore  described 
is  recommended." 

During  the  existence  of  this  board  (their  duties  having  ceased  upon 
the  filing  of  their  report)  the}^  held  daily  sessions,  taking  testimony  and 
collecting  data  from  all  parts  of  the  world.  A  committee  visited  per- 
sonally seventeen  of  the  principal  seaports  of  Great  Britain  and  the  con- 
tinent of  Europe;  conferences  were  held  with  United  States  consuls  and 
leading  merchants  and  officials  of  these  ports;  inspections  were  also 
made  of  the  chief  Atlantic  seaports,  and  data  were  received  from  the 
port  of  San  Francisco. 

The  Board  of  Harbor  and  Land  Commissioners  of  Boston  have 
undoubtedly  one  of  the  most  valuable  and  extensive  collections  of  data 
with  regard  to  harbor  and  waterfront  matters  in  existence. 

During  my  sojourn  in  Boston,  I  was  treated  by  the  members  of  this 
commission,  Mr.  Woodward  Emery  and  Mr.  Clinton  White,  with  the 
greatest  courtesy;  they  furnished  me  with  every  facility,  both  by  land 
and  water,  for  obtaining  data.  I  visited  with  them  all  the  important 
localities  of  the  harbor.  Mr.  Clinton  White,  who  also  acted  as  secretary 
for  the  Commission  on  Docks  and  Terminal  Facilities,  is  a  veritable 
encyclopedia  on  harbor  matters.  I  desire,  also,  to  thank  Mr.  Frederick 
N.  AV'ales,  the  secretary  of  the  commission,  for  all  the  valuable  printed 
matter  with  regard  to  the  same.  Mr.  .Frank  W.  Hodgdon,  Chief 
Engineer,  not  only  furnished  me  with  valuable  plans  and  specifications, 
but  put  me  in  touch  with  the  railroad  and  city  officials  of  his  city. 
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I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  John  E.  Cheney,  Assistant  City  Engineer,  for 
plans  of  the  Boston  ferry  slips  and  aprons  and  valuable  specifications 
on  street-paving. 

There  has  been  quite  an  amount  of  improvement,  such  as  filling  and 
reclamation  on  the  South  Boston  flats,  done  in  the  past  few  years  under 
the  direction  of  this  commission,  and  they  have  recently  contracted  for 
a  pier  in  this  locality  some  400  feet  wide  and  1,200  feet  long. 

Before  leaving  this  subject,  I  wish  to  say  a  few  words  with  regard  to 
the  south  station  of  the  Boston  Terminal  Company',  which  is  in  course 
of  erection.  The  depot  proper  is  560  feet  wide,  having  a  clear  central 
span  of  228  feet  6  inches,  and  two  side  spans  of  165  feet  9  inches  each; 
is  600  feet  long,  and  83  feet  from  under  side  of  roof  truss  to  floor  and  106 
feet  to  apex  of  roof.  This  depot,  when  finished,  will  rest  on  a  founda- 
tion of  over  40,000  piles,  26,000  having  already  been  driven.  There 
will  be  700  trains  dail}^  in  and  out  of  the  same.  The  local  and  suburban 
trains  will  occupy  the  basement  floor,  the  tracks  being  in  the  form  of  a 
loop, being  continuous  and  thus  avoiding  switching.  The  first  floor  will 
be  occupied  entirely  b}'^  through  trains. 

PHILADELPHIA. 

The  location  of  the  port  of  Philadelphia  is  at  the  junction  of  the 
Delaware  and  Schuylkill  rivers,  103  miles  inland.  There  is  an  avail- 
able waterfront  on  the  two  rivers  for  commercial  purposes  of  about  33 
miles.  The  wharves  are  all  owned  by  corporations  and  private  parties 
owning  the  land  at  the  head  of  the  same,  but  they  are  built  under 
license  and  according  to  the  specifications  of  a  Board  of  Wardens, 
appointed  under  legislative  action.  The  Wardens  are  nineteen  in  num- 
ber; sixteen  are  elected  by  the  City  Councils,  one  by  the  Council  of 
Chester,  one  by  the  Council  of  Bristol,  and  the  Master  Warden  is 
appointed  by  the  State.  The  Master  Warden  is  the  legal  head  of  the 
board.  These  Port  Wardens  make  all  the  rules  governing  the  harbor 
as  to  anchorage,  etc.;  they  license  the  pilots,  make  the  rules  governing 
them,  and  have  entire  charge  of  the  system  so  far  as  their  discipline  is 
concerned  in  the  exercise  of  their  duties  ;  they  also  regulate  the  dredg- 
ing of  the  various  slips  between  the  wharves  as  to  the  time  and  extent 
of  same,  which  dredging,  however,  is  paid  for  by  the  parties  owning  the 
adjacent  wharves. 

The  parties  owning  lots  on  the  waterfront  of  sufficient  frontage  (or 
with  the  consent  of  the  adjacent  property  owners)  to  leave  a  slip  of  150 
feet  on  either  side  of  same,  may,  by  license  from  the  Port  Wardens,  build 
a  wharf  to  the  pier  head  lineby  conforming  to  the  plans  of  said  Wardens 
and  the  payment  of  the  cost  of  advertising  ($20)  and  an  additional  fee 
of  $25. 

There  is  also  a  Board  of   Harbor   Commissioners,  whose  duties   are 
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principally  advisory  as  to  changes  in  the  waterfront  and  pier  head 
lines,  and  who  report  to  the  City  Councils.  In  the  question  of  condem- 
nation of  wharf  property  for  the  purposes  of  improvement,  they  act 
jointly  with  the  Port  Wardens.  This  board  consists  of  six  citizens 
selected  by  the  Presidents  of  the  Select  and  Common  Councils,  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  city,  and  a  United  States  Army  consulting  engineer, 
detailed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

The  improvement  of  the  waterfront  is  authorized  by  legislative  action, 
and  is  done  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  under  the  guidance  of  the  Har- 
bor Commissioners  and  Port  Wardens.  The  improvement  contemplates 
a  bulkhead  and  pier  head  lines.  Delaware  Avenue,  which  runs  along 
the  head  of  the  present  docks,  was  widened  to  150  feet  with  a  view  of 
filling  in  with  solid  material.  The  City  Engineer  is  at  present  at  work 
on  plans  for  a  solid  masonry  bulkhead  along  this  avenue,  similar  in 
construction  to  those  used  in  New  York  City.  The  plan  proposed  pro- 
vides for  wharves  from  75  to  100  feet  in  width  and  from  550  to  700  feet 
in  length.  The  city  has  recently  appropriated  $815,000  for  these 
improvements.  All  of  this  remodeling  comes  under  the  Board  of  Port 
Wardens  and  the  Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners,  and  they  have  the 
power  to  give  notices  in  writing  to  the  owners  of  the  property  affected 
by  any  change  in  construction  to  conform  by  removal  or  reconstruction 
to  such  changes,  and  in  case  of  the  said  party  so  notified  failing  to 
prosecute  the  work  prescribed  within  six  months,  the  city  has  the  power 
to  condemn  and  appropriate  the  property  and  riparian  rights,  and  the 
same  becomes  vested  in  the  city;  the  owner  receiving  compensation  for 
the  taking. 

I  am  greatly  indebted  for  much  valuable  information  and  many 
courtesies  to  Mr.  W.  R.  Tucker,  Master  Warden  of  the  port  of  Philadel- 
phia; also  to  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  city,  Mr.  George  S.  Webster,  who 
has  furnished  me  with  many  valuable  plans  and  specifications  of 
intended  improvements. 

I  have  received,  through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  William  Hunter,  the 
principal  assistant  to  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Reading  Railroad,  plans 
and  specifications  of, a  pier  and  ferry  rack  now  in  course  of  construction, 
known  as  Pier  No.  8,  Philadelphia. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  W.  H.  Brown,  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad,  for  plans  of  the  Twenty-third  Street  terminal  station  in 
New  York  City,  showing  waiting-rooms  and  upper  deck  bridges  for 
ferry-boats. 

NEW    YORK    WHARVES. 

In  New  York  City,  in  wharves  of  the  same  area,  they  use  about  double 
the  number  of  standard  or  bearing  piles  (with  the  exception  of  the  four 
outer  bents)  as  are  used  in  those  of  San   Francisco.     These  piles   are 
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driven  10  feet  from  center  to  center  longitudinally,  and  about  5  feet 
transversely;  the  outer  pile  in  each  bent  is  cut  off  one  foot  below  the 
grade  of  the  balance,  and  is  capped  with  a  longitudinal  sub-cap  12 
inches  square.  The  balance  of  the  standard  piles  in  each  bent  are  cut 
off  to  conform  with  a  crown  of  4  inches  in  a  60-foot  wharf,  and  are 
capped  transversely  with  12  x  12  inch  timbers. 

The  piles,  after  being  stayed  into  position,  are  mortised  into  caps 
having  tenons  7^  inches  wide  longitudinally,  with  the  caps  3|  inches 
thick  and  3  inches  long;  the  caps  are  also  drift-bolted  to  each  standard 
pile  with  a  wrought  iron  bolt  1  inch  square.  (In  San  Francisco  the 
caps  are  merely  drift-bolted  to  each  pile  with  a  l-inch  round  iron 
drift  bolt.) 

The  joints  in  the  caps  in  the  New  York  wharves  are  made  to  come 
over  the  standard  piles,  and  in  place  of  being  butted,  as  is  done  here, 
they  are  scarfed  in  what  is  known  as  a  ship  carpenter's  splice. 

The  stringer  system,  or  as  they  call  it  there,  rangers,  are  of  12x  12 
inch  timber,  spaced  5  feet  apart,  or  so  as  to  come  directly  over  each 
standard  pile,  the  outside  stringers  being  composed  of  two  pieces.  All 
joints  are  formed  half  way  between  the  bents  of  piles,  and  are  secured 
with  fish  plates  of  6  x  12  inch  timber,  one  on  each  side,  fastened  with 
screw  bolts;  these  stringers  are  fastened  to  each  cap  with  drift  bolts  of 
square  iron. 

The  covering  of  the  wharf  is  of  two  thicknesses  of  4  inches  each;  the 
lower  or  upper  deck  plank  is  laid  at  right  angles  with  the  stringer 
system,  the  planks  being  from  8  to  10  inches  in  width,  and  are  laid  2 
inches  apart;  the  openings,  however,  are  filled  with  2x2  inch  timbers 
at  the  caps  and  at  the  crossing  of  the  rangers  or  stringers.  The  top 
layer  or  sheathing  is  composed  of  4  x  10  inch  planking,  which  is  laid 
close  and  diagonally  with  the  line  of  the  wharf,  forming  an  angle  of  45 
degrees  with  its  general  line.  The  length  of  these  planks  is  such  that 
they  break  joints  alternately  on  the  rangers  or  deck  planks. 

The  main  bracing  of  the  wharf  is  by  means  of  piles  driven  at  an 
angle  of  eight  horizontal  to  twelve  vertical,  one  on  each  side  of  wharf  at 
each  bent;  they  are  butted  against  the  lower  side  of  double  rangers  or 
outside  stringers  and  the  longitudinal  sub-cap,  and  are  fastened  to  this 
latter  and  to  the  second  standard  pile,  in  each  bent,  at  intersections 
with  screw  bolts.  There  is  an  additional  bracing  in  each  bent  as  fol- 
lows: A  tie  beam  of  5  x  10  inch  timber  is  fastened  to  each  pile  at  each 
bent  transversely  with  the  line  of  the  wharf  at  low  water;  from  the 
outer  end  of  this  tie  beam  there  are  "A"  braces  of  5  x  10  inch  timber 
extending  to,  meeting,  and  butting  together  at  the  top  of  the  cross  cap 
at  center  of  wharf.  These  "A"  braces  are  also  fastened  to  each  pile  at 
each  intersection  and  to  the  caps  with  screw  bolts. 

The  curb,  or  as  it  is  called  in  New  York,  the  backing  block,  is  laid 
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directly  on  the  surface  of  the  planking  of  the  wharf,  flush  with  the  out- 
side edge  of  wharf,  and  fastened  to  the  planking  and  outside  stringers 
with  drift  bolts. 

In  place  of  fender  piles,  the  outside  standard  piles  are  utilized  for 
fastening  vertical  fenders  of  8x12  inch  white  oak  timbers,  extending 
from  the  sub-caps  to  the  line  of  low  water;  there  are  also  two  lines  of 
horizontal  fenders  of  8x12  inch  white  oak  extending  the  entire  length 
of  the  wharf  (with  the  exception  of  the  four  outer  bents) ;  one  of  these  is 
fastened  to  the  before  mentioned  sub-caps,  and  the  other  to  the  backing 
block;  between  these  vertical  fenders  there  are  placed  intermediate 
fenders  of  the  same  material,  but  reaching  merely  between  the  two 
longitudinal  fenders. 

In  place  of  mooring  piles  there  is  used  a  cast-iron  mooring  bit  similar 
to  the  ones  now  used  along  the  various  sections  of  the  seawall  in  San 
Francisco.  Those  in  New  York,  however,  are  placed  on  top  of  the 
backing  blocks,  and  fastened  thereto  and  to  the  outside  rangers;  these  bits 
are  spaced  about  50  feet  apart. 

The  four  outer  bents  of  the  wharves  are  spaced  about  20  feet  from 
center  to  center.  They  consist  of  a  double  row  of  piles,  each  row  con- 
taining the  same  number  of  piles  as  are  under  the  regular  caps,  or  mak- 
ing this  row  of  double  the  carrying  capacity  of  those  caps.  Each  double 
cap  consists  of  four  pieces  of  12  x  12  inch  timber,  being  equivalent  to  a 
single  cap  24  inches  square.  These  bents  are  additionally  strengthened 
by  being  bolted  together,  chocked  between  piles,  and  braced;  they  are 
also  sheeted  to  the  line  of  mean  low  water  with  horizontal  planking  5 
inches  thick. 

The  end  piles  in  each  of  these  bents  and  the  sheathing  are  so  arranged 
that  they  present  a  rounded  edge  to  the  current.  This  is  covered  for  a 
distance  of  four  feet  with  an  armature  of  boiler  steel  ^  inch  in  thickness 
and  6  feet  in  height,  securely  fastened  to  piles  and  sheathing. 

The  outer  sheathing  of  the  end  bent  of  piles  is  covered  with  an  addi- 
tional vertical  sheathing  of  plank  5  inches  thick.  The  outer  corners 
of  wharves  were  rounded  on  a  24-foot  radius,  and  have  corner  bands  of 
steel  i  inch  thick,  10  feet  long,  and  5  feet  wide;  these  corners  are  pro- 
tected with  four  fender  piles  of  white  oak;  the  ends  of  the  four  outer 
bents  are  also  protected  with  an  oak  fender  pile  in  addition  to  the  hori- 
zontal fenders  before  mentioned. 

The  wider  spacing  of  the  outer  bent,  the  additional  bracing,  and 
armature  plates  are  for  protection  against  floating  ice.  The  stringer 
system  in  these  outer  four  bents  varies  from  that  in  the  balance  of 
wharf  to  the  extent  that  the  rangers  are  doubled  in  number  and  thick- 
ness, and  are  chocked  in  a  manner  similar  to  the  caps  in  this  locality. 

The  standard  of  the  New  York  wharves  as  to  carrying  capacity  is 
about  double  that  of  the  San  Francisco  wharves,  their  limit  as  to  load 
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allowed  being  500  pounds  to  the  square  foot.  The  timber  for  super- 
structure used  there  is  what  is  known  as  hard  yellow  pine.  The  stand- 
ard piles  are  generally  of  spruce,  and  vary  from  50  to  80  feet  in  length. 
The  wharf  timbers  rarely  exceed  30  feet  in  length. 

Any  wharf  on  which  it  is  contemplated  building  a  shed  or  other 
structure  is  provided  with  an  additional  system  of  piling  and  stringers 
for  the  foundation  of  same.  Some  of  the  larger  piers  are  what  is 
known  as  double-deck,  i.  e.,  they  are  covered  with  a  two-story  shed,  the 
upper  floor  being  used  for  the  landing  of  merchandise  or  for  passenger 
purposes.  The  columns  supporting  shed,  the  foundation  stringers,  and 
the  floor  system  of  upper  deck,  together  with  the  frame  work  of  the 
shed,  are  all  of  structural  steel.  These  sheds  are  designed  and  paid  for 
by  the  parties  leasing  the  piers,  the  Department  of  Docks  merely  pass- 
ing on  the  plans. 

BOSTON    WHARVES. 

There  is  a  pier  to  be  constructed  by  the  Harbor  and  Land  Commis- 
sioners on  South  Boston  flats,  which  when  completed  will  be  400  feet 
wide  and  1,200  feet  long.  It  consists  of  a  central  core  of  solid  material 
300  feet  in  width  and  1,150  feet  in  length,  inclosed  by  a  retaining  wall 
of  rough  granite,  the  slopes  being  protected  by  a  platform  wharf  of 
piling  around  both  sides  and  end.  The  method  of  building  this  wall 
(which  is  the  same  as  the  bulkhead  or  river  wall)  is  as  follows: 

A  trench  70  feet  in  width  is  first  dredged  around  the  entire  exterior 
lines  of  the  proposed  pier,  having  a  depth  of  30  feet  at  mean  low  water 
at  its  outer  line  and  20  feet  at  its  inner  line;  this  depth  of  20  feet  being 
a  bench  30  feet  in  width,  measured  outwardly  from  which  line  it  slopes 
to  meet  the  outer  cut  of  30  feet.  In  this  trench,  five  rows  of  piles  are 
driven,  2  feet  from  centers  tranversely  and  2  feet  6  inches  longitudinally. 
They  are  capped  with  6  x  12  inch  spruce  timbers,  laid  on  their  flat  and 
tree-nailed  to  each  pile.  These  caps  are  then  covered  with  spruce 
planking  3  inches  thick,  forming  a  platform  8  feet  6  inches  wide.  There 
is  also  a  brace  or  spur  shore  pile  battering  outwards  driven  between 
each  bent  and  also  capped  with  a  6  x  12  timber;  this  pile  is  also  secured 
to  a  girder  of  6x12  running  longitudinally  with  the  platform  and 
fastened  to  each  standard  pile  at  each  intersection.  Before  the  platform 
is  placed  on  these  piles  (which  are  sawed  off  one  foot  below  mean  low 
water)  the  trench  is  filled  with  broken  rock  or  cobbles  to  the  level  of  the 
top  of  the  piles.  The  surface  of  this  embankment  thus  formed  is 
covered  on  the  sea  slope  with  large  rock  of  H  feet  in  thickness,  laid  on 
a  slope  of  14  to  1,  the  inner  slope  being  2  to  1  and  the  width  of  the 
embankment  on  top  is  8  feet  6  inches — the  width  of  the  platform. 

On  top  of  this  wooden  platform  above  described,  is  built  a  retaining 
wall  of  rough  granite  laid  dry  with  headers  and  stretchers,  the  size  of 
the  stone  being  2  feet  thick,  3  to  4  feet  in  width,  and  from  4  to  6  feet  in 
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length.  The  top  or  coping  stone  are  roughly  dimensioned  and  cover  the 
entire  width  of  the  wall  at  the  top.  The  wall  is  8  feet  wide  at  the  bottom, 
battering  inwards  from  the  sea  to  4  feet  6  inches  at  top,  and  having  a 
height  of  14  feet.  The  top  of  the  wall  is  14  feet  above  mean  low  water, 
and  its  outer  edges  are  50  feet  in-board  from  the  exterior  line  of  the 
pier.  As  a  protection  to  the  inner  surface,  a  wall  of  loose  rock  is  laid 
against  the  same.  The  entire  area  inclosed  is  then  filled  up  to  the  grade 
of  the  top  of  the  wall  with  dredged  material  taken  from  the  harbor. 
Around  both  sides  and  ends  of  this  wall  there  is  then  built  a  wharf  or 
platform  (similar  to  that  on  the  outer  side  of  the  seawall  and  thorough- 
fare here  in  San  Francisco).  It  is  50  feet  in  width,  and  is  supported  on 
eight  rows  of  piles  driven  about  6  feet  apart  transversely  and  8  feet 
longitudinally.  These  are  capped  with  timbers  of  14  x  14  fastened  to 
each  pile.  The  wharf  is  braced  with  two  rows  of  spur-shores  longitu- 
dinally, battering  outwards,  or  the  reverse  of  the  usual  way.  The  first, 
which  is  located  at  the  first  row  of  standard  piles  from  the  inner  side 
is  notched  out  and  fastened  to  that  pile  at  a  point  half  way  between 
high  and  low  water.  The  other  is  located  at  the  middle  standard  pile, 
and  is  fastened  thereto  at  the  line  of  high  water.  The  stringer  system 
of  this  wharf  consists  of  a  main  stringer  on  either  side  12  x  12,  the  inter- 
mediates being  6x12  placed  2  feet  from  centers.  They  are  all  drift- 
bolted  to  caps. 

The  fender  piles  are  capped  with  a  14  x  14  timber,  which  extends 
above  the  planking  about  6  inches,  thus  acting  both  as  chocks  and  as  a 
backing  log;  the  fender  piles  are  also  fastened  to  the  adjacent  standard 
piles. 

The  wharf  is  additionally  braced  with  two  girder  planks  at  each  bent: 
one  is  set  level  and  just  above  the  line  of  low  water;  the  other  is  on  an 
angle  battering  inwards,  and  extends  from  the  outside  standard  pile  at 
the  line  of  the  bottom  of  the  caps  and  reaches  to  the  bottom  girder  at 
the  inner  line  of  the  wharf.  They  are  both  fastened  to  each  standard 
pile  at  each  intersection  with  screw  bolts.  The  entire  surface  of  the 
wharf  is  covered  with  3-inch  planking.  Most  of  the  piles  used  are  of 
oak.  The  wharf,  or  wooden  portion  of  this  pier,  would  have  a  safe 
carrying  capacity  of  at  least  600  pounds  to  the  square  foot,  while  that  of 
the  core  is  unlimited. 

Wooden  Wharves. — The  ordinary  wooden  wharves  of  Boston  are  con- 
structed as  follows: 

Standard  piles,  generally  of  oak,  are  driven  9  feet  transversely  and  10 
feet  longitudinally.  They  are  bound  together  on  top  with  two  girder 
caps  of  6x  10  inch  hard  pine,  and  fastened  to  piles  with  1-inch  screw 
bolts;  the  girder  caps  are  let  into  the  piles,  so  that  the  same  are  spaced 
3  inches  apart.  The  outside  stringers  are  of  10  x  12  inch  and  all  inside 
stringers  of  6  x  12  inch  hard  pine,  spaced  2  feet  from  center  to  center. 
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The  wharves  are  covered  with  3-inch  hard  pine  planks.  The  wharves 
are  braced  by  brace  piles,  called  there  spur-shores;  they  are  of  oak,  and 
are  shouldered  against  the  outer  standard  pile  at  about  1  foot  below 
mean  high  water,  and  fastened  thereto  with  l:^-inch  screw  bolts.  In 
addition  to  bracing  with  piles,  each  bent  has  a  set  of  crossbraces  of  4  x  8 
inch  oak,  running  from  a  point  about  2  feet  above  mean  low  water  to 
the  under  side  of  the  girder  caps.  These  braces  are  fastened  to  each 
standard  pile  at  each  intersection  with  1-inch  screw  bolts;  a  horizontal 
tie  of  4  X  8  inch  oak  is  also  placed  1  foot  above  mean  low  water  and 
fastened  to  each  pile  in  each  bent  with  1-inch  screw  bolts. 

Fender  piles  of  oak  are  driven  in  transverse  lines,  with  standard  piles 
close  up  against  the  outer  ones,  and  fastened  thereto  just  below  the 
girder  cap  with  l^-inch  screw  bolts.  The  fender  piles  are  cut  off  9 
inches  below  the  top  of  the  planking,  and  are  capped  with  12  x  12  inch 
hard  pine  caps  running  longitudinally.  These  caps  answer  as  longi- 
tudinal fenders,  and  projecting  3  inches  above  the  planking  also  as  a 
curb  or  backing  block. 

Mooring  piles  of  oak  are  driven  just  inside  of  outer  stringers,  and  are 
held  in  place  by  4-inch  planks  fitted  down  into  adjoining  stringers  and 
around  mooring  piles. 

The  corners  of  these  wharves  are  similarly  piled  and  finished  as  are 
the  wharves  of  Philadelphia  and  New  York. 

A  safe  load  for  these  wharves  would  be  about  300  pounds  per  square 
foot. 

PHILADELPHIA    WHARVES. 

These  wharves,  with  the  exception  of  two  outer  bents,  are  constructed 
as  follows: 

Standard  piles  are,  as  prescribed  by  the  rules  of  the  Board  of  Port 
Wardens,  driven  in  bents  located  longitudinally,  10  feet  from  center  to 
center.  The  piles  in  these  bents  are  5  feet  apart  from  centers  trans- 
versely, and  before  being  cut  off  at  the  proper  level,  they  are  straight- 
ened and  stay-lathed  into  position.  They  are  then  bound  together 
transversely  Avith  girder  plank  of  6  x  12  inch,  gained  into  piles,  equally 
on  each  side,  leaving  a  tenon  of  4  inches  thick,  12  inches  long,  and  the 
width  being  the  full  diameter  of  the  pile.  They  are  fastened  to  each 
pile  with  two  screw  bolts.  The  cap  proper  is  a  single  piece  of  8x16 
inches  laid  on  its  flat,  covering  the  pile  and  being  flush  on  each  edge  with 
the  girders;  they  are  drift-bolted  to  the  piles  and  well  spiked  to  the 
girder  planks,  or  clamps,  as  they  are  called. 

The  wharf  is  braced  in  the  following  manner:  At  the  line  of  mean  low 
water  two  girders  of  5  x  10  inches  are  fastened  to  each  pile  in  each  bent, 
one  on  either  side  of  the  pile;  the  spaces  between  these  planks  and  the 
four  outer  piles  on  each  side  are  chocked  with  12  x  12  inch  timbers 
securely  l:)olted  to  the  girder  plank.     The  bents  are  then  diagonally 
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braced  with  "A"  braces  of  5  x  10  on  each  side,  making  four  in  number 
dividing  the  said  bent  into  two  panels;  i.  e.,  a  set  of  braces  extend 
from  the  girder  either  way  from  the  center  of  the  wharf  to  a  point  at 
under  side  of  deck  line,  distant  from  the  outside  of  wharf  one-fourth  of 
its  entire  width.  From  the  outside  of  wharf,  at  this  same  lower  girder, 
another  set  extends  to  the  bottom  deck,  and,  meeting  the  first  set,  they 
are  bolted  to  each  pile  at  each  intersection  with  galvanized  screw  bolts. 

The  stringer  system  is  composed  of  an  outside  stringer  of  12x14 
inches  and  intermediates  of  6  x  14  inches  laid  2  feet  6  inches  from  cen- 
ters. They  are  dapped  or  gained  out  at  caps  1  inch.  The  floor  is  com- 
posed of  two  layers  of  3-inch  plank,  dressed  to  a  uniform  thickness;  the 
first  is  laid  at  right  angles  to  the  axis  of  the  wharf,  and  the  planks  are 
placed  6  inches  apart,  these  spaces  over  the  stringers  being  filled  solid 
for  the  full  width  of  the  same.  The  planks  in  the  outer  section  of  this 
layer,  about  12  feet  in  length,  are  creosoted  with  14  pounds  of  dead  oil 
to  the  cubic  foot;  they  are  fastened  to  the  stringers  with  wrought  spikes 
-5  inch  square  and  7  inches  long. 

The  sheathing  plank  or  upper  layer  are  laid  close  and  at  an  angle  of 
45  degrees  with  the  axis  of  the  wharf,  and  are  spiked  to  the  lower  plank 
with  5-inch  wire  nails  averaging  3  feet  apart. 

The  backing  log  or  curb  is  a  10x12  inch  white  oak  timber,  raised 
above  the  planking  of  tlie  wharf  and  supported  on  blocking  of  2x12 
inches  laid  5  feet  apart. 

Fender  and  brace  piles  are  used  only  on  the  outer  bents.  The  usual 
system  of  fenders  is  a  series  of  6  x  8  inch  white  oak  timbers  placed  hori- 
zontally around  the  wharf  between  the  top  and  the  line  of  mean  low 
water.  They  are  placed. about  6  inches  apart,  and  are  fastened  to  ver- 
tical furring  pieces  of  8x12  inch  yellow  pine,  which  are  bolted  to  the 
front  row  of  standard  piles  in  each  bent,  these  piles  being  surfaced  off 
to  receive  them. 

The  two  outer  bents  are  constructed  as  to  spacing,  protection,  number 
of  piles  and  braces  as  are  the  New  York  wharves.  They  have  rounded 
corners,  white  oak  fender  piles,  and  in  addition,  fender  piles  at  the  ends 
of  these  two  outer  bents ;  they  have  also  brace  piles  and  corner  bands 
and  chocks  connecting  fender  piles. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  standard  piles,  clusters  of  four  piles  each 
are  driven  on  both  sides  of  the  wharf  at  intervals  of  20  feet.  They  are 
capped  with  a  solid  platform  of  12-inch  timbers  bolted  together  about  4 
feet  square,  having  a  covering  of  3-inch  plank  and  braced  with  two 
incline  piles,  the  whole  being  tied  to  adjacent  standard  piles  with  girts 
of  8  X  10  inches.  From  this  platform  so  built,  there  is  carried  a  hollow 
column  of  structural  steel,  composed  of  two  15-inch  channel  beams 
placed  6  inches  apart  and  connected  with  steel  diaphragms  on  either 
side.     These  columns  extend  upward  to  the  under  surface  of  the  plank- 
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ing,  and  are  there  again  tied  to  the  standard  piles  with  girts  of  5x12 
inch  timbers.  The  hollow  portion  of  the  column  is  then  jfilled  solid 
with  concrete.  The  object  of  these  columns  is  to  serve  as  a  foundation 
for  the  posts  of  a  contemplated  shed. 

Mooring  bits  are  used  in  the  Philadelphia  wharves  in  place  of  moor- 
ing piles.  They  are  placed  about  50  feet  apart  on  either  side  of  the 
wharf,  and  are  fastened  to  special  foundation  timbers. 

On  wharves  that  are  designed  for  the  use  of  vessels  having  lower  ports 
for  loading,  they  have  what  they  call  drop  gangways.  They  vary  from 
12  to  14  feet  in  width  and  are  about  24  feet  long.  In  these  gangways 
they  use  an  apron  or  bridge  which  can  be  raised  or  lowered  to  suit  the 
varying  heights  of  the  tide. 

The  method  adopted  is  to  counterweight  this  bridge  or  apron ;  and,  for 
moving  the  same,  use  what  is  known  as  a  worm  gear  hoist,  which  con- 
sists of  a  right  and  left  hand  worm  engaging  with  gear  wheels  to  which 
a  chain  wheel  is  attached,  the  whole  being  almost  a  counterpart  of  the 
device  used  here  on  the  various  aprons  at  the  ferry  slips  before  the 
hydraulic  system  was  adopted. 

There  is  a  wharf  in  course  of  construction  in  Philadelphia  for  the 
Reading  Railroad  Company,  known  as  Pier  8,  which  differs  somewhat 
from  the  one  above  described,  inasmuch  as  the  outer  standard  piles  are 
sub-capped  with  side  caps  of  12  x  12  timber,  mortised  and  tenoned,  and 
the  outside  stringers  compounded,  consisting  of  two  pieces  of  12x14. 
The  posts  of  the  proposed  shed  have  no  independent  piling,  but  rest  on 
a  special  floor  beam.  The  wharf  is  braced  additionally  to  the  above 
described  sway  braces  with  a  brace  or  batter  pile  at  each  bent  on  each 
side  of  the  wharf,  and  the  caps  proper  are  of  12  x  12,  in  addition  to  the 
girders  and  clamps.  In  this  wharf  all  piles  and  timbers  are  creosoted 
with  10  pounds  of  dead  oil  to  the  cubic  foot. 

The  Philadelphia  wharves  have  a  capacity  of  at  least  700  pounds  to 
the  square  foot,  with  a  factor  of  safety  of  three. 

After  looking  into  the  various  methods  of  wharf  constructions  of  the 
cities  of  New  York,  Boston,  and  Philadelphia,  the  question  arises,  in 
what  respect  do  they  varj'  from  those  of  San  Francisco  and  what 
improvement  could  be  made  in  our  wharves? 

WHARVES    OF    SAN    FRANCISCO. 

From  the  foregoing  description  of  piled  wharves  in  Boston,  New  York, 
and  Philadelphia"harbors,  it  is  readily  seen  that  they  are  constructed  to 
carry  a  much  greater  load  than  are  ours.  The  Eastern  wharves  are 
designed  for  loads  varying  from  400  to  600  pounds  per  square  foot,  with 
a  factor  of  safety  of  four;  whereas,  the  maximum  loads  for  our  wharves 
are  250  pounds  per  square  foot,  with  the  same  factor  of  safety;  but  this 
factor  decreases  very  quickly  and  materially,  as  piles  in  some  localities

of    this    bay   are   attacked   by   the    wood-destroying   pests  soon    alter 
construction. 

Comparing  the  construction  of  Eastern  wharves  with  those  of  San 
Francisco,  I  venture  to  say  that,  leaving  aside  those  parts  in  the  Eastern 
wharves  which  are  designed  to  resist  the  floating  ice,  the  details  of  con- 
struction of  our  wharves  are  simpler;  having  no  gains  or  tenons  they 
are  not  so  apt  to  suffer  from  dry  rot;  the  fact  of  having  but  few  joints 
in  caps  and  stringers  they  are,  consequently,  in  this  respect  superior  to 
the  Eastern  structures.  This  construction  of  our  wharves  is,  however, 
greatly  owing  to  the  better  materials  at  our  disposal,  and  for  whicli  the 
Coast  is  famous. 

The  length  of  timbers  for  wharf  construction  in  the  East  very  rarely 
exceeds  40  feet,  but  generally  timbers  up  to  30  feet  in  length  only,  are 
specified  and  used.  In  our  wharves  timbers  of  from  60  to  100  feet  and 
over  in  length  have  frequently  been  employed,  and  are  to  be  had  with 
only  a  very  small  additional  cost.  With  piles  it  is  the  same  in  Eastern 
wharf  construction;  a  pile  60  feet  long  is  considered  a  very  long  pile, 
whereas  on  this  Coast  piles  from  100  to  130  feet  in  length  can  be  had  at 
any  time. 

The  carrying  capacity  of  our  wharves  may  have  been  sufficient 
in  past  years,  but  with  the  increase  of  commerce  and  a  required 
quicker  loading  and  discharging  of  vessels,  especially  steamers,  which 
latter  must  sometimes  be  dispatched  in  a  very  short  time,  and  loads 
intended  for  shipping  must  be  partially  stored  on  the  wharves  while 
the  boats  are  still  discharging,  the  carrying  capacity  of  the  wharves 
should  be  brought  up  to  those  of  Eastern  structures.  To  do  this,  stand- 
ard piles  should  be  driven  not  more  than  6  feet  transversel}^,  and  not 
more  than  8  feet  longitudinally;  the  caps  and  stringers  could  remain 
about  the  same  as  in  present  wharves.  All  piles  should  be  either  pro- 
tected by  coating  or  creosoted  to  prevent  the  attack  of  the  teredo  and 
the  limnoria,  as  these  pests  are  more  numerous  and  far  more  destruc- 
tive to  wooden  structures  in  our  waters  than  they  are  in  the  Eastern 
harbors  above  mentioned.  As  to  preserving  piles  and  timbers  for  wharf 
construction,  I  shall  treat  this  subject  more  fully  later  on  in  this  report. 

No  wharf  or  structure  in  this  bay  designed  for  durability  should  rest 
on  unprotected  or  unpreserved  piling;  but  the  most  effective  way  of 
checking  the  destruction  of  marine  insects  is  by  placing  such  structure 
on  cylinder  piers,  as  used  under  piers  Nos.  7  and  13,  or  on  iron  cylinders 
or  columns,  where  less  depth  of  water  and  mud  and  a  hard  bottom  are 
found. 

Such  structures,  designed  for  a  carrying  capacity  of  500  pounds  per 
square  foot,  would  not  only  insure  perfect  safety,  at  all  times,  but  also 
the  greatest  durability  and  consequently  minimum  cost  for  repairs. 

Admitting    that   the   original   cost  of  such  structures  is  40  per  cent 
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in  excess  of  the  amount  of  wooden  ones,  the  constant  repairing  required 
on  the  latter,  and  the  loss  of  revenue  during  the  progress  of  such  repairs, 
would  soon  make  up  the  difference  in  the  original  cost. 

The  solid  piers,  as  constructed  in  Boston  Harbor  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Board  of  Harbor  and  Land  Commissioners,  and  described  in  this 
report,  would,  after  the  completion  of  our  seawall  to  about  the  foot  of 
Channel  Street,  become  very  applicable  and  perhaps  necessary  to  our 
harbor  front,  and  I  suggest,  even  at  this  early-  period,  that  at  least  two 
such  structures  ought  to  be  constructed  at  some  future  time.  It  is  not 
necessary  to  adopt  the  Eastern  construction  of  these  piers,  nor  will  I 
advance  a  plan  and  details  for  the  same  to  be  built  here,  but  as  to  the 
locality  of  same,  there  should  be  constructed  one  to  the  north  at  about 
the  foot  of  Bay  Street,  and  the  other  one  south  at  about  the  foot  of 
Brannan  or  Bryant  Street.  The  dimensions  of  same  should  not  be 
less  than  about  800  feet  in  length  (projecting  200  feet  beyond  the  pier 
head  line),  and  from  300  to  400  feet  in  width.  Such  piers  would  be  of 
very  essential  advantage  to  our  front  for  the  following  reasons: 

First — They  would  create  breakwaters,  and  in  time  of  stormy  weather 
the  one  located  to  the  north  against  northerly  storms  and  the  one  to 
the  south  against  southerly  ones,  thereby  giving  protection  to  the  wharves 
and  ships  lying  between  same.  An  objection  may  be  raised  against 
such  structures,  inasmuch  as  they  would  to  a  certain  extent  shut  off  the 
current  along  the  waterfront,  and  thereby  create  eddies,  which  would 
tend  to  cause  the  solid  materials  carried  in  suspension  in  the  water  to 
settle  and  lessen  the  depth  of  the  water  between  wharves.  This,  how- 
ever, in  my  opinion  is  not  liable  to  occur  any  more  than  at  present. 
Each  wharf,  ferry  slip,  and  ship  lying  alongside  of  a  wharf,  and  project- 
ing at  right  angles  against  the  current,  as  is  the  case  in  our  system, 
produces  eddies,  and  consequently  permits  the  suspended  materials  to 
settle  and  deposit  in  the  slips  between  wharves.  Constant  dredging,  as 
is  done  at  present  between  slips,  will  be  required,  whether  these  piers 
are  constructed  or  not. 

Second — Such  structures  would  also  serve  as  an  outlet  for  the  main 
sewage  of  this  city,  which  could  be  carried  in  sewers  built  of  any  requi- 
site size  to  deep  water  and  discharged  directly  into  the  current  of  the 
bay,  thereby  doing  away  with  the  present  system  b}''  which  the  sewers 
discharge  their  polluted  waters  along  the  waterfront,  distributing 
obnoxious  materials  all  along  the  seawall  and  generating  unhealthy 
gases.  It  has  been  very  thoroughly  shown  that  sewers  intended  for 
discharging  sewage  matter  off  shore,  and  which  were  suspended  from 
the  superstructure  of  wharves,  have  been  failures,  whether  constructed 
of  iron  or  of  wood;  in  both  cases  the  sewers  were  limited  in  size,  and  in 
the  first,  the  salt  water  corroded  the  iron  in  a  very  short  time,  and  in 
the  latter,  the  marine  pests  attacked  and  destroyed  the  wood  in  a  still 
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shorter  time.  In  addition  to  these  faults,  sewers  constructed  of  either 
iron  or  wood  are  exposed  to  the  waves  and  strong  currents,  causing  a 
constant  working  and  racking,  which  is  detrimental  to  both  the  sewer  and 
the  wharf  from  which  it  is  suspended. 

Third — Another  advantage  which  would  be  gained  from  these  struc- 
tures, would  be  the  bringing  together  of  ship  and  car — a  desire  so 
much  cherished  by  our  mercantile  community.  Under  our  present 
system  of  wharves  this  is  hardly  practicable,  as  they  are  too  narrow  to 
allow  a  proper  curve  connection  with  the  Belt  Railroad,  and  also  to 
accommodate,  at  the  same  time,  vehicles,  cars,  and  stored  merchandise. 
These  wharves  could  therefore  be  especially  assigned  to  ships  which 
bring  or  take  goods  in  transit. 

FERRY    SLIPS. 

The  ferry  slips  and  aprons  in  use  in  New  York,  Boston,  and  Phila- 
delphia are  all  of  similar  construction,  differing  but  slightly  in  detail. 
The  connected  lines  of  piles  forming  the  slip  proper  (known  as  spring 
piles  here,  and  called  ferry  racks  in  the  East)  are  much  lighter  in  detail 
of  construction  and  less  symmetrical  in  appearance  in  the  Eastern  cities 
than  they  are  here  in  San  Francisco. 

However,  most  of  the  Eastern  ferry-boats  are  much  smaller  than 
those  in  use  here,  and  they  have  less  tide  to  contend  with  in  entering 
the  slips;  also,  the  lumber  and  piles  obtainable  here  are  much  better 
adapted  for  this  purpose  than  is  the  Eastern  material. 

All  of  the  aprons  or  bridges  leading  to  the  lower  decks  of  the  Eastern 
ferry-boats  are  supported  at  their  outer  ends  on  pontoons  allowing  them 
to  rise  and  fall  with  the  tide.  This  necessitates  a  uniform  height  of  all 
ferry-boats  using  the  same  slips. 

The  ends  of  these  bridges  or  aprons  are  hollowed  to  fit  the  rounded 
nose  of  the  boat,  which  is  moored  directly  to  the  apron  on  either  side. 

In  the  case  of  the  aprons  here,  as  you  are  aware,  the  boat  has  no  con- 
nection with  the  same,  except  by  means  of  an  auxiliary  apron  or  bib, 
which  reaches  from  the  deck  of  the  boat  to  the  apron  proper,  the  main 
apron  being  raised  and  lowered  by  hydraulic  cylinders  to  accommodate 
any  height  of  boat  at  any  stage  of  the  tide.  In  the  case  of  Eastern 
aprons,  any  difference  in  the  height  of  the  boats  or  aprons  which  is  liable, 
and  does  happen,  from  the  leakage  of  either  the  boats  or  pontoons  sup- 
porting the  bridges,  or  the  waterlogging  of  either  from  age,  must  neces- 
sarily make  a  step  down  or  up  from  either,  this  being  as  variable  as  are 
the  boats. 

I  will  venture  to  say  that  if  such  were  the  conditions  at  the  foot  of 
Market  Street,  it  would  not  be  difficult  to  find  many  suburbanites  ready 
to  trip  over  the  aforesaid  step,  with  scores  of  contingent  fee  attorneys 
willing  to  bring  a  civil  action  for  damages  against  the  members  of  the 
Board  and  its  ofl&cers. 
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In  the  mooring  of  the  ferry-boats  here,  which  is  by  means  of  movable 
hooks  attached  to  the  slip  proper,  it  is  unnecessary  to  bring  the  boat 
to  an  exact  position,  as  there  is  a  leeway  on  the  small  apron  of  from 
18  inches  to  2  feet.  Whereas,  in  the  East,  it  is  imperative  that  the  con- 
nection between  the  boats  and  the  aprons  should  be  close.  The  modus 
operandi  is  to  draw  the  nose  of  the  boat  into  the  hollow  of  the  apron  by 
means  of  capstans  or  chain  drums  located  on  either  side  of  the  apron 
and  worked  by  means  of  hand  wheels  similar  to  that  used  as  a  steering 
wheel  on  vessels.  As  this  is  necessarily  slow,  the  passengers  on  a  San 
Francisco  ferry-boat  are  unloaded  much  more  rapidly  than  they  are 
from  an  Eastern  ferry-boat.  The  aprons  on  some  of  the  Boston  pas- 
senger ferries  have  an  auxiliary  apron  similar  to  our  bib,  which  is  there 
called  a  raising-board,  and  is  considered  quite  an  improvement. 

UPPER    DECK    LANDINGS. 

The  ferry  slips  on  both  the  New  York  and  New  Jersey  sides  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  have  second-story  waiting-rooms  and  upper 
deck  landings  and  aprons,  and  they  difier  from  those  in  use  here  both 
as  to  size  and  location,  the  bridges  narrowing  to  5  feet  in  width  where 
they  enter  the  boat,  while  those  at  the  New  Depot  and  on  the  Oakland 
side  are  13  feet  wide.  There  are  two  in  number  located  directly  over 
the  main  aprons  and  are  parallel  to  it.  A  gallery  is  extended  from 
either  side  of  the  upper  deck  to  receive  them.  These  aprons  are  hung 
from  the  roof  timbers  of  the  shed  covering  them,  and  are  raised  and 
lowered  to  suit  the  tide  by  means  of  chains  and  drums  worked  by  hand. 

The  upper  deck  bridges  in  the  New  Depot  enter  the  upper  deck  of  the 
boat  at  right  angles  to  the  boat  on  either  side,  and  both  the  bridge 
proper  and  bib  are  worked  by  hydraulic  cylinders. 

There  are  two  ferry-boats  owned  by  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  and 
using  the  ferry  slips  above  described,  which  are  undoubtedly  the  finest 
in  the  United  States;  they  are  double  end  propellers,  having  twin 
screws  on  both  ends.  The  omission  of  the  walking  beam  necessary  on 
side-wheel  boats  propelled  by  beam  engines,  gives  room  for  large  and 
elegant  saloon  decks;  there  is  also  a  great  advantage  in  the  use  of  twin 
screws,  as  by  reversing  the  motion  of  the  different  pairs,  it  is  possible  to 
turn  these  boats  in  their  own  length,  thus  insuring  a  good  landing  in  a 
swift  tide,  either  ebb  or  flood. 

In  my  investigation  of  the  ferry  slips  and  boats  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad,  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  E.  F.  Brooks,  Superintendent  of  the  New 
York  division  of  this  road,  for  his  courtesy  and  much  valuable  data. 

CAR   FERRY   SLIPS. 

The  car  freight  slips  and  aprons  in  use  in  the  East  are  built  and 
operated  on  the  same  principle  as  the  passenger  slips  (that  is,  they  are 
supported  on  pontoons),  but  they  are  much  heavier  in  details  of  con- 
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struction.  The  greater  part  of  the  cars  are  handled  on  barges  similar  to 
those  used  by  the  North  Pacific  Coast  Railroad  at  Clay  Street  wharf 
before  the  construction  of  their  present  freight  boat;  they  are  known 
there  as  car  floats,  and  transported  from  slip  to  slip  by  means  of  tug- 
boats. There  are,  however,  two  aprons  belonging  to  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  Company  at  Jersey  City  which  have  modifications  of  the  pon- 
toon system  of  raising  and  lowering.  My  attention  was  called  to  these 
by  the  Division  Superintendent  as  an  improvement  on  the  regular 
method.  The  apron  is  divided  transversely  into  two  sections,  the  inner 
or  shore  section  being  about  four  fifths  of  the  length  of  the  entire  apron. 
This  is  hung  from  a  gallows  or  supporting  frame  by  means  of  a  series  of 
eye-bars  sufficiently  strong  to  hold  the  combined  weight  of  the  bridge 
and  the  load  of  locomotive  and  cars.  These  eye-bars  at  their  upper 
ends  consist  of  large  screws,  with  what  is  known  as  gear  wheels  for 
nuts;  these  gear  wheel  nuts  engage  with  worms  on  a  transverse  shaft, 
which  shaft  is  turned  by  a  series  of  belts  and  pulleys,  the  power  used 
being  a  small  steam  engine.  The  outer  one  fifth  of  the  above  described 
bridge  is  hinged  to  the  inshore  four  fifths,  and  is  partially  supported  on 
a  pontoon,  and  is  hung  to  the  before  mentioned  gallows  frame  with 
chains  and  also  partially  counter- weighted;  it  is  raised  and  lowered  to 
suit  boats  by  means  of  windlasses  worked  by  hand  in  a  like  manner  to 
the  heaving-in  device  on  the  passenger  aprons;  this  requires  a  man  on 
either  side  of  the  apron.  It  therefore  requires  to  operate  these  bridges 
one  engineer  and  two  additional  men,  at  a  cost  of  not  less  than  from  $9 
to  '$10  per  day.  The  time  required  to  land  a  boat  and  prepare  for 
unloading  cars  is  about  twenty  minutes. 

The  three  freight  slips  here  in  San  Francisco  built  and  operated  by 
the  Commissioners  (two  at  Lombard  Street  and  one  at  the  foot  of  Second 
Street)  are  operated  by  means  of  hydraulic  cylinders  worked  by  city 
pressure.  The  water  after  being  used  either  in  raising  or  lowering  the 
bridges  is  exhausted  into  a  tank  and  used  by  the  Belt  Railroad  locomo- 
tive, thus  making  the  expense  of  handling  these  aprons  simply  the 
wear  and  tear  on  the  machinery,  as  the  hydraulic  device  is  operated  by 
either  a  switchman  or  one  of  the  deck  hands  of  the  freight  boats.  The 
ends  of  our  aprons  rest  on  the  boats,  it  forming  one  abutment  and  the 
shore  the  other,  for  a  75-foot  bridge.  The  boat  is  landed  and  the  bridge 
is  placed  for  unloading  cars  in  from  three  to  four  minutes. 

A  peculiar  circumstance  connected  with  the  Lombard  Street  slips  is 
the  fact  that  when  the  water  for  the  use  of  the  locomotive  was  taken 
directly  through  the  meter,  the  cost  of  the  same  was  from  $22  to  $26 
per  month ;  now  that  it  is  made  first  to  do  duty  in  operating  bridges, 
the  bill  rarely  exceeds  from  $18  to  $20  per  month. 

While  on  the  subject  of  operating  aprons  by  hydraulic  devices,  I 
desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  system  in   use   at  the  ferry.     The 
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water  used  in  the  various  rams  and  cylinders  when  raising  and  lowering 
the  aprons  is  exhausted  into  tanks  beneath  the  floor  of  the  engine  room ; 
these  tanks  when  filled,  automatically  start  a  pump  operated  by  electric- 
ity, which  raises  the  water  from  the  lower  tanks  into  the  tanks  on  the 
tenth  story  of  the  tower,  where  it  is  stored  for  use  in  again  operating 
the  rams  and  cylinders ;  in  other  words,  the  water  is  used  over  and  over 
again,  the  cost  being  the  amount  of  electricity  used  in  pumping  and  the 
waste  of  water  by  leakage  or  evaporation. 

Some  idea  of  the  saving  by  the  use  of  this  device  can  be  formed  by 
the  following  comparisons :  The  10-inch  ram  elevator  used  in  Sta- 
tion D  of  the  post  office  at  the  New  Depot  has  but  a  16-foot  lift.  The 
bill  for  the  water  used  in  this  elevator  for  the  month  of  August  was 
$134.83,  whereas  the  cost  of  electricity  for  pumping  the  water  used  for 
the  same  month  in  operating  five  main  aprons  and  one  upper  deck 
landing,  consisting  of  ten  12-inch  rams,  one  8-inch  and  one  15-inch, 
having  about  12  feet  travel,  also  ringing  the  signal  bell,  was  but  17.10. 

I  am,  with  the  consent  of  the  Board,  making  the  necessary  arrange- 
ment for  connecting  the  post  office  elevator  with  my  pumping  system, 
and  when  completed  do  not  think  the  cost  of  operating  will  exceed  $30 
per  month. 

PRESERVATION    OF    TIMBER. 

During  my  stay  in  the  East,  I  endeavored  to  procure  as  much  infor- 
mation on  this  subject  as  my  limited  time  permitted.  I  visited  the 
creosoting  works  of  Eppinger  ct  Russell,  Long  Island  City,  New  York; 
the  office  of  the  Lehigh  Vajley  Creosoting  Company,  and  had  a  lengthy 
conversation  with  Superintendent  H.  Comer  on  the  subject;  visited  also 
the  New  York  Wood  Vulcanizing  Works,  and  I  discussed  the  subject  with 
Messrs.  A.  Feldpauche,  Assistant  Chief  Engineer  of  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road, and  0.  Chanute,  C.E.,  Superintendent  of  Burnettizing  Works  at 
Chicago,  both  gentlemen  being  recognized  authorities  on  this  subject. 
Altogether,  I  succeeded  in  accumulating  a  great  deal  of  information, 
which  I  will  condense  as  much  as  possible  for  this  report. 

All  processes  for  the  preservation  of  timber  against  decay  are  based 
on  the  principle  of  extracting  or  destroying  the  sap,  which  contains 
albuminous,  gummy,  resinous,  oily,  and  other  substances.  These 
substances  will,  under  favorable  conditions  of  temperature  and  moist- 
ure, ferment  and  promote  the  germination  and  growth  of  fungi,  which 
finally  destroy  the  fibrous  portion  of  the  wood. 

The  principal  processes  used  in  the  East  are  the  following: 

1.  Kyanizing. — This  is  one  of  the  oldest  processes  in  use,  and  consists 
of  infusing  the  timber  with  bi-chloride  of  mercury,  commonly  called 
corrosive  sublimate,  which  coagulates  the  fermentable  constituents  of 
the  sap.     Corrosive   sublimate   is   considered   the   strongest   antiseptic 
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metallic  salt,  and  is  also  a  virulent  poison;  it  is  used  for  infusion  of 
timber  in  the  form  of  a  solution  in  the  proportion  of  one  part  of  bi- 
chloride of  mercury  by  weight  to  one  hundred  parts  of  water.  As  the 
solution  attacks  iron,  the  tanks  and  other  appliances  intended  for  its 
use,  have  to  be  made  of  wood,  copper,  or  masonry  coated  with  coal  tar. 

The  wood  under  treatment  is  generally  weighted  down  with  stones  in 
the  open  tanks  containing  the  solution,  and  allowed  to  pickle  until  prop- 
erly saturated;  the  time  required  for  this  purpose  being  one  day  for 
each  inch  of  thickness  treated,  plus  one  day;  a  piece  of  timber  six 
inches  thick  thus  requiring  one  week's  time.  In  order  to  lessen  this 
time  timbers  are  steamed  in  closed  retorts,  exhausting  the  air  and  infus- 
ing the  solution  under  pressure. 

The  life  of  timber  preserved  with  this  solution  has  been  prolonged 
from  two  to  three  times  over  unpreserved  timber  of  the  same  kind. 
Many  objections  have  been  raised  against  the  use  of  this  solution,  on 
account  of  its  being  poisonous,  but  when  properly  handled  no  bad 
effects  have  been  recorded. 

There  are  works  at  Lowell,  Mass.,  belonging  to  the  Lock  and  Canal 
Company,  which  have  been  in  existence  since  1848,  and  which  were  at 
one  time  abandoned  for  a  burnettizing  plant  which  was  used  for  twelve 
years,  after  which  the  company  again  took  up  k^'anizing,  as  in  their 
experience  it  was  more  satisfactorv. 

2.  Burnettizing. — This  process  was  patented  in  England  in  1838  by 
Sir  Joseph  Burnett.  The  course  of  treatment  originally  applied  con- 
sisted in  soaking  the  timbers  in  a  solution  of  chloride  of  zinc  in  open 
tanks,  but  was  soon  abandoned  in  favor  of  the  much  more  expeditious 
and  efficient  mode  of  injecting  the  liquid  under  pressure  by  the  vacuum 
system,  patented  the  same  year  by  Burnett  for  the  injection  of  creosote. 
The  manner  of  application  is  substantially  as  follows:  The  timbers  are 
loaded  on  narrow-gauge  cars,  which  are  run  into  iron  cylinders  80  to 
100  feet  in  length,  and  8  to  9  feet  in  diameter;  after  which  the  end  doors 
of  the  cylinders  are  hermetically  sealed  and  a  portion  of  the  inclosed  air 
exhausted  by  a  vacuum  pump,  when  steam  is  injected  to  liquefy  and 
evaporate  the  sap,  which,  with  the  help  of  further  exhaustion  by  an 
air  pump,  is  expelled  from  the  wood  by  its  own  vapor  and  expanded 
air.  The  exhaustion  is  continued  until  the  vacuum  becomes  constant 
on  stoppage  of  the  air  pump,  when  the  C3'linder  is  filled  with  the  anti- 
septic solution  under  a  pressure  of  100  pounds  per  square  inch,  which 
is  gradually  applied  and  maintained  until  it  remains  stationary  on  stop- 
page of  the  pressure  pump.  At  the  expiration  of  twelve  hours,  the 
average  time  required  for  the  treatment,  the  doors  are  opened  and  the 
trains  hauled  out,  leaving  the  cylinders  in  readiness  for  a  new  charge. 

The  solution  used  consists  of  two  or  three  parts  of  chloride  of  zinc  b}' 
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weight  to  one  hundred  parts  of  water;  the  strength  being  regulated  to 
suit  the  different  kinds  of  wood,  as  well  as  the  purpose  for  which  they 
are  intended.  The  timbers  are  somewhat  hardened  by  the  treatment 
and  there  is  danger  of  rendering  them  brittle  by  increasing  the  propor- 
tion of  zinc  beyond  normal  requirements.  The  chloride  of  zinc  must 
not  contain  any  free  acid. 

All  antiseptic  metallic  salts  are  easily  soluble  in  water,  and  they  are 
therefore  apt  to  wash  and  leach  out  from  rain  and  dampness.  To  over- 
come this  objection,  a  process  patented  by  Wellhouse,  known  as  zinc 
tannin  process,  has  given  the  best  results.  It  consists  in  adding  glue  to 
the  solution  of  chloride  of  zinc  before  impregnation.  This  solution  is 
injected  into  the  timber  as  above  described;  the  surplus  solution  is  then 
forced  out  of  the  cylinders,  under  air  pressure,  making  room  for  a  solu- 
tion of  tannin,  which  is  admitted  and  maintained  under  pressure  for  a 
suitable  length  of  time,  when  the  surplus  liquid  is  forced  out  of  the 
cylinder,  and  this  completing  the  treatment. 

The  additional  solution  of  tannin  forms  with  the  glue  in  the  chloride 
of  zinc  solution  a  hard,  leather-like  and  water-proof  substance,  which 
effectually  seals  the  outer  pores  of  the  wood  so  as  to  prevent  the  admis- 
sion of  dampness  and  thereby  retaining  the  chloride  of  zinc  in  place. 

There  are  three  extensive  burnettizing  plants  operated  under  the  Well- 
house  system  in  the  East,  They  are  all  under  the  direction  of  O. 
Chanute,  the  gentleman  before  mentioned  in  this  report. 

3.  Vulcanizing. — This  process  is  entirely  different  from  any  other 
method  of  preserving  timber,  as  nothing  is  injected  into  the  same;  it 
consists  simply  in  heating  the  timber  in  closed  cylinders  with  hot  air 
under  pressure  to  prevent  the  sap  from  evaporating.  In  green  timbers, 
heat  is  applied  to  112°  F.  to  evaporate  all  the  water  that  may  be  con- 
tained in  the  material.  Heat  and  pressure  are  then  applied,  the  former 
to  from  400°  to  500°;  it  is  maintained  under  these  conditions  for  six  or 
eight  hours,  then  the  heat  is  shut  off,  but  the  pressure  is  maintained  until 
the  timbers  are  cooled  off  and  taken  out.  During  this  process,  the  heated 
air  is  kept  constantly  circulating  between  the  cylinder  and  heater.  The 
dry  heat,  it  is  claimed,  coagulates  the  albumen  and,  at  the  same  time, 
changes  the  chemical  nature  of  the  sap  into  a  preservative  composition. 
Similar  results  are  claimed  when  the  process  is  reversed  by  substituting  a 
vacuum  for  the  pressure  and  a  low  temperature  for  heat.  This  process 
is  very  economical,  as  it  does  away  with  the  cost  of  preserving  chemicals 
and  saving  of  time  required  to  secure  effective  impregnation. 

This  process  has  been  extensively  employed  by  the  Manhattan  Elevated 
Road,  seems  to  have  given  perfect  satisfaction,  and  is  therefore  highly 
recommended  by  the  officers  of  that  road.  The  New  York  company  has 
a   large   plant   costing   some   $60,000,   located  on  the    Harlem    River, 
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bounded  by  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-fifth  and  One  Hundred  and  Fifty- 
sixth  Streets  and  Eighth  Avenue.  I  visited  thesfe  works  with  Mr. 
A.  Bevier,  their  local  manager  and  vice-president.  The  samples  and 
testimonials  which  he  has  are  very  convincing.  The  apparatus  and 
machinery  are  the  most  complete  and  modern  in  use,  and  the  company 
have  undoubtedly  the  fullest  confidence  in  their  ability  to  increase  not 
only  the  life  of  timber  from  fourteen  to  eighteen  years,  but  also  its 
strength  and  wearing  qualities.  The  timber  there  used  for  preservation 
is  rich  in  resinous  matter,  and  it  is  a  question  in  my  mind  what  effect 
this  process  would  have  on  our  Oregon  pine  or  Douglass  fir. 

CREOSOTING. 

Without  doubt  the  creosoting  process  is  the  most  valuable  and  efiicient 
of  all  processes  known  for  prolonging  the  life  of  timber. 

The  process  was  invented  in  England  about  the  same  time  that 
kyanizing  and  the  other  metallic  salt  antiseptics  came  into  use;  it  has 
survived  all  other  processes,  and  is  used  to  a  greater  extent  than  any 
other  method,  both  in  Europe  and  this  country. 

The  creosote  is  derived  from  the  destructive  distillation  of  wood  and 
coal,  and  consists  of  oil  products  designated  as  dead  oil  when  derived 
from  the  distillation  of  coal  or  coal  tar,  and  wood  creosote  oil  when 
derived  from  the  distillation  of  wood  or  wood  tar. 

The  dead  oil  contains  naphthaline,  phenic  or  carbolic  acid,  and  other 
powerful  antiseptics  which  change  the  chemical  nature  of  the  sap  by 
forming  therewith  soluble  compounds,  while  the  napthaline,  rendered 
sufiiciently  fluid  by  preliminary  heating,  enters  the  wood  cells,  solidifies, 
and  becomes  permanently  fixed,  mechanically  coating  and  protecting 
the  fibers  against  formation  of  fungi. 

The  wood  creosote  contains  parafiine,  pyroligneous  acid,  and  other 
antiseptics.  Advantages  claimed  for  this  oil  are  that  its  penetrating 
power  is  much  greater  and  less  expensive  than  dead  oil,  and  that  it  is 
equally  insoluble  in  water.  The  limited  use  of  this  oil  seems  to  confirm 
these  claimed  advantages,  but  cannot  be  considered  conclusive  until 
more  definitely  established  by  further  experience  and  the  test  of  time. 

The  modus  operandi  for  creosoting  timber,  and  as  employed  by  one  of 
the  largest  works,  the  Eppinger  &  Russell  Creosoting  Works  of  Long 
Island  City,  New  Jersey,  is  as  follows:  The  timber  is  placed  in  a  cylin- 
der 100  feet  long  and  6  feet  diameter,  with  a  capacity  of  15,000  feet 
board  measure.  It  is  then  heated  to  a  temperature  of  250°  by  means  of 
live  steam  passed  into  the  cylinder.  This  heat  is  kept  up  to  that  tem- 
perature by  means  of  a  coil  in  the  bottom  of  the  cylinder,  through  which 
superheated  steam  is  passed;  this  coil,  before  entering  the  cylinder, 
passes  through  a  furnace  or  superheater,  where  it  is  heated  up  to  600°  F. 
All  sap  is  then  exhausted  by  means  of  a  larger  vacuum  pump,  the  heat 
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in  the  cylinder  being  kept  up  until  the  by-pass  shows  that  there  are  no 
by-products  passing  through  the  vacuum.  This  takes  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  two  hours;  the  creosote  oil  is  then  admitted.  This  oil  has  been 
kept  in  a  supply  tank  heated  to  a  temperature  of  130°  F.,  and  is  kept 
constantly  agitated  by  passing  the  same  from  the  tank  to  the  pump  by 
means  of  pipes  connecting  the  same  and  having  inverted  nozzles.  This 
is  for  the  purpose  of  thoroughl}^  mixing  the  oil  and  not  allowing  a 
settling  of  the  heavier  portions.  The  oil  is  then  passed  into  the  cylinder, 
and  runs  into  the  same  by  reason  of  the  vacuum ;  it  fills  to  two  fifths  of  its 
capacity.  It  is  then  pumped  from  the  tank  into  the  cylinder  until  the 
latter  is  filled  to  its  fullest  extent,  allowing  it  to  overflow  from  the  same 
until  it  shows  quite  a  stream  of  oil  running  back  into  the  supply  tank. 
The  pressure  is  then  kept  up  from  70  to  160  pounds  to  the  square  inch; 
this  is  according  to  the  density  of  the  timber.  The  time  sufiicient  to 
determine  the  amount  of  oil  to  the  cubic  foot  depends  upon  the  density 
of  the  Avood,  and  can  only  be  arrived  at  through  practice.  In  the  supply 
tank  great  care  is  taken  to  avoid  the  presence  of  water  in  the  oil.  This 
is  done  by  means  of  an  observation  glass  in  the  side  of  the  supply  tank, 
having  located  adjacent  to  it  a  pet  cock  for  drawing  off  the  water. 

Mr.  George  S.  Valentine  is  the  general  manager  and  superintendent 
of  these  works.  He  has  undoubtedl}'  had  more  practical  experience  in 
the  erection  and  construction  of  creosoting  plants  than  any  one  in  the 
United  States,  and  I  am  indebted  to  him  for  many  valuable  hints  and 
information. 

All  preservation  of  timber  in  the  East  is  mainly  confined  to  the  pres- 
ervation of  railroad  and  bridge  timbers.  The  northern  harbors  which 
I  visited  are  troubled  but  slightly  with  the  limnoria  and  teredo.  In 
wharf  construction,  it  is  employed  only  in  preserving  the  underlying 
and  exposed  planking  of  wharves,  or  in  suspended  sewer  work. 

All  experts  on  the  preservation  of  timber  agree  on  one  point,  and 
that  is  that  the  density  of  timber  must  be  favorable  to  impregnation; 
in  other  words,  only  open-pored  timbers  should  be  used  for  treatment 
with  creosote,  this  having  the  least  liquidity  and  therefore  the  hardest  of 
all  preservative  chemicals  to  force  into  and  thoroughly  impregnate  the 
wood. 

Our  Oregon  pine,  or  yellow  fir,  is  considered  by  Mr.  Valentine  too 
dense  to  permit  a  thorough  impregnation,  and  if  treated  with  creosote 
requires  a  longer  steaming  and  a  greater  heat  to  extract  the  sap  and 
open  the  pores,  and  also  a  greater  pressure  to  force  the  material  into  the 
wood.  The  consequences  therefrom  have  been  checking  and  cracking  of 
the  timber,  making  it  brittle,  and  when  used  for  piles  has  checked  them 
so  extensively  that  the  limnoria  has  found  in  and  behind  these  cracks 
sheltered  places  in  which  it  has  done  its  destructive  work  under  cover 
and  more  rapidly  than  when  exposed  to  swell  and  current.     It  has  also 
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made  examinations  of  such  piles  more  difficult,  as  the  outer  shell  of  the 
piles  was  apparently  unattacked,  while  the  inner  portion  of  the  same 
was  entered  and  destroyed  by  the  limnoria. 

To  impregnate  timber?  or  piles  with  creosote  sufficient  to  protect  them 
against  the  attacks  of  the  teredo,  experience  has  taught  that  not  less 
than  14  pounds  to  the  cubic  foot  of  timber  should  be  injected. 

The  Curtis  &  Isaacs  method  in  use  here,  which  is  an  improvement  on 
the  Bolton  process,  overcomes  the  objection  to  the  cracking  and  checking 
of  the  timber,  inasmuch  as  the  timber,  in  place  of  being  artificially  seasoned 
by  means  of  heat  and  steam,  is  first  boiled  in  the  creosote  oil,  and  while 
driving  out  the  sap  and  moisture  fills  the  space  occupied  by  them  with 
the  dead  oil.  While  there  has  been  no  extensive  time  test  of  this  pro- 
cess, it  is  undoubtedly  a  fact  that  piles  prepared  by  their  method  show 
no  indications  of  checking  and  cracking.  Mr.  John  D.  Isaacs,  one  of  the 
patentees,  is  very  sanguine  of  its  success,  and  he  is  the  recognized 
authority  on  wood  preservation  on  this  coast. 

All  authorities  in  writing  on  the  preservation  of  piles  for  marine  work 
seem  to  ignore  the  existence  of  the  Limnoria  terebrans.  In  my  opinion, 
it  is  much  more  destructive  on  this  coast  than  is  the  teredo,  and  while  a 
pile  that  has  been  thoroughly  creosoted  will  resist  the  teredo,  even  if 
somewhat  checked,  the  limnoria  will  find  the  slightest  opening  and 
destroy  the  pile.  If  our  native  redwood  were  obtainable  in  requisite 
length  and  diameter,  I  am  satisfied  it  would  be  a  much  better  timber  for 
creosoting  purposes  than  is  the  Douglass  fir,  as  it  is  open  pored  and  very 
susceptible  to  absorption. 

The  question  having  arisen  as  to  the  proper  process  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  the  superstructure  of  the  various  wharves.  I  have  taken  the 
position  that,  while  creosote  is  undoubtedly  the  best  known  preservative 
against  dry  rOt,  it  is  dangerous,  for  the  reason  that  it  increases  the 
inflammability  of  the  timber.  While  most  of  the  local  and  some  of  the 
Eastern  authorities  disagree  with  me  in  this  respect,  I  have  satisfied 
myself  by  many  practical  experiments  that  my  position  is  tenable;  and 
while  the  fact  that  the  Eastern  building  pine  is  rich  in  resinous  matter 
and  any  addition  of  creosote  affects  its  inflammability  but  slightly,  the 
Douglas  fir  or  Oregon  pine,  being  dense  in  fiber  and  but  slightly  resi- 
nous, is  rendered  more  inflammable  by  the  addition  of  the  creosote.  I 
think  it  better,  and  have,  therefore,  recommended,  that  the  superstruct- 
ures be  burnettized  rather  than  creosoted,  it  having  the  additional  merit 
of  being  a  much  cheaper  process. 

There  have  been  several  methods  for  the  preservation  of  piles  here  in 
San  Francisco  by  means  of  an  exterior  covering  or  artificial  bark,  some 
of  which  have  been  more  or  less  successful;  the  success  depending  upon 
the  durability  of  the  covering,  or,  in  other  words,  the  life  of  the  piles 
is  the  life  of  said   artificial   bark.     The  one  making  the  best  showing. 
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from  the  fact  that  it  has  been  the  longest  in  use,  is  what  is  known  as  the 
Paraffine  Paint  Company's  method.  It  consists  of  a  covering  of  P.  &  B. 
pile  covering  covered  with  battens  which  have  been  treated  with  P.  & 
B.  paint.  I  think  the  secret  of  the  success  of  this  process  is  the  fact 
that  it  is  applied  cold.  Previous  coverings  of  this  character  having 
been  applied  hot  to  a  wet  pile,  no  adhesion  was  obtained  between  cover- 
ing and  the  pile,  for  the  reason  that  the  hot  material  draws  the  moisture 
to  the  surface. 

This  difficulty  claims  to  have  been  avoided  by  the  parties  using  what 
is  known  as  the  Perfection  Process,  by  kiln-drying  the  piles  before  cov- 
ering. Said  process  consists  in  covering  the  piles  spirally  with  a  double 
thickness  of  burlap  treated  with  asphalt,  the  application  or  winding  of 
the  burlap  being  done  by  means  of  a  large  lathe  in  which  the  piles  are 
turned.  This  covering  has  not  had  sufficient  time  test  to  pass  on  its 
merit,  although  it  looks  substantial. 

Another  protection  against  these  marine  pests  is  what  is  known  as  the 
built  pile;  it  consists  of  a  pile  built  up  from  a  core  of  6  x  6  with  1-inch 
boards  until  the  same  forms  a  pile  12  inches  square,  each  layer  being 
tarred  and  sanded.  It  is  built  on  the  theory  that  the  teredo  is  loath  to 
cross  a  seam,  and  the  test  pile  taken  from  Section  1  of  the  seawall,  a 
particularly,  favorite  feeding  ground  of  the  teredo,  after  ten  years' 
immersion,  verified  this  theory.  But  this  was  a  case  of  again  ignoring 
the  ever  active  limnoria,  and  piles  built  since  have  shown  that  the 
limnoria  found  a  home  in  the  seams  of  the  boards  of  which  the  pile 
was  constructed. 

However,  an  improvement  was  made  in  the  details  of  construction,  at 
my  suggestion,  which  has  resulted  in  keeping  the  limnoria  out,  and  that 
was  the  placing  of  ship  felt  between  the  last  two  layers  of  boards  from 
high  water  to  2  feet  below  low  water  (limnoria  working  only  between 
high  and  low  water).  The  result  has  been  quite  satisfactory,  although 
I  think  that  a  time  test  of  a  large  quantity  of  piles  is  the  only  satis- 
factory one. 

SEAWALL  AND  HARBOR  EMBANKMENT. 

The  bulkheads  or  river  walls,  as  built  in  New  York  and  Boston  and 
contemplated  in  Philadelphia,  are  constructed  on  the  same  general 
principles  as  are  [Sections  "8A"  and  "SB"  of  the  seawall  here  in  San 
Francisco  (and  which  are  used  as  the  foundation  of  the  front  wall  of  the 
new  Union  Depot  and  Ferry  Building),  but  they  differ  somewhat  in 
detail  of  construction,  varying  according  to  location  and  requirements. 

The  main  or  sea  front  of  the  New  York  bulkhead  or  river  wall  consists 
generally  of  a  retaining  wall  of  concrete,  built  up  of  blocks  of  this 
material  of  varying  sizes  as  the  conditions  may  require;  the  ordinary 
size  being  12  feet  long,  15  feet  high,  with  a  width  of  7  feet  at  the  base 
and  5  feet  at  the  to]),  the  battering  side  being  placed  to  the  waterfront. 
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These  blocks,  where  there  is  a  rock  bottom  obtainable  within  a  reason- 
able depth,  rest  on  a  foundation  built  up  of  bags  of  concrete  laid  in 
concrete  on  the  rock  bottom.  Where  a  solid  bottom  is  not  accessible,  a 
foundation  of  piles  is  used;  these  piles  are  sawed  off  about  15  feet  below 
the  line  of  low  water  by  means  of  a  circular  saw  hung  to  the  gins  of  a 
pile-driving  scow,  and  any  inequality  in  sawing,  caused  by  what  is 
known  as  ground  swell,  is  equalized  by  mattresses  of  burlap  having  a 
filling  of  concrete  (the  invention  of  Mr.  Greene,  the  Chief  Engineer)' 
placed  between  the  heads  of  the  piles  and  the  concrete  blocks,  the  said 
blocks  being  placed  when  the  mattresses  are  partially  set. 

Where  the  piles  for  the  foundation  require  to  be  exceptionally  long, 
brace  or  batter  piles  are  used  in  addition  to  upright  or  standard  piles. 
On  the  outer  or  sea  front  of  these  concrete  blocks  there  is  left  a  bench 
4  feet  wide  and  2  feet  deep;  distant  about  2  feet  below  low  water  from 
this  bench  to  a  distance  of  4  feet  above  high  water,  the  blocks  are  faced 
with  dimension  blocks  of  cut  granite  laid  in  cement  mortar  in  headers 
and  stretchers.  These  blocks  are  about  6  feet  long,  ranging  from  2  to 
4  feet  in  width  and  2  feet  in  thickness. 

Coping  of  the  sea  front  consists  of  a  backing  log  of  timber  on  the 
waterfront  line.  The  outer  and  inner  faces  of  this  wall  are  protected 
by  a  sloping  wall  of  rip-rap.  After  the  construction  of  this  retaining 
wall,  the  street  behind  is  filled  with  ashes  or  earth  and  allowed  to  settle, 
when  it  is  finally  paved. 

The  cement  blocks  are  built  in  moulds  at  the  several  corporation 
yards  of  the  commission,  and  are  loaded  onto  barges,  floated  to  the  site 
of  the  work,  and  are  lowered  into  place  by  the  large  floating  derrick 
belonging  to  the  commission. 

All  of  the  submarine  work,  such  as  placing  the  mattresses  and  bags 
of  concrete,  and  staying  and  bracing  the  piles,  is  done  by  divers  in  the 
employ  of  the  Harbor  Commissioners. 

The  river  wall  in  Boston  harbor  is  built  on  the  same  plan  as  the 
retaining  wall  for  the  pier  on  the  South  Boston  flats,  described  in  this 
report  under  the  head  of  "  Boston  Wharves." 

There  is  contemplated  in  Philadelphia  the  construction  of  a  bulkhead 
(to  be  built  under  the  direction  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works)  on 
the  easterly  line  of  Delaware  Avenue,  between  Vine  and  South  Streets. 
The  plans  and  specifications  have  been  prepared  by  the  City  Engineer. 
The  details  of  construction  are  as  follows:  A  trench  is  first  dredged  in 
the  soft  mud  of  the  riverbed  to  a  depth  of  about  30  feet  below  low  water 
or  as  may  be  directed  by  the  City  Engineer.  It  is  20  feet  wide  on  the 
bottom,  with  a  slope  of  2  to  1  on  each  side;  the  outer  edge  of  this  trench 
at  its  bottom  being  on  the  waterfront  line.  In  this  trench  so  formed 
and  on  the  waterfront  line  are  driven  four  rows  of  piles,  3  feet  from 
centers  transversely  and  4  feet  longitudinally.     They  are  sawed  off  10

feet  below  mean  low  water,  and  the  trench  is  filled  to  the  height  of  the 
top  of  these  piles  with  gravel,  forming  an  embankment  16  feet  wide  on 
the  top,  having  a  slope  of  1^  to  1  on  either  side.  A  mattress  of  concrete 
is  then  placed  (of  sufficient  length  to  cover  the  area  of  the  bottom  block) 
on  the  heads  of  these  piles  (it  is  of  similar  construction  to  those  used  in 
New  York)  to  receive  the  concrete  blocks.  These  blocks  are  laid  in 
three  tiers,  the  lower  being  12  feet  long  at  the  base  and  10  feet  at  the 
top,  8  feet  wide  and  5  feet  6  inches  thick;  the  battering  side  being 
placed  in-board.  The  second  block  is  9  feet  long  at  the  base  and  7  feet 
at  the  top,  with  a  width  of  8  feet  and  a  height  of  6  feet  6  inches,  the 
battering  side  being  also  placed  in -shore.  The  upper  block  or  section 
(which  is  built  in  place)  is  6  feet  wide  at  the  base,  3  feet  wide  at  the 
top,  and  10  feet  high,  and  is  made  in  continuous  lengths  of  72  feet 
where  an  expansion  joint  is  allowed.  This  portion  of  the  wall  has  a 
batter  on  its  water  or  outward  face  of  1  inch  to  the  foot;  it  has  a  bench 
on  its  inner  face  to  receive  curb.  The  outside  is  plastered  on  the  sea- 
board side  with  what  is  there  called  granolithic  mixture,  leaving  a 
smooth  and  finished  surface.  As  an  anchorage  for  this  retaining  wall, 
three  rows  of  piles  are  driven  just  back  of  its  inner  line;  they  are  placed 
10  feet  apart  transversely  and  8  feet  longitudinally.  The  heads  of  these 
piles  extend  to  a  line  half  way  between  high  and  low  water.  They  are 
clamped  together  near  their  tops  transversely  with  double  girder  planks 
of  6  x  12,  securely  bolted  to  each  pile.  There  are  also  three  rows  of 
longitudinal  waleing  pieces  on  these  piles;  the  two  outer  lines  consist  of 
an  8x12  timber  and  the  middle  one  being  14  x  18  timber.  From  this 
middle  waleing  at  each  bent  a  brace  pile  is  driven  (at  an  angle  of  30° 
with  the  vertical)  to  the  hard  bottom;  it  is  well  secured  to  the  waleing 
piece  and  adjacent  standard  pile.  There  is  also  an  additional  brace  of 
12  X  18  timber,  which  extends  from  the  outer  w\aleing  to  the  bench  of 
the  lower  block  in  the  retaining  wall.  This  retaining  wall  is  anchored 
to  the  above  described  system  of  piling  with  a  2-inch  wrought  iron  rod 
(at  each  bent  or  every  8  feet),  fastened  at  one  end  to  the  central  waleing 
and  at  the  other  end  to  a  rod  embedded  in  the  lower  concrete  block. 
The  piles  used  in  this  construction  are  specified  to  be  either  White  Nor- 
way or  Southern  Yellow  pine,  and  all  sawed  timbers  to  be  long  leaf 
Southern  Yellow  pine.  The  outer  or  seaward  side  of  the  slope  of  the 
embankment  tinder  wall  is  protected  by  a  layer  of  rip-rap  of  large  rock 
4  feet  in  thickness  on  a  slope  of  14  to  1. 

After  completion  of  the  retaining  wall,  the  space  back  of  and  inclosed 
by  the  same  is  filled  with  sand  or  other  suitable  filling  to  the  oflficial 
grade,  and  the  surface  of  the  street  thus  formed  is  paved  with  granite 
blocks.  Along  the  front  of  this  wall,  and  marking  the  waterfront  line,  a 
curb  of  10  X  12  white  oak  is  fastened  to  the  concrete  with  anchor  bolts. 

As  before  mentioned  in  this  report,  the  principles  used  in  construction 
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of  Sections  "8A"  and  "SB"  of  the  seawall  here  in  San  Francisco  are 
the  same  as  those  involving  the  construction  of  harbor  embankments 
in  New  York,  Boston,  and  Philadelphia,  differing  only  in  detail.  But 
as  these  sections  were  built  before  any  of  the  present  members  of  the 
board  held  office,  I  will  briefly  describe  the  method  of  construction  for 
the  purpose  of  comparison. 

Sections  "8A"  and  "8B"of  the  seawall  consist  of  a  continuous 
retaining  wall  of  concrete  842  feet  long,  12  feet  wide  on  the  bottom,  6 
feet  on  the  top,  and  18  feet  high,  the  front  or  water  side  having  a  batter 
of  1  foot  in  the  18  feet,  the  back  of  the  wall  being  a  series  of  benches 
or  steps. 

This  wall  rests  on  a  foundation  of  grillage  consisting  of  a  platform 
14  feet  wide  supported  on  piles  driven  4  feet  from  centers  longitudinally 
and  transversely;  the  mode  of  construction  being  as  follows:  A  trench 
was  first  dredged  along  the  site  of  the  proposed  wall  30  feet  wide  at  the 
bottom  and  25  feet  below  extreme  low  water,  the  sides  of  the  trench 
being  allowed  to  take  their  natural  slope.  In  this  trench  so  dug  the 
■  platform  piles  were  driven  on  the  proper  lines.  These  piles  were  80 
feet  in  length,  and  were  driven  by  means  of  a  follower  to  within  one 
foot  of  the  cut  off,  which  is  22  feet  below  city  base,  or  9  feet  below 
extreme  low  water.  From  this  point  the  method  of  construction  differs 
in  detail  from'  the  Eastern.  The  platform  piles  were  cut  off  with  a 
circular  saw  driven  by  an  engine;  the  saw  being  hung  to  a  movable 
swinging  frame  mounted  on  an  immovable  false  work  of  piles  and 
timbers.  As  this  framework  was  set  absolutely  level  and  the  shaft  of 
the  saw  vertical,  it  was  possible  and  in  fact  imperative  that  the  surface 
of  the  piles  when  sawed  were  perfectly  level  with  each  other,  otherwise 
when  the  saw  swung  the  second  time  over  a  pile  that  had  been  already 
cut  (this  being  necessary  in  moving)  it  would  make  a  second  cut  unless 
level;  the  accuracy  was  also  tested  with  a  leveling  instrument.  The 
advantage  of  this  over  the  Eastern  method  of  sawing  these  foundation 
piles  is  that  it  obviates  the  necessity  of  a  mattress  or  cushion  to  equalize 
the  bearing  of  the  grillage.  The  platform  resting  on  these  foundation 
piles  consists  of  first  a  solid  platform  of  14  x  14  timbers  laid  closely  and 
bolted  together  transversely  every  3  feet,  the  timbers  being  laid 
longitudinally  with  the  platform.  This  platform  so  built  is  covered 
with  8  X  12  timbers  laid  transversely.  They  are  spiked  to  the  platform 
with  wrought  spikes,  the  seams  being  run  and  caulked.  The  platform 
thus  built  forms  the  bottom  of  a  water-tight  caisson  with  detachable 
sides.  The  caisson  when  constructed  is  floated  into  position  over  the 
platform  piles.  The  necessary  forms  or  moulds  were  erected  and  the 
filling-in  of  concrete  commenced;  the  same  settling  into  position  when 
the  caisson  is  about  two-thirds  filled.  After  the  concrete  has  been 
allowed  to  set  for  about  two  weeks,  the  sides  are  detached  and  used  on  a 
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second  bottom  or  platform.  The  caissons  used  in  the  construction  of 
these  sections  were  about  150  feet  in  length,  and  the  ends  of  the  sub-sec- 
tions of  these  were  connected  by  means  of  coffer-dams,  after  construction. 
As  the  bottom  of  the  bay  in  the  locality  where  these  sections  were  built 
is  an  unknown  quantity,  the  sand  filling  behind  this  wall  is  supported 
on  an  independent  platform  of  timber  and  plank  at  the  line  of  low 
water;  this  platform  rests  on  a  foundation  of  piles  driven  6  feet  from 
centers  longitudinally  and  8  feet  transversely.  In  other  words,  the 
concrete  wall  merely  acts  as  a  retaining  wall  for  a  bank  of  sand  12  feet 
high. 

Each  pile  is  loaded  to  the  extent  of  ten  tons,  depending  only  on  the 
suction  or  skin  friction  for  its  support,  as  borings  in  this  locality  to  a 
depth  of  200  feet  showed  the  same  character  of  mud  as  at  the  surface, 
differing  only  in  density.  However,  I  have  made  several  tests  in  this 
locality,  and  a  pile  90  feet  in  length  was  loaded  with  forty-five  tons  for 
a  period  of  forty-eight  hours  without  the  slightest  perceptible  settle- 
ment. After  completion,  the  trench  and  the  area  behind  the  retaining 
wall  with  its  pile  platform,  are  filled  to  the  official  grade  or  city  base.  ' 
The  foundation  piles  are  covered  with  sand  to  protect  them  from  the 
teredo  and  limnoria,  and  the  portion  of  the  retaining  wall  exposed  to 
the  action  of  the  waves  is  protected  by  a  wall  of  rip-rap. 

The  above  described  is  a  special  wall  designed  more  for  a  foundation 
for  the  Ferry  Depot,  and  is  not  the  regular  harbor  embankment. 

The  seawall  and  thoroughfare,  of  which  there  has  been  constructed 
some  9,600  feet,  is  as  follows:  It  consists  of,  first,  a  wall  of  loose  broken 
stone  100  feet  wide  at  a  point  20  feet  below  low  tide,  sloping  upward 
from  that  point  on  the  natural  slope  assumed  under  water  until  it 
reaches  city  base  on  the  inner  side  and  to  low-water  mark  on  the  outer 
or  water  side,  this  fixed  point  of  20  feet  below  low  water  being  where 
the  outer  line  of  the  waterfront  intersects  the  slope  of  the  embankment. 
From  low-water  mark  on  the  outside,  a  layer  of  large  rock  4  feet  in 
thickness  is  hand-laid  on  a  slope  of  4  to  1  shorewards.  This  slope  con- 
tinues inshore  for  36  feet,  ending  at  a  point  54  feet  from  the  waterfront 
line.  At  this  point  a  dry  wall  is  built  of  large  broken  rock  about  8  feet 
at  the  bottom  and  5  feet  in  height,  battering  slightly  in-board.  Before 
filling  in  this  above  described  embankment  of  loose  rock,  a  trench 
is  dredged  along  the  line  of  same  in  the  soft  mud  to  a  depth  varying 
from  20  to  35  feet  at  low  water  (according  to  the  density  and  character 
of  mud).  It  has  a  width  of  from  20  to  30  feet  on  the  bottom  to  receive 
the  toe  of  slope.  The  rock  used  on  the  outer  slope  of  the  above  described 
loose  rock  embankment,  below  the  line  of  low  water  for  a  thickness  of 
10  feet,  are  specified  to  be  in  weight  of  not  less  than  400  pounds  each. 
The  wall  thus  described  is  protected  on  its  outer  side  by  a  wharf  60  feet 
in   width,  built  in  the    usual    manner,  with    piles  10  feet  from  centers 
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each  way;  the  outer  line  of  this  wharf  is  on  the  waterfront  line.  The 
portion  of  the  street  and  thoroughfare  behind  the  embankment  above 
described  (said  street  being  200  feet  in  width)  is  filled  to  the  ofiicial 
grade  or  city  base  with  sand  and  broken  rock,  or  dry  earth,  or  any  suit- 
able material  except  mud.  The  surface,  when  sufficiently  settled,  is 
either  macadamized  or  paved. 

This  construction  of  seawall  is  much  better  adapted  to  the  conditions 
and  requirements  of  this  harbor  than  is  that  of  Sections  "  8 A "  and 
"8B"  or  the  Eastern  construction,  for  several  reasons: 

First — It  is  much  less  expensive;  costing  on  an  average  only  $130 
per  lineal  foot,  while  the  average  cost  of  Sections  "8A"  and  "8B"  was 
$240  per  lineal  foot  (this  is  the  full  width  of  200  feet). 

Second — The  foundation  or  bottom  being  an  unknown  quantity,  any 
wall  of  masonry  or  concrete  would  be  subject  to  fracture  or  destruction 
by  reason  of  settlement,  while  in  the  case  of  loose  rock  embankment 
any  settlement  that  occurs  can  be  brought  to  grade  by  additional  filling. 

Third — In  the  use  of  the  solid  retaining  wall,  it  is  not  possible  to 
use  the  front  of  the  wall  for  landing  places,  as  the  depth  of  the  water 
along  the  line  of  same  would  not  permit,  there  being  a  depth  of  only 
from  2  to  12  feet  at  low  water;  while  along  the  front  line  of  the  wharf 
protecting  the  embankment  there  is  20  feet  at  extreme  low  water. 

The  most  objectionable  feature  of  this  above  described  embankment 
has  been  the  perishable  nature  of  the  protecting  wharf  piles;  they  have 
been  destroyed  in  from  one  to  three  years  by  the  teredo  and  limnoria, 
but  this  has  been  obviated  somewhat  by  the  renewal  in  all  cases  of 
repair  with  creosoted  piles,  and  in  any  future  seawall,  cylinder  piers  of 
concrete  can  be  used. 

BELT    RAILROAD. 

In  New  York  the  freight  landed  in  cars  or  loaded  into  same  (either 
at  Brooklyn,  Jersey  City,  or  New  York  proper)  is  mostly  handled 
between  these  cities  by  means  of  car  floats  or  barges  having  from  two  to 
three  railroad  tracks  and  capable  of  containing  from  twelve  to  eighteen 
cars.  These  are  towed  between  these  points  or  alongside  of  ship  or 
steamer,  where  the  cars  are  hauled  ashore  by  the  use  of  ferry  slip  and 
apron,  or  they  are  unloaded  from  the  car  onto  the  wharf  or  into  the 
ship.  There  is,  however,  no  continuous  line  of  belt  railroad  in  any  of 
these  cities.  The  freight  department  of  the  New  York  Central  uses  a 
short  section  of  the  track  belonging  to  the  street  railroad  belt  line,  and 
cars  are  switched,  one  and  two  at  a  time,  by  means  of  a  small  boxed-in, 
geared  locomotive,  which  is  greatly  objected  to'  by  the  merchants  in 
the  vicinity.  What  is  lacking  in  length  and  connections  of  tracks, 
however,  is  made  up  by  the  use  of  numerous  ferry  slips  and  aprons,  and 
at  Martin's  stores  or  warehouses  on  the  Brooklyn  side  I  saw  five  of  these 
slips  side  by  side,  the  tracks  from  them  running  (at  right  angles  to  the 
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waterfront)  either  directly  into  the  warehouse  or  alongside  of  same. 
The  cars  are  handled  by  small  boxed-in  locomotives  and  sometimes  by 
horses.  The  freight  cars  of  all  railroad  lines  having  New  York  termini 
(except  some  portions  of  the  New  York  Central)  are  handled  in  this 
manner. 

In  Boston  there  is  a  belt  railroad  2^  miles  in  length,  of  double  track, 
owned  by  the  Union  Freight  Railroad  Company,  which  extends  along 
the  waterfront  and  has  switches  into  some  of  the  wharves  and  piers. 
They  handle  the  cars  from  the  various  railroad  companies,  either 
switching  them  onto  the  aforesaid  wharves  and  piers,  into  the  yard  for 
unloading  purposes,  or  transferring  them  from  the  southern  to  the 
northern  railroads.  They  have  in  use  three  31-ton  boxed-in  locomotives, 
and  most  of  the  switching  is  done  at  night,  some  being  done  in  the  day 
time  with  horses.  The  amount  of  freight  handled  or  switched  by  this 
company  during  1896,  according  to  the  report  of  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners, was  about  370,000  tons.  I  investigated  the  character  and  extent 
of  the  business  done  by  this  company,  which  is  as  follows: 

Switch  No.    1 — Into  gas  works,  for  coal,  lime,  and  oil,  20  cars  per  week. 

Switch  No.    2 — Into  State  Wharf,  for  a  distillery  company,  handles  molasses  and  spirits. 

(Not  used  at  present.) 
Switch  No.    3— Warehouse  for  wholesale  plumbers'  supplies,  20  cars  per  week. 
Switch  No.    4 — Warehouse,  etc.,  for  Fitchburg  Railroad,  general  merchandise,  .30  to  40 

cars  per  day. 
Switch  No.    5— General  merchandise  for  Southern  trade,  10  to  15  cars  per  day. 
Switch  No.    6 — Bonded  warehouse  for  general  merchandise,  15  cars  per  week. 
Switch  No.    7— Cold  storage,  also  salt,  grain,  feed,  and  prepared  plaster,  40  cars  per 

week. 
Switch  No.    8— Supply  stores,  general  merchandise,  15  cars  per  week. 
Switch  No.    9— Steamship  Company's  general  merchandise  warehouse. 
Switch  No.  10— Clyde  Steamship  Company's  for  Charleston,  Jacksonville,  Yarmouth, 

etc.    Both  these  have  50  cars  per  week. 
Switch  No.  11,  12 — Warehouse  for  general  merchandise,  also  lish,  etc.,  25  cars  per  week. 
Switch  No.  13— Freight  yard,  for  the  general  delivery  of  bulk  goods,  mostly  produce, 

ice ;  contains  cold-storage  warehouse,  capacity  of  30  cars ;  handle  about 

8,000  cars  per  annum. 
Switch  No.  14— Clinton  Market,  handle  20  cars  fresh  beef  daily. 

South  and  north  of  these  points  there  is  nothing  but  connections  with 
northern  roads;  the  connections  at  south,  when  terminal  depot  is  finisi;ied, 
will  be  changed  to  around  same  and  along  Dorchester  Avenue.  The 
charges  on  this  road  for  switching  are  20  cents  per  ton,  with  a  minimum 
of  30,000  pounds,  or  not  less  than  $3  per  car;  the  companies  for  whom 
the  switching  is  done  having  to  place  all  cars  on  the  sidings  ready  for 
switching.  Transfers  from  southern  to  northern  roads  are  14  per  car  or 
40  cents  per  ton. 

On  the  Cambridge  and  Charleston,  side  all  freight  is  handled  by  teams, 
and  I  am  informed  90  per  cent  of  all  freight  landed  in  Boston  is  hauled 
to  the  consumer  by  team.  On  three  of  the  principal  wharves  in  Boston 
the  record  is  as  follows:  There  were  400,000  tons  of  freight  landed  in  five 
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years.  Of  this,  20,000  tons  were  handled  with  lighters,  14,000  stored  in 
warehouses,  100,000  loaded  into  cars,  and  266,000  hauled  by  team.  The 
belt  railroad  of  Boston  is  used  more  as  a  transfer  track  from  the  northern 
to  the  southern  roads  than  it  is  to  bring  ship  and  car  together.  Most  of 
the  piers  where  this  is  extensively  done  are  owned  by  the  railroad  com- 
pany using  them,  as  is  generally  the  steamship  line. 

The  Philadelphia  Belt-Line  Railroad,  as  contemplated,  will  be  16^ 
miles  long.  It  will  be  built  under  an  ordinance  granted  by  the  Select 
and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  the  Philadelphia 
Beit-Line  Railroad  Company.  It  will  follow  the  general  line  of  the 
Schuylkill  and  Delaware  rivers  along  the  waterfront,  and  will  have  spurs 
and  branches  to  the  various  wharves  along  the  w^aterfront  and  into 
warehouses  and  manufactories  along  the  line,  so  that  the  owners  of  these 
wharves  and  warehouses  will  have  the  full  benefit  of  receiving  and 
delivering  their  freight. 

The  company  is  required  by  the  terms  of  the  ordinance  to  furnish 
indemnification  bonds,  guaranteed  by  one  or  more  of  the  Philadelphia 
trust  companies,  to  the  gross  amount  of  $525,000,  that  the  city  shall  be 
protected  from  any  damage,  loss,  or  claim  by  reason  of  the  construction 
of  the  railroad  tracks.  The  switching  charges  are  also  limited  by  the 
General  Assembly  act  regulating  all  railroad  companies.  Sections  9  and 
13  of  this  ordinance  are  as  follows: 

Section  9.  That  The  dividends  on  the  fully  paid  stock  be  limited  to  six  per  cent  per 
annum,  all  excess  of  earnings  to  go  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  13.  That,  before  exercising  any  of  the  rights  or  privileges  herein  or  hereby 
granted,  the  Philadelphia  Beit-Line  Railroad  Company,  the  officers,  directors,  and  all 
the  shareholders  thereof,  shall  execute,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Solic- 
itor, an  agreement  providing  for  the  creation  of  a  voting  trust  for  all  the  stock  of  the 
said  railroad  companj'.  Also,  an  agreement  providing  for  a  gift  of  fifty-one  (51)  per 
cent  of  the  present  stock  of  said  railroad  company  and  tifty-one  (51)  per  cent  of  all  the 
stock  which  may  hereafter  be  issued  by  it  to  such  corporations  and  persons  as  may  be 
legally  competent  to  act  thereunder,  to  the  end  that  the  said  railroad  may  forever  be 
maintained  for  the  common  use  o\  all  railroads  upon  equal  terms,  without  discrim- 
ination. 

No  continuous  portion  of  the  road  has  been  constructed  as  yet,  but  its 
main  object  is  undoubtedly  to  insure  a  terminus  for  all  railroads,  present 
and  future.  The  charges  for  switching  on  this  road  are  from  $2.50  to 
$4  per  car. 

The  Belt  Railroad  here  in  San  Francisco  consists  of  a  main  line  of 
double  three-rail  track  (standard  and  narrow  gauge),  about  one  mile  in 
length,  extending  along  the  thoroughfare  from  Vallejo  to  Powell  streets; 
it  has  switches  into  the  yards  of  the  North  Pacific  Coast  Railroad,  the 
San  Francisco  &  North  Pacific,  and  Southern  Pacific  Company,  and 
also  to  the  two  freight  slips  near  the  foot  of  Lombard  Street.  This  is  all 
the  property  of  the  Board,  together  with  the  freight  »heds  and  land 
occupied  by  the  same.     The  rolling  stock  consists  of  one  standard  gauge 
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saddle-back  Baldwin  switch  engine  (50  tons),  one  flat  and  one  hand  car. 
The  rate  for  switching  received  by  the  State  is  75  cents  per  car,  which 
switching  consists  in  hauling  a  loaded  freight  car  from  the  ferry-boat, 
placing  it  in  the  proper  yard,  and  returning  when  desired  to  the  boat, 
or  vice  versa.  (The  charges  in  Boston  for  this  service  are  from  $3  to  $4 
per  car.) 

In  the  seven  years  that  this  road  has  been  in  existence  there  have 
been  switched  98,902  cars,  for  which  there  has  been  received,  at  75  cents 
per  car,  $74,176.50. 

The  amount  of  salaries  paid  to  employes  of  the  road  during  that 
period  was  $59,614.86.  Added  to  this  should  be  the  cost  of  mainte- 
nance, which  is  $27,211.23,  making  a  total  of  $86,826.09,  or  an  excess  in 
cost  of  operating  over  receipts  of  $12,649.59. 

If  we  add  to  this  the  interest,  at  the  low  rate  of  4  per  cent  per  annum 
for  seven  years  (on  the  cost  of  construction,  $90,661.26),  we  would  have 
an  additional  loss  of  $25,385.15,  making  a  total  loss  in  seven  years  of 
$38,034.74.  If  we  add  this  interest  of  $25,385.15  to  the  cost  of  operating 
the  road  for  seven  years  ($86,826.09),  it  makes  a  total  of  $112,281.24, 
and  if  we  divide  this  total  by  the  number  of  cars  switched  in  that  time 
(98,902),  the  cost  of  switching  per  car  would  be  about  $1.13,  against 
75  cents  (the  amount  received),  and  yet  there  are  some  of  our  San 
Francisco  merchants  who  claim  that  the  Belt  Railroad  is  the  source  of 
an  immense  revenue  to  the  State. 

It  has  been  urged  by  some  of  these  same  merchants  that  this  Belt 
Railroad  should  be  extended  at  once  from  its  southerly  terminus  to  join 
the  tracks  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  at  Second  and  Townsend 
streets,  as  this  would,  they  claim,  bring  ship  and  car  together  and 
relieve  them  from  the  so-claimed  excessive  drayage.  I  do  not  wholly 
agree  with  our  mercantile  friends,  for  several  reasons: 

First — There  has  been  in  existence  for  the  past  seven  years  (the  life 
of  the  Belt  Railroad)  a  track  on  the  wharf  just  south  of  Lombard  Street 
wharf  which  gives  the  ship  and  car  direct  connection  (this  much  cher- 
ished desire  of  the  mercantile  community).  In  these  seven  years  that 
track  has  been  used  but  four  times,  and  then  by  the  San  Francisco  & 
North  Pacific  Railroad  for  coal  to  be  used  on  their  local  road. 

Second — With  a  connecting  track  along  East  Street  from  Vallejo  to 
Second,  it  would  not  be  possible  to  utilize  that  portion  of  the  water- 
front between  Folsom  and  Pacific  streets,  as  there  is  no  property  in  that 
locality  belonging  to  the  State  which  could  be  used  for  yard  purposes, 
and  private  property  is  more  valuable  for  other  purposes,  such  as  retail 
business,  etc.,  aside  from  the  fact  that  the  passenger  traffic  to  the  ferries 
and  the  teaming  in  this  vicinity  are  of  such  magnitude  that  the  switch- 
ing could  be  done  for  only  a  few  hours  in  the  night. 

Third — The  same  result  can  be  accomplished  (and  is  partially  so  at 
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the  present  time)  in  a  like  manner  to  that  of  New  York,  Boston,  and 
Brooklyn.  I  mean  by  transfer  boats  utilizing  the  slips  at  Lombard  and 
Second  streets,  making  these  boats  the  connecting  link  between  the 
north  and  south  ends.  I  do  not  mean  the  abandonment  of  a  rail  con- 
nection, but  if  such  were  built,  I  would  suggest  its  use  be  only  for  a 
transfer  track  for  an  occasional  car  or  cars  between  the  north  and 
south  ends,  making  the  transfer  of  large  trains  by  water,  as  this  mode 
is  acknowledged  to  be  the  most  economical  when  volumes  are  in  question. 
What  is  needed  most  on  the  Belt  Railroad,  in  my  opinion,  is  more 
extensive  yard  room.  At  the  present  time  we  are  obliged  to  use  the 
main  track  for  car  storage  purposes,  which  is  against  all  principles  of 
good  railroading.  It  has  been  suggested,  in  discussing  the  question  of 
the  proposed  Free  Market,  that  the  Belt  Railroad  be  elevated  and  con- 
nected with  a  double  deck  central  wharf,  located,  say  at  Jackson  or 
Washington  streets,  and  extending  along  Drumm  and  Main  streets, 
connecting  with  the  Southern  Pacific  at  Second,  having  turntables  at 
the  various  warehouses  and  stores  along  the  line,  with  an  appropriate 
bridge  spanning  Market  Street.  Such  a  suggestion  could  have  only 
emanated  from  a  would-be  rival  of  the  late  lamented  Edward  Bellamy. 

PAVEMENT    OF    ROADWAYS   AND    APPROACHES   TO    WHARVES. 

In  Boston,  where  the  superstructures  of  the  many  bridges  are  of 
wood,  it  is  the  custom  to  pave  the  roadways  of  the  same  with  granite 
paving-blocks. 

The  underlying  planks  are  first  prepared  with  creosote  or  some  pre- 
servative against  dry  rot,  and  are  then  covered  with  four  layers  of  roof- 
ing felt  laid  and  fastened  together  with  roofing  pitch,  composed  of 
distilled  coal  tar  or  asphaltum.  On  this  covering  of  felt  is  then  laid  an 
asphaltic  concrete  three  quarters  of  an  inch  in  thickness,  then  a  bed  of 
dry  sand  two  inches  thick,  into  which  the  paving-stones  are  laid  and 
rammed;  the  joints  being  filled  partially  with  beach  gravel  and  then 
grouted  with  hot  paving-pitch  or  asphalt.  This  method  of  paving  would 
be  excellent  for  such  portions  of  the  waterfront  piled  streets,  as  say 
Steuart,  Bryant,  Beale,  and  Brannan,  where  the  excessive  travel  is  such 
that  the  life  of  the  piles  and  superstructure  far  exceeds  that  of  the 
covering  plank. 

The  following  is  a  letter  from  Mr.  O.  Chanute,  with  whom  I  had  quite 
a  lengthy  interview  with  regard  to  wooden  pavements  and  the  preserva- 
tion of  timber  for  the  same: 

Chicago,  III.,  September  30,  1897. 
Howard  C.  Holmes,  Esq.,  Chief  Engineer,  Harbor  Commissioners,  San  Francisco,  Cal.  : 

Deab  Sir:  In  answer  to  your  verbal  inquiry  as  to  the  applicability  of  burnettizing 
to  paving-blocks,  I  beg  to  say  that  the  blocks  originally  laid  on  the  wagon  floor  of  the 
St.  Louis  bridge  were  of  "sweet  gum"  wood,  which  generally  decays  in  one  or  two 
years.    They  were  burnettized  by  the  zinc-tannin  process,  and  when  they  were  taken 
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up  after  seven  years'  exposure,  during  which  they  were  watered  every  day,  tliey  were 
almost  entirely  sound,  although  they  were  worn  doM-n  by  the  traffic  to  half  of  their 
original  depth. 

Paving-blocks  of  various  woods,  prejiared  by  the  same  process,  and  laid  in  some 
busy  streets  in  St.  Louis,  gave  practically  the  same  results. 

In  neither  case  were  these  pavements  renewed  with  burnettized  wood  because  they 
gave  out  from  wear  and  not  from  decay  within  the  natural  life  of  the  more  durable 
woods,  unprepared. 

I  believe  that  creosoting  would  exhibit  still  more  favorable  results,  because  the  oil 
would  resist  better  the  intrusion  of  moisture,  but  it  would  be  much  more  costly. 

Whether  it  is  advisable  to  prepare  wooden  blocks  for  any  street  will  depend  upon  its 
traffic.  If  the  latter  wears  out  the  blocks  in  five  to  seven  years,  they  had  better  be  laid 
in  the  natural  state.  If  the  traffic  will  only  wear  the  block  out  in  eight  to  ten  years, 
then  it  would  seem  preferable  to  prepare  them  artificially  to  resist  decay.

Our  native  redwood,  while  it  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  best  kno^yn 
woods  to  resist  rot  of  any  kind,  is,  in  my  opinion,  of  too  soft  and  porous 
a  nature  for  paving  purposes  and  is  more  apt  to  wear  out  than  rot. 
The  roadway  of  Folsom  Street  Wharf  No.  1,  Pier  12,  has  been  paved 
with  redwood  blocks,  and  the  approach  to  this  will  be  an  excellent  place 
for  testing  the  efficiency  of  this  timber  for  paving  purposes. 

The  Oregon  pine  or  Douglass  fir,  while  its  lasting  qualities  as  regards 
dry  rot  will  not  compare  with  redwood,  is  of  such  a  tough  fiber  and  so 
close  grained  that,  if  preserved  against  rot,  it  would,  in  my  opinion, 
make  the  ideal  pavement  for  a  roadway  of  wharves  or  approaches  thereto. 

There  is  a  section  of  pavement  of  unpreserved  Oregon  pine  blocks  on 
East  Street,  between  Market  and  Mission  Streets,  laid  some  three  years 
ago,  and  of  Avhich  no  care  has  been  taken,  which  still  makes  a  very 
creditable  showing;  this  locality  is  one  of  the  most  traveled  streets  of 
San  Francisco  for  heavy  traffic,  there  being  about  four  hundred  teams 
an  hour  going  and  coming.  There  were  laid  previously,  on  the  same 
foundation,  within  one  year,  two  coverings  of  bituminous  rock,  which 
failed  to  withstand  the  w^ear. 

I  have  on  file  in  my  office,  bearing  the  certificate  of  the  City  Engineer 
of  Galveston,  Texas  (Mr.  H.  S.  Wilson),  a  yellow  pine  paving  block 
which  was  laid  on  Market  Street  of  that  city  in  June,  1874,  and  was 
taken  up  in  April,  1892,  being  in  constant  use  for  eighteen  years,  and 
although  it  is  slightly  worn,  it  does  not  show  the  slightest  indication  of 
decay. 

These  blocks  w^ere  treated  with  creosote  by  Mr.  George  S.  Valentine 
with  12  pounds  of  oil  to  the  cubic  foot. 

In  conclusion,  I  will  say  that  the  waterfront  of  this  city,  especially 
that  portion  from  Folsom  Street  north,  is  in  excellent  condition  (all 
repairs  in  the  past  few  years  having  been  made  with  prepared  piles), 
and  that  it  will  compare  very  favorably  in  detail  of  construction  and 
condition  with  any  of  the  Eastern  cities  before  mentioned. 

It  was  rumored  some  time  ago  that  the  much  abused  concrete  founda- 
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tion  of  the  New  Depot  was  a  failure,  inasmuch  as  it  had  settled  in  places 
to  the  extent  of  from  one  foot  to  eighteen  inches.  Instrumental  surveys 
were  made  by  disinterested  engineers  in  the  employ  of  public  benefactors, 
with  the  result  that  one  corner  of  the  foundation,  which  is  690  feet  long 
and  155  feet  wide,  varied  from  the  other  three  corners  just  three  eighths 
of  an  inch.  I  am  still  of  the  opinion  that  the  policy  of  the  Board  as  to 
the  seawall,  should  there  be  any  further  extensions  made,  that  it  should 
be  on  the  southerly  end,  for  reasons  mentioned  in  my  last  report. 

Plans  have  been  adopted  for  the  termini  of  the  various  street  railways 
in  front  of  the  Ferry  Depot.  The  various  stands  of  the  different  lines 
(sixteen  in  number)  have  been  so  arranged  as  to  give  each  one  promi- 
nence and  easy  access  for  passengers,  leaving  broad  and  unobstructed 
passageways  for  foot  passengers  to  both  sides  of  Market  Street.

To    the   Honorable  the  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners  of  the  State 
of  California  : 

Gentlemen  :  The  undersigned,  the  Attorney  of  your  Honorable  Board, 
begs  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  respecting  the  aflairs  of  his 
department : 

Reference  is  made  to  the  Biennial  Report  of  the  Board  of  State  Harbor 
Commissioners  for  the  year  1896  for  the  last  report  of  your  Attorney, 
the  same  being  found  at  pages  41  to  44,  inclusive,  of  said  Biennial 
Report. 

Since  the  date  of  your  Attorney's  last  report,  the  Board  has  been 
involved  in  considerable  litigation  affecting  the  letting  of  contracts  and 
the  purchase  of  supplies.  The  opinion  of  your  Attorney  respecting 
these  matters,  though  sometimes  at  variance  with  that  of  other  covin sel, 
has  been  uniformly  sustained  by  the  courts  whenever  the  matters 
referred  to  have  been  made  the  subject  of  judicial  investigation. 

The  case  of  E.  L.  Colnon  et  al.  vs.  Pacific  Improvement  Co.  et  al., 
involving  the  right  to  the  waterfront  on  the  south  side  of  Channel 
Street,  between  Fifth  and  Sixth  Streets,  in  the  City  of  San  Francisco, 
and  referred  to  at  page  43  of  the  last  Biennial  Report,  has  been  tried  and 
judgment  rendered  by  the  Superior  Court  in  favor  of  the  Board.  This 
case  was  of  more  than  usual  importance,  because  of  the  serious  nature  of 
the  questions  involved.  Defendants  have  perfected  an  appeal  to  the 
Supreme  Court,  where  the  case  is  now  pending. 

It  may  not  be  inappropriate  for  your  Attorney  to  here  express  his 
high  appreciation  of  the  uniform  kindness  and  courtesy  shown  him  by 
the  several  members  of  the  Board  during  his  term  of  office  now  drawing 
to  a  close. 

Following  is  a  detailed  account  of  the  present  status  of  all  litigation 
in  which  the  Board  is  interested :

REPORT  OF  ARCHITECT. 


San  Francisco,  July  1,  1898. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners,  Union 
Depot  and  Ferry  House,  San  Francisco,  California: 

Gentlemen:  In  submitting  to  you  a  report  on  the  construction  of  the 
Union  Depot  and  Ferry  House,  I  desire  to  say  that  the  building  will  be 
entirely  completed  and  formally  opened  on  July  11,  1898. 

My  appointment  as  Architect  was  made  by  your  Board  on  February 
26,  1896,  at  which  time  no  actual  work  had  been  done  on  the  super- 
structure, the  foundation  alone  having  been  completed. 

Contracts  had  been  entered  into  on  January  23,  1896,  for  the  work 
embodied  in  the  specifications,  for  masonry;  carpenter,  plastering,  and 
glazing;  roofing  and  galvanized  iron;  painting;  and  plumbing  and 
gasfitting;  and  on  March  20,  1896,  for  the  constructional  steel  and  cast 
iron  work. 

Owing  to  litigation  in  regard  to  what  law  governed  the  Board  in  the 
construction  of  the  depot,  unavoidable  delay  had  been  occasioned  up  to 
this  time,  but  upon  its  settlement  the  steel  and  cast  iron  work  was  com- 
menced and  proceeded  so  rapidly  that  on  May  1,  1896,  a  large  quantity 
of  that  material  had  been  set,  continuous  progress  being  made  until  it 
was  finally  completed  on  December  2,  1897,  or  nineteen  months  from 
the  time  of  commencement. 

I  do  not  consider  the  length  of  time  occupied  in  erection  of  the  steel 
work  excessive,  when  the  enormous  amount  of  material  is  considered, 
together  with  the  difficulties  encountered  in  the  erection,  it  being  per- 
formed over  the  heads  and  in  the  midst  of  the  thousands  of  passengers 
traveling  daily  underneath.  The  whole  was  accomplished  without  the 
loss  of  a  single  life  on  the  part  of  the  traveling  public,  nor  tbe  slightest 
injury  being  inflicted,  which  I  consider  very  creditable  to  the  contractors 
engaged  upon  the  work. 

Another  matter  which  should  be  mentioned  is  that,  as  originallv  con- 
templated, the  building  was  to  be  erected  in  three  sections,  each  one  of 
which  was  to  be  nearly  finished  before  the  next  was  commenced;  no 
attention,  however,  was  paid  to  the  sections,  the  whole  structure  being 
erected  continuously,  thereby  saving  much  time,  although  involving 
more  care  for  the  safety  of  the  public. 
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During  the  erection  of  the  steel  work  each  of  the  other  contractors 
had  been  making  preparations  to  commence  his  work  at  the  pjoper  time. 

The  most  important  one  of  these  was  the  masonry  contract,  and 
through  which  another  delay  occurred,  for  the  following  reason:  The 
material  originally  specified  to  be  used  for  the  exterior  of  the  building 
was  Oregon  gra}^  sandstone,  it  being  the  cheapest  stone  offered  under 
the  bids  of  December  10,  1895,  all  other  stone  material  being  much 
higher. 

In  March,  1896,  the  contractor  for  masonry  offered  to  supply  Colusa 
stone,  from  Sites,  Colusa  County,  in  place  of  the  Oregon  gray,  without 
any  increase  in  price,  although  under  the  original  bids  Colusa  stone 
would  have  cost  $53,000  more  had  the  Board  desired  to  use  it.  The 
subject  was  taken  up  by  your  Board  and  investigation  made  as  to  the 
quality  of  the  stone  by  sending  experts  to  examine  the  quarry  and  to 
have  analyses  made  to  ascertain  its  component  parts. 

The  experts  reporting  favorably  as  to  the  good  qualities  of  the  Colusa 
material,  and  that,  in  their  opinion,  it  was  harder  and  more  durable 
than  the  stone  specified,  your  Board  therefore,  on  April  10, 1896,  entered 
into  a  supplementary  contract  with  the  contractor  for  masonry,  allow- 
ing the  substitution  to  be  made. 

A  suit  was  immediately  commenced  by  the  agents  of  the  Oregon 
stone  to  enjoin  the  Commissioners  from  making  the  change,  and  six 
months  elapsed  before  a  decision  was  rendered  by  the  courts,  resulting 
favorably  to  your  Board.  During  all  this  time  no  work  could  be  done 
by  the  contractor,  for  the  reason  that  he  could  not  know  how  it  would 
terminate;  but  upon  the  decision  being  rendered  he  commenced  quarry- 
ing and  cutting  stone,  delivering  and  setting  the  first  shipment  about 
November  1,  1896,  and  progressing  continuously  until  completion,  April 
6,  1898,  a  period  of  about  seventeen  months,  a  not  unreasonable  time 
when  the  magnitude  of  the  work  and  the  difiiculties  under  which  it  was 
conducted  are  considered. 

During  the  progress  of  the  work  other  important  changes  were  made 
in  the  class  of  material  used,  at  slightly  increased  expense,  one  of  them 
being  the  substitution  of  the  expanded  metal  and  concrete  arches  for  the 
terra  cotta  arches  originally  specified.  This  change  was  not  made  with- 
out an  exhaustive  examination  being  made  of  the  qualities  of  the 
expanded  metal  and  concrete  combination,  and  in  order  to  determine 
them  two  specimen  arches  were  constructed  at  the  building,  in  exactly 
the  position  they  were  to  occupy  finally,  and  it  was  found  that  the  pro- 
posed form  of  construction  answered  all  the  purposes  of  weight-bearing 
qualities.  To  demonstrate  this  it  will  only  be  necessary  to  say  that  a 
test  of  one  of  the  arches  revealed  the  fact  that  it  would  support  without 
deflection  a  uniformly  distributed  load  of  744  pounds  per  square  foot, 
the  greatest  load  the  arclies  being  required  to  carry  being  75  pounds  per 
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square  foot.  In  other  words,  the  strength  of  the  arches  was  ten  times 
greater  than  the  work  they  were  called  upon  to  perform. 

The  object  in  making  the  change  to  the  expanded  metal  arches  and  in 
eliminating  the  terra  cotta  was  in  order  to  obtain  marble  finish  for  the 
grand  nave.  This  nave  or  central  portion  of  the  building  on  second 
story  is  45  feet  wide  by  the  length  of  the  building,  659  feet.  The  piers 
were  originally  to  be  constructed  in  enameled  brick;  the  spaces  between 
the  same  on  the  westerly  side  were  in  the  same  material,  and  on  the 
easterly  side  between  the  piers  there  were  wooden  partitions.  Your 
architect  desiring  to  obtain  marble  wainscoting  in  place  of  the  wood 
and  enameled  brick,  submitted  the  conditions  to  the  contractor  for 
masonry,  and  he  agreed  to  make  the  changes  for  a  slight  increase 
over  his  contract  price,  some  few  other  items  being  taken  into  considera- 
tion at  the  same  time. 

This  change  to  marble  has  resulted  in  a  vastly  improved  appearance 
of  the  nave,  the  marble  wainscoting,  which  is  12  feet  3  inches  high 
a,round  the  entire  walls,  being  a  very  attractive  piece  of  work  and 
commanding  universal  admiration. 

Another  change  which  was  made  was  the  omission  of  all  partitions 
in  mezzanine  story.  This  part  of  the  building  was  originally  divided 
into  twenty-three  offices,  and  as  the  Commissioners  saw  no  need  of  such 
a  large  number  of  rooms,  there  being  no  applications  to  rent  any  of 
them,  they  decided  to  omit  them,  together  with  all  other  finish  of  various 
kinds,  suitable  deductions  being  made  by  the  contractors.  This  was 
chiefly  the  result  of  an  application  on  the  part  of  the  State  Board  of 
Trade  and  the  State  Mining  Bureau  for  quarters  in  the  building  which 
require  no  partitions.  These  quarters  are  now  being  fitted^up  and  will 
soon  contain  the  exhibits  of  the  respective  boards,  forming  a  very 
attractive  and  instructive  feature,  also  greatly  admired.  The  Commis- 
sioners are  of  the  opinion,  and  very  justly  so,  that  an  exhibit  of  the 
products  of  the  State  of  California,  both  mineral  and  agricultural,  is 
fittingly  installed  in  this  magnificent  building  at  the  entrance  to  the  bay. 

Several  other  changes  have  been  made  from  the  original  plans  and 
were  necessary  by  reason  of  changed  conditions  as  to  requirements  of 
tenants.  For  instance,  the  space  originally  devoted  to  Post  Office  pur- 
poses has  been  vastly  increased  by  enlargement  in  the  first  story, 
together  with  a  large  space  in  second  story  set  apart  for  that  purpose, 
enabling  an  immense  amount  of  mail  matter  to  be  handled  without  loss 
of  time,  and  making  Station  D  the  most  important  branch  Post  Office 
in  the  city. 

All  of  the  changes  were  made  with  only  two  objects  in  view,  first,  for 
the  convenience  of  tenants,  and  second  the  improvement  of  the  appear- 
ance and  quality  of  the  material  used  in  the  building. 

Before  concluding,  an  enumeration  of  some  of  the  principal  dimen- 
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sions  of  this  vast  building,  together  with  quantities  of  material  used, 
may  be  interesting. 

Its  total  length  is  659  feet,  and  the  general  width  159  feet.  From  the 
central  portion  on  the  Market  Street  front  a  bay  projects  28  feet,  and 
144  feet  wide.  The  total  height  of  the  building  from  top  of  foundation 
to  top  of  parapet  wall  is  54  feet.  The  size  of  the  tower  is  3i  feet  square, 
and  the  height  from  foundation  to  the  time  ball  on  top  is  245  feet,  the 
flagstaff  ball  being  30  feet  higher,  making  275  feet  extreme  height. 

There  were  used  in  the  construction  of  the  building  about  5,000,000 
pounds  of  steel  and  cast  iron;  2,000  cubic  feet  of  granite;  30,000  square 
feet  of  marble;  53,000  cubic  feet  of  sandstone;  1,450,000  common  brick; 
and  125,700  square  feet  of  expanded  metal  and  concrete  floor  arches. 
There  are  also  about  40,000  square  feet  of  mosaic  flooring,  and  375,000 
pounds  of  galvanized  iron,  including  roofing. 

There  has  been  more  or  less  unjust  criticism  from  the  jDublic  that  this 
building  has  taken  an  unusual  length  of  time  in  erection,  but  I  think 
that  when  the  facts  are  considered  it  will  be  found  that  it  has  been  built 
as  rapidly  as  the  average  San  Francisco  commercial  building  and  more 
rapidly  than  any  other  public  building  in  this  city. 

The  date  of  the  steel  contract  was  March  20,  1896,  which  may  be  said 
to  be  the  commencement  of  work,  and  the  building  was  completed  July 
11,  1898,  or  about  twenty-eight  months.  From  this  should  be  deducted 
six  months'  delay  by  reason  of  litigation  connected  with  the  stone  ques- 
tion, and  perhaps,  on  a  low  estimate,  two  months  of  rainy  days,  leaving 
twenty  months  as  actual  building  time.  Any  ordinary  sized  building 
of  this  class,  covering  10,000  square  feet,  takes  a  year  or  more  to  build. 
The  Ferry  covers  about  107,000  square  feet  of  surface,  or  more  than  ten 
times  that  of  an  ordinary  building,  and  it  certainly  is  no  more  than  fair 
to  suppose  that  it  would  take  six  or  eight  months  longer  in  erection. 

In  closing  I  desire  to  say  that  at  all  times  during  the  progress  of  the 
work  I  have  always  had  in  view  the  improvement  of  the  building,  so  far 
as  the  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  Commissioners  would  allow,  and,  in 
suggesting  changes,  have  not  desired,  in  any  manner,  to  criticise  the 
designs  as  shown  on  the  original  plans.  Had  the  former  architect  lived 
to  complete  his  work  he  undoubtedly  would  have  suggested  similar 
alterations  to  those  I  have  made,  and  was  probably  only  deterred  from 
using  some  of  the  present  constructional  material  on  account  of  the 
cost,  then  thought  to  be  too  great. 

I  desire  to  return  thanks  to  your  Chief  Engineer,   Mr.  Howard  C. 
Holmes,  for  his  courtesy  and  assistance  throughout  the  progress  of  the 
work,  and  to  yourselves,  gentlemen,  for  the  uniform  consideration  of 
which  I  have  been  the  recipient  at  all  times.

The  Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners  further  report,  that  since  the 

present  Board  has  come  into  office  they  have  been  diligently  striving  to 

secure  possession  of  the  tide  lands  adjacent  to  the  Baj'  of  San  Diego. 
For  that  purpose  the}'  have  required  all  the  parties  who  have  squatted 
upon  the  bay  shore  to  recognize  the  rights  of  the  State  by  executing  a 
lease  or  memorandum  receipt  admitting  the  ownership  of  the  State,  and 
paying  a  small  rental  for  the  use  of  the  lands  occupied  by  them.     Suits 

have  also  been  instituted  against  a  number  of  persons  who  are  setting 
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up  adverse  claims  to  the  lands  that  are  certainly  a  portion  of  the  tide 
lands  surrounding  the  Bay  of  San  Diego.  In  some  instances  these 
lands  have  been  filled  in  by  the  parties  for  some  distance,  and  have 
been  used  by  such  parties  for  a  number  of  years  without  paying  any 
rental,  and  now  they  assert  ownership  to  the  lands.  For  the  purpose  of 
testing  the  right  of  the  State  to  these  tide  lands,  we  have  caused  suit  to  be 
instituted  against  three  of  the  more  prominent  holders  of  the  tide  lands, 
and  shall,  as  fast  as  possible,  cause  other  suits  to  be  instituted  against 
other  holders.  A  large  portion  of  these  tide  lands  have  been  brought 
under  our  control,  and  we  are  confident  that  in  the  near  future  the 
decisions  of  the  courts  will  give  us  possession  of  the  remainder.  Of 
course  the  actions  of  the  Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners  have  been 
hampered  by  the  entire  want  of  funds.  Otherwise,  we  would  have  had 
a  wharf  constructed,  owned  entirely  by  the  State  and  now  yielding  a 
good  income. 

We  are  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  a  suflBcient  appropriation  should 
be  made  by  the  State  to  construct  a  suitable  wharf  upon  this  bay,  as  we 
are  confident  that  the  income  derived  therefrom  would  be  a  source  of 
revenue  to  the  State  to  such  an  extent  that  we  could  continue  the 
improvements  of  the  harbor  so  that  they  would  finally  be  adequate  to 
the  wants  of  the  present  commerce.

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REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  James  H.  Budd,  Governor  of  the  State  of  California: 

Sir:  In  compliance  with  law,  the  State  Veterinary  Medical  Board 
hereby  submits  the  following  as  the  third  biennial  report  of  its  proceed- 
ings, together  with  an  account  of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed: 

The  members  of  the  State  Veterinary  Medical  Board  are  as  follows: 
Thomas  Maclay,  M.R.C.V.S.,  of  Petaluma,  President;  R.  A.  Archibald, 
V.S.,  of  Oakland,  Secretary;  H.  F.  Spencer,  D.V.S.,  of  San  Jose,  Treas- 
urer; R.  T.  Whittlesey,  D.V.S. ,  of  Los  Angeles,  and  Ward  B.  Rowland 
D.V.S.,  of  Pasadena.  ^ 

Pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  Board  met  at  the  Baldwin  Hotel,  San 
Francisco,  on  the  8th  of  March,  1897,  President  Maclay  presiding. 

One  graduate  presented  his  diploma  for  inspection,  and  the  same 
being  found  genuine,  a  license  was  issued  to  him. 

The  Board  adjourned  to  meet  in  Los  Angeles  on  the  13th  of  Decem- 
ber, 1897. 

Pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  Board  met  at  the  Hollenbeck  Hotel, 
Los  Angeles,  on  the  13th  of  December,  1897.  In  the  absence  of  the 
President,  Dr.  R.  T.  Whittlesey,  of  Los  Angeles,  was  elected  President 
pro  tem. 

After  due  examination,  the  Board  approved  the  diplomas  of  three 
graduated  practitioners,  and  issued  licenses  accordingly.

1898.

Francisco,  on  the  9th  of  March,  1898,  President  Maclay  presiding. 

One  diploma  was  presented  for  examination,  and  the  same  having 
been  found  to  be  genuine,  a  license  was  issued  accordingly. 

The  Board  adjourned  to  meet  in  Los  Angeles  on  the  14th  of  December, 
1898. 


Pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  Board  met  at  the  Hollenbeck  Hotel, 
Los  Angeles,  on  the  14th  of  December,  1898.  In  the  absence  of  the 
President,  Dr.  R.  T.  Whittlesey,  of  Los  Angeles,  was  elected  President 
pro  tem. 
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Two  graduates  presented  their  diplomas  for  examination,  and  the 
Board  being  fuljy  satisfied,  issued  licenses  to  said  graduates. 
The  Board  adjourned  to  meet  at  the  call  of  the  President.

All  persons  who  are  practicing  veterinary  medicine  and  surgery  in 
any  city,  city  and  county,  or  town  in  this  State,  having  a  population  of 
two  thousand  or  more,  and  who  have  not  received  a  license  from  this 
Board  in  pursuance  of  the  Act  mentioned,  are  violating  the  law,  and  are' 
subject  to  arrest  and  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  (100)  dollars, 
nor  more  than  five  hundred  (500)  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  of  not 
exceeding  six  months,  or  by  both. 

It  will  be  necessary  for  all  persons  who  may  hereafter  desire  to  engage 
in  the  practiceof  veterinary  medicine  and  surgery  in  this  State  to  secure 
a  license  from  this  Board,  upon  a  diploma  from  a  legally  chartered  col- 
lege of  veterinary  medicine  and  surgery,  as  required  by  the  Act  of  March 
23,  1893. 

It  seems  popularly  supposed  that  the  State  Veterinary  Medical  Board 
shall  prosecute  all  persons  violating  the  law.  This  is  not  the  case,  but 
it  is  the  duty  of  every  veterinary  surgeon  to  see  that  the  Jaw  is  enforced, 
and  it  is  the  duty  of  every  prosecuting  attorney  of  each  county  to  prose- 
cute every  person  violating  the  law,  on  receipt  of  information  of  such 
violation,  and  the  necessary  evidence  to  establish  the  fact.  Positive 
evidence  of  the  violation  of  the  law  must  first  be  obtained.  This,  with 
formal  information  and  a  list  of  witnesses,  should  be  handed  to  the 
prosecuting  attorney,  who  will  then  be  in  duty  bound  to  prosecute  the 
case. 

The  attention  of  licensees  is  called  to  the  fact  that  they  are  required 
to  have  their  licenses  prominently  displayed  in  their  offices,  and  true 
copies  thereof  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  the 
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licensee  resides.  It  requires  no  action  of  the  Board  to  work  a  forfeiture 
of  the  license  under  section  six  of  the  law;  the  fact  of  failure  to  have  it 
filed  within  six  months  after  date  of  issue,  subjects  licensee  to  the 
penalty  for  neglect. 

The  Board  is  thoroughly  impressed  with  the  importance  of  legisla- 
tion of  this  character,  and  have  great  confidence  that  the  judicious 
administration  of  the  law  under  which  they  act  must  redound  to  the 
credit  of  the  community.

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LAW  REGULATING  THE  PRACTICE  OF  VETERINARY  MEDI- 
CINE IN  THE  STATE  OF  CALIFORNIA. 


Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  practice 
veterinary  medicine  and  surgery  in  any  city,  city  and  county,  or  town 
in  this  State,  having  a  population  of  two  thousand  (2,000)  or  more, 
without  having  previously  obtained  a  diploma  from  a  college  duly 
authorized  to  grant  such  students  in  veterinary  medicine  and  surgery, 
or  those  who  have  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  before  the  State 
Veterinary  Medical  Board,  as  hereinafter  provided  for. 

Sec.  2.  This  Board  of  Examiners  shall  be  known  as  the  State 
Veterinary  Medical  Board,  and  shall  consist  of  five  duly  qualified 
practitioners  in  veterinary  medicine  and  surgery,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  carry  out  and  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

2.  The  members  of  the  State  Veterinary  Medical  Board  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Governor  of  the  State. 

3.  The  "Board  so  appointed  shall  hold  office  for  four  (4)  years,  and 
the  compensation  of  each  member  of  said  State  Veterinary  Medical 
Board  shall  be  five  dollars  per  diem,  exclusive  of  all  necessary  expenses 
while  actually  engaged  in  the  duties  of  their  office  at  "the  meetings  of 
said  Board. 

4.  A  meeting  of  the  said  State  Veterinary  Medical  Board  shall  be 
held  at  least  once  in  every  six  months  after  the  appointment  of  said 
Board  by  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  such  meetings  to  be 
held  alternately  in  San  Francisco  and  Los  Angeles. 

5.  Three  members  of  the  State  Veterinary  Medical  Board  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

6.  Said  compensation  to  be  paid  out  of  the  fees  and  penalties  received 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  no  part  of  the  salary  or  other 
expenses  of  the  State  Veterinary  Medical  Board  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
State  Treasury. 

7.  All  moneys  received  by  said  State  Veterinary  Medical  Board  as 
such  fees  and  penalties,  in  excess  of  the  compensation  and  expenses  of 
the  State  Veterinary  Medical  Board,  shall  be  annually  paid  into  the 
State  Treasury,  and  become  part  of  the  General  Fund  of  the  State. 

Sec.  3.  Said  State  Veterinary  Medical  Board  shall  examine  all 
diplomas  as  to  their  genuineness.  Each  applicant  not  holding  a  diploma 
shall  submit  to  a  theoretical  and  practical  examination  before  the  State 
Veterinary  Medical  Board,  said  examination  to  be  written  or  oral,  or 
both,  and  sufficiently  strict  to  satisfy  said  Board  that  the  applicant  is 
competent  to  practice  veterinary  medicine  and  surgery. 
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2.  An  examination  fee  of  five  dollars  shall  be  paid  to  the  State 
Veterinar\'  Medical  Board  by  the  holder  of  a  diploma,  and  ten  dollars 
by  an  applicant  not  holding  a  diploma;  said  money  shall  be  paid  by 
the  applicant  before  examination. 

3.  In  case  of  failure  of  approval,  said  fee  shall  be  forfeited  to  the 
State  Veterinary  Medical  Board. 

Sec.  4.  All  examinations  of  persons  not  graduates  shall  be  made 
directly  by  the  State  Veterinar}-  Medical  Board,  and  the  certificate  given 
by  said  Board  shall  authorize  the  possessor  to  practice  veterinary  medi- 
cine and  surgery  iii  the  State  of  California.  All  examinations  of 
ungraduated  practitioners  must  take  eflect  before  the  thirty-first  day  of 
December,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three.  After  that  date  no  cer- 
tificates shall  be  granted,  except  to  persons  presenting  diplomas  from 
legally  chartered  colleges. 

Sec.  5.  Upon  the  approval  of  credentials,  or  upon  the  approval  of 
the  examination  of  an  applicant,  said  State  Veterinar_v  Medical  Board 
shall  grant  him  or  her  a  license  to  practice  in  this  State,  and  shall 
receive  therefor  a  fee  of  five  dollars;  said  license  shall  be  signed  b}^  a 
majority  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  6.  Any  person  qualified  as  required  by  this  Act,  shall,  upon 
the  receipt  of  his  license,  have  said  license  prominently  displayed  in  his 
oflSce,  and  a  true  copy  thereof  shall  be  filed  in  the  ofiice  of  the  clerk  of 
the  county  in  which  he  resides.  Any  person  removing  to  another 
count}'  to  practice  shall  file  the  license  in  like  manner  in  the  county  to 
which  he  removes.  The  holder  shall  pa}'  the  County  Clerk  the  usual 
fees  for  filing.  Any  person  holding  such  license,  who  shall  refuse  or 
neglect  to  prominently  display  in  his  office,  or  file  a  copy  of  the  same 
with  the  County  Clerk,  as  above  directed,  within  six  months  after 
receiving  such  license,  shall  forfeit  his  license,  and  no  license,  when  once 
forfeited,  shall  be  restored  to  the  original  holder,  except  on  the  payment 
to  said  State  Veterinary  Medical  Board  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars 
as  a  penalty  for  such  failure,  neglect,  or  refusal. 

Sec.  7.  Any  person  shall  be  regarded  as  practicing  veterinary  medi- 
cine and  surgery,  within  the  meaning  of  this  Act,  who  shall  have 
received  a  license  as  mentioned  in  Section  5.  But  nothing  in  this  Act 
shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  the  members  of  the  medical  profession 
from  prescribing  for  domestic  animals  in  case  of  emergency,  and  collect- 
ing a  fee  therefor,  nor  to  prohibit  gratuitous  services  in  an  emergency, 
nor  to  prevent  any  person  from  practicing  veterinary  medicine  and 
surgery  on  any  animal  belonging  to  himself  or  herself.  And  this  Act 
shall  not  apply  to  commissioned  veterinary  surgeons  in  the  United 
States  army. 

Sec.  8.  Any  person  practicing  veterinary  medicine  and  surgery  in 
this  State  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis- 
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demeanor,  the  penalty  of  which  shall  be  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one 
hundred  dollars,  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprison- 
ment of  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  by  both. 

Sec.  9.     This  Act   shall  take  eff'ect   sixty  days  from    and    after  its 
passage.

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REPORT  OF  STATE  COMMISSION  IN  LUNACY. 


To  the  Legislature: 

The  enactment  of  the  California  insanity  law  (Chapter  CCXXVII, 
Statutes  of  1897),  to  create  a  State  Commission  in  Lunacy,  was  an  effort 
on  the  part  of  the  Legislature  to  provide  for  a  uniform  government  and 
management  of  the  State  Asylums  for  the  Insane,  and  to  provide  for 
the  care,  custody,  and  apprehension  of  persons  believed  to  be  insane. 

There  are  in  California  at  the  present  writing  five  State  Hospitals  for 
the  Insane,  containing  five  thousand  and  one  patients  and  representing, 
with  their  grounds,  buildings,  and  appurtenances  and  improvements,  a 
valuation  of  $4,557,134.    • 

To  maintain  these  hospitals  cost  the  State  $1,332,759  11  for  the  two 
years  ending  June  30,  1898. 

Previous  to  the  enactment  of  the  present  law.  each  asylum  was  work- 
ing under  a  different  law,  though  there  were  points  of  resemblance  in  all. 

The  California  insanity  law  aims  to  place  these  institutions  under 
one  uniform  system  of  government,  that  the  yearly  expenditure  of 
nearly  $700,000  may  be  made  under  the  direction,  to  some  extent,  of  a 
■central  governing  body,  the  Commission  in  Lunacy. 

The  system  of  keeping  the  accounts  involved  in  the  expenditure  of 
the  large  yearl}^  appropriation  and  in  the  issuance  of  the  supplies 
bought,  while  having  points  in  common,  have  been  different  for  each 
institution,  and  was  susceptible  of  improvement. 

That  uniformity  and  system  in  doing  the  vast  business  of  five  State 
institutions,  maintaining  five  thousand  people,  is  desirable,  cannot  be 
questioned. 

As  the  creation  of  the  State  Commission  in  Lunacy  was  to  some  extent 
an  experimental  measure,  it  is  well  to  show  briefly  what  it  has  accom- 
plished and  what  it  may  hope  to  accomplish  in  the  future.  It  has  from 
the  first  been  a  working  commission,  although  four  of  its  members  are 
State  officers  and  had  their  regular  duties  to  perform.  It  has  held 
ninety-four  regular  meetings,  at  which  various  and  sundry  matters 
relating  to  State  hospitals,  their  management,  finances,  improvements, 
were  discussed.  In  addition  to  these  ninety-four  regular  meetings, 
many  more  than  that  number  of  informal  conferences  have  been  held 
on  hospital  matters.  It  has  at  all  times  had  the  interest  of  the  hos- 
pitals and  the  State  paramount,  and  has  tried  to  deal  justly  with  them. 
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bearing  in  mind  that  the  Hospital  Superintendents  and  Managers  were 
good  citizens,  broad-minded,  intelligent  men,  who  had  the  interest  of 
their  respective  institutions  as  well  as  the  State  at  heart.  In  spite  of 
the  generally  liberal  policy  of  the  Commission,  Managers  have  some- 
times felt  that  their  functions  were  being  usurped  and  their  opinions 
overridden.  This  feeling  was  perhaps  inseparable  from  the  position 
occupied  by  the  Commission. 

The  first  necessary  work  of  the  Commission  after  its  organization 
was  the  preparation  of  blank  forms  for  the  commitment  of  patients,  a 
work  attended  with  some  difficulty,  but  successfully  accomplished, 
and  resulting  in  a  commitment  blank  that,  from  the  standpoint  of 
those  interested  in  insanity,  is  immensely  superior  to  the  blanks  formerly 
in  use.  Coincident  with  this,  it  was  obliged  to  prepare,  on  short  notice, 
schedules  for  contract  supplies  for  the  five  State  hospitals,  a  work 
involving  the  typewriting  and  mimeographing  of  over  7500  sheets.  It 
also  prepared  blank  forms  for  the  various  reports  from  the  hospitals  to- 
the  Commission,  consisting  of  copies  of  the  commitments,  estimates^ 
reports  of  stock  on  hand,  receipts  and  expenses  of  farm,  garden,  and 
dairy,  and  a  great  many  other  forms  required  by  the  law.  The 
schedules  for  contract  supplies  have  been  typewritten  and  mimeo- 
graphed in  the  office  of  the  Commission  three  different  times.  Clinical 
records  have  been  formulated  and  sent  to  the  different  hospitals,  are  in 
active  and  dail}^  use,  and  are  now  being  carefully  considered  with  a 
view  to  making  revisions  which  will  add  to  their  efficiency. 

Those  who  have  not  looked  carefully  into  the  question  have  but 
little  knowledge  of  the  manner  in  which  persons  chai'ged  with 
insanity  were  cared  for  prior  to  the  changes  wrought  under  the  new 
lunacy  law,  and  under  the  direction  of  the  Commission;  but  as  some 
little  evidence  of  the  previous  condition  of  afiairs,  it  may  be  stated  that 
in  one  hospital,  out  of  ninety -one  patients  received  from  prisons  or  jails 
in  eight  successive  months,  forty- six  were  infested  with  vermin  and 
otherwise  untidy  and  neglected. 

The  lunacy  law  provides  that  no  person  alleged  to  be  insane,  shall  be 
associated  with  criminals,  or  those  charged  with  or  convicted  of  crime. 
In  endeavoring  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  law  in  this  connection, 
the  Commission,  or  some  of  its  members,  have  visited  twenty-nine 
counties,  examined  quarters  prepared,  or  made  recommendations  for 
their  preparation.  Some  of  the  counties  have  fitted  up  quite  com- 
fortable and  elaborate  quarters  in  specially  built  houses,  others  have 
prepared  accommodations  in  the  county  hospital,  and  some  have  been 
obliged  to  fit  up  rooms  in  the  county  court-house,  but  apart  from  the 
jail  proper.  Some  of  the  quarters  have  special  nurses  on  hand  at  all 
times,  and  all  Boards  of  Supervisors  have  agreed  to  supply  them  when 
the  presence  of  an  insane  patient  made  them  necessary.     Some  of  these 
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accommodations  can  be  improved  upon,  as  many  were  hastily  fitted  up, 
but  all  are  decided  improvements  on  old  methods,  and  as  the  beneficial 
results  of  the  changes  are  more  generally  appreciated,  improvements 
will  follow;  indeed,  since  the  first  arrangements,  several  counties  have 
already  made  permanent  and  more  satisfactory  improvements.  The 
Commission  cannot  help  referring  to  the  beneficial  changes  made  under 
the  law  in  the  County  of  San  Francisco,  where  comfortable  rooms, 
decently  furnished,  have  been  fitted  up;  male  and  female  nurses  are  on 
duty  at  all  hours  of  the  night  and  day,  and  proper  arrangements  are 
made  for  caring  for  and  feeding  the  sick.  Although  the  Commission 
could  not  get  just  what  it  wanted  in  San  Francisco,  it  has  brought 
about  a  very  decided  improvement  in  the  care  of  those  charged  with 
insanity  in  that  city.  Under  the  present  arrangements  in  the  various 
counties,  the  Commission  receives  reports  from  the  hospitals  of  the 
improved  condition  of  the  patients  received,  and  the  evidence  of  greater 
care.  The  work  in  this  connection  has  made  necessary  a  good  deal  of 
traveling  by  members  of  the  Commission,  and  has  required,  on  some 
occasions,  much  labor  and  trouble. 

The  old  system  of  bookkeeping  in  the  hospitals  was  not  uniform;  every 
hospital  had  in  some  measure  a  distinct  system,  and  when,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  new  law,  the  Commission  endeavored  to 
have  formulated  a  uniform  system  of  books  and  accounts,  it  became  a 
question  of  much  moment  to  decide  upon  the  proper  system  and  the 
extent  to  which  the  new  system  should  be  introduced.  Two  principal 
points  would  have  to  be  made  clearly  manifest  in  a  system  of  books: 
First,  the  expenditures  of  cash  in  detail,  and  the  disbursements  of  sup- 
plies and  utilization  of  services  bought  with  that  cash,  should  be  made 
so  clear  that  any  hospital  steward  could  quickly,  from  his  books,  tell 
what  the  institution  was  costing,  what  departments  were  costing,  where 
supplies  were  going,  and  how  much  stock  should  be  on  hand.  Second, 
the  books  to  show  the  movements  of  patients,  their  history,  their  posses- 
sions in  the  hospital,  the  register  of  wards,  sick  reports;  in  fact,  a  gen- 
eral history  of  the  house,  its  inhabitants  and  their  belongings,  must  be 
provided  for. 

After  considerable  deliberation,  the  Commission  concluded  that  the 
business  and  financial  accounts  should  be  first  provided,  that  similar 
methods  of  keeping  accounts  of  expenses  should  be  in  use  by  all. 
Acting  on  this  belief,  Mr.  George  E.  Housken,  an  expert  accountant, 
was  engaged  to  formulate  a  system,  with  the  advice  that  a  system  was 
wanted  that  would  economize  labor,  that  would  clearly  show  all  the 
business,  that  would  avoid  too  much  repetition  of  entries,  and  yet  pro- 
vide an  absolutely  safe  index  of  what  money  was  being  received  or 
spent,  where  it  was  coming  from,  where  it  was  going,  and  what  was 
being  done  with  what  was  bought.     More   details  could  readily  have 
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been  made  a  part  of  the  system,  but  more  detail  requires  more  skilled 
labor,  and  more  labor  requires  more  money.  As  a  central  or  parent 
system,  to  which  subordinate  books  might  be  added  from  time  to  time, 
it  is  distinctly  a  marked  improvement. 

The  second  series  of  books,  or  those  covering  the  workings  of  the 
population  of  the  house,  should  have  been  taken  up  next,  but  after  con- 
ference with  the  Senate  committee  investigating  public  institutions,  and 
learning  that  they  were  preparing  an  elaborate  system,  about  which 
they  would  probably  consult  with  the  Commission,  this  matter  was 
deferred,  awaiting  their  action. 

Supplies  for  the  State  hospitals  are  for  the  most  part  bought  by 
afinual  or  semi-annual  contracts,  the  fact  that  bids  are  desired  by  the 
hospitals  being  advertised  in  every  county  in  which  a  hospital  is  located, 
and  in  San  Francisco,  Los  Angeles,  and  Sacramento.  The  contracts  are 
awarded  to  the  lowest  satisfactory  bidder,  and  generally  low  prices  are 
obtained.  Right  here  it  might  be  stated  that  the  Commission  saves 
about  $800  yearly  on  advertising. 

Supplies  not  bought  on  regular  contracts  are  bought  by  a  system  of 
competitive  bids,  or  after  careful  inquiry  in  the  open  market.  The  Com- 
mission has  no  authority  to  award  contracts,  nor  to  buy  anything  for 
the  hospitals,  that  power  still  being  vested  in  the  local  Boards  of 
Managers. 

Excessive  amounts  of  supplies  are  not  bought,  and  careful  attention 
is  given  to  holding  contractors  up  to  the  quality  contracted  for.  The 
purchasing  is  honest,  the  distribution  and  utilization  of  supplies  are 
economical  and  careful,  and  the  result  has  been  that  at  all  times  our 
hospitals  have  been  conducted  at  a  low  per  capita  cost,  much  lower  than 
the  great  majority  of  similar  institutions  throughout  the  United  States. 

Many,  looking  only  at  the  large  appropriations  required  for  their 
maintenance,  and  failing  to  investigate  how  many  people  are  main- 
tained with  that  money,  fail  to  realize  that  economy  is  shown  in  the 
management.  Extravagance  has  obtained  in  California  in  the  erection 
of  some  of  its  hospital  buildings,  but  not  in  their  maintenance. 

The  Commission,  viewing  the  situation  in  all  its  bearings,  has  made 
no  effort  to  gain  a  reputation  for  economy  by  cutting  off  supplies  that 
were  actually  needed.  What  was  asked  for  was  allowed  when  needed. 
Where  cuts  in  estimates  were  made,  or  estimates  were  rejected,  it  was 
done  only  after  due  deliberation  and  investigation,  and  the  Commission 
has  allowed  more  increases  in  food  supplies  than  it  has  cut  off. 

The  Commission  is  now  receiving  monthly  reports  showing  the  dis- 
tribution of  food  supplies,  with  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  definitely 
the  difference  in  the  per  capita  cost  of  feeding  oflBicers,  employes,  and 
patients.  It  has  not  been  possible  heretofore  to  obtain  this  information, 
which  is  important,  for  it  is  the  only  way  in  which  a  thoroughly  satis-

factory  explanation  can  be  given  as  to  how  well  the  patients  are  fed  and 
what  it  is  costing.  The  per  capita  cost  for  food,  as  given  ordinarily  in 
asylum  reports,  is  onl}^  relatively  correct  so  far  as  individuals  in  the 
concrete  are  concerned.  It  takes  time  and  work  to  ascertain  these  neces- 
sary facts,  and  not  all  agree  that  the  results  justify  the  extra  work 
demanded. 

Before  closing  this  brief  review  it  is  necessary  to  speak  of  the  expenses 
of  the  Commission  and  its  collections.  It  is  probably  unnecessary  to 
remark  that  the  expenses  of  its  first  year  were  added  to  very  materially 
by  the  necessary  traveling  that  had  to  be  done  in  the  examination  of 
quarters  for  the  insane,  and  by  the  large  amount  of  work  thrown  upon  it 
in  searching  the  records  of  County  Clerks'  offices,  investigating  and  search- 
ing for  estates  of  the  insane,  hunting  up  property  and  bank  accounts, 
and  investigating  the  various  claims  that  were  sent  to  us  for  collection 
by  the  different  hospitals.  Some  idea  of  the  magnitude  of  the  work  is 
shown  by  the  statement  that  there  are  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Commission,  undergoing  examination  or  collection,  claims  amounting 
to  $250,000.  It  took  some  time  and  much  labor  to  get  this  collection 
business  in  thorough  operation,  and  the  early  returns  were  not  large, 
but  at  the  present  time  it  is  in  full  operation,  and  we  are  now  collecting 
for  the  hospitals,  the  State  and  counties,  over  $1,200  monthly.  Up  to 
June  30,  1898,  the  Commission  had  collected  or  caused  to  be  paid  to  the 
hospitals,  $6,530  89;  and  to  the  State  and  counties,  for  commitment  and 
transportation  expenses,  $1,115  50;  a  total  of  $7,645  80.  For  the  five 
months  from  June  30,  1898,  to  December  1,  1898,  we  have  collected  for 
the  same  purposes,  $6,146  99.

REVIEW    OF    ASYLUM    SYSTEM    OF    CALIFORNIA. 

It  has  always  been  the  policy  of  California  to  care  for  its  insane  with 
State  money,  in  contradistinction  to  the  plan  of  forcing  the  counties  to 
pay  a  part  of  the  cost,  the  State  appropriating  the  balance.  In  August, 
1851,  the  State  Hospital  was  opened  in  Stockton  for  the  reception  of  all 
classes  of  patients,  as  well  as  the  insane.  It  is  impossible  to  segregate 
the  cost  of  caring  for  the  insane  while  they  were  in  the  general  hospital 
supported  by  the  State.  Owing  to  the  necessity  for  separate  care  of  the 
insane  a  new  institution  became  necessary,  and  at  Stockton  the  first 
asylum  under  separate  and  distinct  management  was  opened  for  the 
care  of  the  insane,  in  July,  1853. 

,  At  the  end  of  the  first  year  of  its  existence,  the  Stockton  Asylum 
contained  102  patients;  at  the  end  of  ten  years  it  had  583  patients,  and 
after  twenty  years  its  population  had  increased  to  1,156. 

The  crowded  condition  of  the  Stockton  Asylum  having  made  it 
necessary  to  provide  further  accommodations  for  the  insane,  on  Novem- 
ber 15,  1875,  another  State  asylum  was  opened  at  Napa.  At  the  end  of 
another  decennial  period  the  number  of  patients  at  Napa  had  increased 
to  1,219,  and  in  the  two  State  asylums  to  2,403,  and  another  asylum  was 
in  process  of  erection,  that  the  rapidly  increasing  insane  might  be  given 
the   proper   care   and    treatment.     This   third  asylum  was    located  at 
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Agnews,  and  was  intended,  when  first  authorized,  to  be  an  asylum  for 
the  chronic  and  hopelessh'  insane,  but  the  policy  of  supporting  an 
institution  to  be  used  solely  for  the  care  of  those  considered  as  hope- 
lessly lost  was  not  received  kindly,  either  by  the  people  or  the 
lawmakers,  and  as  soon  as  the  Legislature  could  make  the  change^ 
Agnews  was  made  an  asylum  for  the  reception  of  all  classes  of  mental 
disease.  In  five  years  from  its  opening,  or  in  1893,  Agnews  had 
increased  its  population  to  902,  and  the  three  State  asylums  together 
aggregated  4,004  patients.  The  necessity  for  more  accommodations  being 
apparent,  Southern  California  appealed  for  an  asylum  to  care  for  the 
insane  in  that  section  of  the  State.  The  rapid  development  of  population 
and  the  distance  the  rapidly  increasing  insane  had  to  travel  before 
being  able  to  obtain  asylum  treatment,  rendered  argument  unnecessar}-- 
to  insure  the  location  of  an  asylum  in  San  Bernardino  County.  At  the 
same  time  provision  was  made  for  the  erection  of  an  asylum  at 
Ukiah,  Mendocino  County,  to  provide  for  the  insane  from  the  northern 
section  of  the  State.  The  two  new  asylums  were  opened  in  1893,  and 
have  rapidly  been  filled,  and  on  June  30,  1898,  Southern  California  had 
582  patients,  and  Mendocino  477. 

It  is  now  forty-five  years  since  the  first  asylum  was  opened  in 
California,  and  our  five  State  hospitals  (asylums)  contain  5,001  insane 
patients. 

There  has  been  appropriated  since  this  State  began  to  make  prepara- 
tion for  the  care  of  the  insane,  $4,282,399  18  for  buildings,  land,  and 
improvements. 

For  maintenance  and  other  purposes  there  has  been  expended  $13,- 
085,546  87.  The  hospitals  have  spent  out  of  the  moneys  earned  by 
them  (contingent  fund)  $545,837  82,  making  a  grand  total  of  $17,913,- 
783  87. 

This  sum,  however  large  it  may  seem,  has  enabled  the  State  to  care 
for  and  treat  107,732  patients  in  the  period  covered  by  our  synopsis. 

During  the  forty-five  years  of  the  existence  of  State  asylums,  15,109 
have  been  discharged  recovered  or  improved,  and  8,225  have  died. 

The  State  has  always  been  liberal  in  the  care  of  its  insane.  It  has 
provided  money  when  it  was  needed,  it  has  cheerfully  responded  to  all 
calls  for  assistance,  and  has  made  provision  for  all  who  are  defective 
mentally. 

The  Stockton  State  Hospital  now  maintains  a  patient  at  the  low  cost 
of  35  cents  per  day,  not  because  the  State  has  been  niggardly  and  cut 
them  to  that  sum,  but  because  those  managing  the  asylum,  voluntarily^ 
by  careful  management,  gradually  reduced  the  cost  to  that  figure,  and 
by  force  of  example  the  other  State  hospitals  have  brought  their  per 
capita  to  nearly  the  same  low  figure.  The  question  may  well  be  asked,, 
have  we  not  done  too  much? 
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The  California  asylums  have  done  their  work  quietly  and  well.  They 
have  had  about  the  average  rate  of  cures,  when  compared  with  similar 
institutions  in  other  States,  and  their  death-rate  has  not  been  above  the 
average.  The  patients  have  been  comfortably  cared  for,  due  efforts 
have  made  for  their  cure,  and  the  institutions  have  been  honestly  main- 
tained. They  have  been  free  from  conflagration  or  serious  calamities, 
have  not  been  subject  to  epidemic  diseases,  and  have  at  all  times  been  a 
credit  to  the  State.  They  have  the  confidence  of  the  people,  and,  though 
not  free  from  some  criticism,  are  generally  acknowledged  to  be  doing 
good  work,  and  to  be  legitimately  and  honestly  managed.  Up  to  June 
30,  1898,  there  have  been  received  in  the  hospitals  28,359  cases,  and, 
taking  the  yearly  count  of  the  number  treated,  there  have  been  107,732 
cases  under  treatment. 

In  April,  1897,  a  uniform  law  for  all  State  asylums  was  put  into 
operation.  Asylums  became  State  hospitals,  and  the  Lunacy  Com- 
m.is8ion  was  given  a  confirmatory  power  over  the  actions  of  the  State 
hospital  management.  The  purpose  of  the  new  lunacy  law  and  its 
active  agent,  the  Commission,  is  good,  and  its  results  are  bound  to  be 
beneficial  when  Hospitals  and  Commission  work  with  that  harmonious 
unanimity  of  purpose  which  should  be  the  aim  of  all  bodies  engaged  in 
charitable  work  at  the  expense  of  the  State.  Any  Commission  endeavor- 
ing to  change  existing  methods  and  to  limit  the  powers  of  those  pre- 
viously in  full  authority  will  doubtless  be  handicapped  to  some  extent. 
The  Commission,  having  no  patronage  to  dispense,  may  well  believe 
that  the  desired  concert  of  action  will  gradually  be  brought  about  and 
with  good  results.  This  brief  history  of  the  creation,  population,  and 
expense  of  the  State  hospitals  brings  us  up  to  the  present  point,  where 
consideration  may  be  given  to  their  operations  for  the  two  years  ending 
June  30,  1898. 

EXPENSES    OF    MAINTAINING    THE    STATE    HOSPITALS. 

One  object  of  the  creation  of  the  State  Commission  in  Lunacy  was 
the  belief  that  it  might  bring  about  economy  in  the  management  of  the 
five  State  hospitals. 

In  considering  the  subject  of  cutting  down  the  expense  of  any  under- 
taking, the  first  point  is  to  ascertain  in  what  particular  branch  of  the 
business  extravagance  obtains. 

In  order  that  we  may  ascertain  the  manner  in  which  the  appropria- 
tions are  expended,  let  us  consider  the  various  sources  of  expense  in 
maintaining  one  patient  for  one  day,  one  year,  and  for  maintaining  all 
the  patients  for  one  year,  in  any  of  the  State  hospitals. 

Taking  the  hospital  located  at  Stockton,  as  the  oldest  and  one  of  the 
most  economically  managed  hospitals,  it  is  found  that  it  cost  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1898,  to  pay  officers  and  employes,  to  feed  patients 
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and  all  others,  to  heat  and  light  the  building,  to  provide  clothing,  furni- 
ture, and  bedding,  to  make  repairs,  to  supply  water  and  medicines,  and 
to  utilize  and  beautify  the  farm  and  grounds,  at  the  rate  of  $126  81  a 
year  for  each  patient,  or  a  total  of  $196,291  52  for  all  the  patients. 

Taking  up  the  various  principal  sources  of  expense  incurred  in  caring 
for  one  patient  a  day,  or  a  year,  we  find: 

First — That  it  costs  for  physicians,  attendants,  mechanics,  cooks,  and 
other  help  the  sum  of  17.1  cents  for  one  day,  or  $62  57  a  year.  These 
amounts  are  the  daily  and  yearly  per  capita  for  salaries  and  wages,  the 
total  for  all  the  patients  for  a  year  being  $93,383  60. 

Second — To  feed  this  one  patient  a  day  costs  9.2  cents;  for  a  year  the 
cost  is  $33  64;  the  total  for  all  the  patients  a  year  being  $51,703  45. 

Taking  up  these  two  items,  payroll  and  food,  as  the  two  principal 
items  of  expense,  let  us  consider  them  a  moment  with  a  view  of  ascer- 
taining if  the  cost  is  unduly  large  and  deserving  of  pr.uning. 

PAYROLL. 

In  a  total  yearly  cost  of  $126  81,  it  would  seem  at  first  glance  that 
$62  57  is  a  large  proportion  to  be  paid  out  for  salaries  and  wages,  but 
if  considered  in  comparison  with  the  sums  expended  for  the  same  pur- 
pose in  Eastern  institutions  it  will  be  found  that  our  proportion  of 
employes  to  patients  is  very  small.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  we  care  for  the 
same  number  of  patients  with  about  half  the  number  of  employes  they 
do  in  Eastern  institutions. 

It  is  true  that  in  California  higher  wages  are  generally  paid,  but  it  is 
believed  that  our  hospitals  get  a  better  grade  of  help,  who,  expecting  to 
make  hospital  work  their  life  vocation  and  thus  having  an  incentive, 
put  forth  their  best  efibrts  to  do  good  work  and  thus  hold  their  posi- 
tions. 

FOOD.* 

It  is  not  likely  that  any  one  would  care  to  assert  that  the  ex- 
pense of  feeding  our  patients  should  be  cut  down — a  fraction  over  9  cents 
a  day,  or  $33  64  a  year,  for  each  patient,  is  not  high,  and  instead  of  seek- 
ing to  reduce  it  in  cost,  it  might  be  added  to  with  some  advantage. 
Lest  the  idea  might  become  prevalent  that  at  such  a  small  expense  they 
cannot  be  fed  enough,  it  can  be  safely  asserted  that  the  patients  are  fed 
abundantly,  that  the  food  is  of  good  quality,  that  there  is  meat,  bread, 
butter,  potatoes,  etc.,  with  fresh,  dried,  and  canned  fruits,  and  vegetables 
in  abundance.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  each  person  has  provided  for  him  at 
least  3^  pounds  of  food  daily. 

"Note. — The  cost  of  food,  expressed  above,  is  based  only  on  the  supplies  purchased. 
The  food  products  of  farm,  garden,  and  dairy  will  add  from  1V<  to  2)4  cents  to  the  above 
cost  of  food. 
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The  one  way  in  which  it  is  possible  to  reduce  still  further  the  cost  of 
food  is  by  increasing  the  products  of  farm,  garden,  and  dairy.  Of  milk 
we  have  not  enough  now,  and  our  dairies  should  be  enlarged  and  more 
land  added  for  their  maintenance. 

While  the  food  provided  is  abundant  in  quantity  and  of  good  quality, 
sufficient  for  health,  it  might  be  given  a  greater  variety  with  advantage. 
Possibly  in  improving  the  diet  there  would  be  no  distinct  advantage 
other  than  the  promotion  of  comfort  and  satisfaction,  but  if  any  item  of 
expense  connected  with  the  hospitals  is  worthy  of  increase  it  is  food. 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  stated  that  out  of  fifty -two  State  asylums 
in  twenty-four  different  States  there  is  but  one  that  feeds  its  patients  as 
cheaply  as  the  lowest  of  our  hospitals,  and  not  to  exceed  four  that  are 
as  low  as  the  highest  of  ours. 

CLOTHING. 

Of  the  other  large  sources  of  expense,  clothing  may  need  some  atten- 
tion. It  costs  to  provide  clothing,  shoes,  dry  goods,  and  bed  linen  for 
each  patient  one  day,  one  cent  and  eight  mills;  for  one  yea,T,  $6  80;  for 
all  the  patients  one  year.  $10,547  69. 

The  clothing  provided  for  the  male  patients,  while  warm,  comfortable, 
and  durable,  is  not  sightly  and  cannot  be  reduced  in  cost  with  justice 
to  the  patients.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  is  being  gradually  improved, 
and  there  is  room  for  still  further  improvement.  The  dry  goods,  bed 
linen,  etc.,  are  of  good  quality,  and  answer  all  the  purposes  well. 

FUEL    AND   LIGHT. 

Another  source  of  considerable  expense  is  fuel  and  light,  in  which  is 
included,  of  course,  steam  for  heating  the  wards,  cooking  and  laundry 
work. 

The  Stockton  State  Hospital,  having  a  large  supply  of  natural  gas 
from  its  own  wells,  is  enabled  to  produce  heat,  power,  and  light  at 
about  half  the  cost  of  the  other  hospitals. 

The  daily  cost  of  these  items  for  one  patient  at  Stockton  is  one  cent 
and  four  mills;  the  yearly  cost  15  11,  and  the  total  yearly  cost  for  all  is 
$7,856  77.  The  other  hospitals  cost  $10  80  to  $16  77  per  patient  per 
year. 

Two  of  the  hospitals  are  lighted  by  coal  gas,  manufactured  on  the 
premises,  at  a  cost  of  $1  15  per  thousand  feet.  One  uses  gas  made  from 
gasoline,  and  one,  the  Southern  California  State  Hospital,  purchases 
electric  light  at  a  cost  of  $200  per  month. 

Heating  and  ventilation  being  intimately  connected,  it  may  be 
safely  said  that  there  is  but  one  of  our  State  hospitals  that  has  a 
thoroughly  efficient  system  of  heating  and  ventilation,  and  that  is  tlie 
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Southern  California  State  Hospital,  which  has  a  system  of  forced  venti- 
lation that  is  excellent.  The  rest  of  the  institutions  rely  on  natural 
ventilation,  which  certainly  does  not  always  accomplish  the  desired 
results  in  many  of  the  crowded  wards  and  dark  pantries.  The  heating 
system  in  many  of  our  hospitals  has  to  be  supplemented  by  stoves. 

An  improvement  in  the  heating  and  ventilation  system  is  more  gen- 
erall}'  needed  in  our  hospitals  than  any  one  single  improvement,  and 
while  it  cannot  all  be  done  at  once,  a  start  should  be  made  on  one  hos- 
pital and  continued  from  time  to  time  until  all  are  properly  equipped 
in  this  direction. 

For  the  purposes  of  comparison  it  may  be  stated  that  out  of  forty-five 
asylums  located  in  twenty-one  different  States,  there  are  but  nine  whose 
yearl)'^  per  capita  cost  for  fuel  is  lower  than  the  highest  of  our  State 
hospitals — the  other  thirty-six  asylums  compared  being  higher  than 
ours  in  all  cases,  a  number  of  them  being  twice  as  high. 

REPAIRS. 

Ordinary  repairs  may  be  said  to  cover  a  multitude  of  expenditures, 
from  patching  up  an  old  pipe  to  putting  in  a  new  system  of  pipes,  or 
from  repairing  the  roof  of  an  old  barn  to  building  a  new  barn  from  an 
old  one  and  still  calling  it  repairs.  It  is  undoubted,  though,  that  con- 
stant repairs  to  pipe  systems,  machinery,  sewer  system,  buildings,  and 
appurtenances  are  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  State's  property. 
The  daily  per  capita  cost  for  this  purpose  is  one  cent  and  seven  mills; 
the  yearly  per  capita  cost,  $6  49,  and  the  total  yearly  cost,  $9,974  17. 

This  item  of  expense  might  be  reduced  somewhat  by  confining  the 
expenditure  strictly  to  repairs  and  having  extensions  or  additions 
charged  against  permanent  improvements  and  estimated  on  in  advance 
in  such  detail  that  it  ma}'  be  clearly  known  what  was  intended  before 
the  expenditure  is  authorized. 

In  discussing  the  various  items  of  expense,  the  remarks,  while  using 
the  Stockton  State  Hospital  as  a  basis,  are  general,  as  the}^  refer  to  all 
the  other  State  hospitals  as  well. 

In  order  that  the  cost  may  be  shown  in  the  same  manner  for  all  the 
hospitals,  the  following  tables  for  the  forty-eighth  and  forty-ninth  fiscal 
years  are  submitted.  The  tables  show  the  total  amount  expended  for 
each  hospital,  the  daily  and  yearly  per  capita  on  the  moneys  expended, 
and  the  various  sources  of  expense:

FINANCIAL    STATEMENT. 

The  total  expenditures  of  the  five  State  hospitals  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1897,  based  on  support,  payroll,  and  contingent  fund,  was 
$713,271  55,  and  during  the  same  period  4,742  patients  were  taken 
care  of. 

The  total  expenditures  of  the  five  State  hospitals  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1898,  based  on  support,  payroll,  and  contingent  fund,  was 
$708,643  23,  while  during  the  same  period  4,909  patients  were  cared 
for. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  figures  that  the  expenditures  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1898,  were  $4,628  32  less  than  for  the  previous 
year,  while  at  the  same  time  167  patients  more  "were  taken  care  of. 
The  cost  of  caring  for  this  increase  of  patients  was  $25,471  98,  which, 
added  to  the  $4,628  32,  makes  a  total  saving  of  $30,100  30. 

The  expenditures  of  the  five  State  hospitals  for  the  year  ending  June 
30,  1897,  based  on  support  and  payroll,  was  $658,382  93,  while  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1898,  the  expenditures  were  $674,37()  18.  This 
shows  an  increase  during  the  latter  year  of  $15,993  25,  but  it  should  be 
borne  in  mind  that  during  the  latter  year  167  patients  more  were  taken 
care  of,  at  an  expense  of  $25,471  98,  thus  making  a  saving  on  this 
basis  of  $9,478  73.

The  Commission  refrains  from  saying  anything  extensive  as  to  the 
necessity  for  the  special  appropriations  required.  It  simply  expresses 
the  belief  that  no  building  appropriations  for  the  care  of  patients  will 
be  required  at  any  of  the  State  hospitals  of  Northern  and  Central  Cali- 
fornia. The  Southern  California  State  Hospital  is  very  crowded,  and 
absolutely  requires  additional  buildings  for  the  accommodation  of 
patients. 

On  the  question  of  additional  land  asked  for  by  the  different  State 
hospitals,  the  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  some  of  the  appropri- 
ations should  be  granted.  A  hospital  farm  intelligently  directed  is  a 
source  of  economy,  and  this  branch  of  hospital  industry'  should  be 
encouraged. 

The  tables  showing  the  appropriations  for  support  are  made  in  such 
a  manner  that  the  Legislature  can  readily  see  upon  what  basis  the 
appropriation  is  asked,  and  the  proposed  cost  of  caring  for  patients  for 
the  ensuing  two  fiscal  years. 

The  following  is  the  recommendation  of  the  Commission  for  the 
appropriations  for  sujyport  of  the  five  State  hospitals  for  the  ensuing 
two  fiscal  years:

PAY  PATIENTS  AND  CONTINGENT  FUND. 

The  provisions  of  the  new  lunacy  law,  providing  for  the  collection  of 
moneys  for  the  maintenance  of  those  patients  who  are  able  to  pay,  or 
who  have  relatives  as  specified  by  the  law  who  are  able  to  pay,  makes 
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more  prominent  a  difficulty  that  has  always  existed  in  dealing  with 
the  so-called  pay  patients. 

The  old  law,  while  making  payments  compulsory  in  certain  cases, 
made  no  provision  for  extra  food  or  better  accommodations  for  that  class 
of  patients;  the  new  law  is  also  silent  on  this  point. 

As  a  matter  of  practice,  the  asylums,  and  later  the  hospitals,  have 
always  made  extra  provision  for  pay  patients,  given  them  a  somewhat 
more  varied  diet,  and,  where  possible,  better  furnished  rooms.  As  a 
result  of  this  practice  larger  numbers  of  pay  patients  have  been  placed 
on  the  books,  and  the  collections  from  that  source  have  been  greater; 
but  many  of  this  class  have  been  paid  for  in  order  that  they  might  get 
these  extras  and  not  because  of  a  desire  to  comply  with  the  law.  Should 
the  policy  be  continued  of  providing  extras  for  pay  patients?  It  seems 
a  good  proposition  to  do  it,  even  though  the  law  does  not  provide  for  it. 

The  income  derived  from  pay  patients  is  by  far  the  largest  source  of 
revenue  going  to  make  up  the  contingent  fund — a  fund  greatly  desired 
by  the  hospital  authorities,  as  by  its  use  many  emergencies  could  be  met 
and  many  claims,  legal,  but  not  considered  exactly  regular  by  the  State 
Board  of  Examiners,  could  be  liquidated. 

The  contingent  fund  derived  from  board  of  pay  patients,  sale  of  old 
rags  and  junk,  and  products  raised  on  the  farm,  hay,  fruit,  is  deposited 
with  the  treasurer  of  tbe  hospital,  and  until  the  passage  of  tlie  new 
lunacy  law  has  been  entirely  under  the  control  of  the  board  of  trustees 
of  each  institution,  they  reporting  to  every  Legislature  the  receipts  and 
expenditures. 

Under  the  present  law  estimates  must  be  submitted  to  and  approved 
by  this  Commission  before  any  money  can  be  expended  from  the  contin- 
gent fund. 

That  you  may  fully  realize  the  amount  of  money  involved  in  the 

management  of   the  contingent  fund,  the  following  statement  of  the 

receipts  and  expenditures  from  that  fund  since  its  authorization  by  the 

Legislature  in  1883,  is  presented:

These  figures  are  pretty  large,  and  will  doubtless  surprise  those  whO' 
have  not  given  the  subject  much  attention,  and  coincident  with  the  feeling 
of  surprise  will  involuntarily  arise  the  question,  what  has  become  of  all 
this  money;  has  it  been  expended  for  the  best  interests  of  the  State, 
and  under  whose  supervision  has  this  half  million  of  dollars  been  spent? 
In  answering  these  questions,  as  a  general  proposition,  it  mav  be  safely 
asserted  that  the  money  has  been  used  for  the  best  interests  of  the  insti- 
tutions and  under  authority  of  law.  Difference  of  opinion  may  arise  as 
to  whether  these  expenditures  would  have  been  alwaj's  approved  by  the 
executive  and  legislative  branches  of  the  State  government  had  they 
known  in  advance  what  was  contemplated,  but  the  improvements  and 
betterments  made  through  contingent  fund  expenditures  have  at  least 
resulted  in  many  needed  additions  to  each  local  hospital  which  could 
not  always  be  counted  on  as  deemed  necessary  or  urgent  enough  to 
require  legislative  appropriations. 

Some  good  buildings  have  been  erected  by  means  of  the  contingent 
fund,  and,  under  the  supervision  of  the  local  hospital  authorities,  at  a 
much  less  cost  than  they  could  have  been  built  under  a  legislative  appro- 
priation, and  by  contract. 

While  the  sums  given  as  representing  the  cost  of  contingent  fund 
buildings  built  by  asylum  authorities  is  very  misleading,  in  that  it  does 
not  show  as  an  expense  the  amount  of  labor  .performed  by  employes 
working  on  the  building  and  paid  out  of  the  regular  hospital  payroll, 
yet,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  economical  showing  made  is  very  gratifying, 
and  the  character  of  the  work  done  is  much  superior  than  if  done  by 
contract. 

Admitting  that  it  may  be  judicious  and  business-like  to  continue  to 
collect  for  the  maintenance  of  those  who  are  able  to  pay,  and  to  sell 
products  of  State  farms,  is  it  best  to  continue  the  plan  that  now  exists  of 
handling  the  contingent  fund? 

The  hospitals  are  State  institutions,  and  the  money  they  earn  belongs 
to  the  Slate,  and  there  seems  no  legitimate  reason  why  it  should  not  be 
expended  as  other  State  moneys  are  expended. 

Why  not  have  the  receipts  of  the  various  contingent  funds  deposited 
monthly  in  the  State  Treasury,  to  the  credit  of  the  institution  to  which 
it  belongs? 

Let  it  only  be  paid  out  after  an  estimate  has  been  allowed  by  the 
Lunacy  Commission,  the  bills  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Exam- 
iners, and  a  warrant  drawn  by  the  Controller.

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From  the  foregoing  comparative  table  it  will  be  seen,  in  the  case  of 
Stockton,  that  about  $5,000  less  was  expended  during  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1898,  than  in  the  previous  year,  while  a  residence  was  erected 
for  the  Medical  Superintendent  at  a  cost  of  $6,868.  In  the  case  of  Napa 
the  expenditures  during  1898  exceeded  those  of  the  previous  year  by 
$2,130,  but  a  residence  was  erected  for  the  Medical  Superintendent,  at  a 
cost  of  $7,284  86.  In  the  case  of  Agnews  about  $14,500  less  was 
expended  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1898,  than  in  the  previous 
year.  In  the  case  of  Mendocino  about  $2,500  less  was  expended  in  1898, 
and  the  expenditures  during  that  period  were  principally  for  improve- 
ment of  water  supply.  Expenditures  at  Southern  California  were  less 
during  the  latter  year,  and  buildings  were  erected  at  a  cost  of  over 
$3,000.  In  other  words,  the  expenditures  during  the  latter  year  were 
almost  exclusively  for  permanent  improvements  and  repairs,  and  the 
numerous  other  expenses  were  paid  out  of  support  where  they  belonged. 

EXPENSES    OF    FARM,    GARDEN,    AND    DAIRY    OF    THE    FIVE    STATE    HOSPITALS, 
AND    VALUATION    OF    PRODUCTS. 

In  this  report,  which  is  based  on  information  supplied  by  the  various 
State  hospitals,  it  is  deemed  advisable  to  give  some  information  which 
has  not  heretofore  been  available,  regarding  the  operation  of  the  farms 
belonging  to  the  State  and  under  the  charge  of  Hospital  Superin- 
tendents. 

Although  the  table  giving  that  information  is  made  out  in  such  shape 
that  comparisons  may  be  made,  it  is  not  intended  to  be  comparative, 
for  it  would  not  be  fair  to  make  comparisons  where  the  conditions 
existing  are  so  different  that  similar  results  cannot  be  obtained.  Suc- 
cess in  farming  and  raising  vegetables  depends  to  a  great  extent  on 
climate,  soil,  possibilities  of  irrigation,  and  contour  of  land.  Some 
hospitals  have  practically  no  lands  for  grazing  purposes,  others  have 
shortage  of  water  to  contend  wdth,  and  in  others  the  amount  of  avail- 
able land  is  so  small  that  agricultural  operations  are  impossible. 

In  the  following  table  the  products  are  calculated  as  being  worth  so 
much  per  pound,  etc.,  the  prevailing  market  prices  being  the  standard. 
With  this  explanation  the  following  table  cannot  be  misunderstood:

Note. — The  term  "receipts,"  as  used  above,  represents  the  value  of  the  products 
of  farm,  garden,  and  dairy,  based  on  the  ruling  market  prices,  and  the  term  "disburse- 
ments" represents  the  cost  of  producing  said  products,  i.  e.,  wages,  feed  for  stock, 
seeds,  etc. 

The  data  given  are  reliable,  and  can  be  subjected  possibly  to  but  one 
criticism,  and  I  am  not  sure  that  criticism  would  be  just  in  this  case. 
I  refer  to  the  work  done  on  the  farms  by  attendants,  who  take  out 
patients  and  work  from  six  to  eight  hours  daily  in  vegetable  garden  or 
in  the  field.  Their  work  is  charged  to  the  ward  where  a  part  of  their 
time  is  spent. 

There  is  no  question  at  all  that  the  work  of  patients  would  greatly 
benefit  them,  even  if  their  labor  did  not  amount  to  much,  but  as  a 
matter  of  fact  they  do  a  vast  amount  and  at  practically  no  expense  to 
the  farm,  as  the  attendants  in  whose  care  they  work  are  generally 
charged  against  the  ward. 

The  products  of  farm  embrace  nearly  all  kinds  of  vegetables,  many 
varieties  of  fruit,  grapes,  hogs  (converted  into  ham  and  bacon,  used 
fresh,  or  sold),  poultry,  eggs,  milk,  hay,  and  grain.  Food  supplies  go 
to  increase  the  hospital  dietary  and  to  decrease  the  cost  of  feeding  all 
who  live  at  the  hospital,  thus  lowering  the  per  capita  cost  of  caring  for 
the  patients. 

The  above  table  is  convincing  evidence  that  it  pays  to  keep  up  the 
farm,  for  by  an  intelligent  handling  of  it  under  ordinary  circumstances 
it  materially  diminishes  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  pays  for  itself. 

That  a  practical  farmer,  managing  these  State  farms  for  his  own  benefit 
and  at  his  own  expense,  might  get  along  with  less  machinery  and  labor 
is  probable,  but  as  it  is,  the  economical  results  are  good. 

In  Southern  California  the  expense  of  the  farm  is  increased  to  some 
extent  by  the  amount  paid  for  water;  while  in  Agnews  unusually  large 
purchases  of  cows  make  last  year's  expenses  high. 

Scarcely  any  hospital  has  enough  grazing  land  to  maintain  cheaply 
the  herd  of  cows  necessary  to  furnish  milk  in  sufficient  abundance  for 
the  patients.  Even  Napa,  with  over  twelve  hundred  acres,  needs  suit- 
able land  for  grazing  purposes.  It  has  possibly  eight  hundred  acres  of 
land  used  for  grazing  now,  but  it  is  brushy  and  rocky,  and  when  once 
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eaten  off  in  the  spring  furnishes  very  dry  picking  the  balance  of  the 
time. 

Milk  is  such  an  important  article  of  diet  and  so  much  desired  by  sick 
and  infirm  that  it  is  only  necessary  to  mention  it  to  convince  all  of  the 
necessity  of  an  ample  supply,  and  this  I  submit  no  hospital  has  in 
California  at  present. 

Even  were  the  farms  and  gardens  of  the  State  hospitals  not  self- 
sustaining,  they  are  necessary  adjuncts  to  every  hospital  for  the  insane. 
They  afford  exercising  space  for  the  patients  and  give  them  that  oppor- 
tunity for  properly  advised  and  conducted  work  that  becomes  one  of 
the  greatest  curative  measures. 

The  farm  of  the  Southern  California  State  Hospital,  consisting  of  360 
acres,  is  a  magnificent  piece  of  property,  and  with  proper  irrigation  will 
produce  pretty  nearly  anything  that  may  be  desired  in  the  line  of 
fruits,  vegetables,  and  cereals.  It  has  a  large  orange  orchard,  that  even 
now  produces  well,  and  in  a  few  years  will  be  a  source  of  considerable 
income. 

This  is  the  first  year  that  the  products  of  farm,  garden,  and.  dairy 
have  been  given  a  financial  value,  and  it  disposes  satisfactorily  of  the 
criticism  often  made  that  vegetables,  hay,  milk,  and  other  productions 
could  be  bought  more  cheaply  than  they  are  raised  by  the  State. 

The  Commission  has  been  endeavoring  to  encourage  an  exchange  of 
products  between  State  institutions,  with  some  degree  of  success. 

As  a  striking  evidence  of  the  economy  and  advantage  of  maintaining 
State  dairies,  a  comparison  may  be  made  between  the  cost  of  milk  at 
the  Mendocino  State  Hospital,  where  they  have  no  dairy  and  are 
obliged  to  buy  their  milk  at  a  present  cost  of  16  cents  a  gallon,  and  the 
remaining  four  State  hospitals,  where  milk  is  produced  on  their  own 
dairies  at  a  cost  ranging  from  7  to  10  cents  per  gallon,  without  adding 
interest  on  the  investment.  With  more  land  and  a  proper  dairy 
Mendocino  could  save  several  hundred  dollars  a  year  on  the  cost  of 
milk  alone. 

NUMBER    OF    INSANE    IN    STATE    HOSPITALS    AND    IN    THE    STATE. 

On  June  30,  1898,  the  patients  in  the  five  State  hospitals  had  reached 
the  large  number  of  five  thousand  and  one  (5,001),  there  being  an 
increase  of  199  during  the  forty-ninth  fiscal  year,  from  July  1,  1897,  to 
June  30,  1898. 

For  the  purposes  of  comparison,  the  following  tables,  showing  the 
movement  of  patients  in  the  State  hospitals  and  the  number  remaining 
at  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year,  are  given. 

Statements  showing  the  number  of  patients  in  the  hospitals  at  the 
end  of  each  fiscal  year  for  the  last  ten  years,  the  number  admitted  each 
year,  and  the  increase  each   year  for  the  same  period,  are  given.     The 
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average  number  admitted  and  the  average  increase  for  the  last  ten 
years  are  also  shown. 

It  will  be  seen  that,  while  the  average  number  admitted  yearly  for 
the  last  ten  years  has  been  1,100,  the  admissions  for  the  last  two  fiscal 
years  have  been  1,200  for  the  forty-eighth,  and  1,160  for  the  forty-ninth 
fiscal  year. 

The  average  yearly  increase  has  been  190,  while  for  the  last  two  years 
it  has  been  184  and  199. 

In  considering  these  figures  it  becomes  apparent  that  5,001  insane 
patients,  is  a  large  number  for  a  State  with  the  population  of  Cali- 
fornia, but  it  should  be  understood  that  this  number  represents  the 
total  accumulation  of  those  who  remain  out  of  28,359  cases  admitted 
during  the  last  forty-five  years,  the  remainder  having  been  discharged 
or  died. 

An  interesting  fact  in  connection  with  the  admissions  for  the  twelve 
months  ending  June  30, 1898,  is  demonstrated  by  a  careful  examination 
of  the  commitments,  which  brings  to  light  the  fact  that  one  fourth  of 
the  1,160  patients  admitted  to  the  hospitals  have  been  inmates  of 
asylums  before  and  were  committed  because  of  a  relapse  or  recurrence 
of  the  previous  insanity.  Many  of  this  one  fourth  had  been  in 
asylums  from  two  to  four  times,  and  asylums  all  over  the  United  States 
are  represented  by  patients  relapsing  and  being  committed  to  our  own 
State  hospitals. 

Much  might  be  said  upon  the  question  of  the  causation  of  insanity, 
but  briefly  the  most  prolific  causes  are  heredity,  excessive  use  of  alcoholic 
and  other  toxic  agents,  poverty,  and  disease.  As  having  some  bearing 
on  the  increase  of  insanity,  the  question  of  civilization  is  deserving  of 
some  consideration.  With  the  advance  of  civilization  and  the  attend- 
ant cares  and  duties  that  are  forced  upon  the  brain  of  the  modern  man, 
that  organ  becomes  a  very  different  instrument  from  the  brain  of 
primitive  man.  Forced  to  new,  complex,  and  ever-changing  duties,  it 
has  many  issues  thrown  upon  it,  all  differing  from  the  others  and 
requiring  new  lines  of  thought  and  consequent  strain. 

In  the  place  of  thoughts  and  actions  so  simple  as  to  be  almost  auto- 
matic, there  are  new  lines  of  thought,  new  problems  to  be  met  and 
rapidly  solved,  difficulties  to  be  overcome,  each  accompanied  by  its 
attendant  fatigue.  Ambition  and  disappointment  add  their  quota  to 
the  already  overburdened  brain. 

The  simple  pleasures  of  the  past  no  longer  satisfy,  and  in  their  place 
we  must  have  for  amusement  that  which  excites  and  appeals  more  to 
the  grosser  emotions  and  passions,  adding  to  their  spiciness  with  an 
artificial  stimulation  that  creates  an  abnormal  activity  of  brain,  inter- 
feres with  its  circulation  and  nutrition,  and  leaves  its  impress  with  each 
depression  that  follows  the  unnatural  stimulation. 
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The  conditions  above  noted  may  not  be  sufficient  alone  to  produce  insan- 
ity or  breakdown  of  nervous  system,  but  they  predispose  to  it  by  placing 
the  individual  in  a  condition  favorable  to  the  action  of  other  causes, 
and  they  favor  also  descendants  with  a  weakness  engrafted  upon  them 
that  renders  them  liable  to  become  victims  to  nervous  disease  or  insanity 
when  exposed  to  causes  which  the  man  without  inherited  weakness 
would  resist. 

Although  the  subject  of  some  contradiction,  it  may  be  pretty  safely 
said  that  with  the  advance  of  civilization  comes  raore  insanity. 

The  causes  above  briefly  enumerated  are,  with  many  others,  common 
to  all  civilized  communities,  but  there  are  reasons  aside  from  the  above 
why  California  is  obliged  to  care  for  more  insane  people  than  should  be 
justly  charged  against  it. 

Our  State  has  a  reputation  as  a  health  resort,  and  many  cases  of 
nervous  exhaustion,  epilepsy  in  its  milder  forms,  and  other  classes  of 
nervous  as  well  as  bodily  disease,  come  or  are  sent  here  in  the  hope  of 
improvement  or  cures,  and  failing  to  be  benefited,  retrograde  and  finally 
land  in  our  hospitals. 

Our  chief  cities,  San  Francisco  and  Los  Angeles,  are  a  sort  of  dumping- 
ground  for  the  Pacific  Slope  States,  and  many  who  have  never  been  bona 
fide  residents,  find  their  way  to  the  State  hospitals  from  these  cities,  who 
have  drifted  into  our  State  in  search  of  work,  or  change,  or  health. 
That  these  facts  are  to  a  considerable  extent  answerable  for  an  increased 
number  of  patients,  is  undoubted. 

There  are,  under  the  supervision  of  this  Commission,  6,001  people  of 
unsound  mind,  and  that  figure  may  be  fairly  given  as  representing  the 
insane  population  of  the  State. 

One  important  fact  bearing  on  the  actual  increase  of  insanity  has  not 
been  shown  by  our  asylum  reports  clearly  heretofore,  namely:  the  num- 
ber of  first  admissions.  The  Commission  has  made  an  independent 
investigation,  and  gives  in  this  article  the  number  of  first  cases,  and  in  future 
the  statistics  as  to  the  number  of  first  cases  in  which  insanity  developed 
within  three  months  before  admission  will  be  shown  in  each  hospital 
report.  Such  a  table  will  accurately  show  the  freshly  occurring  cases  in 
our  State,  and  give  a  much  more  accurate  gauge  of  the  mental  health  of 
the  community  than  the  present  method  of  calculating  the  number  in 
the  hospitals  at  the  close  of  the  year  as  representing  the  number  of 
insane  a  State  is  producing,  while  in  fact  it  represents  only  the  surplus 
remainino;. 
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The  Commission  has  caused  to  be  made  a  very  careful  investigation 
into  the  nationalities  of  the  various  patients  in  the  five  State  hospitals, 
with  the  result  that  of  the  5,001  inmates  on  June  30,  1898,  2,785  were 
foreign  born.  This  does  not  include  112  "unknown  "  whose  places  of 
nativity  are  unknown,  but  a  majority  of  whom  are  undoubtedly  of  for- 
eign birth. 

While  it  is  true  that  a  large  number  of  these  foreign  born  patients 
have  taken  out  naturalization  papers,  and  are  therefore  citizens  of  this 
country,  nevertheless  a  large  percentage  are  known  to  still  acknowledge 
their  allegiance  to  some  foreign  government,  and  to  have  come  to  this 
country  simply  for  the  purpose  of  bettering  their  circumstances,  with 
the  design  of  ultimately  returning  to  the  country  of  their  birth.  This 
is  notably  true  of  the  Chinese,  and  a  number  of  other  patients  who 
come  from  the  southern  part  of  Europe.  A  large  number  of  these  for- 
eign born  patients  have  expressed  a  desire  to  return  to  their  native 
countries,  and  in  many  cases  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  medical  authorities 
having  them  in  charge  that  if  it  were  possible  to  send  them  home,  where 
they  would  be  environed  by  the  surroundings  of  their  youth  and  the 
mode  and  manner  of  life  to  which  they  were  accustomed  before  coming 
to  this  country,  they  would  undoubtedly,  if  not  entirely  recover,  at  least 
be  very  much  improved.  With  this  object  in  view,  to  improve  the 
health  of  the  patients,  as  well  as  to  relieve  the  taxpayers  of  this  State 
from  the  burden  of  caring  for  so  many  aliens,  the  majority  of  whom  are 
not  taxpayers  and  have  paid  nothing  toward  the  support  of  the  State 
government,  the  Commission  has  been  actively  engaged  in  trying  to 
arrange  for  their  return  to  the  countries  whence  they  came.  The  pros- 
pect for  the  return  of  the  Chinese,  particularly,  is  favorable,  as  the 
Chinese  authorities  at  San  Francisco  are  favorable  to  the  project,  and 
assure  the  Commission  that  there  would  be  no  opposition  from  the  home 
government.  However,  the  disturbed  state  of  China  for  the  past  year, 
and  the  fact  that  there  is  not  a  single  insane  asylum  in  the  Chinese 
empire,  has  occasioned  an  embarrassment  on  the  j)art  of  the  Commis- 
sion which  has  not  yet  been  overcome.  The  Commission,  however,  is  at 
present  in  communication  with  the  Chinese  embassy  at  Washington, 
D.  C,  and  hopes  shortly  to  be  able  to  report  that  it  has  succeeded  in  re- 
turning to  China  all  the  Chinese  patients  in  the  hospitals  who  are  capa- 
ble of  making  the  voyage.  In  several  cases,  where  patients  were  only  in 
the  country  a  very  short  while,  arrangements  have  been  made  for  their 
return  through  their  Consuls.  The  British  Consul-General  in  this 
respect  has  shown  a  great  willingness  to  cooperate  with  the  Commission, 
as  has  also  Count  Mutsu,  the  Japanese  Consul  at  San  Francisco. 

While  the  cost  of  sending  back  the  foreign  patients  in  the  hospitals, 
or  at  least  so  many  of  them  as  it  will  be  found  ultimately  possible  to 
return,  will  be  large,  it  will  still  be  a  very  economical  measure,  for  the 
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reason  that  many  of  these  patients  would  remain  in  the  hospitals  for 
the  balance  of  their  lives,  if  some  such  arrangement  is  not  made;  and 
the  expense  of  caring  for  them  for  one  year  will  be  more  than  enough 
to  return  those  whose  homes  are  the  most  distant  from  their  native 
land. 

The  accompanying  table  will  show  the  number  of  foreigners  in  the 
five  State  hospitals,  by  nationality,  and  the  total  number  of  each 
nationality  in  all  the  hospitals.  With  the  single  exception  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland,  natives  of  a  country  have  been  classed  under  the 
name  of  the  dominating  government,  without  regard  to  dependencies  or 
provinces.  Thus,  the  patients  from  Prussia,  Saxony,  and  Bavaria  have 
all  been  classed  as  Germans.  Patients  from  Finland  are  classed  as 
Russians.  Patients  from  any  of  the  five  divisions  of  Australia  are 
accredited  to  Australia.

It  may  be  well  to  remark  in  this  connection  that  the  number  of 
patients  of  any  given  nationality,  as  given  in  this  table,  should  always 
be  considered  in  connection  with  the  ratio  which  that  nationalitv  bears

to  the  foreign  population  of  California.  Thus — based  on  the  census  of 
1890 — the  insane  of  Irish  birth  shows  a  percentage  of  1.13  per  cent, 
while  the  percentage  of  Russians  is  2.05  per  cent.  It  is  also  a  notable 
fact  that  the  percentage  of  insane  is  larger  among  those  of  foreign 
birth  who  do  not  talk  English,  than  among  those  who  do;  which  may 
probably  be  accounted  for  on  the  ground  that  their  ignorance  of  the 
English  tongue  tends  to  isolate  those  who  do  not  speak  it,  and  therefore 
makes  their  struggle  for  life  harder  and  their  mental  depression  greater. 

While  the  Commission  has  not  completed  tables  as  to  occupations  of 
patients,  it  may  still  be  said  that  the  largest  percentage  is  of  patients 
who  come  from  the  laboring  and  working  classes;  and  the  smallest 
from  the  business  and  professional  classes.  This  is  true,  even  when  the 
relative  ratios  of  these  classes  to  the  general  population  is  considered. 

In  very  many  cases  the  foreign  patients  have  no  friends  and  no  prop- 
erty, and,  consequently,  their  entire  support  devolves  upon  the  State. 
The  United  States  Commissioner  of  Immigration,  Mr.  H.  H.  North,  has 
been  actively  engaged  in  cooperating  with  the  Commission  in  endeavor- 
ing to  exclude  from  this  State  foreigners  who  are  insane  at  the  time  of 
landing  on  our  shores.  The  trouble,  however,  that  the  Commission  has 
encountered  in  this  direction  is  from  patients  shipped  from  the  East, 
who  are  allowed  to  land  in  New  York  and  other  Eastern  ports,  and  not 
from  those  who  attempt  to  land  at  San  Francisco  and  other  ports 
on  this  coast. 

In  several  cases  parties  have  been  sent  to  this  State  from  the  East 
who  were  confined  in  insane  asylums  in  Europe  before  their  arrival  in 
this  country,  and  who,  if  the  United  States  immigration  laws  had  been 
carefully  enforced  by  the  Eastern  authorities  at  the  ports,  would  never 
have  been  permitted  to  land  at  all. 

The  percentage  of  patients  from  the  other  States  of  the  Union  is  very 
large.  Of  the  5,001  patients  in  our  hospitals,  only  605  are  native  Cali- 
fornians.  Of  the  foreigners,  a  large  proportion  had  been  in  this  State 
for  less  than  a  year  at  the  time  of  their  commitment.  This  is  true  also, 
though  to  a  less  extent,  of  the  patients  who  are  natives  of  other  States. 
In  some  cases  it  has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Commission  that 
patients  have  been  deliberately  shipped  to  this  State  for  the  purpose  of 
placing  them  in  California  asylums,  not  apparently  so  mucli  because  of 
supposed  superior  advantage  in  this  State  for  treatment  of  tlie  insane, 
as  because  here  they  would  be  a  long  way  removed  from  their  homes,  and 
therefore  less  likely  to  be  a  trouble  to  their  relatives  and  alleged  friends. 

EXAMINATION    FKES    AND    TRANSPORTATION   CHARGES. 

A  very  important  branch  of  the  work  of  the  Commission  has  been 
the  collection  of  examination  fees  and  transportation  charges  for  non- 
indigent  patients.     The  statutes  have  long  provided  that  persons  who 
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are  able  shall  pay  for  their  transportation  to  an  asylum,  or  hospital, 
from  the  place  where  they  were  committed.  The  law  of  1897  made  it 
the  duty  of  this  Commission  to  collect  this  money,  and  also  the  money 
expended  by  the  county  for  the  examination  of  the  patient  before 
commitment. 

This  Commission  prepared  to  undertake  this  work  soon  after  it  was 
organized;  but  there  were  several  legal  questions  involved,  and  it  was 
necessary  to  seek  the  advice  of  the  Attorney-General  before  this  depart- 
ment could  be  thoroughly  organized.  Difficulties  were  encountered, 
also,  in  securing  the  cooperation  of  the  County  Auditors,  from  whom,  of 
necessity,  the  amount  of  the  bills  paid  the  medical  examiners  were  to 
be  obtained.  Many  of  them  had  not  noticed  the  provisions  of  the 
insanity  law  on  this  subject,  and  even  when  their  attention  was  called 
to  the  matter  many  explanations  were  necessary  before  the  information 
sought  was  received. 

In  the  case  of  the  San  Francisco  Auditor,  after  repeatedly  promising 
to  furnish  the  bills,  and  delaying  the  work  of  the  Commission  in  collect- 
ing the  amount  due  the  State  from  San  Francisco  patients  for  months, 
he  finally  refused  to  comply  with  the  law,  and  the  Commission  was 
forced  to  proceed  without  attempting  to  collect  the  money  due  to  that 
county,  with  the  result  that  San  Francisco  lost  over  $1,000  she  might 
easily  have  had.  Collections  aggregating  $1,641  25  have  been  turned 
into  the  State  Treasury,  and  $293  75  has  been  collected  and  returned  to 
the  several  counties  since  October  18,  1897,  making  a  total  $1,934  95 
collected  to  December  1,  1898. 

PAY    PATIENTS. 

It  has  long  been  a  matter  of  gossip  that  there  were  patients  in  the 
hospitals  who  could  pay,  but  who  were  being  carried  as  indigent 
patients,  the  State  paying  all  their  expenses.  The  Commission  deter- 
mined to  make  a  thorough  examination  of  this  matter,  and  began  the 
work  by  requesting  from  the  hospital  authorities  any  information  they 
might  have  concerning  patients  who  should  pay,  but  who  were  not  con- 
tributing anything  toward  their  support.  Lists  aggregating  98  names 
were  sent  to  this  office,  and  in  every  case  the  financial  responsibility  of 
the  patient  was  thoroughly  investigated,  with  the  result  of  discovering 
a  number  of  patients  who  could,  but  who  were  not  paying. 

Another  method  of  discovering  non-paying  patients  was  adopted  by 
the  Commission,  i.  e.,  by  compiling  complete  lists  of  all  the  guardian- 
ship appointments  for  insane  and  incompetent  persons  that  had  been 
made  in  the  several  counties  of  the  State,  and  then  comparing  the 
names  of  persons  having  estates,  thus  obtained,  with  the  lists  of 
patients  who  are  or  had  been  in  the  several  State  hospitals. 
3— L 
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This  work  was  begun  in  San  Francisco,  and  a  list  of  776  cases  was 
obtained.  Similar  lists  have  been  made  for  Alameda,  Solano,  Napa, 
Marin,  Santa  Clara,  Sacramento,  Yolo,  Sonoma,  Santa  Cruz,  San  Joa- 
quin, and  San  Mateo  counties;  and  the  Commission  now  has  a  list  of 
1,778  names  of  persons,  insane  or  incompetent,  whose  estates  have 
appeared  on  the  probate  records  of  the  counties  named.  As  a  result  of 
this  work  the  estates  of  over  400  former  or  present  patients  have  been 
discovered. 

A  complete  investigation  of  the  property  brought  by  patients  on  their 
persons,  when  committed  to  the  hospitals,  has  been  made  for  all  of  the 
hospitals  except  Southern  California.  Nearly  a  hundred  bankbooks, 
besides  certificates  of  deposit,  checks,  drafts,  deeds  for  propert}^,  etc., 
have  been  discovered  by  this  systematic  search.  Some  of  the  accounts 
exceed  $1,000  in  value,  and  many  amounted  well  into  the  hundreds. 

A  comparison  of  the  list  of  unclaimed  deposits  published  by  the 
banks  has  also  been  made  with  the  lists  of  patients  on  the  rolls  of  the 
hospitals,  and  considerable  money  has  been  recovered  in  this  way. 

The  Commission  also  filed  with  San  Francisco,  and  the  other  counties 
having  criminal  insane  in  any  of  the  State  hospitals,  claims  for  the 
board  of  such  patients,  aggregating  $25,000.  In  some  cases  these  claims 
have  been  allowed  by  the  counties  without  dispute;  but  in  others  it  has 
been  found  necessary  to  refer  them  to  the  Attorney-General  to  bring 
suit  for  the  recovery  of  the  amounts  claimed.  These  suits  are  now 
pending. 

Bills  aggregating  $250,000  have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
Commission  for  collection.  All  these  bills  are  against  patients  who 
have  or  had  estates,  and  a  good  percentage  of  this  money  will  probably 
be  ultimately  collected.  Most  of  them  could  have  been  collected  with 
ease  if  there  had  been  some  central  body,  like  the  Commission,  that 
would  have  looked  after  these  collections,  as  is  now  being  done,  and 
collected  the  accounts  promptly  as  they  fell  due.  The  importance  of 
keeping  up  these  collections,  and  of  making  all  those  who  are  able 
to  pay  for  their  maintenance  do  so,  will  be  ver}^  evident  when  it  is  stated 
that  if  this  work  is  thoroughly  and  conscientiously  attended  to  the 
Commission  is  of  opinion  that  the  receipts  from  this  source  will  be 
sufiicient  to  enable  the  various  hospitals  to  erect  cottages  from  time 
to  time  as  they  are  needed  by  reason  of  the  increase  of  patients.  In 
this  wa.y  it  will  be  possible  to  provide  for  any  increase  of  the  insane 
population  of  the  State  without  applying  to  any  future  Legislature  for 
any  appropriation  for  the  erection  of  additional  buildings  or  accommoda- 
tions for  the  insane. 

Claims  to  the  amount  of  $161  have  been  allowed  by  the  guardians  of 
patients,  or  the  courts,  and  will  be  paid  as  soon  as  the  necessary  money 
is  on  hand  to  meet  them.     Whenever  patients  had  property  or  money. 
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but  no  guardians,  the  District  Attorneys  of  the  counties  from  whence 
they  were  committed  were  asked  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the 
statutes  of  1887  on  this  subject,  and  apply  for  the  appointment 
of  a  guardian.  Guardians  have  been  appointed  in  over  thirty  cases. 
Where  patients  had  died  leaving  property,  the  attention  of  the  Public 
Administrator  in  the  county  from  whence  they  were  committed  was 
called  to  the  case,  and  letters  of  administration  have  been  taken  out. 
Over  two  hundred  cases  of  this  kind  have  been  called  to  the  attention 
of  Public  Administrators,  and  a  large  sum  of  money  will  be  recovered 
by  the  hospitals  as  soon  as  the  necessary  formalities  are  complied  with 
and  the  estates  can  be  settled  up. 

Besides  thes^e  cases  which  have  been  called  to  the  attention  of  the 
Public  Administrators  in  several  counties  of  this  State,  the  Commission 
has  investigated  personally  nearly  five  hundred  cases,  as  a  result  of  the 
lists  of  names  which  it  has  secured  of  guardians  for  insane  persons 
from  the  several  counties.  In  some  cases  a  similarity  of  name  was 
discovered,  and  it  was  ascertained  that  the  ward  had  never  been  a 
patient.  In  other  cases  the  estate  was  entirely  exhausted,  and  in 
a  number  of  other  cases  some  money  has  been  recovered.  There 
is  a  large  number  of  cases  which  are  now  pending.  These  include, 
among  others,  a  number  of  cases  in  which  guardians  were  appointed  to 
act  for  patients,  but  have  never  made  any  returns  of  their  trust.  The 
Commission  has  now  arranged  to  cite  these  guardians  into  court  for 
the  purpose  of  having  them  account  for  money  and  property  which  has 
been  in  their  hands.  There  will  probably  be  over  one  hundred  of  these 
cases  connected  with  the  four  northern  hospitals  alone,  and  undoubtedly 
a  considerable  sum  of  money  can  be  recovered  for  the  hospitals,  as  well 
as  for  the  estates  of  patients.  In  several  cases  large  sums  of  money — 
in  one  instance,  aggregating  nearly  $15,000 — was  in  possession  of  a 
guardian  who  died  several  years  ago,  leaving  no  kind  of  assets  or  estate, 
and  it  has  been  found  impossible  to  trace  the  money.  Either  nothing 
has  been  paid  for  these  patients,  or  very  little.  There  is  no  question 
of  there  having  been  thousands  and  thousands  of  dollars  due  insane 
patients  which  have  been  absorbed  by  their  guardians  without  any  of 
it  going  to  the  benefit  of  the  patients  or  any  of  it  being  paid  to  the 
State  for  the  patients'  care.  At  present,  as  soon  as  a  patient  is  admitted 
to  the  hospital,  a  careful  investigation  of  his  financial  responsibility  is 
made,  and,  if  necessary,  a  guardian  is  at  once  appointed. 

Another  matter  to  which  the  Commission  is  now  giving  its  attention 
is  the  question  of  pensioners.  There  are  several  patients  in  the  hospitals 
entitled  to  Government  pensions.  In  some  cases  it  would  appear  that 
the  guardians  have  drawn  these  pensions  and  made  no  return  whatever 
of  their  trust.  The  United  States  Pension  Agent  at  San  Francisco  has 
shown  a  great  willingness  and  readiness  to  cooperate  with  the  Com- 
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mission  in  tracing  up  cases  of  this  kind,  and  there  is  a  prospect  of  some 
important  discoveries  of  money  in  a  number  of  this  class  of  cases. 

The  Commission  is  a  subscriber  to  the  Press-Clipping  Bureau,  and  in 
many  cases  the  financial  responsibility  of  patients  has  been  discovered 
by  reference  to  the  matter  in  the  local  papers  of  the  places  from  which  they 
were  committed.  Not  only  has  the  action  of  the  Commission  in  this 
matter  added  thousands  of  dollars  to  the  treasuries  of  the  several  hospitals, 
but  it  has  resulted  in  saving  much  valuable  property  belonging  to 
patients,  and  in  the  cases  of  deceased  patients  with  valuable  estates,  will 
add  materially  to  the  State  School  Fund  from  the  unclaimed  balance  of 
the  estates  which  escheats  to  that  fund. 

If  the  Legislature  were  to  pass  a  law  allowing  the  Commission  to 
apply  directly  for  the  appointment  of  guardians  for  insane  persons  who 
have  no  relatives  present  to  take  care  of  their  estates,  it  would  greatly 
simplify  and  facilitate  the  work  of  the  Commission;  although,  almost 
without  exception,  the  Commission  has  found  the  county  officials 
willing  to  do  all  that  lay  within  their  power  to  assist  the  Commission 
in  its  eflbrts  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  unfortunate  insane. 

The  Commission  has  so  far  collected,  since  March  1,  1898,

When  the  amount  collected  for  transportation  and  medical  examiners' 

fees  is  added  to  the  above,  the  aggregate  is  $13,792  84,  collected  through 

the  instrumentality  of  the  Commission  since  October,  1897,  to  November 

30,  1898. 

Up  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  .June  30,  1898,  the  account 

stood  as  follows:

The  collections  of  the  Commission  are  shown  by  the  above  report. 
They  average  $1,229  39  per  month  for  the  current  fiscal  year  to  date; 
so  that  the  Commission  is  more  than  paying  all  its  expenses  out  of  the 
collections  of  this  department  alone. 

All  of  this  money  has  been  collected  without  recourse  to  lawsuits  or 
contests  in  the  courts.  There  are  many  cases  now  pending,  besides  the 
estates  above  referred  to,  from  which  it  can  reasonably  be  hoped  that 
several  thousand  dollars  more  of  money  will  be  collected  for  the  State. 

It  should  be  understood  that  all  of  ihis  money  collected  for  board  of 
patients  is  in  excess  and  separate  from  the  amount  regularly  paid  for 
the  board  of  patients,  or  their  friends,  to  the  several  hospitals.     There 
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is  a  large  number  of  pay-patients  on  the  rolls  of  all  the  hospitals  whose 
board  is  paid  regularly  and  without  the  necessity  of  any  extraordinary 
means  to  collect.  The  collections  of  the  Commission  are  all  of  money, 
the  existence  of  which  was  unknown,  and  from  estates  of  patients  who 
were  supposed  to  be  indigent,  or  from  relatives  and  guardians  who  have 
never  paid  anything.  In  other  words,  all  of  this  money  has  been  dis- 
covered and  unearthed  through  the  efforts  of  the  Commission. 

THE    MEDICAL    CARE    OF   OUR    INSANE    IN    STATE    HOSPITALS. 

It  can  be  safely  asserted  that  an  advance  is  being  made  in  the  medical 
care  of  the  insane  in  the  State's  charge.  Careful  attention  has  always 
been  given  to  patients,  but  it  can  be  truthfully  said  that  rather  more 
rigid  investigation  and  more  attention  to  detail  and  care  of  the  sick  now 
prevails.  Clinical  records  have  been  prepared  and  sent  out  to  the 
different  hospitals,  in  order  that  full  histories  of  each  case  may  be  kept 
on  file  for  reference  and  assistance  in  treatment.  These  clinical  records 
are  now  on  trial  at  the  different  hospitals,  and  suggestion  will  be  later 
asked  from  each  medical  corps  looking  to  changes  that  may  be  advisable 
to  promote  conciseness  and  save  labor,  after  which  the  record  will  be 
permanently  adopted.  As  it  is,  the  clinical  forms  necessitate  an  early 
and  careful  examination  of  each  case  admitted,  a  continued  study  of  it, 
and  investigation  (physical,  chemical,  and  microscopical)  of  the 
patient,  and  a  close  inquiry  into  probable  predisposing  and  existing 
causes. 

In  considering  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  insane  it  must  be  borne 
in  mind  that  moral  treatment  is  often  of  more  importance  than  treat- 
ment by  drugs,  and  that  neither  can  be  neglected  at  the  expense  of  the 
other.  Employment,  amusement,  and  diversion  will  oftentimes  do  more 
to  clear  up  a  clouded  brain  than  all  the  drugs  in  the  pharmacopeia,  and 
to  neglect  this  form  of  treatment  and  to  rely  on  medicine  alone  will 
bring  about  bad  results. 

It  is  not  always  taken  into  consideration  that  a  large  proportion  of 
those  admitted  to  our  State  hospitals  for  treatment  are  not  sent  there 
except  as  a  last  resort  after  years  of  progressive  disease.  In  such  cases 
changes  in  organic  structure  have  occurred  that  render  cure  out  of  the 
question  and  make  the  treatment  largely  palliative  and  simply  pro- 
motive of  comfort  and  the  best  possible  general  health.  The  time  for 
successful  treatment  of  insanity  is  in  the  early  stages,  and  the  present 
system  tends  to  bring  about  the  careful  examination  that  promotes 
exactness  in  diagnosis  and  intelligence  in  treatment.  The  lack  of 
special  wards  or  buildings  for  the  care  of  the  acutely  insane  or  those 
acutely  sick  from  bodily  troubles  prevents  that  careful  nursing,  atten- 
tion, and  medical  care  which  would  prevail  in  specially  arranged 
hospitals,  but  even  with  the  lack  of  special  arrangements  more  careful

and  constant  nursing  is  gradually  coming  to  be  the  rule.  Some  of  the 
hospitals  are  further  advanced  in  this  regard  than  others,  but  all  are 
improving.  Under  the  present  law  medical  internes  have  been 
appointed  in  some  of  the  hospitals  with  benefit.  Young  men,  generally 
those  with  a  knowledge  of  microscopy,  are  selected,  and  close  inves- 
tigations are  being  made  of  diseased  tissues.  This  is  a  distinct  advance, 
and  one  that  promises  well. 

While  an  hospital  for  the  insane  cannot  be  conducted  as  a  general 
hospital,  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  our  methods  of  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment may  with  advantage  be  patterned  to  some  extent  after  the  method 
pursued  in  the  best  general  hospital.  Surgery  can  without  doubt  be 
called  to  the  aid  of  medicine  and  moral  treatment  more  than  has  been 
done  in  the  past,  with  the  hope  of  bringing  about  cures  in  many  cases, 
and,  failing  in  complete  cures,  of  palliating  and  placing  the  subject  of 
operative  measures  in  a  better  physical  condition.  Surgery  may  be 
carried  to  extreme,  but  ir^  the  California  State  hospitals  surgery  and 
radical  measures  should  be  called  into  hospital  or  asylum  practice  more 
than  in  the  past.  In  this  connection  it  would  seem  proper  to  encourage 
the  State  hospitals  in  employing  more  skilled  and  trained  nurses  than 
has  been  done.  Every  hospital  should  have  a  few  nurses  trained  in  the 
modern  methods  of  caring  for  surgical  and  medical  cases. 

To  sum  up  this  subject  the  aim  should  be  to  individualize  the  patients, 
and  to  add  to  the  methods  of  medical  and  moral  treatment  now  pre- 
vailing, a  closer  investigation  of  possible  physical  causes  and  a  more 
ready  recourse  to  surgery  for  the  removal  of  such  bodily  ailments  as 
complicate  or  cause  the  existing  mental  trouble. 

CIVIL    SERVICE. 

The  civil  service  provision  of  the  new  lunacy  law  provides  for  appoint- 
ment after  competitive  examination,  and  for  continuance  in  office  during 
good  behavior  and  faithful  service. 

As  the  result  of  the  law,  163  persons  have  been  examined  for 
positions  in  the  State  hospitals,  and  130  have  successfully  passed  the 
examinations  and  made  themselves  eligible  for  appointment.  In  mak- 
ing these  examinations,  efforts  have  been  made  to  have  the  questions 
practicable  and  with  special  reference  to  the  positions  sought  for.  In 
the  examinations  for  physicians  or  medical  internes  the  questions  cover 
practical  points  in  hygiene,  medicine,  and  surgery,  while  the  questions 
for  attendants  are  of  a  character  to  develop  the  candidate's  ability  to 
read  and  write  correctly  the  English  language,  and  to  show  his 
knowledge  of  the  rudimentary  principles  of  arithmetic.  A  physical 
examination  of  the  applicant  and  some  inquiry  into  his  knowledge  of 
the  principles  that  should  guide  him  or  her  in  their  association  with  the 
insane  complete  the  examination. 
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The  results  obtained  for  the  civil  service  examinations  have  undoubt- 
edly been  good.  A  more  intelligent  class  seek  the  examinations,  and  by 
placing  them  in  competition  the  Board  of  Managers  and  the  Medical 
Superintendent  are  relieved  from  the  importunities  of  those  seeking 
places. 

To  the  credit  of  California  it  may  be  truthfully  said  that  politics  have 
never  been  a  factor  in  discharging  attendants — those  who  have  the 
immediate  care  of  the  patients.  All  parties  have  heretofore  recognized 
that  the  care  of  the  patients  was  the  first  consideration,  and  that  the 
men  who  had  direct  charge  of  patients  or  who  were  called  upon  to  deal 
with  their  care,  and  who  were  faithful,  deserving,  intelligent,  and  kind, 
should  not  lose  their  positions  by  reason  of  politics. 

The  civil  service  examinations  have  not  been  a  source  of  unalloyed 
happiness  to  State  hospital  managers  and  superintendents.  Some  do 
not  like  the  system  at  all,  others  admit  its  benefits,  while  others  dis- 
courage its  operation.  The  majority  of  those  connected  with  State 
hospitals,  however,  are  heartily  in  favor  of  the  law,  and  at  a  meeting 
of  representatives  of  Boards  of  Managers  and  the  Medical  Superin- 
tendents, held  at  Stockton  December  29,  1898,  the  following  resolution 
was  unanimously  adopted:  "Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this 
meeting  that  civil  service  rules  as  applied  to  the  State  hospitals  are 
beneficial,  and  should  be  enforced." 

Some  confusion  has  resulted  from  the  lack  of  clearness  in  civil  service 
provisions  of  the  new  lunacy  law,  but  even  as  it  is  the  law  is  an  excellent 
one  and  will  produce  better  results  as  its  provisions  become  more 
generally  understood. 

It  must  be  admitted  that  no  competitive  examination  is  a  true  test  of 
an  individual's  merits  for  any  business  position.  One  theoretically  or 
grammatically  perfect  may  be  lacking  in  that  practical  common  sense 
knowledge  that  a  verbal  or  written  examination  fails  to  bring  out. 
While  admitting  the  above,  it  is  equally  positive  that  you  cannot  tell 
a  man's  qualifications  until  he  is  tried,  and  that  other  things  being 
equal,  the  man  best  informed  theoretically  in  any  line  of  business  will 
generally  be  expected  to  be  more  successful  than  others  not  so  well 
informed. 

The  enactment  and  enforcement  of  a  civil  service  law  is  a  step  ahead 
in  support  of  the  agreement  entered  into  years  ago,  and  should  be 
encouraged.  For  twenty  years  boards  of  directors  or  trustees  have  been 
changing  politically  without  corresponding  changes  in  the  medical 
officials  or  rank  and  file  of  asylum  emyloyes. 

Educational  and  other  qualifications  developed  by  proper  examination 
certainly  insure  an  improvement  in  the  class  of  people  appointed  by 
personal  or  other  influences  non-political,  and  the  accumulated  experi- 
ence gained  by  years  of   service  adds  much  to  the  efficiency  desired. 
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The  person  whose  position  is  dependent  on  his  character  of  service  and 
good  behavior  is  certainly  more  liable  to  work  at  his  best  than  the  one 
who  expects  removal  with  every  change  of  party  or  passing  away  of  the 
influence  that  appointed  him,  and  who  therefore  has  no  inducement  to 
study  his  work  as  his  life's  work. 

SPECIAL    HOSPITAL    FOR    CRIMLXAL    INSANE. 

The  necessity  for  a  proper  institution  for  the  care  of  the  criminal 
insane  has  long  been  apparent  to  those  who  have  had  experience  with 
asylums  and  prisons. 

There  are  now  confined  in  our  State  hospitals  86  persons  either  crim- 
inals or  charged  with  crime.  Many  of  these  are  confirmed  criminals  and 
desperate  men.  Xo  hospital  in  this  State  is  prepared  to  care  for 
criminal  insane,  and  when  they  are  transferred  from  the  prison  to  the 
hospital  they  are  of  necessity  associated  with  those  who  are  sick  and 
who  are  wards  of  the  State  only  by  reason  of  disease. 

That  this  association  of  the  criminal  with  the  respectable  citizen  is 
unjust  cannot  be  doubted;  that  it  is  dangerous  is  equally  true. 

Many  of  those  transferred  from  the  prison  to  the  hospital  are  malin- 
gerers, seeking  the  transfer  in  the  hope  of  escape  from  the  insecure  hos- 
pital. From  the  moment  they  arrive  in  the  hospital  they  become  a 
source  of  anxiety  and  trouble,  for,  in  pursuance  of  their  design  to  escape, 
they  involve  the  insane  in  their  efi"orts  and  menace  the  safety  of  those 
in  charge  of  them.  No  hospital  in  this  State  is  built  sufficiently  strong 
to  detain  a  criminal  determined  to  escape. 

That  a  separate  place  is  needed  for  the  care  of  the  criminal  insane  is 
undoubted,  but  there  is  a  reasonable  doubt  as  to  the  character  and 
location  of  the  institution. 

The  ideal  system  would  be  a  separate  hospital,  distinct  and  apart 
from  the  prison  and  its  associations.  Such  an  arrangement  would  entail 
increased  expense  in  the  construction,  and  its  maintenance  would  be 
high,  because  a  separate  set  of  officers,  physicians,  steward,  etc.,  would  be 
necessary.  The  most  economical  plan  would  be  in  the  erection  of  a 
building  at  the  Folsom  State  Prison,  to  be  under  the  control  of  the  Board 
of  Prison  Directors  and  under  the  immediate  direction  of  the  Warden. 
With  the  material  and  laborto  be  had  at  Folsom,  cheap  and  satisfactory 
construction  is  guaranteed— no  separate  administration  is  required,  the 
prison  physician,  with  the  assistance  of  a  medical  interne  transferred 
from  a  State  hospital,  could  give  them  medical  attention,  and  the  food 
could  be  supplied  from  the  prison  kitchen  and  steward's  department. 

From  an  economical  standpoint  its  location  at  Folsom,  with  its  abun- 
dant water  supply  and  water  power,  is  certainly  ideal. 

There  are  now  in  the  State  prisons  between  75  and  100  prisoners  who 
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are  of  unsound  mind  and  who  could  be  better  cared  for  in  an  asylum  of 
the  kind  above  described. 

To  build  and  equip  a  proper  hospital  for  two  hundred  patients  at  the 
Folsom  State  Prison  would  require  an  appropriation  of  $75,000,  and 
would  probably  accommodate  all  the  criminal  insane  for  the  next  ten 
years. 

In  recommending  an  appropriation  for  the  erection  of  a  hospital  for 
the  criminal  insane,  the  Commission  feels  that  every  public-spirited 
citizen  will  recognize  the  humanity,  the  expediency,  the  necessity  of 
removing  from  the  hospitals  this  class  of  patients.  ^ 

SPECIAL  HOSPITAL  FOR  EPILEPTICS. 

Dr.  Osborne,  Superintendent  of  the  Home  for  Feeble-Minded  Children, 
has  made  a  suggestion  that  an  appropriation  be  made  to  build  cottages 
for  epileptics  on  the  farm  connected  with  the  institution. 

The  separation  of  cases  of  epilepsy  from  the  insane  has  long  been 
recommended  by  those  having  charge  of  hospitals  for  the  insane. 

Many  epileptics  who  are  now  committed  to  our  hospitals  for  the  insane 
are  not  in  the  strict  sense  of  the  word  insane,  and  should  not  be  confined 
with  them.  Dr.  Osborne's  plan  is,  in  brief,  to  take  such  cases  of  epilepsy 
as  are  capable  of  engaging  in  some  useful  industry,  placing  them  in 
suitable  cottages,  and  utilizing  their  labor  on  the  farm,  that  they  may 
be  made  in  a  measure  self-sustaining,  and  at  the  same  time  submitting 
them  to  treatment.  Many  epileptics  are,  by  reason  of  their  infirmity, 
obliged  to  become  dependents  on  the  State,  but  are  not  mentally  affected 
to  an  extent  that  requires  their  confinement  as  insane.  They  have  a 
keen  appreciation  of  their  weakness,  and  while  aware  of  their  inability 
to  make  their  own  living,  unassisted,  they  will  do  all  they  can  to  make 
themselves  useful  as  part  payment  for  support.  An  industrial  life  is 
better  for  them  than  idleness,  and  many  of  them  have  that  degree  of 
intelligence  that  will  enable  them  to  do  skilled  work.  As  it  is  now,  a 
sane  epileptic  w^ho  is  unfortunate  to  be  without  means  must  do  one  of 
two  things,  either  lead  a  precarious  and  miserable  existence  at  large,  or 
look  for  relief  in  the  halls  of  a  hospital  for  the  insane.  They  can  be 
better  cared  for  under  the  plan  recommended  by  Dr.  Osborne,  and  as  they 
have  to  be  cared  for  somewhere  at  the  State's  expense,  it  will  cost  no 
more  to  care  for  them  at  Glen  Ellen  than  at  the  different  State  hospitals. 

No  new  administration  buildings  are  to  be  erected,  but  the  necessary 
enlargement  will  be  made  by  the  erection  of  cottages,  the  supplies  being 
drawn  from  the  existing  central  department. 

For  these  reasons,  and  with  the  belief  that  the  change  is  only  an  effort 
to  keep  abreast  of  an  enlightened  public  spirit,  the  Commission  unhesi- 
tatingly indorses  the  proposition  of  Dr.  Osborne. 
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To  the  State  Commission  in  Lunacy,  Sacramento,  Cal.: 

Gentlemen:  In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  State  insanity 
law,  the  accompanying  report  of  the  Medical  Superintendent  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1897,  is  respectfully  submitted. 

By  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  existing  law  has  been  in  operation  for 
such  a  short  period  of  time,  we  have  no  suggestions  to  make  in  connec- 
tion with  the  affairs  of  this  hospital  at  present.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT. 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  JUNE  30,  1897. 


To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Stockton  State  Hospital: 

Gentlemen;  I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  accounts  and 
the  statistical  tables  showing  the  general  condition  of  the  hospital  for 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1897. 

The  following  summary  of  movement  of  patients  shows  that  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  there  were  1,472  patients  under  my  charge;  that 
the  number  admitted  during  the  year  was  327,  making  the  whole  num- 
ber under  care  and  treatment  1,799;  of  this  number  107  were  discharged 
as  recovered,  20  as  improved,  22  as  unimproved,  and  5  as  not  insane; 
120  died,  and  4  successfully  escaped;  "leaving  1,521  patients  in  the  hos- 
pital on  June  30,  1897 — an  increase  of  49. 

The  table  of  general  statistics  shows  that  since  the  opening  of  the 
institution  there  have  been  admitted  14,343  patients,  of  which  10,939 
were  males  and  3,404  were  females,  5,685  native  born,  8,035  foreign  born, 
and  623  whose  nationality  was  unknown.  The  percentage  of  recoveries 
to  admissions  for  the  past  year  was  34.25,  and  the  percentage  of  deaths 
to  the  number  treated  was  6.67.  The  other  tables  which  follow  furnish 
the  usual  statistical  information  and  require  no  special  comment. 

From  the  tables  showing  the  transactions  of  the  Steward's  Depart- 
ment it  will  be  seen  that  the  total  expenditure  for  the  care  and  mainte- 
nance of  the  patients,  including  ordinary  repairs  and  payroll,  was 
$196,459  16;  this  is  $6,040  84  less  than  the  appropriation.  The  per 
capita  cost  per  diem  was  35.2  cents,  the  lowest  point  reached  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  institution.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT. 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  JUNE  30,  1898. 


To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Stockton  State  Hospital: 

Gentlemen:  As  by  law  required  I  submit  v&y  report  of  the  business 
and  operations  of  the  hospital  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  with  June  30, 
1898,  showing  the  principal  facts  and  results. 

From  the  "Summar}' of  Movement  of  Patients"  it  will  be  seen  that  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  1,521  patients  under  my  charge, 
and  that  the  number  admitted  during  the  year  was  305,  making  the 
whole  number  under  care  and  treatment  1,826;  of  this  number,  75  were 
discharged  as  recovered,  34  as  improved,  5  as  unimproved,  and  5  as  not 
insane;  136  died,  and  14  successfully  escaped,  leaving  1,557  patients  in 
the  hospital  on  June  30,  1898.     This  is  an  increase  of  36. 

The  table  of  general  statistics  shows  that  since  the  opening  of  the 
institution  in  1851  there  have  been  admitted  14,648  patients,  of  which 
11,134  were  males  and  3,554  were  females,  5,838  native  born,  8,178 
foreign  born,  and  632  of  unknown  nativity;  that  the  percentage  of 
recoveries  to  admissions  was  26.23,  and  that  the  percentage  of  deaths  to 
the  whole  number  treated  was  7.45. 

From  the  tables  showing  the  transactions  of  the  Steward's  Department 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  total  amount  of  articles  consumed  and  other 
expenditures,  including  payroll  and  pay  of  Managers,  was  $193,733  65; 
this  is  $8,766  35  less  than  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  hospital 
and  the  salaries  of  the  officers  and  employes.  The  per  capita  cost  per 
diem  was  34.5  cents. 

The  economic  display  above,  in  connection  with  the  generally 
improved  condition  of  the  institution  and  the  good  reputation  which  I 
believe  it  maintains,  is  evidence  that  there  has  been  intelligent,  honest, 
and  harmonious  etfort,  on  the  part  of  those  to  whom  this  great  trust  has 
been  confided,  to  bring  about  the  best  possible  results,  having  due  con- 
sideration for  the  taxpayer. 

One  illustration  of  our  successful  efforts  in  economy  will  be  found  in 
the  result  of  what,  when  first  projected  and  begun  in  1894,  seemed  a 
difficult  problem:  that  of  supplying  a  sufficient  volume  of  water  to 
change  the  place  from  what  was  a  comparative  desert  to  its  present  and 
prospective  beautiful  and  productive  condition.  Aside  from  the  improved 
appearance  of  the  place,  the  money  value  of  the  products  of  the  farm 
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and  garden  for  the  past  year  was  $8,535  67,  and  of  the  dairy  $6,374  58 
a  total  of  $14,910  25. 

The  daily  average  for  the  past  two  years  of  patients  under  restraint 
in  the  men's  department  was  29,  in  the  women's  department,  12;  the 
average  number  employed  in  the  halls  of  the  men's  department  daily  was 
120,  in  the  women's  department,  75;  the  average  number  male  patients 
employed  in  the  several  offices,  workshops,  kitchens,  stable,  and  dairy 
was  58;  the  average  number  employed  on  the  grounds  was  110;  the 
average  number  of  female  patients  employed  in  the  sewing-room, 
laundry,  and  ironing-room  was  38;  the  average  number  of  male  patients 
having  parole  of  the  grounds  was  253. 

The  usual  tabular  statements  follow,  furnishing  the  required  statis- 
tical information.     They  do  not  seem  to  require  elucidation  or  comment. 

I  desire  here  to  say  that  I  believe  we  have  been  especially  fortunate 
in  the  service  rendered  by  the  medical  staff,  and  the  officers  and  employes 
generally.  It  demands  qualities,  mental  and  physical,  in  some  respects 
considerably  above  the  average,  to  meet  the  requirements  of  a  hospital 
for  the  insane.  Hence  it  follows  that,  among  so  many  who  are  given  a 
trial,  not  a  few  will  be  found  for  whom  some  other  employment  is  more 
congenial.  Ordinary  discrimination  on  the  part  of  the  executive  easily 
remedies  matters  of  this  sort.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS 

OF   THE 

NAPA    STATE    HOSPITAL 


To  the  State  Commission  in  Lunacy: 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Napa  State  Hospital,  in  accordance  with 
law,  make  the  following  annual  report: 

It  has  been  found  advisable  to  change  the  time  of  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  the  Napa  State  Hospital  from  the  second  Satur- 
day of  each  month  to  the  second  Friday  thereof.  The  meetings  have 
usually  been  attended  by  all  the  members  of  the  Board.  Supplementary 
meetings  have  been  held  occasionally,  for  the  purpose  of  making  esti- 
mates and  transacting  necessary  business  of  the  hospital.  The  law 
contemplates  that  a  record  be  kept  of  the  visits  of  each  member  of  the 
Board,  and  of  the  inspections  of  the  hospital  made  by  them.  We  find  it 
difiicult  to  recall  from  memory  the  date  of  each  visit  made  by  the 
different  members,  and  respectfully  refer  the  Commission  to  the  minutes 
of  the  Board  for  detailed  information. 

Inspections  have  been  made  by  the  different  members  of  the  Board 
from  time  to  time,  and  the  conditions  have  on  all  occasions  been  found 
satisfactory.  We  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  State  Commission 
in  Lunacy  to  the  overcrowded  condition  of  the  hospital.  There  are  in 
the  hospital  at  this  time  1,472  patients.  The  plan  of  construction  of  the 
hospital  building  only  contemplated  accommodations  for  a  maximum 
of  800  patients.  For  years  the  management  have  labored  with  the  lack 
of  sufficient  accommodations,  and  recognize  that  the  best  results  cannot 
be  secured  during  a  continuance  of  the  present  overcrowded  condition. 

It  is  absolutely  essential  that  the  water  supply  of  the  Napa  State 
Hospital  be  increased.  We  have  given  considerable  time  to  investigating 
the  question  as  how  best  to  provide  the  institution  with  additional  water. 
After  a  consideration  of  all  propositions  that  have  been  regarded  as 
feasible,  it  seems  to  the  Board  of  Managers  necessary  to  recur  to  the 
plan  proposed  to  build  a  dam  in  Kruse  Caiion  at  a  cost  of  $100,000. 
It  is  possible  to  secure  an  additional  supply  of  water  from  Wild  Horse 
Caiion;  the  estimated  cost  of  this  would  be  about  $13,000.     It  would 
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be  insufficient,  however,  and  probably  would  not  furnish  over  fifty 
thousand  gallons  a  day.  This  would  afford  only  temporary  relief.  We 
are  satisfied,*after  giving  thorough  consideration  to  all  propositions,  that 
the  necessities  of  the  Napa  State  Hospital  can  only  be  supplied  by  the 
construction  of  a  dam  across  Kruse  Canon,  and  of  the  institution  avail- 
ing itself  of  the  storage  capacity  of  the  canon.  The  necessities  of  the 
institution  for  irrigation  and  water  power  would  also  be  guaranteed.  By 
the  construction  of  the  Kruse  Canon  dam,  the  cost  of  fuel  for  light  and 
power  would  be  lessened,  and  an  annual  saving  effected  of  $10,000  in  these 
two  items.  It  would  also  provide  water  for  irrigation,  the  value  of  which 
can  hardly  be  underestimated.  As  the  hospital  is  now  situated,  the 
State  will  speedily  be  called  upon  to  renew  the  plant  for  the  manufac- 
ture of  gas.  Its  probable  cost  would  not  fall  short  of  $2,000.  Kruse 
Canon  dam  would  permit  the  substitution  of  electric  light  for  gas. 
At  no  reasonable  limit  of  cost  can  equal  advantages  be  secured.  The 
acquisition  of  an  ample  water  supply  is  an  imperative  necessity. 

As  a  means  of  relieving  the  congestion  which  exists  in  the  hospital, 
and  as  a  reasonable  sanitary  precaution,  we  believe  in  the  segregation 
of  tubercular  patients.  This  involves  the  construction  of  two  cottages, 
each  sufficiently  large  to  accommodate  one  hundred  patients."  We 
believe  the  Commission  will  agree  with  the  Board  of  Managers  in  this 
view,  and  cooperate  in  satisfying  this  apparent  want. 

The  hospital's  necessities  also  demand  the  construction  of  a  morgue. 
Plans  should  be  prepared  at  once,  and  the  construction  of  a  suitable 
building  authorized  at  an  expense  not  to  exceed  $1,000. 

There  is  a  great  necessity  for  the  increase  of  the  facilities  for  fighting 
fire.  Tubular  fire-escapes  should  be  provided  where  necessary,  elimi- 
nating the  danger  of  any  loss  of  life  from  any  portion  of  the  building. 
The  Kirker-Vender  tubular  fire-escapes,  which  are  common  in  public 
buildings,  should  be  provided.  The  cost  we  estimate  at  $11,000.  The 
danger  from  fire  always  exists  in  spite  of  every  care.  With  our  present 
lack  of  water  for  extinguishing  fires,  the  character  of  the  inmates,  and 
the  height  of  the  hospital  building,  we  cannot  urge  too  strongly  upon 
your  honorable  body  that  the  Napa  State  Hospital  must  be  provided 
with  an  additional  water  supply  for  fighting  fire.  We  shall  not  feel 
that  the  State  has  provided  a  reasonable  protection  against  fire  and  its 
possible  horrors  until  the  tubular  fire-escapes  recommended  are  secured 
and  our  water  supply  largely  increased. 

The  hospital  is  entirely  lacking  in  dairy  facilities.  Authority  should 
be  given  to  construct  a  suitable  building  to  be  used  for  the  storage  and 
care  of  milk. 

We  recommend  that  additional  land  be  secured,  for  the  purpose  of 
raising  vegetables  and  alfalfa.  From  a  medical  and  economical  stand- 
point we  think  this  is  to  be  desired.     It  would  permit  an  extension  and

variety  in  the  food  and  tend  to  lessen  materially  the  cost  of  conducting 
the  hospital. 

The  large  number  of  hogs  raised  upon  the  hospital  property  makes 
it  economical  and  desirable  that  a  place  be  constructed  for  packing  and 
curing  pork.  Under  our  present  condition  we  find  it  necessary  to  sell 
hogs  raised  on  the  ranch,  and  go  into  the  market  and  buy  pork.  We 
think  a  large  amount  of  money  would  be  annually  saved  by  curing  and 
packing  as  much  of  our  own  meats  as  possible. 

The  Board  of  Managers  are  pleased  to  report  the  condition  of  the 
hospital  as  entirely  satisfactory.  The  medical  staff  is  efficient  and 
indefatigable  in  its  labors  for  the  welfare  of  the  institution.  The 
employes  of  the  hospital  are  faithful  and  deserving  of  commendation. 
All  of  the  officers  and  employes  supplement  the  purposes  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  to  secure  the  best  care  of  the  patients  at  this  hospital  at  the 
lowest  reasonable  cost  to  the  State. 

We  think  it  essential  that  appropriations  should  be  made  on  a  basis 
of  fifteen  hundred  patients.  We  deem  it  necessary  to  calculate  upon  a 
daily  expense  of  40  cents  per  capita.  We  recommend,  therefore,  that 
appropriations  for  maintenance  at  the  Napa  State  Hospital  for  two 
years  of  $440,000  be  made.

MINUTES    OF    BOARD. 

December,  1897. — For  the  month  of  December,  1897,  we  had  915 
patients  under  our  treatment.  We  collected  $624  from  pay-patients. 
On  motion  of  Manager  Hale,  all  the  inmates  and  employes  were  sup- 
plied with  a  turkey  dinner.  We  completed  our  new  set  of  by-laws,  and 
inaugurated  some  sanitary  plumbing  improvements.  We  also  put  in 
a  large  tract  of  rye  grass.  Increased  the  number  of  milch  cows,  and 
took  about  $600  off  the  farm  in  produce.  In  December,  Messrs.  White, 
Upham,  and  Hale  visited  the  hospital.  Dr.  Curnow  visited  the  hospital 
on  Christmas  eve,  and  attended  the  entertainment  of  the  patients  and 
the  Christmas  tree.     Mr.  Hale  and  Mr.  Gould  visited  the  hospital. 

January,  1898. — The  number  of  patients  on  hand  was  914.  The 
amount  of  money  collected  from  pay-patients  was  $785.  Ornamental 
shade  trees  were  planted  and  steps  were  taken  to  improve  the  back  yard 
with  bitumen.  Automatic  sprinklers  were  put  in,  at  the  cost  of  $4,000. 
A  committee  was  appointed  to  purchase  cows.  The  value  of  the 
products  from  the  garden  and  dairy  was  $466.  The  hospital  was  vis- 
ited on  the  12th  by  all  the  Board.  On  the  29th  it  was  visited  by  Mana- 
gers Hale,  Gould,  and  Curnow. 

February,  1898. — Patients  on  hand,  916.  Produce  from  the  garden 
and  dairy  amounted  to  $526.     Steps  were  taken  to  purchase  additional 
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milch  cows.  A  motion  was  introduced  by  Manager  Gould  to  purchase 
bureaus  (chiffoniers)  for  the  female  attendant  rooms.  On  motion  of 
Manager  Gould  the  Superintendent  was  instructed  to  make  a  report  of 
the  attendants'  rooms.  On  a  motion  of  Mr.  White  the  Superintendent 
was  instructed  to  take  steps  to  kill  the  hogs  and  cure  the  hams  and 
bacon;  also  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  notify  the  Commission  in 
Lunacy  that  the  Board  desired  an  examination  for  the  attendants  and 
dairyman.  Mr.  White  introduced  a  resolution  allowing  the  doctors  to 
have  their  horses  kept,  at  $10  per  month.  It  was  lost.  Second-carpen- 
ter Berry  was  given  a  hearing  at  his  request.  Mr.  Berry  was  suspended, 
and  Dr.  Stocking,  who  was  acting  Medical  Superintendent,  w^as 
sustained.  On  February  9th  all  were  present.  Dr.  Curnow  was  at  the 
hospital  on  the  20th.  The  Attorney-General  was  asked  for  an  opinion 
as  to  who  was  qualified  as  examiners,  and  after  the  examination,  who 
are  considered  eligible  for  positions. 

March,  1898. — There  was  a  special  meeting  on  the  2d  of  March  to 
hear  charges  preferred  against  Mr.  Young,  but  as  only  two  charges  out 
of  the  ten  were  sustained,  on  motion  the  Board  decided  to  retain  Mr. 
Young.  At  the  regular  meeting  there  were  in  the  hospital  913  patients. 
The  value  of  products  from  the  farm  and  garden  amounted  to  $416  75. 
The  boilers  were  insured  in  the  Hartford  Company  for  $12,000,  includ- 
ing quarterly  inspections;  the  premium  was  $180.  On  motion  of  Mr. 
Gould,  the  Superintendent  was  instructed  to  purchase  games  and  amuse- 
ments for  the  patients.  The  construction  committee  recommended  the 
building  of  two  cottages  for  convalescents.  Several  acres  were  put  out 
in  blackberries  and  raspberries.  Umbrella  trees  were  planted.  The 
regular  meeting  was  on  March  9th,  and  all  members  were  present.  Dr. 
Curnow  visited  the  hospital  on  March  27th,  Mr.  White  on  March  8th 
and  Dr.  Curnow,  Messrs.  Hale  and  Gould  on  March  20th. 

April,  1898. — During  the  month  there  were  916  patients  in  the  hospital. 
There  was  from  the  pay-patients  collected  $885.  Several  communica- 
tions were  received  from  the  Commission  in  Lunacy.  The  Board 
received  notice  from  the  Senate  Committee  that  they  would  visit  the 
hospital  on  March  10th.  The  committee  came.  There  were  1,650  feet 
of  fire  hose  purchased.  There  was  a  discussion  in  regard  to  collecting 
money  from  the  pay-patients  due  the  hospital,  but  not  collected.  The 
Board  was  asked  to  nominate  a  man  to  act  as  attorney  in  such  cases- 
The  chairman  of  the  construction  committee  reported  that  he  had  con- 
sulted an  architect  in  regard  to  the  proposed  cottages.  There  were  pur- 
chased games — baseball  and  lawn  tennis.  The  physicians  were  allowed 
to  keep  their  horses  in  the  stable  for  $10  per  month.  At  the  regular 
monthly  meeting  all  members  were  present.  The  Board  Avent  through 
every  ward  and  tested  the  fire-alarm.  Mr.  White  visited  on  the  12th, 
Mr.  Gould  on  the  23d. 
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May,  1898. — On  May  10th  a  special  meeting  was  held  at  the  San  Jose 
office.  John  F.  Carrere  was  present  and  addressed  the  Board  in  regard 
to  collecting  money  due  to  the  State  from  deceased  patients.  On  regu- 
lar meeting  being  held,  there  was  reported  to  be  912  patients  in  the 
hospital.  The  value  of  the  garden  and  farm  products  amounted  to 
$728.  The  money  collected  from  the  pay-patients  amounted  to  $472  50. 
E.  Myron  Wolff  was  appointed  by  the  chairman  as  guardian  of  the 
estates  owing  the  hospital  money.  The  plans  and  specifications  for  the 
hospital  cottages  were  submitted.  The  grounds  for  the  cottages  were 
located.  The  grounds  were  laid  out  for  the  outdoor  amusements,  as 
baseball,  tennis,  and  croquet.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Gould,  pictures  were 
bought  for  the  wards,  carpets  were  ordered  for  the  female  wards,  and 
long  strips  of  carpet  for  the  entire  length  of  wards  were  ordered.  The 
attendants'  rooms  were  carpeted.  On  May  25th  a  special  meeting  was 
held  and  bids  were  opened  for  the  contracts  for  the  erection  of  cottages, 
which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  were  too  high.  On  motion,  the 
Board  resolved  to  reject  all  bids  and  readvertise  with  the  exception  of 
brick.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Gould,  the  gardener  was  instructed  to  place 
potted  plants  and  flowers  in  the  different  wards. 

June,  1898. — On  June  14th  a  special  meeting  was  held  to  open  bids 
for  the  half-yearly  supplies.  The  contracts  were  allowed  to  the  lowest 
bidders.  The  regular  meeting  was  held,  and  there  were  922  patients 
reported  to  be  in  the  hospital.  The  products  of  the  farm  and  garden 
amounted  to  $1,000.  Additional  milch  cows  were  bought.  The  money 
collected  from  pay-patients  amounted  to  $625.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Hale, 
a  resolution  was  made  that  all  employes  leaving  for  the  United  States 
Army,  their  places  would  be  held  for  them.  On  motion  of  Dr.  Curnow, 
the  Superintendent  was  instructed  to  take  steps  to  see  about  fitting  up 
an  operating-room.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Hale,  it  was  resolved  to  extend 
the  present  organization  of  the  Board  another  two  years.  On  motion  of 
Mr.  White,  the  Medical  Superintendent  was  instructed  to  prepare  200 
copies  of  the  by-laws.  Also,  an  order  was  passed  excluding  all  em- 
ployes from  the  rooms  of  the  doctor  and  secretary,  unless  on  business. 
Managers  Hale,  White, 'and  Curnow  went  to  Sacramento  to  submit  the 
plans  of  the  cottages  to  the  Commission  in  Lunacy. 

July,  1898. — A  regular  meeting  was  held,  and  the  bids  were  opened 
for  the  cottages.  The  contract  was  let  to  Frank  Davis  for  $15,500,  ex- 
clusive of  brick.  There  were  926  patients  reported  to  be  on  hand.  One- 
half  mile  of  fence  was  made.  The  money  collected  from  the  farm  and 
garden  amounted  to  $1,863.  From  pay-patients  there  was  collected 
$885.  On  July  26th  a  special  meeting  was  held.  There  was  an  inves- 
tigation by  His  Excellency  Governor  Budd,  and  the  State  Commission 
in  Lunacy.  The  character  and  standing  of  some  of  the  employes  were 
investigated.     On  July  17th  the  hospital  was  visited  by  Messrs.  Curnow, 
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Gould,  and  Hale.  On  July  24th,  by  Messrs.  Curnow,  Gould,  and 
Hale.  On  July  26tli  a  special  meeting  was  held,  and  all  were  present. 
On  July  27th  a  special  meeting  was  held  and  all  were  present,  and  met 
with  the  Governor  and  Commission  in  Lunacy. 

August,  1898. — The  regular  meeting  was  held,  and  the  report  showed 
that  there  were  932  patients  in  the  hospital.  From  pay-patients  there 
was  received  $435.  The  products  from  the  farm  and  garden  amounted 
to  $650. 

In  making  our  biennial  report,  covering  the  two  fiscal  years  from 
July  1,  1896,  to  July  1,  1898,  we  have  to  say,  first,  that  we  have  en- 
deavored to  maintain  the  high  standing  of  Agnews  State  Hospital,  in 
the  best  manner  possible,  consistent  with  economy,  and  always  with  a 
view  to  make  the  money  go  as  far  as  we  could.  This  rule  we  have 
applied  to  the  improvements  made  by  us,  as  well  as  in  the  daily  routine 
of  the  hospital;  that  is,  in  regard  to  food,  drink,  medical  treatment, 
hygienic  and  sanitary  surroundings,  etc.  This  rule  we  have  especially 
applied  to  the  contingent  fund,  without  which  it  is  difficult  for  us  to 
see  how  we  could  administer  the  affairs  of  the  hospital  in  a  business-like 
way,  nor  do  we  think  that  the  taking  of  this  fund  out  of  the  hands  of 
the  Managers  could  result  in  anything  else  than  seriously  hampering 
the  good  order  and  intelligent  management  of  the  institution.  For 
example,  during  the  last  two  fiscal  years  we  have  made  use  of  that  fund 
for  the  following  beneficiary  purposes:  We  have  purchased  57  acres  of 
fine  No.  1  land  and  improved  the  same,  at  a.  cost  of  $8,500.  We  have 
put'in  a  new  set  of  water  pipes,  at  a  cost  of  about  $3,000,  and  have  also 
put  in  a  "Grinnell  automatic  fire-extinguisher,"  at  a  cost  of  $4,000,  and 
bought  a  chemical  engine  at  a  cost  of  $400.  We  have  also  expended 
$2,500  for  new  furniture  in  the  institution,  and  paid  all  expenses  of  ad- 
ministration. We  are  erecting  two  cottages  for  the  care  and  treatment 
of  convalescent  and  pay-patients,  the  cost  of  which,  furnished,  etc.,  will 
mount  to  over  $20,000. 

All  these,  and  a  great  many  other  things,  have  been  done  for  the  care 
and  treatment  of  the  inmates,  or  well-being  and  comfort  of  the  same, 
and  all  paid  for  out  of  the  contingent  fund.  In  erecting  the  cottager 
above  referred  to,  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  outlay  is  only  tem- 
porary, as  we  expect,  by  charging  a  fair  price  to  pay-patients,  to  get  that 
sum  back  again  in  time. 

Two  years  ago  we  urged  an  appropriation  of  $20,000  for  the  sinking 
of  a  gas  well,  and  after  deliberating  on  the  matter  since  then,  we  see  no 
reason  to  change  our  opinion.  The  utility  and  economy  of  this  measure 
would  be  plain  to  anybody  who  would  go  over  the  bills  and  contemplate 
the  enormous  amount  of  money  paid  out  for  fuel  every  year. 

Our  Superintendent  and  Medical  Staff,  as  well  as  the  ofiicers  and 
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employes  in  the  institution,  have  each  and  every  one  done  the  best  that 
he  or  she  could.  The  report  of  various  officers  of  the  institution  will 
accompany  this  report. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

We  recommend,  first,  unless  there  is  an  absolute  necessity,  that  the 
requisitions,  reports,  etc.,  of  the  hospital  be  simplified  if  possible,  as 
under  the  present  system  our  typewriting  is  enormous,  as  we  have 
monthly  reports,  quarterly  reports,  semi-annual  reports,  and  annual 
reports,  which,  in  the  very  nature  of  the  case,  are  simply  repetitions? 
and  make  an  immense  amount  of  work  for  the  Secretary,  as  well  as  for 
the  Commission. 

FINANCIAL. 

Following  the  usual  custom  of  figuring  the  cost  per  capita  per  day 
per  patient,  we  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that,  having  built  two  extra 
cottages  for  convalescents,  we  expect  a  large  increase  of  pay-patients 
the  first  year,  and  more  also  for  the  second  year.  Our  estimate,  then,  is 
as  follows: 

For  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899,  is  estimated  to  be  1,100 
patients,  and  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  1,200  patients. 
Daily  amount  per  capita  per  day  per  patient,  38  cents. 

We  shall  need,  the  first  year,  $152,570,  and  for  the  second  year,  $  1 66,440, 
or  a  total  of  $319,010  for  the  two  fiscal  years  ending  June  30,  1900. 

In  basing  our  estimate  on  38  cents  per  capita  per  day,  we  have  only 
made  due  allowance  for  the  ordinary  fluctuation  of  market  commodities? 
as  well  as  calculating  for  a  larger  payroll,  wJiich,  according  to  our 
estimate,  should  be  at  least  $6,000  per  month.

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MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Managers,  Agnews  State  Hospital: 

Gentlemen:  In  compliance  with  the  statutory  provisions,  I  have  the 
honor  to  submit  to  you  the  annual  report  of  the  operations,  manage- 
ment, and  condition  of  the  hospital  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1898. 
For  the  past  year  the  per  capita  cost  of  maintaining  the  patients  has 
been  36.3  cents,  and  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1897,  the  per 
•capita  cost  of  maintaining  the  patients  has  been  37.6  cents.

DISCHARGES. 

The  table  shows  51  patients  were  discharged  as  recovered,  and  friends 
have  reported  that  nearly  all  of  them  have  obtained  employment.  The 
larger  percentage  of  patients  who  were  cured  were  brought  to  the  hos- 
pital for  treatment  soon  after  the  symptoms  of  insanity  developed;  84 
•came  within  one  month,  51  within  six  months,  and  20  within  a  year- 
Thirty-four  came  over  a  year  after  symptoms  developed,  and  19  are  not 
given.  This  makes  the  total  of  208.  These  figures  emphasize  the 
importance  of  early  treatment.

The  largest  number  of  patients  under  treatment  at  one  time  was  926, 
and  the  number  remaining  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  926.  The 
hospital  has  at  all  times  been  full,  and  considerable  embarrassment 
has  been  experienced  in  making  proper  classifications.     This  has  been 
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especially  so  in  the  care  of  acute  cases,  showing  us  the  necessity  of  the 
cottage  plan,  with  additional  number  of  single  rooms.  The  necessity  of 
better  accommodations  for  curable  cases  is  the  great  desideratum  of  the 
modern  hospitals  for  the  insane. 

PERCENT.\GE    OF    RECOVERIES    AND    DEATHS. 

The  result  of  the  hospital  year,  from  a  medical  point  of  view,  has 
been  exceedingly  satisfactory.  The  tables  show  that  the  percentage  of 
recoveries  when  computed  on  the  number  of  admissions,  was  lower  than 
last  year.     The  death  rate  was  7^  per  cent  on  the  average  daily  population. 

EMPLOYMENT    OF    PATIENTS. 

During  the  year  the  employment  of  patients  with  suitable  occupa- 
tion has  been  a  feature  of  the  hospital  management.  The  result  has 
been  not  only  the  accomplishment  of  a  great  deal  of  w^ork,  but  also  an 
inestimable  benefit  to  the  patients  themselves  in  consequence  of  the 
exercise  obtained  while  more  or  less  active  at  work.  To  show  the  kinds 
of  employment  in  the  various  departments  during  the  twelve  months 
ending  June  30,  1898,  the  following  table  is  submitted:

TRAINING    SCHOOL    FOR    NURSES. 

With  a  view  of  raising  the  standard  of  the  care  of  the  patients  and 
making  a  more  efficient  attendant,  I  introduced  a  course  of  lectures, 
consisting  of  the  best  and  most  modern  methods  for  the  care  and  treat- 
ment of  the  insane.  These  lectures  embraced  anatomy,  physiology, 
hygiene,  diet,   administration  of  medicine,  the  use  of  restraint    when 
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necessary,  bandaging,  use  of  catheter,  hypodermic  syringe,  artificial 
feeding,  and  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  wards.  I  found  the  instruc- 
tion received  from  those  lectures  was  of  great  assistance,  not  only  to  the 
old  attendants,  but  also  to  those  recently  appointed.  It  has  made  them 
more  thorough  and  proficient  in  their  work,  and  the  patients  have 
received  much  better  care  and  attention. 

CARE  AND  TREATMENT  OF  THE  INSANE. 

The  general  treatment  of  the  insane  in  the  hospital  during  the  past 
year  has  not  differed  materially  from  the  methods  of  those  who  governed 
for  several  years  past.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  new  law  a  patient 
receives  better  care,  as  rooms  are  provided  in  each  county  hospital  and 
not  in  the  jail  as  formerly.  A  special  attendant  is  in  attendance  until 
sent  to  one  of  the  State  hospitals  for  the  insane.  On  arriving  at  the 
hospital,  treatment  begins  immediately.  The  attendant  is  instructed  to 
gain  the  patient's  confidence,  and  on  no  account  to  deceive  him.  He  is 
instructed  to  use  force  only  when  absolutely  necessar}'',  and  to  assure 
the  patient  that  his  stay  in  the  hospital  will  benefit  him,  and  that  he 
will  be  returned  to  his  home  and  friends  as  soon  as  he  is  well. 

On  arriving  at  the  hospital  he  is  carefully  examined  by  one  of  the 
physicians,  and  the  immediate  indications  for  treatment  are  properly 
met.  He  is  assigned  to  the  ward  best  adapted  for  his  care,  bathed,  and 
evidences  of  injuries,  deformities,  or  scars  are  noted.  Suitable  food  is 
ordered,  and  should  the  patient  be  feeble  he  is  at  once  put  to  bed.  The 
attendant  or  nurse  in  charge  is  instructed  to  attend  to  his  special  wants^ 
and  to  allay  any  apprehension  of  fear  that  might  agitate  him,  and  to 
keep  a  close  watch  in  case  of  homicidal  or  suicidal  tendencies. 

The  following  day  the  physician  in  charge  of  the  ward  makes  a 
thorough  physical  examination  of  the  patient,  keeping  a  clinical  record 
from  day  to  day,  and  if  any  acute  condition  exists  requiring  medicines, 
special  bath,  or  electro-therapeutics  it  is  immediately  ordered.  Should 
the  patient  be  violent  or  excited,  mild  remedies,  as  a  bowl  of  hot  milk 
or  a  warm  bath,  are  preferred  to  stronger  hypnotics.  The  diet  is 
regarded  as  of  the  highest  importance.  After  the  exciting  stage  has 
subsided,  exercise  and  fresh  air  are  of  the  greatest  importance  in  the 
general  regime  of  treatment,  and  to  try  to  occupy  the  mind  by  some 
light  work  or  employment,  either  on  the  farm,  dairy,  grounds,  or  in  the 
kitchen,  dining-room,  sewing-room,  or  laundry  department. 

Sometimes,  if  a  patient  is  very  excitable  or  violent,  it  is  necessary  to 
use  the  protective  sheet.  I  am  not  an  advocate  of  restraint,  according 
to  the  old  methods.  I  consider  it  brutal  and  not  to  the  best  interests 
of  the  patient's  recovery.  Amusements  are  highly  valued  as  remedial 
measures  for  the  mind.  As  soon  as  a  patient  has  regained  sufficient 
nervous  stability  to  enable  him  to  exercise  a  fair  degree  of  self-control, 
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they  are  granted  the  liberty  of  the  grounds.  This  parole  not  only  bene- 
fits the  patients  to  whom  it  is  granted,  but  stimulates  others  to  make 
the  effort  to  obtain  similar  privileges. 

Such  is  the  general  outline,  in  brief,  for  the  treatment  of  the  insane. 
Experience  has  taught  us  that  individualism  treatment,  as  far  as  prac- 
ticable, and  the  greatest  degree  of  personal  liberty  consistent  with  safety, 
are  the  greatest  principles  which  underlie  a  successful  hospital  admin- 
istration. 

AMUSEMENTS. 

We  have  had  a  number  of  interesting  dramatic  and  literary  enter- 
tainments, several  of  them  being  furnished  by  the  employes  of  the 
hospital,  and  several  by  ladies  and  gentlemen  from  San  Jose  and  Santa 
Clara.  There  has  been  a  weekl}'  dance  for  the  patients  during  the  year, 
and  they  are  always  well  attended.  The  orchestra  supplying  the  music 
is  composed  of  employes  and  patients  of  the  hospital,  under  the  manage- 
ment of  Harry  E.  McCabe,  who  is  the  leader  of  the  band,  which  fur- 
nishes admirable  music. 

We  have  games  of  different  kinds  in  the  wards,  as  cards,  backgam- 
mon, authors,  chess,  checkers,  lotto,  louisa,  pilgrim's  progress,  angling, 
and  many  others,  which  seem  to  amuse  the  patients.  We  also  have 
outdoor  games,  and  recently  a  very  fine  lawn-tennis  court  has  been  com- 
pleted. Besides  this,  we  have  croquet,  baseball,  and  bicycle  riding.  We 
are  about  to  construct  a  hand-ball  court,  which  will  be  fine  exercise  for 
the  patients.  On  Christmas  eve  a  Christmas  tree  was  arranged  for  the 
patients,  and  each  patient  received  for  a  present  candy,  popcorn,  apples, 
oranges,  and  assorted  nuts;  besides,  valuable  presents  in  the  way  of 
clothing  and  toilet  articles,  which  were  sent  by  friends  or  relatives. 

FARM. 

There  has  been  built  since  July  1,  1897,  about  two  miles  of  fencing, 
and  a  flume  a  quarter  of  a  mile  in  length  has  been  made  for  irrigating 
purposes.  Roads  and  avenues  have  been  graveled,  and  irrigating  ditches 
constructed  and  drain  ditches  dug,  which  not  only  add  to  the  drainage 
of  the  farm,  but  which  make  the  land  more  productive.  All  fences  and 
outbuildings  have  been  whitewashed.  Several  acres  have  been  sowed  to 
Italian  rye  grass,  which  has  done  nicely;  twenty  acres  planted  in  sugar 
beets,  fifteen  acres  in  potatoes.  We  have  also  set  out  three  hundred 
apple  trees,  and  seventy-five  prune  trees,  and  have  put  out  three  acres 
of  blackberries  and  three  acres  of  raspberries.  Sixty  tons  of  hay  was 
harvested. 

VEGETABLE   GARDEN. 

There  are  twenty  acres  devoted  to  the  cultivation  of  vegetables,  and 
we  have  been  able  this  year,  for  the  first  time,  to  raise  an  abundance  of 
all  varieties  for  the  patients,  as  well  as  for  the  officers  and  employes. 
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FRUIT. 

We  supplied  the  hospital  with  abundance  of  pears  and  apples,  besides 
canning  one  thousand  and  thirty-two  gallons  of  Bartlett  pears.  We 
soon  will  have  canned  about  the  same  amount  of  tomatoes.  In  canning 
them,  we  use  five-gallon  tin  cans.  I  find  that  quantity  to  be  about  the 
amount  required  for  each  ward  per  day. 

DAIRY. 

The  dairy  barn  has  been  thoroughly  renovated,  and  the  walls  and 
stalls  whitened  and  kept  clean.  During  the  month  of  July,  1897, 
the  herd  of  cows  and  young  cattle,  numbering  sixty-five  head  of  cows 
and  thirty-five  head  of  young  cattle,  were  inspected  by  Santa  Clara 
County  Health  Oflicer  Dr.  Spencer,  and  there  were  found  to  be  seven 
head  of  cows  and  one  calf  inoculated  with  tuberculosis.  In  every  case 
the  cows  were  ordered  killed,  and  an  autopsy  held,  which  showed  a 
tubercular  deposit.  We  purchased  twenty  head  of  cows  to  make  up  the 
deficiency  and  to  increase  the  output  of  milk.  The  cows  purchased 
were  all  tested  and  found  healthy  and  sound,  therefore,  we  consider  we 
have  a  healthy  herd  of  cows,  free  from  any  tubercular  taint. 

The  barn  is  kept  clean  and  washed  with  antiseptics,  and  in  this 
manner  we  expect  to  prevent  contagious  disease.  I  consider  that  we 
have  as  good  a  dairy  as  any  hospital  in  the  State.  It  is  of  vital 
importance  to  patients  to  have  pure  milk  and  plenty  of  it.  The  daily 
amount  of  milk  received  will  average  135  gallons.  The  yearly  amount 
is  about  48,960  gallons. 

POULTRY, 

We  have  been  quite  successful  in  raising  chickens  this  year.  We 
have  increased  the  number  from  200  to  1,100.  We  hatched  about  300 
of  these  with  the  incubator.  We  received  on  an  average  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1898,  130  dozen  eggs  per  month.  I  have  selected 
many  different  breeds  and  some  thoroughbreds.  The  care  of  the 
poultry  is  left  entirely  in  the  hands  of  a  patient,  who  has  been  very 
successful. 

GROUNDS    AND    CONSERVATORY. 

The  grounds  have  been  beautified  by  the  setting  out  of  choice  shrub- 
bery, ornamental  trees,  and  various  kinds  of  plants.  Three  hundred 
umbrella  trees  were  planted  around  the  front  and  one  side  of  the  farm. 
They  are  doing  nicely,  and  will  soon  make  a  nice  shade. 

The  yard  adjunct  to  the  conservatory  has  been  enlarged  more  than 
one  half,  and  a  fine  lath  house  built  for  the  propagation  of  plants,  etc. 
About  one  acre  is  planted  in  a  choice  variety  of  roses  selected  by  our 
head  gardener,  Mr.  W.  Hamm.  In  the  greenhouse  we  have  plants  not 
to  be  excelled  in  the  State. 
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UPHOLSTERING. 

This  appointment  was  made  November  20,  1897.  The  tollowing  is 
the  summary  of  the  work  completed  by  him,  assisted  by  a  patient: 

Moss-hair  beds  made  over 460 

Floss-hair  beds  made  over 231 

New  hair  mattresses 30 

New  hair  pillows _ 65 

Pillows  renovated 313 

New  window  shades 100 

Window  shades  repaired 48 

Spring  beds  repaired 100 

Lounges  repaired 2 

The  upholsterer  sews  all  new  ticks  and  repairs  the  old  ones.  The 
moss  and  hair  are  washed  thoroughly  in  an  antiseptic  solution,  and 
picked  by  hand  to  avoid  breaking  and  tearing. 

BAKERY. 

The  department  of  bakery  has  been   thoroughl}'  overhauled.      The 

walls  have  been  kalsomined,  and  new  trays  have  been  made  for  the 

bread.     The  amount  of  baking  done  in  this  department  will  average 

each  month  as  follows: 

Number  of  loaves  of  bread 17,500 

Number  of  pies... 180 

Cake 500  lbs. 

Gingerbread 1,150  lbs. 

Biscuit 235  lbs. 

Coffee  cake 140  lbs. 

CARPENTER. 

The  carpenter,  besides  making  the  necessary  repairs,  has  made  three 
dozen  tables,  built  a  lath  house  for  the  florist,  built  two  large  pens  and 
corrals  for  the  hogs,  and  built  a  lawn-tennis  court.  He  also  put 
together  one  quarter  of  a  mile  of  flume  for  irrigating,  and  prepared 
the  foundations  for  the  two  cottages  which  are  under  construction  for 
convalescent  patients,  and  has  made  all  the  cofl&ns  used  for  the  hospital. 

LIGHT. 

We  have  placed  160  Welsbach  burners  in  the  hospital,  and  find  they 
are  giving  much  better  and  more  satisfactory  light.  According  to  the 
engineer's  report,  we  have  saved  by  the  use  of  these  burners  at  least 
one  third  of  the  amount  of  gas  formerly  consumed. 

WARD   FURNITURE. 

There  have  been  purchased  for  the  wards  380  chairs,  566  yards  of 
carpet,  22  chiffoniers  and  bureaus,  also  rugs,  curtains,  flowerstands  and 
tables.  The  flowerstands  and  tables  were  made  here.  The  wards  are 
now  in  much  better  condition,  as  this  furniture  was  badly  needed  for 
the  comfort  of  the  patients  and  for  the  appearance  of  the  wards. 
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IMPROVEMENTS. 

During  the  past  year  a  great  many  improvements  have  been  made. 
In  the  administration  building  the  rooms  and  halls,  and  also  the 
-amusement  hall  walls,  have  been  tinted  and  the  woodwork  painted. 

engineer's   DEPARTMENT. 

Some  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  engineer's  department. 
A  new  iron  tank,  twenty-four  inches  by  fourteen  feet,  to  receive  con- 
•densed  water  for  boilers,  was  purchased  at  a  cost  of  $100;  also,  four 
Meyers'  automatic  boiler-cleaners,  at  a  cost  of  $500.  There  is  an  excess 
of  magnesia  in  the  water  coming  from  the  artesian  wells,  and  it  was 
found  necessary  to 'provide  cleaners  in  order  to  preserve  the  pipes. 

LAUNDRY   DEPARTMENT. 

In  the  laundry  department  we  have  enlarged  the  yard  for  drying 
clothes  to  about  twice  its  former  size,  and  put  up  new  lines,  etc.  We 
also  laid  a  car  track,  on  which  cars  run,  to  carry  the  clothes  to  and 
from  the  laundry  building,  instead  of  dragging  baskets  through  the 
yard.  A  new  mangle  of  an  improved  pattern  was  purchased,  at  a  cost 
of  $o80,  and  is  doing  good  work.  The  amount  of  washing  done  will 
average  38,000  pieces  per  month. 

FIRE   PROTECTION. 

A  new  water  main  of  six-inch  iron  pipe  was  purchased  and  put  down. 
The  old  one,  which  was  destroyed  by  the  action  of  the  alkali,  was  of 
thin  iron  and  burst  at  the  first  trial,  therefore  we  had  not  the  proper 
protection  against  fire.  The  cost  of  the  pipe  and  laying  the  same 
amounted  to  $2,800.  We  also  purchased  the  automatic  sprinklers  for 
the  attics,  which  are  an  excellent  protection  against  fire.  The  cost  was 
$4,000.  Another  additional  protection  against  fire  was  the  purchase  of 
a  Racine  chemical  engine,  for  ward  use.  It  is  so  built  that  it  can  pass 
through  any  ordinary  sized  door;  it  is  light,  and  can  be  handled  by  one 
person.  The  cost  was  $400.  In  addition  to  the  above  protection,  we 
have  the  rooms  of  each  ward  supplied  with  hand  fire-extinguishers,  or 
buckets  filled  with  chemical  solution. 

In  testing  the  old  hose  on  the  reels  in  the  wards  and  halls,  we  found 
the  rubber  was  decayed  and  the  hose  leaky  and  unreliable,  and  in  case 
of  fire  would  be  useless.  Sixteen  hundred  and  fifty  feet  of  new  hose 
was  immediately  purchased  and  placed  on  the  reels. 

I  have  organized  a  regular  fire  company,  and  we  have  fire  practice 
every  Monday  at  1  p.  m.  In  these  drills  the  company  goes  through  the 
regular  maneuvers  of  fighting  a  fire. 

I  can  safely  say  that  we  are  as  thoroughly  equipped  for  fighting  fires 
as  any  State  hospital  in  California. 
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MAINTENANCE. 

For  maintenance  and  repairs  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899, 
based  upon  the  estimate  to  be  1,100  patients,  and  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1900,  1,200  patients.  The  amount  asked  per  capita  per 
day  is  38  cents. 

We  will  require  for  the  first  fiscal  year,  ending  June  30,  1899 
$152,570,  and  for  the  second  year,  ending  June  30,  1900,  $166,440,  or  a 
total  amount  of  $319,010  for  the  two  fiscal  years.  This  estimate  is 
based  upon  the  supposition  that  the  contingent  fund  remains  the  same 
as  it  is  now.  Should  this  fund,  however,  be  transferred  to  the  support 
fund,  we  would  then  require  40  cents  for  each  patient  per  day,  figuring 
on  the  same  number  of  patients: 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  will  submit  to  you,  gentlemen,  for  your  consideration,  the  impor- 
tance of  appropriations  needed  and  required  for  the  best  interests  and 
economy  of  the  Agnews  State  Hospital: 

For  the  sinking  of  a  gas  well _ $20,000 

For  a  storage  battery  system.for  lighting  the  wards  and  administration 

building  with  electricity 5,000 

For  new  plumbing  (sanitary)  for  the  entire  buildings,  and  for  new 

porcelain  bathtubs.. 5,000 

For  modern  methods  of  heating  the  wards 10,000 

For  furnishings  and  furniture  for  the  wards  and  new  cottages,  also 

ornamental  trees,  shrubbery  and  plants  for  gardens  around  the  new 

cottages.- - 5,000 

For  conducting  religious  services,  and  amusements  for  the  patients..      1,000 

Total  appropriations  asked $46,000 

Gas  Well. — In  asking  for  the  $20,000  for  sinking  a  gas  well,  the  first 
consideration  is  the  economy  to  the  taxpayer.  It  is  a  well-established 
fact  that  2  cents  per  capita  for  each  patient  per  day  can  be  saved  by  the 
use  of  natural  gas.  At  Stockton  State  Hospital  this  has  been  proven 
beyond  a  doubt.  Experts  report  favorably  on  this  location  for  a  gas 
well.  Natural  gas  can  be  utilized  for  cooking,  light,  heating  the 
wards,  attendants'  rooms,  and  the  administration  building.  It  is  a 
permanent  improvement.  ' 

Storage  Battery  System. — The  $5,000  asked  for  a  storage  battery  sys- 
tem I  consider  equally  as  important  for  economy.  We  will  be  able  to 
store  the  electricity  during  the  day  with  our  present  motor  power 
without  additional  cost. 

Plumbing  the  Hospital. — The  plumbing  within  the  hospital  is  old,  the 
pipes  are  within  the  walls,  and  it  is  not  sanitary.     It  is  impossible  to 
repair   them  without  much    damage    to    the  walls;    $5,000   will  be  a 
sufficient  amount  to  put  in  sanitary  plumbing. 
9— L 
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Heating  and  Veniilatian. — ^The  present  system  of  heating  the  wards  is 
Terr  erpensire,  and  not  satisfactory.  We  should  have  an  improved 
method,  consisting  of  hot'-air  pipes,  with  a  system  of  fans.  This  system 
would  not  only  heat  the  wards  to  the  proper  temperature  during  the 
cold  weather,  but  can  he  used  during  the  summer  months  for  cooling 
and  purifying  the  atmosphere  of  the  wards  by  eliminating  the  vitiated 
atmosphere.    The  amount  required  for  perfecting  this  system  is  110,000, 

Xew  Furniture  and  Garden  Shrubbery. — ^The  wards  and  the  new 
cottages  necesatate  the  purchase  of  furniture  and  furnishings. 

The  grounds  should  also  be  beautified  with  walks,  ornamental  shade 
trees,  etc.  I  estimate  ^5.000  will  be  sufficient,  if  economy  is  used,  in 
selecting  what  is  absolutely  needed. 

Eeiimfus  Servicer  and  Amusements. — Religious  services  and  amuse- 
ments are  e^ential  and  beneficial  to  the  patients,  both  mentally  and 
physically.  I  think  the  small  amount  of  f  1,000  appropriated  as  a 
special  fund  for  their  benefit  will  be  highly  appreciated.

To  the  Honorable  State  Commission  in  Lunacy,  Sacramento,  Cat.: 

Gentle>[ex:  We  present  that  portion  of  the  report  of  the  Medical 
Superintendent  rehiting  to  the  appropriations  required  at  the  hands  of 
the  coming  Legislature  for  the  biennial  period  ending  June  30,  1901,  as 
our  report  to  you,  in  accordance  with  the  Insanity  Law,  Section  1, 
Article  XII,  and  urgently  request  that  it  receive  favorable  consideration 
from  3'our  Honorable  Board,  as  well  as  from  the  forthcoming  Legislature. 
When  it  is  remembered  that  it  will  have  been  six  years  since  this 
institution  received  one  dollar  of  appropriation  to  enlarge  its  facilities 
for  the  care  of  insane  patients,  we  believe  that  it  will  seem  to  all  an 
exceedingly  reasonable  request.  The  amounts  of  the  appropriations 
required  from  the  next  Legislature  are  as  follows: 

For  maintenance $259,595  30 

A  central  building  for  administration  and  hospital  purposes 100,000  00 

Furnishing  the  same 12,000  00 

A  cottage  for  female  patients,  and  furnishing  the  same 33,000  00 

A  community  dining-room 10,000  00 

Furnishing  the  same 1,500  00 

For  storm  drain 7,000  00 

Two  Baker  A  Wilcox  boilers 3,000  00 

We  call  your  attention  to  the  report  of  the  Medical  Superintendent 
for  explanations  and  details. 

During  the  past  year  the  whole,  or  a  majority  of  the  Board,  has  visited 

and  inspected  the  hospital  at  least  once  a  month,  and  the  record  of  our 

visits  shows  that  an  excellent  condition  of  the  hospital  and  patients  has 

been  maintained  under  the  management  of  the  Medical  Superintendent 

and  his  assistants.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Southern  California 
State  Hospital: 

Gentlemen:  I  hereby  present  my  biennial  report  for  the  two  years 
ending  June  30,  1898.  In  so  doing  I  shall  be  as  concise  as  practicable, 
placing  before  you  only  those  matters  which  are  of  importance  to  us  as 
an  institution  and  of  interest  to  all  who  are  in  any  manner  interested 
in  State  Hospitals  for  the  Insane,  hoping  thereby  to  more  readily  com- 
mand the  attention  of  those  to  whom  we  must  look  for  assistance  in 
providing  for  our  absolute  necessities.  The  statistical  tables  are  com- 
plete, and  in  the  text  of  this  report  I  shall  not  burden  the  reader  with 
anything  more  than  the  conclusions  necessary  to  impress  the  facts 
therein  shown. 

We  have  received  during  the  period,  305  men,  156  women,  or  461  in 
all.  We  have  discharged  from  all  causes  227  men,  119  women,  or  346 
in  all;  20  of  these  women  were  transferred  to  northern  hospitals,  on 
account  of  lack  of  room  in  this  hospital.  Of  these,  246  came  from  Los 
Angeles  County,  86  from  San  Bernardino  County,  55  from  San  Diego 
County,  27  from  Riverside  County,  17  each  from  Orange  and  Ventura 
Counties,  12  from  Santa  Barbara  County,  and  1  from  Merced  County. 

For  the  causes  of  insanity  in  these  cases,  civil  conditions,  ages,  occu- 
pations, nativity,  etc.,  I  refer  you  to  the  statistical  tables,  which  have 
been  brought  down  in  full  from  the  opening  of  the  hospital.  Table 
No.  6  is  conclusive  evidence  that  more  than  half  of  all  the  admissions 
were  from  among  our  foreign-born  population,  and  Table  No.  7  will 
convince  us  that  over  25  per  cent  were  not  residents  of  the  State  over 
twelve  months.  Heredity  is  shown  to  be  an  active  factor  among  the 
definite  causes.  The  so-called  mental  causes,  which  present  a  large 
percentage,  do  not  exclude  the  heredity,  as  the  history  of  many  of 
these  cases  is  necessarily  unascertainable. 

The  large  number  of  cases  of  general  paresis  that  our  institution 
receives  has  always  been  a  matter  of  comment  and  unusual  interest. 

The  average  percentage  of  recoveries  to  admissions  for  the  period  has 
been  50.20  per  cent.  Average  death-rate  for  the  period,  5.35  per  cent, 
and  since  opening  the  hospital,  5.45  per  cent. 

Regarding  the  appropriations  necessary  for  the  next  biennial  period, 
the  fact  should  not  be  overlooked  that  it  has  been  six  years  since  we 
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have  received  any  appropriation  for  enlarging  our  facilities  for  caring 
for  patients.  The  result  has  been  that  we  have  been  greatly  hampered 
in  caring  for  patients,  and  have  been  obliged  to  transfer  patients  to 
northern  hospitals,  and  will  undoubtedly  be  forced  to  seek  more  relief 
in  the  same  direction  before  it  will  be  possible  for  us  to  increase  our 
facilities  through  any  appropriation  which  we  shall  receive  at  the  hands 
of  the  forthcoming  Legislature.  When  we  take  into  consideration  the 
fact  that  it  costs  to  transfer  twenty  female  patients  to  northern  hos- 
pitals, $650,  patients  who  have  already  been  committed  and  placed  in 
this  institution,  we  can  readily  see  that  from  a  financial  standpoint 
alone,  which  really  should  be  a  secondary  consideration,  the  State  is 
losing  largely  by  the  lack  of  facilities  at  this  hospital.  Furthermore,  it 
costs  on  an  average  over  $60  more  to  commit  a  single  patient  to  one  of 
the  northern  hospitals  from  the  southern  counties  than  it  does  to  this 
hospital.  On  an  estimated  population  of  757  patients  and  70  employes, 
equaling  827,  at  43  cents  per  day,  the  amount  necessary  for  our  main- 
tenance during  the  next  two  years  would  be  $259,595  30.  This  estimate 
is  made  after  carefully  reviewing  the  figures,  the  past  per  capita,  and 
natural  growth  of  our  institution. 

We  need  a  central  building,  the  first  story  and  basement  to  be  used 
as  offices  and  working  department  for  the  administration  of  the  affairs 
of  the  hospital;  second,  third,  and  fourth  floors  to  be  constructed  as 
wards  which  will  accommodate  at  least  150  patients.  The  cost  of  this 
building  will  aggregate  about  $100,000,  minus  the  brick,  which  we  will 
have  ready  before  the  work  of  construction  will  commence,  as  there  will 
be  three  quarters  of  a  million  ready  for  use  before  the  rainy  season 
begins.  Deducting  that  portion  of  the  expense  of  the  building  which 
is  required  for  administration  purposes,  for  which  no  provision  has  ever 
been  made,  the  portion  used  for  patients  will  come  within  the  require- 
ments of  the  law,  namely,  $550  per  capita.  For  furnishing  this  build- 
ing at  least  $12,000  will  be  required. 

We  shall  need,  long  before  this  building  can  be  completed,  additional 
room  for  female  patients,  having,  as  before  stated,  already  transferred 
twenty  to  the  north,  and  there  being  over  two  hundred  again  on  our 
list  to  be  accommodated  in  two  wards,  makes  it  imperative  that  the 
expense  of  continual  removal  to  the  northern  hospitals  shall  be  kept 
up,  or  early  facilities  provided  for  their  retention  at  this  hospital.  I 
will  therefore  recommend  the  construction  of  a  cottage  for  female 
patients  to  accommodate  sixty,  situated  to  the  west  of  the  present  build- 
ing, one  story  and  a  basement,  which,  at  a  cost  of  $500  per  capita  for 
building  and  $50  per  capita  for  furnishing,  would  amount  to  $33,000. 

We  also  are  in  still  greater  need  of  a  community  dining-room  than 
we  were  two  years  ago,  and  I  would  suggest  that  this  dining-room, 
instead  of  being  twostories,  should  be  one  story  high,  situated  as  was

originally  intended  when  under  consideration  two  years  ago,  large 
enough  to  feed  500  patients.  This  building  can  be  properly  constructed 
for  $10,000;  furnished  for  $1,500.  My  reason  for  suggesting  that  this 
be  a  one  instead  of  two-story  building  is  that  the  barracks,  which  are 
now  two  stories  high,  will  interfere  to  a  certain  extent  with  the  ventila- 
tion from  the  north.  Another  building  two  stories  high,  placed  between 
the  barracks  and  the  main  building,  would  render  the  lower  wards  and 
assembly  hall  uncomfortable  during  the  hot  weather. 

We  also  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $7,000  with  which  to  construct 
a  storm  drain  running  south  along  the  east  line  of  the  north  two 
hundred  and  forty  acres  of  the  State  property;  thence  west  on  the 
south  line  to  above  the  lands  of  the  northeast  corner  of  the  south  eighty 
acres  belonging  to  the  State.  Heretofore,  in  asking  for  mone}^  for  this 
improvement,  for  which  a  greater  amount  has  always  1)een  asked,  we 
have  done  so  contemplating  that  the  ditch  should  be  built  of  stone  and 
cement.  We  have  found  that  changing  the  material  for  construction 
to  redwood  limits  the  cost  in  two  ways:  first,  the  actual  cost  per  foot  for 
the  ditch;  and  second,  in  that  we  do  not  have  to  carry  or  extend  said 
ditch  beyond  our  own  land.  This  statement  is  made  after  consultation 
with  authority  on  this  subject.  We  therefore  urge  the  allowance  of  the 
appropriation,  as  the  State's  property  is  in  imminent  danger  of  great 
damage  being  done  in  case  of  cloudburst  or  excessive  rains. 

A  separate  department  for  the  treatment  of  the  tuberculous  insane 
should  be  constructed  in  connection  with  this  hospital.  Southern  Califor- 
nia being  the  Mecca  for  such  a  large  number  of  tuberculous  individuals, 
Ave  must  necessarily  have  a  proportionately  large  number  of  cases  among 
the  insane.  The  communicability  of  this  disease  is  so  well  established 
that  it  is  not  necessary  at  this  time  to  dwell  upon  it.  The  fact  is  patent 
that  some  means  of  protection  should  be  provided  for  non-tuberculous 
patients.  This  can  best  be  done  by  having  departments  separate  and 
apart  from  the  main  hospital.  This  matter  has  been  thoroughly  can- 
vassed with  us  by  representatives  of  the  Commission  in  Lunacy,  and  I 
leave  it  to  them  to  make  such  recommendations  to  the  Legislature  as  in 
their  opinion  would  best  meet  the  demand. 

We  must  have  two  new  boilers  of  the  present  pattern  and  size,  which 
will  cost,  installed,  about  $3,000. 

Among  the  permanent  improvements  which  have  been  made  during 
the  last  biennial  perod  s  the  enlargement  of  the  laundr}'^  and  the  new 
cow  barn,  which  were  made  by  small  appropriations  granted  us  at  the 
last  Legislature.  We  have,  however,  made  numerous  improvements  of  a 
substantial  and  permanent  nature  from  our  contingent  fund,  which 
have  aggregated  during  the  period,  $12,477  88.  The  most  prominent 
among  these  is  the  barracks,  or  building  constructed  for  the  convenience 
and  care  of  our  outside  help,  no  such  provision  having  been  made  in  the 
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original  plan.  This  building  is  sufficiently  large  to  meet  all  the 
demands  for  a  number  of  years,  giving  us  a  couple  of  good  rooms  in  th6 
upper  story.     The  cost  of  this  building  is  $5, 839  24. 

The  tunnel  running  about  90  feet  into  the  hills  north  of  the  hospital 
was  also  constructed  out  of  this  fund.  This  development  has  supplied  us 
with  spring  water  sufficient  for  domestic  purposes,  having  piped  it  into 
all  the  wards  and  to  the  laundry.  There  was  used  3,150  feet  of  pipe, 
HtoS  inches  in  diameter.  The  whole  expenditure  amounted  to  about 
$1,700.  December,  1896,  we  installed  a  Vulcan  refrigerating  ice  machine, 
with  which  to  cool  our  large  refrigerator  and  also  manufacture  about 
900  pounds  of  ice  in  twenty-four  hours.  This  has  proved  a  success 
in  every  respect.  It  was  paid  for  from  the  contingent  fund.  We  have 
also  run  water-pipe  to  the  new  dairy  barn,  using  1,850  feet  of  pipe;  also 
laid  water-pipe  and  hydrants  in  front  of  the  east  wing,  using  1,750  feet 
more.  We  have  built  six  weirs  for  distributing  water,  of  brick  and 
cement,  one  of  them  being  situated  at  the  reservoir  and  consisting  of  a 
large  settling-box  in  connection  with  the  weir;  300  feet  of  rock  waste- 
water and  irrigating  ditch,  2,500  feet  of  wooden  flume,  5  retaining 
dams,  80  feet  of  dirt  ditch,  and  one  fruit-drying  plant.  Have  graded  8 
acres  of  land,  making  it  irrigable,  besides  grading  all  roads,  building 
sidewalks,  etc.,  amounting  in  all  to  about  $1,000;  the  cost  of  all  the 
above  work  being  greatly  reduced  by  the  use  of  patient  labor.  Our  water 
supply  for  irrigation  purposes  has  been  remarkably  good,  considering 
the  great  drought  and  universal  shortage  of  water.  The  system  from 
which  the  State  draws  its  supply,  and  in  which  it  owns  original  and 
preferred  rights,  has  proven  itself  to  be  one  of  the  best  in  Southern 
California.  More  water  from  the  same  source  would  be  a  good  invest- 
ment for  the  State. 

All  of  the  outside  buildings,  cottages,  horse  and  cow  barns,  have  been 
wired  and  supplied  with  electric  light.  This  wiring  was  done  at  the 
expense  of  the  Redlands  Light  and  Power  Company,  which  furnishes 
power,  and  was  done  by  them  when  the  new  contract  was  let  for  heat, 
light,  and  power,  in  which  contract  we  obtain  a  reduction  of  $50  a 
month  below  the  figures  of  the  previous  contract. 

In  and  about  the  engine-house  we  have  made  some  valuable  and 
permanent  improvements  in  the  way  of  convenience  and  economy. 

There  are  many  improvements  which  are  greatly  needed  in  connec- 
tion with  the  institution,  among  them  more  land,  a  new  store  building 
for  the  Steward's  department,  a  paint  shop,  enlargement  to  the  laundry 
and  to  the  horse  barn,  new  floors  in  all  the  lavatories  in  the  present 
wards,  two  new  w^ater-heaters,  some  extra  machinery  in  the  laundry, 
also  a  small  cottage  or  outbuilding  for  contagious  diseases,  as  well  as 
several  new  cottages  for  help,  some  of  which  we  shall  be  able  to  supply 
from  time  to  time  from  our  contingent  fund. 
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We  already  have  plans  for  the  construction  of  a  garbage  crematory 
in  connection  with  our  large  chimney.  Having  the  brick  of  proper 
quality,  this  will  be  constructed  at  a  very  little  cost,  and  will  solve  the 
question  of  disposal  of  such  garbage  as  is  unfit  to  be  consumed  by  cattle 
and  hogs.  At  the  suggestion  of  our  engineer,  we  shall  at  an  early  date 
connect  the  same  chimney  with  each  branch  of  our  main  sewer.  As  the 
opening  from  this  sewer  is  exposed  to  the  air  at  the  outfall  basins,  the 
wind  frequently  drives  the  gas  back  toward  the  building,  where  it 
escapes  through  the  outside  vents,  thus  frequently  being  perceptible. 
With  this  arrangement  the  draft  of  the  chimney  will  act  as  an  immense 
vent,  thus  preventing  any  possibility  of  such  an  occurrence. 

I  wish  especially  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  limited  amount  of 
help  which  has  been  granted  to  us  during  the  last  two  years,  and  while 
the  increase  in  population  has  been  over  50  per  cent,  the  increase  in 
help  has  been  less  than  30  per  cent.  In  fact,  our  payroll  is  but  a  little 
more  than  it  was  four  years  ago.  We  average  one  day  attendant  to  21 
patients,  and  one  night  attendant  to  196  patients.  This  proportion  of 
attendants  to  patients  is  ridiculously  low,  and  much  lower  than  in  any 
other  institution  of  which  I  have  any  knowledge,  either  in  this  or  other 
States.  The  average  of  attendants  to  patients  in  most  of  the  Eastern 
States  is  about  one  to  ten.  These  comparisons  are  certainly  significant. 
Furthermore,  the  average  cost  last  year  per  capita  in  the  State  of  New 
York  was  $185  a  patient,  whereas  we  are  asking  for  our  next  two  years' 
appropriations  in  a  ratio  of  about  $150  a  patient.  We  contend  that 
this  ratio  of  attendants  to  patients  is  inadequate  to  obtain  the  best 
results,  both  as  to  treatment  of  patients  and  economy,  in  that  it 
deprives  the  State  of  an  increased  amount  of  labor  which  could  be  per- 
formed every  day  by  patients  whose  labor  is  now  unavailable  for  the 
want  of  sufficient  help  to  direct  it.  The  economic  feature,  however,  is 
of  less  importance  than  the  benefits  which  would  be  derived  by  the 
various  patients  if  properly  employed,  and  the  tendency  to  and  proba- 
bilities of  recovery  would  be  correspondingly  increased. 

The  new  insanity  law,  passed  at  the  last  Legislature,  has  been  in 
operation  for  about  eighteen  months.  It  is  probably  too  soon  to  pass 
final  judgment.  While  there  are  changes,  additions,  and  eliminations 
necessary  to  make  it  ideal  and  fully  satisfactory,  it  is,  on  the  whole,  a 
salutary  enactment.  It  provides  a  uniform  law  for  the  regulation  of  the 
various  State  Hospitals  for  the  Insane.  The  civil  service  clause  is  to  be 
especially  commended,  in  that  it  eliminates  the  uncertainty  and  conse- 
quent anxiety  among  employes  who  feel  that  the  tenure  of  their  positions 
is  constantly  subject  to  changes  for  political  reasons,  thus  insuring 
better  service  from  those  who  hold  positions  due  only  to  their  qualifica- 
tions to  fill  the  same.  It  makes  it  incumbent,  however,  to  use  more 
than  ordinary  care  in  selecting  and  making  appointments  under  this 
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law,  as  it  is  much  easier  to  appoint  an  unfit  person  than  to  dispense 
with  his  services,  as  the  civil  service  examinations  can  reveal  only  a 
part  of  the  necessary  qualifications  and  fitness  for  appointments  to 
insane  hospitals.  In  this  connection  I  hereby  desire  to  extend  thanks 
to  the  Commission  in  Lunacy  for  the  courtesies  which  have  been  shown 
this  institution  by  them. 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  past  two  years,  I  cannot  l)ut  regret  that 
our  facilities  for  caring  for  those  intrusted  to  our  keeping  could  not  have 
been  more  ample.  We  have,  as  has  been  our  custom  since  the  opening 
of  the  hospital,  kept  as  closely  to  the  hospital  plan  of  treatment  as  con- 
ditions would  permit,  and  notwithstanding  our  overcrowded  wards,  our 
death-rate  has  been  low.  There  have  been  74  surgical  operations  of 
sufficient  importance  to  demand  an  anesthetic.  These  have  covered 
quite  a  field,  but  have  been  mostly  directed  to  diseased  and  abnormal 
conditions  of  the  genital  and  urinary  organs  and  rectum.  Individual 
care  and  treatment,  both  medical  and  surgical,  is  extended  to  all  patients 
who  enter  tlie  hospital.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Mendocino  State  Hospital: 

Gentlemen:  In  conformity  to  the  law  governing  State  Hospitals  for 
the  Insane,  I  herewith  submit  for  your  consideration  my  annual  report 
of  this  institution  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1897. 

BUILDING    AND    PERMANENT    IMPROVEMENTS. 

Since  my  last  annual  report  a  horse  barn  has  been  built  and  paid  for 
out  of  our  contingent  fund,  sufficiently  large  to  accommodate  the  horses 
belonging  to  the  State,  with  a  hay  loft  capable  of  carrying  hay  for  the 
year.  Sheds  were  constructed  on  each  side  of  the  barn  for  housing 
wagons,  carriages,  and  farming  implements  of  all  kinds. 

It  being  necessary  to  have  more  room  for  the  accommodation  of 
patients  on  Ward  5,  rooms  were  fitted  up  over  these  sheds  for  sleeping 
apartments  for  nine  enployes. 

FARM    AND   GARDEN. 

The  farm  has  furnished  sufficient  hay  for  feeding  the  stock,  and  we 
have  sold  45,823  pounds  of  alfalfa  hay  for  $114  50  in  the  field. 

The  garden,  under  the  supervision  of  our  efficient  gardener,  L.  F. 
Doering,  has  furnished  an  abundant  supply  of  vegetables  for  the  wants 
of  the  institution.  Quite  an  addition  has  been  made  to  the  number  of 
fruit  trees  in  the  orchard.  The  institution  is  indebted  to  the  gentlemen 
in  charge  of  the  Experiment  Station  of  the  State  University  at  Berkeley, 
for  150  apple  trees  of  different  varieties,  most  of  which  are  growing 
vigorously  and  will  no  doubt  prove  a  valuable  addition  to  our  fruit 
supply. 

By  the  judicious  use  of  drain  tile,  all  of  the  low  land  has  been 
drained  and  reclaimed,  and  it  is  now  ready  for  the  plow.  This  land  is 
of  the  finest  quality,  and  is  highly  adapted  for  garden  purposes. 

There  has  been  cut  on  the  farm  during  the  year,  41  cords  of  oak 
wood;  the  estimated  value  of  this,  at  $3  50  per  cord,  makes  a  saving  to 
the  State  of  $143  50. 

SICKNESS. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  very  little  sickness  among  the 
inmates  or  employes.  No  epidemic  or  contagious  diseases,  with  the 
exception  of  two  or  three  mild  cases  of  measles,  which  occurred  with 
patients  recently  received;  these  patients  were  isolated  and  the  disease 
did  not  spread. 
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INCREASE   IN    PATIENTS. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  during  the  last 
yearof  55.     Total  number  of  patients,  June  30,  1897,  410. 

Cost  of  maintenance  per  capita,  46i  cents  per  day,  being  3^  cents  less 
than  last  year. 

The  percentage  of  recoveries  on  admissions  is  34.70,  and  of  deaths  to 
whole  number  treated,  11.47. 

WATER    SUPPLY. 

There  is  still  an  urgent  necessity  for  an  increased  water  supply. 

The  failure  of  the  Executive  to  approve  the  bill  passed  b}^  the  Legisla- 
ture, for  an  increased  water  supply,  has  worked  great  hardships  upon  this 
institution.  At  times,  there  is  not  sufficient  water  to  run  the  elevators? 
and  the  food  and  other  supplies  have  to  be  carried  to  the  various  wards. 

The  lawns  are  dying  out  for  want  of  water,  and  the  garden  suffers  for 
want  of  proper  irrigation.  In  case  of  a  fire,  we  would  be  practically  help- 
less, and  the  lives  of  the  inmates  would  be  greatly  endangered,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  loss  of  property.  I  have  no  suggestions  to  make  that  I 
have  not  repeatedly  presented;  the  fault  does  not  lie  Avith  the  Board 'of 
Managers. 

FURNITURE. 

At  the  end  of  the  last  fiscal  year  there  were  twenty-five  bedsteads  and 
mattresses  that  were  available  for  male  patients,  and  fourteen  on  the 
female  wards.  The  increase  for  the  past  year  has  been  a  fraction  less 
than  five  per  month;  with  a  similar  increase  for  the  next  fiscal  year,  these 
beds  will  be  occupied  in  about  eight  months. 

ADMINISTRATION    BUILDING. 

In  my  last  annual  report,  the  attention  of  the  Board  was  called  to 
the  fact  that  the  assembly  hall  was  entirelj'^  inadequate,  on  account  of 
its  size,  to  the  wants  of  the  institution.  At  the  present  time,  on  account 
of  the  increase  of  the  number  of  patients,  the  necessity  for  a  larger  hall 
has  become  more  urgent.  As  the  last  Legislature  made  an  appropriation 
of  $60,000  for  an  Administration  Building,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  an 
assembly  hall  of  sufficient  size  will  be  one  of  the  features,  and  that  the 
defect  will  be  remedied  in  the  near  future.

From  the  appended  table  of  statistics,  it  will  be  seen  that  we  have  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  patients  during  the  last  twelve  months  of  67. 
During  the  preceding  year  the  increase  was  59,  making  for  the  two  years 
covered  by  the  biennial  report,  an  increase  of  126,  or  5^  per  month  for 
the  two  years  ending  June  30,  1898. 

The  seemingly  rapid  increase  in  the  percentage  of  insane  people  to 
the  population  in  this  State,  and  other  civilized  countries,  has  attracted 
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much  attention  of  late,  and  the  question  is  often  asked:  What  is  the 
cause  of  so  much  mental  derangement  among  the  people?  This  question 
is  not  an  easy  problem;  the  causes  which  produce  insanity  are  many 
and  far-reaching  in  their  effects,  and  are  firmly  ingrafted  upon  the 
habits  and  customs  of  modern  civilization.  This  is  not  the  place  to 
discuss  in  detail  so  important  a  question,  but  a  few  facts  which  have 
come  under  my  observation  may  be  of  interest. 

There  have  been  committed  to  this  institution  during  the  last  two 
years,  ending  June  30,  1898,  430  patients.     Of  these,  51  had  been  in  an 
asylum    before,  some  of  them  two,  three,  and  a  few  as  many  as  five 
times.     Of   the   430   patients,  81,  or  18.8  per  cent,  used  or  had  used 
alcohol,  in  some  form,  to  excess;  52,  or  12  per  cent,  used  morphine  or 
cocaine,  either   separate,  or  together,  and  frequently  with    alcohol  to 
excess.     In  153  cases  no  report  as  to  the  use  of  alcohol  was  made  on  the 
accompanying  commitment,  and  the  meager  family  history  given  in  the 
commitment  gave  no  information  in  regard  to  the  matter.     There  is  no 
reason  why   alcohol,   morphine,   and   cocaine   should   not   be   classed 
together  as  immediate  or  exciting  causes  of  insanity.     If  we  do  this, 
we  have  133  of  the  430  cases,  or  about  30  per  cent  of  all  the  cases  com- 
mitted, using  some  deleterious  drug  to  excess.     Here  we  evidently  have 
some  of  the  most  prolific  causes  of  insanity  brought  to  light.     Among 
the  remoter  predisposing  causes,  heredity  takes  first  rank.     This  is  a 
universally  admitted  fact  by  nearly  all  of  the  authors  upon  insanity. 
But  how  is  this  hereditary  predisposition  acquired?     Certainly  a  pre- 
disposition to  insanity  is  not  a  normal  condition.     It  is  a  well-known 
fact  that  the  improper  use  of  alcohol  in  any  of  its  various  forms,  or  the 
use  of  morphine   or  cocaine  to  excess,   produces  degeneration  'in   the 
nervous  tissue  of  the  offspring.     The  children  of  such  parents,  as  a 
rule,  have  less  mental  capacity,  less  energy,  or  less  nervous  force,  are 
more   liable   to  suf!er  from   nervous   diseases  in  their   various  forms, 
particularly  from  epilepsy,  hysteria,  chorea,  and  insanity.     They  have 
frequently  an  inherited  tendency  to  the  use  of  stimulants,  and  a  weak 
will  to  resist  temptations  to  excesses,  thus  increasing  and  perpetuating 
the  tendency  to  nervous  and  somatic  degeneration,  until  finally  the 
family  becomes  extinct.      Kraepelin,  a  celebrated  author  on  insanity, 
says:  "Among  the  poisons  which  cause  disturbance  of  the  mental  facul- 
ties, alcohol  plays  by  far  the  most  important  part.     From  10  to  30  and 
even  40  per  cent  of  all  cases  of  mental  derangement  are  produced  by 
alcohol  in   some  form.      The  causative  significance  of    the   action    of 
alcohol  above  all  else  depends  upon  its  poisonous  action  upon  the  cortex 
or  gray  substance  of  the  brain." 

Demme,  another  German  writer,  in  his  work  on  the  influence  of  alco- 
hol upon  the  organism  of  children,  says:  "Twenty  families  were  under 
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observation  for  twelve  years;  tliese  families  were  divided  into  two 
groups.  In  the  first  group,  the  parents  were  drinkers;  the  second  group 
were  temperate.  Among  the  group  of  drinkers  there  were  57  children, 
and  of  these  only  10,  or  17.5  per  cent  were  entirely  normal.  The  other 
children  suffered  from  various  forms  of  degeneration,  deformity,  chorea, 
epilepsy,  idiocy,  and  some  were  dwarfs.  Twenty-five,  or  43.7  per  cent, 
died  before  the  end  of  the  first  year  of  life.  Among  the  temperate 
families,  there  were  61  children;  of  these,  only  5  died  in  childhood. 
Fifty,  or  81.9  per  cent,  were  healthy;"  and  he  adds,  "  these  experiences 
show  conclusively  that  chronic  alcoholic  poisoning  not  only  destroys 
the  individual  who  drinks,  but  places  the  stamp  of  degeneration  upon 
the  coming  generations." 

Clauston,  a  well-known  English  writer  upon  insanity,  says,  in  speak- 
ing of  the  causes  of  insanity:  "Alcohol  is,  unfortunately,  the  most 
common  of  all  the  causes  of  insanity,  in  some  cases  producing  it  de  novo, 
and  in  others  bringing  into  activity,  hereditary  and  acquired  brain 
weaknesses.  From  15  to  20  per  cent  of  the  cases  of  mental  disease 
may,  taking  the  country  throughout,  be  put  down  to  alcohol,  as  a  cause, 
wholly  or  in  part.  There  are  few  of  the  unfavorable  conditions  of  life 
that  by  themselves  cause  more  human  degeneration  than  by  the  use  of 
alcohol.  These  degenerations  are  transmitted  from  generation  to  gen- 
eration in  some  form  or  other  by  hereditary  laws,  if  not  corrected  by 
new  and  improved  conditions  of  life." 

CLINICAL    RECORD. 

From  the  opening  of  this  institution  on  the  12tli  day  of  December, 
1893,  up  to  May  1,  1898,  no  well-defined  plan  had  been  adopted  for 
keeping  a  clinical  record.  Up  to  this  time  each  physician  made  such 
notes  of  his  cases  as  were  necessary  for  a  careful  understanding  of  the 
case.  Under  this  system  it  was  found  impossible,  without  great  labor, 
to  write  up  a  history  of  any  particular  case.  In  order  to  do  this  it 
would  be  necessary  to  review  the  notebook  from  the  time  the  patient 
was  admitted  until  the  case  was  discharged  or  had  died.  This  was 
found  to  be  very  unsatisfactory,  and  upon  consultation  with  Dr.  F.  W. 
Hatch,  General  Superintendent  of  the  State  Commission  in  Lunacy,  we 
have  devised  a  system  by  which  a  careful  history  is  kept  of  each  case 
from  the  time  the  patient  is  received  up  to  the  time  he'or  she  ceases  to 
be  an  inmate  of  this  hospital.  The  record  of  each  case  becomes  a  con- 
tinuous record  while  the  patient  remains  under  observation,  and  can  be 
referred  to  at  any  time  by  the  Superintendent  or  the  friends  of  the 
patient.  Each  case  is  numbered,  indorsed,  and  filed,  and  becomes  a  part 
of  the  records  of  the  institution.  Such  a  record,  if  properly  kept, 
besides  being  valuable  for  reference  by  the  medical  staff',  might  be  very 
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valuable  from  a  medico-legal  point  of  view,  in  cases  where  property 
rights  were  involved.  In  addition  to  this  record  and  as  a  part  of  the 
same,  careful  post-mortem  examinations  of  all  cases  dying  at  the 
hospital,  where  no  objection  is  made,  and  where  the  remains  are  buried 
at  the  hospital,  are  made.  These  exarninations  are  carefully  noted  in 
the  post-mortem  book,  and  become  a  part  of  the  clinical  record,  thus 
enabling  the  physician  to  verify  or  not,  as  the  case  may  be,  the 
diagnosis. 

WATER   SUPPLY. 

Since  my  last  annual  report  there  has  been  considerable  progress 
made  toward  completing  our  water-supply  system.  A  new  pipe  line  has 
been  laid  (12,  13,  and  14  inches),  and  a  contract  has  been  let  for  con- 
structing a  dam  to  impound  water  for  same.  The  total  cost  fii  pipe 
line  and  dam  will  be  about  $11,000.  When  this  system  has  been  com- 
pleted, as  it  will  be  in  a  few  months,  we  will  have  a  complete  water 
system,  which  will  furnish  us  ample  Avater  for  all  of  the  needs  of  the 
hospital  and  grounds,  for  lighting,  and,  during  most  of  the  year,  power 
for  running  machinery. 

SICKNESS. 

During  the  last  fiscal  year,  the  health  of  the  institution  has  been 
excellent.     No  epidemic  or  contagious  diseases. 

FARM    AND    GARDEN. 

It  will  be  seen,  by  reference  to  the  Steward's  report,  that  sufficient  hay 
has  been  raised  on  the  farm  to  more  than  supply  the  demands  of  the 
institution;  the  surplus  has  been  sold  and  the  money  placed  to  the  credit 
of  the  contingent  fund.  The  garden  has  furnished  an  ample  supply  of 
all  vegetables  used,  as  well  as  a  supply  of  potatoes  for  about  six  months 
of  the  year. 

LIGHTING    PLANT. 

Our  water-supply  system  will  be  completed  in  a  short  time,  when  we 
will  be  prepared  to  furnish  water  power  for  electric  lighting,  and  I  would 
recommend  that  your  Honorable  Board  ask  the  next  Legislature  for  an 
appropriation  for  that  purpose.  The  estimated  cost  of  waterwheel,  and 
a  dynamo  that  will  furnish  360  lights,  with  a  capacity  for  several  arc 
lights,  is  $1,000;  freight  and  setting  up  of  same,  $250;  cost  of  wiring 
and  for  lamps,  $750;  making  a  total  estimated  cost  of  the  entire  plant 
of  $2,000. 

ICE    PLANT   AND    COOLING    ROOM. 

The  same  urgent  necessity  still  exists  for  an  ice  plant  and  cold-Btor- 
age  room  for  keeping  meat,  etc.,  as  heretofore.  In  a  hot  climate  like 
this,  ice  and  cold  storage  become  a  necessity.  The  estimated  cost  of 
such  a  plant,  outside  of  a  building  for  the  same,  is  $3,000. 
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BUILDING    FOR     LIGHTING     PLANT. 

A  small  building  will  be  necessary  to  house  the  lighting  plant,  and 
also  the  ice  plant.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  same  will  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  $1,000. 

ASSEMBLY    HALL. 

This  institution  is  yet  without  an  assembly  hall.  The  hall  which  we 
are  at  present  using  was  intended  for  a  dormitory  for  patients,  and  it  is 
entirely  inadequate  for  an  assembly  hall.  The  present  plans  of  the 
buildings  contemplate  the  erection  of  such  a  hall  between  the  present 
Ward  Building  and  the  Administration  Building  soon  to  be  erected. 
Not  until  this  hall  is  built  will  the  structure  be  complete.  The  esti- 
mated cost  of  such  a  hall,  or  building,  to  contain  an  assembly  hall,  is 
$16,000. 

FIRE   PROTECTION     FOR   ATTICS. 

The  institution  is  well  protected  from  fire,  with  the  exception  of  the 
several  attics.  Should  a  fire  break  out  in  either  of  these  attics,  it 
would  be  very  difficult  to  control  it.  The  ventilators  from  the  wards 
open  into  the  attics,  and  through  these  ventilators  dust,  lint,  etc.,  are 
carried  by  the  draft  and  deposited  in  the  attics.  This  deposit  is  very 
imflammable,  and  if  a  fire  should  ever  start  it  would  be  difficult 
to  control  it.  The  access  to  these  attics  is  through  an  opening  in  the 
ceiling  of  the  upper  wards,  and  by  ladder  only.  There  are  no  fire 
hydrants  in  any  of  the  attics,  and  in  case  of  a  fire  at  this  point  we 
would  be  practically  helpless.  A  passageway  to  these  attics  should  be 
constructed,  so  that  they  will  be  easy  of  access  when  necessary.  The 
ventilators  should  be  extended  outside  of  the  building,  and  an  efficient 
water  system  put  in,  which  could  be  used  in  case  of  a  fire.  This  is  a 
matter  that  requires  urgent  attention.  The  estimated  cost  of  these 
improvements  is  $5,000. 

SEWER. 

The  sewage  from  the  present  system  is  dropped  into  a  small  creek  on 
the  ground  of  J.  P.  Hoflman,  about  8,500  feet  from  the  building.  Dur- 
ing the  dry  season  this  creek  becomes  dry  and  deposits  from  the  sewer 
make  it  very  offensive.  Trouble  is  sure  to  arise,  unless  this  condition 
of  affairs  is  corrected.  Probably  the  surest  and  most  effectual  way  to 
do  this  is  by  fire.  In  many  places  sewage  and  other  garbage  are  effec- 
tually and  economically  destroyed  by  cremation.  This  will  involve  an 
expense  probably  of  about  $10,000  for  a  plant.  From  what  information 
1  can  get,  the  expense  after  the  plant  has  been  erected  will  be  very 
small.  An  extension  of  the  sewer  would  involve  considerable  expense, 
and  in  the  near  future  would  probably  be  subject  to  the  same  objection 
as  at  present,  that  it  would  become  offensive.  If  a  crematory  is  built 
and  it  gives  satisfaction,  the  sewage  would  no  longer  be  a  disturbing 
feature. 
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FURNITURE    FOR    WARDS    AND    CENTER    BUILDING. 

When  the  Administration  Building  is  completed  and  ready  for  occu- 
pancy we  will  have  two  new  wards,  which  will  accommodate  about  one 
hundred  and  fifty  more  patients.     These  wards  will  have  to  be  furnished. 

It  will  cost  about  $20  per  bed  to  do  this,  or  about $3,000  00 

Cost  of  furnishing  7  attendants'  rooms 210  00 

Cost  of  furnishing  two  ward  dining-rooms 300  00 

Estimated  cost  for  furniture  for  Administration  Building 3,000  00 

Total  estimated  cost  for  furniture $6,510  00 

MAINTENANCE. 

The  number  of  patients  in  the  hospital  on  June  30,  1898,  was  477. 
The  average  increase  for  the  last  four  years  has  been  between  5  and  6 
each  month.  At  this  rate  of  increase,  we  would  have  on  June  30,  1899, 
about  550  patients.  The  average  cost  per  capita  for  the  last  year  has 
been  nearly  45  cents  per  day.  Figuring  at  this  rate  for  550  patients  for 
the  year,  it  will  take  an  appropriation  of  $90,337  50. 

At  the  same  rate  of  increase,  we  will  have  during  the  year  1900  and 
1901,  620  patients,  which,  at  the  same  per  capita  cost,  would  require  an 
appropriation  of  $101,835.     Total  for  the  two  years,  $192,172  50.

ENTERTAINMENTS. 

As  before  mentioned,  we  are  ver}""  much  in  need  of  an  assembly  hall 
for  entertainments  and  for  religious  services.  The  dormitory  now  in  use 
for  such  purposes  is  much  too  small,  and  in  summer  is  very  warm  and 
uncomfortable,  and  besides  it  will  soon  be  needed  for  patients.  For  this 
reason,  our  entertainments  have  not  been  as  satisfactory  as  they  would 
have  been  had  we  had  sufficient  room. 

The  steadily  increasing  number  of  patients  renders  the  erection  of  an 
assembly  hall  a  more  pressing  necessity  than  ever.

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LAWS  AND  AMENDMENTS  RECOMMENDED. 

In  order  to  introduce  system  and  economy  into  the  expenditure  of 
road  funds,  this  Department  recommends  the  subjoined  laws  and 
amendments.  They  are  the  result  of  the  earnest  studies  of  the  members, 
and  are  based  on  examinations  extending  throughout  every  county  in 
this  State,  and  of  special  studies  of  the  road  system  of  England,  France, 
Germany,  Russia,  Switzerland,  and  Italy.  If  the  expenditures  which 
this  State  has  made  for  this  work  are  to  result  in  anything,  it  must  be 
in  a  fair  and  thorough  trial  of  these  measures,  and  without  the  crude 
modifications  which  may  be  suggested  by  those  whose  duties  do  not 
permit  them  to  make  a  thorough  study  of  the  entire  subject.  The 
measures  are  not  radical,  they  do  not  subvert  the  method  of  road 
administration  in  the  State,  but  they  do  present  practical  lines  along 
which  the  evils  of  the  present  system  may  be  corrected.  Minor  defects 
may  be  adjusted  at  future  sessions  of  the  Legislature,  and  improve- 
ments may  be  grafted  upon  the  system  herein  proposed,  as  knowledge 
of  road-building  extends.     The  laws  and  amendments  are  as  follows: 

( 1 )  An  Act  to  classify  the  roads  of  the  State  of  California,  and  to 
define  each  class. 

(2)  To  amend  Article  III,  Section  2643,  par.  7,  P.  C,  so  as  to  set 
apart  fifty  (50)  per  cent  of  the  levy  therein  made  for  permanent  road 
work  on  such  highways,  as  the  county  authorities  may  deem  best. 

(3)  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  acceptance  of  highways  of  the  first 
class  by  the  State,  and  for  the  maintenance  of  the  same,  and  to  make 
an  appropriation  therefor. 

(4)  To  amend  Section  2651,  to  correspond  with  Section  2643  as 
amended. 

(5)  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  location,  construction,  and  mainte- 
nance of  highways,  owned  and  controlled  by  the  State,  by  the  levy  of  a 
tax,  and  the  creation  of  a  fund  therefor. 

(6)  An  amendment  to  Chapter  CXVII,  Statutes  and  Amendments 
of   1897 — the  wide-tire  law. 

(7)  An  amendment  to  Chapter  CCLXXII,  creating  the  Department 
of  Highways. 

These  acts  and  amendments  are  appended  in  full: 
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AN  ACT 

To  Classify  the  Roads  in  the  State  of  California,  and  to  Define  Each  Class. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as 

follows:  • 

Section  1.  The  roads  within  the  limits  of  the  State  of  California  shall  hereafter  be 
classified  as  follows: 

The  first  class  to  include  all  highways  designated  as  State  Highways ;  the  second  class 
to  include  all  highways  designated  as  County  Thoroughfares;  and  the  third  class  to 
include  all  highways  designated  as  District  Roads. 

Sec.  2.  The  following  roads,  when  definitely  located  by  the  Department  of  High- 
ways, are  hereby  declared  to  belong  to  the  first  class : 

1.  A  highway  commencing  on  the  State  line  between  the  State  of  California  and  the 
State  of  Oregon,  at  or  near  the  point  where  the  said  State  line  is  intersected  by  the  road 
from  Yreka,  California,  to  Ashland,  Oregon,  and  extending  thence  southerly,  along  the 
best  grades  and  alignments,  through  the  counties  of  Siskiyou,  Shasta,  Tehama,  Butte, 
Yuba,  Sutter,  Sacramento,  San  Joaquin,  Stanislaus,  Merced,  Madera,  Fresno,  Tulare, 
Kern,  Los  Angeles,  Orange  and  San  Diego,  to  Tia  Juana,  in  the  last- named  county. 

2.  A  highway  commencing  at  Crescent  City,  in  Del  Norte  County,  and  extending 
south  and  southeasterly,  on  the  best  grades  and  alignments,  through  the  counties  of 
Del  Norte,  Humboldt,  Mendocino,  Sonoma,  and  Marin,  to  the  City  of  Sausalito. 

3.  A  highway  commencing  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  extending 
thence  southeasterly,  on  the  best  grades  and  alignments,  through  the  counties  of  San 
Mateo,  Santa  Clara,  San  Benito,  Monterey,  San  Luis  Obispo,  Santa  Barbara,  A^entura, 
and  Los  Angeles,  to  the  City  of  Los  Angeles. 

4.  A  highway  commencing  at  a  point  upon  the  State  Highway  through  Tehama 
County,  at  or  near  the  station  of  Tehama,  and  extending  thence  southerly,  on  the  best 
grades  and  alignments,  through  the  counties  of  Tehama,  Glenn,  Colusa,  Yolo,  and 
Solano,  to  the  City  of  Vallejo. 

5.  A  highway  commencing  at  the  City  of  Martinez,  and  extending  thence  southerly, 
on  the  best  grades  and  alignments,  through  the  counties  of  Contra  Costa,  Alameda, 
San  Joaquin,  Stanislaus,  Merced,  Fresno,  Kings,  and  Kern,  to  a  point  on  the  State 
Highway  through  Kern  County,  at  or  near  the  City  of  Bakersfield. 

6.  A  highway  commencing  at  a  point  upon  the  State  Highway  through  Siskiyou 
County,  near  the  westerly  base  of  Mount  Shasta,  and  extending  thence  southerly,  on  the 
best  grades  and  alignments,  through  the  counties  of  Siskiyou,  Shasta,  Lassen,  Plumas, 
Sierra,  Nevada,  Placer,  El  Dorado,  Alpine,  Mono,  Inyo,  and  Kern,  to  Indian  Wells,  in 
the  last-named  county. 

^  7.  A  highway  commencing  at  the  City  of  Areata,  in  Humboldt  County,  and  extend- 
ing thence  soutlieasterly,  on  the  best  grades  and  alignments,  through  the  counties  of 
Humboldt,  Trinity,  and  Tehama,  to  a  point  on  the  State  Highway  through  Tehama 
County,  at  or  near  the  City  of  Red  Bluff. 

8.  A  highway  commencing  at  a  point  on  the  State  Highway  through  Shasta  County, 
north  of  the  City  of  Redding,  and  extending  thence  northeasterly,  on  the  best  grades 
and  alignments,  through  the  counties  of  Shasta,  Lassen,  and  Modoc,  to  Fort  Bidwell,  in 
the  last-named  county. 

9.  A  highway  commencing  at  the  City  of  Marysville,  and  extending  thence  northerly 
and  northeasterly,  on  the  best  grades  and  alignments,  through  the  counties  of  Yuba, 
Butte.  Plumas,  and  Lassen,  to  Susanville,  in  the  last-mentioned  county. 

10.  A  highway  commencing  at  the  City  of  Ukiah,  and  extending  thence  southerly,  on 
the  best  grades  and  alignments,  through  the  counties  of  Mendocino,  Lake,  and  Yolo,  to 
the  City  of  Sacramento,  thence  easterly,  through  the  counties  of  Sacramento  and  El 
Dorado,  to  a  point  on  the  State  line  between  the  State  of  California  and  the  Slate  of 
Nevada,  at  or  near  its  intersection  by  the  Lake  Tahoe  Wagon  Road. 

IL  A  highway  commencing  at  or  near  the  City  of  Santa  Rosa,  and  extending  thence 
southeasterly,  on  the  best  grades  and  alignments,  through  the  counties  of  Sonoma, 
Napa,  and  Solano,  to  Suisun,  in  the  last-named  county. 
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12.  A  highway  commencing  at  a  point  on  the  State  Highway  running  north  from 
Sacramento,  and  extending  thence  northeasterly,  on  the  best  grades  and  alignments, 
through  the  counties  of  Sacramento,  I'lacer,  Nevada,  and  Sierra,  to  a  point  on  the  State 
Highway  through  Sierra  County,  near  Sierraville,  in  the  last-mentioned  county. 

13.  A  highway  commencing  at  the  City  of  Oakland,  and  extending  thence  easterly,  on 
the  best  grades  and  alignments,  through  the  counties  of  Alameda  and  San  Joaquin,  toa 
point  on  the  State  Highway  through  San  .loaquin  County,  south  of  the  City  of  Stockton. 

14.  A  highway  commencingat  the  City  of  Oakland,  and  running  thence  northerly  and 
easterly,  on  the  best  grades  and  alignments,  through  the  counties  of  Alameda  and  Contra 
Costa,  to  the  City  of  Martinez. 

15.  A  highway  commencing  at  lone,  Amador  County,  and  extending  thence  easterly! 
on  the  best  grades  and  alignments,  through  Amador,  Calaveras,  Tuolumne,  and  Mariposa 
counties,  to  the  county  seat  of  the  last-named  county. 

16.  A  highway  commencing  at  a  point  on  the  State  Highwaj'  through  Santa  Clara 
County,  at  or  near  the  City  of  Gilroy,  and  extending  thence  northeasterly,  on  the  best 
grades  and  alignments,  through  the  counties  of  Santa  Clara,  San  Benito,  Merced,  Mari- 
posa, Tuolumne,  and  Mono,  to  a  point  on  the  State  Highway  through  the  last-named 
county,  near  .Mono  Lake. 

17.  A  highway  commencing  at  a  point  on  the  State  Highway  through  Santa  Clara 
County,  at  or  near  the  City  of  Gilroy,  and  extending  thence  southeasterly  and  easterly, 
on  the  best  grades  and  alignments,  through  the  counties  of  Santa  Clara,  San  Benito,  and 
Fresno,  to  the  City  of  Fresno. 

18.  A  highway  commencing  at  the  (Mty  of  Modesto  and  extending  thence  north- 
easterly, on  the  best  grades  and  alignments,  through  the  counties  of  Stanislaus  and 
Tuolumne,  to  the  City  of  Sonora. 

19.  A  highway  commencing  at  or  near  the  City  of  Hollister,  and  extending  thence 
southeasterly,  on  the  best  grades  and  alignments,  through  the  counties  of  San  Benito 
and  Fresno,  to  a  point  on  the  westerly  State  Highway  through  the  last-named  county, 
near  Huron. 

20.  A  highway  commencing  at  a  point  on  the  State  Highway  through  San  Luis 
Obispo  County,  at  or  near  San  .Miguel,  and  extending  thence  easterly,  on  the  best  grades 
and  alignments,  through  the  counties  of  San  Luis  Obispo  and  Kern,  to  a  point  on  the 
westerly  State  Highway  in  the  last-mentioned  county. 

21.  A  highway  commencing  at  Port  Harford,  in  San  Luis  Obispo  County,  and  extend- 
ing thence  southeasterly  and  northeasterly,  on  the  best  grades  and  alignments, 
through  the  counties  of  San  Luis  Obispo,  Santa  Barbara,  and  Kern,  to  Indian  Wells,  in 
the  last-named  county. 

22.  A  highway  commencingat  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  and  extending  thence  easterly 
on  the  best  grades  and  alignments,  through  the  counties  of  Los  Angeles  and  San  Ber- 
nardino, to  the  City  of  San  Bernardino;  thence  southwesterly,  on  the  best  grades  and 
alignments,  through  the  counties  of  San  Bernardino,  Riverside,  and  Orange,  to  the  City 
of  Santa  Ana,  in  Orange  County. 

23.  A  highway  commencing  at  a  point  on  the  State  Highway  through  Shasta  County, 
north  of  the  City  of  Redding,  and  extending  thence  northwesterly,  on  the  best  grades 
and  alignments,  through  the  counties  of  Shasta  and  Trinity,  to  Weaverville,  in  the  last- 
named  county. 

24.  A  highway  commencing  at  Colusa,  and  extending  thence  westerly,  on  the  best 
grades  and  alignments,  through  the  county  of  Colusa,  to  a  point  on  the  State  IHghway 
through  said  county. 

25.  A  highway  commencing  at  Markleeville,  and  extending  thence  easterly,  on  the 
best  grades  and  alignments,  to  a  point  on  the  State  Highway  through  Alpine  County. 

26.  A  highway  commencing  at  Mariposa,  and  extending  thence  northwesterly,  on 
the  best  grades  and  alignments,  to  a  point  on  the  State  Highway  through  .Mariposa 
County. 

27.  A  highway  commencing  at  the  City  of  Visalia  and  extending  thence  westerly,  on 
the  best  grades  and  alignments,  through  the  counties  of  Tulare  and  Kings,  to  the  City 
of  Hanford,  in  Kings  County. 

28.  A  highway  commencing  at  a  point  on  the  State  Highway  through  Alameda 
County,  at  or  near  Niles,  and  extending  thence  southerly,  on  the  best  grades  and  align- 
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ments,  through  Alameda  and  Santa  Clara  counties,  to  the  City  of  San  Jos6;  thence 
southwesterly,  on  the  best  grades  and  alignments,  through  the  counties  of  Santa  Clara 
and  Santa  Cruz,  to  a  point  on  the  State  Highway  through  Santa  Cruz  County,  near 
Watsonville. 

29.  A  highway  commencing  at  the  City  of  Sonora,  and  extending  thence  easterly' 
on  the  best  grades  and  alignments,  through  the  counties  of  Tuolumne  and  Mono,  to 
a  point  on  the  State  Highway  in  the  last-named  county. 

Sec.  3.  The  roads  of  the  second  class,  or  County  Thoroughfares,  shall  be  the  most 
important  roads  in  each  county,  as  set  apart  and  so  declared  by  the  Boards  of  Super- 
visors of  the  several  counties,  in  discharging  which  duty  they  may  call  upon  the 
Department  of  Highways,  in  writing,  for  such  advice  and  counsel  as  said  Boards  of 
Supervisors  may  desire. 

Sec  4.  The  roads  of  the  third  class,  or  District  Roads,  shall  embrace  all  existing 
county  roads  now  recognized  and  set  apart  by  law,  and  not  enumerated  in  sections  two 
and  three  of  this  Act  as  State  Highways  or  County  Thoroughfares,  together  with  such 
additional  roads  as  may  be  laid  out,  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Cali' 
fornia,  by  the  Boards  of  Supervisors  of  the  several  counties. 

Sec.  5.  All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Sec.  6.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage. 

Article  III,  Section  2643,  par.  7,  Political  Code,  to  be  amended  as 
follows: 

Cause  the  road  tax  collected  each  year  to  be  apportioned  and  kept  in  separate  funds 
by  the  County  Treasurer,  as  follows: 

F?fty  per  cent  of  all  moneys  so  collected  shall  be  apportioned  as  now  provided  by  law. 
The  remaining  fifty  per  cent  of  taxes  so  collected  shall  be  apportioned  to  a  fund  to  be 
known  and  designated  as  the  "  Good  Roads  Fund."  All  moneys  so  apportioned  to  the 
"Good  Roads  Fund"  must  be  expended  by  the  Boards  of  Supervisors  of  the  various 
counties  in  the  following  manner,  and  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  named,  and  in  no 
other  way,  and  for  no  other  purposes,  to  wit : 

For  laying  out,  grading,  draining,  sprinkling,  graveling,  or  macadamizing  the  princi- 
pal highways  of  the  county,  and  the  purchase  of  all  road  machinery  necessary  for  the 
construction  of  said  highways  and  maintenance  of  same,  and  the  purchase  of  water 
rights,  and  all  necessary  property  to  insure  a  perfect  sprinkling  system ;  for  the  con- 
struction of  all  substructures  necessary  to  the  perfect  drainage  of  a  highway  or  road 
all  of  which  substructures  shall  consist  of  masonry,  concrete,  salt-glazed  sewer  pipe 
iron  or  steel ;  no  lumber  nor  perishable  material  shall  be  used,  except  for  bridge  floor, 
ing,  when  deemed  absolutely  necessary. 

For  the  better  guidance  of  road  construction  and  the  expenditure  of  moneys  in  the 
''Good  Roads  Fund,"  the  following  shall  be  the  order  of  constructing  said  highways, 
and  the  Boards  of  Supervisors  shall  observe  this  order,  so  far  as  possible  so  to  do : 

First— The  laying  out  of  a  highway  on  the  best  grades  anil  alignments  possible. 

Second— The  grading  and  draining  of  said  highways. 

Third— The  construction  of  permanent  substructures. 

Fourth — The  establishment  of  a  sprinkling  plant  for  said  highways. 

Fifth— The  graveling  or  macadamizing  of  all  such  highways. 

To  perform  any  work  or  construct  any  substructures  under  this  section,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  must,  by  proper  order,  direct  the  County  Surveyor  to  make  definite  surveys 
of  the  proposed  work  and  to  prepare  plans,  profiles,  and  cross-sections  thereof,  and  to 
submit  the  same,  with  estimate  of  the  amount,  or  amounts,  of  work  to  be  done,  and  the 
probable  cost  thereof,  and  with  specifications  therefor,  duly  approved  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Highways  of  the  State  of  California.  The  said  report  shall  be  prepared  in 
triplicate,  one  copy  to  be  filed  in  the  Surveyor's  office,  one  with  the  Department  of 
Highways  of  said  State,  and  the  other  to  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors. The  board,  upon  receipt  of  such  report,  must  advertise  for  bids  for  the  perform- 
ance of  the  work  specified,  as  provided  in  this  section.  All  bidders  must  be  afforded 
opportunity  to  examine  such  plans  and  specifications,  and  said  board  shall  award  the 
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contract  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  and  a  copy  of  the  plans  and  specifications  so 
adopted  shall  be  attached  to  and  become  a  part  of  the  contract;  and  the  person,  or 
corporation,  to  whom  the  contract  is  awarded  shall  be  required  to  execute  a  bond,  to  be 
approved  by  said  board,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  such  contract;  provided,  th&t 
after  the  submission  of  the  bids  as  herein  provided,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  being 
advised  by  the  County  i^urveyor  that  the  worii  can  be  done  for  a  sum  less  than  the 
lowest  responsible  bid,  it  shall  then  be  their  privilege  to  reject  all  bids,  and  to  order  the 
work  done  or  structure  built,  by  day's  work,  under  the  supervision  and  control  of  said 
Surveyor;  provided  further,  that  the  Surveyor  in  each  case  shall  be  held  personally 
responsible,  under  his  official  bond,  to  construct  the  work  and  furnish  material,  at  cost 
not  to  exceed  the  amount  of  the  lowest  responsible  bid  received. 

The  furnishing  of  all  material  or  machinery  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  shall  be 
done  by  contract  and  advertisement  for  bids  in  the  same  manner  as  far  as  possible  as 
designated  herein  for  road  work. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  decide  all  questions  pertaining  to  this  Act  by  a 
majority  vote  of  all  members  of  the  board. 

The  County  Surveyor  and  Department  of  Highways  of  the  State  shal]  have  power  to 
inspect  any  work  or  advise  as  to  the  efficiency  or  quality  of  all  materials  so'  purchased 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  and  upon  the  written  request 
of  the  Surveyor  and  Department  of  Highways,  any  failures  to  comply  with  the  con- 
tract or  contracts,  or  any  defects  in  the  character  of  material  furnished,  shall  be  remedied 
by  the  contractor,  and  in  default  thereof,  the  board  shall  have  power  to  deduct  the  value 
of  such  failure  or  defect  from  the  contract  price  agreed  to  be  paid  the  contractor. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  must  employ  the  County  Surveyor  to  superintend  the  work 
contemplated  by  this  Act,  and,  provided  said  Surveyor  is  not  a  salaried  officer,  must 
allow  him  fair  compensation  for  such  service. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  have  the  power  to  make  partial  payments  upon  all 
contracts  let  by  virtue  of  this  Act,  not  to  exceed  seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  work 
done  when  the  same  shall  be  certified  by  the  County  Surveyor  as  properly  performed. 

No  contract  shall  be  let  in  conformity  to  this  Act  exceeding  the  amount  of  money 
in  the  "Good  Roads  Fund  "of  any  county,  or  the  estimated  amount  to  be  paid  into 
said  fund  during  the  fiscal  year  in  which  said  contract  is  entered  into. 

Section  2651,  Political  Code,  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  must  annually  set  apart  from  the  property  road  tax  col- 
lected from  all  sources,  fifty  (50)  per  cent,  to  be  set  aside  as  provided  in  Article  III, 
Section  2643,  par.  7,  Political  Code;  thirty-five  (35)  per  cent  of  the  remainder  of  said 
road  tax  may  be  set  aside  for  general  county  road  purposes;  from  which  sum  so  set 
apart  they  may  direct  such  amounts  to  be  paid  as  may  be  found  necessary  for  such 
general  county  road  purposes  in  which  the  inhabitants  of  all  the  districts  within  the 
county  are  more  or  less  interested,  or  to  assist  weak  or  impoverished  districts  in  keeping 
their  roads  in  repair,  to  be  applied  as  the  said  board  may  order  or  direct;  provided,  that 
the  Boards  of  Supervisors  in  the  several  counties  shall  have  no  power  to  create  a  debt 
on  any  road  district  in  excess  of  the  estimated  amount  of  receipts  from  said  district  for 
the  current  fiscal  year. 

AN   ACT 

To  Provide   for   the  Acceptance  of  Highways  of  the   First  Class  by  the  Statu' 
AND  THE  Maintenance  of  the  Same,  and  to  Make  an  Appropriation  Therefor. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Whenever  five  (5)  or  more  consecutive  miles  of  a  highway  of  the  first 
class,  as  Refined  in  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  classify  the  roads  in  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia, and  to  define  each  class,"  shall  have  been  located  and  constructed  within  the 
limits  of  any  county,  in  conformity  with  plans  and  specifications  approved  by  the 
Department  of  Highways,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  such  county  may  petition  the 
Department  of  Highways  to  accept  said  portion  of  road  and  to  maintain  the  same. 

Sec.  2.    Said  Department  shall  thereupon  examine  said  road  and  certify  to  the  Gov- 
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ernor  of  the  State  whether  or  no  such  location  and  construction  have  been  in  conformity 
vrith  the  plans  and  specifications  therefor,  and  if  in  its  opinion  said  road  should  be 
accepted.  Should  such  opinion  be  favorable  and  meet  the  approval  of  the  Gos'ernor> 
such  road  must  then  be  accepted  by  the  Department  in  the  name  of  tlie  State,  and  shall 
thereafter  be  maintained  by  the  Department  of  Highways,  as  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  3.  An  appropriation  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
maj-  be  necessary,  is  hereby  made  for  the  purposes  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  during  the  fiscal  years  of  1S99-1900  and  1900-1901 ;  said  fund  to  be  designated  as  the 
''State  Highway  Maintenance  Fund."' 

Skc.  4.  On  or  before  September  1,  1900,  and  biennially  thereafter,  the  Department  of 
Highways  must  certify  to  the  State  Controller  the  amount  necessary  to  maintain  said 
highways  of  the  first  class  for  the  following  two  fiscal  years.  The  Controller  shall 
include  this  amount  in  his  estimate  of  expenditures,  and  which,  when  paid  into  the 
State  Treasury,  must  be  credited  to  said  fund. 

Sbc.  5.  The  Department  of  Highways  is  hereby  authorized  to  advertise  for  bids  in 
two  newspapers  in  the  county  in  which  the  road  is  situated,  for  contracts  to  sprinkle 
roll,  and  maintain  such  State  Highways  as  may  be  accepted  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  and  for  the  necessary  appliances  and  machinery  for  said  work.  Said  Department 
shall  have  the  power  to  reject  any  and  all  bids  and  order  the  work  done  by  day's  labor 
for  an  amount  less  than  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  and  the  commissioner  is  respon- 
sible on  his  bond  that  the  work  shall  be  done  according  to  the  plans  and  specifications. 
Said  bids  to  be  filed  with  the  County  Clerk  of  the  county  in  which  said  highway  is 
situated,  and  to  be  opened  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Highways  at  the 
office  of  said  clerk  on  a  day  specified  in  said  advertisement  foi  bids. 

Sec.  6.  The  money  paid  into  the  State  Highway  Maintenance  Fund  is  hereby  appro- 
priated, without  reference  to  fiscal  years,  for  the  exclusive  purpose  of  maintaining  State 
Highways.  All  claims  against  the  State  Highway  Maintenance  Fund  must  be  made  by 
warrants  drawn  against  said  fund  by  the  State  Controller  in  the  name  of  the  person  or 
persons  rendering  the  services  or  furnishing  material  provided  for  in  this  Act,  and  must 
be  audited  and  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Highways  and  by 
the  State  Board  of  Examiners.  The  State  Controller  is  hereby  directed  and  authorized 
to  draw  said  warrants,  when  so  audited  and  approved,  and  the  State  Treasurer  is  author- 
ized to  pay  said  warrants  to  the  extent  of  moneys  available  therefor. 

Sec.  7.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  and  after  its  passage. 

A^'  ACT 

To  Provide  foe  the  Location,  Coxstecction,  and  Maintenance  of  Highways, 
Owned  or  to  be  Acquieed  by  the  State  of  Califobnia,  by  the  Levy  of  a 
Tax,  and  the  Creation  of  a  Fund  Therefor. 

ThePeopleof  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembh/,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  levied  annually,  for  each  liscal  year,  an  "ad  valorem" 
tax  of  two  and  one-half  cents  upon  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  of  value  of  the  tax- 
able property  of  the  State,  which  tax  shall  be  collected  by  the  several  officers  charged 
with  the  collection  of  State  taxes,  in  the  same  manner  and  at  the  same  lime  as  other 
State  taxes  are  collected,  upon  all  classes  or  any  class  of  property,  which  tax  is  for  the 
location,  construction,  and  maintenance  of  highways  owned  or  to  be  acquired  by  the 
State  of  California. 

Sec  2.  The  State  Board  of  Equalization,  at  the  time  when  it  annually  determines 
the  rate  of  State  taxes  to  be  collected,  must,  at  the  same  time,  declare  the  levy  of  said 
rate  of  two  and  one  half  cents  upon  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($U  0)  of  value  of  taxable 
property,  and  notify  the  Auditor  and  Board  of  Supervisors  of  each  county  thereof. 

^EC.  3.  The  money  collected  from  said  rate,  after  deducting  the  proportionate  share 
of  expenses  of  colleciing  from  the  same,  to  which  other  State  taxes  are  subject,  must  be 
paid  into  the  State  Treasury,  and  be  by  the  Treasurer  converted  into  a  separate  fund, 
hereby  created,  to  be  called  'The  State  Highway  Fund." 

Skc.  4.  The  money  paid  into  said  "State  Highway  Fund"  is  hereby  appropriated, 
without  reference  to  fiscal  years,  for  the  exclusive  purposes  of  locating,  constructing.

and  tuaintaining  State  Highways,  and  in  no  case  shall  any  portion  thereof  he  used  for 
the  acquisition  of  title  to  nor  rights  of  way  over  land  or  lands  through  cr  upon  which 
said  State  Highways  may  be  located.  All  claims  against  said  "State  Highway  Fund  " 
must  be  audited  by  the  Department  of  Highways,  and  approved  by  the  State  Board  of 
Examiners,  and  payments  shall  be  made  out  of  said  fund  only  upon  warrants  drawn 
against  the  said  "  State  Highway  Fund  "  by  tlie  State  Controller,  in  the  name  of  the  per- 
son or  persons  rendering  the  services  or  furnishing  material  provided  for  in  this  Act! 
and  the  State  Treasurer  is  hereby  directed  and  authorized  to  pay  said  warrants. 

Sec.  5.  Not  more  than  eight  percent  of  the  money  derived  from  said  "State  High- 
way Fund  "  shall  be  expended  in  any  one  county  of  the  State  in  any  one  fiscal  year. 

Skc.  6.  All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  7.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  Its  passage. 

Chapter  CXVII,  Statutes  and  Amendments,  1897,  to  be  amended  as 
follows:

All  other  vehicles  with  an  axle  greater  in  size  or  capacity  than  those  above  enumer- 
ated shall  have  tires  of  not  less  than  four  (4)  inches  in  width. 

Section  3  to  be  repealed. 

Section  4  to  be  numbered  3. 

Section  5  to  be  numbered  4. 

Sections  8  and  9  of  Chapter  CCLXXII  to  be  amended  to  read  as 
follows: 

Sec.  8.  The  Department  of  Highways  shall  take  possession,  in  the  name  of  the  Statci 
and  as  rapidly  as  the  funds  provided  therefor  will  permit,  of  all  roads  which  have  been 
or  may  be  declared  State  Highways,  and  in  cases  where  the  Legislature  may  define  the 
general  direction  and  route  of  a  Stale  Highway,  the  Department  shall  detinitely  locate 
the  same  upon  thebest grades  and  alignments,  and  as  closely  following  the  general  lines 
defined  by  the  Let:islature  as  the  topography  of  the  country  will  permit,  and  in  con- 
sonance with  the  best  interests  of  the  Stale;  and  wherever  the  location  of  an  existing 
county  road,  or  any  portion  thereof,  is  such  that  it  may  be  properly  defined  as  a  State 
Highway,  or  a  portion  thereof,  then  the  location  of  such  county  road  shall  be  utilized 
for  said  State  Highway;  provided,  that  all  highways  included  within  the  boundaries  of 
the  lands  of  State  institutions,  parks,  or  reservations,  now  governed  by  bodies  specified 
by  law,  are  hereby  expressly  excepted  from  the  jurisdiction  of  said  Department. 

Skc.  9.  The  Department  of  Highways  shall  have  power  to  locate,  construct,  and 
maintain  State  Highways  to  the  extent  of  the  funds  available,  and  to  this  end  advertise 
for  and  let  all  contracts;  purchase,  equip,  and  operate  the  necessary  quarries;  and 
accjuire  such  other  property  necessary  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  the 
roads  provided  for.  Whenever  it  shall  become  necessary  to  construct  any  part  of  the 
system  of  state  Highways,  as  herein  provided  for,  the  cost  of  which  exceeds  five  hundred 
dollars  ($'XX)),  the  Department  of  Highways  must  have  plans,  specifications,  and 
estimates  prepared  therefor  in  triplicate,  and  must  advertise  for  bids  for  a  period  of  two 
weeks  in  two  papers  of  general  circulaiion,  which  shall  give  the  lowest  rate  for  jiublica- 
tion,  published,  one  at  the  point  nearest  to  where  the  work  is  to  be  performed,  and  one 
at  the  State  Capital    Said  advertisement  shall  be  in  the  following  form  : 
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Department  of  Highways,  Sacramento,  Cal., ,  18—. 

Sealed  bids  will  be  received  by  the  Department  of  Highways  of  the  State  of  California, 

at  its  o(fice  in  the  State  Capitol,  Sacramento,  until o'clock, —m.,  18—  for 

in County,  California. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  said  work  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  said  Department  and 

in  the  office  of  the  County  Clerk  of County,  at ,  Cal.,  to  which  bidders  are 

hereby  referred.

REVIEW    OF    THE    RESULTS    OF    ROAD    EXAMINATIONvS— 
RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  former  Bureau  of  Highways  recommended  to  the  Legislature  of 
1897  several  laws  and  amendments  intended  to  bring  more  system  and 
economy  into  road  work. 

In  brief,  their  recommendations  were: 

That  the  maximum  rate  of  taxation  prescribed  by  law  for  road  pur- 
poses should  be  lowered  from  40  cents  to  35  cents  per  $100  of  assessed 
valuation; 

That  one  half  of  this  reduction,  namely,  iV-z  cents,  should  be  relevied 
on  all  property  within  the  State  for  the  construction  and  maintenance 
of  highways  of  State  importance; 

That  the  roads  be  classified  according  to  their  importance  to  the 
State,  to  the  various  counties  thereof,  and  to  the  districts  which  they 
ser\e. 

When  the  above  measures  came  before  the  Legislature  of  1897,  the 
essential  principles  were  entirely  modified. 

The  law  classifying  roads  was  radically  changed  by  the  introduction 
of  clauses  which  would  permit  of  making  unimportant  roads  State 
Highways,  when  they  could  never  form  the  essential  parts  or  links 
of  a  great  highway  system,  and  would  furthermore  place  no  limit  on 
the  mileage  of  such  additions  to  the  State's  obligation.  Recognizing 
the  evil  of  these  changes,  the  Executive  wisely  withheld  his  signature. 

The  recommendation  to  levy  23^  cents  tax  for  the  construction  of 
State  Highways  was  also  radically  changed  by  extracting  essential 
features  and  incorporating  them  in  another  bill,  practically  placing  85 
per  cent  of  that  levy  to  the  credit  of  the  counties  to  be  expended  under 
and  by  county  authoritie.s — also,  providing  that  State  officials  should 
indorse  bonds  issued  by  the  counties,  and  in  default  of  the  counties 
paying  the  interest  thereon,  that  the  State  should  collect  and  pay 
such  interest.  These  provisions  we  believe  to  be  contran-  to  the 
plain  provisions  of  Article  IV,  Section  31,  of  the  Constitution,  which 
prohibits  the  granting  of  the  money  or  credit  of  the  State  to  political 
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or  Other  corporations  or  to  persons.  These  measures  failed  to  become 
laws,  as  did  the  previous  mentioned  bill. 

The  recommendation  to  reduce  the  maximum  rate  of  taxation  for 
road  purposes  from  40  cents  to  35  cents  was  not  considered  by  the 
Legislature,  and  instead  of  a  reduction,  the  maximum  was  raised  to 
62^-^  cents  per  $100  of  assessed  valuation. 

An  Act  constituting  Chapter  CCLXIV  of  the  Statutes  and  Amend- 
ments to  the  Code,  1S97,  was  also  passed  during  the  last  few  hours  of 
the  session.  It  was  generally  known  as  the  "Clark  Road  Law,"  and 
was  never  printed  and  submitted  to  consideration,  nor  was  its  existence 
known  to  the  members  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways.  This  law  came 
before  the  Supreme  Court  in  Davis  vs.  Whidden,  117  Cal.  618,  and  was 
declared  illegal. 

This,  in  brief,  is  the  histor\'  of  the  first  extended  official  attempt  to 
institute  system  and  economy  into  road  work  in  this  State. 

The  radical  modification  by  the  last  Legislature  of  the  laws  recom- 
mended by  our  predecessors  resulted  in  delay  only,  for  the  law  con- 
tinuing the  work  and  investigations  through  this  Department  was 
approved,  and  the  interest  manifested  in  all  parts  of  the  State  has 
increased. 

Thus  nearly  all  the  road  laws  passed  by  the  last  Legislature  were 
abortive,  and  attempts  to  effect  reform  were  thwarted.  The  members 
of  the  Department  believe  that  the  principles  of  the  laws  recommended 
to  the  last  Legislature  were  sound,  but  further  inquiry  convinces  us  that 
an  important  economy  was  not  full}'  effected,  nameh' :  There  are,  and 
must  continue  to  be,  large  expenditures  b}^  counties  in  road  construction 
and  maintenance,  much  of  which  is  spent  in  temporary  structures  and 
patchwork,  and  we  here  outline  the  facts  and  the  measures  necessary 
to  correct  this  waste. 

The  principles  which  should  govern  highway  expenditures  are  as  fol- 
lows: It  should  be  recognized  at  the  outset  that  the  main  highways  of 
the  State  and  its  counties  are  lines  along  which  the  travel  and  traffic  of 
an  indefinite  future  must  move,  and  that  it  is  therefore  necessary  to  locate 
these  lines  on  the  most  advantageous  ground,  irrespective  of  the  tem- 
porary- private  interests,  which  at  most  can  last  for  onh-  one  or  two  gen- 
erations. After  roads  shall  have  been  located  upon  these  lines  no  false 
economy  and  makeshift  methods  should  be  allowed;  the  drains,  culverts, 
and  bridges  should  be  made  of  masonn,-,  and  the  roadbed  graded  to  true 
lines  and  a  sprinkling  plant  provided.  Finally,  the  surface  should  be 
metaled  with  the  best  available  rock.  To  attempt  this  upon  all  roads 
with  the  entire  road  fund  of  each  county  is  not  practicable.  Existing 
roads,  however  bad,  must  be  maintained  so  as  to  permit  of  reasonable 
use,  even  if  this  use  temporarily  entails  heavy  loss. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  one  half  of  the  road  funds  of  each 
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county  be  set  aside  as  a  "Good  Roads  Fund,"  to  be  used  as  the  necessi- 
ties of  the  county  may  dictate,  in  permanent  work  in  the  order  above 
outlined.  It  is  entirely  possible  with  the  remaining  half  of  the  road  fund 
to  maintain  existing  roads  in  as  good  condition  as  they  have  been  for 
some  years  past.  Particularly  is  this  possible  if  wasteful  methods  and 
political  favoritism  be  set  aside  and  system  and  economy  instituted. 
Should  this  measure  reduce  the  funds  below  the  requirements  of  special 
local  interests,  the  Boards  of  Supervisors  have  it  in  their  power  to  levy 
for  this  purpose  the  special  tax  provided  in  Section  38,  Chapter 
CCLXXVII,  Statutes  and  Amendments  of  1897.  The  setting  aside  of  a 
portion  of  these  funds  for  permanent  work  will  be  a  means  of  bringing 
about  this  needed  reform;  but  this  cannot  be  accomplished  by  law  alone. 
It  is  imperatively  necessary  that  there  should  be  integrity,  intelligence, 
and  energy  on  the  part  of  the  officials;  and  when  these  requirements  are 
found  in  a  County  Surveyor  and  in  members  of  the  Boards  of  Super- 
visors, political  faiths  should  not  be  considered. 

The  proposition  above  set  forth  is  based  on  observations  made  in 
every'  county  in  the  State,  and  borne  out  by  the  opinion  expressed  in 
the  report  of  our  predecessors,  as  follows: 

"The  existing  roads  should  be  maintained,  through  system  and 
economy,  with  a  sum  not  to  exceed  75  per  cent  of  the  present  rate  of 
expenditure.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Bureau  that  even  a  less  sum  would 
be  sufficient.  But  granting  the  large  sum  as  necessary  would  still  leave 
25  per  cent  of  the  sum  expended  during  the  last  decade,  or  $4,000,000, 
available  for  the  S3'Stematic  construction  of  permanent  roads."  (Page 
22,  Report  of  the  Bureau  of  Highway's. ) 

This  Department  therefore  presents  amendments  to  existing  laws 
which  prescribe  that  50  per  cent  of  the  monej's  now  levied  for  road  pur- 
poses under  Section  2643  of  the  Political  Code  be  set  aside  to  be  spent 
in  permanent  road  work,  as  above  outlined,  the  remainder  to  be  expended 
in  the  maintenance  of  existing  roads.  It  will  be  observed  regarding 
this  amendment:  first,  that  the  expenditure  of  county  road  funds  is  in 
no  way  removed  from  county  officials,  but  that  the  half  of  these  funds 
must  be  spent  in  permanent  work;  second,  that  an  incentive  to  economy 
is  made  by  the  reduction  of  the  fund  which  is  available  for  patchwork; 
third,  that  every  year  during  which  this  system  is  put  in  force  it  reduces 
the  number  of  temporary  structures  requiring  patchwork  by  replacing 
them  with  permanent  masonry — these  temporary  structures,  wooden 
drains,  culverts,  and  bridges  being  the  source  of  maximum  expenditure 
for  patchwork  and  repairs;  fourth,  during  the  last  four  years  this  system 
has  been  put  into  force  in  many  counties,  and  they  are  actually  follow- 
ing it  to  limited  and  varying  extents  in  Yolo,  Alameda,  Napa,  Santa 
Clara,  Santa  Cruz,  Los  Angeles,  and  other  counties.  In  Yolo,  for 
instance,  the  County  Surveyor  has  built  six  bridges  of   a  permanent

nature.  The  excellent  example  set  by  Napa  County  in  stone  and  con- 
crete bridges  has  been  followed  by  other  counties.  In  Los  Angeles,  one 
of  the  main  roads  through  the  county  has  been  reconstructed  under  the 
supen'ision  of  the  County  Surveyor,  and  not  a  piece  of  timber  was 
used.  We  therefore  feel  no  hesitancy  in  urging  this  much  needed 
economy. 

EFFECT  OF  STATE  EXAMINATION  OF  ROAD  AFFAIRS. 

If  any  deiSnite  fact  is  revealed  by  the  road  investigations  which  the 
State  has  caused  to  be  made  during  the  past  four  years,  it  is  that  there 
is  and  has  been  a  lack  of  system  and  economy  in  road  work.  Even 
this  examination  has  been  the  cause  of  correcting  some  of  the  evils 
which  have  grown  up.  Many  of  these  have  been  the  result  of  neglect, 
continued  from  year  to  year  and  from  term  to  term  until  the  proper 
methods  of  road  work  have  been  forgotten  and  ignored.  This  arises 
largely  from  a  lack  of  technical  knowledge  of  the  details  and  cost  of 
bridges,  road  machinery,  classes  of  masonry,  and  the  suitability  of  each 
class  for  special  work  in  certain  localities,  utilization  of  rock  for  road 
surfacing,  and  even  cost  of  earthwork.  We  find  many  in.stances 
where  costly  materials  have  been  imported  into  the  State,  outside  labor 
brought  into  the  county  to  construct  the  work  which  should  have  been 
built  of  the  imperishable  materials  abundant  in  the  locality,  and  which 
could  have  been  utilized  by  the  resident  laborers  with  but  little  technical 
advice  and  supervision.  There  is,  again,  a  vast  difference  in  the  cost  of 
work  of  the  same  class  in  the  various  counties.  This  is  notably  the 
case  in  bridge  work,  masonry-  of  various  kinds,  and  the  efficiency  of 
machinery  and  special  appliances.  These  conditions  can  be  remedied 
gradually  and  effectively  by  a  dissemination  of  practical  knowledge 
through  a  technical  department  maintained  by  the  State.  In  the 
neglected  state  of  road-building,  and  the  lack  of  knowledge  as  to  proper 
utilization  of  work  and  materials,  the  supplying  of  this  knowledge  is  as 
much  a  duty  of  the  State  to  its  citizens  as  is  the  instruction  it  so  gener- 
ously and  wi.sely  provides  for  its  youth. 

There  must  therefore  be,  not  only  an  effort  on  the  part  of  the  people 
and  by  the  County  Surveyors  and  Boards  of  Supen'isors,  but  a  sustained 
determination  on  the  part  of  the  State  to  place  at  the  ser\-ice  of  these 
officers  the  highest  technical  skill.  This  can  best  be  done  through  a 
department  of  the  character  recommended  to  the  Legislature  of   1897. 

OCCURRENCE  OF   ROAD-BUILDING   MATERIALS. 

There  is  an  abundance  of  materials  occiirring  over  the  entire  State  of 
California  which  can  be  utilized  with  great  benefit  to  economic  road 
maintenance.     In  almost  every  county  adequate  materials  exist,  which, 
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if  Utilized  with  skill  and  judgment,  will  give  our  State  highwaj'-s  of 
unsurpassed  excellence.  The  failures  to  utilize  these  materials  have 
been  due  in  part  to  a  lack  of  knowledge  as  to  their  character,  and  of 
technical  skill  as  to  the  mode  of  using  them. 

All  the  hard  silicious  rocks,  such  as  chert,  jasper,  quartz,  quartzite, 
etc.,  the  volcanic  rocks  (trap  and  basalt),  and  a  wide  series  of  meta- 
morphic  rocks  occur  abundantly  in  our  State.  In  addition,  bowlders, 
cobbles,  and  gravel  of  miscellaneous  composition,  but  exceedingly  hard 
and  durable,  are  scattered  over  great  areas.  Hard  limestone  and  some 
of  the  silicious  shales  occur  in  many  counties.  Occurring  with  these 
rocks  are  others  which  are  inferior  or  useless  for  road-surfacing.  Many 
instances  of  failure  in  the  use  of  rock  have  been  due  to  the  selection  of 
the  wrong  material.  Again,  the  proper  selection  has  been  made,  but 
the  materials  have  not  been  properly  utilized.  The  best  rock  roughly 
cracked  up  and  dumped  over  a  road  will  no  more  make  a  road  surface 
than  shingles  dumped  on  a  shed  and  scattered  with  a  rake  will  make  a 
roof. 

The  best  rock  must  be  selected,  properly  crushed  and  screened,  and 
then  spread,  sprinkled,  and  rolled  in  laj^ers  over  a  well-graded  and 
drained  surface.  The  utilization  of  our  wealth  of  road-building  ma- 
terials will  only  be  accomplished  when  a  better  knowledge  of  their 
occurrence  and  modes  of  utilization  shall  be  disseminated  through  the. 
State.  In  the  former  report  our  predecessors  called  attention  to  the 
occurrence  of  rocks  and  materials  suitable  for  road-building  in  each 
county.  This  Department  has  continued  this  work,  and  has  pointed 
out  to  county  authorities,  whenever  possible,  the  correct  mode  of  utiliz- 
ing rock,  sand,  and  alkaline  clays,  etc.  In  one  county  we  found  an 
excellent  binding  material,  a  soft  limestone,  being  hauled  a  considerable 
distance,  and  used  almost  alongside  of  the  hardest  and  most  durable 
chert,  with  which  a  small  proportion  of  the  limestone  should  have  been 
used  as  a  binding  or  cementing  material.  This  would  have  given  a 
better  and  more  durable  road  surface  and  saved  the  long  haul  from  the 
limestone  quarry  of  nine  tenths  of  the  stone  used. 

It  would  be  of  no  service  to  write  the  numerous  localities  examined  in 
each  county.  In  no  county  are  suitable  materials  lacking,  even  in  the 
valley  counties;  sand  can  be  hauled  and  mixed  with  the  alkaline  adobes, 
or  alkaline  adobes  can  be  hauled  and  mixed  with  the  sand  of  the  wide 
reaches  of  sandy  soil  which  occur,  as  in  Stanislaus  or  Merced.  Either 
process  will  yield  a  road  material  of  fair  quality.  Again,  the  hardpan 
of  many  counties,  when  allowed  to  disintegrate,  and  then  spread, 
sprinkled,  and  rolled,  makes  a  fair  road  surface.  Again,  it  must  be  con- 
stantly borne  in  mind  that  the  use  of  rock,  sand,  and  gravel  should  not 
be  limited  to  the  road  surface.  Wood  is  not  a  proper  material  to  use  in 
any  part  of  a  road  or  road  structure.     Its  use  should  be  limited    to 
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Stakes  to  mark  alignments  and  grades,  and,  in  special  instances,  for 
bridge  floors.  To  use  it  for  drains,  culverts,  and  bridges  is  an  abso- 
lute waste. 

It  rarely  becomes  necessary  to  build  a  drain  or  culvert  in  an\  jiart  of 
the  State  that  the  bulk  of  the  materials  to  build  it  of  is  not  close  at  hand. 
In  the  mountain  and  foothill  counties  abundant  rock  suitable  for 
masonry  or  for  concrete  is  generally  found.  In  the  valley  counties, 
sand,  gravel,  or  broken  rock  can  generally  l)e  obtained.  These,  with 
cement  and  a  little  common  sense  and  ingenuity,  can  l)e  made  into  abut- 
ments, piers,  culverts,  and  drains  of  great  durability.  The  only  skilled 
labor  required  is  a  good  foreman  and  a  carpenter  to  make  the  temporary 
timber  forms.  The  County  Surveyor  can,  in  most  counties,  save  the 
taxpayers  many  dollars  and  keep  the  money  at  home  in  the  construction 
of  a  large  proportion  of  the  substructures,  besides  adding  wealth  to  the 
county  by  putting  up  structures  which  will  require  no  more  expendi- 
ture for  centuries. 

We  append  a  photograph  of  a  small  culvert  built,  inider  the  super- 
vision of  this  Department,  of  a  ledge  of  rock  which  was  an  obstruction 
to  the  road  for  forty-nine  years.

CONNECTING  COAST  ROAD  BETWEEN  SANTA  CRUZ   AND 
SAN  MATEO  COUNTIES. 

A  road  along  the  coast  around  New  Year  Point  has  long  been  desired. 
Its  construction  was  postponed  from  year  to  year  from  an  exaggerated 
idea  of  its  cost;  even  a  road  wide  enough  for  a  wagon  to  pass  was 
thought  too  costly.  The  subject  was  referred  to  this  Department  by 
the  Supervisors  of  Santa  Cruz  County,  and  Commissioners  Ashe  and 
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Price  made  a  preliminary  examination  and  report  upon  the  subject, 
placing  the  estimated  cost  at  a  figure  far  below  that  previously 
accepted.  The  County  Surveyor  was  subsequently  directed  to  make 
a  survey  and  specifications.  Upon  this  report  a  contract  was  awarded 
for  less  than  the  estimate  made  by  this  Department,  and  the  road 
satisfactorily  constriicted.  Previouslj^  travelers  had  to  risk  driving 
along  the  beach  at  high  tide  around  a  very  dangerous  point. 

ROAD  FROM  NEWMAN,  IN  STANISLAUS  COUNTY,  TO 

SAN  JOSfi. 

A  proposition  to  construct  a  road  from  Newman  to  San  Jose  has 
been  considered  for  some  time  by  the  citizens  of  the  two  counties. 
The  matter  was  urgently  brought  before  the  Department  by  public- 
spirited  citizens  at  both  ends  of  the  proposed  road,  and  in  compli- 
ance with  their  request,  the  Commissioners  examined  possible  routes 
for  such  road.  The  most  desirable  route  lies  up  Orestimba  Creek, 
crossing  the  Coast  Range  at  a  low  point  at  its  head,  and  descending 
into  the  valley  of  San  Antonio  Creek.  This  route  possesses  the  advan- 
tage of  connecting  westerly  with  the  roads  of  Santa  Clara  County 
leading  to  Alviso  and  San  Jose,  via  Smith  Creek,  and  northwesterly 
with  the  roads  of  Alameda  County,  via  San  Antonio  Creek. 

THE  SACRAMENTO  AND  FOLSOM  ROAD. 

The  Legislature  of  1897  provided  for  the  construction  of  a  model 
highway  from  Sacramento  to  Folsom,  along  the  lines  of  a  portion  of 
Highway  No.  6  of  the  Act  to  classify-  the  roads  of  the  State.  The  main 
provisions  of  this  Act  were  that  the  State  should  furnish,  from  the 
quarries  at  the  State  Prison  at  Folsom,  the  crushed  rock,  dimension 
stone  for  bridges  and  culverts,  and  rock  for  drains;  and  that  after  con- 
struction it  would  assume  the  maintenance  of  the  road.  No  money  was 
appropriated  for  grading,  transportation,  labor,  etc. — this  being  left  to  the 
County  of  Sacramento.  The  work  was  to  be  performed  under  the  direc- 
tion of  a  non-technical  commission,  with  general  powers  not  well  defined 
in  the  law.  The  Department  undertook  to  join  in  the  necessary  engineer- 
ing work  and  to  present  the  matter  in  full  to  the  citizens  of  Sacramento 
County  and  its  Board  of  Supervisors.  We  therefore  submitted  the  legal 
questions  involved  to  the  honorable  the  Attorney-General,  and  were 
advised  by  him  that  bonds  could  be  issued  by  the  county  upon  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  citizens  of  the  county,  including  municipal  residents. 
We  were  informed  by  the  Board  of  Supenisors  of  Sacramento  County 
that  there  were  no  funds  available  for  meeting  the  expenses  of  con- 
struction and  transportation. 
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Acting  upon  the  above  opinion,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  called  an 
election  upon  the  proposition  of  issuing  $75,000  in  4  per  cent  bonds  to 
meet  the  cost  of  constructing  this  road. 

The  members  of  this  Department  therefore  presented  the  subject  in 
full  to  the  citizens  of  the  county  at  nearly  every  important  precinct  and 
in  the  City  of  Sacramento.  Attention  was  particularly  called  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  law  which  were  practically  State  aid  to  road  construction, 
by  the  furnishing  of  material  and  the  subsequent  assumption  of  the  cost 
of  maintenance.     The  results  of  the  election  were  as  follows: 

Inthecounty. ....for,    1,220 ;  against,  427  ;  majority  for,      793 

In  the  city -. -for,   3,832;  against,  343;  majority  for,   3,489 

Total --- for,   5,052;  against,  770;  majority  for,   4,282 

Bids  for  the  bonds  were  received  greatly  in  excess  of  the  necessary 
amount — the  best  bid  being  considerably  above  the  par  value. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  idea  of  State  aid,  although  coupled  with 
the  generally  objectionable  project  of  a  bond  issue,  proved  popular  and 
acceptable,  not  only  to  the  people  of  the  county,  but  particularly  so  to 
the  citizens  of  the  City  of  Sacramento,  who,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
law  of  1883  (Stats.  1883,  p.  20)  are  exempt  from  direct  taxation  for 
road  purposes. 

The  sale  and  issuance  of  the  bonds  were  prevented  b}'  the  institution 
of  a  suit  to  declare  the  proposed  issuance  and  sale  illegal.  The  Supreme 
Court  upheld  this  contention  {Devine  vs.  Sacramento  Coimty).  The 
work  was  therefore  abandoned. 

This  is  to  be  regretted,  for  it  deprived  the  State  of  the  object  lesson  in 
road  work  which  was  intended,  and  in  a  measure  proved  another 
setback  to  much-needed  corrections  in  road  methods. 


AMADOR  COUNTY  ROADWORK. 

During  the  fall  and  winter  of  1897-98  this  Department  was  in  con- 
sultation with  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Amador  County  regarding 
improving  the  important  highway  between  lone  and  Jackson.  Later, 
we  made  surveys  and  estimates  of  the  cost  of  improving  a  portion  of 
this  road  to  the  full  extent  of  the  funds  available.  Acting  in  con- 
junction with  the  County  Surveyor,  one  or  the  other  of  the  Commis- 
sioners, and  particularly  Commissioner  Ashe,  was  constantly  on  the 
ground  during  several  months.'  There  were  several  small  ledges  of  rock 
near  Martel's  Station  which  have  always  been  dangerous  and  objec- 
tionable. These  were  quarried  out  and  the  stone  used  to  construct 
culverts — photographs  of  which  are  ajipended  as  types  of  a  class  of 
work  much  needed  in  the  State. 

Although  the  work  was  ]:)rosecuted  with  inferior  tools  and  jilant,  and 
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during  an  exceptionally  dry  season,  the  cost  was  less  than  any  of  the 
bids  therefor. 

Full  data  and  details  of  the  work  are  on  file  in  this  office. 


SAN  MATEO  COUNTY  BOND  ELECTION. 

It  was  found  by  an  examination  of  road  conditions  in  San  Mateo 
County  that  the  county  was  expending  about  $60,000  upon  roads  each 
year.  A  very  large  portion  of  this  amount  is  expended  in  the  expensive 
maintenance  of  temporary  structures  and  badly  drained  and  metaled 
roadways  traversing  the  county  along  lines  of  maximum  travel.  In 
conference  with  some  of  the  leading  citizens,  it  was  deemed  advisable 
to  submit  the  following  proposition  to  the  people:  To  set  aside  a  portion 
of  the  existing  road  tax  as  an  interest  and  sinking  funds  for  forty  years, 
and  to  issue  4)^  per  cent  l)onds  for  $310,000,  the  fund  raised  by  the  sale 
of  these  bonds  to  be  used  in  reconstructing  the  two  main  highways,  and 
by  the  substitution  of  light  grades,  permanent  structures  and  macadam- 
ized road  surfaces,  to  reduce  the  cost  of  maintenance. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  agreed  to  the  above  outlined  plan,  and  sub- 
mitted the  matter  to  an  election.     The  result  was: 

Votes  for  bonds 549 

Votes  against  bonds .- 1,035 

Majority  against  bonds 486 

There  were  several  active  causes  which  were  brought  to  bear  against 
road  improvement,  and  the  question  was  probabl}-  not  thoroughly  un- 
derstood. But  the  decisive  vote  against  the  proposition,  when  com- 
})ared  with  the  vote  in  Sacramento  County,  shows  the  effect  of  State  aid 
in  advancing  highway  construction. 

CAPITALIZATION  OF  ROAD   FUNDS. 

In  many  counties  it  is  desirable  to  capitalize  a  portion  of  the  road  tax, 
and  to  set  apart  such  portion  as  an  interest  and  sinking  fund  for  the 
redemption  of  bonds.  This  would  enable  a  county  to  issue  quite  a  large 
bonded  indebtedness  and  to  reap  the  benefit  of  permanent  road  con- 
struction without  increasing  its  tax  levy  for  road  purposes  beyond  the 
limit  now  fixed  by  law.  This  can  be  made  apparent  b)-  an  illustration: 
Let  the  assessable  property  of  a  county  be  $10,000,000.  This,  at  40 
cents  on  the  $100,  will  yield  $40,000  per  year  for  road  purposes.  If  one 
half  of  this  be  capitalized  at  4  percent,  it  will  permit  of  the  issuance  of 
bonds  to  the  amount  of  $400,000  and  pay  off  interest  and  capital  in  forty 
years,  giving  the  county  the  advantage  of  concentrating  $400,000  on  its 
roads  without  increasing  its  rate  of  taxation  and  having  the  use  of  per- 
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manent  roads  and  the  enhanced  valuation  of  property  due  to  improved 
road  conditions. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  Boards  of  vSuper\nsors  be  authorized  by 
proper  vote,  as  prescribed  by  law,  to  thus  capitalize  a  portion  of  the  road 
fund,  provided  that  the  road  tax  and  the  tax  for  an  interest  and  sinking 
fund  shall  not  exceed  the  maximum  rate  of  40  cents  on  the  $100,  as  now 
provided  by  law. 

THE  PRESTON  SCHOOL  OF  INDUSTRY. 

This  Department  was  called  on  to  relocate  the  roads  and  drives 
through  the  grounds  of  the  Preston  School  of  Industry,  and  to  locate 
and  stake  out  the  buildings  and  extensions  provided  for  by  law.  This 
work  was  prosecuted  during  intensely  hot  weather,  using  as  far  as 
possible  the  boys  and  practically  instructing  them  in  the  work. 

The  Department  has  also  been  called  upon  in  reference  to  extending 
and  improving  the  water  supply,  which  in  certain  requirements  has  not 
proved  satisfactory. 

We  take  pleasure  in  expressing  appreciation  for  the  courteous 
cooperation  of  the  officers  of  that  institution. 

EXAMINATIONS  OF  THE  YOSEMITE  VAEEEY. 

The  Yosemite  \^alley  Commissioners  requested  this  Department  to 
make  certain  examinations  and  estimates  regarding  sprinkling  the 
roads  and  protecting  the  banks  of  the  river. 

This  work  was  done  and  the  following  general  recommendations 
were  made: 

The  sprinkling  can  be  most  economically  done  by  an  improved 
sprinkling  wagon  supplied  from  a  system  of  tanks  delivering  water  at 
proper  inten'als  along  the  main  roads.  Owing  to  the  severity  of  winter 
weather,  the  tanks  and  pipes  should  be  emptied  each  autumn.  The 
tanks  should  be  of  concrete,  masked  by  rustic  stone  or  concealed 
entireh'  from  view  in  native  shrubbery  and  vines. 

A  second  system  upon  which  the  first  outlay  would  be  less,  is  a  tank 
wagon  carrying  a  rotary  pump  and  a  gasoline  engine  capable  of  driving 
the  wagon,  and  which  would  be  tilled  at  convenient  localities.  Various 
manufacturers  were  consulted  regarding  such  a  plant,  but  none  could 
furnish  it  in  time  for  the  season's  travel  in  the  valley,  nor  were  they 
inclined  to  incur  the  expense  of  the  ver>'  definite  mechanical  studies 
which  would  have  to  be  made  in  designing  such  a  plant. 

Other  methods  were  suggested  and  studied,  but  one  or  the  other  of 
the  two  above  mentioned  is  considered  more  desirable.  The  former 
would  be  cheaper  to  operate  and  the  latter  in  first  cost.     This  Depart- 
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meiit  recommends  the  latter,  and  that  520,000  be  made  available  for  the 
purpose  of  sprinkling  the  roads,  and  authorizing  the  Yosemite  Valley 
Commission  to  execute  such  plan  as  ma>-  be  deemed  by  them  to  the  best 
interests  of  the  State. 

The  destruction  of  the  banks  of  the  river  through  the  valley  is  becom- 
ing more  and  more  serious.  The  Guardian  has  been  able  to  do  only 
such  work  as  the  ver>'  limited  funds  at  command  would  permit. 

We  append  several  photographs  which  show  the  magnitude  of  the 
damage  which  is  being  done.  It  must  be  systematically  checked  by 
permanent  stone  riprap  along  the  banks  at  exposed  or  threatened  places. 
The  work  must  extend  over  many  years,  but  should  be  at  once  inau- 
gurated, preferably  at  the  lower  end  of  the  valley,  by  cleaning  the  bed  of 
the  river  of  snags,  trees,  and  large  bowlders,  and  by  thorough  riprap 
work  on  the  banks.  In  a  few  instances  the  gravel  and  cobble  bars 
should  l3e  scraped  away  at  extreme  low  stages  of  the  river.  A  careful 
instrumental  survey  of  the  banks  and  channel  should  be  made  as  a  basis 
for  future  systematic  protection  and  rectification.  This  Department 
recommends  that  at  least  $4,000  per  year  be  made  available  for  this  pur- 
pose, and  that  the  work  be  systematically  carried  on  until  the  concave 
banks  be  thoroughly  and  permanently  protected  with  rock — brush  in 
this  class  of  work  not  being  efficient  nor  permanent. 

ECONOMIC  ROAD-BUILDING. 

Elsewhere  in  this  report  attention  is  called  to  the  lack  of  system  and 
economy  which  has  prevailed  in  the  expenditure  of  road  funds.  In 
this  chapter  it  is  intended  to  specifically  point  out  one  of  the  most 
important  lines  along  which  system  and  economy  can  be  introduced — 
namely,  in  building  and  maintaining  bridges.  The  gross  amount  of 
mone}"  invested  in  highway  bridges  in  this  State  foots  up  into  the 
millions.  These  have  been  so  constructed  that  their  maintenance  is 
one  of  the  severest  taxes  put  upon  the  road  funds  of  the  several  coun- 
ties, and  in  the  application  of  sound  business  principles  to  this  branch 
of  highway  work  the  greatest  saving  can  be  effected. 

The  prime  rea.sons  why  bridge  building  and  maintenance  are  so 
costly,  are  :  First,  in  man>-  instances  the  bridges  cost  more  than  they 
should,  because  the  county  officials  do  not  know  their  actual  cost;  and, 
secondly,  a  lack  of  technical  skill  in  the  matter  permits  the  use  of  the 
wrong  materials. 

Bridges,  which  should  be  of  masonry,  are  built  of  very  perishable 
timber,  the  constant  renewals  of  which  exhaust  the  road  funds. 

The  raising  of  about  $2,000,000  per  year  for  highway  purposes  is 
equivalent  to  a  tax  levy  of  20  cents  per  5 100  on  one  billion  dollars. 
This  amounts  to  $80,000,000,  in  forty  years,  which  snin,  intelligently 
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and  honestly  expended,  will  give  California  a  magnificent  system 
of  highways.  But  it  requires  the  introduction  of  system,  skill,  and 
integrity  in  every  detail.  But  if  the  present  system  be  continued,  the 
full  benefit  of  the  expenditure  of  this  vast  sum  will  be  far  from  being 
realized. 

In  some  counties  the  interest  in  road  work  has  been  so  fully  aroused 
that  permanent  substructures  of  masonry  are  gradually  being  intro- 
duced, and  in  some,  such  as  Napa  or  Solano,  it  would  be  next  to  the 
impossible  to  return  to  timber  culverts  and  bridges.  But  in  the  great 
majority  of  counties,  timber  is  looked  upon  as  the  proper  material  to 
build  bridges  of,  even  though  excellent  materials  for  some  form  of 
masonry  exist  close  at  hand.  This  is  even  true  in  the  case  of  some 
steel  bridges. 

There  is  appended  a  table  giving  the  moneys  expended  for  lumber 
and  labor  thereon  in  the  counties  named.

The  first  column  shows  the  amount  of  money  expended  for  lumber, 
much  of  which  goes  for  box  drains  and  culverts,  and  is  drawn  largely 
from  the  count}'  general  fund.  The  second  column  shows  the  cost  of 
labor,  and  the  last,  the  total  sums  spent.  These  figures  are  separated 
from  the  road  expenditures  only  with  great  difficulty.  The  system  of 
road  accounts  is  so  incomplete  and  vague  that  it  is  hardlj-  possible  to 
trace  the  sums.  In  some  counties  the  reports  of  the  road  commission- 
ers are  not  classified,  nor  are  the  bills  verified;  the  monthly  or  quarterly 
reports  show  that  certain  individuals  were  paid  certain  sums,  but  what 
the  mone}'  was  paid  for,  it  is  difficult  or  impossible  to  determine. 
Hence,  it  is  not  possible  to  correctly  classif}-  road  expenditures. 

To  correct  this  condition  of  affairs,  it  is  necessaiH'  to  call  in  some 
official  whose  business  it  is  to  know  more  about  bridge-building,  the 
economic  use  of  materials,  their  strength  and  cost,  than  the  Boards  of 
Super\isors — for,  however  broad  may  be  their  general  knowledge  and 
experience,  their  business  training  is  not  such  as  to  develop  that  skill 
which  it  is  the  business  of  an  engineer  to  acquire.  Consequently,  they 
are  frequently  misled  in  the  selection  of  materials  and  in  the  cost  of 
highway  structures. 

In  order  to  bring  out  the  real  state  of  facts,  we  subjoin  the  following 
table,  showing  the  cost  of  the  principal  bridges  in  the  counties  named:

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A  Study  of  this  table  reveals  some  important  economic  facts,  which  it 
will  be  well  to  bear  in  mind: 

First — There  is  a  great  variation  in  the  cost  of  these  structures, 
which  cannot  be  accounted  for  by  diflferences  in  prices  of  materials, 
labor,  or  transportation. 

Second — Where  trained  technical  skill  has  been  employed  by  the 
county  the  cost  has  been  reduced  by  more  than  one  half. 

We  will  first  consider  wooden  structures,  or  what  are  known  as  com- 
bination trusses. 

A  combination  Pratt  truss  consists  of  wood  and  iron  or  steel.  The 
members  sustaining  or  subject  to  a  pulling  force  are  steel,  and  all  mem- 
bers subject  to  compression  are  of  wood. 

We  give,  herewith,  some  photographs  of  this  class  of  bridges. 

One  of  these  bridges,  consisting  of  two  spans,  90  feet  each,  with  40 
feet  of  approach,  was  constructed  for  Yolo  County  by  the  County 
Surveyor,  for  the  sum  of  $2,881.  The  bridge  rests  on  steel  cylinder 
piers  of  3  feet  diameter,  filled  with  concrete,  and  sunk  to  a  solid  founda- 
tion. This,  we  will  observe,  is  $1,440  50  for  a  90-foot  span  and  20- foot 
approach.  The  bridge  has  a  20-foot  roadway,  and  is  in  ev^ery  respect  a 
model  of  its  kind.  This  bridge  was  constructed  in  1896.  In  1895  it 
cost  Yolo  County  $5,900  to  construct  two  spans  of  100  feet  each  over 
Cache  Creek,  the  same  being  built  by  contract.  It  rests  on  a  cylinder 
pier,  the  same  as  the  one  constructed  b}'  the  County  Surveyor,  but  cost 
$2,950  for  100  feet  of  bridge.  It  cost  $2,560  to  construct  a  100-foot  span 
immediateh"  adjoining  the  two  spans  above  described.  Later,  the 
Count}'  Surveyor  constructed,  with  a  local  contractor,  a  span  of  the 
same  length,  namely,  100  feet,  and  immediately  adjoining  the  three-span 
above  described,  for  the  sum  of  $1,685. 

In  Butte  County  it  cost  $6,350  for  a  combination  bridge  of  150- 
foot  span. 

It  cost  Nevada  County  $2,650  for  a  100-foot  span  combination  truss, 
14-foot  roadway,  constructed  in  1895. 

San  Diego  County  constructed  five  spans,  100  feet  each,  for  $4,855, 
on  a  pile  foundation,  or  at  the  rate  of  $971  per  100  feet,  with  an  18-foot 
roadway. 

Tulare  County  constructed  a  combination  bridge  of  150-foot  sjian  for 
$2,189,  resting  on  c>iinder  piers,  and  a  bridge  of  iio-foot  span,  same 
class,  for  $1,500. 

It  cost,  therefore,  for  100  feet  of  this  class  of  bridge  in  Yolo  Count) , 
when  built  by  the  County  .Surveyor,  $1,685.  In  Nevada  County  a 
lighter  bridge,  constructed  b\-  contract,  cost,  for  same  span,  $2,650.  We 
can  see  no  reason  for  this  wide  difference  in  cost  of  duplicate  bridges  in 
Yolo  County  and  in  Nevada  and  other  counties,  unless  we  attribute  it 
to  the  want  of  knowledge  of  this  character  of  work. 
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STEEL   BRIDGES. 

If  we  examine  the  above  table  we  see  that  it  costs  in  Yolo  County, 
under  the  supen-ision  of  the  Count}-  Surveyor,  $2,426  11  to  construct, 
complete  and  ready  for  use,  resting  on  concrete  cylinder  piers,  a  steel 
Pratt  truss  bridge  with  a  roadwaj^  20  feet  in  the  clear,  calculated  to 
sustain  a  live  load  of  1,600  pounds  per  lineal  foot. 

We  give,  for  the  information  of  the  public,  the  cost  of  this  structure 
by  items,  as  kindly  furnished  b>-  the  Count\'  Surveyor  who  constructed 
the  bridge  in  1896  :

In  Nevada  Count)^  as  shown  in  the  table  for  the  cost  of  steel  bridges, 
we  will  take  as  an  example  the  bridge  with  a  span  of  126  feet,  a  road- 
way of  14  feet  in  width.  This  bridge  will  carry  1,400  pounds  per  lineal 
foot  for  live  load,  and  is  a  much  lighter  bridge  in  every  respect  than  the 
1 20-foot  bridge  of  Yolo  Count}'.  The  bridge  rests  on  a  natural  stone 
abutment  on  the  north  end,  and  on  a  concrete  abutment  of  10  or  12  feet 
in  height  on  the  south  end.  We  cannot  figure  more  than  50  cubic 
yards  of  concrete  in  the  abutments,  and  this,  at  $8  per  cubic  yard,  would 
cost  $400  to  put  in  place.  The  bridge  was  constructed  during  the 
present  year  in  the  dry  season.  Certainly,  the  actual  cost  of  this  struc- 
ture could  not  have  been  more  than  $2,500,  and  yet,  the  price  paid  for 
the  same  by  Nevada  County  is  $6,248. 

The  other  bridges  in  Nevada  County  show  a  marked  excess  of  cost 
over  those  lately  constructed  in  Yolo  County.  This  difference  cannot 
be  accounted  for  except  through  the  wisdom  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
of  Yolo  County  in  turning  over  the  work   of   bridge-building   to   the 
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County  Surveyor,  an  engineer  of  skill  and  integrity.  We  cannot 
refrain  from  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  thi.s  official  has  not  only 
saved  the  county  several  thousands  of  dollars,  but  he  was  renominated 
by  one  of  the  great  political  parties  and  indorsed  by  the  other. 

A  further  comparison  in  costs  of  steel  bridges  is  made  in  the  case  of 
the  Downieville  bridge,  in  vSierra  County,  75  miles  above  Marysville. 
This  bridge  was  built  in  1.S95,  for  $5,570.  The  steel  span  is  150  feet 
long,  with  a  roadway  of  12  feet.  It  rests  on  30-inch  steel  cylinders,  9 
feet  above  the  bed  of  the  stream.  The  approaches  are  So  feet  in  length. 
All  of  the  material  was  transported  from  the  latter  place  to  its  destina- 
tion, over  a  rough  mountain  road  with  steep  grades,  yet  this  bridge  cost 
less  money  than  the  bridge  of  126-foot  span,  with  no  approaches,  in 
Nevada  County. 

The  bridge  at  Purdon's  Crossing,  over  the  South  Yuba  River,  in 
Nevada  County — one  steel  span  144  feet  S  inches  in  length,  with 
24-foot  approach  on  each  end,  and  iS-foot  roadway,  resting  on  cylinder 
piers,  cost  $.^,787.  If  we  allow  $S  per  foot  for  approaches,  the  steel  span 
in  the  Downieville  bridge  would  cost  $5,570,  less  $640,  or  $4,930.  The 
Purdon  Crossing  bridge  proper  cost  $8,787,  less  $384,  or  $8,403,  which  is 
$3,473  more  than  the  steel  span  at  Downieville.  It  is  true  that  the 
bridge  at  Downieville  is  lighter  and  has  a  narrower  roadbed,  but  we  can 
see  no  reason  for  a  difference  in  cost  of  $3,473. 

Again,  in  Shasta  County,  in  1893,  a  steel  bridge  was  constructed  con- 
sisting of  two  spans  of  130  feet  each,  with  60  feet  of  approach,  for  the 
sum  of  $13,000.  The  bridge  has  a  roadway  of  18  feet  in  the  clear,  rest- 
ing on  cylinder  piers,  two  of  which  are  composed  of  two  cjlinders  36 
inches  in  diameter,  and  one,  the  center  pier,  two  cylinders  48  inches  in 
diameter.  Allowing  for  30  feet  of  approach  $240,  each  steel  span  cost 
that  county  $6,260,  which  is  excessive.  The  bridge  is  light  in  its  parts, 
with  a  capacity  of   1,200  pounds  per  lineal  foot. 

It  cost  Sacramento  County  $7,594  to  construct  a  steel  bridge,  consist- 
ing of  two  spans  of  iio  feet  each,  over  the  Cosunines  River,  in  1897. 
This  bridge  has  a  20-foot  roadwa\',  is  resting  on  Cushing  piers,  and  has 
a  capacity  of  1,600  pounds  per  lineal  foot.  This  cost  does  not  include  the 
approaches.  Each  span  and  its  supports,  therefore,  cost  $3,797.  This 
bridge  is  less  costly  per  lineal  foot  than  the  bridges  in  Nevada  County, 
and  more  costly  than  work  of  a  similar  class  on  the  opposite  side  of  the 
river  in  Yolo  County,  constructed  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the 
County  Surveyor.  In  this  latter  county  the  work  actually  cost  $2,426  1 1, 
or  $1,370  89  less  per  span  of  120  feet  than  in  Sacramento  Count\ .  It 
is  true  that  in  this  latter  county  the  piers  were  most  costly. 

Santa  Cruz  County  has  recently  let  a  contract  for  the  construction  of 
a  steel  bridge  of  loo-foot  span,  near  the  town  of  Watsonville,  for  $3,797. 
This  contract  includes  the  l)uilding  of  concrete  abutments  and  the  filling 
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ill  of  the  approaches.  The  bridge  will  have  a  20-foot  roadway,  with 
footpath  on  south  side  4  feet  wide.  The  capacit}'  of  the  bridge  will  be 
1,600  pounds  per  lineal  foot,  live  load.  The  earthwork  will  cost  not  less 
than  $600.  The  abutments  are  designed  to  contain  140  cubic  yards  of 
concrete.  This  should  cost  about  $6  per  cubic  yard,  or  $840.  We  then 
have  for  earthwork  and  abutments  $1,440,  leaving  the  sum  of  $2,357  to 
pay  for  the  steel,  lumber,  and  labor  of  putting  the  bridge  in  place. 
Considering  that  this  work  is  to  be  done  by  contract,  this  is  a  reason- 
able figure. 

STONE  BRIDGES. 

We  cannot  close  this  chapter  of  our  report  without  referring  briefly 
to  some  stone  bridges  constructed  in  Napa  County.  By  reference  to  the 
table  heretofore  given,  we  see  that  Napa  County  has  constructed  one 
stone  bridge,  consisting  of  three  spans,  55  feet  in  length  each,  for  the 
sum  of  $14,500.  Another  of  three  spans,  70  feet  each,  for  the  sum  of 
$19,980,  and  a  third  of  30  feet,  for  the  sum  of  $3,327  25.  Other  counties 
have  constructed  masonrj^  bridges  of  smaller  dimensions,  but  we  call 
attention  to  the  above  cases  in  order  that  some  conception  may  be  formed 
of  what  a  stone  bridge  will  cost.  Other  counties  possess  excellent 
materials  for  masonr}'  substructures;  Nevada  Count)'  is  one  of  these. 
Immediately  in  the  ^dcinity  of  many  of  the  steel  bridges  constructed  in 
this  count)^  an  abundance  of  stone  could  be  had  for  the  quarrjdng.  The 
steel  bridge  that  cost  $6,248  could  have  been  constructed  of  stone  at  a 
cost  but  very  little  in  excess  of  the  cost  of  the  present  structure.  A 
stone  bridge  will  last  for  ages,  while  the  life  of  a  steel  bridge  is  scarcel}^ 
more  than  fifty  years,  and  the  floor  requires  constant  renewal.  The 
stone  bridge  in  Napa  County  that  cost  $19,980,  replaced  an  old  wooden 
bridge  that  had  cost  the  county  little  less  than  $50,000.  These  savings 
in  the  cost  of  structures,  and  in  the  selection  of  the  proper  materials, 
have  been  attained  by  giving  this  work  into  the  charge  of  skilled  men 
of  integrity,  trained  in  the  use  of  materials,  and  with  a  knowledge  of 
their  cost.  Reform  in  road-building  will  come  only  when  this  class  of 
men  shall  be  selected  for  office,  irrespective  of  their  political  faith. 

IMPORTANT  LINKS  IN  THE  SYSTEM  OF  STATE  HIGHW^AYS. 

There  are  two  important  links  in  the  system  of  State  Highways 
herein  set  forth,  which  lie  through  sections  of  the  Sierras  which  are  so 
sparsely  inhabited  that  there  is  little  possibility  of  their  being  con- 
structed by  the  counties  in  which  they  lie;  at  the  same  time,  these  links 
are  much  needed  by  a  large  number  of  citizens  of  the  State  at  large,  and 
would  serv^e  to  make  the  Yosemite  Valley,  the  high  Sierras,  and  Lake 
Tahoe  more  attractive  and  accessible.     These  links  are  (i)  a  road  con- 
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necting  the  easterly  end  of  the  Tioga  road  with  Mono  County  roads; 
and  (2)  a  road  around  Rubicon  Point  and  the  head  of  iCmerald  Bay, 
connectinji^  the  roads  now  reaching  the  northern  and  the  southern  end  of 
Lake  Tahoe.  The  importance  of  the  first  mentioned  link  was  recognized 
by  the  Bureau  in  the  first  Report  (pp.  67-68),  and  by  the  Legislature  of 
1897,  which  body  passed  a  bill  providing  that  this  link  be  built.  But 
the  title  of  this  bill  was  defective,  and  it  failed  to  become  a  law.  This 
route  is  important  by  reason  of  its  position  between  Sonora  Pass  and 
Walker's  Pass,  in  which  distance  of  over  two  hundred  miles  no  wagon 
road  crosses  the  Sierras. 

Sonora  Pass  lies  north  of  the  Great  Canon  of  the  Tuolumne,  and 
therefore  persons  crossing  through  that  pa.ss  have  to  make  a  great 
detour  to  the  lower  end  of  that  caiion  to  reach  the  Ybsemite  Valley. 
Walker's  Pass  is  south  of  the  headwaters  of  Kings  and  Kern  rivers,  and 
is  not  approachable  by  road  from  the  Yosemite  Valley.  The  Tioga  road 
leaves  the  Big  Oak  Flat  road  near  Crocker's  Station,  cros.ses  the  Sierras 
at  ^IcLane's  Pass  over  well-located  lines,  along  the  most  feasible  route 
between  the  passes  just  mentioned.  It  reaches  a  point  in  the  basin  of 
Mono  Lake  on  Levining  Creek  at  an  elevation  of  about  9,800  feet  above 
sea  level.  From  this  point  three  routes  are  feasible:  To  the  northeast 
over  the  divide  between  Levining  Creek  and  Mill  Creek,  reaching  an 
elevation  of  10,100  feet  above  sea  level,  and  down  the  caflon  of  Mill 
Creek;  to  the  east  down  Levining  Creek;  and  to  the  southeast  over 
Bloody  Caiion,  reaching  an  elevation  of  10,200  feet  and  down  the  same — 
all  reaching  Mono  County  roads. 

Realizing  the  importance  of  a  careful  comparison  of  these  routes  and 
the  selection  of  that  one  which  would  best  serve  the  interests  of  the 
State,  Commissioner  Manson  examined  Mill  Creek  and  Bloody  Caiion 
in  1896,  and  particularly  examined  the  caiion  of  Levining  Creek. 

In  1897  Commissioner  Price  and  Commissioner  Ashe  examined 
Bloody  Cafion  and  a  rout^  via  May  Lundy  mine  and  a  tributary  of  Mill 
'Creek,  and  Commissioner  Price  particularly  examined  Levining  Creek. 

In  1898  Commissioners  Price  and  Manson  examined  the  Mill  Creek 
route  throughout  its  entire  length,  and  Commissioner  Manson  went 
through  the  caiion  of  Levining  Creek  on  foot.  The  Department  is 
therefore  in  possession  of  the  facts  necessary  for  a  comparison  of  these 
routes. 

In  this  comparison  the  following  important  features  are  to  be  con- 
sidered : 

{a)  Minimum  elevation  to  be  overcome. 

{/>)  .Stability  of  roadbed  and  freedom  from  slides. 

(r)   PVeedom  from  snow  and  early  opening  in  the  spring. 

(t/)  Minimum  cost  of  road. 

(e)  Service  to  local  interests. 
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In  these,  the  lyevining  Creek  route  stands  first  in  the  requirements 
marked  (a),  {b)  and  {d);  second  in  {c)  and  last  in  {e).  The  Mill 
Creek  route  stands  first  in  {e),  second  in  {d)  and  last  in  {a),  {b)  and 
{c).  The  Bloody  Canon  route  stands  first  in  (c),  second  in  {b)  and  {e), 
and  last  in  {a)  and  {d). 

We  therefore  recommend  that  the  L,evining  Creek  route  be  selected, 
and  that  an  appropriation  of  $30,000  be  made  to  construct  a  roadbed  1 6 
feet  wide  to  connect  the  Tioga  road  with  Mono  County  roads,  near  the 
mouth  of  Levining  Creek.  This  road  would  then  constitute  the  eastern 
end  of  Highway  No.  16  as  herein  recommended  in  the  Act  to  classify 
the  roads  in  the  State  of  California,  and  to  define  each  class. 

THE  LINK  AROUND  RUBICON   POINT  AND  EMERALD  BAY. 

The  importance  of  this  link  lies  in  the  fact  that  it  is  a  part  of 
State  Highway  No.  6,  in  the  Act  to  classify  the  roads  of  the  State,  and 
that  it  connects  the  road  now  reaching  the  south  end  with  those  reach- 
ing the  north  end  of  Lake  Tahoe.  There  was  a  bill  introduced  in  the 
Legislature  of  1897  providing  for  its  construction,  but  this  bill  was  not 
passed. 

The  general  route  of  this  road  was  the  subject  of  study  in  the  Report 
of  this  Bureau  in  1897.  During  the  current  year  petitions  were  for- 
warded to  this  Department,  asking  that  more  extended  examinations  be 
made.  In  consequence,  during  Octol^er  Commissioner  Manson  made 
an  examination  of  the  route.  There  are  no  great  difficulties  to  be 
overcome,  the  principal  being  the  objection  of  owners  of  summer 
residences  along  the  shore  of  the  lake,  to  location  of  the  route,  which, 
in  their  opinion,  would  cut  their  property  to  disadvantage.  The  length 
of  connecting  road  required  is  about  twelve  miles.  It  will  be  along  a 
highly  picturesque  portion  of  the  lake  shore,  and  abutting  slopes,  and 
will  serve  the  needs  of  large  numbers  of  visitors  to  the  lake.  The  esti- 
mated cost  is  $20,000,  which  expenditure  we  believe  can  advantageouslj^ 
and  wisely  be  made  in  constructing  a  roadbed  16  feet  wide  between 
existing  roads. 

In  this  connection  we  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  this 
connecting  road  will  make  the  Lake  Tahoe  wagon  road,  now  owned  by 
the  State,  more  ser\dceable,  and  greath^  enhance  the  attractiveness  of  a 
visit  to  Lake  Tahoe.  The  two  engravings  hereto  attached  show  the 
general  character  of  the  route  around  the  head  of  Emerald  Bay  and 
over  Rubicon  Point. 
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FOREIGN  ROADS. 


We  herewith  submit  the  report  of  Commissioner  Manson  on  foreign 
roads,  which  was  made  at  the  request  of  this  Department,  provided  that 
no  expenses  incurred  should  be  chargeable  to  the  State: 

To  the  Honorable  the  Department  of  Highway s: 

Gentlemen:  On  the  2d  of  July,  1897,  I  was  granted  leave  of  absence 
to  attend  the  seventh  session  of  the  International  Geological  Congress, 
held  at  St.  Petersburg,  Russia.  The  extended  excursions  planned  by 
the  officers  of  the  Geological  Committee,  and  the  countries  traversed, 
afTorded  an  opportunity  to  collect  data  on  highw^aj'  location,  construc- 
tion, and  maintenance.  This  data  was  collected  as  opportunity  could 
be  had  from  the  following  countries:  (i)  Pennsylvania;  (2)  from 
excursions  on  foot  through  Normandy,  France;  (3)  Germany;  (4)  from 
traveling  several  hundred  miles  over  the  highways  of  Russia  and  the 
extreme  western  part  of  Siberia  and  Asia  Minor;  (5)  from  Northern 
and  Central  Italy,  including  ancient  and  modern  roads  and  .streets; 
(6)  from  an  examination  of  two  of  the  great  trans- Alpine  roads  of 
Switzerland,  Italy,  and  France,  and  (7)  of  a  subsequent  trip  through 
England  and  Wales.  Also,  from  an  examination  of  some  of  the  streets 
of  the  following  cities:  (i)  Philadelphia;  (2)  Chicago;  (3)  New 
York;  (4)  Havre;  (5)  Rouen;  (6)  Paris;  (7)  Cologne;  (8)  Berlin; 
(9)  Warsaw;  (10)  Moscow;  (11)  Samara;  (12)  Sizran;  (13)  Katherine- 
bourg;  (14)  Perm;  (15)  Nijni  Novgorod;  (16)  St.  Petersburg;  ( 17)  Tiflis; 
(18)  Odessa;  (19)  Turin;  (20)  Rome;  (21)  Florence;  (22)  Venice; 
(23)  Basle;  (24)  London;  (25)  Liverpool;  (26)  Swansea;  (27)  Cardiff; 
(28)  Bristol;  (29)  Birmingham,  and  (30)  New  Castle  on  Tyne. 

The  notes  and  observations  will  be  given  in  brief,  with  the  hope  that, 
although  hastily  gathered,  they  will  add  something  to  the  general  store 
of  facts  and  sene  either  as  guides  toward  the  good,  or  warnings  as  to 
the  bad. 

The  highways  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  were  observed  from  Pitts- 
burg to  Philadelphia;  photographs  of  some  of  these  are  herewith  sub- 
mitted. The  road  from  Philadelphia  to  Chester  is  a  modern  toll  road 
constructed  on  Telford  principles.  Some  of  the  adjacent  roads  are  yet 
in  their  original  condition,  that  is,  ungraded,  undrained,  earth  roads,  of 
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the  usual  countrj^  t3'pe — costly  in  the  extreme  from  constant  half 
patching,  and  nearly  impassable  from  mud  in  wet  weather  and  for  some 
days  after  long  rains.  The  suburban  feeders  are  in  some  instances 
paved  with  brick  or  macadamized.  Illustrations  of  these  are  appended, 
and  are:  (i)  The  Philadelphia  and  Chester  road;  (2)  branch  road, 
unimproved;  (3)  brick  paved  road;  (4)  macadamized  roads  in  improved 
grounds. 

Through  the  limestone  districts  of  Pennsylvania,  particularly  between 
Pittsburg  and  Lancaster,  several  rock-crushing  plants  were  observed. 
These  were  of  compact  and  efficient  types,  and  the  country  roads  were 
in  excellent  shape  and  farming  interests  evidently  prosperous.  No 
rock-crushing  plant  was  observed,  either  in  Pennsylvania  or  elsewhere, 
of  the  size  and  capacity  of  the  State  rock-crusher  at  Folsom.  Road- 
building  in  those  parts  of  the  State  traversed  has  been  greatly  advanced 
in  late  years. 

ROADS  IN  FRANCE. 

The  roads  examined  in  France  were  :  First,  the  roads  in  and  around 
Havre,  Rouen,  and  Paris;  second,  the  Alpine  roads  west  of  the  Swiss 
frontier  near  Basle  and  the  Italian  frontier,  approaching  and  over 
St.  Gothard  and  Mount  Cenis  passes. 

The  roads  about  Havre  are  in  excellent  condition,  and  have  the 
general  features  described  in  texts  and  treatises  on  French  roads. 

The  main  highway  extending  eastwardly  through  Greville  was  tra- 
versed for  some  ten  miles.  A  photograph  of  this  road  is  submitted, 
which  gives  the  characteristic  features.  The  principles  of  location, 
drainage,  and  surfacing  are  very  correctly  carried  out;  the  roadbed  is 
macadamized  with  the  hardest  rocks — particularly  chert,  basalt,  or  trap, 
mixed  with  limestone  or  chalk.  This  latter  grinds  and  cements  the 
whole  into  a  hard  and  impermeable  surface.  As  is  the  almost  uni- 
versal custom  on  west  European  roads,  broken  rock  is  piled  along  the 
sides  of  the  road  for  repairs,  and  as  soon  as  a  depression  occurs,  it  is 
promptly  repaired. 

Around  Rouen,  some  two  hundred  miles  above  Havre,  and  at  the 
head  of  deep-water  navigation  on  the  Seine,  the  roads  are  of  the  same 
t3'pe.  Several  photographs  and  cross-sections  of  the  roads  are  sub- 
mitted. These  same  features  are  characteristic  of  the  roads  of  northern 
France,  reaching  their  greatest  perfection  around  Paris. 

The  following  general  observations  on  the  highway  system  of  France 
are  worthy  of  special  note: 

1.  The  location  of  the  road  upon  easy  grades  is  considered  of  the 
highest  importance. 

2.  Thorough  drainage  is  never  neglected,  and  is  accomplished  (a)  by

side  drains,   {!')  by  sloping  the  subgrade  to  the  sides  and  roUing  it, 
(c)  by  under-drains  through  the  center  if  necessary. 

3.  Makeshift  methods  are  never  allowed;  thus  expensive  repairs  are 
avoided.     Thorough  permanent  work  is  found  cheapest. 

4.  The  road  surface  is  made  of  the  hardest  rocks  available,  particu- 
larly bowlders  and  cobble  scattered  over  fields  are  l^roken  and  mixed 
with  softer  rocks  to  form  a  binding  material. 

5.  The  horse  rollers  weigh  about  seven  tons,  and  the  steam  rollers 
double  this  weight.  Thorough  sprinkling  during  rolling  and  the  free 
use  of  the  roller  are  considered  essential. 

6.  Prompt  repairs  are  never  neglected. 

7.  Engineering  supervision  and  control  in  location,  construction,  and 
maintenance. 

As  a  general  thing,  the  roads  of  France  are  of  five  classes:  (i) 
National  highways;  (2)  Department  highways;  (3)  Important  roads; 
(4)  Neighborhood  roads;  (5)  Interfarm  roads.  Of  these,  the  highways 
are  maintained  at  national  and  departmental  expense — the  roads  by  the 
districts  in  which  they  lie.  Cross-sections,  photographs,  and  slides  are 
presented  herewith. 

GERMAN  ROADS. 

The  roads  observed  in  Germany  were  those  in  the  regions  around 
Koln  and  Berlin  and  the  inter\-ening  country.  They  presented  no 
special  feature  beyond  the  thoroughness  in  location,  construction,  and 
maintenance  characteristic  of  German  people.  The  rolling  and  sandy 
country  permits  of  good  drainage.  The  excellent  plan  of  restricting 
the  width  of  paved  roadway  to  the  actual  needs  of  the  locality  is  a 
marked  feature  of  German  roads,  the  usual  width  being  from  14  to  18 
feet  for  main  roads,  and  8  feet  for  small  district  or  farm  roads.  Princi- 
pal highways  were  from  18  to  24  feet.  Some  of  these  roads  were 
evidently  very  old;  the  majority  were  located  and  constructed  during 
the  last  few  centuries. 

In  repairing  the  roads  the  usual  continental  system  is  observed  and 
the  macadam  surface  is  renewed  at  from  twelve  to  twenty  years, 
dependent  upon  the  amount  of  traffic  and  the  durability  of  stone. 

Tree-planting  is  systematically  done.  Deciduous  forest  and  fruit 
trees  are  invariably  selected. 

ROADS  IN  RUSSIA. 

In  the  wide  expanse  of  Russia  in  Europe  every  variety  and  type  of 
road  exists.  The  ])hotographs  and  cross-sections  of  these  roads  are 
numerous  and  present  the  general  features  l)oth  of  improved  and  unim- 
proved types.     A  few  special  roads  will  be  noted. 
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In  the  neighborhood  of  towns  and  villages  the  roads  are  frequently 
paved  with  broken  stone  or  small  cobbles.  Most  of  the  crossings  on 
railroads  are  similarly  paved;  now  and  then  important  highways  are 
graded  and  macadamized.  The  great  roads  leading  into  Siberia  traverse 
such  enormous  distances  that  it  was  possible  to  travel  or  cross  them  only 
at  widely  separated  intervals.  The  most  important  road  in  Russia,  and 
the  one  presenting  most  points  of  interest  to  Californians,  is  the  military 
road  traversing  Darial  Pass  in  the  Caucasus.  The  features  of  this  road 
will  be  specially  mentioned  later. 

In  Poland,  around  Warsaw,  the  country  is  flat  and  badly  drained,  but 
well-constructed  macadam  roads  are  not  uncommon;  the  section  of  one 
is  herewith  appended.  The  ditches  are  of  ample  section,  in  order  to  give 
o-ood  drainage.  Piles  of  rock  are  distributed  along  the  sides,  and  the 
roads  frequently  bordered  with  white  guard  stones  standing  on  either 
side  about  fifteen  to  twenty  feet  apart  and  some  of  them  are  two  feet 
high.  The  stones  used  for  macadam  are  very  variable  in  composition 
and  appearance,  being  selected  from  the  miscellaneous  glacial  debris 
scattered  over  the  countr}^  Much  of  the  road  between  Moscow  and 
Nijni  Novgorod  is  paved  with  broken  rock  well  fitted  together  and  laid 
flat.  There  is  a  rough  curb  of  large  stone  on  the  side  and  a  broad 
shoulder  of  earth  between  the  road  and  the  ditch.  The  general  features 
and  dimensions  are  given  in  the  section.  The  rock  used  is  mostly  from 
glacial  drift  and  is,  hence,  variable  in  character.  One  of  the  trans-Ural 
roads  into  Siberia  was  traversed  for  some  miles  near  Kychkym.  This 
road  is  not  well  located,  but  is  "graded,"  like  many  miles  of  road  in 
California,  upon  lines  parallel  with  the  surface  of  the  ground,  that  is,  it 
undulates  with  the  country.  This  road  is  very  wide,  being  80  to  85 
feet  between  ditches.  Along  the  sides  silver  birch  grow  at  irregular 
distances.  Bridges  over  small  streams  are  of  rough  dry  rubble.  Much 
of  the  roadbed  is  decomposed  granite  and  some  is  macadamized;  a 
general  section  is  given.  The  climate  is  dry,  judging  from  the  cross- 
sections  of  the  streams  and  from  the  growth.  The  road  has  evidently 
not  been  closely  cared  for  since  the  era  of  railroad  construction.  The 
roads  through  central  and  northern  Russia  are  much  used  in  the  winter 
when  protected  by  snow;  during  the  spring  and  early  summer  they  are 
generally  very  muddy,  and  during  the  late  summer  and  early  autumn 
are  dusty. 

In  the  neighborhood  of  Rostov  the  following  section  is  used.  The 
section  is  typical  and  answers  the  needs  of  the  locality. 

THE  MII.ITARY  ROAD  OF  THE  GEORGIAS. 

Of  modern  Russian  roads  the  great  highway  over  the  Caucasus  is  an 
enduring  example  of  energy  and  power.  This  road  occupies  the  his- 
toric pass  known  as  Darial  Pass,  which  for  time  immemorial  has  been 
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an  important  line  of  travel  between  Asia  Minor  and  southeastern 
Europe.  The  Caucasus  Mountains  skirt  the  northeastern  shore  of  the 
Black  Sea,  and  from  thence  run  southeasterly  the  Caspian.  They  are, 
in  many  respects,  analogous  to  the  Sierras,  but  are  larger,  broader,  and 
longer.  Mount  Elbruz,  reaching  an  altitude  of  some  18,000  feet,  is  over 
3,000  feet  higher  than  the  highest  peaks  of  the  Sierras.  Up  to  the  con- 
quest of  the  Caucasian  regions  by  Russia,  only  a  narrow,  badly  graded, 
and  rough  road  existed.  Portions  of  it  can  be  seen  on  the  northern 
approach  in  the  canon  of  the  Tirek  River,  and  some  fifteen  to  twenty 
miles  south  of  the  \'ladikavkaz,  the  northerly  terminus  of  the  road. 
Recent  deposits  of  debris  in  the  bed  of  the  river  have  brought  the  flood 
plane  above  the  ancient  roadbed.  An  interesting  section  of  this  road  is 
given  as  it  skirts  beneath  a  rocky  hhifi  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Tirek. 
The  road  lies  in  a  shelf  hewn  into  the  solid  rock;  at  the  point  at  which 
the  section  was  taken  columns  of  rock  were  left  to  support  the  over- 
hanging blufi.  An  attempt  to  photograph  this  bluff  failed  by  reason  of 
the  deepening  shadows  of  twilight.  A  large  slide  from  the  glacial 
slopes  of  Kasbek  covered  this  road  for  some  miles  in  1S90.  .A  tem- 
porary road  was  built  around  the  slide,  and  so  well  was  it  fitted  against 
the  precipitous  bluf?  that  the  Russian  engineers  have  marked  it  by  paint- 
ing the  adjacent  rocks  white,  so  that  the  traveler  may  note  the  skill  and 
care  given  to  road  work.  The  substructures  of  this  great  road  are 
principally  stone;  one  or  two  bridges  are  of  steel.  Types  of  both  are 
given  in  the  accompanying  photographs  and  slides. 

In  a  few  instances  snowsheds  have  been  built.  These  structures  rest 
upon  massive  stone  walls  with  well-braced  wooden  roofs  sheathed  with 
iron.  On  the  outside  a  summer  road  is  constructed,  each  road  being 
about  22  feet  wide. 

The  grades  of  the  road  are  light  and  have  been  accurately  fitted  to 
the  topography;  the  maximum  grades  rarely  exceed  eight  or  nine  per 
cent.  The  roadbed  is  thoroughly  drained  and  well  macadamized,  and 
piles  of  broken  rock  are  abundant  for  prompt  repairs.  The  rock  used 
varies  with  the  formation — limestone,  trap,  and  the  harder  volcanic  and 
metamorphic  rocks  being  preferred.  The  only  machinery'  obser\-ed  on 
the  entire  road  was  a  heavy  and  clums}-  road-roller.  The  photograph 
submitted  gives  its  general  appearance.  The  following  data  and 
measurements  were  taken:  Length  of  frame  over  all.  18  feet;  width, 
7 14  feet;  tongue  interchangeable;  small  rollers  on  each  end;  brakes 
operated  b}'  screws  check  the  roller  on  heavy  grades;  boxes  for  wet 
sand  ballast  on  each  end,  6'6"  by  2'8"  by  I'lo",  lined  with  No.  18 
galvanized  iron;  estimated  gross  weight,  11  tons.  In  road  repairs  the 
traffic  is  depended  upon  to  pack  the  rock.  Laborers  are  distributed 
along  the  road,  but  the  variations  in  travel,  climate,  rainfall,  etc.,  are  so 
great  that  the  force  is  very  variable.     On  the  southern  end  the  road  has 
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been  blocked  at  many  places  by  immense  quantities  of  debris  brought 
down  from  the  tributaries  of  the  Arangua;  and  at  several  places  large 
forces  of  laborers  were  engaged  in  rebuilding  the  road,  and  in  construct- 
ing debris  diverting  and  retaining  works.  It  was  a  readily  noted  fact 
that  the  greatest  damage  .was  done  bj-  those  tributaries  from  the  water- 
sheds of  which  the  timber  had  been  cut  away,  and  a  close  observer 
could  readily  determine  whether  a  tributary  watershed  was  timbered 
or  not  b}^  the  amount  of  damage  done  by  the  summer  rains. 

The  Russian  engineers  deser\'e  great  credit  for  the  skill  with  which 
the}^  have  constructed  and  are  maintaining  this  road.  Its  northern  end 
is  in  the  cold  temperate  regions  around  Vladikavkaz ;  its  summit  reaches 
8,000  feet,  and  is  subject  in  winter  to  Arctic  conditions.  The  southern 
end  is  in  the  sub-tropical  climate  of  Tiflis.  The  northern  slope  of  the 
Caucasus  is  dr)^  rugged,  and  precipitous;  the  growth  is  coniferous. 
The  southern  slope  is  more  gentle  and  characterized  by  rounder  moun- 
tain forms,  with  broader  and  more  extensive  deposits  at  the  base.  Sum- 
mer rains  give  deciduous  trees  on  the  south  slope,  and  if  conifers  ever 
existed  "there  they  have  long  since  disappeared.  Thus,  the  physical 
features  and  conditions  are  of  great  range  and  tax  the  engineer  to  meet 
them  in  their  varying  phases. 

CRIMEAN  ROADS. 

The  principal  Crimean  roads  are  well  located,  drained,  and  macad- 
amized; the  section  given  presents  their  general  type.  The  principal 
stone  used  in  macadamizing  is  limestone,  which  in  the  dry  climate  of 
Crimea  pulverizes  into  a  fine  whitish  dust. 

SWISS   ROADS. 

Since  the  Roman  engineers,  over  two  thousand  years  since,  demon- 
strated the  principles  of  road-building,  Switzerland  has  been  the  field  for 
modern  roads.  Prior  to  the  era  of  railroad-building,  the  great  lines  of 
travel  and  trade  between  portions  of  Germany,  France,  and  Italy  passed 
through  the  Swiss  Alps,  and  even  to-day,  with  double  tracks  of  rail- 
roads traversing  the  valleys  and  piercing  the  divides  in  everj-  direction, 
more  than  8,400  miles  of  magnificent  roads  are  maintained,  or  one  half 
mile  to  each  square  mile  of  territory- — the  area  of  Switzerland  being 
16,000  square  miles,  or  4,000  square  miles  less  than  that  of  San  Bernar- 
dino County.  Considering  the  mountainous  character  of  the  country, 
this  mileage  is  very  large.  The  earlier  Roman  roads  were  parts  of  a 
transcontinental  system,  and  even  until  the  middle  of  the  present  cen- 
tury' the  roads  of  Switzerland  ser\'ed  the  same  purpose.  The  Roman 
roads  fell  into  poor  repair  during  the  Middle  Ages  and  were  neglected

until  about  the  first  part  of  the  present  century,  when  an  era  of  rel)uild- 
inj^  dawned  with  tlie  reconstruction  of  the  g^reat  Siniplon  road,  by  Napo- 
leon, in  1800.  In  the  next  three  quarters  of  a  century  the  greater 
portion  of  the  Swiss  roads  were  built  or  rebuilt.  All  parts  of  Switzer- 
land are  thus  reached  l)y  magnificent  roads,  which  permit  its  grandeurs 
of  scenery  and  climate  to  be  the  annual  Mecca  of  many  thousands  of 
the  100,000,000  people  living  within  a  radius  of  800  miles  of  Mount 
Blanc.  In  locating  these  roads  true-grade  lines  were  fitted  to  the 
ground,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  on  the  sunny  side  of  the  valleys;  the 
roadbeds  are  well  graded  and  solidly  built,  generally  on  a  system 
resembling  the  more  modern  Telford  system.  The  older  roads  were  8  to 
12  feet  wide,  and  the  modern  roads  from  12  to  24  feet,  according  to  the 
class. 

The  reason  of  the  durability  of  both  the  Roman  and  the  modern 
Swiss  roads  is  the  solidity  of  the  former  and  the  thorough  drainage  of 
the  latter.  The  surface  of  the  roadbed  is  made  of  the  most  durable 
rock — the  main  principles  being  to  construct  a  well-drained  foundation 
and  substructures;  and,  second,  to  utilize  the  best  and  most  available 
material  for  road  surfacing.  Types  of  roads  and  structures  are  illus- 
trated in  the  accompanying  photographs  and  slides. 

ITALIAN    ROAUS. 

So  much  has  been  written  and  is  available  about  the  ancient  and 
modern  roads  of  Italy,  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  more  than  outline  the 
results  of  the  short  examination  which  the  writer  was  able  to  make. 

The  old  Roman  roads  sen-ed  the  place  of  the  railroads  of  to-day,  and 
extended  from  Jerusalem,  in  Asia  Minor,  through  all  the  countries  of 
southern  Europe  into  Germany  and  Scotland.  Hence,  the  main  lines 
of  travel  in  these  countries  show  the  results  of  Roman  engineering 
work.  The  one  most  particularly  referred  to  is  the  \'ia  Apia,  extend- 
ing from  Rome  to  Brindisi,  in  the  southeast  end  of  Italy.  Several 
photographs  of  this  road  are  submitted  herewith,  which  give  the 
general  appearance  of  the  northern  fifteen  miles.  It  is  probable  that 
this  road  was  not  used  by  the  Romans  in  the  condition  we  now  find 
it — paved  with  rough  stones  and  too  irregular  and  hard  to  have  been 
used  by  unshod  horses.  Modern  Roman  engineers  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  ancient  roads  were  covered  with  line-broken  rock,  and  what 
we  see  is  the  massive  foundation  of  this  road  surface.  There  are  many 
facts  substantiating  this  opinion. 

The  \'ia  Latina  is  another  example  of  the  massiveness  of  early 
Roman  construction,  a  cross-section  of  which  is  given;  in  addition, 
there  are  nine  cross-sections  of  typical  roads  and  streets  of  Italian 
cities;  of  these,  it  may  be  said  that  the  perfection  of  basalt  block  pave- 
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ment  is  found  in  modern  Rome.  The  blocks  are  about  four  inches 
square  on  the  face  and  six  inches  deep,  pyramidal  in  form,  and  very- 
regular  in  shape.  These  are  closely  laid  on  packed  sand  and  rammed 
until  in  perfect  shape.  They  afford  a  pavement  of  unexcelled  dura- 
bility, thoroughly  smooth  and  clean,  but  noisy  under  traffic. 

Macadam  is  largely  used  in  streets;  where  cobblestones  are  used, 
broad,  flat  stones  are  laid  for  the  wheels  of  vehicles,  as  in  Ferrara. 
The  most  instructive  example  of  road-building  in  northern  and  central 
Italy  is  the  Via  Apia  Nuevo,  which  has  replaced  the  old  Via  Apia. 
This  new  road  is  better  located,  and  is  a  modern  macadamized  road,  in 
which  good  drainage  and  surfacing  replace  the  massive  and  expensive 
foundation  of  the  old  Roman  roads. 

Cross-sections,  photographs,  and  slides  of  this  road  accompany  this 
report.  The  following  drawings,  photographs  and  slides  of  Italian 
roads  are  also  submitted:  Nine  sections  of  roads  and  streets;  eight  pho- 
tographic slides,  illustrating  principal  roads  and  durability  of  materials, 
etc. 

The  roads  of  Italy  are  divided  into  four  classes,  but  the  divisions 
between  the  two  lower  classes  are  so  slight  as  to  really  leave  only 
three — National,  Provincial,  and  Neighborhood,  or  District.  Each  class 
is  cared  for,  as  the  nomenclature  indicates,  bj^  national,  provincial,  or 
district  authorities,  and  in  some  of  the  poorer  provinces  the  roads  are 
in  bad  condition.  Whenever  a  railroad  parallels  a  national  highway, 
this  latter  is  classified  as  a  provincial  highway,  and  is  turned  over  to 
the  authorities  caring  for  such  class. 


ENGLISH  ROADS. 

The  subject  of  road-building  revived  in  England  during  the  days  of 
Macadam  and  Telford.  The  road  literature  of  that  and  subsequent 
periods  is  abundant  and  accessible;  but  it  may  be  well  to  call  attention 
to  the  few  isolated  features  which  catch  the  engineer's  eye,  and  which 
are  not  generally  cited  in  texts  and  treatises  on  roads.  Around  Bristol, 
many  examples  of  Roman  road  construction  exist  which  present  features 
somewhat  different  from  Roman  roads  elsewhere  obser\-ed.  First,  the 
skillful  fitting  of  the  road  to  the  ground  is  lacking  in  many  instances. 
This  indicates  that  either  unskillful  engineers  were  sent  to  that  remote 
province,  or  that  the  early  students  of  Roman  methods  were  not  accurate 
in  their  application  of  first  principles.  This  error  once  started  was 
followed  for  centuries,  and  not  entirely  corrected  since  the  days  of 
Macadam. 

Throughout  Wales  and  southwestern  England,  excellent  macadam 
roads  are  maintained.  The  materials  selected  are  basalt,  trap,  and  the 
silicious  rocks.     Around  Yorkshire,  the  excellence  of  the  roads  is  due  in

a  large  part  to  the  thoroughness  of  drainage,  Avhich  in  the  moist  climate 
of  England  is  as  essential  as  it  is  in  the  wet  season  of  California.  An 
important  lesson  for  our  home  road-builders  to  learn,  and  one  which 
cannot  too  often  be  brought  to  their  attention,  is  that  thorough  drainage 
is  of  the  most  vital  importance.  In  northeastern  England,  around  New 
Castle  on  Tyne,  old  Roman  roads  exist,  but  have  been  so  thoroughly 
replaced  by  railroads  and  modern  highways  that  they  are  more  objects 
of  antiquity  than  serviceable  highways.  Important  lessons  in  street 
construction  and  maintenance  are  learned  in  the  great  cities  of  England, 
and  it  would  well  repay  our  young  and  growing  cities  of  California  to 
select  a  thoroughly  trained  engineer  and  send  him  to  study  these  lessons 
for  six  months  or  a  year,  and  then  keep  him  applying  them  at  home. 
Asphaltum  and  bitumen,  for  instance,  are  never  "stewed"  or  "steamed' 
to  soften  them,  but  are  slowly  heated  and  all  matter  volatile  below  275"^ 
or  300°  Fahr.  is  driven  off.  The  thoroughly  refined  material  is  well 
mixed  with  dried  and  heated  sand  and  limestone,  and  laid  not  more 
than  one  and  a  quarter  inches  thick.  Such  a  pavement  was  intact  after 
five  years  of  the  heaviest  traffic  in  London;  whilst  in  San  Francisco,  a 
better  native  material  laid  three  inches  thick  was  entirely  gone  under 
the  lightest  traffic  in  a  short  time.  This  difference  in  durability  is 
mainly  due  to  the  fact  that  the  principle  known  to  the  old  Greeks,  that 
all  matter  volatile  below  300°  Fahr.  must  be  driven  off,  was  thoroughly 
applied  in  the  one  instance  and  as  thorough'  ignored  in  the  other. 
Again,  the  Loudon  asphalt  was  laid  on  a  hard,  well-floated  concrete 
surface.  In  the  San  Francisco  instance,  the  concrete  was  hardly  worthy 
of  the  name,  and  the  ignorant  city  authorities  were  persuaded  into  the 
idea  that  the  concrete  surface  should  be  "rough"  in  order  that  the 
asphaltum  could  "take  hold."  This  permits  of  poor  workmanship  and 
a  deficienc\-  of  mortar  in  the  concrete.  A  sample  of  the  London  asphalt 
is  herewith  presented  for  comparison  with  home  work.  In  some  of  the 
English  roads,  a  stiff  ferruginous  clay  is  used  in  very  small  proportions 
as  a  binder  to  ven,-  hard,  broken  rock.  The  road  system  is  in  general 
well  kept  up,  and  it  is  a  rare  pleasure  to  drive;  so  much  so  that  a  larger 
proportion  of  expensive  teams  and  vehicles  are  kept  up  for  this  purpose 
than  in  any  other  countn*. 

The  foregoing  notes  were  hurriedly  gathered,  with  some  forty  cross- 
sections  and  over  two  hundred  photographs  and  slides;  they  are  sub- 
mitted with  the  hope  that  they  may  ser\'e  to  revive  and  extend  our 
knowledge  of  road-building.

TRUSTEES    OF    MINERAL    CABINET. 


The  janitor  of  the  E.  B.  Crocker  Art  Gallery,  where  the  State  Mineral 
Cabinet  is  now  located  and  on  public  view,  reports  to  us  that,  during 
the  two  years  last  past,  over  6,700  (annually)  visitors  have  registered, 
and  that  at  least  one  half  of  these  have  come  to  view  the  mineral 
exhibit.  Since  the  date  of  report  of  June  30,  1894,  no  work  has  been 
done  b}'  the  Trustees,  either  on  the  Cabinet  or  its  contents,  or  in  further- 
ance of  the  previously  proposed  rearrangement  and  cataloguing  of  the 
specimens.  Lack  of  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  Trustees  for  the  latter 
purpose  is  the  sufficient  reason  for  this  absence  of  effort. 

We  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Governor  to  the  fact,  already 
mentioned  in  previous  reports  (the  fourth  and  fifth),  that  the  Act 
(Assembly  Bill  No.  134,  approved  March  9,  1887)  creating  the  commis- 
sion, "Trustees  of  the  Mineral  Cabinet,"  prescribed  as  the  duty  of  said 
Trustees,  the  removal  of  Mineral  Cabinet  from  the  State  Capitol,  where  it 
was  at  that  time  situated,  to  the  E.  B.  Crocker  Art  Gallery,  where  it  now 
is.  They  were  not  charged  with  the  continued  or  future  custody  or  care 
of  the  Cabinet  and  minerals,  nor  was  any  provision  made  in  the  Act 
to  that  end.  But  for  the  fact  that  certain  improvements  proposed  by 
the  Trustees,  and  sanctioned  by  the  Legislature,  were  made  the  subject 
and  cause  for  appropriations  of  money,  the  prescribed  duties  of  the 
Trustees  would  have  been  fulfilled,  and  their  functions  terminated. 
The  Cabinet  would,  under  such  circumstances,  be  without  any  responsible 
guardian.  In  view  of  this  state  of  affairs,  and  the  mere  completion  of 
the  work  of  ordering  and  improving,  we  respectfully  suggest  that  you 
recommend  to  the  coming  Legislature  an  amendment  to  Assembly  Bill 
No.  134,  aforesaid,  making  it  the  duty  of  the  Trustees  to  continue  to 
keep  and  care  for  said  Cabinet,  without  salary,  as  hitherto. 

We  would  further  suggest  that  a  small  appropriation,  of  say  $500, 
would  enable  us  to  resume  work  on  the  revised  catalogue  and  rearrange- 
ment of  specimens,  already  begun.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  California  Home  for  the  Care  and  Train- 
i'>^9  of  Feeble-Minded  Children: 
Gentlemkn:  I  beg  to  present  )'ou  herewith,  in  conformity  to  law,  my 
annual  report  of  the  operations  of  my  office,  and  of  the  affairs  generally 
of  the  Home,  for  the  forty-ninth  fiscal  year,  ending  June  30,  1898.  In 
connection  therewith  will  be  found  the  tables,  financial  and  otherwise, 
referring  to  the  forty-eighth  fiscal  year,  ending  June  30,  1897.  They  are 
now  complete  and  brought  down  in  the  manner  shown  for  your  exam- 
ination, and  for  your  reference  and  use  in  making  up  your  own  biennial 
report  to  his  Excellency,  the  Governor. 

MOVEMENT    OF    POPULATION. 

During  the  biennial  period  referred  to,  July  1,  1896,  to  June  30,  1898, 
the  movement  of  population  has  been  as  follows:

A  large  number  of  applications  (between  two  and  three  hundred) 
still  remain  upon  our  files  awaiting  admission,  which  has  been  neces- 
sarily delayed  because  of  the  lack  of  accommodations  possessed  by  the 
Home  for  cases  of  these  several  grades.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
ensuing  Legislature  will  be  moved  to  make  such  appropriation  as  may 
enable  the  institution  to  make  ample  accommodations  to  relieve  the 
congested  condition  of  our  files. 

A  review  of  the  biennial  period  just  closed  demonstrates  that  the 
Home  has  made  substantial  progress  along  the  lines  of  its  work,  not- 
withstanding the  handicap  which  the  lack  of  accommodations  has 
imposed.  In  some  respects,  the  Home  has  never  experienced  a  more 
prosperous  period  in  its  existence.  The  work  has  grown  immeasurably 
in  the  confidence  of  the  public;  new  friends  have  rallied  to  the  support 
of  the  Home,  to  give  it  encouragement  in  its  ethical  work,  and  aid  along 
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the  lines  of  its  further  development.  The  results  attained  in  the  insti- 
tution in  the  drill,  discipline,  care,  training,  and  education  of  the 
inmates  has  been  most  gratifying,  securing  to  us  a  substantial  founda- 
tion, upon  which  we  will  build  even  greater  successes  in  the  future. 

The  Legislature  of  1897  passed  a  law  which  we  consider  to  have  been 
one  of  the  most  beneficient  of  all  the  acts  enacted  in  the  interests  of  the 
Home.     This  Act  was  as  follows: 

AN  ACT 

To  authorize,  empower,  and  direct  the  California  Home  for  the  Care  and  Training  of 
Feeble-Minded  Children  to  admit  idiots,  epileptics,  and  mentally  enfeebled  paralytics 
into  said  institution  ;  to  provide  for  the  support  of  all  irwiates  therein,  and  to  repeal  all 
Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

[Approved  March  21,  1897.] 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact   as 

follows  : 

Section  1.  The  management  of  the  California  Home  for  the  Care  and  Training  of 
Feeble-Minded  Children  is  hereby  authorized,  empowered,  and  directed  to  admit  therein 
and  thereto,  in  addition  to  imbeciles  and  feeble-minded  persons,  such  idiots,  epileptics, 
and  mentally  enfeebled  paralytics,  irrespective  of  age,  as  the  accommodations  of  the 
home  may  permit,  and  as  may,  in  the  judgment  of  the  management,  appear  suitable 
subjects  for  such  admission,  and  upon  such  formal  commitment  as  is  now  prescribed  by 
law  for  the  feeble-minded.  But  for  each  idiotic,  imbecilic,  feeble-minded,  paralytic,  or 
epileptic  person  thus  committed  to  the  said  home,  the  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court 
who  officiates  shall  make  such  order  or  orders  as  are  requisite  and  proper  to  secure  the 
payment  by  the  county  from  which  the  applicant  is  committed  to  the  State  Treasurer) 
of  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  ($10  00)  monthly,  for  and  during  each  and  every  month  or  part 
of  a  month  the  said  applicant  so  committed  remains  an  inmate  of  said  institution. 
The  superintendent  of  the  said  California  Home  for  the  Care  and  Training  of  Feeble- 
Minded  Children  shall,  on  or  before  the  fifth  day  of  each  month,  prepare,  or  cause  to 
have  prepared,  a  true  and  correct  report  of  all  inmates  supported,  cared  for,  trained,  and 
educated  in  said  institution  for  the  preceding  month,  and  whose  support,  care,  training, 
and  education  in  said  home  is  herein  provided  for  to  be  paid  by  the  several  counties 
from  whence  they  came.  This  report  shall  give  the  names  and  residences  of  all  such 
inmates  aforesaid,  together  with  the  dates  of  their  admission  into  the  home,  the  depart- 
ment of  the  home  in  which  they  are  retained,  and  the  special  grade  of  mental 
deficiency  with  which  each  one  is  afflicted.  This  report  shall  be  acknowledged  under 
oath,  before  a  notary  public  or  other  public  officer  qualified  to  act  in  such  cases,  and 
shall  be  filed  by  copy  in  the  offices  of  the  State  Board  of  Examiners,  the  Controller  of 
State,  and  the  Treasurer  of  State,  but  the  said  report  so  prepared  and  filed  must  not 
be  printed,  nor  be  used  or  permitted  to  be  used  for  any  other  purpose  than  the  special 
information  and  benefit  of  the  officers  above  named.  No  person  shall  be  deemed 
eligible  for  commitment  to  or  admission  into  said  institution  unless  they  have  been  a 
resident  of  the  State  for  the  period  of  one  year  immediately  preceding  the  date  of 
their  application.  The  board  may  cause  the  peremptory  discharge  from  said  institu- 
tion of  any  person  who  has  been  an  inmate  or  patient  of  said  institution  for  the  period 
of  one  month. 

Sec  2.  All  claims,  excepting  those  for  salaries,  wages,  and  the  contingent  expense 
of  the  officers  of  the  home,  incurred  on  account  of  the  regular  support  of  said  home, 
shall  be  presented  monthly  before  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  in  the  usual  way,  as 
now  provided  by  law,  and  as  the  said  State  Board  of  Examiners  may  hereafter  advise 
and  direct,  but. the  aggregate  amount  of  all  such  claims,  presented  as  aforesaid,  shall 
not  exceed  in  any  given  month,  the  aggregate  sum  due  the  State  for  that  month  from 
the  counties  of  this  State  for  such  inmates  actually  in  the  home,  as  provided  for  in 
Section  1  of  this  Act. 
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Sec.  3.  The  State  shall,  by  legislative  appropriation,  in  the  usual  way  and  as  now 
provided  by  law,  provide  for  the  payment  of  all  salaries  and  wages  of  all  odicers  and 
employes  employed  by  said  home,  and  for  the  payment  of  all  traveling  and  other 
contingent  expenses  incurred  by  said  officers  of  said  home  while  attending  to  business 
belonging  or  appertaining  solely  to  the  home.  But  the  salaries  and  wages  herein 
provided  to  be  paid  by  the  State  must  not,  in  any  event,  exceed  in  amount  such  salaries 
or  wages  as  the  State-pays  for  the  same  or  for  similar  lines  of  work  in  the  other  public 
institutions  of  this  State,  and  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  make  such  rescaling  of  all  salaries  and  wages  paid  in  said  California  Home 
for  the  Care  and  Training  of  Feeble-Minded  Children,  including  those  already  provided 
for  by  law,  and  which  provisions  are  liereby  repealed,  as  may  place  said  salaries  and 
wages,  in  each  and  every  particular,  upon  a  parity  with  the  salaries  and  wages  paid  in 
and  by  the  other  public  institutions  of  this  State  for  the  same  or  for  similar  service,  and 
where  the  service  rendered  is  unlike,  or  widely  different  from  any  services  rendered  in 
any  other  public  institution  of  this  State,  then  the  said  State  Board  of  Examiners  shall 
designate  what  shall  be  the  just  and  proper  remuneration  for  such  particular  and  special 
service  referred  to,  and  the  sum  or  sums  so  fixed  by  the  said  State  Board  of  Examiners 
shall  be  the  regular  salary,  wage,  or  compensation  thereto  belonging. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  said  California  Home  for  the  Care  and  Training 
of  Feeble-Minded  Children,  when  the  accommodations  of  the  home  permit  {and  pro- 
vided further,  that  such  action  does  not  conflict  with  the  interests  or  welfare  of  com- 
mitted cases  or  applicants  awaiting  admission),  may  admit,  for  any  stated  period  of 
time,  without  judicial  commitment,  such  persons  as  are  before  and  hereinafter  specified 
as  eligible  for  admission,  upon  such  terms  of  special  payment,  gift,  bequest,  donation^ 
legacy,  transfer  of  real  or  personal  property,  or  other  lawful  procedure,  as  may  appear 
to  them  to  be  to  the  best  interests  of  the  State,  and  may,  further,  secure  to  the  home, 
for  the  time  such  persons  so  admitted  are  inmates  of  the  home,  such  revenue  or  com- 
pensation as  fully  covers  the  actual  cost  to  the  home  for  all  care,  treatment,  education, 
and  support,  therein  involved. 

Sec.  5.  Nothing  in  this  Act  must  be  construed  as  applying  to,  interfering  with,  or 
affecting  the  status  of  such  inmates  as  may  now  be  in  the  said  California  Home  for  the 
Care  and  Training  of  Feeble-Minded  Children,  under  terms  of  life  tenure,  or  such  other 
inmates  as  may  be  deemed  by  the  management  as  self-supporting  by  the  value  of  their 
labor,  or  who  may  pay,  or  have  paid  for  them,  such  sums  of  money  as  in  the  judgment 
of  the  management  cover  the  cost  of  their  support.  But  for  all  other  cases  the  board 
of  trustees  of  said  home  are  authorized  and  directed  to  secure  from  the  proper  officers 
of  the  several  counties  from  whence  such  inmates  were  committed  or  received,  such 
arrangments  for  recommitment  under  the  terms  of  this  Act  (or  such  other  provision), 
as  may  secure  against  said  inmates  becoming  a  sole  charge  upon  the  State,  and  the  said 
board  of  trustees  are  hereby  further  authorized  to  discharge,  at  their  discretion,  on  or 
after  July  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  any  case  whose  support,  etc.,  is 
unprovided  for  under  the  terms  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  6.  All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  7.  The  Controller  of  State  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  his  warrants  in  favor  of 
the  Hoard  of  Trustees  of  the  said  California  Home  for  the  Care  and  Training  of  Feeble- 
Minded  Children,  upon  their  presentation  of  claims  in  the  usual  manner  on  account  of 
the  supporting  of  the  said  home  as  herein  provided  for,  and  the  Treasurer  of  State  is 
hereby  directed  to  pay  the  same. 

Sec.  8.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

As  will  be  seen  from  a  perusal  of  the  above,  the  Act  had  for  its  pur- 
pose the  following  objects: 

First — The  establishment  here  at  Eldridge,  beyond  the  possibility  of 
any  criticism  or  doulH,  of  a  suitable  colony  for  the  care  and  treatment 
of  epileptics.  Epileptics  had  previously  been  admitted  to  the  institu- 
tion, but  a  question  had  arisen  as  to  the  justness  of  their  retention  here 
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under  the  previous  Act  of  establishment.  It  is  not  necessary  for  me  to 
make  here  any  extensive  plea  for  epileptics.  On  other  occasions  and 
in  other  reports  I  have  dealt  extensively  upon  their  pitiable  condition, 
urging  with  all  the  force  at  my  command  State  aid  of  some  sort  to 
cover  their  care  and  treatment,  and  always  suggesting  the  propriety 
of  their  being  admitted  and  cared  for  by  the  Home.  The  seed  sown  in 
other  days  has  brought  some  good  fruit,  so  that  now  the  public  is  well 
prepared  to  accept  the  claims  of  this  unfortunate  class,  and  that  the 
public  is  further  satisfied  with  the  claims  we  have  put  forth  looking 
to  their  retention  here  in  the  Home  is  well  evidenced  by  the  practically 
unanimous  vote  given  the  Act  above  quoted.  The  Act  does  not  specify 
what  particular  grade  of  epileptics  shall  be  admitted  here,  but  uses  the 
term  in  its  generic  sense,  leaving  to  the  management  and  the  accommo- 
dations at  their  command  to  determine  from  time  to  time  if  any 
distinction  should  be  made.  My  own  contention  has  been  that  the 
Home  should  receive  any  epileptic,  irrespective  of  his  mental  condition, 
unless  it  is  clearly  shown  that  his  epilepsy  is  a  complication  of  the 
pronounced  types  of  insanity  such  as  would  warrant  his  retention 
in  an  asylum  for  the  insane  to  insure  the  care  which  his  phase  of 
insanity  might  require.  There  is  a  wide  difference  between  cases 
of  insanity  complicated  with  epileptic  seizures  and  cases  of  epilepsy 
occasionally  suffering  from  temporary  insanity.  The  former  cases 
ought  to  be  cared  for  in  hospitals  for  the  insane;  the  latter  states 
resulting  from  epileptic  seizures  can  and  possibly  ought  to  be  cared  for 
in  our  future  epileptic  village. 

The  Act  carried  no  appropriation  of  money,  however,  and  we  have 
been  unable  consequently  to  provide  the  accommodations  the  demand 
of  epileptics  upon  us  would  warrant  and  the  Act  contemplated.  These 
accommodations  can  be  by  detached  cottages  according  to  the  most 
recent  and  approved  plans  suggested  by  specialists  in  these  lines,  and 
I  have,  therefore,  in  making  up  my  recommendations  for  appropria- 
tions, included  items  which,  while  they  may  not  be  sufficient  to  meet 
all  the  requirements  of  the  enormous  pressure  of  applicants,  will 
at  least  give  us  a  sufficient  start  to  relieve  to  a  great  extent  the  sufler- 
ings  of  hundreds  of  patients  awaiting  such  legislative  action. 

I  am  pleased  to  say  in  this  connection  that  the  State  Commission  in 
Lunacy  at  a  recent  session  passed  a  resolution  looking  to  the  establish- 
ment of  such  cottages  at  Eldridge,  as  the  inclosed  paper  will  show:

Dear  Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  at  a  meeting  held  at  the  office  of  the 
Honorable  Attorney-General,  on  Saturday,  September  26th,  at  which  there  were  present 
the  State  Commission  in  Lunacy,  the  Superintendents  of  the  five  State  Hospitals,  and 
members  of  the  Boards  of  Managers  of  the  several  State  Hospitals,  the  following 
resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  : 
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Resolved,  That  it  is  the  view  of  the  State  Commission  in  Lunacy,  the  Medical  Super- 
intemients  of  the  several  State  Hospitals,  and  the  representatives  of  their  Boards  of 
Managers,  in  joint  meeting  assembled,  that  an  epileptic  farm  for  the  care  and  treatment 
of  non-insane  epileptics  should  be  opened  at  the  Home  for  the  Feeble-Minded  at 
Eldridge,  and  the  Legislature  is  urgently  requested  to  make  adequate  appropriation  for 
that  purpose.

The  State  Board  of  Health  has  also  unofficially  notified  me  of  their 
cordial  support  of  the  proposition,  and  their  desire  that  we  should 
establish  this  village,  or  colony,  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible. 

Second — The  Act  permits  the  admission  of  paralytics.  It  is  not  gen- 
erally known,  but  it  is  nevertheless  true,  that  the  average  paralytic 
suflers  from  such  mental  defect  or  deficiencies  as  renders  him  a  more 
or  less  dangerous  element  in  society,  and  at  any  rate,  such  a  helpless 
and  pitiable  object  as  worthily  calls  for  State  aid.  These  defects  and 
deficiencies  are  necessarily  the  results  of  the  lesions  which  have  pro- 
duced the  existing  paralysis. 

The  justness  of  our  admission  of  epileptics  and  paralytics  rests  mainly 
upon  the  fact  that  epilepsy  and  paralysis  complicate  the  majority  of 
cases  of  idiocy  and  imbecility.  As  how  careful  we  might  be  in  the 
selection  of  patients,  we  would  never  be  able  to  entirely  divorce  the  care 
and  treatment  of  the  imbecile  and  the  idiot  from  the  care  and  treat- 
ment of  idiocy  and  imbecility  in  its  various  complications.  I  believe 
this  fact  is  so  patent  that  it  needs  no  further  elaboration.  It  certainly 
occurs  to  us  as  a  proposition  that  needs  no  argumentation  at  this  time, 
nor  explanation  other  than  to  say  that  we  should,  in  providing  care  for 
these  patients,  arrange  such  accommodations  as  are  best  suited  to  their 
particular  needs.  These  accommodations  can  never  be  secured  in  a 
scientific  or  humane  way  where  they  are  herded  together  in  large  num- 
bers. But  that  all  the  interests  are  subserved  by  providing  detached 
cottages,  where  a  few  of  each  particular  grade  may  be  cared  for  under 
the  best  conditions  of  hygiene,  professional  care,  and  at  the  same  time 
economy  of  expense. 

Third — One  notable  feature  of  the  Act  was  the  change  in  the  matter 
of  support  of  inmates.  Heretofore,  the  support  of  the  institution  had 
rested  wholly  upon  legislative  enactment.  The  tendency  has  been  all 
along  and  upon  all  lines  to  permit  the  individual  to  shift  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  care  of  his  defective,  delinquent,  or  dependent  relatives 
from  off  his  own  shoulders,  and  to  place  it  upon  the  broad  shoulders  of 
the  State.  The  very  liberality  of  the  State  and  the  humane  instincts 
which  have  prompted  its  representatives  have  increased  these  tenden- 
cies, practically  educating  the  public  up  to  the  point  of  neglect,  and 
thus  opening  the  door  to  the  entrance  of  many  abuses.  The  various 
institutions  in  the  State  have  been  increasing  at  such  an  alarming  rate 
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that  the  expense  connected -therewith  has  become  to  justly  appal  the 
average  taxpayer.  The  various  methods  suggested  heretofore  to  secure 
payments  from  relatives  and  friends  of  individuals  retained  in  the 
Home  to  cover  the  support,  etc.,  were  no  more  successful  than  similar 
efforts  have  been  in  other  institutions  along  parallel  lines. 

I  believe  that  the  Legislature  did  Avisely  in  providing  that  part  of  the 
expenses,  at  least,  should  be  borne  by  the  county  from  whence  the  appli- 
cant hails.  It  should  be  as  fixed  a  principle  in  charity  as  in  business 
lines  that  when  you  do  anything  for  another  person  that  that  person 
can  do  and  ought  to  do  for  himself,  you  pauperize  him  and  contribute  to 
his  social  and  civic  degradation.  Charily  is  misplaced  when  it  is  dis- 
organized, allied  with  sentiment  rather  than  with  judgment,  and  seeks 
to  produce  promiscuous  benefits  rather  than  the  isolation  and  elevation 
of  actually  worthy  cases.  Neither  the  State  nor  the  management  of 
the  institution  possesses  the  means  of  ascertaining  the  existence  of 
fraud  in  any  application  presented  to  it.  Many  cases  were  admitted  to 
the  institution  free  of  all  expense  to  the  individual,  subjecting  the  State 
to  a  very  considerable  expense  on  account  of  support,  clothing,  etc., 
which  were  afterward  found  to  be  possessed  of  sufficient  means  to  cover 
all  items  of  cost  connected  with  their  retention  in  the  Home.  Some 
had  estates  amounting  to  thousands  of  dollars,  others  came  of  families 
more  than  well  to  do,  and  yet,  because  the  State  had  guaranteed  their 
care  and  education  here,  payment  by  the  individual  was  avoided  and  in 
some  instances  positively  refused;  all  of  which  tended  to  work  a  detriment 
to  the  extension  of  the  Home  and  its  care  for  the  actually  worthy  poor 

The  Act  of  March  31,  1S97,  demands  that  where  a  case  is  committed 
from  a  county  the  county  officials  shall  make  such  order  or  orders  as 
are  requisite  to  secure  the  payment  to  the  State  Treasurer  of  the  sum  of 
$10  for  each  month  or  part  of  a  month  that  the  inmate  remains  in  the 
Home,  the  State  assisting  in  the  matter  of  support  by  paying  the  salaries 
of  officers  and  employes  required.  The  matter  of  commitment  of  an 
inmate  to  the  Home  is  purely  voluntary,  neither  compulsory  nor  manda- 
tory in  any  degree  upon  any  one,  consequently  the  county  oflBcials  can 
prohibit  the  commitment  of  any  case  that  they  shall  deem  unworthy. 
The  officials  of  the  county  have  at  their  control  ever}^  possible  means 
of  ascertaining  the  financial  status  of  the  applicant  or  his  relatives. 
If  they  find  that  he  is  poor  and  clearly  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the 
Home,  it  becomes  the  county's  duty  to  commit  him  to  the  institution, 
and  bear  his  expenses  therein  up  to  the  $10  per  month  limit.  If,  on 
the  other  hand,  they  find  that  he  is  still  a  worthy  subject  for  retention 
in  the  Home,  but  that  he  has  relatives  able  to,  or  possesses  himself  the 
means  to  pay  the  aforesaid  charges,  arrangements  may  be  made  by 
which  the  county  may  be  reimbursed  to  the  extent  of  its  own  payments 
to  the  State  on  account  of  the  applicant's  retention  in  the  institution. 
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It  was  at  first  questioned  whether  the  law  would  become  operative. 
After  a  few  month's  study  of  its  provisions  and  a  review  of  its  opera- 
tions, county  olHcials  everywhere  have  become  convinced  that  it  is  not 
only  a  good  law,  but  a  strictly  just  one  to  all  concerned,  and  I  hear  no 
more  criticisms  of  any  sort,  but  rather,  on  the  other  hand,  praises  even 
from  those  who  were  at  first  opposed  to  this  particular  provision  of  the 
Act.  The  enormous  pressure  brought  to  bear  upon  us  by  the  several 
counties  to  take  additional  cases,  of  itself  demonstrates  that  the  pro- 
visions, at  least,  have  been  construed  in  their  true  light,  and  that  the 
various  county  ofl&cials  in  the  State  are  now  the  warmest  supporters  of 
the  Act. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

Thanks  to  an  increasing  contingent  fund  available  for  this  purpose, 
many  improvements  have  been  added  to  the  institution  during  the  past 
two  years.  Additional  artificial  stone  sidewalks  have  been  laid, 
curbings  placed,  retaining  walls  built,  permitting  of  the  grading  of  our 
grounds,  sewers  laid,  and  many  other  lines  of  work  prosecuted  to  add  to 
the  facilities  and  benefits  of  the  departments.  A  commodious  cottage 
(frame)  has  been  erected  for  the  use  of  the  farm  overseer;  the  warehouse 
at  the  railway  siding  converted  into  a  stable  and  barn  for  the  use  of  the 
farm  stock;  barracks  equipped  for  the  use  of  farm  laborers  and  help 
upon  the  grounds;  a  new  bridge  erected  across  Sonoma  Creek,  enabling 
us  to  change  the  public  road  traversing  the  property  to  a  much  more 
advantageous  location.  Besides  these,  a  commodious  evaporator  has 
been  established,  with  ample  shedding  and  storage  rooms  annexed,  per- 
mitting us  to  handle  with  the  greatest  facility  the  large  fruit  yield  of 
the  Home  orchards,  and  to  prepare  better  than  ever  before  the  products 
for  home  or  other  consumption.  I  have  also  had  established  a  small 
canning  plant,  ample  for  all  our  needs  at  present.  We  have  also  estab- 
lished an  electric  light  plant,  which  has  rendered  us  most  efficient  serv- 
ice and  added  immeasurably  to  our  sense  of  safety  and  to  our  personal 
comforts.  A  neat  and  commodious  cottage,  as  a  residence  for  the  Super- 
intendent, has  also  been  erected  within  the  past  two  years,  affording 
increased  accommodations  for  inmates  in  the  rooms  vacated  by  that 
officer  in  the  main  building;  a  new  water  main  from  Rolette  Spring  to 
reservoir  was  also  laid,  greatly  increasing  the  service  of  water  supply. 
The  items  covering  the  expenditures  along  these  lines  will  be  found  in 
the  tables  annexed  to  this  report.  Other  improvements  are  in  con- 
templation and  will  be  secured,  I  trust  without  hindrance,  at  an  early 
date. 

DAIRY    DEPARTMENT. 

Upon  the  termination  of  the  lease  previously  in  operation,  the  dairy 
department  of  the  Home  reverted  to  the  management  November  1,  1897. 
A  very  competent  man  was  found  to  take  charge  of  the  dairy,  and  dur- 
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ing  the  past  year  his  success  in  managing  it  has  been  fully  up  to  our 
expectations.  We  have  84  milch  cows  in  the  dairy  proper,  and  132 
upon  our  grazing  land.  Of  this  number,  81  are  calves,  which  we  are 
raising  to  increase  and  better  our  milch  stock;  28  are  yearlings,  and  32 
are  steers,  which  we  propose  to  use  for  beef,  and  5  are  stock,  which  we 
will  work  off  at  the  first  advantageous  moment  to  the  butchers.  Like 
other  departments  of  the  Home,  the  dairy  ranch  needs  fencing  badly, 
and  before  another  year  some  improvements  along  these  lines  must  be 
secured.  We  have  also  in  contemplation  the  erection  of  a  suitable 
dwelling-house  for  the  dairyman,  the  one  now  in  use  for  that  purpose 
being  in  such  poor  repair  as  to  make  further  habitation  during  the 
winter  months  quite  impossible,  and  being  such  an  exceedingly  old 
structure  as  not  worthy  of  alteration. 

THE    FARM    PROPER. 

The  past  year  I  employed  men  by  contract  to  clear  orchard  and  vine- 
yard land  which  had  become  unproductive,  and  prepared  the  same  for 
crops  suitable  for  stock,  mainly  hay.  The  vineyards  had  become  so 
badly  infested  with  the  phylloxera  that  their  yield  no  longer  paid  for  their 
care,  and  the  orchards  abandoned  were  of  trees  too  old  to  bear  to  a 
profit.  •  The  ground  consequently  was  more  valuable  for  hay  and  feed. 

A  very  successful  hay  crop  was  raised,  cured,  and  stored.  I  estimate 
that  I  have  a  surplus  of  at  least  one  hundred  tons  of  prime  oat  hay, 
which  I  would  advise  selling  at  a  favorable  turn  of  the  market.  Three 
hundred  and  fifty  tons  of  hay  were  raised  during  the  season.  Consider- 
able land  has  been  set  aside  for  corn,  pumpkins,  beets,  etc.,  and  as  soon 
as  the  season  permits  I  propose  sowing  some  twelve  or  fifteen  acres  to 
alfalfa.  I  have  already  two  fields  well  cleared  lying  under  an  irriga- 
tion ditch  suitable  for  raising  alfalfa.  The  increase  in  the  stock  of  the 
ranch  has  been  very  satisfactory  and  the  herds  are  now  in  finer  condi- 
tion than  ever  before.  The  lack  of  good  fencing  subjects  us  to  much 
annoyance  from  the  breaking  out  of  stock  and  the  trespassing  of  the 
same  upon  our  neighbors'  land,  to  say  nothing  of  the  trespass  of  neigh- 
bors' stock  upon  our  own  grounds.  The  line  fences  particularly  need 
attention  as  soon  as  it  can  be  given  to  them. 

THE    VEGETABLE    GARDENS. 

The  vegetable  gardens  have  been  up  to  the  usual  standard  in  quantity 
and  quality  of  products  raised  for  the  Home.  The  work  here  affords 
enjoyable  and  profitable  occupation  for  a  large  detail  of  boys,  and  the 
advantages  of  having  fresh  vegetables,  practically  all  the  year  around, 
is  something  which  conduces  to  the  health  and  well-being  of  the  inmates 
more  than  I  can  express  in  words.  With  an  increase  in  population  we 
will  need  to  increase  somewhat  our  grounds  for  raising  vegetables  and 
small  fruits. 
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NEW   ORCHARDS. 

I  urgently  recommend  the  setting  out  of  a  sufficient  number  of  cherry, 
peach,  and  apple  trees  for  family  use;  that  is  to  say,  institution  table 
use,  as  many  of  the  trees  in  bearing  are  of  an  age  which  will  preclude 
their  further  usefulness  beyond  a  year  or  two  at  the  most.  We  should 
have  new  trees  in  bearing  by  the  time  these  trees  are  ready  to  be 
abandoned.  I  also  advise  the  taking  out  of  further  orchards  and  vine- 
yards, because  of  the  expense  connected  with  the  keeping  up  of  these 
tracts,  the  indillerent  income  obtainable  from  them,  and  the  greater 
value  the  tracts  would  be  to  us  in  raising  hay  and  feed  for  stock. 

FRUIT  DEPARTMENT  PROPER. 

Excellent  work  in  this  department  has  been  done  during  the  past 
year.  Last  year  we  dried  sufficient  fruit  to  meet  all  our  needs  for  the 
year  and  to  leave  a  surplus  sufficient  for  the  present  year's  needs.  The 
fruit  which  we  have  on  hand  as  the  result  of  this  year's  drying  amounts 
to  from  ten  to  twelve  tons,  is  of  exceptionally  fine  quality,  and  of  more 
sightly  appearance  than  any  that  we  have  heretofore  dried,  all  of  which 
results  from  the  fact  that  it  has  been  evaporated  and  not  sun-dried,  as 
we  have  heretofore  handled  our  fruit.  I  am  having  it  securely  sacked 
and  stored,  so  that  it  may  be  available  for  either  home  consumption  or 
sale,  as  may  be  thought  best  hereafter. 

DEPARTMENTS   OF    THE    INSTITUTION. 

The  custodial  departments,  or  quarters  for  lower  grade  cas-e?,  have 
remained  very  much  overcrowded,  giving  our  people  a  great  deal  more 
work  and  responsibility  than  would  result  if  we  had  proper  accommoda- 
tions. There  is  still  a  constantly  increasing  demand  for  the  admission 
of  lower  grade  children,  and  I  have  felt  constrained,  therefore,  in  making 
up  my  estimates  for  new  buildings  to  include  cottages  for  custodial  cases 
on  account  of  this  demand.  The  presence  of  consumptives  in  both  male 
and  female  departments  has  given  us  a  very  high  death-rate  during 
the  past  two  years,  and  seriously  menaces  the  health  of  the  inmates 
generally.  I  feel  that  we  should  by  all  means  erect  cottages  for  the 
sequestration  of  consumptive  patients,  urging  again  my  recommenda- 
tions in  previous  reports  along  these  lines,  and  reiterating  the  manifest 
dangers  resulting  from  having  consumptives  kept  in  such  close  contact 
with  other  low-grade  patients. 

THE    TRAINING    SCHOOL    DEPARTMENT. 

The  presence  here  of  a  large  number  of  epileptics  has  tended  to 
increase  very  considerably  our  labors,  but  this  will  be  a  difficulty  fully 
overcome  by  the  erection  of  cottages  for  epileptics  and  their  removal 
thence.     The  dormitories  and   quarters  available  for  training-school 
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grade  cases  are  also  filled  to  overflowing,  and  we  are  obliged  to  place 
many  beds  in  the  corridors,  a  form  of  accommodation  we  greatly  deplore 
but  which  is  unavoidable  under  the  circumstances. 

THE    SCHOOL    DEPARTMENT. 

The  school  department  is  doing  good  work  in  all  particulars.  In 
order  to  secure  a  more  efficient  service  in  detail  we  have  added  the 
position  of  school  principal  to  the  corps,  which  position  is  now  most 
ably  filled  by  Miss  Grace  Kimball,  of  San  Francisco.  Miss  Kimball 
brings  to  her  work  a  wide  experience,  much  enthusiasm,  and  a  gentle- 
ness of  manner  which  promises  well  for  her  future  success. 

The  work  in  rudimentary  English,  advanced  work,  fancy  work,  and 
music  all  merit  words  of  commendation.  We  are  making  at  the  present 
writing  rather  elaborate  preparations  for  the  establishment  of  our  work 
in  industrial  training  upon  a  new  and  better  basis.  A  large  room  will 
be  devoted  to  the  classes  in  manual  training,  where,  under  the  skillful 
direction  of  Mr.  John  Mather,  who  has  long  been  in  our  employ,  I  pre- 
dict many  valuable  results.  I  feel  in  every  way  fully  satisfied  with  our 
efforts  along  these  lines  during  the  past  year,  feeling  that  we  have 
secured  as  full  an  intellectual  development  of  the  inmates  intrusted  to 
our  charge  as  our  facilities  admitted  and  their  relative  capabilities 
allowed.  I  can  only  add  in  this  particular  what  I  have  said  before  on 
other  occasions,  my  belief  that  the  training  of  the  hand  should  be 
equally  conspicuous  with  the  training  of  the  mind  with  the  cases  which 
come  to  us  for  educational  work,  and  it  is  with  the  view  of  bettering  the 
condition  of  the  patients  and  of  furthering  their  intellectual  interests 
that  I  have  taken  such  pains  to  establish  industrial  and  manual 
training. 

It  would  be  manifestly  unfair  to  close  my  remarks  regarding  the 
departments  without  here  testifying  to  the  high  grade  of  service  and 
efficiency  shown  by  the  officers  and  employes  who  remain  with  us. 
Under  every  trying  condition  they  have  been  patient  and  good-natured 
in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  The  success  of  the  Home  can  be 
attributed  to  the  individual  efforts  of  these  workers  who,  in  all  the 
minutiae  of  institution  work,  are  inconspicuously  toiling  and  building 
up  what  becomes  known  as  the  institution's  reputation.  It  affords  me 
great  pleasure,  therefore,  to  publicly  testify  to  their  worth,  for  I  feel  that 
in  considering  all  things,  no  other  institution  has  been  blessed  with  a 
more  conscientious  and  faithful  set  of  officers  and  employes. 

IMMEDIATE  EXTENSIONS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS  NEEDED. 

After  mature  consideration  and  reflection  I  beg  to  suggest  that  legisla- 
tive aid  be  asked  upon  the  following  lines  and  to  the  extent  therein 
indicated: 
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First — The  completion  of  the  main  building  by  the  erection  of  the 
eastern  or  main  section.  My  recommendations  along  these  lines  are 
essentially  those  made  two  years  ago,  and  for  which  plans  were  prepared. 
They  included  the  filling  of  the  gap  between  the  north  and  south  wings 
and  additions  to  the  assembly  and  dining  rooms,  which  would  double 
the  capacity  of  these  last  quarters,  both  of  these  rooms  being  wholly 
inadeqate  to  meet  the  present  demands  upon  them;  and  also  to  furnish 
us  with  such  executive  offices  as  are  needed.  I  estimate  that  the  total 
cost  for  this  improvement  need  not  exceed  $35,000,  including  furniture 
and  furnishings. 

Second — The  erection  of  a  commissary  building  immediately  in  the 
rear  of  the  kitchen  wing,  fully  equipped  with  cold-storage  plant  and 
ice  machine,  with  facilities  for  handling  all  commissary  matters  on  the 
ground  floor  and  providing  for  officers'  mess  on  the  second.  We  possess 
an  admirable  site  already  graded  for  the  erection  of  this  building,  and 
believe  such  a  building  as  that  contemplated  can  be  erected  and 
equipped  for  $20,000.  Such  a  building  in  use  would  not  only  facilitate 
the  handling  of  supplies,  secure  the  better  keeping  of  supplies,  and 
be  an  acceptable  accommodation  to  officers  and  employes,  but  at 
the  same  time  conduce  to  further  economy  and  permit  of  quarters  now 
taken  up  by  officers  and  employes  being  given  over  to  the  use  of 
inmates,  thus  incidentally  increasing  the  capacity  of  the  institution. 

Third — A  new  power,  heat,  and  light  plant.  These  recommendations 
were  also  made  two  years  ago,  and  arguments  were  then  advanced  to 
show  that  it  would  be  a  very  great  economy  to  erect  such  a  building. 
What  was  then  said  can  be  reiterated  with  greater  emphasis  at  this 
time.  The  electric  light  plant  as  at  present  installed  is  barely  sufficient 
to  meet  our  needs.  Another  plant  of  larger  size  should  be  added,  and  a 
central  section  established  for  the  generation  of  heat  to  heat  the  build- 
ings by  steam  and  to  permit  of  a  change  in  the  present  hot  water 
heating  to  that  of  a  combined  heating  and  ventilating  system,  and  also 
to  enlarge  our  laundry  and  permit  of  extensions  to  our  machine  shop, 
etc.  The  site  selected  for  this  proposed  plant  is  admirably  adapted  for 
the  purpose,  and  I  trust  no  opposition  will  be  experienced  in  securing 
the  appropriation.  I  estimate  that  the  expense  of  establishment  will 
not  exceed  $25,000. 

Fourth — I  again  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  plan  recommended 
heretofore  by  the  State  Engineer,  John  R.  Price,  for  the  establishment 
of  large  storage  reservoirs  on  the  high  ground  to  the  west  of  the  ranch, 
and  the  laying  of  suitable  pipes  to  give  us  the  water  system  suitable  for 
fire  emergency,  storage,  and  power.  The  plan  recommended  by  Mr. 
Price  was  the  utilization  of  the  former  laguna  basin,  now  used  as  a 
vegetable  garden,  as  a  lake  for  the  storage  of  water.  By  putting  in  a 
dam  fifteen  feet  high  at  the  southern  outlet  its  capacity  would  reach 
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over  sixty  million  gallons,  at  a  head  of  three  hundred  and  forty  feet 
above  the  buildings,  giving  us,  according  to  his  estimates,  about  one 
hundred  and  fifty  horse-power.  According  to  the  plans  and  surveys 
made  by  the  engineer,  and  from  additional  data  secured  by  me  since  that 
time,  I  believe  that  to  secure  the  improvements  contemplated,  to  make 
connection  wjth  existing  streams  of  water  in  order  that  they  may  be  led 
to  a  common  reservoir,  and  to  secure  indisputable  rights  to  certain 
water  sources,  all  as  per  my  previous  reports,  will  not  involve  an  expense 
of  more  than  $25,000.  It  must  be  remembered  that  the  Home  possesses 
no  fire  system,  nor  an  adequate  supply  of  water  to  be  used  in  case  of 
fire.  Should  a  conflagration  break  out  at  any  time  we  would  be  wholly 
at  the  mercy  of  the  flames,  and  the  loss  of  property,  to  say  nothing  of 
the  loss  of  life,  would  be  something  appalling.  Were  there  no  economic 
features  involved,  this  alone  should  meet  the  favorable  attention  of  the 
State.  On  the  other  hand,  however,  as  I  have  shown  in  my  previous 
reports,  the  use  of  such  a  system  for  motive  power  would  assure  a  saving 
to  the  State  of  at  least  $3,000  a  year  in  fuel. 

Fifth— 'For  fencing  and  farm  equipment,  $3,000;  and  for  landscape 
work  for  two  years,  $2,000;  total,  $5,000. 

Sixth — For  cottages,  as  follows: 

(a)  Two  hospital  cottages,  one  for  males,  one  for  females,  suitably 
equipped,  to  cost  $2,500  each;  total,  $5,000. 

(b)  Two  double  cottages  for  consumptives,  one  for  females  and  one 
for  males,  permitting  of  the  classification  of  patients,  and  to  cost  $2,500 
each;  total,  $5,000. 

(c)  Fifteen  cottages  for  inmates,  $2,000  each;  total,  $30,000.  Ten  of 
these  cottages  to  be  for  epileptics  and  five  for  selected  cases  of  the  feeble- 
minded, to  be  taken  from  the  present  main  buildings. 

Total  appropriations  for  improvements  to  be  asked  for — $150,000,  as 
follows : 

Completion  of  main  building  by  erection  of  eastern  section,  esti- 
mated  $35,000  00 

Erection  of  commissary  and  cold-storage  building... 20,000  GO 

Establishment  of  new  power,  heat,  and  light  plant 25,000  00 

For  fencing  and  farm  equipment,  and  landscape  work 5,000  00 

For  storage  reservoir,  fire  emergency,  etc., 25,000  00 

For  nineteen  cottages  for  consumptives,  hospitals,  and  epileptics.  40,000  00 

Total... $150,000  00 

In  making  this  demand  for  appropriations  for  improvements  as  above 
outlined,  we  must  not  forget  to  call  the  attention  of  the  State  officials  to 
the  fact  that,  under  the  operations  of  the  Act  of  March  31,  1897,  the 
State  will,  at  the  termination  of  the  present  fiscal  year,  have  collected 
from  the  several  counties,  or  have  due  it  from  the  counties,  over  $100,000, 
on  account  of  the  support  of  inmates  in  this  institution  for  the  present 
biennial  period.     This  $100,000  practically  reimburses  the  State  for  its 
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appropriation  made  for  support  of  patients  in  the  Home  at  the  last 
Legislature.  To  appropriate  this  money  back  to  the  Home  for  improve- 
ments would  entail  no  increase  in  the  total  of  appropriations  made,  no 
increase  in  the  tax  levy,  nor  any  additional  burden  upon  the  taxpayer, 
for  any  appropriation  made  at  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature  for  the 
support  of  the  institution  for  the  ensuing  two  years  will  be  fully 
reimbursed  to  it  under  the  further  operations  of  the  law  referrred  to. 
It  must  further  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  sale  of  the  State  property  at 
Santa  Clara,  consummated  during  the  past  year,  resulted  in  there  being 
returned  to  the  State  Treasury  the  sum  of  $8,200,  less  costs  of  sale,  etc. 
Furthermore,  it  is  likely  that  before  the  termination  of  the  present  fiscal 
year  we  will  have  more  children  in  our  care  committed  from  the  several 
counties  than  we  will  have  drawn  support  for,  thus  resulting  in  the 
accumulation  of  a  surplus  of  a  few  thousand  dollars  in  the  hands  of 
the  State  Treasurer,  representing  payments  from  counties  for  the  support 
of  children  in  the  Home  in  excess  of  our  demands  upon  the  State. 
What  this  excess  may  be  cannot  at  this  time  be  more  than  approxi- 
mately estimated,  but  is  likely  to  be  at  least  $2,000.  Our  demand  upon 
the  State  would  consist,  virtually,  in  asking  that  an  appropriation  of 
new  money,  not  exceeding  $30,000,  be  given  for  these  improvements. 

The  matter  being  placed  in  this  light,  I  take  it  that  no  opposition 
will  be  found  from  broad-minded  and  liberal  men,  especially  when  the 
urgent  needs  of  the  Home  are  fully  set  forth  to  them. 

I  would  again  urge  the  early  opening  up  of  a  suitable  brickyard, 
where  some  of  our  surplus  labor  could  be  emploj^ed  in  making  brick, 
out  of  which  the  proposed  cottages  and  buildings  can  be  erected.  I 
have  looked  fully  into  the  matter  and  find  that  my  former  statements 
and  recommendations  along  these  lines  were  strictly  within  the  bounds 
of  possibility,  and  that  the  venture  is  not  only  desirable,  but  will  prove 
to  be  a  profitable  occupation.  I  would  urgently  recommend  that  upon 
the  opening  of  the  appropriate  season  this  industry  be  established  upon 
a  sufficiently  extensive  basis  to  enable  us  to  meet  some  of  the  demands 
for  building  material  which  will  be  made  upon  us  during  the  ensuing 
year. 

APPROPRIATIONS   FOR    SALARIES. 

The  appropriation  for  salaries  during  the  past  biennial  period  was 
$60,000,  or  $30,000  per  year.  Anticipating  that  our  population  will, 
during  the  next  year,  materially  increase,  I  would  recommend  that  an 
appropriation  for  salaries,  as  follows,  be  asked  of  the  next  Legislature: 

For  the  fifty-first  fiscal  year,  upon  the  basis  of  $5  per  month  per 
inmate  cared  for,  on  an  estimated  population  of  650,  for  the  first  six 
months,  $3,250  per  month,  or  $19,500  for  the  fiscal  half  year.  For  the 
second  six  months,  upon  an  estimated  population  of  750,  $8,750  per 
month,  or  $22,500  for  the  second  half  of  the  fiscal  year.  Total,  $42,000 
for  the  fifty-first  fiscal  year. 

2 FMC 
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For  the  fifty-second  fiscal  year,  1,000  inmates,  at  the  same  ratio, 
$5,000  per  month,  or  $60,000  per  year.  Total  for  both  fiscal  years, 
$102,000. 

Appended  herewith  will  be  found  the  financial  and  statistical  tables 
covering  the  last  two  years.  They  give  fully  and  clearly,  I  trust,  all 
information  on  the  subjects  referred  to,  and  are  respectfully  submitted 
for  your  examination. 

In  concluding  this  report  I  beg  to  express  to  you,  one  and  all,  the  sin- 
cere appreciation  of  both  Mrs.  Osborne  and  myself  for  the  unvarying 
thoughtfulness  and  kindness  with  which  you  have  supervised  and 
directed  our  work,  and  assisted  and  encouraged  us  in  all  our  efforts  to 
serve  the  best  interests  of  the  Home  and  the  State.  We  feel  that  our 
efforts  would  have  signally  failed  in  most  if  not  all  directions  had  it 
not  been  for  the  uniform  support  rendered  us,  coupled  with  such  kindly 
consideration  for  our  welfare  as  cannot  be  well  expressed  by  words,  but 
which  has  inspired  us  in  our  most  tiresome  moments,  and  caused  us  to 
be  profoundly  and  sincerely  grateful.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  DIRKCTORS. 


To  His  Excellency  James  H.  Budd,  Governor: 

Sir:  The  Directors  of  the  California  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  the 
Blind  respectfully  submit  their  report  for  the  two  years  ending  June  30, 
1898.  The  Principal's  report,  also  submitted  herewith,  shows  that  there 
have  been  259  pupils  under  instruction  during  the  two  years,  with  214 
now  on  the  rolls.  The  Treasurer's  statement,  also  hereto  annexed, 
shows  the  cost  of  carrying  on  the  Institution  for  the  same  period.  The 
per  capita  cost  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1898,  was  $275  24.  For  the 
fiscal  period  ending  June  30,  1897,  the  Directors  had  the  satisfaction  of 
turning  back  into  the  treasur}-  $1,898  69.  There  will  be  no  deficit  at 
the  close  of  the  present  biennial  period,  ending  June  30,  1899,  and  the 
Directors  believe  that  no  increase  of  appropriation  will  be  necessary, 
but  ask  for  the  same  amount  as  was  appropriated  by  the  last  Legisla- 
ture, viz.,  $119,300. 

The  two  years  under  review  have  been  a  period  of  peace  and  prosper- 
ous work,  save  in  the  matter  of  an  outbreak  of  scarlet  fever,  which 
ultimately  led  to  the  temporary  suspension  of  school.  Happily,  no 
fatal  effects  followed  the  fever,  but  the  epidemic  has  emphasized  the 
need  of  a  hospital,  for  which  the  directors  again  and  most  urgently  ask 
an  appropriation  of  $8,000. 

Warring  Street,  bounding  the  Institution  property  on  the  west,  has 
been  ordered  graded  and  macadamed  by  the  Town  Trustees  of  Berkeley, 
and  the  work  is  now  in  progress.  As  the  contractors  have  to  look  for 
their  pay  to  the  Legislature,  a  bill  will  be  introduced  at  the  coming 
session  for  that  purpose,  and  the  Directors  hope  that  speedy  and  favora- 
ble action  may  be  taken  for  the  relief  of  the  contractors,  who  have 
undertaken  the  work  trusting"  to  the  State  to  make  good  their  expendi- 
ture. The  Institution  pays  no  taxes  in  Berkeley,  and  ought  not  to 
stand  in  the  way  of  public  improvements,  especially  those  betterments 
which  increase  the  value  of  its  property,  and  add  to  the  convenience  and 
embellishment  of  the  grounds. 

The  Directors  approve  the  appropriations  asked  for  in  the  report 
of  the  Principal,  amounting  in  all  to  about  $13,000.  The  judicious 
expenditure  of  this  money  will  add  greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  the 
Institution,  and  the  preservation  of  the  property,  and  will  complete  its 
equipment. 
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There  have  been  several  changes  in  the  Board  of  Directors  since  the 
date  of  the  last  report.  Mr.  W.  C.  Bartlett,  who  had  been  a  member  of 
the  Board  and  its  President  for  ten  years,  Rev.  J.  K.  McLean  and  Mr. 
Warren  Olney,  who  had  served  each  two  terms,  retired  at  the  expiration 
of  their  commissions,  and  were  succeeded  by  Judge  John  Garber,  Hon. 
W.  W.  Foote,  and  Mr.  Henry  Pierce,  who  worthily  filled  the  places  of 
their  excellent  predecessors.  Mr.  Fopte,  however,  felt  obliged  to  resign 
in  consequence  of  appointment  to  another  office,  and  Mr.  T.  C.  Carneal 
was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  thus  created;  but  after  a  few  months 
he  too  felt  obliged  to  resign  by  reason  of  new  and  pressing  business 
engagements  that  made  attendance  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board 
impossible,  and  Judge  B.  F.  Bergen  was  appointed  in  his  place.  In 
July,  1898,  Judge  Garber  resigned  because  of  the  great  pressure  of  his 
law  practice,  and  Mr.  James  Palache  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  Directors  have  also  lost  a  faithful  servant  by  the  death  of 
Mr.  W.  L.  Prather,  who  had  been  for  fourteen  years  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  of  the  Board.  The  following  memorial,  passed  by  the  Board 
and  ordered  spread  upon  the  minutes,  expresses  the  sentiments  of  each 
and  every  member: 

"  The  Directors  of  the  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind  desire 
to  put  upon  record*  their  deep  sense  of  the  loss  which  they  have  been 
called  upon  to  sufifer  by  the  death  of  Mr.  W.  L.  Prather,  their  late  Sec- 
retary and  Treasurer.  For  fourteen  years  Mr.  Prather  has  borne  the 
burden  of  his  responsible  office,  and  during  all  that  time  his  quiet 
dignity,  his  gentle,  unobtrusive  manners,  his  integrity  and  courtesy 
have  won  and  preserved  the  respect  of  the  Directors,  who  feel  that  they 
have  lost  in  Mr.  Prather  not  only  a  faithful  official,  but  an  honest 
friend.  They  share  the  grief  which  his  departure  has  caused  to  family 
and  friends,  and  desire  to  offer  to  the  bereaved  widow  and  children  their 
sincere  sympathy  in  this  great  affliction." 

The  vacancy  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  I.  H.  Clay  as 
Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

The  Directors  desire  to  commend  the  administration  of  the  Principal 
and  his  assistants  in  carrying  out  the  wishes  of  the  Board,  and  in  main- 
taining the  high  efficiency  of  the  Institution  in  the  beneficent  work 
which  it  seeks  to  do.  They  ask  the  favorable  consideration  of  your 
Excellency  and  the  Legislature  of  the  report  which  the  Principal  has 
submitted.  His  long  service,  experience,  and  devotion  to  the  interests 
of  the  Institution  entitle  his  recommendations  to  weight  and  respectful 
attention.

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  submit  the  biennial  report 
of  the  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind,  giving  in  detail  its  conduct 
and  expenditures  for  the  two  3'ears  ending  June  30,  1898;  also,  an 
estimate  for  its  needs  ending  June  30,  1900.  The  movement  of  pupils 
for  the  time  under  review  has  been  as  follows.

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There  have  been  several  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  Institution 
during  the  two  years  under  review.  Miss  Cornelia  S.  Goode,  who  with 
her  sister,  Miss  Harriet  C.  Goode,  had  been  engaged  in  the  fall  of  1896, 
was  compelled  by  reason  of  her  failing  health  to  give  up  her  work  in 
the  following  April,  and  under  care  of  her  sister,  who  also  resigned, 
went  East,  hoping  that  rest  and  change  would  restore  her  to  normal 
vigor.  Though  Miss  Goode  has  not  been  able  as  yet  to  engage  in  teach- 
ing, her  letters  lead  me  to  believe  that  her  services  will  not  be  perma- 
nently lost  to  the  profession.  Miss  Marie  P.  Orr  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Institution  was  engaged  for  the  academic  year  of  1897,  and  Miss  Anita 
Gompertz,  who  had  been  engaged  for  a  year  as  special  teacher  for  a  blind 
and  partially  deaf  girl,  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  class,  and  gives 
promise  of  success  in  her  new  sphere  of  work.  The  death  in  1898  of 
Mr.  W.  L.  Prather,  who  had  been  for  fourteen  years  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  of  the  Board,  not  only  deprived  the  Institution  of  an  honest 
and  faithful  officer,  but  was  a  personal  loss  to  the  writer,  whose  relations 
with  Mr.  Prather,  necessarily  intimate,  had  always  been  of  the  most 
friendly  character.  These  relations  gave  abundant  opportunity  to 
observe  and  know  the  dignity,  courtesy,  and  strict  integrity  of  the  late 
Secretary,  and  his  careful  regard  for  the  etiquette  of  his  office  and  atten- 
tion to  his  duties.  At  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  June  30,  1897,  Miss 
Elizabeth  Sharr,  who  had  been  in  the  service  of  the  Institution  as 
matron  of  the  blind  boys  for  twenty-five  years,  resigned  her  position 
and  went  East,  hoping  that  complete  rest  may  prolong  her  life,  which 
has  been  singularly  useful  and  unselfish.  It  is  rare  to  see  such  devotion 
to  duty  as  was  exhibited  by  this  excellent  woman.  She  never  spared 
herself,  and  fairly  wore  out  a  not  overstrong  body  by  her  conscientious 
discharge  of  her  functions  as  mother  to  a  houseful  of  boys.  Miss  Sharr 
carries  with  her  the  affectionate  regard  of  her  associates,  who  unite  in 
the  hope  that  her  remaining  years  may  be  peaceful  and  happy. 

The  year  ending  June  30,  1898,  was  full  of  anxiety  and  care.  The 
history  of  the  Institution  offers  no  parallel  to  its  record,  and  for  the  first 
time  school  was  suspended  on  account  of  sickness.  Whether  it  was 
necessary,  it  is  too  late  to  discuss.  We  have  had  scarlet  fever  before, 
seven  cases  in  the  previous  year,  but  school  went  on  as  usual.  Parents 
had  confidence  in  the  management  and  care  of  the  authorities  of  the 
Institution,  and  the  pupils  were  not  alarmed.  On  the  20th  of  October  a 
mild  case  of  scarlatina  appeared,  and  this  was  followed  by  others  at  irregu- 
lar intervals  till  fifteen  pupils  were  taken  down,  though  the  attacks  were 
all  of  such  mild  types  as  to  make  it  almost  doubtful  whether  the  disease 
was  a  real  scarlatina  until  desquamation  began.  The  local  health  officer 
considered  that  the  Institution  should  be  quarantined,  when  at  once 
panic  set  in  among  the  pupils,  and  all  wanted  to  go  home  before  the 
bars  were  put  up.     Man}'  were  allowed  to  go,  where  parents  were  urgent. 
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As  non-resident  teachers  and  employes  were  forbidden  to  go  back  and 
forth,  Hie  resident  teachers  doubled  up  the  classes,  and  an  appearance 
of  school  was  kept  up  for  a  few  weeks;  but  on  the  first  of  December  it  was 
determined  to  close  the  Institution  until  after  the  Christmas  holidays, 
and  meantime  to  fumigate  thoroughly  and  cleanse  every  department  of 
the  household.  This  purpose  was  carried  out,  and  from  the  resumption 
of  school  till  the  end  of  the  term  we  had  no  further  trouble.  The 
break,  however,  in  the  classroom  work  caused  serious  interference  with 
the  pupils  for  the  academic  year.  This  experience  once  more  necessi- 
tates an  earnest  appeal  to  the  Legislature  for  a  segregated  hospital  where 

'  sickness  can  be  isolated  at  once.  The  epidemic  of  last  year  was  fortun- 
ately of  a  mild  form,  but  if  it  had  been  malignant,  as  might  easily  have 

i  been  the  case,  one  shudders  at  the  peril  of  our  children.  I  therefore 
earnestly  urge  the  Board  to  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $8,000  for  a 
hospital  building.  TJiis  is  more  than  was  asked  for  at  the  last  session, 
but  the  experience  since  then  has  taught  me  some  things,  among  others 
that  we  must  be  prepared  for  a  large  number  of  sick  at  one  time.  Per-* 
haps  not  once  in  ten  years  will  the  room  be  needed,  but  being  always 
prepared  will  prevent  such  disaster  as  that  of  last  year,  when  by  having 
a  properly  segregated  building  the  need  of  quarantine  and  the  breaking 
up  of  school  could  have  been  avoided. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  no  death  has  occurred  in  the  Institution 
during  the  past  two  years,  but  it  is  our  painful  duty  to  record  the  death 
at  his  home  of  Vester  Griggs  of  Rutherford,  Napa  County.  This  young 
man  went  home  for  the  vacation  in  June,  and  on  the  fifth  of  last  July 
while  bathing  in  Russian  River  was  drowned.  Griggs  had  made 
excellent  progress  in  school,  though  he  entered  late,  and  his  untimely 
death  cut  short  a  life  that  gave  promise  of  usefulness. 

SCHOOLS. 

There  has  been  little  or  no  change  in  the  conduct  of  the  schools  since 
my  last  report  was  submitted.  While  the  teaching  of  the  deaf  is  not. 
and  never  can  be,  an  exact  science,  the  vast  body  of  experience  which 
has  been  gathering  for  over  a  hundred  years  is  becoming  more  and  more 
organized  and  correlated  and  made  available  for  the  use  of  all.  The 
literature  of  the  art,  which  is  nearly  all  summarized  in  the  forty-three 
volumes  of  the  Annals  for  the  Deaf,  has  been  Avell  indexed,  and  there  is 
hardly  an  important  utterance  of  any  authority  in  the  profession  that 
cannot  be  referred  to  at  need.  The  young  teacher  thus  has  his  tools  at 
command,  and  ought  to  come  to  usefulness  quicker  than  his  predecessor 
of  forty  years  ago.  His  way  is  plainly  marked,  and  while  the  beaten 
track  does  not  forbid  or  prevent  excursions  into  the  region  of  experi- 
ment, there  is  little  danger  of  his  wandering  far  afield  or  wasting  unduly 
his  own  or  his  pupil's  time. 
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There  have  been  some  useful  and  much  needed  apparatus  and  equip- 
ment added  to  the  class  rooms,  which  have  increased  the  efficiency  of 
teachers  and  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  pupils.  Three  full"  sets  of 
Johnson's  wall  maps  in  patent  cases  have  been  placed  in  the  three 
class  rooms  devoted  to  the  advanced  grades;  a  room  has  been  fitted 
with  glass  front  cases  and  proper  shelving  and  philosophical  apparatus 
at  a  cost  of  several  hundred  dollars  placed  therein,  so  that  the  princi- 
ples of  elementary  physics  may  be  illustrated  by  laboratory  practice; 
single  desks  have  substituted  the  old  and  exasperating  double  desks  in 
use  since  the  fire  of  1875,  and  as  I  write,  a  further  purchase  of  forty-five 
desks  has  been  made,  which  are  being  installed,  and  with  this  number, 
the  equipment  of  all  the  school  rooms  for  the  deaf  is  complete  in  this 
direction. 

The  library  has  been  enlarged,  both  in  shelving  and  in  books.  Two 
large  oak  bookcases  have  been  constructed  in  the  chorus  room  by  the 
labor  of  our  own  pupils,  and  we  now  have  for  music  and  for  books  in 
raised  and  point  print  over  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  of  shelving,  set 
apart  for  the  storing  of  books  for  the  blind. 

The  additions  to  the  general  library  have  been  many,  and  the  col- 
lection now  exceeds  two  thousand  volumes.  The  reference  library  is 
good,  and  a  new  Century  Dictionary  in  ten  volumes,  and  a  Century 
Atlas,  are  not  the  least  of  its  contents. 

In  the  summer  of  1897,  Mr.  James  Howson,  a  former  deaf  pupil  of 
tliis  Institution,  graduated  from  the  State  University  with  excellent 
standing.  During  his  undergraduate  course  in  more  than  half  of  his 
studies  he  had  first  section,  and  only  once  fell  below  a  second.  Mr. 
Howson  is  now  pursuing  a  post-graduate  course  in  chemistry  and 
metallurgy,  with  a  view  of  fitting  himself  for  either  of  the  two  great 
industries  of  California — beet  sugar  or  mining.  In  the  fall  of  1897,  two 
young  lady  graduates,  Miss  Frances  Norton  and  Miss  Annie  Lindstrom, 
entered  the  Freshman  class  of  Gallaudet  College,  Washington,  D.  C, 
having  passed  their  examinations  on  papers  sent  from  the  college.  They 
are  now  well  on  in  their  Sophomore  year,  and  there  is  no  reason  to 
doubt  their  graduation  in  due  time.  It  may  not  be  out  of  place  in  this 
connection  to  refer  to  the  record  of  this  Institution,  in  no  vainglorious 
spidt,  but  in  defense  of  the  higher  education  of  the  deaf  and  the  blind. 
When  I  was  in  Vienna  in  the  fall  of  1891,  and  told  the  Principal  of 
the  Royal  Institution  that  six  of  our  graduates  had  matriculated  at  the 
University  of  California,  he  smiled  incredulously  and  said,  "It  is 
impossible."  I  think  the  Vienna  teacher  expressed  the  belief  of  nearly, 
if  not  quite,  all  the  European  educators  of  the  deaf.  From  their  point 
of  view,  both  as  to  the  uses  and  capacities  of  the  deaf-mute,  it  is 
incredible  that  he  can  share  the  curricula  and  academic  honors  of  those 
who  can  hear,  but  I  am  sure  I  am  speaking  within  bounds  when  I  say 
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that  the  California  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind,  during  the 
thirty-three  years  of  the  present  administration,  has  matriculated,  at  the 
University  of  California  and  other  colleges,  a  larger  percentage  of  its 
graduates  than  has  come  from  the  common  schools  of  the  State.  That 
I  am  not  speaking  without  authority  the  following  statistics  will  show: 
According  to  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 
for  the  two  years  ending  June  30,  1896,  the  average  enrollment  of 
pupils  in  this  State  for  1895  and  1896  was  255,198,  classified  by  per- 
centage as  follows: 

In  High  Schools 3,86 

In  Grammar  Schools .__ 27.57 

In  Primary  Schools _ 68.56 

The  average  enrollment  of  undergraduates  for  the  same  two  years  at 
the  University  was  881,  or  including  special  or  limited  students,  it  was 
1162,  a  percentage  of  .455  of  one  per  cent.  This  means  that  of  the 
255,198  pupils  enrolled  in  all  the  public  schools  of  the  State  4.55  pupils 
in  every  thousand  will  be  enrolled  ultimately  at  the  University,  con- 
siderably less  than  one  half  of  one  per  cent.  This  Institution  has 
enrolled  776  pupils,  of  whom  562  have  graduated  or  been  discharged. 
Of  this  number,  some  have  died,  some  have  been  found  feeble-minded, 
and  others  have  left  within  a  year  after  having  entered  school,  but  we 
will  let  these  offset  the  special  and  limited  students  of  the  University. 
There  have  been  seventeen  graduates  who  have  matriculated  at  Berkeley 
and  other  colleges.  This  gives  a  trifle  over  three  per  cent,  or  30  per 
1,000,  as  against  4.55  per  1,000  pupils  from  the  Primar}',  Grammar  and 
High  schools.  But  it  may  be  said  that  while  they  matriculate,  they  do 
not  graduate.  Here  again  the  statistics  show  in  favor  of  our  pupils. 
Of  the  seventeen  who  have  entered  college,  four  are  still  undergraduates, 
with  every  prospect  of  taking  diplomas  at  the  end  of  their  course.  This 
leaves  thirteen  to  be  accounted  for.  Of  these  seven  have  graduated,  or 
53  per  cent.  The  class  of  1895  at  the  University  graduated  96,  and  the 
class  of  1896  graduated  118.  To  make  a  fair  comparison,  however,  it  is 
necessar}'-  to  take  the  number  of  students  for  the  years  1891,  1892,  when 
the  classes  of  1895,  1896  entered. 

By  referring  to  Professor  Jones'  Illustrated  History  of  the  University, 
page  404,  we  find  the  enrollment  was  87  graduates,  386  undergraduates, 
81  special  and  43  limited,  a  total  of  547.  The  enrollment  of  1892  and 
1893  was  46  graduates,  438  undergraduates,  110  specials  and  54  limited, 
a  total  of  648,  or  for  the  two  years  an  average  enrollment  of  597.  In 
1895  there  were  graduated  96  students,  and  1896,  a  class  of  118,  or  an 
average  of  107  each  year,  a  rate  of  18  per  cent  of  total  enrollment;  but 
it  would  be  more  just  to  omit  the  specials  and  limited,  which  would 
reduce  the  number  to  an  average  class  of  412,  with  a  graduation  roll  of 
a  trifle  under  26  per  cent.     Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  of  our  pupils  who 
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have  matriculated  twice  as  many  graduate  as  compared  with  the 
matriculates  from  the  common  schools.  I  have  confined  the  above 
statistics  to  the  school  system  of  the  State  of  which  the  University  is 
the  head.  I  have  not  taken  into  account  on  the  one  hand  other  educa- 
tional institutions  and  private  schools,  nor  on  the  other  hand  have  I 
regarded  the  20,000  pupils  who  attend  them.  I  am  quite  prepared  to 
admit  that  the  figures  given  above  would  be  modified  to  a  considerable 
extent  if  the  whole  field  could  be  embraced,  but  not  enough  to  traverse 
the  assertion  made  originally,  viz.,  that  this  Institution  matriculates  a 
larger  percentage  at  the  University  and  other  colleges  than  come  from 
the  common  schools,  and  that  of  the  number  who  enter,  a  larger  per- 
centage graduate.  I  have  thought  it  right  and  proper  to  make  this 
comparison  in  the  interest  of  the  higher  education  of  the  deaf  and  the 
blind,  and  in  the  hope  that  it  may  help  to  place  this  school  in  its  proper 
relation  with  the  educational  system  of  the  State.  It  is  very  difl&cult  to 
bring  the  public  mind  to  understand  the  status  of  this  Institution  and 
its  work.  The  "asylum"  idea  is  so  firmly  fixed  in  the  thought  of  the 
average  citizen  as  to  lead  me  almost  to  despair  of  making  our  people  see 
that  these  children  are  not  sick,  or  criminal,  or  insane,  or  feeble-minded 
but  just  the  average  boy  and  girl  with  a  heavy  physical  handicap  which 
the  pupil  overcomes  by  pluck  and  perseverance  and  the  teacher  by 
patience  and  experience. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

During  the  last  two  years  many  things  have  been  done  to  increase 
the  comfort  of  the  pupils,  and  to  preserve  and  improve  the  property  of 
the  Institution.  The  most  important  of  these  changes  was  the  conver- 
sion of  the  dark  cellars  under  Strauss  and  Moss  halls  into  light,  airy 
play-rooms  for  the  children.  This  was  done  by  cutting  in  seven  win- 
dows and  an  exit  door,  cementing  the  walls  and  floor,  and  introducing 
hot  water  pipes  for  warmth  in  winter.  It  also  involved  the  construc- 
tion of  stone  area  walls,  the  entire  renewing  of  the  piazzas  and  the  lay- 
ing of  artificial  stone  pavement  under  the  piazzas,  so  that  the  pupils 
have  a  dry  and  protected  place  out  of  doors  during  the  winter.  The 
five  halls  are  now  all  alike  in  this  respect. 

During  the  summer  of  1897  the  exterior  wooden  and  iron  work  of 
Durham,  Willard,  Strauss,  and  Moss  halls  was  painted  two  coats,  and 
in  the  summer  of  1898  Bartlett  Hall  and  the  Educational  Building 
were  also  painted,  and  the  faces  of  the  Strauss  clock  were  repainted  and 
regilded.  All  this  work  was  urgently  needed  to  protect  the  property 
from  injury,  and  was  paid  for  out  of  the  contingent  fund. 

The  helps'  dining-room,  built  nearly  twenty  years  ago,  had  become 
too  small,  and  it  became  necessary  to  make  an  addition,  which  was 
done  by  cutting  out  the  south  wall,  putting  in  an  iron  girder  and  build- 
ing a  brick  extension.     The  carpentering  was  done  by  our  own  boys,  as 
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well  as  the  construction  of  an  oak  sideboard.  This  improvement  has 
added  much  to  the  convenience  of  the  domestic  department. 

The  stone  wall  on  the  line  of  Dwight  Way,  referred  to  in  my  last 
report  as  being  in  pj-ogress,  has  been  completed,  and  with  the  entrance 
posts  and  iron  gates  gives  a  most  attractive  finish  to  that  side  of  the 
grounds.  It  has  been  decided  to  extend  this  wall  388  feet  on  Warring 
Street  to  a  junction  with  the  iron  fence.  This  will  leave  about  the  same 
length  of  wall  to  be  constructed  on  the  south  end  of  the  fence  to  the 
corner  of  Russ  Street.  Gradually  I  hope  to  see  the  enclosing  wall  com- 
pleted on  the  line  of  Russ  Street  to  the  rear  entrance,  when  the  State 
will  possess  a  beautiful  property,  worthily  enclosed  and  protected. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  appropriation  made  by  the  last 
Legislature  has  sufl&ced  for  the  needs  of  the  Institution,  and  it  will  not 
be  necessary  to  ask  for  any  increase  for  the  coming  two  years.  In- 
cluding the  improvements  noted  above,  the  total  expenditures  have 
been  $124,467.73,  but  of  this  sum  $4,836.61  was  paid  out  of  the  Con- 
tingent Fund,  mostly  for  betterments  and  repairs,  a  large  part  of  which 
has  become  fixed  property.  In  consequence  of  these  improvements,  the 
per  capita  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1897,  was  $301.65,  while  the  per 
capita  for  the  year  ending  .June  30,  1898,  was  $275.24,  which  is  $3  less 
than  the  average  for  the  last  eight  years.  It  will  be  noted  that  our  per 
capita  includes  all  expenses  for  repairs  and  improvements.  My  dis- 
sections accompanying  this  report  give  every  item  of  expenditure  in 
detail. 

The  Legislature  two  years  ago  passed  a  bill  providing  for  various 
improvements  or  equipment,  but  the  bill  failed  to  receive  Executive 
approval,  and  we  were  compelled  to  forego  several  things  which  would 
have  added  greatly  to  efficiency,  and,  I  think,  economy  and  safety.  The 
hospital  building  I  have  heretofore  spoken  of,  and  I  cannot  believe  that 
we  shall  be  disappointed  a  third  time  in  our  hopes  for  this  much  desired 
addition  to  equipment  and  safeguard  to  our  children.  The  shop  needs 
painting  and  the  roof  repairing.  The  mechanical  department  needs 
more  outfit,  especially  in  furthering  the  instruction  of  the  blind  in 
piano  tuninsr.  The  old  wooden  bedsteads  in  Strauss  and  Willard 
halls  should  be  taken  out,  and  iron  bedsteads  with  wire  mattresses  put 
in  their  place.  More  school  apparatus  will  aid  the  teacher  in  his 
arduous  work,  and  if  the  finances  of  the  State  will  permit,  the  wall  on 
Warring  Street  should  be  extended  to  the  southwest  corner  of  the 
grounds.     Tabulated,  these  items  are  as  follows: 

For  hospital |8,000 

For  improvement,  mechanical  department 1,000 

For  school  apparatus - 1,000 

For  construction  of  stone  wall 1,500 

For  painting  shop  and  repairing  roof 1.000 

For  iron  bedsteads 500 

Total..  $13,000 
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I  trust  that  the  Legislature  will  see  the  wisdom  and  necessity  of 
making  these  appropriations.  For  four  years  nothing  has  been  done, 
either  to  buildings  or  grounds,  by  any  State  appropriations,  and  it  is  not 
unreasonable  to  hope  that  the  above-mentioned  needs  will  be  provided 
for  at  the  coming  session. 

I  desire  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  officers  of  the  Southern 
Pacific  Company  for  their  generous  liberality  towards  the  pupils  of  this 
Institution  in  granting  passes  and  half-fare  tickets  to  those  whose  cir- 
cumstances made  it  impossible  or  difficult  to  go  home  during  the  vaca- 
tion but  for  this  courtesy  on  the  part  of  the  company. 

For  thirty  years  this  kindness  has  been  continuous  and  unfailing,  and 
the  management  of  the  company  is  entitled  to  the  grateful  thanks  of 
the  Directors  and  the  State. 

1  would  also  acknowledge  the  gratuitous  service  which  Dr.  Grant 
Selfridge  has  rendered  to  many  of  the  pupils  in  relieving  the  eye  and 
ear  ailments  which  so  often  need  the  attention  of  a  skilled  specialist. 

In  closing  this  review  of  the  two  years,  I  desire  to  return  my  personal 
thanks  to  you,  the  Directors,  for  the  generous  cooperation  you  have 
always  given  me,  and  for  the  gentle  courtesy  that  has  characterized  our 
official  relations.  My  burdens  and  anxieties  have  been  lightened  and 
eased  by  your  constant  sympathy,  and  by  your  intelligent  interest  in 
the  great  work  of  the  education  of  the  deaf  and  the  blind.

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TERMS  OF   ADMISSION. 


The  California  State  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  and  the 
Blind,  is  located  at  Berkeley,  about  four  miles  north  of  the  City  of  Oak- 
land. Between  San  Francisco  and  Berkeley  a  steam  ferry  plies  almost 
every  half  hour  in  the  day,  and  from  Oakland  a  railroad  is  constructed, 
which  lands  passengers  within  easy  walking  distance  of  the  Institution. 

First— The  Institution  offers  its  benefits  to  all  deaf  and  dumb  or 
blind  persons,  who  are  of  age  suitable  for  instruction,  and  who  are 
of  sound  intellect,  and  free  from  vicious  habits  and  contagious  or 
offensive  diseases. 

Second — No  charge  is  made  for  pupils  from  this  State,  except  for 
clothing  and  traveling  expenses. 

Third — Pupils  from  other  States  or  Territories  are  charged  $300  per 
annum,  payable  quarterly  in  advance.  No  deduction  is  made  from 
annual  charge  on  any  account,  except  in  case  of  prolonged  sickness. 

Fourth — The  session  begins  on  the  last  Wednesday  of  August,  and 
closes  the  second  Wednesday  of  June.  Parents  are  earnestly  requested 
to  enter  or  return  their  children  promptly  at  the  beginning  of  the  term. 
Only  in  extreme  cases  will  pupils  be  permitted  to  leave  before  school 
closes. 

Fifth — Pupils  should  be  provided  with  comfortable  clothing  when 
they  enter  the  Institution,  and  their  wardrobe  renewed  twice  a  year. 

Sixth — All  moneys  designed  for  pupils  should  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  Principal,  to  whom,  also,  all  letters  of  inquiry,  etc.,  should 
be  addressed.  Money  orders  should  be  drawn  on  the  "  Berkeley ''  Post 
Office;  and  all  letters,  packages,  or  trunks  should  be  addressed,  "  Insti- 
tution for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  and  the  Blind,  Berkeley,  Alameda 
County,  California.'" 

Parents  or  guardians  of  applicants  for  admission  are  requested  to 
furnish  written  answers  to  the  following  questions: 

1.  What  is  the  name  of  the  applicant? 

2.  When  and  where  was  he  born? 

3.  Is  his  deafness  or  blindness  from  birth,  or  is  it  from  accident  or 
disease?     If  so,  at  what  age  and  from  what  cause  did  he  become  so? 

4.  Is  his  deafness  or  blindness  total  or  partial?  If  the  latter,  what 
is  the  degree  of  hearing  or  sight? 
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5.  Have  any  attempts  been  made  to  remove  his  deafness  or  blindness; 
and  if  so,  what  are  the  results? 

6.  Are  there  any  other  cases  of  deafness,  blindness,  insanity,  or  idiocy 
in  the  same  family,  or  among  the  collateral  branches  or  kindred?  If  so, 
how  and  when  produced? 

7.  Was  there  any  relation  between  parents  or  grandparents  before 
marriage? 

8.  Has  the  child  had  the  smallpox,  scarlet  fever,  measles,  mumps, 
whooping-cough?     Has  he  been  vaccinated? 

9.  What  are  the  names,  nationality,  occupation,  residence,  and  post 
office  address  of  parents? 

10.  What  is  the  number  of  their  children  ? 
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REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  James  H.  Budd,  Governor  of  the  State  of  California: 

Sir:  The  Commissioners  to  Manage  Yosemite  Valley  and  the  Mari- 
posa Big  Tree  Grove  have  the  honor  to  present  this  report  of  their 
transactions  in  the  management  of  the  State  reservations  under  their 
care  for  the  years  1897  and  1898. 

The  plan  of  operations  outlined  by  the  present  Commissioners  has 
been  consistently  carried  out  along  conservative  lines.  Firmness  in 
enforcing  the  rules  and  a  careful  observance  of  the  methods  appropriate 
for  all  business  affairs  have  produced  a  complete  and  beneficent  change 
in  the  spirit  and  conduct  of  those  interested  in  the  valley  and  materi- 
ally reduced  the  cost  of  conducting  the  State  business,  while  greatly 
increasing  the  results  in  evidence. 

The  three  roads  of  access  to  the  valley  remain  open.  The  great 
reduction  in  the  cost  of  reaching  the  valley,  secured  last  year,  con- 
tinues. The  hotel  and  saddle  train  charges  have  been  reduced  to  a 
point  where  these  are  inviting  and  reasonable,  while  the  character  of 
the  accommodations  and  the  service  has  markedly  improved. 

TENTS  FOR  CAMPERS. 

The  tents  purchased  by  the  State  to  provide  for  the  Christian 
Endeavor  excursions  to  the  valley  were  absolutely  necessary.  Without 
these  tents  this  large  travel  could  not  have  been  accommodated.  This 
year  the  tents  have  been  rented  out  and  have  been  in  constant 
demand.  The  tent  rentals  have  about  covered  the  first  cost  of  the 
tents.  The  Commission  has  consequently  reduced  the  charges  and 
intends  to  enlarge  the  tenting  facilities  for  those  desiring  to  camp  out 
while  in  the  valley,  but  unwilling  to  haul  camping  outfits  into  it.  This 
unwillingness  is  natural.  It  is  due  to  the  cost  in  time  and  the  cost  in 
money.  Either  the  State  or  a  concessioner  should  provide  tents  and 
outfits  for  those  who  prefer  this  method  of  spending  their  time  in  the 
valley.  Camping  arrangements  for  a  summer  outing  on  a  rental  are 
popular  all  over  the  United  States.  In  the  East  we  may  instance 
Martha's  Vineyard,  and  in  this  State  the  large  and  successful  camp 
at  Catalina  Island. 
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GENERAL  IMPROVEMENT. 

All  of  the  concessioners  have  been  more  or  less  influenced  by  the 
new  turn  of  affairs.  A  general  cleaning  up  has  gone  on  amongst 
them,  as  well  as  by  our  officers.  This  has  inaugurated  an  era  of  thrift 
and  neatness  hitherto  unknown  in  the  Yosemite.  The  old  tumble- 
down shacks  and  shanties  about  the  Sentinel  Hotel  have  either  been 
removed  or  renovated,  and  put  in  good  order.  This  has  made  an 
improvement  in  the  appearance  of  this  center  of  travel  and  business. 
To-day  this  part  of  the  valley  looks  neat  and  clean. 


CLEARING  OF   UNDERBRUSH. 

Far  more  marked  has  been  the  improvement  to  the  Yosemite,  growing 
out  of  the  removal  of  brush  and  rubbish  from  the  meadows.  This 
work,  and  the  strict  limitation  of  pasturage  on  the  meadows,  have 
maintained  these  in  their  highest  loveliness  until  the  end  of  July. 
Our  policy  has  been  to  prevent  any  pasturage  until  the  meadow  grasses 
were  ripe  and  the  flowers  well  seeded,  and  further,  to  prevent  over- 
pasturage  at  any  time.  Moss-covered  abuses  in  these  matters  had  to  be 
overcome.  Next  year  the  results  from  the  present  pasture  policy 
will  be  still  more  striking.  The  saddle-train  animals  herd  is  the  only 
large  body  of  stock  to  look  out  for.  These  can  be,  and  recently  have 
been,  mainly  pastured  on  the  upper  and  back  meadows,  where  the 
tourists  and  visitors  never  go,  and  where  the  effects  of  diminished 
beauty  of  the  meadows,  due  to  pasturing,  are  not  seen.  Another  favor- 
able result  of  the  brush  removal  has  been  the  opening  of  the  grand 
views  of  the  wonderful  waterfalls  and  cliffs  of  the  Yosemite.  These 
views  had,  in  many  places,  become  entirely  masked,  to  the  great  loss  of 
the  attractiveness  of  the  valley. 

ROADS  AND  TRAILS. 

The  roads  and  trails  in  the  valley  have  never  been  in  better  condition 
than  they  are  to-day.  It  was  found  necessary  to  make  several  changes 
in  the  trails  and  bridges  in  the  valley.  The  most  important  of  these 
was  the  change  of  the  Glacier  Point  trail  to  avoid  a  point  known  as  the 
Staircase.  This  part  of  the  trail  accumulated  a  great  deal  of  snow, 
both  from  what  fell  directly  on  it  and  from  slides.  It  was  also  a 
dangerous  trail.  One  mare  has  fallen  off  the  trail  at  this  point  and 
been  killed.  This  is  now  in  process  of  change.  The  rock-cut  trail  at 
Vernal  Falls  is  a  safe  and  excellent  work,  replacing  the  broken  and 
always  dangerous  wooden  ladder. 
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The  Commission  has  ordered  the  construction  of  a  number  of  repairs, 
to  make  accessible  interesting  points  in  the  valley,  and  has  also 
ordered  the  construction,  during  the  winter,  of  the  Indian  Canon 
trail.  This  trail  will  enable  tourists  to  visit  the  beautiful  Alpine  Lake 
of  Tanaya  and  return  the  same  day.  The  superb  scenery  at  this  point 
should  be  made  accessible.  The  old  trail  formerly  went  up  this  canon 
and  the  work  of  reopening  will  not  be  costly. 

BRIDGES. 

Several  bridges  on  the  trails  were  found  to  be  in  a  dangerous  con- 
dition. This  was  especially  the  case  in  regard  to  the  long  span  bridge 
at  the  head  of  Nevada  Fall.  This  bridge  had  become  so  unsafe  that  the 
guides  were  obliged  to  order  their  parties  to  go  over  singly  and  quietly. 
Any  accident  at  this  point  would  have  precipitated  all  those  on  the 
bridge  over  the  tremendous  plunge  of  the  Nevada  Fall  to  a  certain  death. 
This  bridge  has  been  renovated  and  strengthened  by  trusses.  A 
number  of  other  minor  bridges  have  been  repaired  and  strengthened. 
The  bridge  over  the  river  at  the  Sentinel  Hotel  has  been  reconstructed. 
The  main  timbers  in  this  bridge  were  found  to  have  been  seriously 
decayed,  and  it  was  not  deemed  safe  to  leave  it  without  repairs  any 
longer.  A  general  renovation  of  all  the  bridges  in  the  valley,  and  the 
construction  of  what  are  called  aprons,  preventing  the  decay  of  timber, 
has  been  a  feature  of  the  work  done. 

The  road  to  the  Sentinel  Hotel  has  been  sprinkled  to  the  full  extent 
of  the  capacity  of  the  single  cart  procured  by  this  Commission. 


SIERRA  CLUB. 

The  Sierra  Club  has  been  provided  with  a  building,  the  results  of 
which  have  been  a  complete  success.  It  has  brought  the  Commission 
into  sympathetic  touch  with  the  lovers  of  nature  in  California.  Amongst 
these  are  our  most  prominent  and  influential  men.  Science,  literature, 
sport,  outdoor  life,  and  the  general  healthy  heart  renewal  coming  from 
contact  with  nature,  are  all  served  in  the  Yosemite,  and  can  be  and 
must  be  still  more  so  in  the  grand  and  almost  unknown  scenery  of  the 
high  Sierra.  This  is  at  the  very  gate  of  the  Yosemite.  The  Sierra 
Club  will  be  a  center  of  information  for  travel  into  the  wonders  of  these 
peaks,  volcanoes  of  the  past,  glaciers,  rivers,  and  .lakes.  The  club 
maintains  at  this  building  a  young  man  who  gives  information  to  all 
those  who  visit  the  place.  Photographs  of  the  scenery  are  kept  in  large 
•  juantities,  and  maps  of  all  the  surrounding  country,  together  with 
tracings  of  the  trails  and  means  of  access. 
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FENCES. 

The  ugly  and  broken  makeshift  fences  near  the  hotel  have  either  been 
replaced  by  neat  structures  or  entirely  removed.  The  policy  of  this 
Commission  is  to  continue  the  removal  of  fences  as  fast  as  the  conditions 
will  permit.  Ultimately,  we  believe  that  no  fences  will  be  required, 
except  to  keep  the  cows  which  are  necessary  to  supply  milk  to  the  hotel. 

NEW  BUILDINGS. 

The  destruction  of  the  Stoneman  House  by  fire  necessitated  the  con- 
struction of  accommodations  in  addition  to  the  old  Sentinel  Hotel. 
These  new  additions  have  been  economically  constructed.  The  archi- 
tecture, though  simple,  is  harmonious  with  the  needs  of  such  buildings 
and  with  the  buildings  formerly  constructed.  The  cost  of  the  main 
building  and  addition  was  $4,000.  It  is  a  sound,  strong  structure,  both 
comfortable  and  convenient.  About  $1,600  was  spent  in  the  renovation 
and  reconstruction  of  the  old  Hutchings  House.  Together  the  accom- 
modations given  are  equal  to  those  formerly  given  by  the  Stoneman 
House.  The  cost  has  been  $5,600  instead  of  the  $60,000  that  the  burned 
hotel  had  absorbed.  Bath-rooms  were  constructed  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  guests,  and  an  ice  house  adjoining  the  kitchen  for  the  keeping 
of  meat  and  vegetables.  There  was  also  constructed  a  new  platform, 
the  narrow  piazza  being  found  to  be  entirely  inadequate  to  accommodate 
the  entire  business  of  the  valley  together  with  the  campers  and  others 
who  congregated  there  at  the  coming  of  the  stage. 

The  Glacier  Point  Hotel  has  been  very  popular,  and  instead  of  beijig 
a  lunch  station  only,  a  considerable  demand  for  accommodations  in  excess 
of  its  capacity  grew  up  from  tourists  who  desired  to  spend  a  day,  or 
several  days,  at  that  point.  We  have  enlarged  this  hotel  and  constructed 
a  bunk-house  for  the  drivers  and  a  stable  and  shelter  for  the  horses. 
We  have  also  built  a  platform  for  the  tourists  and  guests  at  the  hotel, 
for  the  purpose  of  giving  them  ample  opportunity  to  view  the  scenery 
and  see  the  sun  rise  at  this  point.  All  the  structures  are  neat  and 
strong,  and  planned  to  withstand  the  tremendous  weight  of  snow  that 
accumulates  at  this  high  altitude. 

PROTECTION   OF  THE    RIVER   BANKS. 

The  sugar  pine,  so  long  a  landmark  as  the  largest  and  handsomest 
tree  in  the  valley,  may  now  be  deemed  permanently  safe.  Rock  has 
been  built  into  the  cavity  excavated  by  the  river,  and  no  further  damage 
is  anticipated.     For  a  number  of  j^ears   the    Merced   River   has   been 
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cutting  away  its  banks  and  changing  its  course.  Considerable  areas 
of  meadow  have  been  destroyed  and  are  being  destroyed  every  year. 
In  two  places  the  river  threatens  to  change  its  course  entirely.  This 
condition  has  long  commanded  attention.  This  Commission  com- 
menced the  protection  of  the  banks  by  willow  water-breaks.  We  have 
continued  this  by  rock  rip-rapping.  This  latter  is  the  strongest  and 
surest  means  of  permanent  protection.  Besides  this  we  have  cleared 
the  entire  channel  of  the  river  of  the  old  stumps  and  logs  which  had 
accumulated  in  different  places,  and  also  cut  through  several  bars  of 
gravel  that  changed  the  course  of  the  current  of  the  river  and  threw  it 
on  the  meadow  banks.  Without  this  work,  a  severe  flood  might  at  any 
time  have  changed  the  entire  appearance  of  the  Yosemite  Valley  and 
left  sand  and  gravel  banks  over  extensive  areas,  while  the  river  cut  for 
itself  new  channels  through  the  meadows. 

The  clearing  of  brush  in  the  valley  has  demonstrated,  by  the  success 
that  has  thus  far  attended  it  in  the  opening  of  the  views  in  the  valley, 
that  it  should  be  continued.  This  fall  the  dead  timber  about  Mirror 
Lake  will  be  entirely  removed.  The  death  of  this  timber  was  caused 
by  a  dam  at  the  outlet  of  the  lake  to  increase  its  area.  This  threw  the 
water  about  the  roots  of  the  trees  and  killed  a  rim  of  timber  entirely 
around  the  lake. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

We  beg  to  recommend,  as  especially  needful  for  the  welfare  of  the 
valley,  the  following  work: 

First — An  appropriation  for  continuing  the  water  pipe  along  the 
roads  and  for  the  purchase  of  watering  carts.  After  a  careful  examina- 
tion of  the  plans  suggested  for  sprinkling  the  roads  in  the  valley,  we 
consider  that,  with  the  amount  of  water  under  pressure,  the  use  of  ordi- 
nary watering  carts  is  the  safest  and  surest  method  to  be  employed. 
The  roads  in  the  valley,  when  wet,  are  hard  and  excellent,  only  in  two 
or  three  very  short  spaces  is  there  sand  that  is  not  packed  when  wet. 
By  sprinkling  the  roads  heavily  at  night  we  believe  that  the  great 
inconvenience  of  dust  and  heavy  roads  will  be  entirely  removed.  One 
of  the  greatest  drawbacks  in  the  Yosemite  Valley,  and  in  the  travel  to 
it,  is  the  dust,  and  this  should  be  the  first  point  attacked  by  the  Legis- 
lature. 

Second — The  danger  from  fire,  due  to  the  employment  of  kerosene 
and  other  explosive  agencies  for  lighting,  can  be  readily  done  away 
with  by  the  erection  of  an  electric  plant  operated  by  water  jjower.  We 
have  the  water  power,  and  we  have  the  reports  of  an  oflficer  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  California,  that  a  complete  plant,  to  give  light  and  power  in 
the  valley,  can  be  constructed  for  $15,000.     In  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
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State  does  not  permit  the  Commission  to  insure  its  buildings,  we  believe 
that  this  measure  of  precaution,  and  of  adding  to  the  attractiveness  of 
the  valley  in  general,  should  be  approved  by  the  Legislature. 

In  this  connection,  we  beg  to  call  3"our  Excellency's  attention  to  the 
fact  that,  under  the  laws  of  the  State,  the  Stoneman  House  could  not  be 
insured,  and  was  not  insured.  The  State  insures  its  own  property  and, 
we  are  informed,  has  saved  a  great  deal  of  money  by  doing  so.  At  the 
same  time,  under  this  policy,  when  any  Commission  loses  a  building  or 
a  portion  of  the  State  property  under  its  care  by  fire,  it  seems  only  just 
and  right  that  the  State  should  take,  from  the  amounts  thus  saved  in 
insurance,  a  sum  sufficient  to  compensate  that  particular  branch  of  the 
State's  service  that  is  the  loser.  We  are  informed  that  the  total  cost  of 
the  Stoneman  House  was  nearly  $60,000,  and  we  therefore  submit  the 
claim  that  the  State  still  owes  the  Yosemite  Valley  Commission  that 
sum  of  monev. 


This  Commission  owes  thanks  to  the  Fish  Commission  for  trout,  in 
fine  condition,  for  our  streams.  About  200,000  fish  have  been  placed  in 
the  Yosemite  streams  this  year. 

We  also  owe  thanks  to  the  Commission  of  Highways  for  its  interest 
in  the  improvement  and  management  of  the  roads  within  the  valley. 

FREE    ROADS. 

A  bill  was  introduced  by  the  Honorable  Marion  De  Vries,  in  Congress, 
to  appoint  a  commission  by  the  Federal  Government  to  place  a  value 
on  the  present  toll  roads  leading  to  the  Yosemite  Valley  and  running 
through  the  Yosemite  National  Park.  The  ultimate  object  of  this  bill 
was  to  secure  the  purchase  of  these  roads  at  a  fair  and  reasonable  valua- 
tion by  the  Federal  Government,  and  the  making  of  them  free  roads. 
It  is  an  anomaly  that  this  great  national  park  should  be  accessible 
only  by  means  of  toll-roads,  and  only  be  traversible  on  the  payment  of 
fees  to  private  road  owners.  The  State  of  California  has  long  since 
extinguished  the  private  title  to  all  roads  and  trails  within  the  State 
grant,  and  no  efforts  should  be  spared  to  secure  a  similar  policy  on  the 
part  of  the  Federal  Government.  In  fact,  the  Federal  Government 
should  be  continually  urged  to  take  an  interest  in  this  great  and 
wonderful  park,  which  includes  the  finest  alpine  scenery  in  California. 
Except  for  a  patrol  of  soldiers  it  has  utterly  neglected  this  park  reser- 
vation. In  contrast  with  this  is  its  policy  to  the  Yellowstone,  where 
about  a  million  dollars  have  been  spent,  and  the  Chattanooga  National 
Park,  where  over  a  million  dollars  have  been  expended.     This  neglect 
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of  the  Yosemite  National  Park  may  reasonably  be  deemed  as  the  result 
of  an  oversight. 

The  roads  should  all  be    made  free  roads,  just  as  they    are   in    the 
<;olden  Gate  Park,  and  just  as  they  are  in  the  State  Reservation. 


CONSTRUCTION    OF   RESERVOIRS. 

The  Cheyenne  Irrigation  Convention  earnestl)'  recommended  the 
construction  of  reservoirs  by  the  Federal  Government  in  those  sections 
of  our  country  where  the  water  is  used  for  irrigation.  In  this  connec- 
tion we  beg  to  suggest  that  some  cheap  construction  of  dams  at  the 
outlet  of  lakes  Ostrander  and  Tanaya  would  secure  a  perennial  flow  of 
water  through  the  Yosemite  State  Park  and  into  the  Merced  River. 
This  would  maintain  the  attractiveness  of  the  valley  throughout  the 
season.  As  to  the  Bridal  Veil,  Mirror  Lake,  and  other  water  attrac- 
tions, the  water  would  afterward  be  available  for  irrigation  in  the  works 
along  the  Merced  River  in  the  lower  valley.  No  better  point  could  be 
-►•lected  for  the  commencement  of  such  a  policy.  It  would  beautify  the 
National  Park,  maintain  the  attractions  of  the  State  Park,  and  be  of 
u<e  in  irrigation  as  well.  There  are  reservoir  sites  surveyed  within  the 
National  Yosemite  Park  at  other  points;  it  would  certainly  be  a  great 
advantage  if  one  of  these  could  be  constructed  on  the  water-shed  of  the 
Yosemite  Creek,  so  as  to  maintain  tlie  grandest  waterfall,  not  only  in 
the  Yosemite  Valley,  but  in  the  world. 

This  fall  of  2,600  feet,  under  present  conditions,  is  usually  dry  by  the 
middle  of  the  traveling  season.  Another  important  point  to  urge  upon 
the  General  Government  is  the  inauguration  of  a  proper  forest  patrol 
for  all  their  forest  reservation,  and  especially  for  the  National  Park. 
The  most  destructive  forest  fire  ever  known  in  the  Sierras,  occurred  this 
year  in  a  portion  of  the  National  Park.  This  fire  destroyed  all  the 
forest  trees  over  an  extensive  area,  and  left  black  ruin,  without  a  sign  of 
vegetation  behind  it.  This  unusual  occurrence  demonstrates  that  the 
conditions  that  have  come  upon  us  in  the  forests  of  California  demand 
a  complete  and  efficient  forest  patrol  for  the  suppression  of  fires.  One 
of  these  forest  fires  entered  the  State  Park,  near  Inspiration  Point,  but, 
by  the  prompt  direction  of  the  forces  of  the' valley  to  the  threatened 
place,  the  fire  was  put  out,  and  no  serious  damage  was  done  within  the 
valley  limits.  Without  this  action  on  our  part,  however,  the  fire  would 
undoubtedly  have  traversed  the  entire  south  side  of  the  valley,  with  a 
def-truction  that  can  hardly  be  estimated. 


12  REPORT    OF    YOSEMITE    VALLEY    COMMISSIONERS. 

ADVERTISING  THE  VALLEY. 

One  of  the  most  certain  requirements  of  the  Yosemite  Valley  is 
judicious  advertising.  How  far  the  State  can  properly  go  in  this  matter 
is  a  subject  to  be  carefully  examined.  It  might  advertise  its  tenting 
and  camping  privileges  in  the  local  State  papers,  together  with  its  rules 
and  regulations.  With  attractions  like  the  Yellowstone  Park  and  the 
Grand  Canon  of  the  Colorado  made  easily  accessible  and  freely  adver- 
tised, it  has  become- necessary  for  the  success  of  the  Yosemite  Valley,  as 
a  point  of  attraction  for  tourists,  that  its  beauty  and  grandeur  should 
be  kept  before  the  public.  Without  this  it  will  certainly  fall  into  more 
or  less  neglect.  This  valley  is  one  of  the  grandest  and  most  unique 
pieces  of  scenery  in  the  world,  and  by  properly  keeping  its  claims  for 
attention  before  the  public  it  will  undoubtedly  continue  to  be  a  point  of 
attraction,  bringing  tourists,  not  only  to  the  Yosemite,  but  to  the  State 
of  California. 

DIFFICULTIES   OF   THE    PRESENT   COMMISSION. 

We  cannot  put  the  situation,  with  which  this  Commission  was  con- 
fronted, in  better  language  than  that  used  by  Governor  Budd  at  a 
regular  meeting  of  the  board.     We  quote  from  the  minutes: 

"  Governor  Budd  thereupon  stated  that  when  he  had  first  gone  into 
office,  the  Legislature  cut  down  the  former  appropriation  one  half,  and 
allowed  the  Commission  but  one  half  of  what  the  former  Commissions  had 
received.  That  under  a  resolution,  calling  for  an  expenditure  of  $3,600, 
the  sum  of  nearly  $13,000  had  been  expended.  That  as  a  result  of  these 
two  things,  the  present  Commission  had  been  greatly  crippled  in  their 
efforts  to  improve  the  valley.  Nevertheless,  at  the  first  meeting  at 
which  he  had  attended,  he  had  stopped  the  pooling  that  was  going  on  in 
the  valley.  That  he  went  into  the  valley  over  the  Coulterville  road, 
across  the  bridge  at  the  Cascades,  and  was  the  first  to  go  in  over  this 
route.  That  there  was  a  pool  between  the  Big  Oak  Flat  Stage  Compan}'^ 
and  the  Yosemite  Stage  and  Turnpike  Company,  and  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  Mr.  Washburn,  of  the  latter  company,  was  a  particular 
friend  of  his,  he  would  bear  him  out  when  he  said  that  he  had  broken 
up  the  pool  between  the  stage  companies,  and  that  the  Big  Oak  Flat 
Company,  from  that  time  on,  had  run  their  stage  into  the  valley.  That, 
as  a  result,  we  now  have  three  lines  into  the  valley,  where  before  we  had 
but  one.  That  campers  had  had  no  place  reserved  for  them,  and  that 
he  had  caused  such  a  place  to  be  reserved  for  them. 

"That  a  patrolman  had  been  employed,  whose  special  duty  was  to 
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l>>ok  out  for  the  wants  of  the  campers.  That  other  abuses  had  been 
remedied.  That  there  had  been  a  bitter  feeling  against  the  valley,  but 
that  the  present  Commission  had  done  everything  possible  for  it." 

COMPARISON  OF  APPROPRIATIONS. 

By  way  of  comparison,  for  the  purpose  of  showing  how  this  Com- 
mission has  been  hampered  by  small  appropriations,  the  appropriation 
lor  the  care  of  the  valley  in  1887  was  $15,000  per  year.  From  1889  to 
1895  the  appropriations  for  the  care  of  the  valley  have  been  '$10,000 
per  year.  In  1897,  however,  the  appropriation  for  the  care  of  the  val- 
lej'  was  cut  down  to  $7,500  per  year.  During  a  larger  portion  of  the 
same  period  the  yearly  appropriation  for  the  care  of  the  Big  Tree  Grove 
was  $2,500.  The  present  Commission  has  had  to  struggle  along  with 
an  appropriation  of  $500.  While  previous  Commissions  have  been 
receiving  $1,500  per  year  for  traveling  expenses,  the  present  Commis- 
sion has  had  to  do  as  best  they  might  with  $750.  Seven  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  per  year  is  grossly  inadequate  to  defray  the  traveling 
expenses  of  the  Commission,  and  each  year  the  Yosemite  Fund  must  be 
called  upon  to  pay  the  deficiency.  One  thousand  five  hundred  dollars 
a  year,  the  amount  paid  in  former  years,  is  the  least  that  should  be 
appropriated  for  this  purpose. 

MANAGEMENT  OF  FINANCES  BY  THIS  COMMISSION. 

In  spite,  however,  of  the  meagerness  of  the  appropriations,  not  only 
have  all  the  current  bills  of  this  Commission  been  paid,  but  the  large 
indebtedness  to  which  Governor  Budd  refers  in  the  foregoing  language 
has  been  entireh'  wiped  out.  This  has  been  done  by  a  strict  adherence 
to  business  principles  and  the  practice  of  the  severest  economy. 

The  rents  that  have  been  collected  from  the  lessees  in  the  valley  have 
been  used  almost  entirely  to  pay  otf  the  indebtedness  of  the  last  Com- 
mission, and  to-day  the  Board  owes  nothing  except  for  current  indebt- 
edness. 

For  a  full  report  in  detail  of  the  business  of  the  Commission,  we  beg 
to  refer  to  the  accompanying  statement  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer.

OFFICIAL  ACTS  RHLATING  TOTHE  YOSEMITE  LAND  GRANT. 


A  resume  of  previous  reports  shows  that  Congress  passed  an  Act 
authorizing  a  grant  to  the  Stateof  California  of  the  "Yosemite  Valley" 
and  the  land  embracing  the  "  Mariposa  Big  Tree  Grove,"  and  that  said 
Act  was  approved  on  the  30th  of  June,  1864,  and  is  as  follows: 

Section  1.    That  there  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  granted  to  the  State  of  California,  the 
'■  cleft "  or  "  gorge  "  in  the  Granite  Teak  of  the  Sierra  Nevada  Mountains,  situated  in  the 
' mty  of  Mariposa,  in  the  State  aforesaid,  and  the  headwaters  of  the  Merced  River, 
1  known  as  the  Yosemite  Valley,  with  its  branches  and  spurs,  in  estimated  length, 
I'.fteen  miles,  and  in  average  width,  one  mile  back  from  the  main  edge  of  the  precipice 
on  each  side  of  the  valley  ;  with  the  stipulation,  nevertheless,  that  the  said  State  shall 
accept  this  grant  upon  the  express  conditions  that  the  premises  shall  be  held  for  public 
use,  resort,  and  recreation,  and  shall  be  inalienable  for  all  time  ;  but  leases,  not  extend- 
ing more  than  ten  years,  may  be  granted  for  portions  of  said  premises.    All  incomes 
derived  from  leases  of  privileges  to  be  expended  in  the  preservation  and  improvement 
of  the  property,  or  the  roads  leading  thereto.    The  boundaries  to  be  established  at  the 
cost  of  said  State,  by  the  I'nited  States  Surveyor-General  of  California,  whose  official 
l>lat,  when  affirmed  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  shall  constitute 
the  evidence  of  the  locus,  extent,  and  limits  of  said  cleft  or  gorge;  the  premises  to  be 
managed  by  the  Governor  of  the  State,  with  eight  other  Commissioners,  to  be  appointed 
i'y  the  Executive  of  California,  and  who  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their  seivices. 
■^Ec.  2.    And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  there  shall  likewise  be,  and  there  is  hereby 
lUted  to  the  State  of  California,  the  tracts  embracing  what  is  known  as  "  Mariposa 
-'  Tree  Grove,"  not  to  exceed  the  area  of  four  sections,  and  to  be  taken  in  legal  sub- 
isions  of  one  quarter  section  each,  with  the  like  stipulation  as  expressed  in  the  first 
-ection  of  this  Act,  as  to  the  State's  acceptance,  with  like  conditions  as  in  the  first 
section  of  this  Act,  as  to  inalienability,  yet  with  the  same  lease  privilege  ;  the  income 
to  be  expended  in  the  preservation,  improvement,  and  protection  of  the  property  ;  the 
premises  to  be  managed  by  Commissioners,  as  stipulated  in  the  first  section  of  this  Act, 
and  to  be  taken  in  legal  subdivision  as  aforesaid  ;  and  the  oflicial  plat  of  the  United 
^tates  Surveyor-General,  when  affirmed  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office, 
be  the  evidence  of  the  Jocusof  said  Mariposa  Big  Tree  Grove. 
Chapter  CLXXXIV  of  the  Statutes  at  Large,  passed  at  the  Thirty-eighth  Congress,  session 

As  soon  as  possible  after  the  news  of  the  passage  of  the  above  Act  was 
received  in  California,  F.  F.  Low,  then  Governor,  issued  the  following: 

PROCLAMATION. 

Statk  of  California,  Executive  Department,  I 
Sacramento,  September  2.s,  1864.  \ 

Whereas,  The  I'nited  States,  by  an  .\ct  passed  at  the  first  session  of  the  thirty-eightii 
<  ongress,  has  granted  to  this  State  the  territory  comprising  tlie  "Yosemite  Valley  and 
the  Mariposa  IJig  Tree  <jrove,"  to  be  held  and  used  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  said 
Act ;  and  whereas,  it  is  also  provided  in  the  ,\ct,  that  tlje  management  and  control  of 
I  lie  tracts  of  land  shall  be  confided  to  a  Board  of  Commissionera,  to  be  appointed  by  the 

■vernor ; 
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Now,  therefore,  be  it  known  that  I,  Frederick  F.  Low,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia, by  virtue  of  the  authority  in  me  vested,  have  appointed  Fred  Law  Olmsted, 
Professor  J.  D.  Whitne.y,  William  Ashburner,  I.  W.  Raymond,  E.  S.  Holden,  Alexander 
Deering,  George  W.  Coulter,  and  Galen  Clark  said  Commissioners,  to  whom  is  confided 
the  management  of  the  aforesaid  tracts  of  land.  And  I  hereby  warn  and  command  all 
persons  to  desist  from  trespassing  or  settling  upon  said  territory,  and  from  cutting 
timber,  or  doing  any  unlawful  acts  within  the  limits  of  said  grant. 

All  propositions  for  the  improvement  of  the  aforesaid  tracts  of  land,  or  for  leasesi 
should  be  made  to  the  Commissioners,  through  Fred  Law  Olmsted,  Bear  Valley,  Mari- 
posa County. 

In  testimony  whereof,  I  have  hereto  set  my  hand,  and  caused  the  great  seal  of  the 
State  of  California  to  be  afTixed,  this  twenty-eighth  day  of  September,  1864.

The  surveys  necessary  to  establish  "  the  locus,  extent,  and  limits  "  of 
the  Yosemite  Valley  and  the  Mariposa  Big  Tree  Grove,  as  required  by 
the  Act  of  Congress,  were  made  in  the  autumn  of  1864,  by  order  of  the 
Commissioners  appointed  by  the  above  proclamation,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  James  T.  Gardner,  who  was  appointed  United  States  Deputy 
Surveyor  for  that  purpose. 

The  official  plat  of  this  work  Avas  forwarded  by  the  Surveyor-General 
of  California  to  Washington,  and  accepted  by  the  Commissioner  of  the 
General  Land  Office. 

Before,  however,  the  Yosemite  Valley  and  Mariposa  Big  Tree  Grove 
could  become  the  property  of  the  State,  it  was  necessary  that  the  grant 
made  by  Congress  should  be  accepted  by  the  State  Legislature.  This 
was  done  during  the  session  of  1865-66,  when  the  following  Act  was 
passed: 

An  Act  to  accept  the  grant  by  the  United  States  Government  to  the  State  of  California  of  the 
Yose7nite  Valley  and  Big  Tree  Grove,  and  to  organize  the  Board  of  Commissioner g,  and 
to  fully  empoiver  them  to  carry  out  the  objects  of  the  grant,  and  fulfil  the  purposes  of 
the  trust. 

[Approved  April  2,  1866. 1 

Whereas,  by  an  Act  of  Congress,  entitled  an  Act  authorizing  a  grant  to  the  State  of 
California  of  the  Yosemite  Valley,  and  of  the  land  embracing  the  Mariposa  Big  Tree 
Grove,  approved  June  thirtieth,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  there  was  granted 
to  the  State  of  California,  in  the  terms  of  said  Act,  said  valley  and  the  lands  embracing 
s'aid  grove,  upon  certain  conditions  and  stipulations  therein  expressed;  now,  therefore, 
The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  folloirs: 

Section  1.  Tlie  State  of  California  does  hereby  accept  said  grant  upon  the  conditions, 
reservations,  and  stipulations  contained  in  said  Act  of  Congress. 

Skc.  2.  The  Governor,  and  the  eight  other  Commissioners,  Frederick  Law  Olmsted, 
Prof.  J.  D.  Whitney,  William  Ashburner,  1.  W.  Raymond,  E.  S.  Holden,  Alexander 
Deering.  Geo.  W.  Coulter,  and  Galen  Clark,  appointed  by  him  on  the  twenty-eighth 
day  of  September,  eigliteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  said 
Act,  are  hereby  constituted  a  Board  to  manage  said  premises,  and  any  vacanc}'  occurrintr 
therein  from  death,  removal,  or  any  cause,  shall  be  filled  by  the  appointment  of  the 
<iovernor.  They  shall  be  known  in  law  as  "  The  Commissioners  to  Manage  the  Yosemite 
Valley  and  the  Mariposa  Big  Tree  Grove,"  and  by  such  name  they  and  their  successors 
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may  sue  and  be  sued,  and  shall  have  full  power  to  manage  and  administer  the  grant 
made  and  the  trust  created  by  said  Act  of  Congress,  and  shall  have  full  power  to  make 
and  adopt  all  rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws  for  their  own  government  and  the  govern- 
ment, improvement,  and  preservation  of  said  premises,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State,  or  of  said  Act  making  the  grant,  or  of  any 
law  of  Congress,  or  of  the  Legislature.  They  shall  hold  their  first  meeting  at  the  time 
and  place  to  be  specitied  by  the  Governor,  and  thereafter  as  their  own  rules  shall  pre- 
scribe, and  a  majority  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  Tliey 
shall  elect  a  President  and  a  Secretary,  and  any  other  otlicers  from  their  number  as  their 
rules  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  3.  None  of  the  said  Commissioners  shall  receive  any  compensation  for  their 
services  as  such.  They  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  a  Guardian,  either  of  their 
number  or  not,  of  said  premises,  removable  at  their  pleasure,  to  perform  such  duties  as 
they  may  prescribe,  and  to  receive  such  compensation  as  they  may  lix,  not  to  exceed 
five  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

Sec.  4.  The  Commissioners  shall  make  a  full  report  of  the  condition  of  said  premises, 
and  of  their  acts  under  this  law,  and  of  their  expenditures,  through  the  Governor,  to 
the  Legislature,  at  every  regular  session  thereof. 

Sec.  5.  The  State  Geologist  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  such  further  explorations 
on  the  said  tract,  and  in  the  adjoining  regions  of  the  Sierra  Nevada  Mountains,  as  may 
be  necessary  to  enable  him  to  prepare  a  full  description  and  accurate  statistical  report 
of  the  same,  and  the  same  shall  be  published  in  connection  with  the  reports  of  the 
Geological  Survey. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  unlawfulforanyperson  willfully  to  commit  any  trespass  whatever 
upon  said  premises,  cut  down  or  carry  off  any  wood,  underwood,  tree,  or  timber,  or  girdle 
or  otherwise  injure  any  tree  or  timber,  or  deface  or  injure  anj'^  natural  object,  or  set  tire 
to  any  wood  or  grass  upon  said  premises,  or  destroy  or  injure  any  bridge  or  structure  of 
any  kind,  or  other  improvement  that  is,  or  may  be,  placed  thereon.  Any  person  com- 
mitting either  or  any  of  said  acts,  without  the  express  permission  of  said  Commissioners) 
through  said  Guardian,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  punished  by  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Sec.  7.  The  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  eighteenth 
and  nineteenth  fiscal  years,  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated, 
to  pay  said  Guardian  and  the  incidental  expenses  of  the  Commissioners,  and  to  be 
expended  under  the  supervision  of  said  Commissioners ;  provided,  that  not  more  than 
one  half  of  said  sum  shall  be  expended  during  the  eighteenth  fiscal  year. 

Sec,  8.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

[Chapter  DXXXVI  of  the  Statutes  of  California,  passed  at  the  sixteenth  session  of  the 
Legislature,  1865-66.] 

Sections  3584  to  3586  of  the  Political  Code  confirm  the  appointment 
of  the  Commissioners,  and  reenact  all  that  relates  to  their  powers  con- 
tained in  the  above-cited  Act  of  the  Legislature. 

In  1866,  Mr.  F.  L.  Olmsted,  one  of  the  Commissioners  originally- 
appointed  by  Governor  Low,  resigned  after  returning  from  the  East,  and 
Mr.  H.  W.  Cleaveland,  of  San  Francisco,  was  appointed.  Mr.  Alexander 
Bearing  resigned  in  1873,  on  being  elected  to  the  office  of  District  Judge, 
and  Mr.  Edgar  Mills,  of  Sacramento,  was  appointed.  In  1875,  Mr. 
George  W.  Coulter  resigned,  and  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  P.  D.  Wigginton, 
of  Merced,  who  in  his  turn  resigned  after  being  elected  to  Congress,  and 
his  place  on  the  Board  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Thomas  P. 
Madden,  of  San  Francisco.  Since  then  there  have  been  a  good  many 
vacancies  caused  either  by  deaths,  resignations,  or  expirations  of  terms 
of  office. 
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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 


Be  it  resolved,  That  the  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of 
the  Yosemite  Valley  and  Mariposa  Big  Tree  Grove  be  amended  to  read 
as  follows: 

I. 

No  person  shall  reside  or  transact  business  within  the  Yosemite 
Valley  and  Mariposa  Big  Tree  Grant  without  permission  from  the 
Commissioners. 

II. 

No  application  for  residence  or  privilege  to  transact  business  within 
the  Valley  or  Grove  shall  be  considered  if  the  applicant  be  in  arrears 
to  the  Commission.     Applicants  must  be  in  good  standing. 

III. 

Any  person  having  permission  to  reside  or  transact  business  within 
the  Valley  or  Grove,  who  shall  transfer  or  sublet  the  whole  or  any  part 
of  the  premises  or  business  in  said  permit,  without  the  written  consent 
of  the  Commission,  shall  ipso  facto  forfeit  the  same. 

IV. 

The  Guardian  shall  report  to  the  Board  all  persons  residing  or 
transacting  business  within  the  grant  without  permission,  and  shall 
cause  the  immediate  discontinuance  of  such  residence  or  business. 

V. 

No  person  residing  or  transacting  business  within  the  grant  shall 
retain  in  his  or  her  employ  any  person  who  is  detrimental  to  good  order 
or  morals. 

VI. 

Upon  complaint  made  to  the  Commission  by  the  Guardian  against 
any  person  specified  in  Rule  V,  the  employer  of  such  objectionable 
person  shall  be  notified  of  the  facts,  and  the  employe  must  be  dismissed. 

VII. 

Any  employer  neglecting  or  refusing  to  dismiss  such  objectionable 
employe,  shall  thereby  forfeit  his  or  her  permission  to  reside  or  transact 
business  within  the  Grant. 
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VIII. 

No  person  shall  be  employed  as  a  guide  who  has  not  a  good  moral 
character,  and  approved  by  the  Guardian. 

IX. 

The  Guardian  shall,  upon  the  complaint  of  any  tourist  or  other 
visitor  of  the  conduct  or  behavior  of  the  Guide,  inquire  into  the  cause, 
and  advise  the  complainant  of  the  result,  enforcing  Rule  V,  if  necessary, 
and  report  same  to  Secretary. 

X. 

The  Guardian  has  the  power  to  suspend  the  Guide  from  his  privilege 
during  the  investigation  of  the  charges  preferred  against  said  Guide. 
If  the  Guide  be  found  in  fault,  he  shall  be  dismissed  in  accordance  Avith 
Rule  V. 

XI. 

The  Guardian  shall  inspect  all  horses,  trappings,  and  vehicles  used 
for  hire,  and  if  any  such  horses,  trappings,  or  vehicles  may  be  deemed 
unsuitable  or  unsafe  by  him,  he  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  removed  at 
once  from  the  Valley  or  Grove. 

XII. 

Any  person  offering  for  hire  or  otherwise  aii}^  horse,  mule,  trapping, 
or  vehicle,  or  refuses  or  neglects  to  remove  the  same  from  the  Grant, 
after  the  Guardian  shall  have  condemned  the  same,  shall  forfeit  his 
privilege  to  reside  or  transact  business  within  the  Grant. 

XIII. 

The  Guardian  shall  direct  campers  to  the  grounds  set  apart  for  their 
use  within  the  Grant,  and  shall  establish  such  rules  as  will  contribute 
to  their  comfort. 

XIV. 

Campers  upon  entering  the  Valley  must  go  to  the  oflfice  of  the 
Guardian  and  enter  their  names  and  residence  upon  the  register  there 
provided.  This  rule  shall  be  printed  and  placed  in  some  conspicuous 
position,  so  that  campers  will  not  fail  to  see  same  upon  entering  Grant. 

XV. 

No  campfires  shall  be  permitted  within  the  Grant,  or  either  Valley  or 
Grove,  without  the  express  permission  of  the  Guardian. 
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XVI. 

No  trees  shall  be  cut  or  injured,  or  any  natural  object  defaced. 

XVII. 

The  discharge  of  firearms  within  the  Grove  or  Valley  is  strictly  pro- 
hibited. 

XVIII. 

No  horses,  cattle,  or  stock  of  any  kind  shall  be  allowed  to  run  at  large 
within  the  Grant,  except  on  permission  given  in  writing  to  the  owner  or 
owners  thereof.  Campers  and  all  others,  save  those  holding  a  license 
from  the  Commission,  are  prohibited  from  hiring  their  horses,  trappings, 
or  vehicles  to  tourists  or  visitors  within  the  Grant. 

XIX. 

No  person  shall  drive  or  ride  faster  than   a  walk  over  any  of  the 

bridges. 

XX. 

The  Guardian  shall  promptl}^  cause  the  arrest  of  any  person  violat- 
ing Rules  XV,  XVI,  XVII,  XVIII,  and  XIX,  and  prosecute  the  offender 
or  offenders  to  the  full  extent  of  the  law,  under  section  six  of  the  Act 
of  April  2,  1866,  as  found  in  the  last  division  of  this  book. 

XXI. 

Rates  of  charges  at  hotels,  and  also  for  horses,  trappings  and 
vehicles,  or  for  provender,  as  published  by  the  Commission  from 
time  to  time,  must  not  be  exceeded,  under  pain  of  forfeiture  of  privilege 
to  keep  a  hotel,  or  conduct  a  livery  business,  or  to  sell  provender. 

XXII. 

The  Guardian  shall  notify  the  lessees  of  hotels  of  any  action  of  the 
Commission,  forbidding  any  objectionable  persons  from  residing  or 
transacting  business  in  the  valley  or  grove. 

XXIII. 

The  Guardian  shall,  from  time  to  time,  enter  all  tenements  for  the 
purpose  of  inspecting  the  sanitary  condition  and  examining  all  prop- 
erty in  pursuance  of  his  oflScial  duties. 

XXIV. 

No  building  or  improvement  of  any  kind  shall  be  erected  or  made 
upon  the  ground  without  the  written  authority  from  the  Commission. 
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XXV. 

All  buildings  and  improvements  of  every  kind  erected  or  made 
upon  the  grant,  belong  to  the  grant,  and  shall  be  so  recognized  and 
treated, 

XXVI. 

The  Guardian  shall  exercise  general  police  supervision  in  the  valley 
and  grove,  and  shall  forbid  and  prevent  all  acts  that  tend  to  a  breach 
of  the  peace,  for  the  discomfiture  of  visitors,  or  injury  or  destruction 
to  property. 

XXVII. 

There  shall  be  no  pooling  of  the  hotels,  stage  lines,  or  other  conces- 
sions granted  by  the  Commission;  and,  it  being  ascertained  by  the 
Commission  that  such  rule  has  been  broken,  the  said  concession  shall 
be  forfeited. 

XXVIII. 

The  Guardian  shall  make  no  changes,  nor  shall  he  incur  any  liability 
without  specific  authority,  and  he  must  refer  all  questions  of  policy, 
touching  the  management  of  the  trust,  to  the  Board,  for  its  discussion. 
He  must  promptly  remit  all  collections  to  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer, 
and  is  especially  forbidden  to  disburse  any  funds  of  the  Commission, 
unless  directed  so  to  do  by  the  Board.  His  vouchers  must  be  full  and 
self-explanatory,  and  must  be  taken  by  him  in  triplicate;  one  must  be 
retained  in  his*  office  in  the  valley,  and  the  other  two  be  transferred 
to  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  His  accounts  covering  the  last  month 
past  shall  be  made  out  by  him  and  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  on  the 
first  of  each  month.  He  shall  also  transmit  to  the  Secretary  his  esti- 
mate of  labor  and  materials,  and  await  the  approval  of  the  same  before 
purchasing  or  ordering  the  same.  No  standing  timber  shall  be  cut 
without  special  authority  in  writing  from  the  Board.  He  must,  at  the 
close  of  the  season,  and  during  the  month  of  March  of  each  year,  if 
possible,  report  the  condition  of  the  State  property  and  what  repairs 
and  changes  he  deems  necessary,  together  with  the  estimated  costs 
thereof.  He  may,  in  case  of  emergency,  use  his  discretion  in  incurring 
indebtedness  without  the  order  of  the  Board,  the  same  to  be  subject  to 
the  approval  thereof,  however,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
(100)  dollars. 

XXIX. 

No  dogs  shall  be  allowed  to  run  at  large  within  the  grant,  except  on 
permission,  given  in  writing,  to  the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  by  the 
Guardian. 
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BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  I. 

The  principal  place  of  business  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  shall 
be  in  the  Yosemite  Valley.  They  shall  meet  in  the  Yosemite  Valley  on 
the  first  Wednesday  of  June  in  each  year,  and  shall  thereafter  hold 
regular  meetings  in  San  Francisco  on  the  second  Monday  of  each  month, 
unless  otherwise  ordered.  Three  Commissioners  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  at  all  regular  monthly  meetings. 

ARTICLE  11. 
The  Governor  of  the  State  of  California  is  the  President  of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  other  officers  of  the  Commission  shall  be  a  Vice-President,  and 
Secretary,  who  shall  also  be  treasurer.  These  officers  shall  be  elected 
by  ballot.  The  President  shall  also  appoint,  as  permanent  committees, 
a  committee  of  two  on  Trails  and  Bridges,  a  committee  of  two  on  Tene- 
ments and  Buildings,  a  committee  of  two  on  the  Preservation  of  the 
Valley,  a  committee  of  two  on  Complaints  and  Petitions,  and  a  com- 
mittee of  three  on  Finance  and  Accounts.  These  several  committees 
shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  or  at  the  discretion  of  the  President.  They 
shall  visit  the  Valley  at  least  once  a  year,  and  report  on  the  conditions 
found  therein  at  the  July  meeting  of  the  Commission. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Board,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  properly  appertain  by  usage  to 
the  office  of  President. 

ARTICLE  V. 

In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  President,  or  of  his  inability  to  serve, 
the  Vice-President  shall  perform  his  duties. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

The  Secretar}'  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Commis- 
sion in  properly  prepared  books,  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose;  shall 
conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Commission,  making  letter-press 
copies  of  all  official  letters  written  by  him,  and  properly  file  all  com- 
munications which  he  may  receive  as  Secretary  of  the  Commission,  or 
which  may  appertain  to  its  business,  and  give  an  account  of  his  cor- 
respondence whenever  required  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  and 
luring  business  hours  the  same  shall  be  open  to  inspection  by  any 
individual  Commissioner.  He  shall  also  keep  a  record,  in  the  minute 
book,  of  all  votes  received  by  correspondence,  and  all  votes  given  by 
Commissioners  in  that  way  shall  have  the  same  effect  as  though  cast  in 
the  general  way.  He  shall  also  attend  to  all  matters  of  the  Board,  and 
perform  such  clerical  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him.  As  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  keep  a  record  of  the  finances  and 
transactions  of  the  Board,  covering  all  circumstances,  accounts  of  all 
sources  of  revenue,  including  all  appropriations  made  by  the  State  of 
California,  making  proper  record  of  each  several  items,  and  transmit  all 
moneys  received  for  or  on  account  of  rents,  privileges,  or  any  other 
source,  to  the  State  Treasurer,  in  accordance  with  law.  He  shall  make 
up  vouchers  from  the  monthly  report  of  the  Guardian  of  the  liabilities 
for  wages  of  laborers  employed  in  the  Yosemite  Valley  and  the  Mari- 
posa Big  Tree  Grant,  and  also  for  supplies  and  materials  purchased  by 
him  from  month  to  month,  and,  upon  such  vouchers  being  approved  by 
the  Finance  Committee,  transmit  the  same  to  the  .State  Controller  for 
payment.  Such  vouchers  to  be  made  payable  to  the  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  the  better  to  enable  him  to 
keep  a  correct  record  of  all  disbursements.  And  he  shall,  upon  receipt 
of  the  Controller's  warrant,  apply  the  proceeds  of  said  warrant  to  the 
payment  of  the  various  sums  to  the  several  claimants  covered  by  such 
warrants.  His  account  of  moneys  received  and  disbursed  shall  be  ex- 
})licit  and  full,  and  whenever  legally  called  upon  to  do  so,  shall  deliver 
up  the  moneys,  books,  papers,  and  other  property  of  the  Commission  in 
his  hands  to  his  successor  in  office,  or  to  such  other  person  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  Board  to  receive  the  same.  He  shall  obey  the  orders 
of  the  Board,  and  render  such  services  as  may  be  required  of  him, 
relating  to  the  Treasurer,  and  shall  at  all  times,  during  business  hours, 
open  his  books  and  expose  his  papers  to  any  individual  Conmiissioner 
upon  request. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  held  in  San  Francisco  shall  be 
for  the  purpose  of  hearing  the  report  of  the  Guardian,  of  the  commit- 
tees, and  for  auditing  and  allowing  bills,  ordering  work,  and  transacting 
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such  other  business  as  may  properly  come  before  it.  Special  meetings 
may  be  called  at  any  time,  and  shall  be  so  called  on  request  of  two  or 
more  Commissioners. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  have  general 
supervision  of  the  finances.  It  shall  audit  all  bills  before  their  pre- 
sentation to  the  Board,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  usually 
porformed  by  such  bodies.  It  shall  carefully  inquire  into  the  revenues 
of  the  Commission,  the  source  thereof,  and  changes  therein.  No  expen- 
ditures of  any  amount  to  exceed  1300  for  any  one  bill  shall  be  made 
except  upon  order  of  the  Board  in  open  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Section  1.  A  majority  of  the  Board  only  is  empowered  to  issue 
residence  or  business  permits,  as  that  entitles  the  holders  thereof  to 
transact  business  in  the  Valley  or  Grove.  They  shall  adopt  the  form 
of  such  permits.  Permits  shall  not  be  issued  for  a  longer  term  than 
one  year,  but  may  be  issued  from  year  to  year,  or  from  month  to 
month,  provided,  however,  that  leases  for  conducting  hotels  may  be 
awarded  for  the  term  of  four  years.  They  shall  recite  the  business  of 
the  holder,  and  specify  the  tenement  or  locality  for  occupancy.  Permits 
shall  be  revoked  upon  the  violation  of  any  of  the  rules  of  the 
Commission.  Permits  shall  be  issued  to  only  persons  of  good  moral 
Character,  upon  the -consent  of  the  Board,  and  signed  by  the  Guardian, 
the  President,  Vice-President,  and  Secretary. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  establish  the  rates  to  be 
charged  for  hotels,  the  rates  for  carriage  and  horse  hire,  the  rates  for  the 
sale  of  provender,  and  generally  regulate  the  prices  to  be  charged  by  all 
persons  transacting  business  in  the  Valley  or  Grove. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  President  of  the  Board  is  an  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees. 
Such  other  committees,  from  time  to  time,  as  are  necessary,  shall  be 
appointed  as  at  present. 

ARTICLE  XL 

In  case  of  a  vacancy  by  death,  resignation,  or  removal  from  the 
State,  or  by  any  other  inability  to  serve,  on  the  part  of  the  Vice- 
President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  the  President  shall  appoint  some 
one  to  the  place.

FOLSOM  HIGHWAY  COMMISSIONERS. 


Sacramento,  Cal.,  December  1,  1898. 

To  His  Excellency  James  H.  Budd,  Governor  of  the  State  of  California, 
and  to  the  Members  of  Thirty 'third  Session  of  the  Legislature  of  the 
State  of  California: 

Your  Folsom  Highway  Commissioners,  appointed  under  the  provis- 
ions of  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the 
construction  of  a  State  highway  or  wagon  road  from  Sacramento  City 
to  Folsom,  in  Sacramento  County,  and  appropriating  crushed  rock  and 
granite  or  stone  blocks  for  drains  and  culverts  for  the  same,"  approved 
March  29,  1897,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

That  said  Act  contained  no  appropriation  in  money,  and  this  Com- 
mission directed  a  communication  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the 
County  of  Sacramento,  requesting  said  board  to  call  a  special  election 
in  Sacramento  County  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  from  the  people  of 
that  county  the  authority  to  issue  bonds  of  said  county  in  the  amount 
of  $75,000  for  the  construction  of  said  roadway  provided  in  this  Act. 

Under  the  advice  of  Attorney-General  W.  F.  Fitzgerald,  communicated 
to  this  Commission  and  forwarded  by  us  to  the  said  Board  of  Super- 
visors, that  board  proceeded  to  and  did  call  a  special  election  in  said 
county  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  authority  from  the  people  of  that 
county  to  issue  bonds  of  said  county  in  the  amount  of  $75,000  for  the 
purpose  of  the  construction  of  the  roadway  provided  in  that  Act. 

At  the  special  election  held  in  said  county  on  the  fourth  day  of 
December,  1897,  for  that  purpose  and  throughout  said  county,  includ- 
ing the  City  of  Sacramento,  the  total  number  of  votes  cast  in  and 
throughout  the  County  of  Sacramento,  including  the  City  of  Sacra- 
mento, was  5,952,  of  which  there  were  cast  5,104  in  favor  of  and  848 
votes  against  said  proposition;  and  tlie  total  number  of  votes  cast  Jn 
the  City  of  Sacramento  was  4,175,  of  which  there  were  cast  3,832  votes 
in  favor  of  and  343  against  said  proposition;  and  in  the  county  outside 
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of  the  City  of  Sacramento  there  were  cast  1,777  votes,  of  which  there- 
were  cast  1,272  votes  in  favor  of  and  505  votes  against  said  proposition. 

The  bonds  were  ordered  issued  by  said  Board  of  Supervisors,  and 
were  ready  for  issuance. 

To  test  the  validity  of  the  proceeding  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
and  the  right  of  said  board  to  issue  bonds  for  that  purpose,  an  amicable 
proceeding  was  instituted  in  the  Superior  Court  of  Sacramento  County, 
and  a  judgment  adverse  to  the  legality  of  the  bonds  was  rendered.  An 
appeal  was  taken  to  the  Supreme  Court,  and  an  opinion  was  handed  down 
and  rendered  by  that  court,  in  which  it  was  declared  that  Boards  of 
Supervisors  were  prohibited,  by  the  provisions  of  Section  2  of  the  Act 
of  1883  (Statutes  1883,  page  20),  from  issuing  bonds  for  such  purposes. 

We  have  failed  in  the  construction  of  this  roadway  for  the  reason  that 
no  funds  were  provided  for  the  construction. 

Our  investigations  show  that  the  sum  of  $75,000  would  have  been 
required  to  build  the  roadway.

GIARDIAX    OF    MARSHALL    MONUMENT. 


Owing  to  the  past  dry  season  prevailing  throughout  the  State  causing 
a  scarcity  of  water,  and  also  from  the  fact  that  the  former  water  privi- 
lege owned  by  the  Guardian  preceding  me  (he  owning  the  pipes  for 
conveying  water  from  a  private  spring)  being  shut  off,  I  was  greatly 
handicapped  by  jjot  having  sufficient  water  to  irrigate  ail  delicate 
plants  and  shrubbery.  So  I  was  necessitated  to  run  several  long  bed- 
rock tunnels  into  the  side  of  the  hill,  and  in  that  manner  was  able  to 
procure  a  small  amount  of  water  to  store  in  a  small  reservoir.  By 
carr3'ing  the  same  in  buckets  and  by  constant  cultivation  I  was  just  able 
to  keep  the  plants  and  shrubbery  alive  during  the  hot  summer  months, 
as  nearly  the  entire  water  supply  was  exhausted  by  the  middle  of 
August. 

The  most  important  work  done  during  the  winter  and  early  spring 
was  keeping  the  roads  in  repair,  making  zigzag  trails,  terracing  the  hill 
in  various  places,  and  beautifying  the  grounds  generally.  Have 
quarried  out  many  large  granite  slabs,  and  of  them  have  constructed 
several  substantial  steps,  and  made  an  entrance  near  the  base  of  the 
Monument.  Have  made  several  tables  from  flat  granite  rocks,  under 
the  shade  of  trees,  for  visitors  to  eat  lunch  on.  Have  made  a  new 
fence  at  lower  end  of  the  grounds,  trimmed  up  all  the  natural  live  oak 
trees,  and  planted  several  hundred  young  cedar  trees  for  shade  and 
ornamental  purposes,  and  at  the  present  time  the  grounds  and  Monu- 
ment are  in  excellent  shape.  Have  a  great  deal  of  work  under  contem- 
plation for  the  coming  year,  and  hope  to  be  able  to  carry  the  same  to 
completion.

LAKE  TAHOE  WAGON  ROAD  COMMISSIONER. 


To  His  Excellency  James  H.  Budd,  Governor  of  State  of  California  : 

Sir  :  I  hereby  transmit  to  you  the  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Lake  Tahoe  "Wagon  Road,  under  Act  of  April  1,  1897,  entitled  "  An  Act 
to  create  the  ofhce  of  Lake  Taho*  "Wagon  Road  Commissioner,  provid- 
ing the  term  of  oflSce  and  compensation  of  such  Commissioner,  defining 
his  duties,  and  making  an  appropriation  for  the  salary  and  expendi- 
tures provided  for  and  authorized  by  this  act." 

The  said  road,  extending  from  Smith's  Flat  to  California-Nevada 
state  line,  is  58  miles  in  length,  including  64  bridges,  of  a  total  length 
of  1,470  feet,  and  140  culverts.  All  of  the  latter  are  necessary  to  be 
maintained  for  the  purpose  of  properly  protecting  said  road  from  injury 
by  washouts;  many  of  them  are  entirely  too  small. 

There  was  expended  out  of  the  appropriation  under  said  Act,  for  the 
maintenance  of  said  road,  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  forty-ninth 
fiscal  year,  12,180  45,  leaving,  for  the  forty-ninth  and  fiftieth  fiscal 
years,  but  $7,819  55,  out  of  which  (there  remaining  but  $193  85  at  this 
date)  the  road,  while  very  narrow,  has  been  kept  in  good  condition  for 
light  traffic.  One  bridge  at  the  third  crossing  of  American  River 
has  been  entirely  rebuilt  of  wood  and  stone,  and  temporary  repairs  have 
had  to  be  made  to  a  number  of  other  bridges  and  to  culverts. 

I  beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  estimate  for  the  next  two 
years,  which  should  be: 

For  maintenance. $20,000  00 

Salary  of  Commissioner 1,200  00 

Expenses 300  00 

New  bridges  and  culverts 45,fXX)  00 

Fills  and  cuts,  removing  3O0O  cubic  yards  earth  (rock) 3,000  00 

?69.500  00 

The  embankments  of  this  highway  have  in  places  slipped  away,  nar- 
rowing the  road  until  precipices  extremely  dangerous  are  many.  The 
loose,  rocky  condition  of  the  country  through  which  the  road  passes  has 
been  a  source  of  annoyance,  and  in  many  places  the  grade  is  almost

taken  or  filled  up  by  the  vast  quantity  of  loose  material,  little  of  which 
has  been  removed  for  years. 

There  are  four  bridges  crossing  the  American  River,  one  crossing 
Truckee  River,  and  one  crossing  Trout  Creek,  which  will  have  to  be 
rebuilt  within  the  next  two  years;  and  some  idea  can  be  arrived  at 
regarding  their  importance,  when  the  maximum  flow  in  any  of  said 
streams  can  be  easily  estimated  at  not  less  than  100,000  miner's  inches 
of  water,  and  it  will  be  diflficult  and  costly,  at  some  of  the  locations,  to 
find  proper  foundation  upon  which  said  bridges  are  to  be  built. 

The  culverts  are  fast  decaying,  and,  on  account  of  the  dangerous  con- 
dition of  the  different  structures  (many  of  which  are  from  fifteen  to 
thirty-five  years  old),  I  have  been  compelled  to  serve  notice  on  teamsters 
not  to  attempt  to  cross  the  bridges  with  a  total  burden  exceeding  ten  thou- 
sand pounds,  and  upon  examination,  after  several  vehicles  loaded  to  that 
capacity  had  crossed  the  mountains,  I  became  convinced  that  even  that 
load  was  in  excess  of  what  would  insure  safety  to  life  and  property. 

I  desire  to  impress  upon  those  who  will  have  the  matter  of  this  re- 
quested appropriation  in  hand,  that  the  condition  of  said  structures  are 
notoriously  known  to  be  bad,  and  indeed  it  is  questionable  whether  or 
not  some  of  them  will  stand  this  winter  out  and  the  high  water  of 
the  spring  of  1899. 

Unless  something  of  an  extensive  nature  in  the  reconstruction  of  the 
bridges  and  culverts  can  be  considered,  the  state  will  have  to  close  this 
great  interstate  highway  to  traffic,  for  even  now  it  is  a  matter  of  little 
doubt  but  what  the  State  is  grossly  guilty  of  contributory  negligence,  in 
permitting  the  heavier  vehicles  with  their  loads  to  cross  some  of  the 
bridges. 

This  road,  if  properly  maintained  for  heavy  traffic,  is  a  source  of 
immense  benefit  to  the  two  States,  as  well  as  one  affording  unlimited 
satisfaction  to  the  thousands  of  pleasure  seekers  from  the  valleys,  who 
annuall}^  visit  the  beautiful  streams  and  lakes  of  the  Sierras. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  desire  to  extend  to  your  office  my  thanksfor 
the  kind  interest  manifested  in  relation  to  the  road,  and  I  also  wish  to 
say  as  much  of  the  members  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  for  the  assist- 
ance rendered  me,  and  who,  in  the  line  of  their  own  duties,  have  made 
careful  examination  of  the  entire  road.

unnecessary  to  mention  any  particular  change,  as  the  Commission  for 
the  Revision  of  the  Codes  will  probably  take  the  whole  subject  up  in 
detail  when  that  portion  of  the  Political  Code  is  taken  under  considera- 
tion.
